Aying entred heretofore into an Englifh tranfiation of the 
Romane Hyttorie 3 compiled by T.Livius from the foun¬ 
dation ofRome-citie unto the Csefars dayes ; and then pro¬ 
ceeded forward in their liyes , to the death of Domi tun, 
according as they were penned by Suetonius Trancjuil- 
lus 3 / was of late earnestly moyed by a noble ‘Baronofthis 
Kingdomejo trayaile onjlill^indfollow the traine of this 
argument 5 fofarreforth as 1 found extant in A mini anus Marcel! iuu who 
had Written at large from the end of the [aid Emperour unto the beginning of 
Gratianus. And albeit this enterprife feemedunto mee more than difficult^con^ 
Jidering the harjh file of the Author 3 a Souldior 3 and who being a Grecian 
borne 3 deliyered thefe HyTtoricall reports in Latine j the flrange tearmes occa- 
fonedby the late alteration ofthe State under Conflantine 3 the greater part 
of the original! loft 3 which might hay e giyen light unto thereU ; the prints Jo 
defeEliye and faultie eyen of that which remained 3 and the want of others to 
tread out the way before me in other languages: yet could I not deny that ho- 
neft requefl offo honourable aperfonage 3 whom I knew to be yerie fludious 3 
pafting well learned 3 and Judicious 3 (right commendable parts adorning true 
Nobihtie ) butfet in hand with thispeece of worke alfo 3 and finijh the fame in 
fome fort 3 though I haye not altogether therein pleafed my felfe. 

And the better to giye contentment unto the Readers (for now by this time 
Iperceiyed it jhould come under the Preffe) I tooke me to a new labour 3 and like 
as the Ioffe of the later part ofT. Livius 1 jiipplied with the breyiaries of L. 
Florus, fo the want in the beginning of thisWriterl madeup with a Cbronolo- 
gie ; to the end 1 might prefent unto my deere countrey men a continued narrati¬ 
on of the Romane affaires 3 from thefir ft infancie 3 to the yenerable old age and

decUnmdaies (that I may ufi Marcellinus bk owe lords') <f that eternal 

ywi s informer Hiftonograpbers, a , djo to o^nfame obfcurc places , -*h«h

\eeld, not full fatisfaction unto the Reader jnayyet mwtfter occafion to forne bet¬

The(e Endeavours of mine whatfoever I dedicate unto your Worj hips, the 
chiefe Magifir ate and grave Senate of this Citie i and that for divers refpeBs:

The horrible ails ofCxfcv Gall us, through his wives mitigation 
committed in the Eallparts. 

Fterihe events of an in vincible expedition Achieved, whiles 
the hearts * of both the * fides were fainting, which fimdry *or FaQions. 
dangers and travailes had-foreqaailed; before that either the 
trumpets gave over founding, or'ihe fouldiers were beftow- 
ed in their wintering ftationsjfuth ftormes of fortune ftill ra- S « 
ging,arofe,as poured downe a world of new troubles upon 
the State and Commonwealth ,occafioned all by many wic- 
Iced and horrible a< 5 te of Cafar Gallus $ who from an exceeding pooreandmiiera- 
ble condition, advanced in the very flower of his yeares (with unexpe&ed honor) 
to princely dignity, and running out beyond the bounds of that authority which 
was conferred upon him, madefoule worke every where, and with extreame ri¬ 
gour marred all: For, prefuming upon hisneerenefieof kinne unto the * bloud *Hew»eonft. 
royal!, and the alliance which he had ftill with the name of Constantine, hee bare JCSSSfE 
himfelfe very proud and infblent, ready (as it was thought) to have gjuen fome 
hoftile attempt even againft the founder of his owne good fortunes, if he had bin £ : late Emperor* 
of greater power: whole cruelty was not a little enkindled andfet on fire by his * 

*wife 5 who befide her unmeafurable pride,as being fitter in the whole bloud un- *Con{lxntmMfX 
to the *Emperour,and by hex father* Conjlantine before time joyned in marri- 
age with hisbrothers fo nne king Annibdi&nw, was a very dcvill incarnate,inciting * du:Grclt - 
and incenfing him continually, given as hee was tocruell tyranny, and no lefle 
bloud-thirttie her felfe, nor of a milder di/pofition than her husband: who both 
of them mprocefleof time by little and little grownc more skilfull in doing mif- 
chiefe,by means of fecretand crafty tale-bearers,fuch as lewdly ufed to make thofe 
things greater that upon flight grounds were difeovered, ready alfo to Report un- *xw*,«h« 
truths and matters pleafing unto them, falfely raifedupon innocent perfonsim- S£S£r£i 
putations and danders, eitherof ambitious afpiring tothekingdome, or of pnufti- out - 
ung wicked and naughticarts. Now,among other defignements and deeds of a 
lower nature (for by this time their greatneflefurmounted thetearmes of mcane

<>cd "uiltv and condemned: 6f*whom,fothe fuffered death.otlwrs pumlhed with 
forfeitureaf goods, and turned out of houle and home as banifhed folke, hauing 
nought left untothem but plaints, mones, and bitter teares, lived onely of contri¬ 
bution aud almcs. And thus,whiles inlieu of cjvileand juft government, a blou- 
die mind and will bare fway, vfealthy and noble houfes were quite ftiut up: ney- 
ther was there required inall thefe heapes of enormities and troubles, any voice 
of an accufer, were hebmcounterfeit and fuboined,that cnmtnall matters might 
feemc (though but in outward (hew) committed to theformalltriall or Law (a 
courfe that very tyrants divers tjtfies have takenuO but whatfoever fetled once m 
Cdfirs irreconcileable heart, the fame went currant for right and lawfiull, yea, and 
was followed hard even tajjtfefci&execution. Moreover,devifed it was, that cer- 
taine unknowne perfons, ftych as for their bafeneflewere of llnall regard, fhould 
„ be fent out of purpofe through ah parts of *Antiochia, to hearken after tales and 
rumors, with direction,to relate whatfoever they heard. Thefe fdlowes in man¬ 
ner of travaileis raunging from place to place, and covertly joyning tbemfelves 
dole to men of quality and honour at their meetings, entringalfoinhabitof nee- 
die and poore folke into rich mens houles, whatever they could learneor heare, 
being let into the Court fecretly at the backe dores, made report thereof 5 obfer- 
ving^tlris one point j oyntly with one accord, fome things to invent and forge of 
their owne heads, and what they knew in deed, to make the lame worfe by the 
onchalfe: but in any wife to fupprefle and conceale all the praifes that came to 
their cares of Cdfan which many men were forced even againft their wiis to give; 
out,forfeateof calamities that hung over their heads. And orherwhiles it fell 
out fo, that if the husband had whifpered ought in his wives eare,within a fecret 
roomc, where no fervitor at all, more inward and privie to his life,was prefent,the 
fame fliould the Emperour bee fureto know the morrow after 5 no lefte than if 
u Amphiaraus or renowned Divinors and Wifards in old time, gave 

intelligence thereof : and therefore, the very bare wals alone, made acquainted 
with any fecrets, were feared. Now, this obftinate and fetled purpofe of his, to 
fearch into thefe and manyfuch like matters, became of greater force,by reafonof 
the C^ueene ever at his elbow to pricke and prokehim forward, who bearing her 
leifcihrewdandfrowatd upon her husbandshigh eftatc, rayon him,ftill creaking 
and crowing, as one moftfhar pc fet and hotely bent toworkemifehiefe: where- 
as,out of that mildneffe which befeemeth a woman,(lie ought rather by good and 
holefome perfuafions to have reduced him into the way of truth and courteous 
humanme . as we have reported in the aOs of the Gordons, That the wife of 

Maxu 
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2Maxtminus that e auell emperour was woont to do. To conclude,this Callus after 
a new and pernitiows example,feared not to putin pra&ifethe fame foule and dan¬ 
gerous prankc which Gallienus is reported to have attempted fometime at Rome, 
with the greareftdifhonor and fhamc that might be: and taking fome few in com- 
panie,privily weaponed,he would in the evening walke here and thereabout the 
fhops,hoftelries,carrefours,and crofleftreets,bufiIy inquiring in the Greek tongue 
(wherein he was very perfed) what any man thought of Cdfar < And thefe parts 
plaid he boldly v -thin thecitic, even where lights fhining clecre all night long, are 
woont to refemble the bright dayes. At length,being oftentimes knowne who he 
was, and perceiving now, that if he came thus abroad hee fhould beedifeovered, 
hee was not feene to go forth but openly by day-light, and that about his ferious 
affaires,as he thought them. And thefe verily were the courfes that hee tooke, 
whereatmany a man grieued and groaned at the heart. Furthermore, Tbalafiius, 
then * Lord chiefe d I office,becing in place,who alfohimfelfe was of an arrogant 
nature,confidering that this haftineffe of his,to the hazard of many, ftill increafcd, tmo ' 
did not by gravitie or fagecounfell mitigate his mood (as divers times men placed 
in high authority have mollified and afliiaged the wrath and ire of princes)but by¬ 
way of oppofition and rebuke at unmeet feafons fet him fartherout, and made 
him ftaike mad, giving informations very thicke unto the Emperour of him, ag¬ 
gravating his proceedings,and making them more than they were, .yea and endea¬ 
vouring (of what mind I know nor)that the fame fhould not be hidden: whereat 
C^r within awhile much more fell and enraged, ere&ing on high the banner, 
as it were,of felfe-will and frowardneffe,without regard either of other mens fafe- 
ty, or his ownq ran’on end ftill in manner ofa fwift ftreame,with irreclamablc vio¬ 
lence,to bearc downc and carry quite away all under him.

Warn raifed by the Brigands or Robbers of Ifauria , whereof 
the euents and ijfues were diners. 

Either verily was this the only banc that plagued the Eaft with 
fundry troubles and calamities: For 3 the Kauri (with whom an 
Kyvife 0 ufuall matter it is, oft times to reftquiet,and as often with fud- 
pxvk M daine outrodes todifturbeand confound all)from fecret rob- 
,’W lfelhos Is beries,andthofe but feldome committed,brakeout(whileim- 
$) punitie foftered their boldnefle growing worfe and worle)in- 
|g^i^g]5ypQ|i| to grievous warres, ftirring up verily their hoftileand rebelli¬ 
ous ftomacks a longtime by commotions without all reft; howbeit mightily mo* 
uedby occafionof this indignitie(as they gave it out) that fome of their confbrts 
taken prifoners,were at *Iconium, a towne of *Pifidia, contrary unto the manner 
and cuftome, caft out to be devoured of ravenous wild beafts, at a publique fhew £•«-- 
in their Amphitheatre: and according to the faying of T «lly, Like as even favage 
beafts, upon warning given,returne for the moft part unto the place where fome- 
times they have beene fed > even fo all of them, in manner of a whirlewind, being 
come downe from the cumborfbme and high moumaines, repaired to the fea

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toward daike night e p ^ ^ fujujoj^obrcrvedthc^fhippe-naafters 

mid liytas^whom wlwruhcy perceiued once to be lay ed along to fl€epe,crce^ng 
onallfowVamongthe anchor-gables,and then going foftly for being heard, they 

conveyed^hwnfclvcsflyly intothefiiippe boats, and fo ftoodhatd by them ere 

thevwere aware: thus,while greedie covetoufnelle gave fire unto their cruelty,ha* 
viS (bine them all,and fpared not fo much asone *thatyeelded,they caned away 
' rich marchandife*, or gainefull commodities ; for, none there was to make refi- 
"T ftance. But thefc prankes were not long praftifed: tor,when knowledge was ta- 
ken,that the faylers and marchant venturers were thus murthered and left dead m 
the place,noman afterward arrived at theferodes,but avoiding them noleflTethan 
r , the deadly cliffes of ‘Scyron, they faylcd clofe along the coafts of Cyprus, 
whereas they lye oppofite unto the rockes of Ifauria. Therefore, within a while 

after, when they could find nothing thither brought, leaving the fea coafts, 
they went into Lycaonia, adjoyning^ hard unto Ifauria, and there within 
their thicke growne Faftnefles and Fore-fences, after the manner of tho^ that 
lye in ambufti for fuch as pafle by, they maintained and enriched themfelves 
with the goods as well of the provinciall inhabitants as the way-faring folke. 
This broile railed the fouldiers that lay in garrifbn within many towncs and caftles 
confining upon them, who endevorrng all of them with might and maine, to re- 
pell them,incroachingfurtherftill, and fpreading thus all abrohd^ one whilekee¬ 
ping together clofely in fquadrons,other whiles difperfed afunder* were overmat- 
chcdby icafon of their huge multitude: whobeingbiedandbroughtupamong 
the high and crooked mountains, carrying a great compafle abcmc^ufe nimbly to 
pa fie over them, as if they were plainc places ,and even, charging a farre off as ma¬ 
ny as come toward them 3 with foot, and affrighting them with hideous cryes and 
yellings. And divers times our foot-men being forced in the purfuit after them, to 
clime up fteepe riling hills, albeit that as their feet flipped from underthem, by ta¬ 
king hold of(hrubsandbufhes,theygotup to their verie tops*yet among thofo 
narrowand unpayable ftreits,having noroometoimbattelland’fet themfelves in 
array, nor yet to march on withfureandftrong footing, whilestheirenemiestra- 
uerfing their ground to and frOjtumbledownepeeces. of rockes and crags from a- 
loft, they made fhife to get away downe the hill with danger ynoughj or elfe, if 
they were driuen uponextreameneceflitie, valiantly to fight it out, overwhelmd 
they were,andlaid along with the fall of hugeand weighty peeces. From thence¬ 
forth therefore, this due obfervation, with warie circumfpe&ion, was made, that 
ever as thele robbers began once to maketowards the high mountaines, our foul¬ 
diers knowing the difad vantage of the place, gave way and retyred: but when 
b .^ ound u P°n the plaine (which happencth verie often) having not 
whirh >h« hnt0fttC,C u f ° Ith theirarrncs > or tobrandifli and fbake their dates 
f.llvwu y,t T ot ' hr ' e apeece, their fortune was to be (lai nelike dumb and 

m 

**- trouble, but yet for feare of wafttngdpoylmg, and murders, whiles fouldiers 

ranged 
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ranged throughall the quarters neere adjoyning, was fortified with ftrong garri- 
fons on everie fide: whereupon fpeeding themfelves in great haft, for to prevent 
all rumors oftheir remove, by exceeding celeritie, trufting alfo upon the vigour 
andagilitieof their bodies, through winding lanes they got up (fomewhat late 
though it was) to the hill tops. Now having overcome thefedangerous difficul- 
ties,whenthey were corneas farre as to the banks of th3t deepe and whirling ri¬ 
ver* Melas, which in ftead of a wall fenceth the inhabitants on cither fide thereof, *Crimen, M*ri»4 
confidering the timc,& how the night grew apace upon them, they refted a while Niitr ‘ 
vvayting for day-light: Forthey fuppofed, that when they had once gotten over 
the fame without any one to hinder their paffage, they fhould by any fodaine and 
unlooked for incurfion,be able to lay waft whatfoever flood in their way. But all 
the laborious and painfull toyle that they tooke, came to no effe&: for after the 
funne riling, by rcafon of the big ftreame, narrow, and deepe withall, they were 
difappointed of their paflage over: and whiles they feeke for fmall fifli boats, or 
prepare to flit or fwim upon floats fet together and pinned in haft,our legions win¬ 
tering then at*Sidenifte > cameabioad,atidwith a fpeedie march affronted them, *C'biriJhnda,ot 
and having irnbattelled themfelves neere untothe rivage,to joy ne in fight hand to JJSSeJST 
hand, moft skilfully they made a fence before them with their targuets couched 
thicke and clofe together: Some alfo that trufted upon their fwimming,or ad¬ 
ventured in hollow troughes and trunks of trees, feeretly to crofle over the river, 
they moft eafily killed. Whereupon when they had allayed many meanes and 
devifes,even rotheiruttermoft perill,and nothingauayled,what with feare, and 
what with violent rdiftance,quite put befide their purpofe, and doubting which 
way to take, and whither to go, they drew neere unto the towne Laranda. There 
having refrefhed themfelves with food and repofe, now that feare was part >and fet 
upon the rich tovvnes,by hclpeofcertaine companies of horfemen, which fortu¬ 
ned to approach neere hand j not fo much as allaying to make head againe in the 
broad and open plaine ground, they departed afide,andas they retyred backe,rai« 
fedalltheftrengthandmanhoodoftheyouth which was leftathomc. And for- 
afmuchasthey were fore diftrefled for want of food, they vventtoa place named 
Paleas,bending toward the fea, and fortified with a ftrong wall, where are layd up 
in ftore even to this day vidualsufually,diftributedamong the fouldiers lying in 
garrifbn, to defend all thecofts of Ifauria. This ftrong hold therefore they befie- 
ged round about for three dayes and three nights together j and feeing neither the 
place fo fteepe could poflibly be gained without danger of death, nor any good 
might be done with undermyning, and that node vife belonging to a liege tooke 
effe<fl,they departed heavie,& ill appaid,witha purpofe in the end,upon an angry 
mood, to enterprife ex ployts above their reach. Having conceived therefore a fel¬ 
ler fit of furiousrage,which difpaire and hungertogether did fet on fire,they reen¬ 
forced their power,and in a heat unreftrainable,advanced forth, with a full refblu- 
tion to deftroy the mother citie Seleucia, which Caflmius a * lieutenant, f toge- *cmm. 
iher with three legions of old beaten fouldiers,ha rdned alreadie in warre fcrvices, 
defended. Now the captaines of thefefayd fouldiers,advertifed before hand by 
truftic efpials of their comming,after the ordinarie token or watchword given,led 
them all forth in armes, well appointed to make a quicke and fpeedie fally- and ha- *saufi. 
ving with great agilitie pafled over the bridge Banding upon the river *Caly cad- 
nuSjthe mightie ftreame and waves whereof run hard by the verie towers of the * *** DH 

walls, 
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cVtie,\vi!thin"thedefcnce whereof they might be all fully fecured from danger.The 
fouldicrs moved cffe&ually with this perfua(ion 3 were brought packe againe with¬ 
in the faid wals: and after they had locked up and made faft the gates on every 
(ide,ftood upon the plat-formes,bulwaikes,and battilments, having every where 
in readineffe (tones and daits, to the end that if anyone had ventured farre for- 
ward, he might with multitude of (hot and (tones be beaten downe and over- 
throwne. Howbeit, this one thing mightily troubled thofe which were (hut up 
within, becaufethevetfels that ufed to bring corne along the river, were taken, 
whereby the Ifaurians for their parts had plenty of viftuall ; but themfelves, ha¬ 
ving (pent up already the ordinary provifionof food and fuftenance,wonderoufly 
feared the wofull and deadly miferies of imminent famine. When the newes of 
thefeoccurrentswereflownefarreabroad, and intelligences thereof continually 
♦orCfnmii. given one after another had made GallusC/efar to ftarcklc, for that the *Mafter of 8 

the Horfcmen was greatly employed and bulled very farre off, Nebridius * Lieute¬ 
nant gencrall in thcEaft,bycommandcment and commiffion directed unto him, 
having from all parts affemblcd his forces, fped himfelfc with exceeding haft and 
diligence to deliver this citic,(o great and of fuch importance,from danger:which 
being once knowne, the forefaid theeves departed, without atchievingany me¬ 
morable exploit befides: and being fcattered afunder (as their manner is) made 
toward their wields and defart mountaines. 
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merv whilc!*^ drawing forth their ftvords in threatening wife, afterwards went 
on faire and foftly: againft whom our fouldiers continuing ftill refolute, ready to 
make tead and encounter them with their difplay ed rankes jtea,and knocking theit 
ftiicldsand fpearcs together (which manner and faftnon ftirreth vp m warr.ours 
both anger and dolour) with this their gefture no w hard at hand, gtea ly terrified 
them. But thus ihatpe fet as they were to give battaile,their leaders reclaimed and 
drew thembacke, fuppofing it unfeafonable and inconuenient to hazard them- 
* ^nnKrfnll neece of fervice. being as vet not farre from the wals of a

whenhe waireth upon us i a cenaine great lord andnobleman. 
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one named Nohod&rts, appointed fo oftenas oportunity (erved to invade Mefopo¬ 
tamia, fcarched with great careand diligence intoall parts of our territories, ready 
to breake through with fuddaine violence, wherefbever he could find convenient 
place. And for that all the trablsand quarters of Mefopotamia, which ufed often¬ 
times to be difquieted,were kept fafe with fore-fences and (landing wards abroad, 
turning his journey on the left hand, he forelayd clofely * the utmoft parts of * Of- 
druena, and entred upon a new device and ftratageme, that little at any time had en 

beene attempted,which if he might compaffe, he would in manner of a lightning 
lay waft and confume all. Now the defigne which he projected was after this forr. 

A borough towne there is named Batne in Anthemufia (built by the ancient Ma¬ 
cedonians) not farre diftant from the river *Euphrates,and replenifhed with weal- **AferM,tx Trot. 
thy marchantss where ordinarily every yeare toward the beginning of September 
there meet at a (blemne Mart or Fayrea multitude of people of all forts and de¬ 
grees, to buy and fell the commodities which the Indians and Seres fend, toge¬ 
ther with much other marchandize that ufually is brought thither by land and lea. 

This countrey, the forefaid *Captaine purpofmg to invade,during thofe daiesap- 
pointed for this great concourfe, and that by the way of the defarts, and greene 
bankes of the river *Abora, being difeovered and betrayed by his ownemen,who *(j lulap.tn tabulie 
in bodily fearefor fomefouleand hainous fa<3 committed, ran unto the Romane 
garrilbnSjWehthisway without any thing done,and afterwards fat ftilland ftirred P hriMU 
not. Howbeit, the Saracens, whom we are never to wifti either for our friends or 
enemies, raungingupand downe over the countrey, whatfoever came in their 
way, in a {mail time fpoyled and deftroyed, like unto ravenous Gledcs and Kites, 
which if they have fpied any prey from on high, quickly in their flight fnatch it 
up,or if they feize upon it, make no long (lay. As touching whofe manners, al¬ 
though I well rememberthatl have related in the Adis of the Emperour Marcus , 
and divers times afterwards, yet will I now atfo briefely w rite (bmewhat of the 
fame. Among thefe nations, whofe beginningreacheth out unto the*Catara<fls h *orw>tcr&i* 
of Nilus,and to the confines of the*Blcmyse they be warriors and martiall men, * or 
all of like condition,halfe naked,clad as farre as their groine with painted or ftained 
fhort caflockes, by the helpe of fwift horfes and (lender gant cammels, raunging 
here and there,as well in peace,as in troublefome times: neither doth any of them 
ever lay hand to the plough,plant or dreffe a tree, nor get his living by tillage of the 
ground,but wander alwaies they do from placeto place,difletefarre and wideafun- 
der, without houfeand home,without any abiding feat and pofiti vela west neither 
can they any long time endure the (amc aire,nor the tradl of one and the fame foile 
ever pleafeth them: the manner of their life is alwayes in flightand flitting .-and 
fneveenarie wives they have, hired by covenant and upon condition for a time 4 
and for a fliew yet of matrimony,the wife that (ball be, by way of dowry prefen- 
teth unto her husband a fpeare and a tent, after a certaine fet day ready to depart 
4 from him, if (lie be fo difpofed. And uncredible it is, with what heat both fexes 
of them are given over to flefhlyluft: and fo long as they live, they ufefo to rove 
} and fcatter themfelvcs abroad, that the woman wedded in one place, is brought 
II to bed in another, and leadeth her children farre off, without any time at all per- 
f. mitted of reft and quietnefle. They feed generally of Venifbn, and great plentie 
of milke, which is their chiefe fuftenance: alfo of many kinds of hearbes, and 
what birds can be gotten by fowling: and for the moft part we have (cenethem 
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Chap, mi* 

The Maffacres of Conftantius Caefar, committed in the Weft> by 
the adyife and endervors of flatterers about him. 

■ Hilesthefe things thus pagein theEaft, Cettflantw keeping his winter 
at *Arles, after he had fet forth his ftage-play es and k Circeian games 
with fumptuous furniture and provifion, upon the*fixth day before 
the Ides of Odober, which made up the thirtieth yeare of his Em- 
pire,peifingall ftrangeoccurrentswithavery heavie hand, and entertaining what 
doubtfull or falfe matter foever was prefented unto him, as evident and truely 
knowne^among other things after he had caufcd Geronttus , a ^aptainc^f Afig- 
nentius his fadion, to be fore tortured, awarded him to wofull exile . And like as 
acrafieand ficklybodie is wont to bee fore diftempered upon every light grie¬ 
vance, evenfo his bafe, faint, and tender mind, fuppofing whatfoever hee heard 
fpoken, was fome pradife or plot devifed to the lofle or danger of his life & eftate, 
with the (laughter of innocent perfonsatchieved a lamentable vidorie: for looke 
what martiall man, what honourable perfon or noble gentleman in all his trayne 
was but by fome flying rumor charged to have favoured and maintained his*ene- 
mies part, fure he was to have heavie chaines hung upon him, and fo was drawne 
and haled like unto a bead i yea,and though his very adverfarie or none at all fol¬ 
lowed hard upon him (as if itfufficedoneIythathcwasbutnamed,prefhited, or 
accufed) he had fentence pronounced againft him either to fuffer death, or to lofe 
his goods,or elfeto beconfined within fome defart Ifland. This rigor of his was 
much more exafperate by information given of certaine offenfive crimes which 
were commonly divulged, founding, asit wasfaid, much to the prejudice of the 
imperial majeftie* and his fufpeded anger, fet on fire with flattering fpeeches(cen- 
ding all to bloudmefle) offuch favorites as were next about him, ready ynough 
aggravate and multiply all occurrences, making lemblanceaHoof exceeding 
griefe and forrow,in cafe the prince forfooth (hould loofe his life, upon whole 
good eftate and welfare,as upon a twined thread, the whole world depended as 
they with open mouth and counterfeit words gave it out. And therefore repor- 

nnni^Jr a c ° m ™ u " d f dn o a ^ny time(were he once adjudged tabee 
punilhcd for thefe or fuch like offences) to be called backs upon the tendering, as 
the manner is, of a commendatone m teftimonial! j athing that hard hearted and 
inexorable princes havebeen wont to doe: and this mifehievous or deadly vice 
which in otheisfometimeabaterhandwaxethcooler,in him, asa°c Cameroon 
w^ ?re v' heh0 r r ,i ” h i S 3 com P an yof claw-backe flatterers egged him for- 
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with Magncntiui^ feeing they could make no refinance, after he had outrageoufly 
come over them in manner of afloud, fuddainly feized upon the fonunes and c- 
ftates of many more. T hus went he on (fill making much fpoile and havocke r to 
the utter undoing of anumber,imprifoning fuch as were free borue>and afflicting 
their bodies with bonds, yea and crufhing fome of them with mannacles, whiles 
(forfooth) he parched and pieced many crimes and imputations together, that he 
layed to their charge, and all as falfe as might be: whereupon was committed fuch 
an impious and wicked fad, as branded the daies of Conjlantitti with anoteofper- 
petuall fhame. There was one Martin that ruled thofe provinces^ deputy*Lieu- *oriuftce. 
tenant*, who grievoufly lamenting the miferies of the innocent, arid oftentimes *t™ 
befeeching him to fpare the guiltlefle 5 when as he could not pitvaile, threatened 
to depart: to the end that this malicious inquifitor and perfccutor, at leafhvife for 
feaie of it, might give over at length to draw and induce into open dangers apeo- 
plenaturally given to quietnefle and peace. /Wjw,fuppofing that by this meanes 
his profeflion and trade would decay, as he was a fhrewd artifan, and his crafts- 
mafterin wrapping and linking thefe and fuch like matters together, (whereupon 
hee came alfo to bee furnamed Catena, ideft>a Chaine) drew the faid Deputie 
Lieutenant himfelfe (who (fill protected them, whom the other as yet had fpa- 
red) tobeareapart in thefe common perils: and earneftly bent he was to bring 
him alfo bound with Tribunes and many others before the* Emperours priuie ° Comit alum 

counfell. At which extremitieof mifehiefe fbneereat hand, Martin throughly JJJJ 
provoked, caught up a ^dagger, and affaulteth the perfon of the fame Paulas. ♦or Rapier. 
But for that his right hand * fay led him, fo that he was not able to give a deadly * HapIy forthe 
wound with the fayd weapon drawne, as it was, hee dabbed himfelfe into the 
fide: and fo by this unfeemely kind of death departed he this life (a mod righ- dmeL 
teous man) after he had attempted by fome day to eafe the piteous cafes of ma¬ 
ny . Which wicked parts thus committed, Faults all embrued with bloud, re¬ 
turned to the princes campe, bringing with him a number of prifbners, covered 
in manner all over with chaynes, as men dejeded and plunged into miferable 
calamities and wofull forrowes: at whole comming were the *Rackcs p made *emu. 
readie $ the hangman prepared both hookes and wrcding-vices: and of them, 
many were proferibed and outlawed, fome banifbed,and other had their punifh- 
ment by bloudie drokeof civile (word : For, no man well can remember, that 
under ConHantitta any one went away quiet, whenfoever thefe matters were but 
by way of whifpering fet a foot. During thefe troublous affaires, Orphuus go¬ 
verned the *Citic of Rome as * *Pr£fcft, bearing himfelfe infolently beyond 
the bounds of thedignitie conferred upon him : a wife man verily, and palling 
well pradifed in plees and judiciall proceedings, but nothing fo well furnifhed 
and adorned with liberall arts, as a nobleman ought to have beene: in the time 1 
of whofe being in place, dangerous commotions wereftirred up for fcarcitie of 
winej the common people greedily fet upon the ufe and expence whereof, is 
foone provoked to raife many tumults and infurredions. 
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diet f»UjetrestudftreiKth,mhcroMtge*lfoMdcr*fteftmefuU of 

& [cafes. Likmife.the defection of the mejl mtferable estate 
thereof under Conftantius WGallus. 

Ndfbrasrauchas I fuppofefome ftrangers,who happily fliallchaunce 
to readethefe writings may wonder, what (hould be the reaiontnat 
when my ftyie is diverted to ihew thofe things that were done in 
Rome, I relate nothing but of feditions,tavernes,and fuch likebafe 
matters: I will fummarily touch the caufes hereof, andnotfwerveby my good 
will one whit at all from the truth. What time as Rome began to arife with luckie 
prefaging tokens even at the very firft to worldly glorie, like to live and flourifh fo 
long as men (hall remaine upon the face of the parth,to the end that (he might en- 
crea(e and grow on (fill to an high eftateby the firme league ofecernall peace 5 Ver- 
tueandFortune (which forthemoft part uietodilagree) concurred bothtogi- 
ther: of which twainc, if the one fhould have failed, (he had never mounted to 
the pitch of that perfe&ion. The people thereof from their very cradle ( as one 
would fay) and firft infancy, unto the end of their childhood, which comprifeth 
the fpace wel neere of three hundred yeres,endured neighbour-warres even round 
aboutthcirwals: and then, being once entred intothe growing age and primeof 
their youth, after manifold travailes andtoylesof warre, palled over the Alpes, , 
and beyond the fea:no foonerwere they (hot up to their vigorous yeares and 
perfect manhood, but from all parts of the wide world environed within the cope 
and curtaine of heaven, they carried away vi&orious triumphs: And now encli- 
ring toward old age, and conquering divers times by the name onely and fame 
that went of them, betooke themfelves to a more calme and quiet manner of life. 
Therefore,this venerable and renowmed city 5 aftcr (he had fubd ued and yoked the 
prowd necks of fierce and favage nations >and made lavves(the only ground- works 
and eveilafting ftaies or hold fafts of freedome) like a good and thriftie mother, 

• prudent wirhall and wealthy, committed unto the *C*fars‘ i,as to her children, 
the whole right and intereft of the inheritance,to be managed & ordred by them: 
and long fincc, although the tribes fat (fill, the centuries were quiet, and no con¬ 
tention or ftrife rofe about giving voices,butas ifthe peaceable and fecurc daiesof 
Pempiltui htsreigne were returnedagaine throughout all the quarters and coafts 
ot the earth honoured (he was like a foueraigneiadieandquecne,& in every place 

the reverendgreyhairesofSenatourscarryingauthoritie with them,and the name 
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% dcr to be gilded all over: which honour was conferred firft upon Acilius r Gla- 
> brio % when by policic and force of armes he had vanquiftied king Antiochus. But 
how brave and goodly athing it is, for a man defpifingthefe gaudes and triflesof 
no worth, to mount and climbe up the long and difficult afeents of true glory, as 
*Htfiodus the Poet fayth, Cato Cenform hath (hewed, who being demanded, why 
among many noble per fonages he had not his owne Image (landing : I had leijfer 
(quoth he) that good men fhould move quejliontherefore I have not defervedit, than 
(which of the twaine is the reorfe) mutter (oftly among themfelves, why 1 have obtained 
it. O thers againe, repofing the chiefeft grace and glory that is, in carroches high¬ 
er than ordinary, and in the fuperfluous braverie of fumptuous apparrell, fweat 
againe under their weightie and maffie mantles, which they may fallen with very 
clafpes to the fhoulders, bearing out from the necke, having exceeding fine outc 
wrought therein and palling through, and the lame (landing out from all places, 
and the left fide efpecially: to the end, that thefe inner garments, thus befet with 
■ long jagges and purfles, might fliine againe with varietie of threads feene quite 

II through, andthofe portrayed and (haped after many and (undry formes of living 
it creatures. Moreover* there are among them fuch, as, unasked of any man, with 
I a counterfeit gravitie of countenance, extoll their poftellions and patrimonies in¬ 

finitely above all meafure, multiplying the yearely revenewes and profiles of their 
’ lands fru itfull (as they thinke) by good husbandry, which they vaunt abroad and 
fpare not, that they poflefle from Eall to Weft* ignorant as they be,how their aun- 
ceftors, by whom this greatnefle of the Romane State reacheth fo farre, became 
fo renowned in the world, not by their riches, but by mod cruell and bloudie 
warres ; who differing neither in yvealth,nor fare at their table, or homelinefleof 
appaiell from common fouldiers,conquered all before them by vertue and valour. 

• Hence it was,that the noble Valerius f Publicola was buried by a contribution of 
money gathered for him: and the poore wife of* Regains, together with her chil- 
fdren,were maintained by the helpeandreliefeofher husbands friends: the daugh¬ 
ter allb of u Scipio had adowrie given her out of the Chamber of the citie, when 
the nobilitie were abafned to fee the flower of abigge and grownc virgineunbe- 
ftowed 3 andalhamedat thelongabfenceof herpoorefather. Butnow adaies, if 
happily thou, a good honeftman, corneas a ftranger unto one of thefe great mo¬ 
nied men,that are fo puffed up with pride for their full bagges, to do thy duty by 
way of falutation,at the firft thou findeft entertainement,as a right welcome and 
wiihed-forgueftj and after many and fundryqucftions asked (whereby thou art 
forced to make fomc lyes) thou wondercft,being never feene beforethat this great 
man thus affectionately favoureth thee fo meane a perlbn: infomuch as it repen- 
teth thee that thou hadft not feene tenne yeares fboner thefe happy daies,as a prin- 
cipall felicitie. And thus prefuming confidently upon fuch Romane courteous af- 
fabilitic, if thou doe the fame the next morrow, thou art at a (land with thy felfe, 
as one altogether unknowne and come of a fuddaine, whiles that wonderous en- 
courager that heartened thee fo much but yefterday, is in doubt a long rime, who 
thou lhouldeflbe,and from whence thou art come . But being at the length ag¬ 
nized andtaken into theranke of friends, if thou fliew thy (elfe ordinarily in his 
chamber of prefence to doe honour and reverence, intermingled with other wai¬ 
ters, for three yeares together, and be wanting as many for them againe,thou retur¬ 
ned to abide the like (erviccs, not once demaunded where thou wert,and whether 
thou didft depart out of the way* thou (halt to no * purpoiefpend all thy life time 
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will be meet (excepting thofe to whom by courfe it is due}'that a Granger flipuld 
be invited < and if after fulland mature confutation had,it be agreed upon.That it 
fliall fobci fuch an one is called and admitted, who watcheth and waiteth duly be¬ 
fore the beules of Chariottiers, or profefTeth Dice-play and Chestors craft, or els 
maketh as though he knew feme more fecret arts than ordinane: for, learned and 
fober perfons they even of purpofeavoid as unluckie folkeand good for nothing. 
Over and befides, the x Nomnclatores or beadles alfo, who are wont to let to lale 
thefe and fuch like vanities, receiving fomc piece of money for a bribe, foift in a- 
mong the reft at {uppers and dinners, certaine bafe and obfeure fdlowes in lieu of 
others. For, I over parte, leaft I fhould proceed too farre, their waftfuU and excef- 
five fare at the table, and the fundry allurements of pleafuresj minding rather to 
fpeakcofthis point, that fome of them drive their fteedes apace (as if they were 
. 5 , <w publique poft-horfes of theState, with (hoes,as they fay, efpecially ^marked to be 
feenc, without feare of danger) through the large and fpaciousftreets of the citie, 
y ea and over the ftones turned up of the broken pavements: drawing after them 
at their tailes great traincsof themeniall and houfeholc)fervirors,ldb unto crewes 
and troupes of preading brigands 5 leaving at home to keepe the houfe not fo much 
*Tc-rw, as Sannw, according as the *Comicall Poet fayrh : With which retinue of atten¬ 

dants and followers, many of their dames with their heads covered and inclofe 
chariots,courfe up and downe over all the quarters of thecitiej and like as skilful! 
captaincs, in arraunging of their battailes, place firft in the vantguard thicke and 
ftrong fquadrons to affront the enemie, then light armed fouidiors,aftcrwards the 
archers and darters, and laft of all in the rereward the companies of fuccours, rea- 
die upon any extremitie to advance forward, and tocharge: even fo, according to® 
the carefull direction and difpofeofthofeoverfeers and matters that have the mar- 
fhalling of thefe citie fervants (otherwifeto feekewhatto doe)and make a goodly 
(hew with warders in their right hands, now as if the fignall were given,clofe unto 
the front of the chariot marchcth all the fort of weavers and embrodcrers 3 next un¬ 
to whomgoeth the blacke guard and kitchinreej then all the meinyone with a- 
nother,witharafcall rabbleof idle commons from outof the neighbour ftreets, 
joyning unto them: in the laft place,a multitude ofguelded grooms keeping their 
rankes and hies the old ones formoft, and the boyes behind, of complexion pale 
and wan ; for their lineaments and making of the body,crooked and ill fauoured: 
So that which way foever a man went,and beheld fuch companies of maimed and 
difraembred men ,he might deteft the remembrance of Semtramis that Queene in 
old time who was the firft that ever guelded thetender babes of malekmd offe- 

delcourfo-who «th C? U "'° Tnu' andtUrnin§ her quite b:lckcfrom h'-r’imen- 
tainnofled wh,Vh5, l ‘ tver y firftbe § l " n ‘ n g an d n ativi t y,by ^thofe primitivefoun- 
tainesof feed which they arc borne with,(hewed in fome fort by a fecret ordinance 
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Orator,a teacher of trifling and toyifh arts is in requeft: and whereas the Libraries 
be fhut up fart for ever like unto Sepulchers, framed there beOrgans,or water in- 
ftrumems, huge Harpes like unto chariots,Haut boysalfo,andno meanc furniture 
for gefturing adors 3 nd ftagc-players. Finally, the world is grownc now to this 
bafenefle and indigmtie, that when aliens and ftraogers were driven forth of the ci¬ 
tie by the head and {houlders for feare(not long flnce)of dearth and fcarcity of vi- 
d:uals,yea and the rtudentsorprofcrtbrs ofliberail Sciences (whereof the number 
was exceeding fmall) without any delay or breathing time, thruftout, yet were 
there kept ftill the followers of wanton gefturing wenches, fuch as were fo indeed, ' 
or but counterfeits for the time, yea, and there remained behind three thoufand 
fuch dancing wenches,not fo much as once difturbed and troubled, together with 
their quiers,and as many mafters and teachers to them rand what way ioever a man 
caftshis eye,he may behqlda mighty number of women with their haire all to cur¬ 
led and frizJed(who if they had wedded, might well by this time for their age have 
beene the mothers of children at three feverall births) dancing and footing it upon 
the pavements 9 untill they be weary againe,wagging and winding themfclves with 
many a turne about,while they exprefte and reiemble an infinit number of coun¬ 
terfeit formes that Stage-playes havedevifed. Moreover,no doubt is made of this, 
that when Rome was in times paft the dwelling place of all vermes, theNobilitie 
and Gentiirie for the mod part (if any ftrangers well borneand of good fafhion, 
came thither) ufed with many offices of kindnerte and courtefie to keep them there 
ftill (like as the v Lotophagi in Homev with their fweet fruits and pleafant berries.) 

But now,fuch is the vanitie and pride offome,that they efteeme ail bred and borne 
without the wals of the citie, to bee bafe and of no worth, unlefte they be child- 
lefle and unmaried folke: and incredible itis,whatobfequious bating and cour¬ 
ting there is at Rome fundry waies to fuch perfons as arc without children. And 
for as much as among them* as in the head place of the world, grievous difeafes 
reigneand rage in the higheft degree,for the allaying and artuaging only whereof, 
no art of Phyrtcke is of any force 5 devifed there is a prefervative and helpefull 
meane therefore, to wit, that no man fliouldvifite and fee a friend, that fuffereth 
fuch maladies. And among thofe few warie cautions and provifoes there is ano¬ 
ther effe&uallremedie ordained, namely,That fuch fervants as have beene fent to 
enquire how thofe of their acquaintance doe that are held with this difeafe, they 
receive not into the houfe againe, before they have cleanfed their bodies with a 
bathe: fo fearcfullbe they even of aninfeiftion, that other mens eyes onely have 
feene. And yet,as carefull as they be in thefe points to favethemfelves, fome you 
fliall have (enfeebled otherwife, and much weakened in their liras) if they bee re- 
quefted to a marriage,wheregold is offered with hollow right hands,to goe luftily 
and nimbly ynough even as farre as to*Spoletium. WelI,thefebethecourfesthat *spoi« 0 . 
the Gentry take. To fpeakc now of the multitude, which conttfteth of the bafe 
and poore commons; fome patte all the night long in the wine tavernes, others 
lurke within the fhadie boothes and bowers of Theatres, which Catulus imitating 
the wantonnerte of Capua, in his iEdileftiip pitched and reared firft; or eagerly 
play at dice,making a fouleand unfeemelynoifewith fhuffing and drawing backe 
their wind inwardly at their broken nofethrils: or elfe (which of their delights is 
the greateft) from morning to night they abidetill they faint againe, in raine, or 
funne-fhine, enquiring diligently after the chtefe prizes or delinquencies both of 
chariotters,and alfoof horfes. And a very wonder it is, to fee fo infinite a number 
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nifhed hereof, mketh a tumult, whereupon enfueth 
horrible blond fad in the toft . 

henceforth ufing meaneotmeafure,plagueddlpartsoftheEaft, 
fpating neither honorable perfonS nor the prrnci pall Burgefles and no 
bles of cities,no nSrthe inferior commons. In fine, the chjefe mailers of the reve- 
rcndordet and (late of Antioch,by vertue of one wilt * or warrant he commaun- 
ded to be put to death,enraged& wood hereupon, for that when he out of leafoa 
urged infiantly to have a cheapnefle and low price fet in the market,what time as a 
gencrallfcarcitie was feared, theyanfwered him in feme hard and unrealonablc 
tear me*; that it was not convenient: and died they had evety mothers ionne, m 
cafe ^lieutenant general! of theEaft for the time being, with nrme relo- 

lution had not withftood his proceedings. Thisalfowas noobfcure and covert 
fjgne of his crueltie,that he tooke delight in bloudie (ports, and in the Cirque or 
(hew place joyed to fee fix or feven combates,otherwhiles forbidden, of champi¬ 
ons woundingand killing one another, and to behold them allagorebloud, as if 
(for(ooth)he had gained fome rich and great booties. Over and befides, his pur- 
pofe forward ynough of itfelfeto domifchiefe,wasfet more on fire by a vile and 
bale woman; which being let into the palace(as (he required) had difclofed a con- 
fpiracic,and made knowne,That certaine fouldiors of the mcaneft reckoning and 
condition layd wait fecretly for him : whereat Con ft antin a much rejoycing, as if 
now her husbands life had beene (ecured and fafe for ever, rewarded her highly, 
andfcttingherinacoach, fent herforthac the palace gates into the open flreetes, 
that by thefe allurements (he might intice others alfo to difcover the like or greater 
tieafons. After this, Gallus minding to make a journey to* Hierapolis, to the end 
• 7 '• that in outward drew he might pcrfonally be feene in a voyage,whereas the Com- 

minaltieof Antioch humbly befought him to remove the dread they had of fa- 
mine,which for many and thofe weighty reafons was*fearcd would (hortly enfue, 
did not (as the manner of princes is, who of their large power and prerogative 
yeeld remedie from timeto time of fuch locall and publique diftrefles) take order 
for any difpofe,or that victuals fliould be tranfported out of the provinces borde¬ 
ring upon theniibut unto the multitude (fearing the utmoft extremities)appointed 
Theophilufthc Prefident of Syria,who flood hard by for their governour,reply ing 
continuall y unt ° the ™ in ^le tearmes, That no man could want food, if the Cover* 
. br.rerun: **«r were unwtUtng thereto. Thefe fpeeches incenfed the boidneffe ofthe bafer (orr. 

... Now when fearenie of vidualsgrew (fill morcand more, upon hunger and furie 

'f'FT° f 1 ° nearaan of much rc P^«ion among .hem, 
they let fire to his (lately aud gorgeous houfe, and burnt it: and the forelaid gover- 
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nour, as being one delivered over unto them by an imperiall judgement, they lay* 
ed at and fpurned with their heelcs, knocked well and fbundly with their fiftes, 
and when as hec was halfe dead, piteoully mangled and tare in peeces. After 
whole lamentable death, every man confidering in the deftru&ion of one,the like 
perill of his ownc perfon, upon this fre(h example was afraid of femblabie mea* 
fore. At the fame time iVrf7/As/*«*,late*L.Wardcn of theMarches(through whole * Ex duct. Du* 
flackneflfe and cowardife,as we have related before, *Coele in Phoenice was harri- Warden ol the 
ed and wafted) being accufed of high trca(on,and juftly endited according to Uw, 
(uncertaineit is by whar favour and mediation he could be acquit) was manifeftly 
convi&ed, that he fent a familiar t riend,with a cap(wherewith he ufed to cover his name is more ho- 
head) enchauntcd by the meanesofforccrieand unlawfull arts,unto anidolltem- 11 Nitntxm. 
pie where anOracle was.to enquire expreflely .Whether there were fore- fignified 
unto him theEtnpire firme and fure as he defired < And thus at one and the very 
lame time there fell out a joyntand two-fold mifehiefe: for that both Theophtltts , 
aguiltlefte perfon,wascutoffbyan horrible accident; and Serentanm alfo, who 
had dderved the curfe of all men,went away cleare, as harmelefle and blamclefle, 
notwithftandingthe publique force of juftice in manner opt nly gainlayd ic.Thefe 
prankes Conftannus hearing of anone>and being informed of fome particulars be- 
fide by the relation of Thalafaus, who,as he underftood already, was now remoo- 
ved and departed after the ordinary courfc,writing in very kind maner unto Cafar, 
by little and little abridged him of the means and maintenance he had about him, 
making faire (emblant, That himfelfe was much difquieted,for feare that the (oul- 
diors having little or no employment,and therefore commonly given to be tumul¬ 
tuous, (hould confpirc and complot his deftru&ion; and fo commaunded him to 
reft contented and take up with the trained companies of the Palatine 8 fouldiors, 
of the b Protcdtores,together with the c Scutarij and d GentiIes:and charged Domi¬ 
nant# , late high € Treafurer.now Praefcft or Iuftice, that when he was once come 
into Syria, he (hould in gentleand modeft tearmes (et forward Gallus in his jour¬ 
ney, who, as he had oftentimes heard fay, made haft into Italy. No (boner was 
Domitian arrived at Antioch, whither he haftened with all the fpecd he could, in 
regard of this Commi(fion,but palling hard by the palace gates, and contemning 
Cafar, whom it had well bcleemed hi m to have given the fecing.on he went to the 
Pmorium f with a goodly pompeand (olemne (hew: and prerending 3 long time 
ficknefle for his excufe,he neither (et foot within the palace, nor went abroad into 
the citie; but keeping clofe,plotted many means to bring him to deftrudtion,put¬ 
ting into his reports (bme unneccflarie matters befide the purpofe, which other- 
whiles he lent unto the prince. At the laft,being entreated and admitted into the 
*Confiftories, without any circumftance of words by way of preface premifed, *counfcich«nb« 
inconfiderascly ynough^nd bluntly : Begone Caefar f quoth hee) as you are corn- 
man nded, and know this, T hat if you moke any flay , J will caufe forthwith all the provi- 
fan for maintenance of yourfelfeand of your palace to be carried away. With this per¬ 
emptory fpeech and no more, thus malapartly delivered, he departed fomewhat 
angry,and came not afterwards in his fight, although he was often fent for. Here¬ 
upon the*other al in a fume and chafe,as one that (uflfered injuries and indignities, 
committed thelaidPrffeft to ward .under the cuftodieof truftiepentionersof his 
guard: which when Montius underftood,being at that timc*Queftor h ,a man verily .^Treato: 
of a rigorous nature, but yet fomewhat enclined to mildnefte.called unto him the 
chiefe of thePalatinetrained companies, and fpake unco them in mild and gentle 

tearmes,

perour • dMeafid for/aath end angry forth* I cmmaundedtn rcgardeffearc only the 

State requireth,tubeheptinward. Thisfaid,themilitanemen,very defirous many 
times ot ftitresand troubles,without any longer ftay,firft fet upon(whole 
lodging was hard by) a weerifli old man and a fickly, and with harne cords bound 
faftto his !e»ees,drew him ftride- long without any intermimon as farre as to the 
»Prsfeas Pnetoriiim . And in the fame gary braid they tyed Vcmtian likewife 
f t m, -.thchoufb with his hcac j f orwar d to a fled or ladder, and fo harried and hurried them both 
Tit 1 "** together upanddowne all over the broad ftreets of the citie. And now by this 
time that the knitting of their joints and limmes were plucked afunder,they clam¬ 
bering over their dead bodies, mangled and difmembred in mod unfeemely man^ 
ner,as if now they had taken their fill of revenge, caft them foone after into theri- 
ver. No\v,thefe men fo outrageous,defperat,and even woodagaine, one Lufcus y 
governour of the citie, whom fuddainly they had a fight of, had inccnftd to at¬ 
tempt thele wicked defignes,and together with him .fr/iew/^captaine or leader 
of the Porters, inciting & often calling upon them to the execution and quick di£ 
patch of that which they had begun, who not long after was therefore burned 
quicke. And becaufe Montius , readie to yeeld up his vitall breath, under their 
hands, that like butchers were tearing him in pieces, cried out divers times, and 
layd much blame upon Epigtms and Pufebius, without naming either their profefi 
fion.or place & degreejmuch diligent fearch there was,What theft perfons fhould 
be ? and that the bufinefle might not waxe any thing coole, brought out of Lycia 
there was Epigonus a Philofopher, and out of Myfia Eufehw, having his furname 
of Pietie, a quicke and vehement Orator: whereas the forefaid *Qu$ftorhad ap- 
pcached and charged,not them,but certaine matters of forges or woike-houfes * 
who promifed armour, if haply any commotion and trouble in the State fhould 
arife. 

At the very Came time Jlpollinaris, who had married Domitians daughter, late 
graund*ScnefchaIl, or fteward of the palace, was fern from his father in law into 
Mesopotamia,a man out of all meafure inquifitive among the militarie bands that 
abode there, Whether they received any (cere: letters of G alius now projetfine 
and plomngfome higher defignescr who having learned what had beene done at 
Antioeh,palTcd through Armenia the lefle,and went to Conftaminopleiand from

ned quite afide from the consideration of truth: and whiles no man enquired do? 
ly ana by ordinaric courfe into the truth of matters plaincly charged upon men,or 
cunningly devifed againft them, nor once putting difference betweene the inno¬ 
cent and theguiltie, all right and equirie, as thruft out of the judgement places, 
was departed and gone quite: whiles alfo the lawful! defence of caufts was put to 
(ileace, there was nothing fo rife as the ^hangman, fequeftring of pillage, hood- ZmfZaT"*' 
wincking,punifhing by the purfe,andcpnfifcation of goods every where through- """ **" 
out the Eaft provinces, which I thinke it meet and convenient to reckon up,all lave 
*Mefo potamia (fet already in due place, when I treated of the Parthick warrcs)and 
iEgy pt,which of neceflitic I have put over to another time.

ragtfteMI ^ ter a man P a ^ over *b e to P s ofthc mountaine *Taurus, which *sappo«t<»i* 

toward the Eaft rife up a great height, *CiIicia lyeth farre ftretched 
out in length and breadth, a land enriched with all good things 5 and 
unt0 ^ r ight (idethereofadjoyneth Ifauria, a frefh and goodly coun- 
trey in like fort, as well for plentifull vines, as aboundance of corne and grainc, Finkbia. 
through the middeft whereof runneth the navigable river Calicadnus. And veri¬ 
ly this region two cities (befides many other good townes) doe beautifie, to wit, 
*Seleucia,founded and built by king Seleuctti z and Claudiopolis % which Claudius Cd- *s a iefica. 

Jar erased as a Colonie. For the citie Ifauria being afore time ftrongly walled and 
fenced,and long fince fubverted as a rebellious place, and wholly fet u ppn deadly 
mifthiefe,is hardly able to fhew the tokens and remaines,and thofe verie few of the 


antientgloriethatithad: But as for Cilicia that vaumeth it felfe of the river *Cyd- *carafc.i«»j«, 
nus,cnnobled it is by *Tarfus,a faire and goodly citie (the founder of it, by report, DmU * 

was Perfeuiy the fonne of Jupiter and Danae, or clfe one named Sandan , come out of 
^Ethyopia,a wealthy man and a noblej) by *Anazarbus alfo, which carrieth the •A^.orAefaai 
name of him that firft built it } and by ^Mopfutrehia, the habitation of that famous ct r *. 

Prophet or 'DWmov Mopfus^ who in his returneffom the warlike voyage and fer- 
viceof the Argonauts with the Golden fleece that they tooke away, wandring a- 
partfromthcreftofhiscompanie,andarrivmgupon the coaftof Afiicke,died fo- 
dainly : and from that time his heroicke*Manes,covered under Punicke mold, as ^Re&po. 
medicinable^and for the moft part caufing health,cure and heale fundry griefs and 
maladies. 


Thcfe two Provinces long agoein thePirats warre, intermingled with bands of 
brigands and rovers,and by Serviltus the Proconful fubdued and brought under 
fubje£Hon,became tributatic. And thefo countries verily, feituat as it were in a 
proraon torie, are fevered from that part of the world by the mountaine *Amanus. nsom. n«o.

noother may compares paragon, for affluence of commodmes, as wel home- 
•Laudichia.Orre/. bred,as thither brought t by*Laodicia alfo, and *Apamia, by Seleucia Ijkewife, 
m0 Q flouriihing cities all even from their firft beginning. Next heieunto is Phoe- 
nice, bending up toward the mount Libanus,a region right lovely and beautiful!, 
adorned with great and fdirc cities: among which,for pleafentneffe and name_ex- 
*UiA .*%#, cell Tyrus, *Sidon,and *Bcrytus; and matchableto the lame, *Emifla and *Da- 

*c^ia. AVjrfl. mafeus,built in auncient times. N ow thefe provinces (which the river Orontes, 
*scham,ot Sum. jg j t environeth them, and running along the very foot and bottome of that high 
*QtC*(i\S. Lari ffi. hill *Caffius, difehargeth it felfe into the *Parthenian kz)Cneus Pompeius ,after he 
*KnZcor P ut had vanqui filed T{grants, tookefrom thekingdomes of the Armenians,and layed 
2ife. 1 £jht unto the Romanes dominion. The laft of all the Syria?, is * Paleftina, ftretehed 
AiSm ^ ° f ^ ort h farre and wide, having plenteous ftoreof grounds well husbanded, trim and 
•r^.sanaa.or gay, with certaine excellent citiesalfo,nothing inferior one unto other,but driving 
S,! 1 ?’,,!.. all as one would fay by line and level!,to be alike andcquall: as namely, * Carfares, 
which * Her ode founded out of the ground-in honor of *Offavian the Emperourj 
*Eleutheropol!s,and*Neapalis: in like fort Afcalon, Gaza, andlulla, built in 
i^ t SmurS , ‘ l h c age aforegoing. In thefet rads there is no where to be feene a river navigable* 
fpftioo. Hdb, and in moft places hote waters of their owne nature arife out of the ground, me- 
dicinable and holefome for many purpofes. But even thefe countries alfo, Pont* 
pey in likefort, when he had tamed thcle\ves,and woonlerufalem, brought into 
the forme of Provinces, committing the jurifdi&ion over them to agovernour* 
Clofe unto this ad joyncth Arabia Reaching on the other fide hard to the Nabataeij 
a rich land, flourtfhing with varietie of trade and traffique, replenifhed alfo with 
ftrongcaftles and piles, which for to repelltheout-rodesand invaftons of neigh¬ 
bour nations, the men of old time in their watch full care raifed along the (freights 
and pafiages, in meet places, and advantageous. This region alfo hath among 
^ * OI ^ c lownesjciaeslikewife.to wit,*Boftra,Geraza,and Philadelphia,withfftong 
w^s moft furely fenced. And this very countrey, Troian the Emperour, when 
hehadgtvenit the name of a Province and fet a governour over it, enforced to 

fT e D I*"?' h2vmg mair ^ 3 time ( l uelled and abated the fwcl- 
v^ l ^K h D In ^ ltant c^ al umc as he made glorious and brave wane upon 
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Now the feme Cyprus aboundeth in fo great and fo manifold plenty of ail things, 
that ftanding in no need at all of forraine helpe, by the meanes that it hath of the 
owners able to build a great carricke orfhippe of burthen,from the veiy bottome 
kede beneath uptothe highcfttop*feiles,and having rigged & furniflied the feme 
with all tackling thereto belonging,fliooteth it to fea. Neither balh I to fay, that 
the people of Rome invaded this Ifle, rather upon a greedy mind to encroch,than 
any juft title thereto. For,after that VmgPtelome, our confederat andallie, by oc- 
cafion that our treafure went low,was by vertue of a decree, without any fault on 
his part committed, proclaymed ^Outlaw, and thereupon hec voluntarily made *t 
himfelfe away by drinking poy fon ; both it became tributarie, and the fpoyles alfo 
thereof, as of an enemie ftate,were beftowed in a fleet,and brought into Rome ci- 
tie by Cato. Now will I come backe againe to the order of my hift orie. 

Chap. viii. 

Certaineperfonsjbut principally Epigonus and Eufebius, by the com- 
mamdement Gall us are executed. 

Mid thefe fundry mifehiefesand miferies, falling one in thcneckeof a- 
nother,*hc (on whom upon mineallegeance I was by the Emperour *>>/*««, 
commaunded togiveattendancejbcing fentfor from Nifibis.the kee¬ 
ping whereof he had in charge, was driven tolooke narrowly into the 
beginnings and occafions of thefe dangerous debates: a man gainefeying and re¬ 
pugning the flatterers that by whole troupes barked at him, and one,that"ahvaycs 
had beene a doutie warriour, both fouldicrand captainc, but a meere ftranger in 
law cafes and troubles at the barre: who being much perplexed with feare of his 
owne danger toward, when as he fewthofefuborned accufers and judges affoci- 
ateand joyned with him, newly appearing and (hewing their heads out of the 
fame pits; what matters were in plotting and devifing, either under hand,or open¬ 
ly, he by fecret letters informed Ccnflantius of, craving means of aid and afliftance, 
for feare whereof, the prowd and fweliing humor of C&far fb notorioufly knowne 
might breath out and be fpent. But by this over-much warineffe and circumfpe- 
dion of his,he happened to ft icke faft among worfe fnares laied for him, as I fhall 
ftiew Iiereaftcr, whiles his envious concuirents packed and patched grievous mat¬ 
ter to entrap him unto Conftantius, a prince otherwife indifferent and moderate 
ynough,* but if any perfonwhatfoever,bafe though he were, and unknowne, had 
once put into his head fome fuch matter as this, very cruell & implacable } & in this 
^matter of caufes in triall unlike himfelfe. Vpon the day therefore appointed afore- 
hand for thefe deteftableinquifitions and examinations, therefetehim downe as 
Iudge for forme and fafhion,the*generallof the Horfemen,with other afleffors to 
him,who were taught their leftons, and direded what they fhould doe: and afli- 
ftant there were on either hand the Notaries, ready to carry in poft haft what que- 
ftions were demanded,and what anfvveres were made,unto Cafar j by whofe com- 
mandement, fet wholly then upon crueItie,through the inftigation ofthequeene, 
laying her eare otherwhiles out through the tapiftrie hangings, many ,not perm it- 
tedonceto cleare themfelves of the crimes obje&ed, nor allowed any defence, 
were caft away and undone. Firft therefore of all others, came to the barre Epigo¬ 
nus and Eufebius , layd hard unto and fore wronged for the affinitie of their names. 

For I have feid before, that Montius a little before his death blamed certain*mafters \ f ff cancntr: '

My ‘i!Jfn« y But E«/eW«ftanding very confidentlyto the deniall of theimputa. 
tions'ayd upon him,notwithftanding he was *hoy fed *up aloft upon the iaclt,per- 
fiftedlone (none and the fame ftatc, crying out.Thatthts was plaine tobberte, and 
no lawful judgement. N ow whiles hee called very mftantly for hts accufer, and 
the ordinary courle of triall,as one skilfull in the lawes,C«/ar informed hereof,and 
fuppofing this liberty and free fpeech of his to bee pnde,commaunded himto bee 

torne and mangled as an audacious and malapartflaunderer: whobecrng fo rent 

and bowelled.as that he had nopart of his body deare for to beetormented any 
longer, crying up to heaven for juft ice, and fmiling under a grim andangry looke, 
with grounded refolution continued ftedfaft and conftant, not enduring to ac- 
cufe himfelfe nor any man clfe: and fo at length,neither conf effing norconviftcd, 
together with his abje<ft companion, was condemned to luffer death. And led 
forth he was to execution, withafearelefleand unappalled courage reproching 
the iniquitie of thofe daies, and following the example of that aancient Stoicke 
ztno, who having beene tortured along time, for to exprefle fome lyes from him, 
plucked his owne tongue from the very root, and with his fpettle all bloudy, (pit 
it at the very eyes and face of the 1 Cyprian king, as he queftioned with him. 
After this, the royal! garment abovefaid was fought for: and when the fervants 
that died purple, upon torturing had confefled a little jacket for the body, wo¬ 
ven without fleeves, there was brought in one named Mar as y a Deacon, as tlje 
Chriftians tearmc him, to give evidence: whofe letters written in the Greeke 
tongue unto the Maftcr or foreman of a Weavers fhoppe in Tyrus, were pro¬ 
duced : wherein very urgently hee called upon the laid party, to have the pecce 
haftened forward • bnt what peece he fhewed not. Finally, the lame Maras y\oi~ 
mented even to danger of death, could not yet be forced to confelfe any thing. 
During this inquifition, which extended to fundry eftates and degrees, when 
fome things appeared doubtfull, and others againe were found flightly commit¬ 
ted, after the overthrow and undoing of many one, both the AppUwares , father 
and fonne, were banifhed: and being come as farre as to a place named Crate- 
ras, a mannoror village of their owne, Handing fbure and twentie myles from 
Antioch, according to commaundement given, their legges were broken, and 
they flaine. After whole death, Gallus as fierce and cruell as before, like unto a 
Lyon flelhed with carcaftes,made ftreight foarch for many fuch cheats,the which 
to report in particular it skilleth not/orfeare I exceed the bounds ofmy profeffion, 
athingthat I muft carefully avoid. 


Chap. 
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Chap, i x. 


Conftantius highly offended with Gallus, levies h wane upon the Aleman 
kings : unto whom craving peace , he with confern of the 
Romane armte graunteth it. 


■ Hiles the Eaft parts endured this cruell tyrannie a long time,fb (bone as 
warme and open weather was come, Conftantisu in the feventh yeare 
of his owne Confulfhip, and in the fecond of CafarSy departed eft- 
foones from * Arles, and went to* Vaientia, minding to make warre *A«late. 
upon Gundomadus and yadomarin, brethren, kings of the Alemans, by whofeof- or city in Cailia 
ten excurfions, the lands confiningupon the marches of the Gauiois, were layed 
waft. And whiles he ftayed long there, waiting for the provinon or victual!, the i^cdoc pio- 
conveyance and tranfpoi ting whereof out of Acquitaine, was hindered by the phine. OntU 
Spring raines that fell thicker than ordtaarie, and by the riling up of the brookes, 

Arculamis arrived,onc of the “Guard-band inordinarie,the fonne of HermogeneSy 
late mafter of the Horfemcn, tome in pieces long fince in a petty riot andbroileof 
the people, at Conftantinople, as I have above reported: upon whofe relation, 
and that mod truly delivered, namely, what parts GiUus had played» hee lamen¬ 
ting fore for the hurts paft,and (landing in fufpence for feareof thofeto come,pal- 
liated and ftayed the griefe of his heart fo long as he could. Howbeit, all the for¬ 
ces in the meane while drawne together unto *Cabillo, impatient of delaies,grew *CavailIon.PoIda 
mutinous and raging, incenfod the more, for that they had not maintenance for 
their life, by reafon that the ufuall ptovifion for food &c. was not yet come over to 
them. Whereupon Rufinus ,at the fame time Lord chiefe Iuftice, was driven to a 
very hard extremitic: for compelled he was himfelfe in perfbn to go unto the foul- 
diors thus diftempered,what with hunger,and what with ficrceneffe of their owne 
(who offierwifo are wont,of an in-bred difpofition,to be alwaics bitterly bent and 
malicioufly minded againft thofe that are in*ordinary place ofdignity)to give the 
fatisfa&ion,and to fhew what was the caufe that the convoy of come and victuals 
was letted. Which was a fhrewd plot,cunningly of fet purpofedevifed, that by 
this manner of traine the unckleof *GaUus might come to a mifehiefe, for feare QM*-* 
leaft he, fo great and mightic a man as he was,fhoUld whet him on ftilfand embol¬ 
den him in his wicked defignes and ungracious attempts. But topreventthis dan¬ 
ger, there was great policieand diligence ufod. Rufcbiuty Lord great “Chamber- 
laine,was font untoCabillo withagood fummeof gold about him,by the dealing 
whereof in fecret fort among the principal! (Hi rers of thofe tumults and foditions, 
both the (welling rage of the fouldiors abated, and the life alfo of the forefaid*Pr£- 
fed or Iuftice was laved. And then,after visuals were brought in great abundance, 
at the day before appointed the campe removed. And fo, when they had over¬ 
come many difficulties,and paffod through a number of waies over-whelmed and 
covered with fnow, being come neere unto *Rauracum, a citic fituate upon the 
banke of the river R bene, where a multitude of Alemans were ready to makerefi- 
fiance, the Romanes minding to fotahanging bridge over the water made of fhips (URaukauaT 
linked together,were over-matched and impeached, by reafon that on every fide 
the darts and arrowes flew about theircares: and when this was thought to be an 
impoffible piece of worke,theEmperour calling great matters in his head, flood 
amazed and doubtfull what courfc to take. But fee,all of a fuddain^uid unlooked 

for. 
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thcminthc nklna (hallow place full of fom^s, whereby the river was paffable:and 

rion hereof were touched and defamed 2 j<w»<w, Captame • of the guard in ordi. 
Z j„ilt *great p matter of the Horfe, and ScMo * Captame^ of theSqwres 
• ofthe body, who then were highly efteemed, as thofe that bare a chiefe flroke m 
the State, and ruled all in all. But the Barbarians taking counfaile according to the 
occurrents like prefently to enfue, haply, becaufe the cither dtftraaed 

them, or prohibited them to encounter,now that by the authontie of their religt- 
on their rigor,by which they flood out more confidently, was well mollified, 
fent in embaffage certaine principall perfons ofmarke,to befeech pardon for their 
offences, and to cravcpeace. The Emperour therefore detaining with him ftill 
the embafladours of both the kings,and duly weighing a long while this affaire in 
hand, confidering it was but right to have peace graunted, upon juft and equall 
conditions requeftedjand feeing with a generall accord they went all one way,and 
approved it as behoofefull and expedient, as the cafe then flood j aflembled the 
whole hoaft together,minding to make a briefe fpeech unto them according to the 
time: andfo ftanding aloft upon the Triburaall 3 with a number of the higher pow¬ 
ers and chiefeofficers round about him,fpake and difeourfed in this wife : 

Let no man marvaile , / fray you (quoth hee ) that after thep aweful! labours of long 
ionrneyes (pent andpaft, and plenteous ftoreof victuals gotten together^ now that I ap- 
froch the territories and tow ties of the Barbarians (the confidence that 1 haw in you, lea¬ 
ding the way) asfuddatnly changing my mind , am diverted to a more mild and peaceable 
courfe. Tor every one of you in his ranke and iudgement duly confidering with himfelfe, 
findeth this to be true , T hat thefouldior in all places,although he heJlrcng and vigorous in 
body , looketh to himfelfe onely, and defendeth his own life: But a Generali and Comman¬ 
der of all offices , whiles he,the keeper of other mens lives, is indifferent unto all , knoweth, 
that the regard and confideration of his people cannot bttt cone erne his owne defence and 
Jtfetie, and therewithal! skillet h remedies that the ft ate of hufmeffes doth admit , ought 
totake hold of all advantages and good occurrents that by Gods will and providence are 
prefemed. T o deliver therefore infew words, and to jhewfor what caufe 1 was willing 
yon fluid men thus altogether , my moft truftiefellow ftouldiors, lend a favourable etre 
to what 1 (lull very briefely declare unto you:for the words of truth befimple andplaine. 
The h'gh fiefs and rifing degrees ofyour glory,which fame growing ftill in excellent wife 
fpreadeth among the inhabitams alfo even of the nmofl coafts of the earth , the kings and 
nations of the Alemans ftandingin dread andfeare of, by thefe Orators whotnyou behold 
m place, crave in htimhlegefture and lowly manner^forgiveneffe of faults paft, and peace 
for time to come: which I, as one taking lei fure ynough, an da warie advertiser andadvi- 
Jerof profitable wayesyudp meet to be given unto them {in cafe you will fay yeaumo 
iOcnfiimngminjrcafons and mottles thereto. F.rst, that the douhtfullevents of 

rus,which they make prom,fc of: a[mnc,tha withoutblouMed we mirk, olUmhe kuF- 
°fflenncjjimd pride, which oftentimes worke our provinces mifchiefe-Uft- 
lt pondering end confidering this,That he only is not the cncmic vinquifhedfrekefe for- 
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tune istocbeinbattoHe, borne downe forcibly t vhh tkemrght of armour,and wkbrftahm 
ftrmgtbt but much Tf*orcfiffity,even irihtte the trumpet u fitem± hee that voluftrardy a 
fumiedand brought tofubfcftioft .* who by txpetieftcefiftieth, that neither fortitude it 
muting agmft rebellious fpirtSsHfrclmeftcie towardftupphants, in ftamme > I reft 
Waiting Hpoft you as urftpim to trUtpe afoifi, new that I a quiet prince deter* 

mine and conclude it fttiit, ftp*ft fo happy fortune fading unto m s in temperate ttife ta 
aft moderation. Par, this that is mil rtf dived upon After due debberation, fhaU n$t be 
Attributed to yaUr ce&ardlft and want of courage, btleeve me, but afteribed to four mo> 
deftte and hummtit . No fobnet had hee ended his fpeech, but the whole multi* 
tude,forward ynough to effect What the Ernperoraffe<5fcd,commended hiseoun- 
feile, and gave theft cohfent for peace, thbdved gfpectelly thereunto in this re* 
ihea, for that they knew full well by many expeditions and joumeyes, That his 
fortune was watchful! over him,and attendant oftely in civile troubles* but when 
fOUver forraine warres W&U in hand, for the moft putt things fell but heavily on 
his part.

H ttis done,and a league made after the tttehher of thofe nations,with the 
j folemnecomplements fiftifhed which Were thereto belonging, the 
Emperour departed to ^Millaine, there to Winter: Where caftihg off 
' all Other weightie cares, Hee thought Upon Cefar , as the iihtdvrilrdeft 
krttirre and difficulcie that ribW troubled him moft, bending his whole endeVbur 
how to {hake and overthrow him : add as he confillted with thofe favourites next 


about him in fecret conferences, and by night, what forcible meanes or cunning 
devife he might ufe to effe<ft the fame, before that hein his foole-hardineffe fhoukl 
tnbre eagerly be fet upon mifehiefe, even to the parting and cortfufion of all, te- 
folVed it was,That laying aflde all threats, the faidGalltis fhould under a colour of 
fome publiqtieDietor treatie as touching the State, be fent for by mild and kind 
letters, to the end that being deftitute 6f all helpe, he might without any let in the 
Way come to deftruftion. Now whiles all the fob! of thefe wcather-cocke flatte¬ 
rers flood againft this refolutidn 3 among whom was Arbttto , quickeand fharpefet 
to pradife wilesjand tufebtnsfhcn Lord great Chamberlaine,forward ynough to 
dbe mifehiefertfiis came into their heads for to alledge,namely,That C after being 
dfice departed, a dangerous matter it would be to leave prfiemm in the Eaft, were 
there none to keepe him downe, reaching as he did at higher matters. And with 
them joyned the refidue of guelded Eunuches within the court, whofe coveidUf- 
nefleand defire of having more ftill, was in thofe daies growne out of all meafure, 
who takingthe oportutiitie of fervice and attendance in the privie and bdd chdfli- 
b^r, conveyed under hand by way of fecret whifpering , fuggeftions of matters, 
feeding fained impUtatiorts: who alfo brought into difgrace that right ^Valiam 
Bianaforefaid,opprefiing him with the heavie load of rhoft grievous envie, mutte¬ 
ring foftly. That hisfotmes^ groWne to be gendemeti of ripe yeares, begdfi #i&dy 
to favour of the ftriperiail fdbe, sis bdfrg tot their Ibvtly perfonage and yoiftfifull 
yeares very gracious and highly favomtd, to the nptnHbldskilf of armband agil^- 
aeofbo^W&edBp^prtaaedbJrMy &|>tocftso iSW ^ 
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%3 r , , . ..-I rarriaae and advifed counfell: that Callus of his owne 

“wa?es- at the lift upon counfell given he tooke the beft courfe: and firfthe 
comnuun^ed yrficinw in very honourable teatmes to come unto him,pretending 

that according as the urgent occafions and affairesof that time required,there 
In'ight'by^oint counfell anaconfent a good order bee fet downe ,_and namely, 
what encreafe of forces were requifit to reprefle the invafions of thePart httke na» 
tions that threatened open warre. And leaf! before his comming he fhould fcfpedf 
any harme toward him, Prtjpar a f Comes was font as his yice-gerent or deputie, 
un til! he returned: Who when he had received letters, and had a licence graunted 
to take up wagons for carriage, he made great journcyes.and haftened to Millaine. 
It remained now, that after this, Ca/ir likewife fhould be lent for with fpeed sand 
for to put away all fufpition, C onjlantius by many fairc and flattering words follici- 
w ted his wife*, now after fo long time and fomuch defired and milled as (he was,to 

comeuntohim. Who albeit (he flood in doubt,as fearing him fo often bloudily 
minded,yet in hope that fhee might appeafe and pacific him her naturall brother, 
►orbamngpu<e» flieetaketh her journey: and when flic was entred into Bithynia,in a certaine 3 *fta- 
t i on named Coenos Gallicanos,fhe died fuddainly of a violent fever. After whofe 
death,her husband feeing and confidering that the truft and affiance wherewith 
he thought himfelfc furely upheld was fallen, flood perplexed in pen five cogitati¬ 
on with himfelfc what way to worke. For in the prefent eftateof his,(b troublous, 
fo intanglcd and brought into the briers,his carefullmind ran ever upon this one 
thing, That ConHantius meafuring and weighing all according to his own will and 
pleafure, would neither admit fatisfa&ioi^nor pardon offence $ but (as heewasa 
prince too much bent to the overthrow of his kinred} clofely lay fnares for him, 
and if hee tooke him once at unawares in a trip, would bee furetoput him to 
death. Being brought to this hard exigent, and looking for no other than extre- 
mitie, unleffe he watched the better,he made no more adoe, but fliot at the high- 
eft place of all, if meanesany way might havebeenc made unto it. But for want 
of faithfull dealing in his friends about him, forfaken he was in two refpe&Sjboth 
for that theyftood in great feare of him, acruell and ficklcminded prince,and al- 
fo becaufe they di j much dread the fortune of Conjiantius , which in civile diffen- 
tions ufually had the upper hand. Amid thefehugc heapes of infinite cares, let- 
ters he received continually from theHmperour,putting him in mind and praying 
him tocomeaway,yeaand (hewing (farreotherwift than he meant) that the go¬ 
vernment of the Commonwealth neither could nor (hould be divided,but every 
t0 hls P owa L fotto kn , d his helping hand untoit.troubledas it was,and 
wafting and fpoilingof Gaule: to whichrea- 
ions he allcdgcd a precedent and example of no great antiquitie,namely thatunto

^ °°* hefore the chariot of the Emperor,when he wasangry . WdLiftermany 
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meflengers,came Scudilo captaine of the Squires,under the cloke ofa nature (bme- 
T what rude and uncivile, in cunning perfuafion his crafts-mafter, who by way of 
1 flattering words, intermingled with ferious matter,was the onely man of all other 
that overcame and woon him at laft to ftt forward in his journey, with a counter¬ 
feit countenance many times iterating & redoubling thefe fpeeches, That his cou* « 
fin*germane wifhedcarneftly and defired to fee him,readieas a mild and mercifull ~C a ' , ft- in tiw dh« 
prince ro remit and forgive what faults and follies had cfcaped him: that he was ta- 
ken to him as companion and partaker of hismajeftie, to the end he fhould be alfb « 
a fellow labourer with him, whom both together the Northemeprovinces a long cc 
time out-toy led and wearied,called for. And,as it ufually falleth out when thede- t* 
ftinies lay hand on men, that their wits are made blunt and their fences dulled, by 
thefe allurements hee was raifed up againe to the hope and expectation of better 
fortunes: and fo departing out of Antioch in an ill houre,& without the guidance 
of Gods favour, went juft as the old proverbe faith,out of the fmoke into the light 
fire: and after he was entred into Conftantinopie,as in time of profperitie,like one 
fecured of his eftate, he exhibited the games of x horfe-running, and adorned the 
head of Corax the chariottier as viCior, with a crowne. Which when ConHantius 
knew, beyond all meafure hee chafed: and leaft peradventure the fame &a!lw, 
doubtfullof the future events, might goeabout in his journey to attempt fome 
. meanes expedient for his owne fafetic, all the fouldiors were of purpofe removed, 
who abode in the cities that flood in the way. And at that very time Taurus , a 
Quseftor fentinto Armenia, confidently palled by and balked him, not vouchs¬ 
afing to falute,oronce to fee him. Howbeit,fome there came by commandemenc 
of the Emperour, in fhew of doing divers duties and ferviccs,but readie indeed to 
obferveandkeepehim, that he might not be able once to breake out nor attempt 
any ftirre fecretly. Among whom was governour of Rome afterwards, 

as *Qu£ftor or Treafurer for the time being * alfo Lucilianus v as it were *captaine of * Vr ^ ft „ 
theguard,and the ^Tribune of the Squires of the bodie, named Bainobaudes. Ha- 
ving therefore travailed a long way in the countrey, and the fame lying plaine, 7”^^ 
when he was entred into *HadrianopoIis(a citie of *Ha?mimontum)calIed before TrZZ onm 
time Vfeudama, refreflring himfelfe wearied with travaile, for the fpaceof twelve 
dayes, hee underftood that the * Theb^an y legions, wintering in the neighbour Vj^ legionet , 
townes, had lent certaine of their conforts and companions to encourage him up¬ 
on their faithfull and fure promifes to flay behind. Trufting then confidently in 
his owne ftrength,he beftoweth them in the ftations,bordering & confining there 
together. But fuch was the watchfull care and obferving eye of thofe abour him, 
that he could not catch any time or oportunitie either to fpeakeoughr, or to heare 
what intelligences they brought. Then, after more letters ftill received one in the 
neckeofanother 5 urginghimrobegone,havingwithalltheule of tenne waggons 
allowed by the State, according to a warrant given, leaving all the trayne of the 
paIace,unlefTc it were fome gentlemen of the bed-chamber,and fervitors at the ta- 
l>le, whom he had taken to him to give neere attendance* all forrowfull now, and 
even made of naileries, compelled he was to haften his pace, by reafbn that many 
dravehim forward ,curfing ever and anon with (hedding teares his owne folly and 
inconfiderate rafhnefle,\\hich had put him now adefpifed and abje&caitife under 
. , the will and pleafure of weake and feeble perfons. Yet amid theft troubles, du- 
I ring the time that nature tooke her reft, his fences and fpirits were wounded with 
t dteadfull fpe&res and fanfics skreaking hidcoufly round about him: and whole 
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imapineefin tefleepe.'^ordie foulejoofened from the bonds of the body,being 
afoSwfafti and in motion,never wearied,fubjeit alfoto the cogitations and caits 
?hatdifi|uiet mens tninds.gathereth night vifions, which 
thus whiles a mod heavie deffinie opened the way of fiwllneeeffitie,whereby or. 
dained befote it was, that he (hould be deprived both of life and impettall dignu 
tie, having palled all the journeyes betweene,by changing of frefo hoifes,he otne 
to *Petobfo, atownc of the *Norici, where the whole knot of covert and hidden 
traynes laid for him was difeoveted: and all on a {uddame Barbarto the *Comes 
fliewed himfelfe,he that under him had the charge of the * Guard in ordinanefto* 
ecther with Apodemius^ a *MefTcnger a orPurfevanO leading a nu mber of fouldi- 
ors whom the Emperour had lelefted, as engaged unto him by the favours and 
good turnes that he had done unto them, allured that neither for reward nor pitic 
they could be turned afide. And now weht not he to worke by way of foaddow- 
ed and diflimuled deceit* but whereas thepalace flood without the wals, hee did 
belet it round about with armed men: and fb entring into it before it was full day 
light, he tooke from Cafar all regall garments,and dad him in a coat and common 
fouldiorscaflocke upon it, alluring him and binding it with many an oath, as it 
were by the Emperours commandcment,that he (hould not thenceforth foftaine 
any harme: and forthwith, Rtfeup, quoth he: and fo mounting him ere hee was 
aware upona privat chariot,led him into Iftriajneere unto the towne*Pola, where 
foraetimes(as I have heard fay) Crifttu Conftantius fonne was killed. And when he 
was kept there moftftreitly, not worth the ground he went on, but buried as 
one would fay alreadie(fuch was the terror of his end fo ncere at hand) there com- 
meth thither unto him in all haft Rufeb'm , at that time Lord great Chamberlaine, 
with Pentadius the Notarie, and Mebobaudts captaine of the b Armature, by com- 
maundement from the Emperour, to compeil him for to (ay and fhew particularly 
for what caufehe had commanded every one of them to be killed that were put to 
death at Antioch < Whereto changing colour,and looking as pale as c Adraftw ,he 
would haveanfwered to this eifeft, That moft of them he had murthered through 
the indication of his wife Conftantinai not knowing verily,that Alexander the great, 
when his mother lay hard upon him tokill a certaine innocent perfon, and faid of¬ 
tentimes withall.in hope of obtaining afterward what (he defired, how fliec caried 
him nine moneths in her wombe 5 wifely gave her this anfwere: Good mother ash 
fame ether rewards recompense }for the life of a man is jo deare^as no benefit can court- 
uVcc* NoW l ^ C Em P erour wh «! heunderftoodthis,falling into an irreclama- 
b e fit of anger and watfyepofed all the affurance and confidence hee had of efta-

The equine of the heavenly power ofGod.fhercedin the variable fortune and 
death offomegreat perfon ages ^ and of Gallus eftecially^ is 

here recommended unto ns. 

H Vt here the equitie and juftice of the heavenly power above had a vi¬ 
gilant eye, as wdlon the one fide as the other. For, not onely it fur- 
prifed Gallus fuddainely with a cruell andbloudie end, but alfo noe 
long after both of them died a moft painefoll death, who by their for- 
fwearing kindly deluding and beguiling C*/ 4 r, an offendor though hcwere,drew 
him on untill he fell into the net and toyle that coft him his life: of which twaine, 
Scudilo by a diftillation or coliiquation of the liver carting up his lungs, died : and 
Barbatio, who a long time had falfely framed matter of crime againft him, when, 
after he had beene colonellof the Footmen, he was by the fecret whifperings and 
fliggeftions of fome charged to afpire and reach over-high, and hereof condem¬ 
ned, to make fatisfatfion unto Cafars Manes.that by his fraudulent pra&iic came to 
his end, facrificed his owne life by a reprochfull death. Thefe and an infinite fort 
of fuch like examples, AdraHia (who hath a two-fold name, and is called alfo Ne* 
wefts) the revenger of wicked and ungodly ads , as alfo the rewarder of good 
deeds, worketh and bringeth about otherwhiles,and would God it did fo alwaies. 
Acertainehigh power or authorise of the mightie and operative heavenly Na¬ 
ture Iheis, according to the opinion and capacitie of mens underftandings, pla- 
cedupon the fphxreof the Moone: or,as fome define her, a fubftantiall Tuition 
or Defence, by a gencrall power prefidentover the particular deftinies: who, as 
the auncient Divines or Theologers, faining her to be the daughter of Iuftice,doe 
teach, by vertue of a certaine hidden eternitie overfeeth all earthly things. Shee 
as Queeneof caufes,andIudgeof matters,foealfoas an umpire to arbitrate, tem- 
pereth and fhaketh the pot of lots, making alternative turnes and changes of acci¬ 
dents : and what our wils have enterprifea and begun, bringing the fame other- 
whiles to another iffue and end than they ay med at, foee fhuffleth and rollcth ma¬ 
nifold aftions together, by exchange of one for another. And the fame power, 
with the infolublc bond and hold*faft of needfitie, binding the pride of mortall 
men, fwelling in vaine,and turning to and fro,as (he knoweth full well,the weights 
of increments and detriments both,of rifings & fallings,one while prefteth downe 
and weakencth the ftiffc necks of high minded men,another while railing up good 
men from below,advanceth them to an happie life. Now hath fabulous antiqui- 
tie therefore fitted wings to her, that by her flight-fwiftnelfe fhe might be thought 
prefentin all places: and given her the helme or rudder of afhipto carrie before 
her, yea,and put a vvheele under her,that it might not be unknowne,ho*f foe run¬ 
ning through all the elements ruleth the univerfall world. Well,C afar being vvea- 
J ric even of himfelfc,by this kind of untimely death departed out of this life in the 
nine and twentieth yeare of his age,when he had reigned foure yeares. Borne he 
J was among theThufcanes in*Mafia Veternenfis, whofe father was Conftantius, 
l the brother of Confiantine the Emperour,and his mother Galla, fifter unto Rufinus 0t ul 
and Cerealis , noble Confuls in their time, and honourable governours of provin¬ 
ces: a man of a goodly prefence and well favoured, of comely foape and feature 
of bodie. his lims {height and proportionably compa<fl: thehaircof his head yel-

to yeeld unto the crueltie of Canhage. By the iniquitie and hard dealing of For- 
tunc, Pompey, after he had gotten the firname * Magnus, was killed in ^Egypt, at 
“ the plcafure of guelded Eunuches. And one Eunus , a very flave, kept hard to 
worke in a houfe of correction, had the leading of fugitives in Sicilie. And by the 
connivencicof this very fame Ladie of the world, how many men of high birth 
and noble parentage, have fubmiflively embraced the knees of Viriatus or Sparta- 
cus ? How many heads, that all nations did feare, have bloudie executioners feve¬ 
red from their {boulders? One is led captive in chaines; another is promoted to 
the rule of fome high place that ne never hoped for • another againe is caft downe 
from the higheft pitch of dignitie. All which examples, if any man would know 
how many and fundry they be, and how ordinarily they fall out, he may as well 
(like a witleffe foole as he is) be able to number and tell the fands, or to weigh and 
peifethemountaines. 
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and beard foft.by rcafon that the downe was but newly come upon his tende, 
g7e?of honowthat Fwtuncrouldgivehim^hehad'fxperienceof thofejnutablt 

motions of hers which play and make good game with men; now extolling feme 
to the very ftarrieskie, then plunging them downeinto thedeepe pttof Cocytus:

Hus farre forth, according as wee could fearch outthetruth, 
and what we might not forouryeares fee our felves, lcarnein 
Srol' lj3S© ^ ome ^ ort » t ^ ou 8^ 1 obfeurely, by enquiring of fuch as were 
IB |*0®i! converfant in place, have we reported, declaring the order and 
iNiR 1 P roce flk of divers occurrcnts: the reft, which the text enfuing 

(hall lay abroad, wee will to our abilitie performe and perfit 
exactly, not fearing at all the back-biters and depravers 
of thisfo long a worke,as they hold it. For brevitie is then commendable, when 
cutting off impertinent and unfeafonabledelaies, it defalketh nothing from the 
knowledge of neceffarie and materiall points. Gallus was notyet at Noricum,de- 
vefted out of his royall robes, when Apodemtus^ihe very firebrand and kindler of 
all broy les fb long as he lived, caught up his fhoocs,and cary ing them away, riding 
port with quicke change of horfes, that through cxceffive enforcement he might 
fpoyle and kill fome,came to Millaine,as a fore runner to tell the newes: and bee- 
ing entred into the palace, threw them downe at Conftantius his feer, as if they had 
been the kingofthe Parthians fpoylcs. And when fuddain tidings were brought, 
giving intelligence of this unexpected bufinefle, 3nd of fb great weightand diffi- 
cultie, with fuch facilitie fully performed to his mind } thofethat bare the greateft 
fway in the Court employing all then ftudie and defire of pleafing,as the manner 
is, toflatterie, extolled thevertueand felicitieof the Emperouruptothe skie : at 
whofebecke two princes, namely, Veterdnioznd Gallus, although at divers times 
were in manner of common fbuldiors,and no better,thus caffed. With theexqui- 
fitc and fine affectation of which faire words, hebcing lifted up.and fuppofing c6- 
fidently,that from thenceforth he fhould be freed from all difpleafures and harmes 
incident unto mortall men,forthwith declined from jufticc fo intemperatelv, that 
now and then he would not ftickeio avouch and maintainethat fameEtemitie fb 
much fpokenofj inenditingand writing with his ownehand, tcarmed himfelfc 
Lord of the whole world: which if other men had Paid, he for his part ought to* 
have taken it infoule skome and indignitie,as who laboured with all earned ende- 
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which unto us feemeth untneafurable, compared' © f the horrible 

good men’grew moreand more to the prejudice of hts life and eftate. For, fur- 
chareed he was with this one difficult^ in that the Emperours earcs, (aft flopped 
for admitting any cquall pica and reafonable defence, lay open to thefccrct iug- 
ecftionsof clofe enemies,whodevifed,Thatthe forefaid Generali, now that the 
name of Confamius became^uitc forgotten in all the tra&s o. the Eaft,was much 
miffed and wiflied for both at home and abroad,as the onely dreadful! enemie un¬ 
to the Perfian nation. But the magnanimous knight ftood unmooveable agamft 
all accidents whatfoever, very heedfull and warie, that heeraight not feeme over- 
bafely to caft himfclfe downe in defpaire: yet grieving &groning at the very heart, 
that innoccncie had no fure place of fafe repole; and in this one regard more hea¬ 
vily appaied, for that his friends,who heretofore flocked about him,were revolted 
to themighticr fide, much like unto officers and fergeants, that according to the 
ctiftome,are wont to goe from their old matters to new raagiftrats their fucceflors. 
Moreover, his colleague Jrbetio, under a faire fhew of counterfeit courtcfie, and 
by calling him many times a valiant warriour (as hee was patting skilfull in laying 
traines for to entrap a man of plaineand Ampleconverfation, and withall in thofe 
daics ofgreat authoritie) proved his heavie friend,and fet himfeife fbreagainft him. 
For, like as a ferpent under the ground,lying clofe hidden within his hole,and ob- 
ferving every one that pafleth by, fiercely oh a fuddaine attaileth them: even fb he, 
joyning his office alfo in warfare unto the power that he had to hurt, being neither 
harmed at any time,nor fb much as provoked by him,polluted his confcience with 
an unfatiable will and purpofe to doc mifehiefe. Well, forced he is, making fbme 
few captaines privie to his fccrets, clofely to breake with the Emperour, and to re- 
veale his mind. Agreed it had heene, that in the night following Vrftcinus caried 
violently away farre out of the fight of the fouldiors,fhould be killed without any 
condemnation: even as in times part, by report, *Domitm Corbulo , a truftie and 


wife defendor of the provinces, was murtheredin that troublous confufion that 
happened in Zeroes daies. This plot thus layd, and the match let,when thofe that 
wereappointedtodoe the feat waited the timeaforefaid, fuddainely this counfell 
turned to be more mild, and commaundement was given to put off fb wicked an 
a& unto a fecond confultation. And fo from him, the whole engine of forging 
calumniations, was turned upon Julian , newly brought thither (arenowmed 
prince afterwards) and intangled within a two-fold crime, as the iniquitieand un- 
jufticeofmcn deemed it: firft, for that from Marcelli-Fundus, a place lying in 
Cappadocia,he had flitted into Afia,upon a defire he had to learne the liberall fei- 
enccs: and againe,becaufe hee had feene his * brother as hee paffed by, through 
Conftantinople. Who when he cleared himfclfe of thefc imputations,and (hew¬ 
ed that he had done neither of thefe two things without warrant, yet atthe urgent 
fuit of a curfcd crew of flatterers,he had died for it,but that by the gracious favour 
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of the heavenly power, Eufebia the *Quecne ftood his friend,by whofe meaneshe 
was brought to the towne *Comum,necreto Millain,and after he had abodethete 
a little while, permitted to travaile into Greece according to his ardent defire, for 
to ft udie and apply his wit to learning. N cither wanted there henceforth matters 
arifino out of thefe cafes,which while they were to be punifhed by order of law,it 
would have difpleafed them to have had a good and fortunat iflue: or elfe fell a© 
way without effect as void and vaine. But it happened fometimes, that the rich 
feekingfor fuccour at greater and mightier mens hands, and cleaving clofe unto 
them as y vie doth to tall trees,bought their difeharge and deliverie at an exceeding 
hioh rate: whereas the poorer fort,who had fmall meanes or none at all to defend 
their lives,were condemned downe-right, without all order: and therefore both 
truth wasdifguifed and masked with lies,and divers times alfo falfcatid forged mat¬ 
ters went currant for true. At the very fame time was Gorgomtts alfo brought in¬ 
to queftion, he that had the charge of Cafars bed- chamber committed unto him: 
and when it appeared upon conteflion, that hee had beene a partie in thofe enter- 
prifes and defignes of his, yea, and otherwhiles a fetter and caufer of them, yet 
through the complotting and pra&ilmg of the guelded Eunuches, whiles jufttce 
was fhadowed with lies finely framed,he wound himfeife out of danger, and went 
hiswayescleare. 

Chap. 11 . 

Thofe that had taken fart with Callus, together with many innocent per/ensure cruelly 
punijhed. Some that in taking their cups UberaUy had blurted out famefoo- 
UJh words again ft Conftantius, were therefore put to dolo¬ 
rous torments 5 and kept in clofe prifon. 

Hiles matters thus paffe at Millaine, brought there were to Aqui- 
leia out of the Eaft martiall men by whole troupes and companies, to¬ 
gether with a number of *Gourtiers, their limmes readie to fall in fun- 
der among their chaines, drawing with much adoe that little breath 
which remained,and info manifold calamities and diftreflesdetefting longer life. 

For charged they were to have beene Gallus his minifters and right hands, in all his 
outraees ; and by them it was thought verily,that Domitian was mangled and tome 
in pieces 5 that Montius alfo, and others after them, werehaftily brought to utter 
deftruaion. To the hearing of their caufe was Mbora fent, and Eufebtw , then 
chiefe Chamberlaine,bothof them men given to inconfiderate craking and boa- 
fting,unjuft alike,and bloudily minded: who having no deepe infight into mat¬ 
ters, without putting any difference betweene the innocent and the guiltie, con¬ 
demned fome, aftei fcourging or other tortures endured, to live in bamfhment * o- 
thers they thruft downe to the tneaneft place of warre-fervice, theTcft they a ju - 
gedto fuffer death. Thus, when they hadpeftcred the funerall places with dead 
bodies, they returned (as it were) in triumph, relating what wotthie a<5ts they had 
atchieved,unto the prince* who in thefe and fuch like matters was openly feene to 
perfift ftiffe, refolute,and rigorous. Hereupon and thence forth Conftantiusxtsm- 
ding more violently (as one would fay)to breake and fore-doe the prefenpt,order, 
and courfeof the deftiniesdifeovering what was within his breaft, lay expotedto 
the perillous confpiracies of many: whereby there fuddainely (hewed themlelvcs 
a number that hunted and liftened after rumors,gaping with grccdic bit at thevery 

higheft. 
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highefUnd fuchas were in moft honourable places: afterwards alfo at poore and 
rich indifferently, not licking in manner of hounds the tribunall of one only Lord 
Lieutenant, like unto thofc h Cybirate brethren that attended upon Verres , but at 
flidins and plaguing all parts of the whole Commonwealth, by reafon of mif- 
chief« that ftilUiappened. Among whom Paul* and Mercurmvteic without all 
queftion the principal^ the one a Pcrfian, the other borne in^Dacia; Paula* a No* 
taric, CMercurius a Minifter * belonging to the Auditors office . And verily this 
Ptulus, as hathbeeneffiewed before, had the by-name of Catena impofed upon 
him ,for that he was fo cunning in framing and knitting malicious accu fanons to- 
gether,that they could not be undone, fowing peftilent poyfons,and fundry waies 
doing mifehiefe, like as fome skilfull wreftleis are wont in their wreftlings to hold 
faftbytheheele. As for Mercurius, called commonly Captaine of Smell- Feafts, 
for that like untoa dogge foftly and clofely let in, readie upon an inward naughtie 
propertietogive a fnatch,and to bite,yet wagging his taile, he ufed to thru ft him* 
felfc often into feafts and companies, and if it cthaunced that any man had told 
ought unto his friend that he had feene in his fleepe, what time as nature raungeih 
at more libertie, the fame with his venomous arts he would fet a worfe colour up¬ 
on, and fo convey it into the open eares of theEmperour: and for this Caufe the 
man obnoxious (as it were) unto an inevitable offence, was troubled with the hea- 
vie load of blame and crimination. Now,when the common bruit made the moft 
of ihefc things, fofarre was any one from uttering his dreames in the night, that 
men durftfcarcelyconfefiein the prefence of ftrangers that they flept at all: And 
fome of the learned fort lamented, that they had not beene borne among the At¬ 
lantan, where, by report, there are no dreames feene: but whereof that ffiould 
come, leave we to them that arc of greateft knowledge in naturallcaufes. During 
thefe horrible kinds of inquifitions and executions there arofe in * Ulyricum ano¬ 
ther mifehiefe, which beginning upon foolifh and vaine words, proceeded to the 
danger of many perfons. Within the province of African* , ruling o ver*Panno- 
nia Secunda, fome boone companions in * Sirmium having taken their cups very 
liberally untill they were well whirled, fuppofing no man to bee by for to heare 
their talke, fell freely to finding fault with the preient government of the Empire, 
as moft grievous and heavic to the fubje&s.Of thefe good fcllowes fome gave out 
and affirmed (as it were)by certain prefaging fignes which they went by,That the 
wilhed-for alteration and change of the times were at hand: others in an unadvifed 
humor of folly fed themfelves with this conceit, That the Auguries of their aun- 
celtors were fignificant and meant by them.- Out of the number of which men 
GdMdemiMs,n braine-fickefellow, and one that in great matters ufed fooliilily to 
run all on the head,had given information hereof as of a ferious matter unto Rufi- 
##i,thcn the head and pnncipall m the * office of Prafeffus Prttorio, a man at all 

umesaffeaionateiy given toemenainctheworft matters} and befides, for his in- 
notor . ,ous * N _° foonerwas headvertifed hereof, but immediately 
and fo v* h £fpedhiminallhaft totheEmperors *Cour£ 

and fo him fo hotely on a light fire (being a prince readie y nouph to oi ve eare and

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hadinhandfot twoyeares,accordingasherequiied. Weil.T tmtmtrtsji *Soul 
dior of the Empcrours guard in ordinaric,together with his Colleaguejwas fent to 
apprehend them, who according to a warrant and commiffion brought them all 
loaden with chaines. But when they were come as farre as to Aqu ilcia,Martnus * * £ , 
late a trainer of Souldiors, and then *out c of ordinarie, the beginner of that mif- *v«***- 
chievous talke,and otherwife a man of a hote fpirit, whofe hap was to bee left in a 
taveme, whiles things neceflarie for their journey were a making ready, by chance 
met with a knife, 3 nd (tabbed himfelfe therewith into the fide, and prefently pluc¬ 
king forth his vitall parts, died. The reft were brought through to Millaine, and 
after they had beene put to cruell torture, confeffing by forceof torments, that in 
their merriment and among their cups they had uttered fome faweie and malapatt 
words, commaundement was given,they fhould lye faft in prifon,with fome hope 
(though it were but doubtfuii)of deliverie. As for thofe of the guard abovefaid, 
after fentence pronounced to avoid the countrey and live in exile, (for that Md- 
rinus, with thrirprivitie, was permitted to die) at the fuit of Arbetio obtained 
pardon. 

Chap, in. 

Warrcagainft the Lenuenfes, a people of Alemaine . T he defection of the Lake 
Briganria, The Romane Annie dtfcomfited and put to fight‘having with¬ 
in a while After vanquijhed the Alemans, returned to Mil - 
laine 7 thereto winter. 

figg=gggnHis matter thus ended, within a while after warre was denounced a- 
flil 1811 g 2111 ^ the *Lentienfe$,people of Alemaine,who oftentimes brake in- 

to the marches of the Romanes,and made rodes allabroad.To which *Schwaben and 
expedition theEmperour being gone forth,came to the *Rh*tiae and Grilom. Orteltu* 
Campi Canini. And after long and fage confutation had,this was thought to be 
a courfe both honeft: and profitable to all. That Arbetio G enerall of the Horfemert 
taking part of the footmen, and coafting along the fides of the lake *Biigantia with *B«knfee. onti. 
the ftronger power of the armie, fhould march on thither, prefently to affront and 
encounter the Barbarians: the defeription of which place I will briefely fet down, 
as farre as my reafon will give me leave. Bctweene the w inding of high hils R hene 
iunning in and out with a mightie ftrongftreame, holdeth on his courfe through 
the *Lepontij 1 and runneth by thedowne-falsof water in manner of Nilus,with a ^uwaidcr. 
fwift current (welling immediately from his firft head where he beginneth, andfo Scvdtm 
with ftorc of his owne water violently pafleth forward in one (ingle channell, and 
no more. And now by this time augmented with (how,melted and rcfolved into 
water,and rafing as it goes the high bankes with their curving reaches, entreth into 
a round and vaftlake (which theRhxtians dwelling thereby,call Brigantia)carry¬ 
ing in length foure hundred and threefoore * ftadia, and in breadth well neere as 
much j whereto there is no accede by land,fbr the thicke growne, fhadie, and uii- m^anuk. 
pleafant woods (unleflc it be where that duncient and fober valour of the Romany 
made a broad way) whiles both the nature of the ground and ri|our alfo of the 
ayre impeached the Barbarians.This Mere thcrfore,theriver,with frothing whirlt- 
pooles breaking into and rurining throtigl^ the Bill arid ftaoding water thereof,ctit- 
teth quite in the middeft as it were j uft bctweene two equaMidcs, throughout 
the very end,addlikc unto an element feveftd apartby aneveriafting difoord,with- 
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out encrafing or dinunHhing one vvJiit thcflteamethat it earned in, fiWqgbeeh 
na mc antHtrength whole, makethan end of his racej neither afterwards fufiprfth 
he the meeting or fellowship of other xiverg, biK-eotrethof himfelfe intotfaeguke 
oftheraaineOceaD. And that which is a very great wonder, neither is the lake 
once ftirred with that violent ftreame runningthroughit, nor yet the river flayed 
in his haftic coutfc,for allthe muddie filth of the lake: and ho wloever they beepn- 
founded together, yet are they not mixed into one bodie, which if the very fight 
did not prove to be fo,a man would not beleeve by any meanes they could Jbe par¬ 
ted one from the other. Thus Alpheus * riling in Arcadia, for love he beareth to 
the fountaine Aiethufe, cutting quite through the Ionian (ea,runneth forward, as 
fables doe report, to the very confines of his beloved. Arbetio not expeding un¬ 
till the meflengers came to bring word of the Barbarians cpmming, although he 
knewthat the beginnings of warres were ufually very fharpe, fell within the dan¬ 
ger of a privieambuih, and with this fuddaine and unlopked for mifehiefe was 
ftrucken (as it were) ftone dead. Meane while were theenemies difeovered lea¬ 
ping forth of their darting holes,and without any intermiflion fiiot & flicked with 
many kinds of darts whomfoever they could find: for neither was any of our fide 
able to refill, nor to hope for other meanes to lave their lives but by fpeedie flight. 
WhereforCjOur fouldiors being wholly bent to the avoiding of wourids,in a difbr- 
derly march fcattering one from another roand fro,offered their backes to take all 
blowesand harmes. HoWbeit, the moft of them difperfing themfelves through 
the narrow lanes, and rid out of prelent danger by helpe of the darke n ight, upon 
theretumeof the day light, after they had refrefhed their ftrcngth,betooke them¬ 
felves every man to their owne rankes and files. In this lb heavie and unlooked for 
inifchance, a very great number of fouldiors, and tenne Tribunes befides, were 
miffing; upon which defeature, the Alemans taking more heart to them, and 
very ftoutly every day approching neere unto the Romanes fortifications, whiles 
the morning mills dimmed the lighyan upand downc braving with their drawne 
(words, grating their teeth, and letting fly e big and prowd menaces . Then on a 
fuddaine the *Targuetiers,who fallied forth, when by reafon of the troupes of e- 
netmes affronting them,they were driven backe,and at a fland, provoked all their 
fellowes with one mind and relblution to fight it out. But when the treater part 
of them were affrighted by the examplcof the foyle fo frelh and latefy received, 
and ^^ fuppoflng all behind would be fafe ynough,held off, three Tribunes 
: at °, ncc ‘f u , ed ft**, 'irtmhew* deputiecolondl of ihe Armature; alfo Sent- 

"«»','vhohadtheebarceofthe*horfemens troupes, i belongineto the Cemi- 
w»:and B^. Itadingthe ■ Prcmv ,?,together witiuhofethat che Empcror had 
conunruedtohrs condua. The common caufe as well as their owne particular 
jmt them forward, whiles they joy ntly altogether rdolved to refill the force of the 
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with their fellowes; and nowunmindfullof takingheed tofave themfelves, they 
beat downe and trade under foot the barbarous fort (unlefle they were fuch as 
made lhift,by running away,to efcape death) trampling upon the heapes of dead 
bodies, and embrued with the bloud of their flaine enemies . Thus when the bat- 
taiie was done and ended, the Eropcrour with triumph and joy returned to Mil- 
laine, there to winter. 

Chap. Ilil. 

The wicked dtfignemenn of fomeprincipal courtiers agatrsft Silvanus,4 moft 
valiant warrior and captainc . 

H Fter this, there arifeth in the afflicted ftate of the Common wealth,with 
like mifehiefe unto the provinces, a tempeftuous whirlewind of new 
calamities,like to have deftroyed all at once, had not Fortune, the go* 
vernefle of humane chaunccs, dilpatched a trouble exceedingly fea¬ 
red, by a quicke and fpeedie iffue. What time as Gaule through long negled en¬ 
dured grievous maffacres,pillage$,and wafting by fire, lo long as the barbarous na¬ 
tions licentioufly made havocke,and no man did fet to his helping hand, Silvantat 
*CoIonel of the Infanterie,moved with anger hereat,and of power fufficient to re- 4 

drefle thefe outrages,firft made head agaimt them: and Arbetio was carncft by all rf <r ‘ 
meanes poflible he could to have this fervice fet forward with all fpced, to the end 
that he might lay upon the fhouldersof his concurrent now abfent, and whom it 
grieved him not a little to continue ftill quiet, the charge of a weightie and dange¬ 
rous affaire. The *Clerke or Matter of the princes fumpter-hoi les and carriages 
£*named Dynamites] had rcqueftedofhimcommcndatorie letters unto divers of iumenTorum. 
hishiends, asonethat would feeme moft inward unto him, and of his familiar 
acquaintance. Having obtained this requeft (for the other fufpe&ing no harme, 
had Amply graunted it) he kept the letters by him ,thet by to worke fome mifehiefe 
inrime convenienr. Whiles therefore the Colonell aforefaid was employed for 
the good of the Common-wealth in traverfing the countrey up and downe in 
Gaule,and repelling the Barbarians, diftrufting themfelves already, & put in fcare, 

*the fame Dynamites }o€vs\% of a flirting and vnqti iet fpiric, like untoawiliefox,and JgJgySg* 
pra&ifed in deceit, devifeth agodlefle and fraudulent plot: having as an abettor 
under hand and privie thereunto (as the flying rumors went) Lampadttes the *Pra> 
fed, and Eufebius who had been*Treafurer f of the Exchequer,and was common- 
ly knowne by the firname of Matriocopa, together with Mdiliushte Mafter i of the prirkpimc. 
Rolls or Records, whom the faid Pra?fcd had taken order for to bee fubftituted 
Confuls,as his neereft friends; and having with a fpunge wiped out the rewes of 
the letters, and left the fubfeription onely untouched, he writeth above it another 
text farre different from the true and originall copie 5 to this effed, as if Silvanus 
in darke teatmes requefted and exhorted his friends,converfing within the palace, 
or living private (among whom was Thu feus A Ibin us alfo ,and many more) to aid 
him now,enterprifing higher matters,and intending fhortly to dimbe up to the im- 
periall throne. Thus plotted hce this counterfeit packeat his pleafure, meaning 
thereby to endanger the life of the innocent man . Now was Dynospsus alfo * ap- *ft 4 

pointed as chiefe Commiflioner to fearch into thefe matters for the Emperor;who 
craftily working and contriving rhefe and fuch like things, entreth alone into the 
moft inward and piivie roome of the Confiftotie, hoping by taking advantage^if 
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his time,10 bind faft ynough the right watchfull'keeper of the Emperours life and 
elhte. And after he nad read in the Confiftorie the contents of the laid letters fo 
craftily and cunningly patched together, die Tribunes were commanded to ward, 
and thole private per Ions to be brought out of the provinces, whofe names the let¬ 
ters imported. And ftreightwaies JuWar/rAta.Captaine of the compame or band 
of' Gentiles, calling to him his colleagues, tooke on exceedingly, and ciyed out. 
That men employed in the State,and appointed to place of command, ought not 
thus to be circumvented through fa&ions and cunning cafts: he reqiicited with- 
all That himfclfe (leaving as pledges his neereft allies and deereft friends, and ha¬ 
ving MaUobaudes Tribune or Captaine of the "Armature his furetie, to undertake 
for him, that he (hould fpeedily returne) might have cominiflion to goe and bring 
with him Silvanus t who had not gone about once to attempt any fuchmatter, as 
thofe raoft bitter wait-layers had raifed of him : or,on the other fide,he promifing 
the like for his part, befbught, that MaUobaudes might be (ufFercd to take a fpeedie 
journey, and himfclfe would performe as much as he undertooke. For, he prote- 
fted thus much of his owneaflured knowledge, that incafeany ftrangerwerefent 
of this errand, Stlvanus, a man ofhisowne nature very timorous,even where there 
was no matter of great feare, might happily worke fome trouble in the quiet State. 
And albeit the ad vile hegave was expedient and neceflarie,yet (pafce he(as it were) 
to the winds in vainc. For through thei^ounfaile of Jrbetio , lent there was, with 
letters to call him,^/W^w/**,acankred enemieof long time to all good men: who 
lighting upon the*princein Gaule,and fwerving from the directions agreed upon 
and given unto him at his fctting forth, without fight of Silvanus ^oz warning him 
by deliverie of letters to come,there remained: and joyning unto him an Auditor 
or Receiver, as if the faid Colonellof the Footmen had beenealreadieoutofpro- 
te<5tion and at the point to bee put to death, in very hoftile rage abufcd his tenants 
retainers and fcrvants. In this time nevertheleffe, whiles the prefence of Silvanus 
was hoped for,and Jpodemius troubleth the peace, Dynamku, that hee might by a 
fironger argument maintaine the truth of his wicked pIor,difpatched other letters 
(made of purpofe agreeable in all points to thofc which he had prefcnted unto the 
. Emperour by the *Pr£fc<ff) unto the* Matter of the Worke houfc or Forge at k 
T. Cremona, in the name of Silvanus and Malarichus-, by which the (aid Matter was 
put in mind (as one privie unto their fecret defignes)to provide all things with ex¬ 
pedition. Who having read the (ame, flicking and doubting a good while what 
this fliould meane (for he remembred nor, that thefe perfons whofe letters he had 
received ever communed with him about any fuch fecret bufineffe) returneth the 
very fame miffivesby the carrier who brought them,and a fouldior with him,unto 
Malarichus pray mg him to explaine his meaning openly,and not to write in fo darke 
tearmes: for he aflured him,that himfelfebeing fomewhat rude.and a fimpieman 
underftood not what was fo obfeurely fignified unto him. Malarichus, when hee 

had quickly found out thus much, being even then forrowful! and fad, and grie- 

t^nJ.ohim !h S p heh i rdha f b a th himfe,feand0f Silvtr,mhis countryman, 
tak ng to him the Frankcs, who flouriflied in numbers at that time in the palace 

fpake now more boldly,and madean uprore, for that the traine laid and the faite! 

had 
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had ynough thereof, and began to loath the thing, Flxrtnuw the fon«e of Xirru- 
na*,u\ 'place then of under ^MatooftheQ^ writing, 

and finding ccr tame remaincs of the olq prickes or accents over thefcf ters* percci- ma & irtt & itTwu 
ved then, that of the former contents new furbifhed, there was anotbef made fcrre 
different from the tenor of that which Sihatm had endued• and the fame fct to, 
in lieu thereof,according to the will and plcafure of a packe of falfe forgers.There- 
forc after this mitt offraud and deceit was Mattered and difpatched,the Emperour 
being truely enformed by a faithful! relation made unto him, commaundcth the 
*Pr^fe<5f, after he was deprived of his authorise, to be brought judicially into quo- * Tr4) ^ 
ftion,and have his triall accordingly: but by the painefull travaile and content of ^ 
many,he was acquit. As fozEuJebius t lateTreafurer of the princes Exchequer,be- 
ingftretchedon high upon theracke, he(aid,That all tbefematteis were broached 
and fet on foot with his privitie: ¥ox denying that hee knew not 

what was done,went his way as guiltlefle. So this bufineffe was ended, and all 
they difeharged, whom the information made of the crime had caufed to bee pre¬ 
fented and brought into queftion: and Vynamius ^as one for his excellent skill and 
cunning madetenowmed, carried away with him the digniticof a 1 ^Corrector. * Cmt s • 
Thufcus alfo was commaunded to reforme the reft of the credulous prince his ™ 
militarie traine. 

Chap. v. 

Silvanus through the unreafonable abufe offered unto him by his adverfdries , was 
drivento plot andtake violent courfes, and in Gaulemounteth up to 
theimpemll dignttie^and fo at length is flaine . 

Hiles thefe matters were thus in handling, Silvanus making his abode in 
*Agrippina,and taking full knowledge by continuall metfengers from wcdd*. 
his friends, what Apodemius was pra&ifing to endanger his whole c- 
ftate; knowing alfo well ynough the pliant mind of the prince, eafie 
to be induced and perfuaded in the faid caule 5 and fearing withall,leaft abfent as he 
was,without fcntence puffed againft him,he might be held attaint and guilty;plun- 
ged thus into a very great exrremitie, thought for to commit himfdfe to thefideli- 
tieand prote&ionof the Barbarians. But when Laniogaifus then a Tribune (who 
onely whiles he ferved in the vvarres as a *Candidat, was, as I have written before, *«* y «pro,m. 
with Conflans lying at point of death) prohibited him, and (hewed, That the 
Frankes.from whom he was defeended,would furely either kiIl,or els for a reward C ° mm 
received betray him j fuppo(ing,as his prefent cafe flood,there was no (afetic for 
him, put himfclfe upon his utmoft fhifes : and fo, after he had by little and little in 
fecret wife conferred with the heads or captains of rhe*Principia,and they againe *the chief: officer* 
eameftly endeuoured the (ame,in confiderationof a great reward promifed,tooke oftheaiwie - 
forcibly away with him the enfignes of “Dragons and other banners for the time, 
and mounted up to the imperiall dignitie.Now,whiles thefethings pafle in Gaule, 
toward the latter end of the day, unexpe&ed newescameto Millaine, declaring 
in plaine words, That Silvanus t whiles of a Colonellof Footmen he endevoureth 
to climbe higher, by folliciting of thearmieto his fide, wasadvaunced to be Em¬ 
perour. ConHantius being with this weightie and unlooked-for accident ftrucken 
no lefle than with a thunderbolt of fatall deftinie, called a counfaile about mid* 
night,and all the chiefe officers and rulers haftened into the palaceAnd when every 

man 
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inforced rathcr,thatonbothfides they fhould grow totearmes of former concord 
and old love. After much debating therefore and long deliberation, this point 
was principally handled,What device to ufe,that Silvan# might think the Empe- 
rour had as yet no knowledge of his defignes and doings ? there being at length a 
probable matter found out to affine him thereof,advifed he is by letters penned in 
honourable tearmes. That when hee had received Vrfictnu* as his fucceflour, hee 
fhould returne with his whole power and authoiitie untouched. Thefc things 
thus digefted, ftraightwaies was this colonell or captaine commaunded to take his 
journey: and foorth hee led with him in companie to affifthimintheneceflarie 
and publique affaires of the State, tenne of the *Emperours guard in ordinarie,ac- 
£^"- wSmu cording as he had demaunded: Of which number/1 alfo my felfe was one, ro- 
ti>eautHnrofthu* gether with my Colleague Verianus j all rhereft were kinfmen,or allies and famili- 
ar friends. Now,fofooneashee was gone forth of the countrey , every man, in 
feare of himfcife,accorapanied him a great way off. And 3lbeit we, as thofe that 
areto fight with wild beads, were caft before untradable favages^ yet weighing 
throughly,that this onegood thingyet evilland heavie precedents have,That they 
fubditute and bring in their place fortunate events 5 we admired that notable fen- 
tenceof Tilly, delivered and publifhed even from the etcrnall Oracle of Truth it 
felfe, in this wife: And Albeit (quoth he) mo si veifhed it were to be, that our fortune 
ehoaies continued upright, flourijhing and projperous , yet hath not that condition of life 
/omuch fence andfeeUng of theewne good, ns when from a wofull and dejferate cafe 
thcre * * returne of fortune <game to a better and happier cHate . We make the more 
SSESE* fj*cd thcieforc,and take great joumks,to the end that the ambitious*Commaun- 
£2" - of thc Forccs >^ orc rumor ofhis ufurping tyrannie pafled by the Italians, 

rffeiofeek. in the coafts and marches fufpc&cd mightappeare .

he,who a complained of for afpiring to ufurpe 

lowmg*pit or Walter ot t y fonnes»then (forfooth) became a moft 

the foveraigne place bythemMn^ a fellow-iouldior with Conll amine 

^ U !i ckean ^'u.f 3 fonc wascaUcdfor tcTqucnch the fire by good and honeft 
n^Imuft needs fiv) yet covertly and by way of a traine. For great care was 
hSImd dSigoiceufcd^thw Sihunus might be deftroyed as a moft ftrong and ar¬ 
rant travtor to the State*: or, if that ihould mifle, yet Vrficmus ,alreadie exulcerate, 
and' carrying rancour in his heart, be utterly aboliflred, to the end that no fcruple 
fooiSdrernaine behind,greatly to be feared. Therefore,whiles order was in giving 
to male haftand fet forward on his journey, as the laid Generali went about tore- 
pealeand confute the crimes that had beene obje&ed unto him, the Emperourby 
way of prevention with a mild fpecch flayed him, faying. It was no time then to 
eoe in hand for to traverfe any caufe.or put in his pica for defence, confidenng the 
rtf jiropnr of cnrrenis. which was to bee mitigated before it grew more >

we made, a certaine wandering and flying feme had gotten the ftart of us, and be¬ 
wrayed the thing • fb that being entred into Agrippina, wee found all above our 
reach. For by rcafon of a mulritudcof people, who (from all pars thither afters* 
bled) were in grounding fare the enterprifes fbhaftily begun, befides other great 
forces gathered together, as the prefent ftate required* we tooke this to bethc bet¬ 
ter way,That our pitifulland kmentabldeadei*fhould beframedandaccommo- *v*f«>* 
date to the mind and will of this new Emperour, who aftiired himfelfe by vaine 
mockeries of pr^faging fignes,thathisftrength encreafed: and all to this end, that 
whiles with fundrie counterfeit fhewes of fktterie bis fecuritie proked him for¬ 
ward to a milder courfe,he fearing no hoftilitie at all, might be deceived. But the 
iflueof this our projed feemed difficultand dangerous.For,indeed^c would have 
flood better with good policie and our fafetie, to take heed that our defires might 
have had a corrcfpondencie with oportunitie, neither running before nor lagging 
behind it: which if they fhould breake out before their due time,fure we were all, 
by vertue of one writ or word,to fuffer death. Howbeit, the laid captaine of ours 
being mildly received,and forced (the prefent bufinefleit felfe requiring no Iefle) 
to bow downeand ftoupe, yea, and to adore in folemne wife (as the manner is) 
him thatafpired fb high to the purple robe, was efpecially regarded and made 
much of: and being now moft inward (as having eafie and readieaccefle unto 
him and the honour to fit at bis royall table) fuch preheminencchehad above o- 
therSjthat by this time hee wasufedin fecrec confutation about the maine points 
of importance, and the very Empiieit felfe • Silvanus tooke it to the heart, that 
when unworthieperfbns were advanced to the dignitie of Confuts,and other ho¬ 
nourable places of high government, himfelfe and Vrftcinus alone, after fb great 
and manifold paines endured for the wcale publique,werefbdefpifcd; that he for 
his part cruelly abufed by fiftingand examining his familiar friends, and that ufr 
derabafemannerof proceeding and triall,fhouId bee accufed of ticafbn rand the 
other againe, through the malice and hatred of his enemies haled out of the Eaft, 
and brought home.Thefe continual! complaints made hee both fecretly and in o- 
pen place. And yet for all thefe and fuch like fpeeches, terrified were wc with the 
mutinous grumbling on every fideofthe fouldiors^alledging their want,and hote- 
ly fet in all the haft to breake through the (freights of the *Cottian Alpes. In this ♦Monte fienAre, 
perplexitieand doubtfull trouble of heart wee clofely caft about and (ought for otMontCero 
fbmedeviceliketotakeeffe&jand in the end, after many alterations of our mind 
by reafonof feare,refoIvedthus, That when wee had with great induftrie gotten 
wane minifters, and bound our communication with a religious oath and prote- 
ftation,therc fhould be follicited the Braccati and Cornuti n , companies wavering 
in their allegeance,and for largehire mutable and readie to turne every way. After 
therefore that this bufineflewas made fure, by meanes of certainebafe mediators 
and brokers betweene, who for their obfairecondition were meet to worke the 
feat,andfeton fire befide with the expc<flation of rewards, when the Sunne was 
now arifing/uddainelyacrewof armed men breaketh forth: and as it falleth out 
in fuch doubtfuttcaies,beinginore bold and bardie after they had flame the war¬ 
den,entred into the pdace, plucked Silvanut forth of * little chappell, whither hee 
was fled allamatedand breathleflc, and as hewas going to a congregation of the 
Chriftian Religion, with many ftiokcsof (words flew him out-right. This a brave 
leader^ndamaoof no meane defett,dicd thiskindof deatb,evenflxfe9teoffb»- 
derousaccufetions,wherewith by the fe^kmof his enemies hewatshihtt abfcnce 
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many times tight manfully, taking part with Ciujlamnt aganftthe Remans. 
Now it happened fo, tliat before any fuch matter was a working in Gaule, the 

Stlvanm is vanquifhcd. 

Chap, v I. 

Conftantius through the great andglortous words of Flatterers , exalted new as it were 
up to the she , exercifeth crueltie upon noble per/on ages. Leontius repreffeth aje- 
dttious uprore raifei in the citie. A Romane btjhop named L lberius t for 
favouring Athanafius btjhop of Alexandria , is put from 
his See, and expelled the Citie. 

■ Hen Sihanus therefore was thus flaine,as hath beene related, at Agrip¬ 
pina,and the Emperour had taken knowledge thereof with exceeding 
great j oy (as he was a prince made altogether of infolcnt pride and va- 
nitie)he aferibed this alfo to the profperous traine and courfe of his 
ownc felicitiesjhoiding on hill his old manner, which was evermore to hate men 
of action and valiant,as Domttmw did in times part yet defirous by any contrarie 
flight whatfoever to overthrow them. Nay, fbfarre was he from praifing his in- 
duflrious a<fts,that he wrote how he had intercepted fbmewhat out of the treafure 
in Gaule, which in truth no man ever had cincetouched. And this commaunded 
- he to be fearched narrowly intojqueftionifig about it with Remsgttts alfo,then*A u- 
ditor or Receiver to the office belonging to the faid colonell [Sthanus~\ whole for¬ 
tune it was long after in the daies of Valemin'tan to loofc his* fife by the halter, in 
the matterof the embaflageof Tripolis. Thefe things thus fir.ifhed, Conjlantm y 
as one that now touched heaven with his head, and were to commaundall hu¬ 
mane chaunces, was puffed up with the loftie fpeeches and big fwelling words of 
flatterers, the number of whom himfelfecncreafed, and namely by defpifing and 
reje&ing thofc that were not fo cunning as others in that kind: as we read of Crce - 
Jm, that he therefore thruft Solon by the head and (houlders out of his kingdome, 
becaufe he could not skill ofToothing him up in his humor: alfo, Dents threa¬ 

tened to put Phtloxenus the Poet to death, for that when all others praifed him as 
he rcc ited his owne abfurd verfes and fuch as carried no grace with them, he alone 
was never moved at the heating of them: a thine that is a moft per nitious foftrefle 
of vices: for that commendation onely in very deed ought to be acceptable unto 
a great potemateand perfbn of high place, when otherwhilcs alfo there is rowme 
allowed for to entertainedilpraifeof things done amifle. And now,after this caie 
waj;pafl:,and fecuritie obtained, inquifitions (according to the manner) and judi¬ 
cial! trials were holden $ whereby a number after imprifonment in chaines and y- 
rons, were poruffied as guiltie siudefeStors, For then Paul* that diveilifh promo¬ 
ter, who could hold no longer, butbreakeom for very joy, rofe up to praQiA 

more 
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morelicentioufly his venomous and peftiferous arts: and whiles both the*Coun- 
fellors of State and martiall men alfo enquired into the bufinefTe, as commaundc- 
ment was given, Procuius ^one of Stlvanus his houfehold,wasput upon the racke : 
andbeinga thin bodied man,and a difeafed, all men feared, leaft whenhis poore 
carcaflfe had beene wearied out with extremitieof exceffivc torments, he would 
caufetmnya man,one with another, indifferently to be called into queftion,and 
charged with haynous crimes: but it fell out with him farreotherwife than was 
expected. For remembring his dreame, whereby forbidden he was, lying afleepe, 
as himfelfe affirmed,to hurt any innocent perfon, notwithftanding hee was tortu¬ 
red almoft to death, yet named not hee nor appeached anyone, but conftantlya- 
vowedtbefa&of Silvanus ^(hewing by evident proofe, thar he attempted that en- 
rerprife noc upon any ambitious defire, but meerely conftraincd upon necelfitie. 

For he alledged a probable reafon inducing him thereunto, and the fame well 
knowne by the teftimonies of many,that upon the fifth day before he tooke upon 
him thofe princely Infules or ornaments,when he had given his foldiors their pay, 
inthenameof Consiamim hee fpake unto them, To continue valiant and faithfull. 

Whereby itappeared, that if he hadgoneabout then totakeprefumptuoufly the 
enfignesof an higher eftate, hee would have expended fuch aweightie niaffe of 
gold,as his owne. After him, Pcemenius having his part with condemned perfbns, 
was haled to execution,and died: him I meane,whoas! have related before, what 
time as the men of *Triers had fhut the gates of their citie againft Cafar° Decent * Twi)(k 

was elc<fted to prote<5t and defend the Commons. Then Afcleptodottes,Lutto y and 
Maudio ^all Comites,were killed,with many morebefidcs. This was the obffinate 
felfe- will of the time, fearching narrowly upon ambiguous tearmes and pvefump- 
tions into thefe and fuch; like matters : and whfles'fottte deadly and peftiferous 
whirle-puflfe raifethupftillthefemiferiesof c<knmon mifchiefesin the State,Z<r- 
entius governing * tLome, gave many goodteftimoniesand proofesofan excel- *^ tcrnamU r^ 
lent Iudge, in hearing of caufes quicke, in deciding and determiningmoft juft, of 
his owne nature friendly and favourable (howfoever hee feemed to feme for the 
maintaining of authoritie fliarpe and fevere) and withall very much ertclined to 
love. Thefirft devicetherefore to ftirreupadeditious tumult againft him, was 
moft bafe and vile: For when fbsloromusihc * Chariot-driver by commaunae- 'omaner. 
ment was to be drawneand harried away, all the commons in genera!! following 
after, as readie to refeueand defend their owne deare child, with terrible violence 
did fee upon the faid r * Governor, taking him to be a timorous man: but he per- *'r r *jiawm. 
lifting fir me and refolute, fent inhis ferj cants and officers among them • fome be¬ 
ing attached and put to psinefull torments,he confined to the I{lands,neither gain- 
(aied him any mati*nor made refiftance. Some few daies after,when the comrrtU- 
naltie likewife chafing all in a broile* as they were wont, and complaining of' the 
Want of wine, mer togetherat*Septizonium, a place of much reforr, where Mar- .semfcni^ 
cus the Emperour built his Baine, a fumptaous and iftately piece of worker the laid 
Governour going thither of pur pofe,wa$ very earneftly entreated by all his gow¬ 
ned followers ana ferj eants,not to put hitnfelfeinto the throng of fo malapart and 
menaciog a multitude, fet upon raging ftill,ever fincc the former commotion: But 
he,hardlymovedtobeafraidof doing right,wenrforward ^ inforauchasa fort of 
his faidett end ants and followers forfooke him, albeit he haftened apace to enter 
into a (hrewd and fiiddaine danger. Sitting therefore in his chariot with a lovely 
fhew of boldnefle and confidence, he beheld with piercing eye the faces ofdmfc 
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unruly crewes (as if theyh.dbeene fomaoyferpems) rulftngwkhafoute Boifc, 
and cneon every fide: and caking knowkdgeot onefellowabove allthe reft big 
and hugcof (ia.ure^nd with a rcdd.ih or yellow head, him he asked, Whether he 
were nof Peter, furnamed (as he had heard him called^ Vtlvemeres ? and when he 
anfwercd, and that in akind of chiding accent, thatthe was thehe com. 
ntaunded (as one whom hehadknowneof oldtobethe chtefetameandring-lea- 
der of feditious rebels) for all the contradiflion and gainefaying of many, to have 
his hands bound behindat his backe, andlbtobehotftedand hanged up in the 
airc Who being fecneonce aloft, calling hard, but in Mine, for the helpe of thole 
that were of his owne lept and tribe, all the whole multitude, that a little before 
flood fo thicke thiuft together, difperfed now into fundrie parts of the cme, vam- 
fhed cut of fight, fo as that this hote andbufie ftirrer of commotions having his 
Tides racked and tome, as it were in a fecret judicial! place of torture, was expelled 
and fent away into *Picenum : where afterwards, daring to offer abuie and diiiio- 
nour to a virgine of no meane patronage, hee was therefore upon fentence gi¬ 
ven by Vatruinus the * Prefident, judged and condemned to loole his head. Du¬ 
ring the government of this Leontius, Ltberius a bifhopof the Chriftian Religi¬ 
on, was by a precept direded from Const m 'w fent to the * privie Counfell, as 
one oppofing himfdfe againft the Emperours commaundements, and the decrees 
of many his owne conforts, in a matter which I will briefely run over. Athanafuss 
bifiiopat that time of Alexandria, bearing himfdfe too high above his profeffion, 
and one who went about to enquire into matters that to him belonged not ( as 
the dayly bruit and rumor went of him) the congregation (or the Synode,as they 
tearme it) of the fame place, excommunicated and remooved from the facramen- 
tall dignitie, which lie held and celebrated. For reported it was,That being pak 
ling skilfull in Nccromancie,and expounding the truth oforacles and prophecies, 
asalfo wellfeene in thoft things which the Augurall birds portended and prsda- 
ged, he had divers times fore-told future events. Over and befides thefe matters, 
charged he was alfo with other points,difagreeing from the purpofe and meaning 
of that Law or Religion, whereof he was Prelate. This Athanafitts, Liberia* the 
bifhop being of the fame mind and opinion with the reft, was by commandement 
from the Emperor warned by his fubfeription to depofe from his facerdotall See: 
but hee ftiffely withftood and denied foto doe,often crying out, That it was urv 
lawfull even in the higheft degree to condemne a man unfeene and unheardiopen- 
ly (as one would fay) fpurnmg againft the Emperours will and pleafure. For hee^ 
an enemicalwaies bitterly bent againft Athansfius, although hee knew the thing 
was performed accordingly, yet earneftly defired, that the fame might bee confir¬ 
med and ratified by that authorise which the bifhops of Rome enjoy. Which for 
that he could not obtaine, £i&er#««5 > without much adoeand great difficuhie even 
at midnight (for feareof the people that loved him exceedingly) could not be ca¬ 
ned away. And thus verily flood the affaires at Rome, as this former text hath 
lnewcd. 
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Chap, v 11. 


By reafon of Gdule inclined to revolt , Conftatitius not able to undergoe the charge, 
minding to take Iulian to him as his companion in the Empire, is hindered by 
flatterers: but in the end declaretb Iulian his Colleague , and in - 
vejleth him in the purple Robe , with exceeding ap - 
plaufe of the whole armie. 



for Canffanrius,difqukted he was with newes continually,reporting 
how Gaule was now in a defperatc cafe,while the barbarous enemies 
made waft and fpoyleof all, killing and fleying in every quarter, and 
no man there was to withftand them. Now,as he tolled to and fro in 


his mind,what force to ufe for thereprefiing of thefe troubles,rcfiant ftill himfelfe 
in Italie, as he defired, (for he thought it a matter of danger tothruft himfelfe into 
parts farre remote) he hit at length upon the right way and mcanes to effedt the 
(ame: and it came in his mind to jcyne with him as companion in the Empire 
his coufin ^germane Julianas, not fbng fincefent for and brought out of Achaia, *Tatmclemfratri- 
and even yet in hisftudents .cloake or gaberdine. When he had upon the urgent 
occafionof fomany imminent calamities bewrayed thus much to hisiavourites 
and friends next about him, fhewing in plainetearmes, That himfelfe, but one, 
fhrunke now (which hee never had done before) under the burthen of fo many 
neceffities and troubles comming fo thicke upon him: they beeing throughly 
taught how with exceffive flatteiic to bearc him up, fbolified and gulfed the man, 
telling him ever and anone, That there was nothing in the world foadverfe and 
difficult, but his powerfull vertue and heavenly fortune together were able (as 
ever heretofore) to overcome : and many of them pricked in confidence for their 
offences committed ,(aid thus much moreover. That he was from henceforth to 
beware of the name of Cafan rehearfing therewith the lewd parts committed un¬ 
der Gattus. Againft whom labouring hard upon this point,the Queenc aloneop- 
pofed her felfe,werc it for very fearc to flit into fo farre countries^ that in her own 
naturall wit and wifedome fhe thought it good policie for the State, I wotc not: 
but fhe (aid, That a kinfman ought to bee preferred before all other. And after 
much debating of the matter,by way of deliberation to and fro, this refolution 
flood fume: and fo fetting afide all frivolous and bootleffc deputations, hee fully 
determined to take unto him Julianas, as his compartencr in the Imperial! governe- 
ment. Now,when he was lent for and come at the day prefixed, the Emperour, 
after all the companies of fellow fouldiors there prefent were called together, and 
a Tribunallere&eduponan high banke, above which flood the maine ftanderds 
of Eagles and other enfigncs,he mounted up unto it, and holding Iulianus by the 
right hand, thus by way of a mild and gentle fpeech began to fay. Herefiand we 
before you, right valorous defenders of the Wealspublique, to maintainsin manner all 
with one breath andfpirit the common cauje, which I, being to plead, as it were, before 
squall Judges , will briefely declare umoyou. After the death of rebellious tyrants,whom 
rage and furie moved and eggedon to attempt the/e deftgnes which they protested, the 
Barbarians, as if they meant with Romans blond to faerifies unto their wicked Mattes^ 
invade Gaulejnd overrun h,having broken the peace of the marches ^encouraged upon 
this confidence and afuredper/uafiott)thar extreame necefimes bind us fail ynough, by 
occafionof lands fof one dif-ioyned afunder. This mfehiefe therefore yrhich incrocbeth 
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elrtedie leyondthepremiers herd adbymn£, if ( while time ptrmitteth) cur help, end

Pedum is to he ax-firmed dfo by your graunt and allowance. As he was about to fay 
more to this effect, f he affembly interrupting his fpeech, in gentle roarinef iray^tl 
him, faying in a fore-knowledge(as it werc)of the future confequcnce,That this 
was (he vvili and choice of mtghtie Jupiter, and not of mans wit and undeman¬ 
ding. And the Emperour (landing ftill without ftirring* untill they were toe, 
went more confidently through with the rtf!of hisfpeech : For as muchas(c\itoih 
he) your topfull acclamation jheweth , that there is a correfpofidencie of your favours, 
bieajfent , let the young gentleman endued with a peace Me vigour, and whefe tempe¬ 
rate behaviour is to be imitated rather than commended , rife up to this honour, feconded 
with your fortunate favour ; whofe fingulartowardntffe, inflrutted with good arts , even 
herein , methinkes l have fully fihewed, in that / have cho fen him . Him therefore Jhy the 
grace and prefent direction of the heavenly God , will 1 clad in his princely robes. 
This faid he, and foone after, when he had put upon Julianhfe grandfathers pur¬ 
ple, and declared him Cafar with the joy of the armie-he fpeaketh unto him fome- 
what fid and carryinga demifle and lowly kioke, in this manner : Thou haH in 
thy prime, brother mine, and the most loving brother that ever I had, re covered thegl§. 
nous {Inter of thy parentage and originaU: augmented ( Ieonfefje) is mine owneglorte, 
who sake my felfe more truly advaunced, by conferring a fuperiour power upon a noble 
prince of mine owneb/oud than by the foVeraigHe power it felfe , which l enioy. Come 
on therefore as partaker of paints and perils,undertake the defence and fir vice ofGaule, 
as onereadteby all bounufulneffno eafe the parts affiffed: and if need require toioyne 
bittaile with the enemies Jland to it with Jure footing among the very enfigne- bearers 
them (elves, a confederate exhort er andencourages to adventure in due time 3 by leading 
the way with advtfed wariuejfe heartening and emboldening them that fight 3 with fuc- 
costrs and(applies fIren £ thening thofe that be troubled,and in difarray 3 in modefl texrms 
rebuking the (louthfull 3 a pref rnt andmojl true wrtneffe, as well to the indujtriotis foul- 
dm.as tothe idle coward. T herefore, as urgent fervice requfreckon forth like a valiant 
JTnight , to lead Itkewtfe as hardiefouldiors ■: we will be afiftant one to another in our 
cour f e '< mt ^fi rrn ffndjledfajllove: fervewe will together,and another day 
Ggdgraunt our requefl) ioyntly ? overne the world with equall moderation and pie- 
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fbmefew, approved the judgement and de&ion of the Ehiptfdttf, and 1 with 
worthie admiration they entertained Caftr, glittering in his refpfcndem ittlptHatt 
robe: whole eyes carrying with them a tenour ind amiable lovdinefle witfrall, 
whofepleafing cOufttenanee alfo,Wtthan eim^ordi^iifc and lively vi¬ 

gour, as they wiftly a long time beheld* they gathered What a one he Was like to 
prove, as if they had throughly perufea the old bOokes, the reading whereof 'de- 
clareth by bodily fignes the phyfiognomie or inward indewments of the mind. 

And to the end that he might be regarded with better relpc& and re vert nee, they 
neither commended him above meafure,nor yet Idle than was meet and becom- 
ming: and therefore efteemed they were as the voices of Certfours, and not of 
fouldiors. In the end,being taken up to fit with him in the chariot, and received 
into the rcgall^^lace, this Verfeout of flamers Poeme hee foftly whifpered to 
liitiifelfe:

Iulianus having wedded the fifler ^Gonftantius, came toVienna: where 
by a cert dine old wife his future afis as touching 
Religion art fore-told. 

Ithin few daies after this, when Helens the fifler of Conftantius y a virgin, , 
wasjoyned in marriage to the CartieCa/ar, and all things put in readi- 
neflerequificeforhis fpeedie journey, taking with him a fmalltrainc 
in his companie, hee let fourth the firft. day of December, accompa¬ 
nied on his way by the Emperour himfelfe as farre as to a place marked with two 
Columnes,and it lyeth betweene^Laumellum and *Ticinum i and fo holding on 
his journey (freight foiward he came tothe^Taurini: where he was ftrucken with a'^vtuage. 00 " 
heavienewes, which havingbeene brought lately to the * Emperours Counfell, 
was notwithftanding of purpofe contealed, for feai e lead al 1 the preparation made *£££ mm,c * 
for his voyage, fhould have beene loft and come to nothing. Now it purported 
thus much, That Colonia* Agrippina, a citie of great name and importance in * CoIeiB * 
the {econd*Germanie, was upon contitiuall fiegelayed to it by the Barbarians, ^^ herDurtfa ' 
layed open and with great forces deftroyed.W ith which wofull tidings being fore 
aftonied,asif it were the firft ban fell and beginning of evils com ming toward 
him, muttering foftly with monefull words he was often heard to fay ,7" hat all which 
he had gotten was no more than this,To die and perifhin more implement and trouble. 

And when he was come to Viennajn his entrance thither, the people of what age 
and degree foever, came running to receive him honourably, as one wifhed fdr,I 
allure you, and their naturall Emperour: and the whole comminaltie together, 
with the neighbour nation bordering upon them, feeing him a farre off, and iahi- 
ting him as a mild and fortunate Empetour, as they went before entertained and 

fite Rich royal! pompc ina pSnce fbSwtoy : and in his comming fepo- 
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* M.he remedieand redrdfcof common calamities, crying out with one voice,

I thinke it now a convenient timc,to {hew the traits and fituation of Gaulejeaft 
if Ilhould when armies are readie to encounter, and among the variable chaunccs 
of battailes curfarily tell of fuch things unknowne unto tome,I might feeme to fol¬ 
low the example of flouthfull faylers and mariners^ who when their wornc faylcs 

and frenedgablesmighthavebeeneatmoreleifurepreparedandrepaired,are for¬ 
ced to mend and trim them up in the middeft of waves and tcrapefts. 

Chap. IX. 

Of thefrfteriimeitf the Genies. Their Berdi, tnheges, end Druidi. 

The name of the are mi fait amon* them: end 
the deferrption of the Alpes. 

PjpflggflHe auncient writers doubtfull as touching the originallof the Gaulois, 
lp?4 f||a left the knowledge of this bufinefle unperfeit: but afterwards Tima- 
gef*e*i both for his diligence and language a Grecke, collected out of 
many and fundrie bookes thofe thinges which lay long unknowne: 
whofe credite and authoritie we following (now that all obfeuritie is remooved) 
will declare the fame diftin&ly and plainely. Some have affirmed,That the people 
^dlfeene in thefe regions were * A bo:igines,callcd Celts, after the name of an a- 
wa *’ miable king $ and Galata?,according as his mother was named: for fo are the Gau¬ 

lois in the Grceke tongue tearmed. Others have reported. That the Dorienfes, 
followers of that more auncient Hercules , inhabited the coafts confining along the 
*****th Ocean. The * Drafid^ record, That a part in very deed of the nation were home- 
lings, in-bome,and there bred: but others alfo from the utmoft Iflands and the 
tra&s beyond Rhcne,drivcn out of their ownc native feats, what with continuall 
wanes, and what with the inundation of the fwelling fca,conflowed thither.Some 
fey, That after the deftru&ion of Troy, a few that fled from the face of the 
Grcekcs,and were every where difpcrfed,po{Tdftd themfclves of theft places then 
lying void . But the inhabitants of theft countries vouch this above all other, 
(which alfo we have read engraven in their monuments of record ) That Hercules 
the fonne of Ampbisryo made haft to deftroy Gerjon and Taurifcus , two cruell ty- 
rantsj of whom, the one infefted Spainc, the other Gaule: And after he had van- 
quifhed them both, that he lay with the gentlewomen of the countrey, on them 
bqpt many chUdren; and that they called after their owne names thofe parts 
which they had ruleof. As for a people of Afia,fcomout of Phocea, they to a- 

at 
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in the provinee of Vienna. Then afterwards in theages enfuing, they,as their pu- 
ilfance encreafed,founded many townes: But I muftforbeare foch varieric,which 
oftentimes hath fatietie j oyned with it. Meane while,as the men of this place were 
gro wne by little and little to civilicie,the ftudies of iaudable lciences,begun by the 
Bards, Eubages, and Druides, mightily flourished here. And verily the Bards 
fung unto thefweet muficke of the Harpe the valorous deedes of worthie men 
compofedinheroickeverfe. But the Eubages,fcarehing intothehigheft altitudes 
of natures worke,endevoured to lay open and declare the feme. Among thcfejhe 
Druidaeof an higher wit and conceit, according as the authoritie of Pythagoras 
decrccdjbeing tied untofocicticsandfellowlhips,wereaddided wholly untoque- 
ftions of deepe and hidden points,and they defpifingall humane things,pronoun¬ 
ced, that mens (bules were immortal!. This climate of Gaule, by reafon of the 
highand difficult rifings ofmountaines^nd thofe alwaies coveredover withhide- 
ous heapes of fnow, before time unknowne almoft to the inhabitants of aH the 
world befidc, unleffe it be where it coafteth upon thefea, is endofed on every fide 
with fences that environ it naturally, as if it were by art of man . And verily, on 
the South fide the^Tvrrhene and Gaule feas both runneclofe by it : toward the *MarTofco,or 
N orth divided it is from favage nations by the river Rhene: 3nd Weftward with Ws » rdcMattolk * 
the Ocean and the high mountaine * Pyrenxus *. And what way it beginneth to * A’hich now 
mountup Eaftward,itgiveth placet© the high banks of theCottiati Alpesrwhich according todi- 
king Coittm , after that Gaule was conquered and fubdued, lying hidden alone VCM pamthucof. 
cloie within the ftreits , and outting upon the unaccdlible roughnefte of the 
craggie places, when his feare was well at length allayed,and himfelfe received in¬ 
to the friendfhip of the Etnperour o cl avian jn lieu eft a memorable gift, with great 
and labourious workes made to ferve for a compendious way, and commodious 
to travailers,as (landing juft in the midft betwixt the other old Alpes: as touching 
which I will report anone what I have learned and knowne . In thefe Cottian 
Alpes,which begin at the town *Segufio,there peaketh up a mightiehigh mount, * orReguCo . 
that no man almoft can * pafte over without danger. For, as men come out of 
Gaule, it bendeth fteepe forward with a great downe-fall, terrible to beholds by 
reafon of the cliffes hanging on either fide, cfpecially in the Spring: what rime as 
the froft and yce thaweth and the fnow meiteth with the hot breath of the winds, 
by the ftreits broken on both (ides, and the holes or ditches hidden with heapes 
of frozen yce, men verily with daggering and flaying their feet make fomefhift to 
come downe 5 but horfesand carts fall headlong forward. Now, for to put by 
this mifehiefe, one remedie alone hath beetle devifed: namely, that moft of the 
wagons with mightie great ropes tied faft unto them,and a maineftreitgthof men 
and oxen both, draining behind to flay the feme, fcarcely with a creeping pace, 
fomewhatmore fafely come rolling downe. And this, as I have feid, h3ppencth 
in the Spring time of the yeare. But in Winter, rheground charged allover with 
acoatof yce,and (as it were) fmoorhed therewith, and thereby flipperie under 
foof,fettedvinen forward in their gate to run upon their nofes 5 and the open val- 
lies along the broad and wideplaines, not to be traded, by reafon that the yce will 
not beare, fwallow up otherwhiles folke pafling thereupon . In regard of which 
dangers, thofe that be cunning in the waies, and know the countrey well, pitch 
downe faft certaine piles or maine flakes of timber, bearing their heads above the 
ground all the way along the fafer places, to the end that the wayfaring man dire¬ 
cted by them ,as they ftand in a row,maJr pafte without harme: which if they hap¬ 
pen

nen to lve hidden and hilled with fnow, and namely, being ovathrowne before 
with land flouds or livers falling downe from the mountaines,hardly are they paf. 
6blc with the guidance of the ruft icall people, leadmgthe way. Now from the 
very pitch of this Italian cliffe, there reacheth a plame for the fpaceoffeven myles 
unma ftation named Martis: and from henceanother high hill more upnght.and 
with much adoe to be paffed over, ftretcheth forward as-farre as to the head or top 
of Matronajtheoccafionof which name came byachaunce that befell unto a 
noblewoman: From whence the way verily lyeth fteepedowne, but yet more 
eafic and travailcable,as farre as to the Fort Wirganua. The Sepulchre of the faid 
pettie king who I have reported made thofe waies above- named,is at Scgufio, ve- 
ryneere unto the wals, and his Manes foratwo-fold reafon are devoutly honou- 
red, both for that hee had ruled hisownc fubjedsby way of a juft and moderate 
government 5 and alfo becaufe he being received into alliance with the Romane 
ftate, procured perpetuallpeace and reft unto that nation . And albeit this way 
which I have fpoken of, be the middle one, and therefore compendious, and the 
fhorter,yea,and more haunted, yet others alfo havebeene made long before at di¬ 
vers times. Thefirft of them, Hercules ofThebes, marching in a milder manner 
to deftroy Geryon (as hath bcene faid)and Taurifcus caufed to bee wrought neere 
unto the maritime Alpes, and this Hercules gave them their name: SembTably, the 
caftleof Monoecus,and the haven, he confecrated to the everlafting memoriall of 
himfelfe. Then, after the revolution of many ages, upon this occafion were the 
Alpes Poenina: deviled . Publius Cornelius Scipio t father of the elder Africanus, 
when the Saguntines,memorable for their miferies and fidelitieboth, were upon a 
conftant refolution of the Mores befieged, being about to goe into Spaine for to 
aid them, tranfported over a fleet, manned with a puiflant power of fouldiors.But 
when the cuie*Saguntum was by mightier forces deftroyed, he not able to reach 
and overtake Anniball (who having three daies before pafted over*Rhodanus,mar- 
ched apace to the parts of Italie) crofted over betweene with fwift fayle an arme of 
the fca, which was no long cut, and watched for him at*Genua,atowneof*Li- 
guria, as he (hould come downe the mountainesj to the end he might, if fortune 
had given him leave and opportunitie, encounter him in thcplaine, wearied with 
the roughnefteof thofecomberous waies. Howbeit,having regard to the maine 
chaunceandcommongood,headvifed hisbrotherO*. Scipio rogoe into Spaine, 
for to kcepc backe Haflruball, who was likewife to get out and come from thence. 
Whereof Anniball having intelligence given him by fugitives (as he was a man of 
a nimble and craf tie wit) taking the*Taurines,who dwelt hard by,to be his guides, 
came by die way of the*Tricaftines and the utmoft coaft ofihe*Vocontians to the 
chacc and forrefts^Tricorij: and there beginning his worke,he made another way, 
which before had beene unpayable: for having hewed out the rocke that flood up 
on a hugcheight ^chwithmaking mightie fires, and pouring vinegre upon it, 
he had broken and diflolved, he marched along the river *Druentia, that runneth 
winding with a wandering ftreame,and feized upon the regions of Tufcane.Thus 
much as touching the Alpes: N ow come we to that which is behind. 
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Chap. x. 

Castle called Celtic*, Aquitanic^andBelgica, tbeprincipaUparts thereofra- 
gether with tbefhgpes Andmdnvcrsof ihepeaplt^aredefcribed 

9 N auncient times, when thelc parts lay hidden as barbarous, thought 
they were tohave beene three fortsof people,divided into the Cclta?, 

. (who are the fame that the Galli) into the Acquitani,and the Bclgi »all 
different in language,otders,and lawes. And verily the Gaulcs, who 
alfo are the Celts, the river * Garumna fevereth from the * Acquitancs: which ri- *0*™*.^ . 
ver fpringing from the Pyrenean hils,after it hath pafted by many a towne,hidcth e L,^,d, 4 ' 
himfelfe within the Ocean. The fame nation alfo is feperated from the Belga?,by •Mame. 
*Matrona and ^Sequana, rivers of a^duplebignefre 5 which running through the 
province *Lugduncnfis, after they have encloled and corapafled round about in 
manner of an I{land,acaftle of theParifij,named*Lutetia,mcetinonechannell, HJT*' 
and keeping on their joyntcourfe together forward,neere unto* Caftra Conftan- *conftan« in 
tia, fall into the fca. Of all thefe nations,the Belga: had the name in auncient wri¬ 
ters to be moft valiant, for that being farre remooved from a civile kind of life and 
behaviour, and not made effeminate with daintie delights brought in unto them, 
they warred a long time with the Germanesbeyond Rhene. Forthe Acquitanes, 

(unto whole coafts,as being next at hand ,and peaceable, marchandife ufed to be 
brought from other parts)after they fell once in their demeanor and carriage to be 
delicate, were foone brought under the Romanes dominion. Now, the whole 
countrcy of Gaule, ever fince that rhey were driven by fomany urgent warres to 
veeid unto Julius Deflator, hath beene ruled by a government divided into foure •oraTettaiduc. 
parts. Whereof Narbonenfts the firft,contained within it Viennenfis and Lugdu- 
nenfis: the fecond, had the rule wholly of the Acquitanes: as forthe upper and 
lower Germanie, together with the Belga?, two juriidi&ions governed at the fame 
time. But now are reckoned within the whole circuit of Gaule, thefe provinces, 
to wit, the fecond Gcrmanie,beginning firft at the Weft coaft, fortified with A- *o>wn. 
grippina and *Tungri,great cities and wealthie: then,the firft Germanic; where #orw^wi«cum. 
befides other free townes or boroughes yisi* Magontiacus,* Vangiones alfo, the “5]^ 
emetes and*Argentoratus, reno wmed for the overthrowes and defeatures of 
the Barbarians. After this, the firft Belgica hath in the frontieis thereof Medio- H^Argeworarf. 
matrici and*Treviri,famous fortheEmperours rcfiancc there. To this adjoineth *rS, 
ihe fecond Belgica,whercin ftand*Ambiano,an eminent citic among others/Ca- 
thelauni alfo, and * Rhemi. Among the "Sequani, I have feene * Bifont:j and 
*Rauraci, of greater note and eftate than many other townes. As for Lugdunen- 
fis thefirft,adorned it is with *Lugdunus,* Cabillones, Senones, Biturigae,and * A ,^ft >wereuao 
*Auguftudunura, of note for mightie and auncient wals. For "Rothomagi make 
fliew of the fecond Lugdunenfis,& *Turini,of‘Mediolanum: alfo thcTncaftinr, 
the Alpes both Graip and Poeniny .befidcs more obfcure towns have ^ Aventicurn *sc m. 
alfo, a citie verily now defolate and forfaken, but of no bafe account in rimes pa ft, bowr** rather, 
as appeareth even at this day by the buildings decayed and halfe downe. ThefeJ ^J^ i0rRoa0< 
fay are the goodly provinces and cities of Gaule. In Aquitania, that lieth toward ^ 

the mountainepPyren*4 and that partofthe Occan whkhreachahuntoSpaKfc, d^*-, 
is the firft province Acquitanica,very well inhabitedand beautified wtth faire and * A Jj*,. 
great cities- but letting many others goe by, *Burdegala and * Avemi doe pafler 
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likewife baritones and Tidavi. * Aufci and • Vafara? commend unto us mncna- 
tions. In the province Natbonenfishcomprifed Narbona and Tolofa,which 
carry the chide name of the cities. Vienncnfis jjqyeth m the: bcauaeof many <* 
ties fof which^hofeofthebetieifortbc^Yienna itfelfc, Arelate,and Valentia: 
whereto *Maffiilia is annexed,by the (ocietie and powd whereof, wee read, that 
Rome otherwhiics in great dartgeis and diftrdfcs hath bcenerehevedand fuppo*. 
ted. Neete unto thcfe^rc *Sattovi),*Nicea^AntipoIis,with the Illes Stoechadcs. 
And for as much as by the traine of our tcxtandhiftoricaii workc, weare come to 
thefe parts, it were unfitting and abfurd to fay nothing of Rhodanus, a river of the 
greateft name. This *R hodanus flowing from the Pccnine Alpes, with ftore of 
Springs gufhing forth in great plentie,and running downeapace dire&ly toward 
the plaine countrey with hisowne ftreame t andno more,hideth the bankes^ndftj 
engorgeth himfeife into the lake named *Lcrtianus: and albeit he runneth within 
the fame,yet cntermingled he is no where with other waters befides his ownerbut 
gliding of the one fideover the flowerand more ftill furface of the water, feeking 
anifTue,withafwift current maketh way forth of it. From whence, without hurt 
of any thing, herunneth through the thicke fennes,ahd the *Scquani,and after he 
hath gonea great way forward, pafleth lightly hard by the province Viennenfis 
ontheleft fide,andLugdunenfison the right. Having thus rid a great ground with 
his wavie fheamc, he taketh unto him *Araris,which they call Sauconna, running 
within the firft Germanic, and giveth it his owne name . In which place begin- 
neth Gaule. From thenceforth they ufe to meafure their journeyes,not by myles, 
but by leagues: and there Rhodanusgrowne bigger, and charged with other ri¬ 
vers falling into him,carrieth exceeding tall and big fhippes, that ufe oftentimes to 
be tofled with gales of wind: and ending among the vales which nature hath or¬ 
dained to be his prefcript limits, frothing now and foming,is incorporate into the 
Gaulifh fea by an open frith or gulfe called *Ad gradus, lying from Arles almoft 
tenne miles. Thus much as touching thereof the places . Nowwillldeferibe 
the lhapesand manners of the people/ The Gaulcs in manner all be of feature tall, 
of complexion cleere,white,and ofruddichaire, carrying in the cafe of their eyes 
a kind of terrible and fterne giimncffe,given much to brawles,and exceeding info- 
lent : for if any one of them be fet a chidingand brawling, having the fhrew his 
wife (who commonly of thetwaineis theftrongerby fare, and of a fallow hew) 
to take his part, a whole band of others that be ftrangers,is not able to match Kim t 
efpccially when foe getting out her neckc with big fwollen veines, fals a grating of 
her teeth,and levelling her fnow white armes, and thofeof a mightie big fee, be* 
gins once to lay about her with fifes and heeles together, as if they were bolts and 

fcn5 C n, arg th d V, °J Cml - y from J thc r wr “ h ^ and wrefted firings of a brake or fuch 
hkc engme: the ordmane words of mod of them, as well whentheyare pacified 
as angne,are dreadfull and full of menacing. But allot them, with like diligence 
and cunofitie, are neat and clcane: neither in thofe trads, and efpedally in Acquh 
taua, foallyou fee a woman (be fhe never fo poore) in fbule and ragged clothes; 

^ among themismoft meet for warfare find with Kke 
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tuttoo greedily given towine, affeaing to make fuhdry fons ofdrihfterefemblirig 
wine: ^ndfome-among them,of the bafcr fort, having their wits, ind fences dol- 
4ed by contitiuall drurtkjetinefle(which<C4M by his lenience hath defined to be a 
Yokintarie kind of furiej)a*e ravifbedaUdheftraughtwith wild andwanderrogco- 
citations: fo as that may feemc to be true which TuUy pleadmg ioxFpntem feuh, 
That the GauIou from henceforth would drinke their wine more delayed , becaufe they 
thought it to bepoyfon. Thefe regions, efpecially thofe that confine upon Italy, ab¬ 
horred not much to come by little and little under the Romanes Empire ; firft at¬ 
tempted and tried by Fulvrn $ then afterwards in fmall battailes fore fhakeln by 
Sextiwi and laft of ali,taniedand fubdued by Fabiw Maximtu ; .unto whom the 
complcat effedingof this bufineffe, namely,after he had vanquifoed that fell and 
ftout nation of the AUobroges,gained jufo that fimapae. For alkheGauies.iKi- 
lefeethey were the quarters unpafiable by reafon of rireercs and marifoes, as Saluft 
mine author telleth us,after mutuall overthrowes given and taken for the fpace of 
tenne yeares warre together, Cafar by a perpetual! covenant of league joined unto 
usinperfeafocietie. Ihaveflowneout £ veryfarrc,butrcturneIwiIl at length to 
the matter which I have begun. 


Chap. xi. 

The Jlate of Gmlein the time of ConihntiusaiJ^luiianus 'Bmpetoun* 

B Fterthat Itoirwto abovefeid by cruell death wasdifpatched out of 
the way, Mufomann his fucCcfior governed thcEaft in the place and 
authoritie of *Pr*fe£lus pratorio^ or Lord Iuftice, a man renowmed 

for his eloquence in both languages: whereby heearofe to an higher ft • 

degree than was cxpeded.For ConBmin *what timeas hefearched very narrow¬ 
ly into the fuperft itious feds of ihe *Manichees andfochhke,andnomeet inter¬ 
preter could be found,made choice of him, as coramendedFor afufficient man 
that behalfe: whom,for performing that office and fundion skilfully, hee wolfed 
haveto be named Mufomanus^ whereas before he Was wont commonly to be: cal¬ 
led Strosenm: and from this beginning having run through many degreesot no- 
nours.hcmountcdupto this d.gnitic of >Pr ? fcQurc, or Iuft.cefhm : a prudent 
man othetwife, and well ynough endured of the proymees j mild alfo,anda>re 
fpoken : but upon any occafion whatfoever.and efpccially upon fuitsand aQ ons 
in law (which is an abhominable thing) wholly fet upon filthie g aine an< ; lu 5^' 

(whereby hee grew bale and odious) as it appeared evidently among othenbiugs 
in the cornmiflions and inquifitions holden about the deathofT^W-^a ton- 
fularc Govetnot or Lieutenant in Syria,who Fo.betraying of CtftrGiltus was ap 
a confufed tumult and uproreof the people tome in pieces: m which aftire pome cjgw-ta. 
men were condemned, even thofe who were knowne for certaine to havebecne ^ 
forth of the countrey when this outrage was committed; but the rich ones,^au¬ 
thors in deed of this fouleaft,withthe turntngout oftheir livings and eftatra, were 
let goe. Equall unto him was Proffer, who had thecommaund of the fouldtom, 

in lieu ofthe genfrallofhorfemen abiding then in Gaule,abafecowareUndab^a 
perlon,-and fuchanone (astheGomicaUPoetfayth) as.^pfmgthe 

thceverie, ufed opin extonion and violent oppreffion . And whiles riide two a . 
greed together, and enriched themfelves by mutuall commerce and reaprarail 
btingingof cheats tobne anothershand , thePeriun captames botdenng.ufrt* 
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the rivers, while the king was bulied in the fartheft marches ofhisownelands.by 
and crewes of Brigands made foule wor ke in our pale, boldly invadin*, 


companies and crcwcs of Brigands made route woikc iu uui 
one while Armenia,another while Mefopotamia,taking their van tage whiles theic 
Romane Commaunders were employed m gathering together the lpoylcs of 
diem that died. • 







THE XVI. BOOKE. 


Chap. I, 

Reports in commendation of Iulianus, whofetting behind all delight* 
fomepleasures >and having quickly difpatcbed a long Voyage^ 
fubdueth certaineparts of Gaule^andforceth 
* them to be quiet. 

■ Biles thefe things thus palfe in the Romane world, at the dif- 
pole of that linked courfe andorder of the deftinies, Cafar at 
Vienna,beingby the Emperor(now the eighth time Conful) 
called to the fcllowfhip of that degree, and entred into the 
kalender thereof (as his in-bred and nacurall vigour did put 
him forward to aeftion ) dreamed of nothing but the cra- 
ihmg noife of battaile, and (laughter of barbarous enemies* 
preparing now alreadie togather up the broken fragments of the province, if hee 
" cc at have beetle feconded with a forward gale of favourable for- ' 

une. For as much as therefore thofe notable matters which throughout Gaule

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cm } to the refemblance arid imitation of whom he framed allhis a&ions Sc whole 
deportment. And forlbmuch as (according as we be taught by T*Ujra grave au¬ 
thor) we take delight iri the height of all noble arts, as wedoe oftroes, but not in 
their rootes and ftoekes: even (b 8 ie rudiments arid beginni tigs of this lingular 
towardnefte were then covered with many things that (haddowed and darkened 
them, which ought of right to bee preferred before many and thofe wonder 
full deeds of his afterwards, in this refpe&,That in the prime of his youth be¬ 
ing fbftered like * Erichthem in a retyred place of Minerva , and fetched out of 
the quiet bowers of an Academie, and not out of a militarie pavilion, to the feats 
of arrnes, and fighting of battailes- after he had quieted Germanic, and allayed 
the ftiffe ftirres and troubles of Rhene, in one place he drew bbud of bloudie 
minded kings, and in another hungchaynes on their hands. Well, whiles hee 
palled a coilefome Winter in the*townc aforefaid, among other flying rumors 
that ran abroad continually, hee underftood, That the walls of * Auguftudu- domains*. 
nutn,an auncientcitie, carrying a large and fpatiouscompafle, but for very rot* gandic * 
tennefleby long continuanceof no ftrength, wereon a fuddainc forcibly befie- 
ged with a ftrong power of the Barbarians sThat whiles the companies of fbuldi- 
ers there in garrifon fat ftill and did nothing,the old beaten fervitors in right watch- 
full care aflembled themfdves and defended theplace 5 as oftentimes,utter dHpaire 
is wont to put backe moft imminent dangers of life and lafety. Wherefore, remit¬ 
ting no whit of his provident cares, and cafling behind him all fervile Sattcrie that 
attended upon him, whereby thofe about him would hauedrawne him to de¬ 
lights and riotous life, after all things were provided fufficiently,upon the*cighih ^4 -oOhw. 
day before the Calends of Iuly, hee came to Augufludunum aforefaid ; like 
as if he had beene a leader of long continuance, and of great name above others 
for courage & policy; ready to let upon the Barbarians ftragling hecre and there, 
wherifoever he could fee his opportunitie and ad vantage. After deliberation there¬ 
fore had, together with the affiftance of thofe that were skilfull in the Countries, 
what way he might make choice of to march with lafetie, much was laid to the 
poinf, to and fro: while fome opined,That they muft goe by *Artorofa,others a- *Arf»«imBw. 
gaine, by the countrie of the Leuci*: But when certaineofthemfecretlyfqg- ^Scabo* 
gefted,That Sdvanus late colonell of the footme,palled venturoully,though hard- TouL 
ly, with eight thouland aid-fouldiers by more compendious andlhorterwaies, 
howbeit fulpe&edbccaufe they are darkc and much lhaded ; C afar ft. rived and 
drained much to imitate with all his might the venturous boldnefte of that hardie 
leader 5 and, becaufe no delay might impeach this project, taking with him none 
but the men of * armes and baliftiers, unmeet fouldiers to protect and defend their *(*<**&*&». 
ruler, palled the fame way through , and came to* Autofidorum. Where after 
he had with Ihort reff (as his manner was) refrelbed himfelfeand his fouldiers, he * Anxeic 0mim 
marched on to theTricaftinesi and as the Barbarians came violently upon him 
by troups, pare of them (for he feared them as farre more in number) he obfer- 
ved with ftrong wings and flancks (landing clofe together* feme againeby ta¬ 
king the advantage of thc higher ground before, hee eafily ran downe upon and 
trod underfoot j others, for feare yeelding themfdves h&tookc prifoners 3 the reft 
whoftcarc was altogether imploied to make Ih ift with quickneife to efcape, be¬ 
caufe , encombred as he was with heavie armour, he could not follow in chafe, he 
differed to goe away without harmc. Now therefore upon a more aftuted hope, 
being confirmed in his refolution to refill all violent ©contents, through many 

dangers 
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caaft of the counttey, twvetftd a erode ctookbd way behind cy/iwbackc, and 
Charging upon two legionsas they were, gathering their armour together, they 
had puuhem all well neere tothe fword, but that a fuddame outcrie made, caufed 
the aid-forces ofouraffociatestoaffemble themfelves. From hence forward/up- 
pofingthathe could not pafle either waies or waterswithout ambuftments, hee 
became very provident, tooke leifure, and eaft more doubts: a fpeciall point of 
good policie in great Commaunders, and which is wont both to helpe and lave 
whole armies. Hearing therefore, that the Barbarians pofietfed of theories Ar- 

* gentoratum ,*Brotomagus,*Tabernae, *$aftfo, *N emet#, *V&ngiones, and*Ma- 

, guntiacum inhabited the territories lying about them (forthetownes themlelvcs 

* they avoid,no lefle than dennes and places befet round aboytwith net andtoyle) 
he feized firft into his hands Brotomagus? and as he advanced toward it,a powcp: 
of Germanes encountredhim intheway, and offered him,fight. Now, having 
arraunged his men in a two cornered*battaile, when they began once to cope to- 
ther, and the enemies were driven upon a twd-fold mifehiefe,whiles fome of them 
were taken prifoners, others flaineinthevery furieof the medley, the reft^nadc 
fhift with fpeedie footmanfhip to efcape and get away . When as no man there¬ 
fore after this was feene in the field to make head, thought good it was to fet for¬ 
ward and recover* Agi ippina,which before Cafars comming into Gaule had been 
raced and deftroyed: through all which tra&s there is neither citie to bee feene^, 
nor caftle.unleflc it be at the*Confluentes, a place fo called,where the river 

fella and Rhene meet together,and there ftandeth* Rigodulum a towne, as alfo 
neere unto*Colonia it felfe one tower. Being therefore entred into Agrippinaj 
he ftirred notout from thence,bcforefuch time as the kings of the Frankes being 
terrified,and their furie well delayed, he both eftablifoed a peace for the good (in 
the meane while) of the Commonwealc, and alfb recovered the laid citie, moft 
ftrongly fenced. He joyous of thefe good hanfels and overtures to conqueft and 
viaorie, departed by *Treviri, minding to Winter at *Sens,a towne then of good 
importance: where carrying (as they fay) upon his fhoulders a world of warresj 
comming like a floud upon him, diftrafted hee was with manifold cares, namely, 
how the fouldiors which had forfaken their wonted garrifon townes, might eft- 
foones be brought to fufpeded places of danger: how hee might difeomfite and 
fcattet the nations thathad layed their heads together, and banded themfelves to 
worke the Romanes mifehiefe: and how to forefce,that his armie jUkc tp raunge 

divers 
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divers wares wanted notvi&uals. As heponderedand carefufiy cafi tbeie matters 
in his mind,a multitude of enemies giveth an attempt upon him,: mightily eaih » 
sned with hope to win thetowne 5 afod the mote confident in this their cmerpafc, 
becaufe they had leamedby the information of cettaine fugitives,ihat neitherthe 
band of the b Scutarij nor c Gentiles were there,as beingbeftowedin fundiy town- 
fhips for their better feeding and diet. When he had therefore (hut the ride gates, 
and fortified that part of the wail which was weake and undefendable, bimfeife in 
perfon,togetherwiththearmed fouldiers,was ufually feene both day and nigHta- 
mong the bulwarkes and battlements,in baling hear of anger fretting to himfelfc, 
andgnafhinghis teeth, That having many times gone about to fally andbieake 
out upon the enemies , he was ever checked and impeached,by rcafon of thefmali 
forces that he had prefently about him. But in th? end,after thirtie daies the Bar¬ 
barians went away illappaied and fad,mumbling fofely to themfelves,That vaine- 
Jy and foolifhly they had ever thought of befieging the ciiie. Befidcs all this (a 
thing that muft be imputed as a great indignity)whiles Cafar was in this jeopardies 
■Marc elites Generali of the Horfe, who abode then but in the ncxtftations, drove off 
to aid him: whereas,albeit the citie had beene diftrdfed without the princes bee- 
ing there,it ought to have beene refeued and delivered from the calamities that fob- 
law a fiege, by making head againe with another power. T * 

Chap. if. ■ 

The virtues oflvAi&nusJbefeeming a magnanimousprince, Ammianus 
Marcellinus exatfly dejciibeth, 

a M&JEfar,a prince right puiflant and of wohiderfnll a£ion, was no fooner 
§H| freed from this fearc ,but in that conftaftt carefolnes which he alwaies 
carricd,he provided for his fouldiors, that after their long rravailethey 
might have fome reft,though but fhort, yet fufficient to refrefh their 
ftrength : albeit thofelands/oulely out of order by reafon of extreame want (as 
having beene fo often wafted ) aflfoorded but fmall meanes tricet for the main- x 
tenancc of life. But when with watchfull diligence order was taken alfo in this be- 
halfe,his mind being lifted up with a fprincklingof more plentifull liope of prof 
perous fuccdfe,he beni the fametothe pra&ife andperformance of many worthie 
parts. The firft thing therefore that he did (hard though it were) was this, that he 
en joyned unto himfelfe temperance,and kept the feme ftill living,as if he had been 
tied to the d Sumptuarie fewes 5 which being from the *Oracle$ of Fycurgus (that *Rh«ris. 
is to fey, Thejhtngles or fables of wood called * Agones) brought over to R ome,k>ng 
timeobferved, and beginning to grow out of \}fe,Sylla the Dilator by little and were written, 
little reftored, making this account, and thatoutof the prophefies or fage layings 
of Democritus, That Fortune fetter h out a fitmptthm andfuperfrotu table, bat fer¬ 
ine, afiam and frugally For Cato Tufeulanns alfo, who in regard of his fevere and 
precife life came to be firrnamed C^rtfortm , wifely defining of this point: 
care thou baft (quoth he) of trim furniture, and asgrfat cdreUfvefie if vertuC . rd f- 
rhermore, reading continually as he did a little booke, which Confiamtus fefikfing 
his *fbnne in law to the Vniverfit!e,fiad written With his owne hand.fettlngdOWh *«* wim rome. 
an order over-liberally, What (hoUld be the expence of Cafdrs boord;he ekpielfe- 
ly forbad. That Feferit,and the daintie meat mdcfc r cif the mother and ^ udder Of a *v*iw 
young fow that newly farrowed, fhould be calkdfar and faved up to the cWe.as 

con- 
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from under coverings of hike, glittering againe with fundric bright colours, but 
from a quilt or tapiftrie carpet Ipred on the ground^or fomc homely rugge, which 
the Ample common people tcarme Sufurna)fecretly did his devotions,and prayed 
unto i/#rf»ri*,who(as we are taught out of the learning of Theologie)isthelwift 
intelligence of the world, ftirringupthe motion of our minds; and info great 
want of things,upon fure advertisements provided fortheGommonweale. After 
which high and feriousbuGneffcs ended, he turned himfelfe to the exercife of his 
wit: and a man would not beleeve with how great and ardenr ddire in feeking af¬ 
ter the profound knowledge of principal! matters, and in gathering together ccr- 
taine forage and ftoovet (as it were) for to feed his mind, climbing up ftilJ unto 
higher points of learning, he by way of wife deputation ran through all parts of 
Philofophie. But yet how effectually and fully foever hegot the furniture hereof, 
he did not caft at his heeles the meaner fciences,ashavingan indifferent good in- 
fightinto Poetrie andRhethoricke(asmay appeare by the uncorrupt elegance and 
mildnefleof his Orations and Epiftles, joyned with gravitie) as alfo into the ma¬ 
nifold hiftoriesboth of ourownc and alio of forraine a$s. Befidcsali this,hewas 
able to difeourfe and deliver his mind fufficiently in the Laune tongue, IF then it 
be true which divers writers report. That king Cyrus, Simonides the Lyr icke Poet, 
and Hippos ileus that moft quicke and eagre Sophifter, had excellent memories, 
for that they attained thereto by drinking certaine mcdicinesjwc arc to thinke veri¬ 
ly,that this man alfo being then come to his full growth, dranke up a whole tunne 
of Metnorie, if poflibly it might anywhere be found. And thefe truly were the 
nightly fignes of his modeft temperance, and other vertues . But as touching 
that which he delivered by way of gallant fpeech, or pleafant conceit ; or how 
he behaved himfelfe in the preparation for fight, or in the very conflict of bat- 
taile it (eltcj as alfo, what enormities in the civile State he reformed by his mag- 
nanimitie and the libertie thathctooke,it fhallbe fhewedparticularly in due place. 
Whehe was compelled,being a {Indent yet in Philofophie,to exercife the firft cf- 
fayesand introductions to mil itarie knowledge^ a prince,& learned the artificial! 
feat of footing with meafures the warlike dance in ai mes,to the muficke of the fife 
and flute.he often naming Plato, came out alowd with this old proverbe, This it 
'mn. Si J**'!*™*enaCoves backei furely this is no burthen fit for my fhoulders. 
2K? 1 by a ccnai jJ c . fol «nnc order or cuftome there were certaine *Meflengers or 
2SF W " ^®J® vants btoughtinto the Confiftorie, to receive *gold, among others^nc of 
that compame tooke it not, as the manner is, within the lap of his mantle fpred 

and with that, Thefe PurfZmts 
tq»o*« h eEmpeior) cm ,Mhn>ttcach.mJmttoktcbTmcm 1 
Bemg given to underftand by certaine P arents,That thehdaughtcrs^young^r- 

gines. 
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sines, were forcibly ravifhed, he pafled a decree, That hee who hadabufed them, 
upon conviction fhould be confined and font away. Now,when the fold parents 
of the maidens complained of the indignitie they fuffered, in that the paitie was 
not put to death, this anfwere he made: Thus fane forth (quoth he) let the laves 
blame my elemencie: hut as for an Emperour , hee ought to excell otherstn the lore of a 
mod mild andgracious mind. Hee was on a time about to goe foorth to a certaine 
warlike journey or expedition, and many called upon him by the way for juftice, 
as havingfiiftainedfome wrongs, whom heput over and commended to the ru¬ 
lers of provinces, to have their complaints heard : and after his returnc, he enqui¬ 
red what every one of them had done, and according to his gracious mercie that 
naturally he had, he mitigated the punifhmcnts of their offences. Laft of all, fer- 
tingafide his victories, whereby heput to flight or defeated the Barbarians,whom 
he flew in battaile, without touch many times of any contumacie,hereby moft of 
all it appearcth,what good he did unto the Gaulois, labouring (as it were) for life 
in extreame penurie, in that when he entred firft into thofe parts, hee found there 
was demaunded by way of tribute five and twentie pieces of gold for every poll, 
but at his departure thence,feven onelyforfullfatisfaCtionof ail duties: in regard 
whereof, they rejoyced with cheerefull mirth and dauncing,as if the cleereSunnc 
after ugly darkenefle had ftione upon them. To conclude, wee know, That unto 
the very end of his Empire,and to his dying day, he obferved this one thing right 
profitably,that in matter of paying tribute he remitted not the overplus remaining 
and arrerages,by way of indulgences, as they call them : for well he wift, that in 
doing fo,he fhould fomewhat mend andbetter the cflate of the rich j whereas well 
knowne it is, that the poorc every where, in the very beginning of the * taxes and *mams **»*£*. 
impofts, are compelled to make full payment, without any eafoment or relaxation 
at all. Howbcit, amid thefe courfes and waies that hee tcoke, toruleandgoverne 
with moderation, which good princes areto ftrive to imitate, the rage and furie of 
thebarbarous nations brake out into a flaming firci and likeas wild beafts,wont to 
live of ravine and prey when keepers be flacke and negligent,ufonotto depart and 
leave their wont when thefe are removed,no not if ftrongcr be fet in their place,but 
growing outrageoufly wood for hunger, without regard of life, run upon whole 
- heardsand flockes of cattell : even fo they alfo, when all was fpent which they 
had gotten by fpoyle and pillage, as hunger urged them, divers times raifcd and 
dravc booties away, and otherwhilcs againe,before they could meet with ought, 
came fhort and died for it. 


Chap. hi. 

Troubles in the Court of Conftantius, whofe eares lay open to all aecufatictts. At betio 
brought into quefiion by fome y ef-aped without harrne, lulianus himfelfe being 
accufed, had for bis patron Eutherius the Eunuch: the finoular 
gifts of rohofe mind are here declared. 


Hus for that yeare went thefe affaires in Gaule, doubtfull in hope* yet 
luckicynough in the event. But in theEmperours * traine ertvie cea- ££*-*<* 
fed not to barke and carpe on every fide at Arbetio , as one that made 
wayalrcadietothe imperial! purple robe, and would fhortlya ttainc 
to the higheft dignitie it fdfo Anda certaine * Courtier, by name V fn^iafjdfiie 
hotely upon trim, letting flie with open mouth exceeding fiainous matters, and 

I namely 
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adva«ncemcnt,afpircd to the chiefeand foveraigne honour of aD. But efcecially 
one Dow,who had beene Phyficianor Chirurgiantothe Scutari), was the man 
that challenged and followed him moft, who being under itttnennm preferred 
at Rome to be Centurion of the * ’Niceterij, had (as I related before) accufed A. 
JelphiM, governour of the *citie, asonethatbegantofliootathigherdefignes. 
Now,when the matter came to the lifting and judiciall examination, and his in- 
ward friends wereabour this bufirteffe detained in prifon, fo that now there was 
expired fome proofe of crimes objected; fuddainely as it had beene in a maske or 
cnterlude, by the hclpe of fome gentlemen of the bed-chamber (as theconftanc 
rumor made report) both the perfons attached and imprifbned, as acceflarieand 
privie to the thing,were delivered out of bands, and Derm alfo vanilhed out of 
fight; rerifiimm likewife quickly held hispeace,andall was hufht, like as upon a 
ftage,when the play is done,and the hangings arcitaken downe. At the very lame 
time Conttamim being enformed at the mouth of fuch as chanced to come to the 
Court, that MarceUm fuccourcd not Cdfar when he was befieged at * Senones a- 
fordaidjhim hedifeharged of hismilitarie oath,and commaundcd to depart home 
to hisownehoufe: who,as if he had received fome grievous injurie, plotted and 
pra&ifcd fomewhat againft Julianm , prefuming upon theEmperour, whole eares 
were open to every acculation. And therefore, when MarceUm was in his depar¬ 
ture, *chiefe Chamberlaine, was ftreightwaiesfent after him, readie to 

confute and evi& him, in cafe he Ihould forge any untruths. But he not ware ther- 
of,came (hortly after to Millaine, buttling and keeping a foule ftirre, ( as he was a 
vainc talkative foole,and more like a mad man than other wife) where being admit¬ 
ted into the Confiftorie,hc chargeth JuUan to bee a malapart perfon, and one that 
fitted himfclfe alreadie with ftronger wings,that he might fore up higher/or thefe 
were the very words that he fpake,and that with a great gefttire and motion of his 
bodie. Whiles he fell a forging of thefe imputations in licentious manner, Euthe - 
rim (according to his ownerequeft) was brought in place, and commaundcd to 
fpeake what he would * who in modeft tearmesandfew words fhcwetb, how the 
truth was coloured and covered with lyes: For Cdfar (quoth hee) having beene 
long befieged in Senones, while the *Captaine f of the Forces flacked his fervlce 
and fat foil (as it was verily thought) of purpofe, by provident and watchfull indu- 
ftne dravc backe the Barbarians: and withall he undertooke even with the paw- 
ntng of his owne head for it, that the faid Julian fhould continue during his life a 

founder. Thisprcfcnt matter hath 
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teratureas much as might fufficc one of that ftate and calling,palling quick ofcon- 
ccit in deviling and inventing of doubtfull and Icrupulousqucftions: it exceeded 
alfo.what an excellent memorie hehad:very defiroustodoe good s and full of righ¬ 
teous counfell : whom if ConUantius theEmperour would haueregarded in times 
pa ft, when be was in his growth and youthfull yeares, he might have heard him as 
one of maturitie and flayed ripenefle, giving many precepts and leflons tending 
to honeftie and juftice,and then had he not finned at all, or at leaftwifc committed 
but venial! trefpaffes. This Eutherius being * principal! Chamberlaine, now and [.:*«*,*2 

then would feeme to reforme even Iulian alfo, nuzzled and engrafted in the man¬ 
ners of Afia,andtherefore vaine and unconftant. Moreover,having retyred him¬ 
fclfe slide to a quiet life,and afterwards being taken eftfoones into the palace (as he 
was of fober behaviour alwaies,and palling well flayed) two notable and lingular 
vertues.Faithfulnefleand Continence,he embraced fo, as that he was not challen¬ 
ged at any time, as the reft have beene, either to have difdofed a fecret, unleflc it 
were to lave another mans life,or to have burnt in greedie defire of getting and ha¬ 
ving more. Whence it came to pafle, that withdrawing himfclfe anone after to 
Rome,and there fetled and reliant untill he was well ftept in yeares, carrying about 
with him a good confidence to keepe him companie, efteemed hce is and loved of 
all degrees: whereas fuch kind of perfons are wont commonly, after they have 
gotten riches by unjuft and indire# meanes to feeke for fecret corners, as flyers of 
the light, Ihunning the fight of the multitude whomethey have wronged . To 
which of allthe guclded Eunuches inold timeI lhould compare this Eutberius ,in 
perufing many a time the monuments of antiquitie, could I never find. For there 
were long fincc in our aunceftots daies, fome of them, though very fc w,truftie and 
profitable [to their lords, ] yet ftained and {potted with certaine vices: For with 
thofe fpcciall good qualities which any one of them had gotten by ftudious ende- 
vour or naturall wit,he was either given to greedie extortion, or over-fiercely and 
felly bent,or hotcly fct upon doing milch irfe, 01 too too kind and pleafing to thole 
that loved him,or elfe exedfiveprowd in the over*weening ofhis own greatnefie: 
but of anyone Eunuch,every way fo skilfulland well qualified, I confclfe I never 
read nor heard,not withflanding I have prefumed upon the fufficienr teftimonie o£ 
our age. But if happily any curious reader of Antiquities, fct in oppofition againft 
us UMenopbilus, an Eunuch to Mitbridates king of Pontus, let him upon this adver- 
tifement call to remembrance,That nothing hath beene recorded of him but this 
oncly,which he glorioully fhewed in his urmoft extremitie : The forefaid king, 
after he had in a mightie great bartaile beene vanquilhed by the Romans and Pom* 
fetus, flying to hisandent inheritance the kingdom c of* Colchi,left within theca- *<*cM*,m** 
flic Sinhorium his daughter named Drr^w.gricvouflyafflided with ficknefle, as 
committed to the charge of this MenophUus: who keeping this virgin moft fefc for 
her father, now that Ihe was by all the meanes that phyficke could affbord, perfidy 
cured,what time as the faid fort wherein ihe was enclofed began to be befieged by 
Manlius Prifcus, the Lord generals lieutenant* when he perceived that the defenders 
of the place were minded to render it up, fearing leaft to the foamefull reproch of 
her father the young maiden now marriageable foouldremainea captive, and her 
bodie be abufed,killed her firft,andfoonc after with his iwordftabbed himfclfe in¬ 
to his very bowels.

Other examflet ef Tragedies aSedin Conftantius hie Theatre. The eenfidemand 
fortunate liber tit that Vrfulus4» bemurMeterfm uft din defence ef the 
truth. The Conlhntius maketh wajtoetvtletntt- 
bits and caUmities: whereof there he examples laid 
open worth theob/ervAtion, 

H O w let me returne from whence I have digrefled. After that Marcellm 
(as I have faid) had taken the foile,and Serdica (the place of his nati- 
vitie)was deftroyedi within the Hmperours * Campe many horrible 
a<fts, under pretence of maintaining his imperiall majeftic were com¬ 
mitted : For if one had iought for counfell unto any of thefccunning menorwi- 
fards about the fqueakingof a rat,the meeting of a weazillin the way, or for any 
fuch prefaging figne 4 or if hec had ufed any old womans charme and -enchant- 
mem to mitigate painc (a thing that by the warrant of phyfickc may be avowed) 
the partie being hereof enfbrmed againft (how and by what meanes he could not 
guefie) and therupon in all haft endited and arraigned, fuffered death for it • A* 
bout the fame time the report went, there was a certain man named Danus ,whom 
his wifeoncly upon a feare and terror had accufed of flight matters,guiltie indeed 
or unguiltie whether hee were, I lift not to avouch $ but for want of defence hee 
was by Rufinas infulted over and beguiled: who gave information of forne parti¬ 
culars that he knew,by Caudemim t a Purfivant or Intelligencer, and by Africams 
the *Confulare governour then of Pannonia, when they had given notice of the 
principal! in the office belonging to Prafetlus Pr*torio y whiles alfo * hee as chiefe 
a<ftor by way of vow and earneft promife, twice,as the fpeech went, induced and 
brought the wavering and fickle minded woman, after hee had filthily lyen with 
her, into danger of doing her felfe hurt, and perfuaded her, by packing a number 
of lyes together, for to accufc her guiltlefle husband of treafon, and namely to 
forge thus much,Thathe had ftollen a purple garment or covering out of Dicclefi• 
am fepulchre,and with the privitie of feme hidden it. Having thus framed thefe 
matters to the utter deftruiftionof many, *himfelfe (in hope of greater booties) 
hiesapace to the Emperours campe,there to raifefalfe flaunders after Iris wonted 
manner. Knowledge being taken of this thing, commaundement was given, 
That Mavortiuty then *Lord chiefe Iuftice under thc£mperour,a man of high ie- 
fbludon,fliould with ftrdght inquifition looke throughly into the crime, having 
joyned with him in commilfion toheare the cafe, ?>/#/#* * high Treafurer to the 
Empcrour, a man likewife of commendable feveritie. After this matter therefore 
ws aggravated according to the condition and good liking of thofe times, when 
noriimg upon the rortureof a great many could be found,and the ludees were at 
a ftufo and to feeke whatto do ; at length the truth(which had beeneover-much 
opprefled and fmootheied)breathed againe,and upon the very point of neceffitie

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and commaunded in threatening manner Frfmias to returne unto the Concfcll. 

And he verily rejecting thofe that would have flayed him, brake through them 
feareiefle: and being entred into the Confiftorie,with ftee fpcech and hold heart 
declared what had beenedone: and thus having hourly flopped the mouthes of 
all flatterers, that they had not a word to fay,delivered both the Prpfc&or Iuftice 
abovefeid and himfelfc out of a great danger. Then happened that in Aquitaine 
which fame bruited farther abroad ? A certainc craftie coufcncr being invited to 
afumptuous feaft(whereof there be many in thefe countries) feeing a paire of fine 
*iinnen counter-points, with two buttons io exceeding *large, as that by the skill 
of the fervitors they might meet and dofe together,and a table fpred with the like • n either btKs 
naperie, carrying in both hands the fore-parr of his cloke,the whole furniture with- SKS? 
in,as the clothes had adorned and let it out, together with the principal things j a 
rich patrimonie (I allure you) he *fwoopt away . With like malicious naughtindle ^ 

accrtaine Purfivant or Intelligencer employed in Spaine, bidden femblably to a 
fiipper,when he heard the boyes that were bringing in lights at evening eric out as 
the manner is, Vincamus . i. Let us winne , making a wicked and hainous interpreta¬ 
tion thereof, brought to ruincand deftroyed that noble houfe. Thefe and fuch 
like prankes were played every day more and more,for xhziConttantius beeing ex- 
ceedingtimorous,fearedalwaies, that he was the marke they foot at,evcn as Denis 
that tyrant of Sicilie: who upon the very felfe-lame infumiue taught even his 
owne daughters to play the barbers, becaule he would not commit his face to any 
{hanger for to be fhaven & made fmootlv, and that little houfe or rowmc in which 
he was wont to lie,he environed about with a deep ditch,and made over it a dww- 
bridge,that might be un jointed & taken afunder every peecc,the dis-joined planks 
and pinnes w hereof he carried over with him when he went to bed, and the fame 
he fet together againe in their joynts when he was to goe forth in the morning be¬ 
times. To thefe trumpets that founded the al’arme of civile troubles,the great men ^ 
likewife in the Emperours houfe gave blaft, to the end that they might beg the 
goods of condemned perfons^ and unite them to their owne . For as it appeared 
by manifeft proofes, Conftantine was thefirft of all that opened thetawes of tl kfefOr 
luurites; but Conftantius was he that fedt hem fet with marrow ef the provinces , Fot 
under this Emperour the heads and principals of every ftatc and degree were infi¬ 
nitely enflamed withagreedie delire of riches,without refpe&ivedifference of ju- 
ftice and tight: among the ordinarie fudges, firft Rufinus * Lord chiefe Iuftice, 
and among the militaiic and martiall men, Arbetic,* Matter or Generali of the *PrefifbuPT*teai* 
Horfemen,and *Provoft of the bed-chamber, yrftcinus alio, Pra?fcvtor*Captain€ cubnM 

of the Knights order, and in the *citie Annies, the" Quarftor, or Treafur«: who 
aiming in his poftcritieat a princc-Jikeand royall port, could never be latisficd with 
extraordinarie pofleffions. But the Perfians in the Eaft, by theeving and robbenc, 
rather than (as their uftiall manner was) by encountring in the field and by banaile, 
railed booties both of people and of catrell,by which fometimes they gained, ® 
eomming upon a fuddaine,andothcrwhiles over-matched with multitude of Ibul- 
diors, they loft. Now and then alfo they were not permitted once to have fight fit 

all ofthat which mightbecarried away.Howbeit, mfomsmus ‘LordchicfeIuftice, 
in thofe parts, furnilhed (as I have laid before)withttoauy good a ns,ye ta cor rupt 
man, given to bribcrie,and for money eafie to be turned faun the tmth, by mea ns 
of cerraine (pies loborned and feat out of purpofe, cunning urifans licfecrivmg 
and fugling, enquired after the projeds and plots of the Perfians, foyoingwiiJs

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, D „ him in fuch confutations Ctfsimm * Lord * Warden in the marches ofMefopo. 

Umij.awamor hardened in fundty fenricesand daungerous exploits. Whonot- 
withftandingplaine intelligence giuen unto them by the iaith lull relation of the 
feidTpies, agreeing all in onetalke, that Cking] S.porm the utmoft marchesof 
his kingdom!, after much flaughter and blond Ihed of his people could hardfo te- 
pell the nations that infefted his dominion;yet by the meanra of baieandobfcute 
Sbuldiers in fecret conferences, they were in hand with fthe Lord Warden]^ 
“*'"'**• »w,who lay very neere unto our province,that iloportunity might ferve,he would 

by letters advile the king to makeafirmc peace, now at length with theRomane 
Emperor, whereby, he being fecured on every fide, might tame and fubdue his 
•*>«,<* M«rp« enemies that continually molcfted him. Sapor the faide * Warden condefcended 
hereunto, and having gotten thus much, and trufting thereupon, enformeththe 
king, thar Conftantius much encumbrcd with mod gricuous warres,by way of en¬ 
treaty required to haue a peace. And whiles thefe letters were fent unto the Chio- 
nitesandHalani, in whofe confines king Sopot wintered, a long time pafled be- 


Conftanrius, a cowardly prince , thinketh upon a triumph: and with a mightie 
long name 3 which is here as largely dejeribed , in great 
pompe entretb Rome. 

B Hiles thefe matterswere in difpofing thus,according as the times requi¬ 
red, as wellin thole partsasin Gauk.ConJlantiushzumg now *(hut up 
the temple of Zurai,and vanquished all his enemies, was very defirous 
to fee Rome, andto triumph without any glorious matter of name, 
(after Magnentius his overthroweand death) even over Romane bloud: for nei¬ 
ther vanquished hebyhimfelfe any nation that made warre, nor unde;Rood of 
any conquered by the valour ofhisownecaptaines, nor laid aught unto the Em¬ 
pire, ne yet was feene in extremitie ofdaungers, cither formoft,or among the for- 
moft: but only forfooth, that he might (hew a goodly pompe (reaching out a 
mighty lengih,his banners ftiffe againe with gold-fmiths worke, and a beautiful! 
traine of his gard,) unto the people liuing now in much tranquillitie, and neither 
hoping nor wilhing ever to fee the like fight againe; as he that knew not peradven- 
tutc, that fomeof the auncienr princes in time of peace verily contented them- 
felues with the attendance oftheir ferjeants and officers 5 but when the hcatofbat- 
tailes could abide no fiacknefle,one * in all haft to haue committed hi mfelfe with a 
forward gale of w inds to a fifticrs boate 5 another after the example of the Decii to 
have given away his lifefor the Commonwealth 3 another againe,in his owne per- 
lon among the mcaneft fouldiersto have viewed the enemies camp asafpie, and 
tnonewordby diumnoblcandvalianta<9s, to hauegrownefamous; to theeud 
dm by a rmowmed memotiaB they might commend their glorious a 9s u“k> 
poflcntie.So foone then, as he had disburled much in preparation oftoiall furni-

he beheld with a gracious countenance the Senatours according to their places 
giving attendance in dutifull wife,and the reverend prefence of the noble Patrici- 
ansj he thought not as Cyneas that embafladourof Pyrrhus did, that a number of 
kings were aflembled together, but the very temple & fan&uatie of the world was 
there in place. From whom, when hee had turned himfelfe toward the common 
people,he wondered exceedingly,how quickly all the men in the world thus con- 
flowed to Rome. And as if heehadbeenetoterrifie Euphrates or Rhene with a 
drew of armour,as the enfignes went on both fides before, himfeife was mounted 
alone upona chariot of gold, glittering againe with bright precious (tones of fun- 
drie forts; with whofe (hining there feemed to be a certaine mingled light,and ma¬ 
nifold degrees, in an alternative courfe,of high powers in authoritie: whiles others 
againcwerccompafled about with the Dragons, wrought with woufe of purple 
thred, and thofe fattened to the tops of (peares, all gold, and fct with coftly gems, 
gaping and blowing with wide mouth,and therefore hitting as if they were angry, 
and therewith leaving their winding tailes to wife in the wind. And on both (ides 
marched adoublerankeof armed memwirh targuetsand creftcd helmcts/ending 
raies and beames from them of brandilhing light, wearing upon them fine*haber- ♦orftimofBuik 
geons: and the men of armes here and there enterminglea on bard horfes, whom 
the Perfians ufe to call Clibanarij, harnefled all over with good corfelets,and bard 
about with guards of fteele; foas one would have taken them for Images finely 
polilhedby the hand* worke of Praxiteles, and not for men indeed; about whom 
alfo there went thin plated hoopes,madc fit and handfome for the bending oftheir 
bodies,and running all over their limmes 5 fo that which way foever they had need 
to ftirre and moove their joynts, the apparrell or habiliment would agree thereto, 
the joyning thereof was fo meet, and (erved fo well every way. He therefore be¬ 
ing faluted with luckie acclamations by the name of August whiles the noyfe 
of voice and trumpet togetherthundered out a broken lound, trembled againe, 

(h ewing himfelfe juft in that fort, and fo unmooveable, as hee was wont to bee 
foene in his owne provinces. For both he bowed downe his bodic (and that was 
very low) as he entred in at any high gates 5 and alfo with a ftiffe neckc, as if both 
head and it had beene of one piece all armed,cafting his eye dire&ly before him,he 
turned his face neither on the right hand, northe left,as it he had beene the image 
of a man : neither was he feene fo much as to give a nod with his head, when the 
wheele (hogged,norto(pit or wipe his lips,or blow or rub his nofe,no,ncronce to 
wag his hand: which albeit he did with an affectation, yet were thefe geftures and 
fome other befides which he ufed in the reft of hrs life, no fmall tokens of patience 
and (peciall gifts that he alone had,as it well might be thought. Moreover,that du¬ 
ring all the time of his Empire he neither tooke up any man to fit with him in his 
carroch,nor admitted any privat perfon to be his companion in the honourable e- 
ftate ofConfulfas princes have been wont to do: as alfo many other things, which 
he(raifed though he were to an high conceit and pride of himfelf )obfervcd as mod ^ 

equall and indifferent lawes,I omit to fet down,remcmbrmg well that I related the 
fame when they occurred. 
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made, leAveth Rome . 

■ Hetefore.being entred into Rome,the very featof theEmpire, and ha¬ 
bitation of all vettues,and come to the Roftra, that moft tenowmed 
Hall of iuftice in time of auncicnt rule and government, he became a- 
domed: andbeeing dazeled with the fight of fo many wonders of 
the world, on what fide foevet he cad his eves, after he had fpoken untotheno- 
bilide in the Senate-houfe, and to the people before the tribunal! and j udgement 
feat received into the palace with much favour and applaufe, he was fully pof- 
feffed now of his wifhed-for joy. And oftentimes, as he exhibited the games of 
horfeand charriot-running, he tooke much delight in the merrie jefts and fcoftes 
of the common people, as long as they were not prowd and mfolent, nor fwer- 
ved from the manner of their in-bred and native libertie, himfelfe alio in good 
refpea and reverence keeping a due meane: For he fuffered not(as in other cities) 
the games to bee ended at his owne pleafure, but (as the manner is} permitted 
many things, and yeeldcd unto divers chaunces. Afterwards taking a full view 
as well of all parts of the citie, fituate within the tops of the (even hils, partly 
upon the bending of them, and in part on the plaine beneath, as alfo the fub- 
utbes without the walls by the citie fide 5 whatfoever was prefented to his fight 
firft,that thought he tofurmount all the reft; and namely, the temples of Iupiter 
Tsrpeius t as farrefurpaffing as heavenly things excdlthe earthly: goodly Baines 
built in manner of provinces: the huge frame of theAmphi-theatreftrongly rai¬ 
led up and wrought withTiburtineftone, clofely layed and couched together; 
up to the top and loover whereof hardly can a man fee: thePantheon.likeuntoa 
round region fupported with arch-worke right beautifully,of a great height: al- 
fbthe loftie pulpits and mounts, elevated with afeents up to them by winding 
ftayies, carrying the counterfeits and perfonages of Confuls and former princes: 
likewite the Temple of the citie. the Hall of peace, the Theatre of Pompeii#, the 
of *Odeum h and Stadium,/, the Race; befides other ftately buildings and beauties, 
>ne ' among thefe,of that etemall citie. But when hee was come to the goodly Hall 
of Traianus .the moft lingular pieceof worke under heaven(as we thinks,yea,and 
by theaffentof the very gods admirable) he ftood Bill as amazed,whiles he con* 
fidered and thought of thofe gyant like workes round about, fo ineffable, and not 
of mortall men to be reached at and attempted againe. Without all hopethere- 
fore to endevour or attempt any fuch thing, onely the horfe of 7>4M»,ftanding in 
themiddeftof the Court yard, on which the Emperour himfelfe is portraied fit- 
h ^ aid ! would and alfo could imitate : whereat Hormifda^pxmcc 

i j * > ‘ ouc ^ royall, Handing hard by him (whofedepartureoutof Per/Is I de- 
• claredbeforc)fhaped hitmhisanfwcre,andthatafterthemannerofhiscountrey 
cefture: Commtund 0 RmPerour (quoth he) the like fable to bebuilt before, if thou 
be Me: then the horfe which thou art difofed to make may come after and take up as 
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large a rename as this doth which wee behold • This very potentate beeing asked, 

What he thought of Rome 1 faid ; He tooke contentment in this onely , that hee had 
now learned^ Hew even there alfo men aremortall . The Emperour therefore, after 
he had fecnetpany things that ftruckc him into a dread full aftomfhmenc, com¬ 
plained of Fame, as if (he were either of fmall force, or elfe malicioufly difpo- 
fed, which ufingalwayes to-make every thing more than it is, yet in the bla- 
fingabroad of thefe monuments in Rome, faylethof her ftrength: andafter long 
deliberation, What he fhould doe ? he determined in the end tcadde fomewhae 
to the ornaments of the citie, namely, to eretft in the Cirque or fhew-place that 
flood next, an Obeliskc, the originalland forme whereof I will fhew in place 
convenient. In this meane while Mufebia the * Queene, beeing her felfc bar- ♦orEoiprcrt*. 
raine all her life time, pra&ifed even then againft Helena , the filler of Confantius, 
and wife of Iulianus Cafar^ who was brought to Rome under a colour of love 
and affection, and by a wyle drew her on to drinke a medicine little better than 
poyfon, which fhe had gotten for her, to this end, that fo often as fhe was con^ 
ceivcd with child, fhe might mifcarric, and caft an untimely fruit: For before 
time alfo in Gaule, when fhe had brought foorthamanchild, fhe loft it by this 
deceitfull caft: for that the midwife (bribed for a piece of money) by cutting a- 
way the navell-ftring of the new-borne babe (more than was meet) killed it: fo 
great care and fuch diligence was ufed 4 that the iflue of fo valiant a man might 
not come to light, or grow to good proofe. Well, the Emperour very willing 
and defirous to makefbme long abode in this feat, of all others moft full of raa- 
jeftie.tothe end he might thereby enjoy more pure rcpofeandpleafure, was ter¬ 
rified with continuall newes,and thefe reported forcenainc, which gave him 
to underftand, That the Suevians maderriades intothe Rhaetiae,that the Quadi 
alfo invaded * Valeria, yea, and that the *Sarmatians, a people moft expert in t p /;£^ n00 ^ 
theevingand robberie, wafted the upper *M3efia,and the fccond *Panr»oni3. Movb^tnmc. 
Wherewith he being muchmooved, upon the thirtieth day after he entred in- *P anotHun s“«- 
to Rome, to wit, the *fburth before the Calends of Iunc, tooke his journey *^.ofMa y . 
from the citie, and haftened by the way of*Trent into IHyricum. From whence, 
after he had in the place of MarceUus lent Sever us y an experienced warriour and 
by long continuance grounded, he commaunded Vrficinust q repaireunto him : 
and hee having received thefe letters gladly, came to * Sirmium, accompanied * sinnil ' ch - <w. 
with his fellowes: and after long pondering and confuiting about the peace, 
which (as Mufonianus had related before ) might be eftablifhed with the Perfi- 
ans,fent backe he is againe into the Eaft with the amhoritie of* Generali of the 
Cavailerie: and when the elder fort of our companie were *advaunced to the *53^** 
condu&and rule of fouldiors, we the younger men hadcommaundcmenc to at¬ 
tend upon hisperfon, readie to perfbrme whatfbever he fhould commaund, in 
the behalfeof the Common-wealth.

J ulian Uv'mz faffed the Winter at Semites, iuvadeth theJlenanes, raginr above

■ Vt Cafar having parted a troublefome Winter at *Senones,in the yearc 
that the Emperour was the ninth time Confull, and himfelfe the ft. 
cond,by occafion that from Germanie there were menaces thundered 
out on every fide, remooved in a fortunate houre and with good prj- 
faging tokens,and made haft to Rhemes,more checrcfull and joyous, becaufe the 
government of thearmie was committed to Severn^ a man neither given to dif 
cord, nor yet arrogant, but of approoved frugiiitie a long timeknownein war- 
fare, and the fouldiors were readie to follow him diredly going before, as being a 
leader alfo himfelfe guided by his com million i In another part. Bar bat to after the 
deathof Silvmus preferred to bee Colonell of the Infentcrie , by commaunde- 
ment from the Emperour, with a power of five and twentiethoufafld armed men 
came toRauraci. For devifed it was,and carefully ordered beforehand. That the 
A!emanes,who raged above their wonted manner, and raunged all abroad, by a 
redoubled power of our forces marlhalledin manner of a paire of tongs, beejng 
driven into a ftrait,lhould be beaten downe and hewed in pieces. Howbeit,whiles 
thefe proje&s,fo well thought of and digefted in good order, were haftening for* 
ward to the execution, the Barbarians right joyous , and as cunning to take their 
times for to ftealeand rob, palled by in ftefet wifebccweene both armies where 
they lay encamped, aflaulted * Lugdunum at unawares, and after the facking 
thereof they had in a greedie endeyour burnt it quite, but that by blocking up the 
avenues they were driven backe, and fo they made havocke of whatloever could 
be found w ithout the towne. Which damage and lofle was no fooner knoyvne, 
but Cafar lent out three cornets of light armed, and thofe right valiant, horfemen, 
and obferved three waies, knowing that by them (without all doubt) thefe rob- 
bers would breake away and efcapc. Neither failed he of effecting that which be 
proje&ed: For all they that went out by tbofe waies were cut off, aod the whole 
pillage recovered untouched: they onely efcaped cleare without harme,who paf- 
led m fecun ue by the fence and fort where Bar hat to hy , fuffered to flip away, be- 
caule Bainobauaes a Tribune,and Ydenww (Emperour afterwards) with troupes 
ot horfemen whichi were in their regiment 4 ordained lor the execution of that

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caufe being deprived of their place of commaund, they returned home to their 
houfcsas privat perfons. At the lame time the Barbarians (who had feared them- 
felveson this fide Rhene) affrighted with the comming of thefe armies, lome of 
them skilfully by hewing down mightie ftrong and big trees,flopped up the waies 
quite which otherwile were hard totravaile in, and of their owne nature full of 
fteepe cliffes, and well neere unpayable: others having gotten thelilands lying 
thicke fcattered along the river Rhene,making a piteous yelling and howling, ray- 
led a good both at the Romanes, and alfo at Cafar: who beeing highly difpleafed 
and wroth for to catch and attach fome of them, craved of Barbatio (even of thole 
Ihippes which hee (as minding to pafle over the river) had provided to put and 
ioyne together for bridges; who,becaufe nothing might be obtained at his hands, 
fet them all on a light fire. At the laft, advertifed by the information of Ipies and 
difeoverers newly taken prifoncrs,that being now the hote feafon of Summer,thc 
river might be waded over, after exhortation given, he fent the auxiliarie light ar¬ 
med louldiors, together with Baittobaudes t *Tr\buneot Captaine of the Coinuti, ^rww Cermtm 
with the favour of Fortune minding to atchieve a memorable exploit: who one 
while wading through thelhallow fourds,and fometimes bearing themfelves up¬ 
on t^eir Ihields in manner of troughes, or fmall punts , fwam over to an Ifland 
necreby: and being landed, they killed all they found one with another,without 
any regard of fex,maleorfemale,andof age,oldoryoung,asif they had beene fo 
many fheepe. Now,after they had gotten to them fome empne boats,rowing by 
themeanesof them, tottering though they were, they brake into many of fuch 
places; and when they had their fill of (laughter, being laden with rich fpoyle (a 
part whereof they loft by the violence of the river) they returned all in lafetie. 

And upon the knowledge hereof, the refidue of the Germanes abandoning the 
Iflands as an untruftie place of defence, got away their wives, children, anddea- 
xeft friends, together with their corne and barbarous richeffe, unto places fur¬ 
ther remote. 


Chap. viii. 

A Fort named Tres-Tabern* he reedifieth. Chonodomarius and Veftralpus, 
Aleman kings , after they had put to flight Barbatio y Colonellof the Bo- 
mane footmen, and chafed part of the armie with a puiffant 
Army Jat them downe net re unto Argentoratum y 
and by their embajfadours injult over 
Julianus. 


B Mfar turning from hence to the reedifying of Tres-Tabemae, a fort fo 
called, not long fince, by theobftinateaflault of the enemies deftroy- 
ed, which if it were once re-built,fure he was,that the Germans mignt 
I be kept off from entring into the in-land parts of Gaule, as they had 

wont, he both finifhed this worke foonerthan was looked for, and laid up for one 

wholeyeare forthofe that were to bee placed there, to defend the place, food 
fufficient, which had becne gathered together by the fouldiors hand, not with¬ 
out feare of danger, even out of the Barbarians harvefts. And verily, not content 
herewith onely, hee purveyed alfo for himfelfe viduals to ferve twentie dayes. 
For thefe warriors the more willingly made ufe of that which they had gotten 
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With their owne right hands, as taking great fnuffc and mdignati^, bec^fe 
they could have nothing of that provilion of come which was newty; fraught 
uaio thfm: for that Barbatio, when hepaflfed hard by, prQwdly %upbe¬ 
fore hand,and the refidue whichremained behind, belayed upon an hffape,and 
burnt it every jot. Which, whether he did like a vameand braine-fkkc fQofe,or 
boldly enterprifed many wicked attempts by comipaimdement from, the Empe- 
rour, was not then knownc. Howheit,this was bruited abroad in all places, and 
rife meveiy mans mouth, That Julian was not chofen [Cafir d to giye cafcmenje 
to the diftreffed ftatc of Gaulc, but that hee might by nioft cruell wanes there 
come to his end, being then (as it was thought; but a frefh-water (ouldior^nd 
one that could not endure fo much as the clattering noyfe of armour. Wel^ 
whiles the worke about the fayd fort goeth apace forward , whiles part of the 
fouldiors maketh fore-fences abroad in the fields, and others againe gather come 
warily, for feare of ambufhments, the barharous multitude preventing with ex¬ 
ceeding celeritie the rumour of their comming, having violently on a fuddaine 
let upon Barbatio and the armie which hee had the condud: of (as h^tfe been$ 
(aid) divided and fevered from them by a Gaulifh foriification , and following 
them in chafe as farre as to the Rauraci, yea, and further as long as they could, 
after they had carried away rite greateft part of their carriages, labouring beafts, 
and campe (laves, returned home againe . And he, as if hee had performed a 
notable and fortunate expedition , beftowed his fouldiors here and there in 
their Wintering harbours, and returned to the Emperours Court, minding to 
frame an adion and accufation againft Cafar , as his manner was, readie at all 
times bitterly to affayle and yexe him. When this foide foyle and terrour was 
once difperfedand fpread abroad, the Aleman Y\up,chonodomarius and Veftrd- 
P**> Vrius alfo,and Vrficims, together with Secapio, Su Marius, and Honarius ,af 
(embling all their forces and power together into one place, fat them downe 
neere unto Argcntoi arum, fuppofing that Cafar was retyred for feare of utter 
extrcmine, whereas he continued ftill bufily employed about the finilhincr of 
the fortabovefaid . Now, that which made them the bolder to beare their 
l^ ftheW . ds m °r c confidently, was a certaine falfe and fugitive (*Scutaiius) who fea¬ 
ring pummment for a crime committed, fled unto them after the departureof 
his captame put to flight, and declared, that there remained not above fifteene 
thoufana armed men with Iulianus:fo r that number (indeed) followed after, 
htles *he fierce and cruell Barbarians were on every fide fet upon rage and 

pricked on h wir^hoM Wh fr fe * W0Uchin Z fti11 ofthc fan *e tSe, they were

ynoU ^ h c “unded Cafar to depart ou^f 
rtofc landes which they had conquered by theit valqur, and at the fwords 
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Whiles the enemies thus proudly bravest out, lulianus polhiquely looking to him - 
felfe,exhtfteth hid armietofight. The/ouldiprs and cqptaines of the 
Forces cheerefully approove the counfell of thetr Gene- 
v rail and Commaunder. 

who could not skill of cowardly feare, was neither driven ip- 
to a fit of anger, nor ftricken downe with griefe and forrow, but 
rrl ifs laughing at thevainc preemption of rhe Barbarians, kept thefe 
embaffadars until! the worke of the fortifications was fully ended, 
and perfifted (till in the fame degree of reiblution> and ftirred not 
a foot. Moreover, king Chonedomaxius bearing himfclfe big in eycry place,and the 
chiefc fetter of dangerous enterprifes, kept a great ftirre, and made a trouble and 
conf ufion of all beyond meafure, lifting up his browes aloft with a prpwd iooke, 
as one highly conceited, rn regard of the fortunate fucceffe many times of his af¬ 
faires : fornotoneiy inaplaine pitched field he enepuntred Decent ids Cafar, and 
gave him the overthrow, but alfo rated and facked many wealthie cities, yea, and 
for a long time invaded and over-ran Gauleat his pleasure, whiles there was none 
to gainelay or withftand him. And that which confirmed yet more his confident 
boldnefie, was the frefli difeomfitmeand flight of a great ^Leader,who for num- 
her and puiftance had the ods. For the Alemans beholding the badges andarnacs 
of their (hields, knew them to be the fame fouldiors, who had let fome few of thefe 
brigands and robbers enjoy land, for feare of whome, fundry times when they 
buckled in clofe flight, with iofle of many, they went away difperfed and in dif- 
array. Whereat Cxfar was very penfive, and tooke the matter grievQufly, that ha? 
ving (upon urgent neceflitie driving him thereto) efcaped fuch daungers, he was 
now enforced with a few (though valorous men) to affront and encounter (o po¬ 
pulous nations. And now that the bright Sunne beames began to appeare, and 
the trumpets to found, the footmen were led fooxth marching faire and foftIy,and 
the troupes of light horfemen flanked them on the (fefesas wings,betweene which 
were beftowed the *Corfelettiers and the Archers,a dreadful! kind of armed foul- 
diors: and for as much as from the place whence the Romanes advaunced their 
ftanderdsunto the Barbarians fort, it was foureteene leagues,that is to (ay,one and pH:ce1 ’ 
twentie myIes,C<*/ir,in good regard as well of vantage as of fccuritie, called backe 
the fore-runners that pricked forth before,and after filence proclaimed by the ufu- 
allOyes unto his fouldiors, ftanding about him by bands and companies, made 
according to his natural! difpofltion this mild fpeech •. The regard of maintaining 
the common fafetie , urgeth Caefar ( to fpeake moft fearily ) a man of wo hafe ana duett 
mind, for to exhort and befeechyou my fellow fouldiers , that prefuming as you doe upon 
your well growne and ftout valour, you ebufe rather thewarie way either to endure or 
fo put backe the perils feared , than that which is over-baftie and doubt full. For as tn dash 
geraus adventures meet it is there Jhoald be aforwardnejfe of manhood and boldnfjje^ 
fo (if occafion require) the fame aught to he regtble, advifed^ and con ft derat. What mine 
opinion is therefore, if your iudgementfhaU accord thereto,and tuft indignation endsnee, / 
mil in briefe declare.T he day groweth well now to noonetide, and we(tjred out and wear 
tied with a tedious tourney) jhallbe welcommsd withft ante and blind mates, the nghtip 
thewaneandeldof the CMoone, pet liketehave helps of any fhimng ftarres , the fat# 
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bcfougfit him eameffly, Thatthey might be led foorth to give the encmie battaile, 
who now was within fight, trufling upon the favour of God in heaven, confident 
alfo in themfelves, and prefuming upon the approoved vertuesof their fortunate 
arAittdL leader and dirc&or, and (as the end (hewed) a certaine comfortable * Genius there 

in place readie, fo long ashewasprefent, excited them to fight. To helpe forward 
this alacritie and checref ulnefle of theirs, there was the full aflent alfo of the great 
*#&****. captaines and high officers, efpccially of Ilorentbs , *Prefetfof the Prsetorium; 

who all with one accord agreed,That great reafon they had on their fide to fight, 
(though it were with much danger) whiles the barbarous enemies preaffed on all 
in plumpes and heapes 3 who if they once (hould turne afide out of the way, hee 
(aid, that the (lines of our fouldiorsfgiven too much upon an in- bred heat of theirs 
to feditious commotions) would bee intolerable, as who could hardly endure, 
without the attempt of (omcextreamecourfe, the vi&orie (as he thought) wre- 
fted out of their hands. Furthermore, a two-fold confidcration there was, that 
encouraged and emboldened our men, calling to remembrance,that the y eare laft 
paft, when the Romanes raunged at their pleafure all over the countries beyond 
Rhene, there was not feene any man to defend his own dwelling ho ufe,or to make 
refiftance: but when the lanes and way es on every fide were (lopped up with the 
lopping and cutting downeoftrees lying thicke together, during the nipping cold 
of mid Winter, the Barbarians thus remooved farreoff, had much adoe to live: 
asalfo,thatvpontheEmperoursentrie into their lands, they not daring eyther to 
refill or to (hew their heads, upon their humble requeft and entreatie obtained 
peace. But no man confidered all this while, that the cafe of the rimes was alte¬ 
red,for then they were combred & kept downe with a three fold mifehiefe: name¬ 
ly, while the Emperour lay (ore upon them in Rhaetia, Cafar hard by, permitted 
them not to efcape any where,and the next borderers(whom civile difeords caufed 
to be their enemies) were readie in a manner to tread upon their necks behind, be- 
ingthus hemmed in on every fide. But afterwards, upon a graunt of peace the 
Emperour being departed, thofc neighbor nations now after the matter and caufe 
of their brawles allayed, wercreconciledandgrowne to agreement: and withall, 
that mod difhonourable departure of the *Romane leader, much encreafed their 
pnde and ftoutnefle naturally in bred in them. Likcwife it went worfe on the Ro¬ 
manes part by another meancs, andthat upon fuchan occafion and occurrem as 
this. Two brethren there were of the bloudroyall, who being faft tied by vertue

of day our triumphantftandards and vicarious enfignes. The fouldiers, that could 
not well endureuntill the end of his fpeech,gnafhingand grinding their teeth,and 
fioht bv knocking their (heilds and (peares together. 
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of that peace which they had obtained from c on ft ant i us t durft neither raife any 
uprore,nor (o much as once flirre. But within a while after,when oneofthem,na- 
med Gundomadfffythcgveiter perfbn of the tvvaine, and more firme of his word, 
was by a traine iBurthercd,allhis peopleconfpiredand banded with our enemies, 
andprefentlywithall the common fort alfo of Vandommus his (Ubje&s (as it was 
affirmed) joyned themfelves to the forces and regiments pf the Barbarians that 
made warre. Well, when all the armie from highed to lowed gave their allow¬ 
ance, that it was even then a convenient and meet time to joyne battaile, and (lac¬ 
ked nothing of their relblute minds fully bent to fight, all on a fuddainethe Stan¬ 
dard-bearer cried put in thefe tearmes. On foorth mojl happie and fortunate Cae(ar, 
whither the kind favour of fortune leadeth thee . By thee at length roe have a fence of 
valour andmhtariepolitic. . Advaunce forward,and lead the way, as a luckte and vali¬ 
ant warrior , marching in the vaward hard before the standards. Goodproefethou fhalt 
have , whatfouldiors {in the fight of a warlike leader and an* infeparable witneffe offer - ♦/wwaw. 
vice to be performed) will be able upon theft motives and encouragewcnti to dojn cafe it 
may pleafe the God of heaven to afitjl them. 

Chap. x. 

The order of the Alemans armie^and the princtpattcommaanders thereof. Iu- 
liarius a fecondtime wifely encourageth as well hisownemen as 
grangers to give battaile . 

Hen they heard this, withoucany further refpite or delay the whole ar¬ 
mie marched on,andapproched an hill of a pretie height and eafie ac¬ 
cent, fpred aU over with (landing corne, now ripe and readie for har- 
veft, not farre diftant from the edge or bankes of Rhene . From the 
top whereof,three horfemcn of the enemies lyingthere in efpial!,rofe up,and rea¬ 
die to give notice fiiddainely ,that the Romane hoad was neere at hand,made had 
to their companie. But one footman, not able to follow, was taken by the quicke 
purfuteof our men, who told us, That theGermanes for three dayes and three 
nights together paffed over the river: whom,when our leaders efpied hard by ar- 
raunging themfelves thicke and clofe together into fquadrons,they made a dand, 
and (lurid not a foot,whiles the* Antepilani ^the^Hadati and theformod of eve- Mtofeoftf* 
ryrankein the vaward (loodfirme and fad,likeaflrong and infoluble wall: and 
with femblable warinefle the enemies kept their ground, and made no had for¬ 
ward. And when (according as the forefeid fugitive had told) they (aw all the 
Cavallerie on the right fide oppofite unto them, the very flower of their horfemen 
they befto wed thicke thronged together in the left wing 5 and among them here 
and there they entermingled skirmifhers and footmen lightly appointed. For well 
they wift,T hat an horieman of theirs (though a skilfull (ouldior otherwise) figh¬ 
ting with our man of armes in complete harneis, whileshc holdeth his (hidd and 
reinesof the bridle, by (haking and cafling hisfpeare with one band ^ can doe no 
hurt unto a warriour hidden wholly under an yron armour of proofe: but that a 
foorman in the very point and heights of dangers (when no man is wont to take 
heed of aught but that which commeth in his way and encoumereth him ) as he 
creepeth clofe to the ground,by digging into the horfe fide is able to throw the rt- 
dei over his horfe head,ere he be aware,and then may he with (mall adoe be killed. 

Having mailhaUcd the matter thus, the right fide of the battaile they flanked and 

made 
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made furc with fccrct and blind ambufomcnts . Now, the chiefe leaders of all 
theft warlike and fierce nations were chonodomantts and Serapto, in higher place 
of powcrandauthoritie than the other kings. And C konodomartm v*n\ Y the mif- 
chievous fire-brand of the whole warre, with a flame-colour wreath or taflell fitted 
tohis creft,advauncedbefore,andlcd the left wing(aman bold,and trufong upon 
his wonderfull ftrcngth of bone and brawne ) where the heat of battaile was loo¬ 
ked for, mounted on high upon a luftiefrothing courfer, bearing with him a great' 
breadth, and bignefleof bulke, with hislaunce in reft, and that of a terrible big- 
nelie-all bravely to be feene in glittering armor,both an haidte Jouldior aforetime, 
and alfo a good leader above all others. But the right fide was conduced by Sera - 
pio, even then a luftie gallant, with tender downe growing on his cheekes, but for 
a&ion more forward than his ycares, the fonneof Chonodomariw his brother. Me* 
dcrtcus , a moft perfidious wretch all his life time • fo called, for that his father, kept 
as an hoftageor pledge a long time in Gaule, and paving learned cerraine hidden 
CreekemyfterieSj changed the name of this fonne of his ( who originally at the 
firft wascleped Agenariehus) into Seraph . After thefe followed kings or poten¬ 
tates, next in power unto them, in number five, and princes of the bloud royal! 
tenne: alfo a great traine and ranke of nobles, with five and thirtie thoutend figh¬ 
ting men all aimed, levied out of fundry nation^,partly for wages,and partly upon 
covenant and agreement to have thelike ftrvice tendered unto them againe . By 
this time terribly founded thetrumpers alarmejand ihen Severn *,a Romane lea¬ 
der, who had the commaund of the left wing,when he drew neeie unto the tren¬ 
ches abovefaid full of armed men(from whence order had beenc given afore, that 
lying there cloft and hidden,they fhould ftart up of a fuddaine, and breake thear- 
raies)he flood ftill without allfearc,& being fomwhat fufpitious of blind anrbufh- 
ments,hee attempted neither to recule backe, nor to ftep forward any further. 
Which when C*/4rfaw(3s he was courageous to enter upon the fervices of grea- 
teft danger) guarded with a troupe of two hundred horfe, according as the heat 
of the fcrvice required, and riding fwiftly among the footmen where they ftood 
cmbatrailcd, he gave them comfortable words of encouragement. And confide- 
ring that to fpeake unto them all at once, neither the large ground that they tookc 
up ftretched foorthin length, nor the number of fo great a multitudeaftembled 
would permit * and otherwile,he avoided the heavie load ofenvicand difpleafure, 
for fearc he might be thought to affeft that which the Emperour fuppofed due to 
himfclfe alone, taking good heed unto himfelfe, and riding space without the 
foot of the enemies, with thefe and fuch like fpeeches he animated the fouldiors, 
knowne and unknowne,onc with another,to play the men, and doe their devoire 
valiantly. Now (quoth he) is come the full time offighwg(mygood friends and ccm- 
f **'***). whuhyouandl have longfwce wtjhedfor, and which heretofore yee required, 
calling for armes after an unquiet and mutmom manner . Likewife, when hee was 
come to others behind thc*Enfignes and placed in the rereward: Behold (faith he) 
my fellow fouldtors, the long hoped for day is new here , which cempelleth w all to wafh 

mine Imfnreihetr iwne die himur. Thefe ire,he Birbiriim , vbomJxcJtvc fnrU 
'"fteftruaianiftheirwhiU e/lne, hJh forced ,0 
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flirre our felves 3 right hardie knights , let us put away by that fortitude which is fit, the 
•j fhamefull reproches faffened upon ouraffociotes , which as 1 beheld (with much doubting 
and delay-making though it were) I ye elded to take upon me the name of Carter . But 
whomfoever hee perceived inconfidcratcly to call for the fignallof battaile, and 
with unruly ftirres like to breake his commaundement: 1 befeechyeu (faith hc)doe 
not marrethe glory of our future vitforie, by following over-greedily the enemies yrhorn 
•see are to put to flight j nor any of yougive ground and yeeld before extreame necefii- 
tie. For fuch as jhad bee about toflye , doubt lejfe 1 wtU for fake : with them that are to 
wound the enemies backes I will be prefent , without any difference , and even as one of 
you, in cafe this may be done with moderate and waric advifemenr. 


Chap. xi. 

A bloudie battaile fought hetweene the Alemans and Fornaxes,wherein the wifi 
dome,valour,andinvincible courage of Iulian effecially appearetL 

H S heoften iterated thefe and fuch like words afterthe fame manner,he 
oppofed the greater part of thearmie full againft the fore-front of the 
Barbarians: and fuddaincly there was heard a noyft of the Aleman 
footmen, mixt with indignation, crying out with one accord and 
voice, That the princes of the bloud royall leaving their horfes,ought to converfe 
and keepe companie with them 5 for feare,that if ought foould happen but well, 
the^ would leave the miferable common fbuldiors, and make foift eafily to bee 
gone out of the field. Which beeing knowne, chonodoniarm quickly alighted 
from his beaft on foot, and the reft following his example without delay did the 
fame : for there was not any one of them made doubt that their fide fhould 
win the day. When as the fignali therefore of battaile was by found of trumpets 
folemnely given,they encountred one another with great violence.Then were the 
darts and arrowesdifcharged & feene flying in the airc: and the Germans running 
with more haft than good fpeed, & drawing weapons with their right hands,with 
hideous gnafhing of their teeth flew up6n the troupsof oui hqi fememand as they 
fared and raged above their wonted manner, their long foag haire made a terrible 
fight,and from their very eyes a cerraine furie fparkled foorth: againft whome the 
[Romane] refolutc fouldiors covering their heads by putting their foieldsbc- 
tweene what with holding out their fwords, and what with biandifoing their 
darts threatening death, greatly terrified them. And whiles at the very point of the 
medley on both (ides, thehorfemenftrongly entrouped themfdves, and the foot¬ 
men ftoutly fortified their owne fides, making a front by joyning their bucklers 
moft clofeand faft together, there were railed up clouds of thicke duft: much run¬ 
ning there was, and traverfing of the ground betweene them divers waies whiles 
our men one while made head, and another while gave ground: and fome ot 
the Barbarians (asmoftskilfull vvarriours) driving to oppoftand fet their knees 
forward, laboured hard torepell theenemic . But fuch was the exceeding re- 
folution of them on both fides, that prcfently they came to handle ftrokes, and 
their buckler pykes thruft one another ; fo that the skie rang againe wit t 
lowd voyces,3s well of them that foouted,as thofe that were feld and readic to 
die. And when our left wing advauncing forward ftiil with full pace,had by mame 
force driven from them fo many bands and companies of the Germanes, prea- 
fing hard upon them, and with a great noife in jmgfie mood charged upon^ne 
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Barbarians,our horfemen which kept the right wing, in great difarray beyond all 
cxpcdation left the battaile: and whiles the formoftof them that fled hindered 
the hjndmoft, fo foonc as they were within the piotedon of the legions bofonie, 
they flayed and renewed the fight againe. Now,this fortuned upon this occafion, 
that whiles the broken rankes and files were a fetting againe in order, the men of 
arraes in their complete harneis feeing their captaine lightly wounded,and oneof 
their conforts killed with the weightie armour of his horfe fallen upon his necke, 
flipped out of the way,and made foift every man as hee could i and with treading 
the footmen down,they had put all in rout, but that they ,clofe thronged together, 
and bearing one upon another,flood their ground fure, and mooved not. When 
Cafar therefore perceived a farre off, that the horfemen looked all about them, for 
nothing but how they might make meanes to efcape by flight, he gallopped his 
horfe toward them,and like a barre in the way reftrained them. Whom when they 
had taken knowledge of, by the purple enfigne of a dragon fitted to the top of a 
very high launce,as if it had beenc the pendant Hough of a ferpent,a certaine Tri¬ 
bune of one troupe flood ftill^nd being ftruckcn with feare, and Iookingpalc up,, 
on the matter,rode backe againe to renew the battaile: and, as men love to doe in 
doubtful! cafes, Cafar after a mild manner rebuking them: Whither goe wee bach 
(quoth he) moH valiant fouldiors ? Know yeenot, that flight {which never foundfafe* 
tie) hewrayeth the folly of a vaine attempt ? Returneweto our comp ante yo be partakers 
at leaslwije hereafter ofgloriejjow ever weforfake them mconfiderately } whiles they are 
fighting for the Common wealth . By thefc words which he fpakc with good lefpeft, 
he broughr them all backe againe to undergoe the offices of warfare, having fol- 
lowed herein the example of old Syllas who when he had brought forth his for¬ 
ces into the field againft Archelausyic aptaine under Mtthridates, and was in a hotc 
battaile wearied outand forfaken ofallhis fouldiors,ra‘ntothe foimoft rankeinthe 
vauntguard,caught up a banner,and when hehad flung it to the other fide againft 
the enemies : Now goe your wales ((aidhc)youthatwerechofentobe my feUowes w 
aU dangers and to as many as (ball ash you, Where I your Generali am left ? an/were 
thus and fail* not, He u left alone in Bwotia y fighting for all us with theending of 


A mosl jbarpe conflict of the footmen fighting clofe at handfirokes • and that with 
variablefortune. At length the Alemans put to flight , are defea¬ 
ted, andfuffer afearefud overthrow. 

H HeAIemansthnefore, after they had difeomfited and disbanded our 
dfn^raft^ SCd thc I° r 7 lrd and f ront °f the footmen .min-

fmaH humming .and growing bigg« byHttlMnd^iKk 1 rifeh h’ b h Cgin . nin S with a 
waves beating againft the rockes AftLh/c ^.il" ’ ‘ h hl§her ’ ,nmanl,cr<>f 
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ofboth (ides, toolce away the eye-fight, and caufed them to run their armour and 
bodies one upon another. But the Barbarians without all order, what with vio¬ 
lence and what for anger,burnt likea flaming firc,and the clofe jointed fhicld-fence 
which defended our men in manner of a roufe, they hacked and hewed with ma- 
ny aftrokeof the (word. Which being knowne, the Batavi, together with their 
kings (a puiflant and terrible troupe) ran in with fpeed to hclpe their fellowes, rea- 
die to refeue and deliver them (with the affiftance of fortune) in that extremitie, 
compaffcd in, as they were, round about. But the Alemans, as they began fierce¬ 
ly to fight, puffed and blowed hard,as if in fome furious fit they would have utter¬ 
ly deftroyed all that flood againft them in their way : Yet gave not over the jave- 
lines and cafting-darts, yea,and the yron headed arrowes were let flye, although in 
clofe fioht alfo one weapon ftrucke upon another,and the habergeons were cloven 
with fwordsjand fuch as were wounded, before all their bloud was (bed out, rofe 
up againe to doe fome fervice before they died, for they were after a fort very even 
matched: the Alemans ftrong and the taller j our fouldiors by long experience 
andpta&ife cunning: thofe,fierce,fell, and turbulent j thefe, quictand warie: the 
Romanes bold of heart and courageous, the other prefuming upon their m ightie 
big bodies. Howbcit,otherwhiles the Romane with the weight of armour driven 
back,rofe up again: & the Barbarian,when both his knees were wearied with ftep- 
ping and preffing forward,bowing bis left ham backe,would eafe himfelfe,and lye 
dole behind, reaefie yet to give an aflaultuponhisenemiej which is a token of ob- 
ftinacie and ftiffe refolution in the higheft degree. And fo there leapt foorth fud- 
daindy a gallant troupe of the nobles, among whom the kings alfo fought,and ha¬ 
ving the common fort following after, before all other brake within the battaillons 
in the vantguardofour men,and fo making themfelves way,came as farreasto the 
legionof the 1 Primani,*placedinthe middeft,which guard and ftrength they ufe itthemainbattaik. 
to call CaHra Pretoria 5 where our fouldiors thicker arranged in many rankes and 
files,and therefore in manner of towers (landing their ground firme and faft, with 
greater courage fell to fight againe : and fo carrying an heedfuil eye, how to ward 
ail venies,and covering themfelves clofe in manner of a “fword-fencer, with their 
drawne fwords ran their enemies into the fides, where by reafon of their hote and 
furious anger they lay mod open • And the Barbarians againe,fully bent to (pend 
their lives for to gaine vi< 5 lorie, aflayed to leufe our battaile fo jointly knit together: 
but feeing a number lying dead in rewes allthe way beforethem (whom the Ro¬ 
manes now, upon taking better heart unto them,had layed along) followedon (as 
many I meane as remained alive)in place of the flaine: and when they heard ma¬ 
ny a grone of thofe that lay a dying in the place, for exceeding feare they were 
ftricken aftonied. O utwearied at iaft with fo much painefull toile, their ftrength 
ferved them thenceforth onely to flye,and fo by divers and fundry lanes they made 
fliift with all the fpeed they could to get away 5 much like unto mariners, who 
make haft from out of the middeft; of (urging waves in aboifterous tempeft at fea, 
to be caft upon land which way foever the wind carrieth them. The Romanes 
then upon thisvi&orie (a thing rather wifhed than hoped fbr,as any man will con- 
fefle that was there prefent) worfhip the gracious power of God, fb propicc anq. 
merciful! unto them. Howbcit,our fouldiors without all mercie (ladling and hew- 
ingthem upon the backes as they fled,when otherwhiles, by reafon their fwords 
were bent and rebated, they had not wherewith to ftrike any longer , thruft the 
Barbarians to the very heart with their ownc weapons: neither was there one ot 
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them that fbrallthis wounding fatisfied his anger withbloudfhed, nor thought 
his right hand had ynough yet of (laughter, or for any humble entreatieandfup. 
plication would take pitic and give over execution. Thus therefore lay a migh- 
tienumberof them thruft through the bodicto death, craving none other reme- 

die, but quickly to bee difpatched of their lives . Some halfc dead, When their 

breath began now to faile, fought about yet with dying heavie eyes for meanes 
to live longer: others had their heads cut in manner quite off with huge wea¬ 
pons, fo as they hung downe,and had no more hold than by the very throats; a 
number of them in the mierie and flipperie ground chauncmg to Hide and fall 
downcin thebloud of their fellowes, although no weapon touched their bo¬ 
dies, were over whelmed with thefouldiors rufhingand running over them by 
h capes, and fo killed. The winners having got fo good an hand of their enemies, 
yet preafled on ftill more forcibly, fo that the points and edges of their weapons 
waxed blunt and dull with (hiking (bthicke, and the bright helmets and (hields 
together lay tumbled under their feet. The Barbarians at lad feeing themfelves 
driven to this utmoft extremitie, and that the heapes of dead carcaffes rofe fo 
high, that they flopped all paffage out, fought for theonely helpe that remai¬ 
ned, even of the river, which now ran hard at their backes . And becaufeour 
fouldiore (running a great pace even under their armour) were not wearie, but 
preafled ftill upon them as they fled, fome of them fuppofing that by their skil¬ 
ful! fwimmingthey fhouldbee able to rid themfelves of all danger, committed 
their lives unto the waves of the river. In which regard, Cafar together with the 
Tribunes and captaines, in a quicke fore-caft, fore-feeing what dangers might 
enfue, cryedout after a rebuking manner, and gave ftreight charge,Thatnotone 
of our men, in hote purfute after the enemie, ftiould venture upon the ftreame, fo 
full it was of whirle-pits. Whereupon this order they tooke, that (landing upon 
the bankf s of the river, with (undry forts of darts and calling-weapons they (lic¬ 
ked the Germanes: of whom, if anyone happened by (wifi nimblenefle to get 
away from the deadly dint of (hot, with the weight of his bodie thus plunged, he 
funkedowne to the bottome of the river: and like as it is in acertaine Theatri¬ 
cal! fprdtade (where the hangings make (hew of ftrange wonders) a man might 
now without feare have feene many fights: fome, that could not skill of fwim- 
ming ,ro fticke clofe and take hold of them that,were good and flout fwimmers : 
otheis. to floataloft like logs of wood, when they had (pent their ftrength and be- 
camc feint: a fort of them wound within the waves, and devoured with the vio¬ 
lence of the ftreame, driving (as it were) againft them: and fome againecarried 
upon their fhidds, declining by crooked turnings afide the high (urges of the 
mightiebillowesreadietocomefullupon them, after many a perill pafled gaine 
l ^f“« h cr ficlc. To conclude, the very fomingchannell of the ri- 
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Chap. Xi 11. 

Chonodomarius fetched backe out of his flight ,and brought tf/wlulian, rods with cli - 
mentis received andfem to Rome , where he ended his dates,Thefycophants in court 
eclipfe the light of Iulians vifforie, theglorie whereof {like as of all other ex¬ 
ploits valiantly and happily atchieved againft the enemies of the 
Empire, infarredifareplaces) Conftantius then being 
in It die, arrogantly andfondly durfi at¬ 
tribute to himf elf e, 

■ Bane vjhWe^Vln^chonodomarhts having found meanes to get awayjQipped 
through the heapesofdead bodies,and with fome few of his guard hafte- 
ned with all the quicke fpeed he could make,unto the campei which .nccre 
unto *T ribunci and *Concordia,two forts of the Romanes,he had pitc hed when 
he was in no feare, to the end, that embarking himfelfe into thofe veflels which 
were in readinefle for him within fecret coves and noukcs,again(lall doubtfujl ac¬ 
cidents that mought befall him,he might efcape. And for that he could not pofli- 
blegoeinto his owne territories without hee pafled over Rhene, heecoveredhis 
face for feare of being knowne,and fofe ire and foftly retyred. Now, when hee 
drew neere unto the bankes of the river,going about a certainc ditch (landing full 
of moorifli water, to fee where he might pafleover, he ventured upon it,and after 
his horfe had flounced & floundered with his heelcs in the fbft ana clammie mud, 
he got out of it at length: and ftreightway,a fat corpulent and heavie man though 
he were, he recovered for his fuccour a pretic hill hard by: and then,being known 
(for it could not bee concealed who hec was, the greatnefle of his former eftatc fo 
bewrayed him) flreightwaies, a cohort of horfemen with their Tribune riding as 
faft as their wind would ferve, after they had corapafled with armed men the hill, 
all over-fpred with woods, befet it round about right warily, but durft not breakc 
in, for feare lead by (bmedeceitfullftratagemc and hidden ambufli among the 
darke fliadie boughes, they might bewelcommed to their cod. Which when the 
king few, and how he was driven to the utmoft extremitie of feare,foorth he went 
alone, and of his owne accord yeelded himfelfe. Now, thofe of his traine and 
companies the number of two hundred, and three ofhis mod inward friends, 
fuppofing it a foulefhame for them to live after their king, or not to die in hisquar- 
rell, if the cafe fo required, delivered themfelves up to bee bound as prifoners. 
And as the manner naturally of thefe Barbarians is, to behumble in advcrfitie,and 
of a contrarie humour in profperitie, drawne he was as a V 3 flale and fervant to the 
will of another,with a pale looke and aba(hed,tongue-tied alfo and filent, by rea- 
fon of a confidence guiltie of foule offences: a wonder how much changed and 
different from that man , who after cruell and wofull outrages infulring over the 
afhesand reliques of Gaule,threatened to do many and horrible mi fchiffes.Thefe 
exploits thus by the favour of the God in heaven atchieved,at the end of the day, 
upon the found of retreat the mod invincible fouldiors were called back,and mar¬ 
ched neere unto the fide of Rhene ; where fortifying themfelves wirh a rampier 
(as it were) of many courfesof ftiields fet together, they tooke their repaft and rc- 
pofe. There died in thisbattaile of Romanes243,and Commaunders fourc, to 
wit, Bainobaudes Tribune of the Cornuti,and likevvife Laipfoidfo Inmcemimyribo 
had the leading of the hoifemen^armed at all picces^acd acertaine Tribune ^otit 0 
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fclfe) rearmed him Vittoria, or Vittorinm, becaufe that in modeft wife making his 
relation,as often as he gave charge and commaund, he declared many times that 
he had vanquiihed the Germanes. And in the heaping up of vaine commendati¬ 
ons and oftenration of things feene openly ynougb,they puffed up (as their ufuall 
manner was)theEmperour,of his owne nature too high minded,afcribing what¬ 
soever was in the world fortunatly exploited,unto his aufpicate dire&ion and hap- 
piegovemmem. Wherefore,being lifted up on high with the glorious words of 
thele flatterers,both then and thenceforth in his edidfs that he publifhed, full arro¬ 
gantly hemade many a lowd ly e, writing fometimes,that he alone(forfooth)when 
God wot he was not in the action at all,both fought the field and woon the vi3o- 
rie, yea,and raifed kings of whole nations up on their feet againe,whcn they hum¬ 
bly made fupplication to him upon their knces:and if,for example fake,fome great 
optaine,evcn whiles himfelfe abode in Italie, had pciformedany valiant piece of 
ferviccthen againftthePerfians, he would fend his letter dight with lawrellunto 
the armies lying in the provinces, without any mention made of the faidcaptaine 
in all that long tenor thereof fignifying (and that with a moll odious vaunting of 
himfclfe)howheperfonally fought in the vaward. Finally,therebeyet extant his 
edi&s in the publique records of theEmperours,truly engro{fed,telling memora¬ 
ble reports,and exalting himfelfe up to the skie. What time this field was fought 
at Argentoratum (from whence he was fortie daies journey off) hee taking upon 
fcimtodeferibethe manner of thefight,untruly relateth 3 That himfelfe arraunged 
the armie in order of battaile, flood among the ftandard- bearers, difeomfited the 
Barbarians^nd caufcd them to run headlong away, yea, and encountred Chonodt - 
v%mm hand to hand: 6 fliamefull indignitic! without one word {peaking of the 
glorious ads of iultin, which he had quite buried for ever,but that fame could not 
skill of concealing fuch brave deeds, howfoever many would feerae to darken the 
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r j* % nime I doe not remember: but of the Alemans found there

werelyingaiongini■ ; j d own e among the waves of the river. 

MfiZhe was a man of greater matke for his place and fortune, yetmore 
LwcrfuliTn his defats thanin his command, beinghy an umforme acclamation 
of the whole armie falutcd Empcrour, rebuked and rated the (feuldiois as over¬ 
bold and malapart,binding it with an oath, That he _neither hoped for that Bame, 
nor was willing to have it. And to enlarge the joy of this happie event, heecora- 
”dedcJ^^wbeprefentedunto.he counfellofwarre there aflem- 
bled- who at thefirft bowing his bodiedowne, and afterwards humbly proflra- 
tine himfelfe upon the ground,and craving pardon peaceably after his countrey 
manner, was willed to beeofgood cheere. And within fome few dayes bcemg 
brought to the Emperouts coutt,and ftomthence fait to Romem the manfion of 
ftrangers,which ftandeth upon the mount Ca?lus,died of a Leihargie. After thefe 
and (uch like exploits fortunatly performed,within the palace of Cnn/lMim,Come 
c,.ilt »i.h tulLm I'toeivedeliahtand contentment to the Emperour him- 
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Chap. i. 

Iulian inf eft ah the Alemanes, and after hee had put them to fundry 
Ioffes,for cab them to crave a truce, it hie h for ten 
moneths they obtaine. 


His varietie ofoccurrents which I have now in order fet down 
thus atchieved, the martial knight (now that Rhene 
a ^f r t ^ ie hattaile of Argentojatum carried a quiet ftreame) 
f & void of feare,yet carefull withall, leafl the curfed foules of the 
feaire fhoulddeyourethe bodies of them that lay flaine in the 
p field, commaunded,they fhouldajl indifferently one with a- 
Another be interred: and after hee had releafed anddifmiflfcd 


thofe embaffadours, who before the faidfoughten field (as I related ere while) 
brought certatne prowd meflages, he returned to the fort of Tres-Tabern*: from 
whence he gave commaundemenc,That together with all the captives,the pillage 
auo mould be brought unto * Mediomatrici, there to be kept untill his returne : *m«i. 
and himfelfe intending in perfbn to goe to *Maguntiaeum(that when he had paf* 
fed over the river by a bridge framed and fet together, he might feekeout the Bar¬ 
barians in their owne territories,fince he had left none behind him in oure) was by 
the clamorous gainelayingof his armie prohibited : howbeit, with fweet words 
and eloquent fpeeches he wrought them lo, as he brought them to his owne will 
and pleafure. For,fuch was their love, growne now (after triall and experience 
had of him) more affe<5fionate 3 that it incited them willingly to follow him a pain¬ 
full and diligent fellow-fouldior with them, a brave leader and commaunder of 
them, yea,and wonted,as it evidently fell out, to enjoyne himfelfe more toylefuli 
labour than the very fouldior. And focneafter,when they were come to the place 
aforcfaid,they pafledover the river upon a floored bridge of (hips, and poffeffed 
thapfelves of the enemies land „ But the enemies, who then feared little that 
they could poflibly be difquieted, living as they did in fuch reft and repofe, were 
ftneken with this (b great an accident; and thinking carefully by the mifehiefe 
befallen untoothers,what might hangover their owne heads, under femblance of 
craving peace, to decline the violent brunt of the firft tempeft, fent embafladours 
with words in their mouths fb framed and placed, as that they pretended & (hew¬ 
ed no pther but a firme aflurance of league and concord: but upon what poljcie, 
or to what purpofe I know not, they changed their minds, and by otberembafia- 
c ^ u ^*^P atc hed in all pofthaft,they menaced our men raoftcruell warre, unleflfe 
they departed out of their countries . Hereof ceruine intelligence being given. 
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Thus order being given, at the yen, Sunnc 
rlfing when theenemies were difcovered upon the hill tops, hee led the fouldiors 
nowmore cheerefulland forward up tothe higher grounds: but findmg none 
there (for the enemies imagining as much,were departed) behold forthwith they 
faw akrreoffa mightiedcaieof fmoke waulmmgup mtoihe atre,declaring plam- 
Jy thatourfouldiorshad broken into the enemies territories, and began to waft 
and fpoylc the fame. Thisobjeft daunted the courageso the Germanes veiy 
much, fo that forfeiting their ambufhments, which alongdienarrow ftraits and 
linking places they had addrefled againftour men, they pafted m all haft over the 
river named‘Mathus to fuccour their decre friends. Foras itufuallyfalleth out 
in fuch doubtfull times of trouble and danger, beeing affrighted on the one fide 
with the (uddaine rode of our horfemen, and on theother with the violent mvafu 
on of ourothcr fouldioisthat came embarked thither, they ( skilful! in the coafts 
of the countrcy) found fpeedie meancs to get away and efcape t upon whofe de- 
parture,our fouldiors marching on at libertic, rifled rich villages full of come and 
cattell, making fpare of none: and when they had fetched the inhabitants as pri- 
foners out of their houfes(built fomewhatcurioufly after the manner of the Ro¬ 
manes) fet fire thereupon, and burnt them downe to the ground . And thus ha¬ 
ving over-run the countrey for the fpace by eftimate of tennemyles, fo that they 
were come neere unto a wood that carried an hideous and fearefullfhew of dark- 
neffc, they flood lingering a long time,as being ad vertifed by a fugitive,rhat with¬ 
in certaine hidden caves under the ground,and trenches running out many waies, 
there were a great number fecretly bellowed, readie to iflire forth when they efpi- 
ed their opportunities. Howbeir, they adventured all of them mod boldly to ap- 
prochthc place, and found the foot waies over-layed with holmes and allies cut 
downe, yea,and a mightie barricado made againft them . And therefore mar¬ 
ching backc more warily, they perceived (and that with fuch indignation and an¬ 
ger as their hearts could hardly hold).that they could not goe forward beyond it, 
but by fetching long circuits and hard turnings about. Now, for as much as by 
leafonof the rigorous and piercing aire they ftrugled in vainewith moft difficult 
extremities (for now was the ^Equinox of theAutumnepaft, and in thofe tra<fts 
both mountaines and champion plaineswerc covered with deepc fnow) they 
tookein hand a memorable piece of worke : And whiles there was no man to 
withftand their enterprise,a certaine ftrongfortre(Te(which being built upon the 
Alemans ground,T raiart would have to beare his owne nam c,and had of late been 
very forcibly aflaulted) was by them in haftie manner fuddainely repaired; where 
for the time were placed fouldiors to defend the piece, and thither the vi&uals 
were conveied which they had gotten out of the very bowels and heart of the Bar¬ 
barians countrey. Which preparation, when the enemies perceived fo fpeedily 
brought about for tlieir deflation,fearing leaft the thing indeed would come to 
pafle and take effed, they affiembled themfelves together in all hafhand by wav of 
man , ncr i ren ; thcit Orators and craved peace, whiih Ctfir 
SS ft " 0 fureft wa y- & Pledging ver? man y motives that 

oined good probability with them ) graunted fortenne mineths. and namely 
making this account, as he was a prince of provident forecaft.That thofe holdsand 

for- 
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fortrefleswhichhehadfeized into his hands, even beyond his hope, and More 
than he could wifh for, without impeachmentaught tobc fortified with offensive 
engines planted upon the wals^nd other ftrongordinanceand munition. Prefu¬ 
ming confidently hereupon,there came in from among thofe that had fait *rd to 
them which were vanquifhed before Argentoratum, three mofl fell and cruclf 
kings, fearing now at length their owne eftates, whotooke an oath in a fet forme 
of words after the manner of their countrey: That they wouldnotflirre nor trouble 
the peace s but truly keepethe covenants agreed upon tat he prefixed time expired (becaufe 
that flood with thewiU and plea/ureofourmen) together with thefortrepeabovefudfaft 
and whole , yea % and bring corne thither even on theirfhoulders , in cafe the defendants 
thereof made it knowne that they wanted: and verily ,by reafon that feare was abridle 
tocurbe their perfidious difioyaltie,they performed both the one and the other,

9 N this memorable warre, worthie to be compared verily with thofe a- 
gainft the Carthaginians and Teutones, and atchieved with the leaft 
expencc and hurt of the Romane eftatc, Cafar rejoyced and magriifi* 
edhimfelfeas a fortunate and happie prince: and well might a man 
have beleeved his backbiters,who devifedthis and gave it out,That therefore hee 
demeaned himfelfefo valiantly in everyplace, becaufe heewifhed rathertodie a 
glorious death, than in the rankeof condemned perform,iikeunto his brother Gal* 

Itu (as they hoped) to be put to death jhad he not with femblablepurpofc and refo- 
lution after the death alfo of Conflantiuo ,become renowmed for his admirable ex¬ 
ploits. Well,thefeaffaires thusfirmely fetled, as in fuch cafcmight be, returning 
to his Wintering place of abode, he found the remains ftill of his laborious at- 
chievemcnts (landing in thefe tearmes. Severn* Generali of the Horfem en, going 
by the way of *Agrippina and *Iu!iacurn toward Rhemes / lighted upon right *coi<inand 
ftrong companies of the Frankners,confiding fas afterwards appeared)of fix hun- ° uIlch * 
dred light armed ski r mi (hers, as they wafted andlpoyledthe quarters that were 
without garrifons 5 whotookethis opponunitietoa<5hiate their boidneffe in do¬ 
ing mi(chiefe,becaufc whiles Cafar was bufily employed out of the wayinthefe- 
cret parts of the Alemans,and noneat hand to give them the checke, they thought 
verily to make up their mouths and fill their hands with rich booties : but for feare 
of the armie now returned,they pofleffed themfelves of two forts, which in times 
paft were abandoned and left void, and there defended themfelves as well as they 
could. much troubled with this new occurrent, and gueffing whereto it 

might turne,in cafohepaflcdby them undealt withalf kept his forces ftiH about 
him,and determined to beleaguer the towne *Caftel!urn, hard by which the river *Keua * 07 *. 
^Mofa runneth: andfo for the fpaceof foure and fiftiedayes, to wit, during the 
moneths of December and Ianuarie,he flayed about the fiege, whiles the Barba*- 
rians with flout hearts and incredible refolution held out and withftood hira.Thet* 

M Cafar 
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c .r„ . prudent prince, fwrmgmuch leaft the Barbarians by taking advan- 

£§“ to f «untii 

thehreakeofday inlight baigesand whirries to and frofaid up and dovrae upon 
theitver.to the end that by breaking evermoretheyce as it began to gather toa coat 
none of them might cafily have means to breake away from him. And by this ftra- 

taeeme being wearied out with hunger Jong watching,& utter de^tair^tbey yeel- 

d5themftl»es of their owneaccord,and were lent out of handto the Emperours 
connfcihfor thewfcueofwhom out of this danger,a multitudeof Frankners went 
forth-but when they underftood how they were taken prifoners and carried away, 
Whhdvtt adventuring any further they retired to their ownc holds.Then C<f/4r ha- 
vingperformed thefe ads,returned to Paris,thcre to Winter. Now for that it was 
f eared.that many nations would with greater force make head together, this well 
advifed governour carting how deceitful! theiflfues were of warres, was much per¬ 
plexed with huge heapes of care. And whiles he verily thought, that during the 
truce and ceffotion of armes,fhort though it was 3 and full of bufinefle, he might re- 
medic the miferable Ioffes andburthens that landed men or farmers fuftained, he 
difpofed and let in order the accounts of tribute: and whereas Flore mini, *Lord 
chiefe Iuftice,having taken a furvey and review of alias he endqvored,did avouch, 
head-(iwcr, that whatfoever was wanting inthe*polkribute,hefupp!ied out of thegoods got¬ 
ten by conqueft ; he being ware of fuch dealings,faid plainely,That he would for- 
goe his lifefooner than fuffer this to be done: for well he wift, that the incurable 
wounds of thefe and fuch like provifionsoreverfions rather,to fpeake more truly, 
brought provinces many times to extreamepovertie: which very thing, as after- 
'ScUvonia. wards (ball be fhewed,was the utter overthrow of*Ulyricum. Hereupon the laid 

L. Iufticc FUremiWy crying out that he could not endure thus on a fuddaine to be 
made an unfaithfull officer,unto whom the Emperor had committedthe immedi¬ 
ate managing of the ftate,i0&i»3fter a temperate & fober fort appealing his mood, 
by an cxa<ft and true computation proved,That the reckoning and fumme taken of 
the forefaid poll-tribute was not only fufficiem,but yeelded alfo an overplus to the 
neceflarie provifion of victuals, Yet neverthelefle, for a long time after, when an 
augmentation of taxc and import was prefented untohim.he could not endure ei¬ 
ther to read or fubfcribe,but flung it in the flooie. And when he was advert! fed by 
the Emperors letters,upon information that the faid luftkehad given^iot todcak 
fo finely and precisely as that Floremius might feemetobc touched in his credit?, 
he wrote backe again. That they were to rejoice and be gladif the provincial! iftha- 
bhants^vafted fo as they wereqn every fide,might yeeld at leaft wife their ordinary 
andcuftomable tributes,if not increment & augmentation,which no punifhment 
is able to extort from the poore and needic. And fo it came to paffe then & thence- 
rough the ftoutcouiageofhimalone^hat no man went about unjuftly to 
SSEK fech from the Gaues n.mm e 'CvmUfij, any thing but the ufuall cuftomi. And

A long narration at touching the obeliske .which was erecledin the 
greatefl jnew-place at Rome . 

Q N thefe good beginnings of eafement and refrefhing given unto 

Gaule^whiles Orphitta as yet ^governed the fecond time as *Pra:- *^ c ^ etoa 
fed, the Obeliske was erededat Rome in the great Cirque or Lord 
Shew-place: concerning which, I will now, becaufc it is a fit time Mawr * 
and place thercfore,makefome briefedifeourfe. The citie*Thebes 
in auncient time built,famous for the fumptuous and ftately wall,asalfo for the en- 
trie into it at an hundred gates, the firft founders thereupon tearmed Hecatompy- 
los, after the denomination whereof there is a province at this day called Thebais. 

This citie, what time as Carthage began to fpread her dominion farre, the Car¬ 
thaginian captaincs by a fuddaine and unexpeded rode fiirprifed and deftroyed: 
and afterwards when it was reedified, Camhyfes that renowmed king of Perfia, a 
prince all the while he lived encroching upon the territories of other kings, and 
cruellwithall,after he had broken into^Egypt, gave the attempt to aflault it, that 
from thence he might carry away a mightie mafleofrichesand pillage,forbearing 
not fo much as the temples and the gifts offered there unto the gods: who whiles 
hebufily beftirred himfelfe among thole that fell to fpoyle and faccage, chaunced 
by occafion of hisloofeand large garments that entangled him,to catch a fall for¬ 
ward : with which fuddaine and forcible fall,his owne ^dagger that he wore clofe *«Rapuir< 
unto his right thigh happened to bee unfheathed, and fo dangeroufly to wound 
him,that he had like thereof to die.Long time after,Ctow/w** Gallus procurator of 
^£gypt 5 whiles O ft avian was Emperour of Rome, pilled and beggered this citie, 
taking to his owne ufe the moft part of the wealth thereof: and upon his rerurne 
home, when he was judicially accufed for his robberie & wafting of the province, 
fearing the nobilitie,unto whom the faid Emperour had committed this matter to 
be enquired into and examined, who alfo were highly offended and bitterly bene 
againft him,he fell upon his owne fword^nd killed himfelfe.ThisisthatG4&tfthe 
Poet, if I take not my ma rke amiffe,whom r/rg//bewailing after a fort in the latter 
end of his Bucolickes,in a mild kind of verfc maketha dittieof.In this citie among 
mightie great cifternes,and fundiy huge maflie pieces of woike, expreffely refem- 
bling the images of the ^Egyptian gods, we faw many Obeliskes ftanding,and o- 
thers ly ing along and broken, which the auncient kings, after they had in warre 
fubdued other nations, or grownc pro wd of their profperitie and high eftatc,hew- 
ed out of the bowels of mountaines (which they ftuc'kenotto fearchfor, cvena- 
mong the utmoft inhabitantsof the earth,)ereCied on high, and in their religious 
devotion dedicated to the Gods in heaven , Now an Obeliske is a moft hard and 
rough ftonc>bioad beneath,and fharpe above,rifing by littleand little to a mightie 
heightend becaufe it might referable a ray or funne-beame, waxing imaller and 
(mailer, it is with foure-faces brought up to a narrow top, and the fame is fnaoo- 
thed alfo artificially by the workemans hand. The infinite number of Characters 
and markesof fundry fhapcS, tearmed Hierogly phickes,which we behold cut eve¬ 
ry where into it, the auncient authotiric of (acred wifedome from the very nrft be¬ 
ginning hath ennobled. Forthey engraving many kinds of biidswd wild beafts, 

even thole of another worldly reafon chat the memoriall of that Emperorsmore

By a Vulture or Gripe they 
reprefent the vocable or name of Nature; becauftourNaturalifts do report,there 
SSteno males found among thefe foules: and by the forme ofa Bee making 

honey, they (hewaking, declaring by thefe fignes.That in a ruler there ought to 

be with fweetnefle a (ling alfo growing: and of this kind there be a great number. 
And for that a fort of flatterers, as the manner is, puffing up Constantm, buzzed 
this without all meafure into his eares,That whereas Ottomans Augufim had tran- 
flated two Obeliskes from the citie "Heliopolis in rEgypr, whereof the one was 
placed in Circus Maximus, the other in Campus Marcius; but as for this one 
now newly brought over, he durfl not once meddle with, nor ftirreitj asaffrigh- 
ted with the greamefle and difficult^ of the workc: know they thus much, who 
are ignorant of the thing, That the faid auncient prince,when he had tranfported 
fomeof them, patted by this^ntouched and undealt withall for this reafon, That 
being by a fpeciall gift dedicated unto the god Sunne ^ and fet fall within the (acred 
*chappe(s ofa fumptuous and (lately temple, which might not once be touched 
and prophaned,it mounted up aloft as the head and top of all the other. But Con - 
Jlantine [the Great] making fmall account of that, difplaced and undated this 
huge matte,yea ,and thinking truly, that it was no breach nor offence of religion,if 
taking this admirable monument out pf one temple, he confecrated it in Rome, 
that is to fay,the temple of the whole world, differed it to lye a long time, whiles 
necettarie meancs for the tranflation thereof were a providing. Which being con¬ 
veyed along thechannellof Nilus, andlandedat Alexandria, there was a fhip of 
huge and ftrangebigneffe built,& the fametote rowed with three hundred osres. 
After which provifion thus fore-cad, and the above(aid*prince departed this life, 
the urgent haft of dfe&ing this bufinefle was (lacked: and at length (late though 
it were) being (hipped, partly byfea, and partly up the ftreame of Tibris(fearing, 
as it were, lead that which Nilus almoft unknowne had lent, himfelfe (hould 
hardly bee able under danger of his owne courfe to bring up to the walls of his 
owne fofter citie) conveyed it was into Vicus Alexandra, a towne (ituate three 
myles from Rome: from whence beeinglayed upon certainc draught-vices and 
engines, it was faireand (oftly drawnc by the gate Ofticnfis and the publicke wa- 
tering poole,and fo brought into the Circus Maximus. After all t his.there remai¬ 
ned onely the rearing thereof, which unneath or not at all was thought could bee 
efteded : and after they had ereded high polls with danger ynough (a man that 
had beene there, would have thought hehadfeeneavery wood oFfratnes and en- 
gincO faftened there were to them hugeand long ropes, in manner of manifold 
threds orftnngs fpred fo exceedingly thicke together, that they hid the very skie: 
wherctothemaffieftoneitfclfcwith images portrayed in it, like fo many letters 
written upon it,was bound,andby little and little drained aloftand held in theatre

Chap. V. 

Theemhelfegcof Sapor king of Perfta umo Conftamius,* touching apeace 
upon cert mm conditions to be coneluded. 

■ HcnDatianusandCerealunetc ConfuIs,whiIes the affaires of State ge¬ 
nerally throughout Gaule were with more caiefull and warie endea¬ 
vour,in reducing to a better frames and the feare which poflefled the 
Barbarians for their lofTes paft,quailed their out-rodes: the king of the 
Perfians making his abode Bill within the confines of the frontier nations,and ha¬ 
ving now made a fure league and amide with the Chionit? and Halani,moft fierce 
ancfeagre warriors, was minded to returne into his own kingdome,then received 
she letters of Sapor, giving intelligence, That the Romane Emperour by way of 
emreatie dtfired peace: and thereupon imagining that hee went not about fuch 
matters,but that the puiflance of his Empire was abated and grownc weake, bare 
himfelfe very big,and tooke highly upon him,as Teeming to embrace the name of 
peace, but withall propounding hard capitulations and conditions. Having dif- 
patched therefore in embaflage one Narfeus with prefents,in that in-bred humour 
of pride which accompanied him in all places, he lent his letters unto Conjlantius, 
the ttnour whereof, as I have heard, was to this effed. Sapor, King of Kings,part¬ 
ner with the Starres (brother to the Sunne andMoone,unto Conftantius Csefar my bro¬ 
ther, in mo ft ample manner greeting . / reioyce and take much contentment now at 
length , that you have betaken your felfc againe to thebe ft way, and acknowledged the un- 
corruptfenteme of equities as having by experience found what havocke andflaughter the 
abjltnate deftre of other mens territories hath divers times caufeL Becaufe therefore the 
words of truth ought to be at libertie andfreepnd it befeemeth per Jons in high place and 
ejlate to (peak e and th'tnke the fame, 1 will in few words deliver what my purpofe and in¬ 
tent is, as calling tomy remembrance , bow often I have repeated whatsoever I am now 
to fay. That my ounce Bors Seignorie hath reached asfane as to the river Strymon and 
the marches of Macedonia , even your owne ancient records do beare witnefte. Thefe ter¬ 
ritories and dominions meet it is that 1 {without arrogance be it fpoken) who excell inglo- 
rte and number of brave vertaes the aunctcnt kings my progenitors , fhould chyme and 
demaund. But evermore and in all places it doth megood,to call to mind and remember, 
that from my very youth and childhood 1 have beene/o bred , * that 1 never did any 
thing whereof I hadcaufeto repent: and therefore 1 ought to recover Armeniajogether 
hfrumUem poking vote cough from my gro»df*b%. As

Chap. VI. 

The anfwcre of Confhntius unto Sapor his Utters: The Iuthungt, certaine 
Alemans, are vanquifbtd by Barbatio. 

■ Ftcr thefe letters were a long time well pondered and weighed,anfwere 
was returned with an upright heart (as they fay) and confiderately in 
this wife: CQnfhroiuSjd/www Auguflus, conqueror both by land and 
fea, unto Sapor my brother, m ample manner,greeting. For your health 
verily and welfare I reioyce in your behalfe,as minding(tfyourfelfe will) to be a friend 
hereafter : but this greedie defire of yoms ahraies unreebymed and fiilt more and more 
encroching, 1 mightily blame. Youdemtund Mesopotamia asyour owne, andfembla* 
bly Armenia : you aavife me alfo,where the body is fottndjo take off fome members ther- 
of, that fa it may afterwards continuefafe and whole: which counfaUe of yours is to ha 
refutedrather than by Any confent of mine approved. Beare thereforefrommethe truth, 
not coveredwith any fubtiie deluftons , but apart and open , not to be terrified with any 
vairn threats whatfoever. My chiefe luftice [*Mufonial»iis] thinking to enter upon a *?^Bmp**a* 
bufmejfefor thebeheofeafthe IVeale pubtiquefad conference andJpeech without myPri- 
vitie and advice by the me ones of certaine ignoble andbafe per forts with a *Marquejfe of *cv»vmc 
yours, about a peace: which we neither refute nor refufe, if fobeit mayftand with ho¬ 
nour and honeflie* and not prejudice any ioreither ourmodeftie or maieftie . For abfurd 
it is, and undecent ,when by the orderly comfe and trMne of our exploits atchieved, the 
worlds ear es are opened, which envie hath marry waies dn^ofed again ft us, and when by 
overthrow of tyrants and ufurpers, the whole Romane world is brought under our ober- 
fance,to betray and fur render thqfe Seignories, which we being drawnemto the freiis 
of the Eaft parts,have kept fo long untouched. Butgrve ever I pray you thofe fearefuR 
menaces,which {as the manner is) be denounced agamjt us: conftdering no doubt can be 
made, that we not forflout h and cowardice, but upon metre modeftitfave now and then 
made defenfrve wanes rather than cffenfve, and ufe fooften ac weareprovoked, wtth a 
mofl valiant fjdrtt of courage and rejolutien to held and mains aine our owne: at knowing 
thus much both by experience and reading, that in fome particular batteries the Romanes 
have otherwhiles though feldome received afoyle , bat mgroffesnd tnthc maane mana¬ 
ging ofwarres never beene overt hr owne and defeated . Vponthis embaflage, fent 
backc againe without any thing obtained (for there could beenc anfwere made 
more fully to the kings unbridled and unmeafurable defire} there followed fome 
fewdaies after Proffer a *Cfl|rs, and Speftatus a Tribune and N otarie: hkcwifc, 
by the fuggeftion of cjttufomanus thcPhilofopher , Fuftachius, one that for per- 
foading washis crafts-mafter, carrying with them raiffivcs from the Emperor, and 
gifts befide, readies with all their beft endevors by fome cunning fetch to flay the 

prepa- 
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sas* 

ner waSed RbattiaTin fo much as beyond theit wonted guife they attempted th« 
SL of towns. Tothereprdfingof whofeinwfions,iJ4^ promoted , 0 
* “pTace of Silvern to be colonell of the footmen,was fent with a pu.ffamamue; 
who albeit he was a coward,butfullof bigand braggmgwords, yet fuch was the 
forward refolution and courage of his Ibuldiors, that moft valiantly heoverthrew 

a number ofthem,info much as a fmall portion ofthem, which for feare of dan- 

gcr fled hardly cfcapcd,and with weeping eyes and lamentations law home again. 
I 11 this battaile,Afcwwa captaineof the horfemens troupe,whoafterwards became 
CoofuU,both was(by reporOprefent,and alfo fought right manfully. 

Chap. vii. 

A Report or Hitforie as touching the dread full Earthquakes whichfhooke the moun¬ 
tains and man) totems of M&cedonie and Pom us .together with a Phy- 
ficall ccnfideration ofthefe Earthquakes . 

S N thofe daies there were terrible Earthquakes in Maccdonie, Alia, 
and Pontus/whicfi with continuall thumping fhooke many towns 
and mountaines. But amongthe examples of manifold calamities, 
the fall of* Nicomedia,the mother-citieof Bithy nia,was remark- 
able,the accident and event of whole ruine I will both rruely and 
•fcc^ofADguft. briefely relate. Vpon the*nimh day before the Calends of September, early in 
the morning by Sunne-rifing cerjainethicke gatherings or globes of bheke clouds 
over call and darkened the face of theskie, which a little before was clearc*and 
lighdomej whereby the bright fhining of the Sunncwas chafed fo away, that 
things neere at hand,or Handing hard by, could not be feene: and rhus the eye- 
fight being dazded, a hideous bleakencfle of athicke and mirke miff fettled upon 
the ground andover-fpred-it: .then,as if thehigheft power of heaven difeharged 
and fhotofffatailand deadly thunderbolts, railing withall the winds from the 
principall points and poles of the world, there fell a mightic tempeft of raging 
Hormes 5 by the violent force whereof,the mountaines were fo beaten upon, that 
they groned againe,and there was heard the crafhing noife of the fea fhore dallied 
violently upon. After all this followed horrible whirle winds and fierie impreffi- 
ons, together with a fearefull trembling of the earth, which over-turned thccitie 
and fuburbes from the very foundations. And for that many houfes Handing up¬ 
on the riling of hils were carried on end,one fell upon another, and all places clat¬ 
tered againc with the monftrous noift of their ruines. Meane while the high and 
ftately tops of buildings refounded with the fundry out-cries of thofe that fought 
jth clr wives,their children,and what neere kinsfolkes and deere friends belon- 
gedunto them. In theend^fterthcfecond houreof theday,and lonobefore the 
thud, Ac aiu 1 now become faire and cleare, difeovered all the wofull and deadly 
downefals that were hidden before. For behold,lbmkfolke thruft and crulhed t<> 
d ? lc °/ fcMng upon tEem, were under the weight 
wM^ f h P ^ d L° dea i h : , others v that up to their neckes butied (as it were) 

withu» hcapes thereof, whereas they might have beene faved, if any had come to 
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hdpe them, for want of fuccour perilhed: others againc ftucke fift^iangingat the 
lharpeendsof timber-logs bearing outWith one blow were a number feene 
flaine, men and Women buta little before, but then ednf ufed hcapes of dead car- 
kaffes pell meli huddled together. Some there were, whom the finials of houfes 
leaning forward,bare up, otherwife unhurt,but th3t they were to die with anguilh 
and hunger. Among whom, Ariflanetus (governing and taking charge as deputie 
lieutenant of thatdiocefle or province loaffedionately loved, and which Confian - 
tins in honour of his wife Eujebta had named *Pietatis) by this milhap, after long 
dolour and paine yeelded up his vitall breath.Some,having their heads bruifedand hiikinl&i* 
fquized together,or their Ihoulders or legs fevered from their bodies,lyir.g thus in 
doubtfullplight betweenelife and death,piteoully crying for Gods fake unto o- 
thers in the lame cale,to helpe thcm,were quite forlorne and left unto themfelves. 

And verily, the greater part of fac red churches and private houfes, yea,and of peo¬ 
ple alfo might have beene faved, had not the outrageous flames, difpei fed here and 
therefor fiftie daies and nights together, burnt up and confumed whatfoever was 
combuftible. Andnowlthinke it a meet and convenient time to report as tou¬ 
ching Earthquakes what auncient writers have by way of conjedure colledcd: 
for, the hidden depth of the truth it fe!fe,notonely this vulgar ignorance of ours, 
but the very everlafting wits alio of natu’rallPhilofophers, after long ftudie upon 
this point not yet exhauft or worneout, could never reach unto. Whereupon 
provided it is both in the ceremoniallbookes and alfo in the rites under theponti- 
ficiall priefts and their Coiiedges, That by naming one god for another (fince 
unknowne it is which of them thus ihaketh the earth) there bee no bainous fcan- 
daleand damnable linnecommitted.But according to the Philofophers opinions, 
among which Artflotle is much perplexed and troubled,thele earthquakes fallout 
to he either within the fmall caves of the earth, which we [in Greekc] call Syrio- 
gas, whiles with thicke and often beating the waters wave to and fro, and call up 
Purges: or els verily, as Anaxagoras affirmeth, by realbn of violent winds getting 
clofe within the ground below; which when they happen to hit and beat upon the 
fides thereof, hard baked or felted together, finding nowayofifluc, lhakc thofe 
parts of the earth at which they entred when they weremoift. Whence it is, that 
men obferve for the moft part, that during an Earthquake, we above the ground 
perceive no winds toblow,becaufe they are bulie in the moft remote nookes o( the 
earthbeneath. Anaximanders ofopinion,That the earth waxing drie upon along 
and extraordinarie drought,or after much moift weather & ftore of raine,openeth 
very great chinkes and wide chawnes,at which the airc above with violence and in 
exceeding much quantitie entreth* and lo by them lhaken with a ftrong fpivit, is 
flirted and moved out of her proper place. For which caule,fuch like tenible acci¬ 
dents chaunce either in exceflive hotc leafbns, or after immoderate fall of raine 
from heaven. And hence it is, that both auncient Poets and Theologers alfo have 
tearm ed Neptune, who hath dominion over the moift elements fEnnofigaon and -i.afhakaofd* 
*SifMona. Now, thefe earthquakes are obferved to be fourc manner of wayes: 
for they are either a Bralmatise, which heaving and railing the earth within, force 
upward moft huge mounts: in which fort,in Afia,’Delos appeared above the wa- 
ter, and *Hiera,likewile * Anaffee and’Rhodus, called in the fore-going ages O- 
phiufaand Pelagia, drenched in times paft with a golden Ihowcr: alfo Eleufin in * Nan ,phu>. 
Boeotia,and the Iftand of *yuleane among the Tyrrheni, with many more befide: 
otlecondly, b Climatiae. which rulhing askew, or fidclongand crooked, lay cutes,

arag^flVt C//ar whileshe winteredinPan$,haftefiedwithafl diligencepoflible 
^ to prevent the Alemans, who as yet were not affetnbled together > but 

j||Cg now after the battaik of Argentdrafum become all audacious & cruel! 
tsMzzi beyond all meafure^rtd waiting ftili for the moneth Iuly,whence they 
of Gauleufeto begin their warre-fervke and tocomeinfothe field, he was much 
troubled a long time in his mind: For go forth he could not before that come was 
brought out of Acquitaine* upon the breaking of the cold weather and froth, by 
reafon of the mild Sumitiet fotfon. But, as diligent and confederate regard is the 
conquereffe in manner of all difficulties, calling many and fundry things in his 
head, this was the only way he found,uatnely 5 without expe&ing the full feafon of 
the yearc 5 io encounter the Barbarians before he was looked for* And in this fetled 
refolution he tooke corne fortwentie daics (out of that ftofe which was provided 
to be fpent in the ftanding place of abode) baked throughly, for to laft, into bisket 
bread, fuch as commonly they call Buccelktutn, and layed it upon his willing foul* 
diorsfhoulders: and fo, confident of thishelpe, in a good boure, as before, hee 
tooke his journey,thinking that within five or fixe raonefhs two Urgent and necef* 
farie expeditions might be performed* Which things being put in a readineffe,firft 
of all others he marchcthagainft theFranfees j thofe I meafte who commonly are 
tearmed Salij, and who in old time durft in the Romane grourtdjataplace called 
*Toxiandria, very boldly place and plant themfelves. Now when bee Was come 
to * Tungri, an embaflage of the forefaid people meeteth him, fbppofingtheEm* 
perour wastobe found ftillin his Wintering harbour, pretending peace upon this 
condition, That no man might eyther provoke or moleft them, whiles they re¬ 
mained quiet as in their owne territories. Thefe embafi&dours, after hee had ful¬ 
ly digefted and difpofed his affaire, and oppofed cettaine ambiguous and 
doubtfall conditions, asif he meant toftayinthofetra<3s untill their returned 
fern away rewarded. No fooner were they in thfir Way homeward, but hefol- 
lowcd hard upon them, fending out the General! Sevens , and fudcUidely ha¬ 
ving ftt up^ihemall alongthe tivage, he fmote them, as it had bceneawb* 
hog thunderbolt, or ffcfh of lightening t And now when they fell to entreatiej 

rather 
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rather than to make refiftance, turning the effcCt of vi&oric to s commodious 
courfe of clcmencie,upon the yeelding of themfelves,their riches,and children* he 
tooke them to mercie. The Chamavilikewife, who had given femblable attempts, 
he fet upon,and with the fame celeritie partly he put to the fword,and partly,when 
they ftoutly refifted and were taken alive, he hung yrons upon • others, that tooke 
them to their hcelcs,and fcarefully in all haft fled,he permitted for the whilc,to get 
away without hurt: unto whole embafladours, fent afterward to make fupplicati- 
on and to provide fortheir eftates,Iying humbly proftrate upon theground before 
his face and under his very eye,he graunted peace with thiscapitulation,toreturne 
in fafetie to their owne home. Thus when all things fucceeded according to his 
hearts defire, haftening with moft vigilant care to found by all means pofliblethe 
good of the provinces, he thought (as the time would permit) to repaire three 
skonces or forts, fituate directly in a rew upon the banke of the river Mofa, which 
lately had beene overthrowne by the obftinate felfe-willed Barbarians: and forth¬ 
with, omitting the warres fora fmali time, reedified they were. And to the end, 
that the policic wifely begun he might by quicke difpatch make fafe,out of the fe- 
ventecnc daies provifion of corne which the fouldiors as they marched forward 
in their expedition carriedon their neckes, he defalked a portion, and layed up in 
the fame holds; hoping, that fo much as was taken from it might bee fupplied out 
of the Charnavians corne fields. But it fell out farre otherwife: for,by reafon that 
the ftanding corne was not yet ri pe, the fouldiors having fpent what they carried, 
and finding food in no place, fell to threatening tearmes in the higheft degree, pro¬ 
voked Julian with foule names and opprobrious language,caliing him a vaine Gre¬ 
cian of Afia,and a deceitfull, yea, and one that,under the fhewof wifedome and 
lcarning,was a very lob and foolc: and,as ufually there be fome found even among 
armed fouldiors,that havereadieand rolling tongues of their owne above their fcl- 
loweSjthey ttucke not to mumble many of thefe and fuch like fpccches: Whither 
are we drawne without all hope of better? in times paft verily we endured hard travaile 
and moft iikefome to be abidden even through fnowes and the pinching cold of bitter 
frofts: but now, 0 Jhamefull indignitie , when we are upon the point finally to vanquijh 
and defeat our enemies,readie we be to pine away and c onfumefor very faminejhe moft 
inglorious and bafe kind of death that is. And that no man may thin ke us to be mutinous 
and given to raife commotions^ we proteft,that it is for our life onelythaswe (peake, cra¬ 
ving neither gold nor ftlver^which long agoe we might not have , nor fo much as once 
fee-, fo denied it was us , as if we bad been cerrvified to have undertaken fo many toilefull 
paines and perils even againft the S tote and Commonweale . And to fay a truth, good 
reafon they had thus to complaine: For among fo many courfes of probable or 
allowable matters, and doubtfoll points of neceflitie, the fouldiors out-toyledand 
fpent with the painefull fervicesofGaule, had gotten neither 'donative nor wagw, 
fince time that lulian was thither fent: for that neither himfelfe could come by 
aught to give, nor Conftamim after the wonted manner permitted any fuch allow¬ 
ance to be beftovved. And hence it appeared plaincly, that this was done upon 
fraudulent malice rather than nigardiie; becaufc,whcnthe faid Cafar had given a 
fmali matter of no value to a certaine common fouldior, asking fomewhataccor- 
ding to his need to goc unto the barber for to be trimmed, he was for it with con¬ 
tumelious tcatmes traduced and backbitten by Gandemim then Nowne, who had 
abode long in Gaulctofpieiato his proceeding; whom aften^^hmldtecon^ 

maunded to be put to death^s (hall be fhewed kt place convenient. At lcngm? 3 *- 
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^.u^m.itinie was appeared, not without fundrieforis offaire words and pfe*. 
^^cte/md^Bymeanesofa bridge made of fli.ps joyned together, 
? h Jwct the Rhmejnd fet foot in the Alemans countries. Seven* Go 
SotfetofaS.;w“oXe.imehad beeneawarlike and induftrious cap. 

taine.allonafuddalnebecamelitherand heartlefle. And he that oftentimes en- 
'•ouuged both all and (ome to fight courageoufly, now feemed a contemptible 
and timorous diffuader of battaile, haplyfor feare of death fo neere at hand : like 
as we read imhebookes of r^rtheTufcane, that they vyho are w.thin a while 
to be fmitten with the lightening of Viiovv*, are fb dolled ln their fences,that they 
can heate neither thunder not any great noifewhatfoever. And contrary to his 
wontedmanner, hee inarched in his journey lazily, infotnuchashee temfiedby 
threatening death,the guides that led the way apace and luftily before, unlefle they 
all with one accord would agree and avouch, that they were altogether ignorant 
of the waies: who fearingthe authentic of this prohibition,went no where,after 
that,one foot forward. 

Chap, ix 

The Aleman kings Suomarius and Hortarius, notable to endurethe heavie 
might of this, wane, in humble manner fue for peace, 
and obtaine it. 

0 0 vvbeit, during thefe lingering delayes ,Suomar'm a king of the Ale¬ 
mans,of hisownc accord,together with his friends and followers, 
unthought of before, met Cafar upon the way: fa prince he was 
before time prowd and cruelly bent to endammage and hurt the 
Romanes* but then he thought it would be an unexpe&cd gaine 
well gotten, in cafe he might befuffered to hold his owne:) And for that his coun- 
tenanceand gate fhewed him to be an humble fuppliant, he was entertained and 
willed to be of good chcareand quiet in mind 5 who then abandoning wholly his 
owne willand pleafure,mcekely upon his knees befought peace. And verily, hee 
obtained the fame with pardon graunted for all that was paft,under this condition, 
That he fhould redclivcrour men that were captives^nd find the fouldiors food, 
fo oft as was needfull, after the manner of bafe vaflales received to mercie and pro- 
tc&ion, taking onely fccuriticof life for whatfoever he brought in: which if hee 


accordingly without faile. Nowwerethey to march alfointotheterritoiieof the 
other king named Hortmus : and becaufe nothing feemed wanting but guides, 
Cm far gave commaundement unto AWfa*,Tribune of theScutarij,and to Chari- 
ton 2 man of admirable ftrengthand valour, with all diligenceto feeke, find, take, 
and prefent unto him one captive or other: So with all expedition an Aleman 
youth was caught up and brought unto him, who promifed upon a capitulation 
covenanted to have his life fevcd,for to difeover and (hew the wayes. Thus went 
he afore,and thearmie followingafter was impeached for going on dill by a bar* 
22S2*“« h "f* dawnc and lying in their way.But by wheeling abound 

^Sf,udr ,n<Jin0 length to the places aforefaid,.nd 

W?-- angne mood fcll to fieri® of the fields, to bar- 
tying away both cattell and fblkc, yea and without merde hwing in pieces as ma¬ 
ny 
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ny as maderefiftance. The king fore troubled and difquieted with thefe advafe 
accidents, when he faw many of his territories fpoy led, and beheld withall the re- 
maincs of townes and villages contained with fire,confidcring now,that thcfinall 
ruihe of his whole eflatc was at hand, himfelfe alfo befought pardon, and after an 
execrable oath taken to doe whatfoever fhould beimpofed upon him, promifed 
alfo to make reftitution generally of all captives: for that was a capitulation in the 
conditions that was much flood upon and carneftly urged :but he delivered a few, 
and detained the moft part. Which being knownc,/#&«* was provoked to juft in¬ 
dignation : infomuch,as whenhethefaid king came, as the manner is, to have a 
gift bellowed upon him, fbureof his followers that accompanied him, in whole 
affiftance and fidelitiehehad moft affiance, he would not dtfmifle, before that all 
the captives were returned. Howbeit, being by Cafar fent for to a conference and 
parle, whom he adored with trembling eyes, and even overcome againe with the 
fight of the conqueror, he was driven to an hard exigent and condition ; namely 
this, That for as much as it was meet &requifit after fo many profperous achieve¬ 
ments, that thofe cities alfo which the Barbarians had forcibly rafed and deftroied, 
fhould be reedified, he at the charges of himfelfe and his people muft find cariage, 
timber &c. for the building. Which after he had promifed to doe, and withall wi- 
fhed, if he dealt any way difloy ally, to make fatisfedlion with the lofieof his heart 
bloud,he was permitted to returnchome. As forthetranfportingthitherofeorne 
and vi&uals, he might not bee compelled thereto, as Suomarius was, becaufe his 
countrey being fo utterly wafted,he could meet with nothing therein to give.Thus 
thefe kings, that in times part (welled fo outragioufly in pride, and were accufto- 
med to enrich thcmfelves with the fpoyle of our men,became now tame, & ycel- 
ded their ncckes under the yoke of the Romanes power: and as if they had beene 
borne and bred among T ributarie$,willingly obeyed their commandement.Thefe 
affaires in this wife atchieved, the fouldiors were beftowedinfundryftations, and 
Cafar retyred himfelfe to his wonted wintering place. 

C H A P. X. 

The flatterers in Court gee about to deprave and fere-doe the noble deeds and ver¬ 
ities ef Iulianus with flouts and skoffes before Conftantius -yvbich 
is no new andftrange prafft/i,Maice\lin\isfheweth 
by allegation of notable examples. 

■ Hen knowledge of thefe occurrcnts was from time to time taken in Con- 
fiantius his court (for Cafar like unto an appai itour or double diligent 
fervitor,wasof neceflitie to give notice unto the Emperourof all pro¬ 
ceedings) as many as bare greater lway than others in the court, and 
were now learned profeflbrs in that f eighth] libecall feienceof Flatterie, turned 

whatfoever was by him either wifely advifed or happily performed, unto a meere 
inockcric 5 giving out beyond all mcafiirc thefe and fuch like words full foolifhly t 
T his Iulian, a goat , and no wi#(carping thusat him for being full of haire) together 
with all his victories ftinketh againe 9 and is become odious : t canning him alfo, 4 talks- 
tivemeld-warpe , an ape in a purple coat , and a boobjh fmattering Grecian . Thus re¬ 
founding many lewd fpccches and skurrilities of this kind in theprinces eares,who 
tooke pleafure to heare thefeand fuch like notes, they went about with impudent 
words to fmocher his vertucs, ray ling at him as aflow-badsc and coward, and deli¬ 
cate 
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tate carpet-knight, andone that knew 

wereamiffc: athmgthat ^ hat malicious and fpightfull 

was charged wnh mccft andI of the Perlians, and forced 

a h‘ V ”hnlenTnon nr’owd?y puffed upby teafonof theinfolencieof their king, in 
humblemannertofueforpeace. Scmblably,^wiW^.througlr.heevill 
wilTof^ concurrents,was taxed for adrowfie fluggard^by whofemvincible vigi¬ 
lance two noil puiflant cities,obftinately bent to wotke Rome mifchiefc,were ut¬ 
terly raled to theground. Likewile, certatne flanderous backbiters, feeking many 
waies fora hole in F impetus coat, when they could find nothing ‘O him blame, wor- 
thie.obfervcd (forfooth.) theletwoihings(vetytoyestofpeakeof,andofnovalidi- 

tieOnaraely, tiiatby a peculiar and naturallufethat he tooke,hefcratchedhis head 

withonefinger,andforaprcttiewhile (to hide a certatnefouleand ill favoured 
ulcer that he had) bound up his leg with a little white band: The one of thefe nee 
did (faid they) as being a loofeand diffolute perfon j the other, as one that leaked 
for a change,and aflfe&ed to bee king ,• coraming out (forfooth) with this bald and 
frivolous rcafon,tliat it mattered not on what part of the body hec worea diademe, 
the markc of regall majeftie: and this did they by-that man, than whom there was 
not one that bare himfelfe more valiant andpoliticke in the bchalfeof his coon** 
trey,as the notable proofes that he gave doe teftifie. While thefc things thus went 
abroad, Artemius abode alfo at Rome vicc-Prar fefl or deputie governor for Baffus, 
who having beene but newly promoted Praffe&of the citie, was by naturall death 
taken away j whofe government met with turbulent Editions and commotions, 
neither had it any memorable matter worth the relation. 

Chap. XI. 

The warn that Conftantius made against the Sar motions 
and the £uodi. 

Hiles the EmperoUr in this mcane timetooke his Winter eafe and 
repofe in Sirmium,there came utito him heavie newes,and thofe 
thicke one in theneckeof another,fhewinghowtheSarmati and 
the Quadi (nations futable in ncerc neighbourhood,like conditi¬ 
ons, and confonant armour) joyntly together, in fundryfqua- 
drons difperfed, made rodcs into Pannonia,and thefccond Mat- 
(ia: who being better fitted fo&brigandize than open fight in the field, are weapo- 
ned with long pikes, and armed with habergeons madeof (haved and fmoothed 
homes, which feather-wife are wrought clofe into Iinnen jackes. Moft of their 
horfes for to ferve their tumesbee guelded, lead either upon the fight of Mares 
they fhould be difquicted and fling out of order, or bellowed behind in placeof 
fappty’ growing therewith frainpold, bewray by their thicke neighing thofe that 
ride upon them. And thefe warriors arc able to gallop and ride a great ground* 
whiles they cither follow others in chafe, orelfctumcbackethcmfelves, fating as 
they doc uponfwift couriers and pliable, leading alfo after them in hand onelere 

horie, 
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horfe,and ctherwhiles twaine, that by chaunge they might cherifh the ftrength of 
their beafts,and by alternative turrtes of reft renew their vigour afrefli After there¬ 
fore, that the*i£c|iiinox of theSpring time was paft^the Emperour having <ffem- ♦Whendaie* and 
bled a puiflaftt arrflie, put nimfelfe on his journey with the guidadceofa more gra- ^ aTCofa 
cious and mild fortune: who being come to a moft convenient place, and having 
patted over the river * Ittcr,flowing above his binkes (by reafbn that the heapes of *caIkda!{bDa‘< 
iftow and yce were now thawed and refolved into water) and that Upon a planked nubka * Veur * 
floors of mips jbyned together In manner of abridge^he invaded the lands of the 
Barbariins,which he meant to waft and fpoyle: who being prevented by hlsfpee- 
dic jounley , and feeing whole troupes of a warlike artnie affronting them, and 
readie to cut their throats r an armie (1 %) which they fuppofed could hen potff* 
bly be gathered together, confidering the feafbn of the yeare, dttift neither breath 
themfelves, nor ftand their ground* but to avoid this Uttkioked for deftm&ioft, be 
looke themfelves all at onceto flight* Moft of them* filch as for vdry feare could 
hold riofpeediepace, Were beaten downe and flaine: thofe who by their quicke 
foot man fh ip efedped death, lying clofe among the fecret vales and hidden bert** 
tomes of the mountains, beheld their nduvccramrey dcftroyvdbefore their fadd 
with the edge of the fword* which verily they might have wed, bad they made 
head and refitted with the fame vigour that ferved them toefcape away . Theft 
things were done in that part of Sarmatia which facctfr*Pannonia feconda.With •Within theking- 
like fortitude alfo, over-againft * Valeria, ourfouldlats- m manner of;a rembefteous 5^2^^ 
whirlewind Carrying and harrying the riches of the BarbairianS, Wafted what fb- 
ever flood in their way. Who beeing throughly mooved at the fight of this fo 
great a lofle and extreame miferie, laying afide all ptirpofe to hide themfelves a- 
ny longer, armed as they were in three battailous, thought (under fembfence of 
filing for peace) to fet upon our men, whiles they carried themfelves more fc- 
curely: fo that they might not be able either to make readie their weapons, ora- 
void violent wounding, or (that which is the laft meanes in extremrtie) to turne 
themfelves co flight. Now prefently there were with the Sarmatke, to partake 
with them in perill, the Quadi, who oftentimes had beene yoke-fellowcs with 
them in doing hurt. But their forward boldnefie, as readie as if was, could not 
hdpe them, running headlong as they did upon evident and open dangers: for 
aftera number were killed, as manyof them as could fiirvive, made fhife to cf- 
capc by the wayes wherein they were perfeft. Our armie then upon this fortu¬ 
nate event,which gave an edge to their ftrength and courage, joyning their fqua- 
drons clofcr together, haftened into the dominions of the Quadi: Who Fea¬ 
ring much by this accident paft , what might hang over their heads * minding 
as fuppliants to crave peace, confidently prefemed themfelves before the Em- 
perour. 
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Chap, XU. 

Zabais, Acabacius, Vfafer, and other petie kings or princes of theguadi, 
{mb humble feejertniee fMfitvegenresfetkeume Con- 
ftantius for peace,md receive the/me. 


■ Hen they therefore were about to qualifie and mitigate thefe and fuch 
like troubles,and a day was appointed for the fetting down of the con¬ 
ditions,^/^ alfo,a prince of the bloud roiall,and a young gallant.tall 
and mightieof perfonage, eventhen marfoalled the Sarmatians, as it 
were in order of battaile,for to fall likewife to entreatie and fue for peace. And no 
fbonerhad he a fight of the Emperour, butprefently he flung away his weapons, 
and fell grovelong flat upon his breaft, in manner breathk fie, and not able to rake 
his wind: and having for very feare loft the u fe of his tongueeven when he fhould 
have made his petition,thereby he moved the greater pit ie.Now,after he had aflay- 
cd fundry times to fpcake,permitted he was with fobbing(vvhich fbmewhat hinde¬ 
red his fpeech) to utter as well as he could what he requefted. At length, after he 
was refrefhed,and bidden to arifo upon his knees,having now recovered his voice, 
he humbly befought forgiveneffe and pardon for his trefpafles. Thither alfo was 
the multitude admitted to make their Applications ,* who for very feare could not 
open thrirmouthsjfor thatasyet the better perfon among them flood in doubtfull 
tearmesof danger: but when he wascommaunded once roraifehimfelfc from the 
ground,and had given untothetn a figne which they long waited for,to make their 
petition,they allcaft from them their targuets and weapons,and wholly gave them- 
felvesto humble prayers, devifing many meanesand geftuies how to exceed the 
(aid prince in lowly Application. This Zizais,bee'mg the greater potentate, had 
(with thereftof the armed men) brought alfb with him other pettieprinces,name¬ 
ly Rumon,Zwafer, and Fragilcdtet, and many lords befideof the nobihtie,to render 
the like petitions upon hopeto {peed: who albeit they rejoyced highly for their 
lives graunted,and promifcdtoundergoethcheavieloadof hard conditions,in rc- 
compenceand to make amends for holtile hurts and outrages committed, yea,and 
willingly toprefent themfclvcs, their goods, children,and wives,rogcther with the 
whole circuit of their territories and pofleflions under thepower of the Romanes; 
yet courtefie and bountic joyned with equitie prevailed and tooke place: fo that 
being willed,without feare to hold ftill theirowne habitations, they rendred up all 
the captives they had of our men . They brought in alfo their hoftages according 
as they were en joyned,and prom i fed moft readily from thenceforth to obey what- 
loever they were commaunded. This example of clemenciegavc encouragement 
like wife to others • infomuch, as there came in fpeedily together with all their peo- 
V\e,Arabanu*™&r/afer, princes of the bloud loyall, among the lords and poten- 
tatesof ermnent place,leadersoft he Gentile regiments: theoneofthem ruled part 
of theQuadi,inhabitingbeyondtheraountaincsj the other, certaineof the Sar- 
matians^ both,in regard of their countries foneere confining, and their A table fa-

a Iroall time to withdraw thcmfelves out of the waywhiles the bufintfle of Artbs- 
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ritu and his Quadi,mightbe skannedand confidered of. Who having prefonted 
themfelves in place, after thefafbion oftheircountrey, ftanding with their bodies 
ftouping, when they were not abletoexcufeand purge thcmfelves of their outra¬ 
ges committed, fearing the calamities of extrearae miferie, gave hoftages as they 
weie commaunded 3 never compelled before time to exhibiteany pledges of league 
or alliance. Thefe matters thus according to equitie and reafbn concluded, vfafer 
was admitted to deliver his requeft, whiles Araharius ftiffely flood upon thefe 
tearmes,and affirmed,That the peace which himfolfe had obtained,ought to ftana 
him alfo in ftead,as beerng partner with him, although in an inferiour degree, and 
wonted to obey his commaundements. But after this queftion was debated,order 
was givcn,That the Sarmatians,as having beenealwaies vaflals unto the Romans, 
fhould be freed from other forraine power,and fb they gladly accepted to put in ho¬ 
ftages, for better affurance of keeping the peace. After this, there offered them- 
felves of their owne accord a mightie number of nations and kings conflowing to¬ 
gether in troupsand companies,now that they underftood how Araharim went his 
way without punifbment and hurt,who befought thatthe fword might hang from 
their throats. And in like fort, they alfo, having obtained peace,which they deft red, 
brought in fooner than a man would have thought, their fonsby way of hoftages, 
whom they fent for out of the inmoft parts of the kingdome. Semblably alfo,they 
delivered up our men their prifoners(accordingas it was capitulated) whom they 
parted fro with no leffe griefe and forrow than they did from their owne children. 


Chap, x ii i. 

The Sarmatians that were {laves, after they had put to flight and bamjbtd their lords and 
wafers,contemned theclemencte ^fConftantius, and tvujling upon the 
Jlrength of theirplaces,furnifh thcmfelves with guile {wea¬ 
pons,andprayers together for their defence . 

■ Hefe affaires thus fet in order,his care was now for the Sarmatians, who 
deferved rather a pitifull eye of compaffion,than privie hatred and difc 
plea Are j unto whom, how fortunate and happie this occafion fell ou t 
to be,a man would not bclecve: fo as that might well be deemed true 
which one fayth, A princes power either majiereth or maketh Fortune. There inhabi¬ 
ted this kingdome in old time certaine ignoble potentates, but in a fecret confpira- 
cie their for van ts taking armes, enterprifed a notorious ad j and, as the Barbarians 
ufe evermore to reckon might to be their right,they vanquifhed their m afters,as be¬ 
ing in ftoutnefle their raatchcs,& in numberfuperior: who thenby reafon of feare 
that troubled their wits,beingto feeke what counfell to take .fled unto the*Vidobali * c 
inhabiting farre off,thinking it better to yeeld obcylance to their defendorsf a thing ' 
that men in diftrefle will wifh to doe)than to forve their owne (laves: which hard 
fortune of theirs they grievoufly complaining of, now that they had gotten their 
pardon,and were taken intofthe Empcrours]]protedion,craved meanesand helps 
to recover their libertie: and fo farre forth was he mooved with this wrongfull in- 
dignitie.that in the fight of the whole armie he called them all together, and gave 
them very good and gracious words,willing and commandingthetn to obey none 
but himfolfe and the Romatiecaptaines.And tothcend that this reftitution of&ec- 
dome might have the addition and encreafcwithall of dignitie,helct6verthe fame 
Saraiatians^stheirkingy2i^*/,a noble perfon and of Aghreputaxion^nect verily

Son®™ thefcet of the fouldiots as they fliould march, and after paidon graunted, 
did what they were commaunded 5 yea,and delivered their children as homages m 
cawne that they would yeeld pcrformanceof conditions impofedupon ihe ; draw- 
jngforth alfo their fwords,which they worlhip as gods,fvyare by them to continue 
loyall and faithfull. Theft affaires thus brought (as hath bin related) to fo happie an 
eniihe regard of a common good required, that the forces (hould with all fpeed 
be turned upon the Limigantes.thofe Sarmatian Haves and ufurpers aforefaidifont 
was anabhominable (haroe,that they had without puniflimeiitperpetrated fo ma¬ 
ny wicked prankes: Who likewife, as if they had forgotten their former outrages, 
now that the free Sarmatiansbrake out and caft off their allegeance, having gotten 
fo fita time and oportunitie,entred forcibly into the Roman marches, toperforme 
this only mifehiefeand viIIanie,joyning in onemind with their mafters & enemies. 
Howbeit, upon good deliberation determined it was,That this offence alfo fhould 
be punifhed more mildly than the hainoufnefTe of their crimes requiredrby procee- 
dingthus fane forthin rcvenge,as that they fhould be tranflated into places farrerc* 
mote,thereby to loofe the meancs of molefting our territories: yet the confcience 
they carried about them,whatlewd & wicked parts they had this long time played, 
made them tofeare the dangers wherein they flood. And therefore imagining no 
leffe,than that the whole wane fhould be bent upon them,they furnifli ed thcfelves 
with falfehood in their hearts,weapon in their hands, and prayers in their lips. But 
at the firftfightofourarmie,being ftruckcn and aftoniedas with a flalh and ftroke 
oflightning,and thinking of nothing but extremitie, after they had craved life,they 
promifed a yerely tribute,the muttering of their able and luftie youth,y ea and their 
fcrvice \ readie, asthey madefhew by gefhire and countenance, to yeeld and give 
content, if they were fo commaunded, to flit into fbrae other countrey j yet prefu¬ 
ming confidently on the ftrength of thofe places, wherein after they had driven 
m*. their mafters thence,they had feated thetnfelves in fecuritie. [For the river*Parthi£ 
■p* cus running downc violently into thefelands, with a crooked courfe and ftreame 
mingleth his water with 4 Ifter. But whiles he pafleth on alone with more libertie, 
gliding foft by litdeandlittlethrough long and fpatious countries, and neere unto 
his iffiie reducing the fame into a narrow ftreit, with his owne channell he defen- 
deth the inhabitants upon it from the invafion of the Romanes by the channellof 
Danubius, and by his owne fence performed! them fafe from the out- rodes of the 
Barbarians.In which place,the moftpait of the coumrey, by reafon ofthe natural! 
moiftureofthe grounded therifingoftheTivcrs,be overflowne, full of (tending 
waters^nd ovet-growne with wiHowes,and therefore unpayable, unlefle it bceio 
luch as are very skilfull in thofe quarters: and befide all this, there isa winding cir¬ 
cuit of an Ifland^nceting in a manner by the comtning to it ofPaithifcus, which a 
greater nver environing/evereth fiom all fcUowftup wkh the forme land.] 
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Chap, xiii i. 

The Sarmm&n fives daring to ioyne battaile with the Remane artnie , after a fhortfight 
are difeomfited\ and by every hloudie execution, within the /pace of half eon 
houre utterly detfroyed. After which overthrow , the reft who 
remained at home were cruelly dealt with . 

H Hey came therefore,at the princes motion, with their in-bred pride 
and arrogance,to the hithermore bankcof the river, not minding, 
as the end fhewed, to doe that they were commaunded, but be- 
caute they would not feeme to dread the prefence and fight of ouc 
fouldiors: where they ftood in a ftout and ftubborne ielfe-will, ma¬ 
king pJaine (liewjhat therforc they drew fo neere,becaufe they would rejeft what- 
foever edmmaundement fhould be layed upon them. Which the Emperour fee¬ 
ing evidently that it might happen, having fecretly divided hisarmie into many 
battailons, with quickefpeed and expedition enclofed them, *as they went, within 
thefaid battailons of his owne fouldiors: and (landing himtelfc with fbme few 
upon an higher banke,and defended with a ftrength of his guard about him, hec 
mildly willed them not to be unruly. But they, wavering and doubtfull in mind, 
were diftrafted contrarie waies,whiles by wily craft and furious heat together they 
afiayed to give battaile, but withall entermingled their prayers: and fo providing 
to ifTue forth in a place neere unto them,and to charge upon our men, they caft for 
the nonce their (hiclds a great way before them ,that ftepping forward by little and 
little to recover them, they might without any (hew of fraud gaine ground by 
ftcalth. Now by this time the day was well fpent, and grew toward evening: fee¬ 
ing then the declining of daydight put them in mind to make haft, our fouldiors 
marched with their banners upright, and in a fierie heat advaunced againft them. 
Who keeping clofetogether ? and drawing themfelves into thicker rankes, bent all 
their force againft the prince himfelfe, (landing (as hath beene (aid) on high: and 
that they did with menacing eyes and terrible words. This furious madnefle of 
theirs ourarmie for very anger could not endure, but ( as they preafTed hard and 
hote upon the Emperour,as hath beene faid) with a battailon narrow and (barpe- 
pointed before i which forme the fimpleand plainc fouldiors ufe to tearifle Caput 
poreij. an Hogs head, gave them fuch a hote and violent charge, that they dif-ran¬ 
ked their battaile. Thus on the right hand our footmen cut in pieces the compa¬ 
nies of their footmcn,and on the left our men ofarmes entred the nimble troupes 
of their horfemen . The Pretorian band that carefully guarded the Emperours 
perfon, affronted them in the very bread,and flew them downc right: foone after 
alfo as they fled, came upon their backes and killed them. And thefe Barbarians^ 
they were overthrowne and felled to the ground, fuch was their invincible contu- 
macie and wiifulnefle, (hewed by the horrible gnafhing noife which they made, 
that they grieved not (b much at their owne death, as at our mifns joy and glad- 
neffe. And befide thofe that were ftarke dead, a number cjf them having their 
ham firings cut,and thereby deftituteof-ill meanest© flye , feme with their fight 
hands cut off, others againe unwounded verily, but jcruibcd and fqueezed under 
the weight of thofe that went over them , endured dolorous torfoents* 
one word or grone given : neither was there one of them, who among thofe lun- 
dry forts of execution either craved mercie, or flung his weapon fiom him,or defi- 
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fdence: yea,'and they were heard othcrwhiles grumbling and mumbling thrfe 
words; That it was bag rfFartuaeaai aattf thensteftrt, that this brfeU umathcm. 
Thus in the (pace of one halfe houre was tnetriallof this battailedifpatched, and 
fo many Barbarians lay dead at once upon the ground, as that it was the vidoric a- 
loncand nothing elfc which (hewed there had beene a field fought.Scarcely were 
vet thefehoftile nations defeated, when the neerekmsfolkeand deere friends of 
them that were flainc, of both fexes and all ages one with another, were brought 
forth in routsand companies, pluckedout of their poore and low cottages: who 
abandoning the prideof their former life, fell to the moft humble and fervile obfe- 
quioufneffc that might be. And thus againe within the compafTe of a veryfmall 
time, a man might lee whole heapes of bodies flaine,and flockes of poore captives. 
Whiles this heat therefore of fighting,and the gaine withall ofconquering,pricked 
our men ftili forward, they rofe up allatonce, intending the definition of thofe 
that either forfooke the field, or lay dofe hidden within their cottages. When our 
fouldiors therefore,thirfting ftili after thebloud of Barbarians, were come to the 
places where they kept,downe they went with thelightthatch,and hewed the men 
in pieces: neither was there any one of them, whom his cabbin, were it never fo 
furely framed of ftrong timber-peeces,laved from danger of death. Finally,when 
as all was on a light fire, that none could lurke or lye hid any longer, now that all 
meanes of faving life were cut off,every one either perifhed obftinately confumed 
with fire,or avoiding the fire,if he went forth of dores, whiles he fought to decline 
that one kind of death, fell upon the enemies fword, and fb was flaine. Yet fome 
there were of them,who efcaping both weapon and fire, as generall as it was,com¬ 
mitted themfelves totheftreameof the river running hard by, in hope by skill in 
fwimming to gaine the banke on the farther fide: of whom, the moft part firnke 
under the waves, and perifhed- fomewerefhot in with arrowes, andfo loft their 
lives iinfomuch,as with abundance of bloud there fhed, theftreame of the river 
fomed and fwelled againe. Thus by both elements, the armed anger and valourof 
the winners,made deane worke and riddance of all. Decreed then it was,after this 
order taken aforefaid. That generally throughout, they fhould all loofe both hope 
and comfort oflife:andfo,afterthcirhoufosbumt,and whole families cariedaway, 
commaundemcm was given,That veffels fhouldbegotten together, to fcavch out 
thofe whom the farther banke of the river had fevered from our arroie: and foorth- 
with Jeaft the courage of the warriours fhould abate or wax coole, certaine nimble 
and lightly appointed skirmifhers were put in boats, who being guided along the 
fecretcoaftsofthecountrey, met withall the lurking holes of the Sarmatians : who 
at the fuddame fight of them were deceived, namely/eerogthem to betheir owfie 
countrey whemes and rowers whom they knew. But when by the glittering of the 
weapons afarte off,they perceived that was comming toward them which they fea¬ 
red, they betooke themfelves for refuse and fafetie ro their moorifh and fennic 
wounds, whom the fouldiors followed themore maiicioufly: and having killed 
themoft avi&orie there, where a man Would haveverily thought, 

they naihacoiddkccpe fore footing,nom^ adventure upon any fcrvice. :

The Pieenfisand Lkmigantes, terrified with thefefrejhexamples of their confederate 
thusfabduedamt Used dong, yedd their neckes unto the Romane yoke: 
and having beene compe&ed to fieke other plates for their 
habitation,at length are reduceaby Conftan- 
tius into their aunciem feat . 

H Fter that the * Amicenfes were in manner all deftroyed ,as large a coun - *Sirmatiam, fo 
trey as they over-fpread, our men marched without delay againft the 3jo^ e ,epon 
"Picenfcs (t hus called of the regions bordering upon them) w ho were pw 

the fafer by reafon oftheir fellows miferies, wherof they had certain in- cS. E,fcdl ' 
telligenceby thecontinuall rumors that ran of them .Tothefurprifingand fubdu- 
ing of them (for an hard piece ofworke it was to purfue them fcattered as they were 
in divers places,and namely where vnskilfalnefle in the waies giveth a check) *rhey *ourm«n. 
tooke unto them the helpe of the*TaifaIi,and likewife of the free Sarmatians. And ♦or ThaiphaU. 
confidering that the regiments of theft their aid-fouldiors were by diftance of pla¬ 
ces farre fevered,our men choft thofetra<fts to invade that joync to Moefia jthe Tai- 
fali tooke in hand thofe parts that lay next,* and the free Sarmatians feized upon the 
lands that lay oppofite unto them.The Limigantesaffiighted with the frefh exam¬ 
ples of them that were fubdued and overthrowne,wavered a long time in doubt ful 
minds, Whether they fhould die,or fall to entreatie, feeing they had norableexam- 
ples and experiments given of both waies . In the end, checounftll of their elders 
prevailed fb much, and the confideration withall of fo many and fondry vi&ories, 
that they tooke the courfe to yeeld themfelves. They alfo came in and joined with 
them in humble fupplication,who by fbrccofarmes had ufurped iibertie: and the 
refidue likewift of them (defpifing now ftich matters as had bin overcome,& were 
unmeet for warre,feeing the mightier in place) with humblepraicrs fubmitted their 
necks to the yoke. The more part of them therefore,aftcrthey had received a fafe- 
condu<ft,and forfaken the ftrong defence&bulwarke ofthemountaines, fpedrhem 
apace to the Romanes campe over the fpacious and wide champian fields, together 
with their parents,wivcs,and children,as alfo with that pelfc which their quickc de¬ 
parture permitted them to ftealcaway. And thcy that were thought would rather 
loofe their lives,than be compelled to void their countrcy,whiles they tooke licenti¬ 
ous madnefle to be Iibertie, willingly agreed now to be under authoritie, an d to en¬ 
ter upon other quiet & truftie places of habitation, fo as they might not be troubled 
with warres,nor changed by (editions. And thefe men being received into prote&i* 
on,according to their owne defire (asit was verily thought) remained quiet for a 
fmall time - but afterwards through their in-bred wildnefle grew againe to commit 
moft mifthievous outrage,as (hall be (hewed in convenient procefle of our hiftorie. 

In this profperous courfe and foccefleof affaires, a competent defence of Iilyrickim 
was upon a twofold reafon eftabl i (hed: the du pie greatneftc of which bufinefftthe 
emperor having taken in hand,effc<ftedboth.Thebamfhedperfonsfu(jte&cd thogh 
they were for their mutabilitic,yct like to behave thcfel ves fomewbat more clvilely, 
he reduced home at length .and placed in their auncienthabitations:and to doc the 
fame people a greater pleafore,he fet over them not an ignoble & bale minded king, 
but one of royallbloud defeended, and endued with excellent part&both of bodie 
and mind,even him whom befoie time they themfelves had made their governour.

ISRS^SIPon fo happie a traine of brave exploiis^Ww now bearing him- 
EHB felfe higher ihan one that feared any thing, ardwtth generall confent 
of the (ouldiors ftyled Scctmdm Strmatcu* , after the name of thofe 
whom he had fubducd, and being now at hand to depart, called all the 

high place in the campe, made a fpeech after his manner unto the armie, graa- 
ousas he was in the eyes of all men, to this effetft. iWremmbrtnccof our tlmom 
tuhkvcmtntsfelnck to valium mat is more acceptable thait all the plea/uresm the world, 
mcveth mein right modeff tearmes to rehearfe unto you the mojl faithful! defenders of the 
Humane State, what enormities (i ^ourviaoriousfertunefent unto us from God above, 
both before battailc,andm the very heat alfi offight) we have reformed andfet tn frame: 
For what u thei efoglorious,orfo wort hie in all right to be commended unto the memoriall 
find records ofpotterttteyhan that a fouldiorJavtng bee/tin the aSHott of worthy exploits, 
may reioyce in thefamefo wifely and politickely devifed? Our enemies in their furious 
rage, and upon a vanirie of (wettingpride, dejpifing us in our abfence> whiles we were em¬ 
ployed in the defence of holy and Gaule,over-ran JUyricum at their pleafure: and inftndry 
redes that they made to and fro, wafted the frontiers of our limits: one while in hollowed 
noughts of cake , otherwhiles on foot pacing over rivers: not by way of conflict in open 
fiela,nor ufing themeanes of armour andfine force $ but like,as their ufe hath alwoies bin, 
after the manner offcaret brigands and robbers, for their craftie guile and varietie of de~ 
ceitfull mockeries everfrom thefirft beginning of their nation dread even unto our old an- 
cettors. What dtjpleajares were by them done toller able, we /offered, as being in perfon 
fane removed/uppoftng that lighter Ioffes by the effeffuaUfervice of our captaines might 
heforfended. But when through their licemioufneffetheyproceeded further, and grew to 
worke massy mifchiefes and the utter undoing of wholeprovinces } after we had fortified 
and made fare the avenues into Rhatia , ana by a moft vigilantguard firmely founded the 
Jecoritie of Gaule, leaving no caufe of terror andfcare behind us at our backes we came in¬ 
to T&nnonia, to the pleafure ofet email God,purpoftng to ftreno then whatfoever was like 
to run to mine and decay . And when all things wereprepared accordingly, as yee know , 
in the middle of Spring we went in hand with moft weightie and important affaires.Firft, 
that whenwe wtre about to frame abridge clofeioymed, novoleyesof fhotmsght impeach 
us: which worke being with/mail adof nifhed,after we had feene and overrun our enemies 
lands-,the Sarmatiasts,wboftubbornely in a wilfuU mind went about to withftand us unto 
death,we overthrew and fubdued without any Ioffe of our owne men. The guadi alio in 
femblahie maUpartnes,whiles they came to aidtlye Sar motions,andfell upon the fquadretts 
*fw noble Ugsons joe hewedht pieces ; who after mif or able damagesfattained, having 
found by experience in au their braving redesand minatorie attempts ofrefiftance,ofwhat 
force our valour was ^dcaft away all fence ofarmour', and tbe/e hands which they hadpre- 

pBvdtudfotedferfightyheycarriedpiifnionedbebisodarthcir backes: and feeing neother 
t0 fevetbeir Itves but ist prayer and petition,they fell proftrateattbcfootofamerci- 
fnu Emperour ydbofebattaiUthey had oftenfeundto have come untoafortunatend-dfter 

thefe 
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for refuge unto thetrJtarttng boles among the blind marijbes. And when thefe exploits 
were likewife brought to an happie comlufumyhe time was come when Wewtretonfe fea- 
finable mildneffeand clemencte. T he Limtgames we forced to flit into places farre remo¬ 
ved, for feare they might any more beftirre themfelvesto doe our men mifehiefe , and matt 
of them we (pared. Over thofe that were free, we feta* ruler Zizais, who was to be devo¬ 
ted andfaithfull afterward unto us, reputing it a greater matter tocreate, than to prefent 
unto the Barbarians a king: and this honor added much unto thefolemnitie of his creati¬ 
on,that he was appointed unto the fame people a ruler,who had before time eletted and Ac¬ 
cepted him. A foure-fold reward therefore, which one expedition hath performed,we have 
acquired and the Common-wealth together:firft, by working due revenge upon hurtfull 
andmifehievotss robbers > and after by taking of our enemies fomanyprifoners as mayfa- 
t is fieyou abundantly. For with thofe things ought venue and prowejfe to ftand contented, 
which it hath woon by painefullfweat and ftrong hand: as for ourfelves, our owne tra - 
voiles and fortitude will befure tofive for us much weakly and ample riches, which are 
great treasures,even the patrimonies of all men whole and found. For this is'tt that be fee- 
meth the mind ofagood prince; thisfuitethwell with profperousfucceffes. Finally,I my 
felfe alfo carrie before me thefpoile of our enemies name, even the additioninmyftyle of 
Secundus Sarmaticus : which yee all with one accord, without arrogancie be it fpoken , 
have worthily and for defirt conferred upon me. After this fpeech ended,the whole a£ 
fembly with more than wonted alacritie, as having their hope of greater matters 
and gaine bettered,by way of joyfull applanfe and feftivall acclamations rofe up, 
to refbund the praifcs of their Emperor: and at laft,after open declaration made ac¬ 
cording to the maner,Thac Conjiantius was invincible, repaired with joy unto their 
pavilions. And the Empcrourbeing brought backc unto his pallace,and refrefhed 
with two daies repofe,returned with triumphant pompe to Sirmiumrthe militarie 
bands and companies aifo,retyred to their appointed places of abode, tn thefe very 
dalcs,Profper,Speclatus£nd Fuftachiusfim as embafladours unto thePeifians, as I 
have (hewed before,went unto the king, being returned to Ctefiphon, producing 
the Emperors letters and prefents, and they demanded(as things then ftood whole 
and found)apeace:and mmdfullof their commiffion and whatdire&ions they had 
in charge,thcy never left the due regard of the good and majeftieof the Romane 
Empire,avouching boldly,that the covenant of amitie was to be eftablifhed noo- 
therwife, but with this condition, That there fhould be no motion at all made of 
troubling the Rate of Armeniaand Mefopotamia.When therefore they had ftaied 
there a long time,feeing the king moft obftinatdy fet and hardened againft the ad¬ 
mitting of any peace, unlcfle the Seignorie of thefe countries were awarded unto 
him jthey returned without eflfc&ing their bufineffe. After this,were fent to obtaine 
the fclf-famc thing with like ftrength and validitie of condiikyns^LuciUianm a *Iieu- * 
tenanted Procopius at that time a Notarie,who afterwards entangled and tied fall 
with a certaine knot of violent neccffitie, rofe up in open rebellion, and afpired to 
the imperial! diademc.

Heft a6s in one and the fame yeare were in fiindry parts of the 

S world atchieved. But in Gaule, now that the State flood in 
better tearmes than before,and Eufibius, together with Hyp* 
brethren >were ftyled with the high titles of ConfuIs 5 /#/r- 
an renowmed in the place of his Winter abode,f or contriving 
of his affaires to lb good fucceffe,having fequeftred and layed 
afide for the meane time all cares of warre,with no lefle regard 
difpofed and ordered many things to the behoofe and welfareof the provinces, 
obfervingdi!igently,Thatnoman (hould be furcharged with the burthen of tri- 
bute,That no one mans greatnefle or power (hould over-weigh and opprefle ano¬ 
ther,nor they be in place of authorise, whofc privat eftate grew by the fall and de¬ 
cay of the Common weale, nc yet that any Iudge (hould without punifliment 
fwerve from equiue. And this redrefled he with fmalltravaileandlittleadoe:for 
that himfclfe deciding quarrels and controverfies (efpeciallywhen the greatnefle 
cither of caufes or perfons fo required) was a conftant and irremoveable difeerner 
of right and wrong. And albeit there be many commendable examples of his, 
in fuch like controverfies, yet it fiiall fuffice to put downebut one,to the patternc 
or likeneffe whereof his other deeds or fayings are to bee confidered. Numerius, 
ruler but a while before of Narbonenfis fGallia - ] being accufed for theft,he heard 
after an unufuallcenforious rigour openly at thebarre before his Tribunall, and 
admitted to the audience of his triallwhofoever were willing to bee there : who 
when he pleaded unguiltic, and put by all matters obje&edagainft him, by a bare 
denial],and could not in any one point be convinced^Delpkidius a mofl fharpe O- 
ratour, who layd fore againft him, for want of prciofesand evidences, in a great 
chafe cried out: Who cm ever be foundguiltie , o moH noble and renowmed Ca?far, 
incafiitfidlbe fufficienttodenie? Whereat Julian bcingmooved, wifely replied 
thus ex tempore: And who (quoth he) canbe unguilttejf it wtllfluff tee to hove scat* 
fed? Thefe verily were his fpeeches, and many fuch in civile matters. But now 
being minded to goc forth unto ail urgent warrc-fcrvice,when he confidered that 
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certaine territoriesof the Alemans harboured in their hearts hoftilltie, and Would 
both dare and doe many outrages, unlefle they alfo, after the examples of others, 
wereoverthrowne,he ftucke perplexed and doubtfull, with what forces, or with 
what expedition(fo foone as in reafon he might have fit oportunitic)by preventing 
all rumor of his comming, he {hould be able on a fuddaine to invade their lands. 

Now as he caft about and thoughrupon many and fundry waies, hee rcfolved at 
length to aflay that which prooved in the iffue and effed thereof expedient .Hee 
difpatched in fliew of embaflie Hariobaudes , a ^Tribune notin ordinarie, a man of * lWtatetn Trlhl _ 
approoved fidelitie and fortitude,without any one pri vie thereto, unto Hort&riut a «""• 
king no w at peace, that from thence going eafily forward into their confines, a- 
gainft whom he was immediatly to make warre, he might enquire (as he was very 
skilfull in the Barbarians language) What they went about: who beeing boldly 
gone about this bufinefle,himfelfe taking the fit feafon of theyeare,havingafTem- 
bled his fouldiors from all parts, went foorth to this expedition: and among the 
moft fpeciallfervices to be done, he thought good with all (peed to perforrne this 
one, namely, before the heat of any conflicts and battailes to enter into thofe cities 
which long before hadbecne rafed,and when they were thus recovered, them to 
fortifie : alfo to build new barnes and gamers in lieu of thofo that were burnt, 
wherein might be layed up for ftorc theprovifion of corne which was wont to be 
tranfported out of Britannic. And both thefe workes were finished (boner than a- 
ny man would have thought: for notonely the garners were quickly reared, but 
alfo the cities taken in and feized on, in number (even, to wit, * Caftra Herculis, 

* Quadriburgum, *Triccfimae, *N ivefio,*Bonna *Antcnnacum, and *Bingio: 
where,as good hap was, Florentine the Praefed fuddainely fhewed himfeife, ha- ^cokm. 
ving in his condud part of the forces, and bringing With him fufficient prbvifiorf vta3S!5?-». 
of viduali toferve fora long time. After thefe things thus accomplifhed,it remai- 
ned (fuch was the urgent occafion and prefent neceffitie) that the walis of thefe ce¬ 
cities thus gained, (hould be repaired,whiles no man as yet was there to interrupt *An<kmacb. 
or impeach this worker aridthis is apparant by clcere evidences and arguments, * El ” s * 
that the Barbarians at that time,for feareand not for love of their ruler, ferved the 
common good. The kings according to the capitulation of covenant the former 
yeare,fent upon their ownecarts and waggons much matter meet for building: 
and the aid-fouldiors,who alwaies difoained fuch kind of minifleries, by the faire 
words that Julian gave them wrought to the performance of diligent fervicqwil¬ 
lingly carried upon their neckcs timber-pieces fiftie foot long and above , dfid ri- 
mong thofo workmen arid labourers that ferved the carpenters,ftood them irt right 
goodftead. . •.*; 'Vu ! J•

The Alemans having intelligence how the Romatte arptik was broken in y 
■ and had fit Jure footing beyond Rhene ? crave peace y .yrhifh ( 

upon certaine conditions wasgrpupted, 1fuv; : - p : 

H Hiles thefe workes were fet forward with diligence, and SfoU^it 
: with all fpeed to effe&, Hariobaudes hadfoarchcd andfo^d 
into every thing, returned, and related wh^t he Wdleamed. ™er 
whofe cornming, the forces were (ootie afoot, ariefo they (Sriue a- 
P long 
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Ion® to * Moaontiacum } where when Tier entity and Lupicinus, the liiccefibur 
to Sever*, urfed very hard, That they trnift pafle over at a bridge fet up and ere- 
<aed there: C®/irtnoft ftiffely ftood againft them, faying. That they ought not to 
tread on the lands of thofc that were within the peace, for feare, leaft ( as often, 
timesit falleth out) through the uncivilebehaviour ofthefouldtore(fpoylingwil. 
fully what evcrcomcs in their way) the covenants of the league (hould be rude- 
ly broken. Howbeit,the Alemans in generall, againft whom our armie marched, 
thinking what danger came towards them, warned in minatorie tcarmes king 
Suemmuty who by an agreement andcompofitionpaftwas become friend unto 
us, to debarre the Romanes from paffage over ( for his townes and territories lay 
clofc to the farther bankes of Rhene:) who protefting, That of himfelfe alone 
he was not able ; the Barbarian multitude alTembling themfelves all together, ap¬ 
proved Mogontiacum, rcadie with all their power to impeach the armie, that it 
Ihould not erode the river. In two refpeds therefore, that was thought conve¬ 
nient which Ca/ar had before advifed, namely, for feare that the lands of our 
peaceable confcderats Ihould be fpoyled, and leaft whiles a moft warlike nation 
was readic to make refiftance, a bridge Ihould be(with the danger of many mens 
lives) fa up there in a place which was indeed moft meet for the framing of a 
bridge. Which our enemies having moft wifely confidered, marching foftly a- 
long the contrariebanke,Iooke where they few afarreoff our men to pitch their 
tents, there alfo they in the feme paralelc over-againft them attended all night, and 
flept not, obferving with right vigilant care, that no paffage Ihould be attempted. 
But when our men were come to the place before providedjthey fet them do wne 
and retted within the prccind of trench and rampier. Then Ca/ar taking Lupicinus 
to counfell,commaunded certainc*Tribunesto raakereadie three hundred foul- 
diors lightly appointed,with flakes, and thofe altogether ignorant what to doe, or 
whether to goc. Thefe being gotten together, when it was farrein the night, and 
all of them going aboord (whom fortie fmall pinnaces or barges,even as many as 
werethen at hand,received) were willed to row along the river, with filcnce, fo as 
their very oares (hould hold off,or give a light firoke, for feare th at the noife of the 
waves might raife the Barbarians $ and fo with readie minds and active bodies they 
breake through the frontier bankes over-againft them, whiles the enemies were 
amufed on the fires that our men made. Meane while that thefe things were fet- 
ting forward with all fpced, Hortariits, a king made before hand our confederate, 
not mindmg to alter aught otherwife than the tenour of the covenants went ; but 
withall, a friend untohis neighbour-borderers,havinginvited and aflfembledtoge- 
ther all the kings,princes of the bloud, lords and potentates to a feaft, kept them 
with him at good cheare, which (according to the manner ofthecountr^) held 
watch ° f the n *§ ht: whom,as they departed from him, om men 


hey found monk*) wereftrucken^^ 

who 
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who watched the bridge with great care and diligence,that it (hould not be made, 
quaking for very feare,betooke them to their heeles: and thus the unbridled furie 
of theirs affuaged, they made what haft they could to remoove their neereft and 
deereft friends farther off. Then prefently, when all this difficulty was paft, the 
bridge being fet together, and the projects of thefe fo carefull nations prevented, 
our fouldiors fecne now in the Barbarians land, paffed through the dominions of 
HortmWy without doing any hurt. But when they were come once into the ter¬ 
ritories of thofe kings, who were yet enemies, without any feare they made foule 
woike throughout the middeft of the rebels countrey, burning and fpoyling all 
before them. Now, after they had fet on a light fire the mounds and fences of 
their brittle houfes, hewed in pieces a number of folke, and feenemany of them 
falling downe, and others making fupplication 3 when they came fo farre as to a 
#ountrey named CapelIatij,orPalas, where certaine mere ftones parted the con¬ 
fines betweene the Alemans and Burgundians, there they encamped, forthjs rea- 
fon,that Macrianus and HariobaudwSy brethren, Germancs and Kings,might bee 
received without dread: who perceiving that their deftru&ion drew neere, came 
with carefull and heavie hearts to entreat for peace. After whom immediately re¬ 
paired king Vadomariu* alfo, whofe habitation was juft againft the Rauraci, and 
through the commendatorie letters of prince *Conflantm fecretly brought out, 'whether now 
and earneftly alledged, he was gently entertained ; as who long fince had been ta- grandfotto.it is 
ken into the protection of the Romane Empire. And Macrianu* verily, with his uncattine * 
brother, admitted among the Eagles and Enfignes, wondered at the varietic and 
braverieof the armour and forces, which then and never before he few, and en¬ 
treated in the behalfe of his people. But V&domartus acquainted with our men, as 
neighbouring upon the limit, marvailed,I afTureyou,at the munition and furni¬ 
ture of foftately and fomptuous an expedition? butremembred very well, that in 
the prime of his youth he had many times fecne the like. In conclufion,after long 
confutation had, and all things well weighed and confidered, unto Macmnus ve¬ 
rily and Hariobattdm peace was graunted: but as for radontariu*, who intending to 
eftablifh his owne fecuritie firme and fure, was come alfo by way of embaffage, 
and as an Oratour, in the behalfe of Vrius^ Vrficimts and Verfalpus kings, heartily 
defiring peace, he could not in this meane time fuddainely have his anfwere, for 
feare leaft (as thefe Barbarians are fickle and hardly to bee trufted) they bethin¬ 
king and remembring themfelves, after the departure of our men would not ftand 
to thofe points which by others had bccne obtained. But when they alfo them¬ 
felves, upon the fieringof their (landing come and houfes, upon the taking alfo 
of many of them prifoners, and killing a number, made fiich humble fuit, as if 
they likewife had trefpafled in the feme kind againft our people, they got peace 
with the femblable conditions: among which, this was above all moft inftantly 
urged, That they (hould redeliver all thofe captives, whome in many out-rodcs 
they had taken and carried away.

B m Hiles the heavenly providence reformah theft abufo in Gaule, there 
^ rifeth up in thcEmperourscourtaturbuienttempeft of new matters, 
1 which horn (mail beginnings proceededto fortowfull mourning and 
3 lamentation. In the houfe of Urban, then colonell of the Inlante- 
rie, it happened that a tame of Bees were evidently (eene to fettle: And when 
he carefully fought unto wifards,skilfull in prodigies about fo ftrange a fight, this 
anfwere they made, That it portended unto him feme great dangers grounding 
(forfooth) upon this conjeaure.That thefeflyingcreatures after they have made 
their habitations,and gathered goods, are driven outfrom thence withiftnoke and 
the troublefomc ringing of cymbals. This Barbatio had a wife named Afjyrta^z 
dame of no few words,nor yet wife: who,when her husband was gene foonh to 
the warres.and fearefully perplexed many waies,in regard of that which he well 
remembred had beenc foretold him by the faid Soothfaiers 3 moved like a woman 
withafoolifti toy that tooke her in the head, called for her maid fervant, who 
could skill of cyphring,and one whom (he had gotten from out ofthepatriinonie 
and goods of Silvanm by whofe hand (he wrote a letter full untowardly and out 
offcafon unto her husband,weeping,as it were,and befeeching him for Gods fake, 
That after the death of Confiantm now at hand,himfelfe (as die hoped)being ad¬ 
mitted to the imperiall place, would not caft her off, and preferre the marriage of 
Pufcbta the Queene,a ladie for perfon and beautie furpaffing. This letter was fent 
as fecretly as might be: and the maid fervant,who had penned the fame as her mi- 
ftrefleendited it, after that every man was returned home from the warre-fervice, 
ftole out in the beginning of night, and ran away to Arbetio, taking with her a co¬ 
pie of the faid letter- and being heartily welcome unto him, difclofcd that piece of 
written paper. He then,as he was the fitteft man in the world to frame an accufati- 
on againft one,trufting upon this preemption and evidence, enformed the prince 
of this matter: and,as the ufuall manner was, without any delay or paufe allowed 
to the handling of this bufineflc,fttr& 4 fti after he had con felled the reccit of fuch a 
etu&d the letter,and the woman his wife by good proofe was convi&ed to have ^written the 
jvDctobcwntten f amc> loft their heads for it. When thefe were executed, much inquifition was 
made abroad,& many men were troubled^lfwel the innocent as offendors.-among 
vihomydemine alfo^ate principal! or captainc of the Protcdores, and now Tri¬ 
bune,with many others,after he had bee ne tortured d i vers times, as oneprivie to 
die forefaid trcafon,furvived notwithftanding, and in very truth knew nothing at 
all of the matter. In recompence therefore of this wrong done,and danger wher- 
to he was brought, he became a great captaine and leader in IHyricum. Now, this 
Smimio abovdaid was aman fomewhat rude and arrogant with all in his carriage: 
in this regard alfo many hated him; for chat both whiles hee had the rule of the 
Protc&orcs in ordinarie under Gulins Cxfar , hee played the perfidious traitor: and 
alfo after his deceafe, bearing hitA&lfe prowdofhisadvauncement to an higher 
place of warrc-fervice, hedevifed and plotted the like againft lulianus Crtf or and 
oftenumes(a thing that good men detefted) he whifpered in the open earesof the 
fcmpcrour many (hrewd and grievous matters: ignorant as hee was of that wife 

faying, 
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faying and fb wel known otAriftotlewho fending Calijlkenes ,a*fe<ftarie & kinfman ♦or difciple. 
ofhisTunto K. Alexander, him many rimes incharge:T^ veryfeldombefhould 
have any talke(andbe fare then it were j>leafant)wnhaman who carried in the tip of hit 
tongue power of life and death. And that we fhould make no marvell at this,That men 
whofe minds and foules we fiippofe to be of a coeleftiali (iibftance,otherwhilcs are 
able to difeemeof things profitableand meet; confidcringthatunreafonable crea¬ 
tures are wont fometimes to defend their lives by deepe filence: as appearcth by 
this notable example. Cranes,when for heat they leave the Eaft parts,& flic Weft- 
ward,no fooner begin to enter upon the mountaine Taurus, wherein there bee fo 
many Eagles,but fearing thofe fo ftrong and hardie fbwles,clofe up their bills with 
little ftoncs, that very extreame neceffitie it felfe might not fetch any noife or voice 
from them: and after they have with fwift flight pafledover the feme hils, they 
caft away the faid ftones,and fo hold on their flight forward with more fecuritie. 


Chap. iiii. 

Whiles Sapor king of the Per fans prepareth to make warre againft the Romanes a 
Conftantius befotted by his fjeophants of the Courtis advifed to call 
backe home VrAcinus, a moft renowned warrior 
and Prnfeff cf the Eaft. 


Hiles thefe matters were with much diligence ftraitly fought into 
at Sirmium, the fortune of the Eaft founded terrible trumpets, 
and gave intelligence of much danger abroad. For, the king of 
Perfia bearing himfelfe bold of helpe from thole favage nations 
whom he had quieted,and burning unmeafurably in an ambiti- 

—- ous defirc of rule and dominion 5 made preparation of armour, 

forccs,and victuals, confulting with the fiends and infernall fpirits of hell,and fee- 
king to all conjurers and juglers for to know the foture events. And thus beeing 
fufficiently furniflied every way, intended in the fit ft temperat feafon of the fpring 
to over-run all before him. Now,when as the newes hereof were brought,firft by 
running rumors,and afterwards by certaine meftengers,& all men flood perplexed 
and wift not what to doe,for fo great feare they had ofcalamities comming toward 
them,the Forge in court beating ftillboth day and night, as one would fey, upon 
the feme anvile,and all for the pleafure of guelded Eunuches j prefented unto the 
Emperor (a fufpitious and fearef ull jpnnce)Frftcinus as a bug-beare or grim* vifaged 
^Gorgon, oftentimes iterating thefe and filch like foggeftions, Thathc,being af- ♦or 
ter the death of Silvan#* fent eftfoones to the defence of the Eaft parts, as it were, 
for default of better men, afpired to higher matters. By this bafe manner of foule 
flatterie,many endevoured to purchafe the favour of Bufebttt*^ then chiefe Cham¬ 
berlain e,withwhom s if wemuft fpeake a tvmh,Confantt us* cou\d doe muchpvho £^* 6 *. 

was eagerly bent to overthrow the ftate of the forefaid Generali of the Horfe, for 
two caufes: for that he of all men alone had no need of his helpe, as others j and kdaii. 
befides.at Antioch gave not up his houfe unto him,which moft importunately he 
required. This Eufebi#*, like a ferpent full of ranke poyfon ftirring up a number of 
her young ones, that yet can hardly creepe, to doe mifehiefe, fent out his groom es 
of the chamber, now wellgrowne,ai)dof good bignefle, with direction. That-in 
their ncere attendance which they gave about privie and inward minifteries, they 
might with their (mail voice, alwaics continuing childilh and fbfr, wound with 

gnevous 
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oricvous envie the credite and reputation of that valiant man in the princes eares, 
“ r uc h fugg eftions, who quickly put in pra&ife his inftruaions. I n 
irtefomcne(r°of theieMid fuch like, I take delight to fall in praife °f Vomitun: 

wtoXit fane unlike unto hither and brother, hee (lamed t he tnemoriall of his 
name with inexpiable deteflationj yet^mous he was for making this la wfo gene. 
Sly received and approoved.by which in threatening w|fe hee gave ftreit charge, 
That no man within the bounds of the Rotnane junfd.aion (hould gueld any 
bov: which ifit had not happened,who could have endured whole fwarmes and 
multitudes of them, whofe fewnefle is hardly tollerablef Yetagoodand warie 
courfe was taken, lead the fame rrficims beeing lent for againe, as hee made lera- 
bbnee, (hould for feare fet all on a hurly-burly, but when any good opportunity 
was offered,!* haled prefently away to fuffer death. 

Chap, V. 

Antoninus apolhicke and well experienced perfon,leaving Conftan- 
tius ,fideth with Sapor, 

H Hiles they waited for the event of theft plots, and were troubled 
with doubtfull thoughts, in the time that wee made Tome fhort a- 
bode at Samo(ata,themoft noble citie in old time of the kingdome 
*Comagena, fuddainely by rumours comming thicke and three¬ 
fold,we heard of new troubles, which the procefie of ourhiftorie 
(hall dcclare.Thcre was one Antoninus, who of a rich marchant became a minifter 
in the Auditors office, and then one of the prote&ors or guard under the Lord 
Warden of Mefopotamia, a man well experienced, wife, and in all thoft parts paf- 
fingwellknownc, being through the greedic avarice of fbme lapt in bonds, and 
brought within the danger of exceeding great lofTe 5 when he fa w, that by conte- 
fting with bigger and mightier than himftlfe,he gained nothing, but was through 
tin juft dealing more and more weakened,by reafon that they who had the hearing 
and handling of his cauft, leaned to the mightier, as rcadietocurric favour with 
them, he, bccaufc hee would not kicke againft the pricke, framed himfelfe to give 
fairer words and gentler language, yea,and confeffed the debt which by covin and 
cautclous packing was turned over,as due to the princes Treafurie. And now pro- 
je&ing great and high defignes, veryclofely pried into all parts of the Common¬ 
wealth : and as he was well feenein both tongues, Greeke and Latine, hee bufied 
himfelfe about the reckonings and accompts, fetting downe what fouldiorsand of 
what forces were abiding in any place, and in whole defence they ferved in time 
of warre: femblably, enquiring by way of diligent fearch,Whether there were a- 
bundant ftoreof armour,viduals, and other neccflaric provifion for the warres: 
Thus when he had learned the inward fecretsof all the Eaft, and diftributed the

devoutedaUhe couldto addrtfeh'sa.ght unto the Petfians, witlfhis wife, chil- 
oten^nd all the dccreft lunsfolke that he had. Audtotheend hemightavoidthe 

ftatio- 
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ftationariefouldiorsand wardersin the marches,hepurchafethfpra fmaBfumme 
of money apeeceoflandinKiafpis, a place watered with the river Tigris. By 
which device, when as no man durft demaund the cauft of his comming (with a 
number about himjinto the utmoft pans of theRomanelimit,as being now a lan¬ 
ded man,and a holder of pofTdfions therej by themeancsof truftie friends, and 
thofc cunning fwimmers, after hee had many times conferred and parled ftcretly 
with Sapor > who then beeing in place of a Warden of the marches, defended all 
thoft frontier quarters lying againft him; as one alfo that before time had bcene 
knowne unto nim,was by the helpeof certaine nimble and light appointed men 
fent from the Perfiancampe and forts ad joy ning, fetaboordin fiflier-boats: and 
foin the dead time of the night,with his fweet wife and children, and his whole 
houfehold,croflftth the water,fike for all the world,although in a contrariecafe,un- 
to that Babylonian tray tor Zopyrus. 

Chap. VI, 

Sabinianus a cowardly old man, and unfit for warre, is fubfliiutedforV rficinus 
the fucce£or cleft ofB arbatio. Antoninus honourably received of the 
Per fans,flood them afterward in verygoodfteacL 

■ Hings being brought to this pafle in Mefopotamia, the Cohort Pala- 
i tine of the Court found fog the retreat and turning againe to doe u$ 

| mifehiefe, found occafionat length how to hurt a moft valiant man, 

1 and that through the motion and inftigation of a fort of guelded Eu- 
nuches,cruell at all times and greedie * who wantingotherwife children, the deere 
pledges of love, embrace riches alone as their moft fweet daughters. Determined 
it was, That Sabinianus, a feeble old man verily, and well monied, but altogether 
unmeet for warre,and cowardly, yea,and by reafon of his bafe obfeuiitie,farre mm 
likeasyettoobtainethedignitieof commaunding an armie, {hould bee font as 
Pra?fe& to governe the Eaft partssbpt Frficinus retume unto the Emperours court, 
to take the charge of the Infanterie^nd to fiicceed Barbatio: to this end, that he, a 
hote ftirrer up of {edition and rebellion, as they gave it out, might now,being pre- 
fent in place, be fet upon and aflailed by his great enemies and fuch as hee was to 
dread. Whiles thefe parts are a&fog in the campe of Conji/wtius, as it were, in 
courfe every a five ycere$,and upon the ftage, and the b Dirribitore$ or pay- raafters 
fpread abroad and divulge in great mens houfes the price of an high office thus 
fuddainely bought and fold: Antoninus being brought to the king where heewin- 
tered,was gladly received,and graced with the promotion to weareaTuffe or Tur- 
bant (which honour they enjoy that be allowed to fit at the kingsboord^and who 
for good defert among the PerGans may open their mouthes in fokronc aflera- 
blies, to perfuade and deliver, theirminds ) fet his courfe againft our State and 
Common-wcalth>not(a$they fay> with (pretnor pare, with fhooving,or baling, 
that is, by way of doubtfull or darke cIrcumlocutions,but even with fpred aadfiill 
fayle^nd inciting the (aid king, 2? intimes paSkMabarhaU when he rebuked Anno- 
ball for his lingering flownefle,ccafed not totdl him, Tbar Heabadtheway to mo; 
but wifi fiat how to nfehis vtftorie. For,being brought in place to fpcake, as iamaa 
well skilled and experienced in all matters, when he had gotten diligent arid acten* 
tive hearersjuchas delighted in pleating fpeeches^nd were rcadie notto prtife o- 
pcntyjbmHkc to c Phaeaces^for to admiiethem withdcepcfikncc,ii$ ufcd

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. , ....hat had rafted forfoitie yeares gone: and namely, how after 

to rehearfe *Jj* but*efpecially at Hileia and Singara, where there 

“"""“ftaueUtonL andbattaile foughtby night ; afterour forces were migh- 
wasa tnoltcrueu™ as iftfome herault came betweene to take Up the 

tilyoverthrowne ^ ’ for aU t heirbravc victories gained and gone as 

ftrreM to */Edefli, nor the brrdgesof * Euphrates > whom it had become in the 
'■ c^^fheir ouiffance in armes and noble achievements, fo fane fooith to 

haveexraid^'Md^oh^edtheboundsoftheir&apirei what timeeipecially,as 
ht reafon of lone troubles and civilcwarres, theRomane bloud was fpik, and 
theirpowerabated on both Tides. By theie and fuch like motives from time to 
time at the table,and among the cups (where, afterthe manner of the aunc.en, 
Greekes, they ufc to confult about preparation of wanes and other ferious af- 
&ires) this revolted traitor full foberly incenfed the kmg,fire-hote of himfelfe.prc- 
futnine alfouponhis greatfortune, that immediatly after Winter was ended, hee 
ihouldfoundtheaVarme, ptomifing alfoafluredlyforhisownepart to Read him 

well in many of his neceffarieand important occafions. 

Chap. tfi I* 

T he commit? ofS abin ian us and departure of Vrficinus bringeth for row unto 
the provinces in the EAsi,f»bteff to the Romane Empire , and 
with perplexitie of cares troubletbthecap- 
taines of the forces. 

H Bout the very fame time, Sabtmanus puffed up with his fuddaine ad¬ 
vancement to fohigha placeof cotomaund, when he was entred 
into the marches of Cilicia, delivered unto his predeceflour the letters 
of theEttrperour, exhorting him with all (peed to repaire unto the 
Court, thefe to be honoured with toe highe^dignitie: and that upon fuch an 


•iflanj, or rue- as*Thule, good reafon there was, that inregasdoffo we-ightie bufinefle he fhould 
^ cnt for, as being beft acquainted with theold difcipline,and through long ex¬ 
perience in warfare moft skilfull in the Perfians policie . With which rumour, 
when the provinces were much difquieted, the States of cities, armed both with 
the decrees of thepeople, and wrthaedamations comming thicke one upon ano¬ 
ther, layed hold ot him^nd detained ftiJI with them their publicke pan one and de* 
fendor, bearing well in mind, that being left among them for their defence witha 
companie of idle fouldiors that loved not toftitte out of dores, yet in tenne yeares 
{pace he had loft nothing: and withall, diftrufting now their oWne fafetie,for that 
with the removallofhim,ina doubtfull and dangerous time they had intelligence^ 
that a moft cowardly perfon was come in his place. Deepely perfuaded wee arc 
(for there is no doubt thereof ) that Fame flyethiwiftly in wayes throuph thc aire; 
by whole relation giving intelligence of thefe o*eurrems,put to queftfotf it was, 1 
and propofol amongthe Perfians in counfelf; What courfe to take i And after 
touch debating taandfro, concluded it was according to advice given by dntooi- 
w<<iTh«forasmuch* Vrficinm was pofted away farre offhand theHCW come 
rule? and captainenought regarded* fatting afide therefore all bcfiesmg'df cities 

EuphiW^and 
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morof their comming, they might feize into their hands whole provinces, even 
thole that in all the former warrcs(unleflc it werein Gallienus his time) were untou¬ 
ched ,and by reafon of long peace very wealthie: of which enterprife and exploit 
he promifed,with the leave and grace of God,to be a moft meet and fufficient lea¬ 
der. This counfell of his being commended,and with oneaccord of them all con¬ 
firmed,they gen craliy bent and fat their minds to fuch things as were with fpced to 
be gathered together and put in rcadinelTe:and fo all Winter long preparation was 
made of vi&uals,fouldiors,armour,with other munition and meanes requifit for a 
warlike expedition fhortly to betaken in hand. We in the meane while having ftai- 
ed a while on this fide the mountaine Taurus,in our comming by commandement 
toward the parts of Italic,made haft untill we drew neerctothc river*Hcbrus,that 
runneth do wnc from the Odryfian hils: and there we received the princes letters, Mericu * 
comraaunding us without all excufe making to retume into Mefopotamia, & that 
without any officers at tendance - where wee were to take charge of no dangerous 
expedition, now that all the power of commaund was transferred unto another: y 

a thing plotted and contrived by thefe bufie polititians and pragmaticall Statifts a- 
bout the Emperour,ofpurpofe,that it^cafe thePcrfians/ruftrateof their expectati¬ 
on,retyred into their owne countrey,this fhould be reputed a doubtie piece offer- 
vice,exploited by the nevveaptaine: but iffortune otherwife fliould come adverfe 
and crofle,an imputation of treafon to the State might be layed upon VrficinM. Be¬ 
ing thus without all reafon toffed to and fro, after we had flood doubtfull a good 
while what to do,we returned,& found Sabinianus full of difdaine,a man ofmeane 
ftature.bafe minded, and of fmall courage, hardly able without fhamefull feareto 
abide the lightnoife of a companie met at a feaft,muchlefle the ruffling and clatte¬ 
ring of an armie in battaile: howbeit,becaufc the difeoverers lent out in efpiall, af¬ 
firmed moft conftantly,& the fugitives avouched no lefle,That the enemies made 
hote preparation every way, whiles this filly fello w, idle and flouthfull as he was, 
flept his bufinefle, weapproched Nifibis, readie to provide good and neceffarie 
meanes ; for feare leaft the Perfians tnakirig no fcmblance at all of fiegc, fhould 
furprife the citie at unawares. 

Chap. vili* 

The Perfians with a great power make an excurfion upon the Romanes frith 
varietie of fortune^as commonly it is feene . 

■ Ovv whiles within the walls every thing withall fpeed was putting in 
readinefle,we might difeoverfmoke and light fires all the way along, 
from Tigris by *Caftra Maurorum,by *Sifara and the reft of the mar- 
even t0 the very citie, fhining more thicke than ufiially they had 
done,and that continually > an evident proofi?,that the enemies having palled over 
the river,were broken forth^md fell to waft and fpoile the countrey. Whereupon, 
leaft the paflages fhould be intercepted, with a running march we made fpeed for¬ 
ward j and when we were come within two mylcs, we efpied a well-favoured boy 
with a chaineabout his neckc,and,as we guefled,eight yeres ofage,pitifully crying 
in the middeftof an high way^the fbnne^s hefaidhinifelfe,ofa frcc-borne g entle * 
in an,whom, his mot her (when in a terrible affright for the enemies fo nccre at han d, 
fhefied) beingencumbercd with other caniace, forhaftrkft all alone behindhcr. 

This child,whiles I at my captaines commandement (who tooke pitic of mo^and 
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of tte wab,iang«i at randon all abroad. And for that I was terrified with the trou. 
bles and calamities that commonly follow fiege,after I had fet downthe boy with, 
in a pofteme gate halfe fhut,with all the fpeed I could wake I reiurned all w ■ndleflTe 
for haft toward the regiment of our men as they marched,&: there I cfcaped hardly 
of being taken. For when a wing of our enemies horfemen followed after,one^- 
S z idm aTribunes hefled with hiscamp-{lave,and having overtaken the faid fo- 
vantfnow that his mafter was by flight flipt away)had asked him(as I paflfed m great 
haft bv) Who was appointed to be the Judge or Govemour ' and heard how Vrfi- 
dmti who a little before had entred the citie,was going toward the mountain Izal- 
la and therewith (toe the partie,who anfwered them to a thing that they never de- 
maunded, a number there were which purfued us in hote chafe,and never refted: 
whom after I had out-ftript (fuch was the fleet pace of my horfe under mee) and 
found our men laid fecurely along at their eafe hard By Amudum, aweake hold, 
whiles their horfes were Mattered here and ther$ about at their forage, I ftretched 
fonh mine armeai lcngth,and fwingingthe skirtof mycaffockeon high, round a- 
bout my head 5 by this ufuall figne (hewed,That the enemies were at hand: and lb 
joyning with them,rode amaine,with my horfe readie by this time to tyre. Now, 
the thing that terrified us,was the full Mooncfhining all night long,and the flat le¬ 
vel! and plaine fields not able toaffoord us,if we had been diftrelfed and put to our 
fhifts,an v borough to fhelter us j as where there was not a tree nor fhrub to be feen, 
nor aught at all,befides fhort grade and low weeds. This ftratageme therefore was 
devifed,namely to fet upon an horfe backe a burning lampe,and to tie the fame fall 
about him/or falling, and fo to let him(as he caried the fame)go loofeby himfelfe 
without a rider,and take the left hand way, whiles wc in the means time marched 
toward the mountaine tops fituate on the right: to this end, that the Perfians wee¬ 
ning it to be a tallow linke giving light before the captaine foftly marching, might 
take their cotirfethat way Specially: whichif wee had not forc-feene,wec fhould 
havebeene taken pritonerSjand brought in fubjeCtion to our enemies. Being efca- 
ped out of this danger,when we were come to a certain woodie place fet with vines 
and apple-trees,named Meiacarire(focalledof cold fountaines)now that all them- 
habitants were dipt away andgone, wee found in a nouke remote farre out of the 
way one fouldior lying hid alone by himfelfe: who being prefented unto our cap¬ 
tain,after he had faltred in his fpeech for feare,fb that his words hung not together, 
and was therefore fufpe&ed, being further affrighted with menaces, revealeth the 
whole truth,& fheweth,Thdc he was borne at Paris in Gaule,that whiles he ferved 
in a trou pe of horfemen, and was afraid to be puniihed for a foulc fad: in times paft 
committed,hefled his countrey and turned Perfian: and fincc that time being for 
hishoneft behavior and cariage well approved, wedded a wife,begat children,and 
fent as a Ipie into our parts,related many a time true tidings: but now addrefTed fro 
Squr and Nohodareue,two great potentates^wholed certain companies ofbrigands, 
he was m his retume mindingto report unto them what he had learned. After this, 
wl a r el ^^^BaHwhatheeknewinthccontrariefide^c wasflaine: 

and theretorejfceingourcares morcand more enaeafed upon us,from thence wee 
oincw rm gTcat (p ecd^ccording as the time would give us leave,to*A midaja citic 
afterwards far calamities and miferics enfuing became memorable. 


Chap* 
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Chap. ix. 

The Remanes that abode in Am'tda havingin feme fort intelligence of the Perfians de¬ 
fines, bycermne characters written in a parchment, fend cut Ammianus Mar- 
cellinus, who wifely having takenviewof the enemies amiereturneth un¬ 
to his companie more (peedily than couldbe hoped or looked for. 

Hen our difeoverers were returned hither,we found a parchment writ¬ 
ten in cyphers and ftrange characters within a fcabbard, which by 
commaundement was brought unto us from Frocopius } whom toge¬ 
ther with * Lieutenant Lueiltanus I faid to have beenc fent before in *<•***. 
embaflage to the Perfians: and the fame being fet downe in darke tcarmes of pur- 
pofe, leaf! if the bearers had bcene caught, and the fence of the writings undcr- 
ftood,fome matterof much mifehiefe fhould haverifenthereupon,carried thiste- 
nour: Now that the embajfadour cf the Greekes are fent away farre off, and perhaps to 
he killed^ the long-Uvd king not contented with* Hellejpontus , by making bridges ovtr *sr,t,oj>G«ir,p 
the rivers Granins and Rhyndactn , will come with a puifiant armie of many nations , cZf?*** 
minding to over-run Afia: who being a prince of his owne nature eafily provoked to an - oc^ imw. 
ger, and mofi fierce wit hall t hath to incite and incenfe him , the fuccefjour of Hadrian, 
fometime Emperour of Rome, All is left and pafihelpe for ever ^ unlcfie Greece take bet¬ 
ter heed. Which writing implied thus much,That the king of Perfia having pafled 
over the rivers Anzada and Tigris, by the advice and inftigarion of Antoninus afpi- 
red to the dominion of all the Eaft throughout. Now, when thefe contents were 
very hardly and with much adoe read, by rcafon they were written fo exceeding 
intricately,this politicke courfe was taken. There was at the fame time a great po¬ 
tentate named Iovinianus t ruler of Corduena, a province under the Perfian domi¬ 
nion, who had grownc up in the Romane ground,and fecretly flood well affeCted 
unto us, for that he was detained as an hoftage in Syria, and beeing allured with 
the fweetneffeofliberall arts, had an hote defire and affedion to retume unto our 
parts againe. Vnto him I (being fent with a certaine centurion,right truftie and of 
approoved fideIitie,to know more certainely what matters were in hand) came by 
defert mountaines and fteepe ftraits. Being feene, knowne,and courteoufly recei¬ 
ved, after I had confefled unto him alone the C3ufe of my prefence, I was fent ac¬ 
companied with one offecrecie,and skilful! in the waies,unto palling high rockes a 
great way off, from whence might be feene for fiftic royles forward the leaft thing 
that was, if a mans eye-fight failed not. After wc had abode there two whole daies, 
by the funne-rifing on the third day we difeovered all the circles of the earth under 
us (which wc ufe to call Horizons) fullof infinite troupes of armed men, and the 
king himfelfe leading the way, all glittering in his gorgeous and glorious array. 

Clofe unto him on his left hand went Grumbates king of the Chionites, a mail 
(I muft needs fay) of middle age, and with riveled liras, but carrying with him 
a brave mind, and ennobled for the enfignes of many goodly vi&ories : on his 
right fide the king of the Albanes, an high and mightie prince ofequall place and 
honour: after them divers captaines and leaders, men of eminent qualitie and 
commaund,marched: whom there followed a multitude of all forts and degrees, 
picked and chofen out of the manhood ofthe nations adjoyning,trainedand enu¬ 
red along time by many adventures to endure the difficultie of aH accidents what- 
foever. Now tell me, Greece, thatait fo fabulous, How long wilt thou talke

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over one of the bridges made with fhips* 

Chap. x. 

After that Mefopouma was by the Romanes wafted, the fields fiered, and the places 
fortified to endure thefirji brunts of wane, Sabinianus ridkuloufly ta - 
keth his pleafure,and maketh much of him/elfe. 

Ncontinently therefore were fwift horfemen fent out to Caft anus, 
*Marquc(Te of Mefopotamia, and to Euphronius, ruler for the time of 
the province, with commiflfion to compell the countrey peafants with 
all their families and cattell to remoove into places of more fafetie- and 
*Hcr«n,.v^. that the towne *Canha?, compared about with weakc wals,fhould quickly be a- 

bandoned,prefcntly hereupon all the fields to be fet on fire, that there might be no 
(lore of forage. And thus, when the faidcommiffion was without delay perfor¬ 
med accordingly, no fooner was the firemadeand kindled, but the mightie vio¬ 
lence of that raging element confumed all the corne, when ss it was fwolne full, 
and the ftraw thereof now turned yellow, yea, and the ripe grafle, in fuch fort, as 
that from the very brims of Tigris banke, asfarreasto Euphrates, there was no 
greene thing left. At the fame time were many wild beads burnt up, and Lyons 
especially fo fell and furious in thofe parts, which were wont wonderfully to pe- 
rilh, or bee blinded by little and little after this fort. Betweene the Reed-plots of 
the rivers of Mefopotamia, and the bufhie or fhrubbie grounds, there raunge a- 
broad an infinite number of Lyons, which fo long as the mild Winters laft (and 
thofe are alwaies there moft gentle) take no hurt: but when the feafbn of they care 
by ieafon of the Sunnc-beames is become exceeding hote in thofe countries, fo 
torched with frying and parching heat, what with the fultrie breath of the fayd 
planet, and what with the great gnats that fwarme exceedingly in every corner of 
thofe lands,they arc fore troubled and fet a madding. And for that the laid flyes 
make at their eyes, as being moift and fhining members, whiles they fettle upon 
their eye-lids^nd fall to biting j the fame Lyons,after they have abidden paincful! 
tonnaits a long time,cither are drowned and fwallowed up of the rivers,whereto 
twy fly e for rcmedie,or elfc for the lofle of their eyes(which with their clawes they 
often fcratch,tearc,and plucke out of theirowne heads) they become much more 
wood: and were it not for that,all the Eaft parts throughout fhould be exceeding 

full 
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unto us of Dorifcus, a towne in Thracia,and of the forces muttered and numbred 

bv bands within enclofures < Whereas we, wane and circumfpea, oi (to fpeake 
moretruly) timorous, amplifie nothing, but what teftimomes of credite neyther 
doubtfull nor vneertaine have deliver^. Well 5 after that the faid kmgs P a ^d 
through "Ninevein *Adiabene,a mighucciue, in the middeft of Anzaba bridge 
having killed beafts for facrifices, and feene the inwards thereof prad'agmg good 
fucceftc they went over moft joyfully, and were gueffing, that all the multitude 

behind could hardly goe through in three dayes after, made haft to returne ftom 

thence untothe potentate and ruler aforefaid,with whom werefted, and werere- 
frefhed with courteous offices of hofpitalitie. From whence, after we had retur¬ 
ned by places like wife defart and folitarie 5 fooner than could be hoped or expe&ed, 
whiles we bad the mightie meanes of neceflitie to be our guide, wee ft rengthened 
the hearts of thofe that flood in a doubtfull quandaries who had intelligence gi¬ 
ven untothem , That the kings without fetching any compaffe about, had palled 
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full of fuch beads. Whiles the fields were a burning, ashathbeeriefaid, the Tri¬ 
bunes that were fent out with the Prore&ores, fortified the hither bankes of Eu¬ 
phrates with skonces and flakes (harpe pointed before, and with all kind of defen¬ 
ce munition,planting in convenient places their artillerieand (hot, where the ri¬ 
ver was not full of gulfes and fwallowing deepe pits. V^hiles thefe matters are 
fpeedily put in execution, Sabinianus a moft ^excellent captaine and manager of a 
mortall war re, when all occafions and advantages were to be caught, as well to fet 
as to avoid dangers, among the fepulchres of idefja, as if he had made a grounded 
peace with the dead,calling no perils,and fearing nought,but carrying himfelfe ve¬ 
ry loofely, as one that lived a careleffe life, what with militarie dancing in armour, 
and what with found of muficall inftruments, in lieu of hiftrionicalla&ours and 
players, tooke his delight and pleafure in the greateft repofeand filence that might 
be: a thing, I allure you, both for the enterprife and the place, very ominous: 
whereas we may learneby thecourfeof the world and proceffeof times, That 
every perfon of excellence ought to avoid thefe and fuch like, which both in 
word and deed carrying a fearefull and heavie prsefage, pronounce and portend 
future troubles. 


Chap. xi. 

Darin* this time,the Perfa ufingthe counfell and helpe of Antoninus, provide wellfor 
theirowne armie,andon every fide encircle two troupes of Romane horfemen, 
fent for thefuccour of Mefopotamia: before whom went Antoni¬ 
nus the fugitive, who boldly dallieth wit h V rficin us. 

■ Eane while,the kings having palfled by N ifibis, as a ftation of no account, 
as the fires ftill encreafed with varietie of dric fuell feeding them.fhunnmg 
what they could the want of forage,marched at the foot of the mountains 
along the greene vallies and bottomes fuliof grafle: and when they were come to 
Bebafes a village, from whence even unto the towne *Conflantia (which ftandeth 
an hundred royle off)all things are withered and dried up with continuall drought 
(fave that in fome pits there is found a little water-) after they had flayed a long 
time in doubtfull fufpence what to doe,and were now refolved ( upon the confi¬ 
dence they had in the hardnefleof their people) to pafle over,they take knowledge 
by intelligence given of a faith!ull difcoverer,That Euphrates was nfen by reafon 
of fnow newly thawed and refolved, and had with his fwclling ftreame Groun¬ 
ded his bankes, and over-fpred a great way befides, whereby it aflfoorded no foord 
to wade over. Being difappointed therefore, and put befide their expiation ot 
the hope they had conceived, they betake themfelves to whatfoever cafuail occa- 
fion would minifter to be embraced. And after it was put to queftion and con¬ 
futation. according to thefuddaine and Urgent condition of the prefent Saac, 
What was in this cafe to be done < Antonine commaundedto fpeake hisirund,be¬ 
gan to this effect, perfuading to turne the journey toward the right hand- thatby 
fetching a longer circuit about through counmes frurtfull of all things fornecef- 
farieufe.and (inthis regard,that the enemie went ftreight forward) as yet unfpor- 
led and untouched, they might by his guidance goeto Barzala and Laudias two 
garrifoncaftlesi where the river,being (mall and narrow, forthatheis fo neerehis 
head,and as yet notgrownebig by other rivers running into him,might be cah- 
ly pafled over^as having in it many fhallow foords. Thefereafonsbeeing heard. 
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and the counfdior commended and willed therewith to lead the way he knew, 
all the companies and whole arrnie altering their intended journey, followed 
him through the wilds and defart by-waies. Which being byfureefpiaUknowne, 
we appointed to make haft unto Samofata, that from thence having paffed over 
.AddcfD**, the river, and cutoff the bridges at *Zeugma and Capctfana, we might with the 
SKSSS helpe of foitune beatbacke the enemies forces. But therechaunced an horrible 
*■>■*•*. andfoamcfull fa<3, filch as defeivcd to be buried in filence for ever. For the horfe- 
men of two troupes,in number about feven hundred, newly fent out of Illyricum 
to the fuccour of Mefopotami3, beeing feeble and fearefull, keeping garrifon in 
thole parts, and fearing fome ambufoment in the night , departed in the evening 
(when it had befeemedthat all paflages foould have beene the better warded) 
farre from the common port- wayes. This was by the Perfians well obferved,who 
to the number well neere of twentie thoufand, under the leading of Sapor and 
Nohodares, having paffed beyond them, over-loaden with drinking wine, and faft 
afleepe, whiles no man looked foorth in efpiall, lay hidden all armed behind cer¬ 
taine high mounts neere unto Amida. And within a while after, when we were 
(as hath beene faid) upon our journey to Samofata, and went forward while it 
was yet twy-light, from a certaine high Barbican or Toot-hill, we(fuddainely af¬ 
frighted at the bright fhiningof glittering armour, and crying out alowd, That 
the enemies were hard at hand) after the accuftomed fignall of battaile given, 
made a ftand, and caft our felves into a round ring, as thinking it ourfafeft way, 
neither to flye (our enemies being now within fight to follow in chafe) nor to 
joyne battaile with them (more mightier than wee both in horfemen and num¬ 
ber otherwife) for fcare of certaine death • In the end, beeing driven now upon 
extremitie to fight, even whiles we were devifing what was behoofefull for us to 
doe, fome of our men running out rafhly to slurmifo, were flaine: and as both 
parts preaffed one upon another, and Antoninus advaunced gloriouOy before the 
arrnie, Vrficinm tooke knowledge of him, and being in a chiding accent by him 
rated and tearmed wicked tray tour, he putting off his TuffeorTurbant, which 
he wore aloft on the crowne of his head, as an ornament of honour, alighted 
from his horfe: and after he had bowed his bodie fo low, that he touched well- 
neerethe ground, faluted him, calling him Patron and Lord: and fattening his 
bands together behind his backe (which among the Aflyrians is the gefture of a 
' Cm * fuppliant:) lorgiveme (quoth he) right honourable* Lieutenant, who upon necef 
fate and not witbimneewne will am fatten to thefe courfes , which 1 know to be lewd 
and ungracious. Certaine officers with their importunate calling upon me (as you well 
know ) whofe covetcufncfe that high place of your excellence in Protesting my poore 
efiate was not oblate refin , have plunged me headlong into thefe defgnes . And 
withalhas he was fpeakmg thefe words, hee departed out of fight, not turning 
his backe, butashe flipt away, modeftly ftepped backward, and fhewed ftill his 
KxeaftatxoQL 
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Chav. zii. 

The troupes of the Romane horfemen difeomfited and ptst to flight,after thelofte 
of the mofi port and a number (lainefarcty recover Amida . 

Hiles thefe occurrents happen in the compafle ofonehalfe houre, 
thefouldiors of our rereward, who kept the upper part of the 
hill,crie out,That there was another multitudeof men of armes 
in complete harneis feene behind,which with aU the fpced they 
could make.camc forward and approched. And then, 3s it com¬ 
monly fallethout in dangerous extremities,webeing to fecke a- 
gainft what mifehiefe we either ought or were able to make head, as the preafle of 
fo huge a multitude came ftill upon us, and put us to it, our rankes were broken 
throughout,and we on all fides made ftiift every man for himfelfe the next way he 
could to flic. And whileseach one endevorcth for his owne part toget out of this 
great dangcr,difperfed hereand thereout of ray,we become enterraingled among 
our enemies, traverfing the ground for to meet us at every tumc: and fo fighting 
manfully now, without any defire at all to live, driven wee are unto thebankes of 
Tigris^that flood on high,as it were,cut out of a rocke. From whence fome being 
thruft headlong, ftucke faft there, with their armour and weapons encumbring 
them,where the river is fhallow^nd yeeideth foords: others were fwal!owed up 
and drowned in holesand whirlepits: fome joining in skirmifh with the enemies, 
fought with variable event: others againe affrighted with their thieke bands and 
fquadrons,made haft to the next wolds of the mountaine Taurus. Among whom, 
our leader himfelfe being known,and environed round with a number of fighting 
men, together with Aiadaltha a Tribune and one lacquey, by fwift horfemanfhip 
efcaped. Asformy felfc, whiles I wander out of that way which the reft of my 
companie tooke,and looke about me what I werebeft to doc,I meet withjP3rr^«- 
anm one of the guard or Prote&ores with me in otdinarie,fhot through the thigh 
with an arrow: which whiles! afTayedat my * fellowcs earnefl requeft to plucke 
forth, feeing my felfe hemmed in on eveiy fide,and she Perfians going before mee, 

I came apace climbing up as faft as my wind would permit me, toward the citre,!!- 
tuate on high on that fide where we were aflay led, and whereto there was no pal- 
fage but by one very narrow aflent,and the fame exceeding ftrcight,by realon that 
among the cloven hils there were certaine huge mounts ereded of purpofe in the 
way,to make the foot-paths more narrow. Here entermingled pell mell,with the 
Perfians running forth in the fame brunt with us to the higher ground, flood wee, 

and ftirred not untill the Sunne rifing the next day, and fo thieke thruft together, 
that the dead bodies of the flaine, borne up with the multitude, could no where 
find rowme to fall downe s infomuch as a certaine fouldior juft before my face ha¬ 
ving his head divided and cloven with the rnaine ftroke of a fword fo, as it lay in 
even halves on both fhoulders, ftucke pent in {height on every fide m manner ora 
flake: and albeit many forts of calling-weapons and dans were from the bulwarks 
difehareedand foot by all kinds of engines and artillerie, yet by reafon wewereto 
neere under the walls,we avoided this danger: and fo at length I entred lntoihc ct- 
tie at a pofteme gate,which I found foil, by occafion that a fort of both iexes, men 
and women,conflowed thither out of the parts bordering upon it: font happened 
afloat the very fame time, that a number of people, which uled every ycareia p 
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anrfwLothers carried about them mortall wounds, and many allied upon divers 
ofthtirdeeteft ftiends.whom for theft (heights they could not fee. 

Chap. XIII. 

rheMcrtPtmof Amid* a rightfirongtowne: the munitionandgarrifin therein^ 
Dor bavin* taken into his hands certain fortified Files pith great demencie en- 
^ treateth the captives of both fexes, And namely the virgins confecra, 
ted and devoted to the Chrijlian Religion , commaun- 
dtng them to be kept fafe. 

® His cine being in times pad very fmall, ConUantw then Cafar, to the 
i end that the inhabitants there-by, & borderers, might have a moft fafe 
place of ref uge,what time as he built Antoninupolis another town ,en- 
' circled with large walls and faire towers-and by fetting there an ar- 
mourieto hold engines for batterieand other artillerieto be planted upon the wals, 
made it dreadfull to the enemies, and would needs have it called after hisowne 
name. And verily on the South fide watered it is beneath with the curving ftreame 
of Tigris that arifeth neere unto it: what way it ftandeth againft the Eaft wind, it 
hath forprofped underneath,the plaincs of Mefbpotamia: where it is expofed to 
•otK^ptn*. the North,and hath the river*Nympheus neighbouring thereto, fhaddowed it is 
with the tops of the mountaine Taurus, which divide the nations beyond Tygris 
and Armenia afundcr: as it is oppofite to the Weft wind, it joyneth upon Guma- 
then,a fruitfull counttcy in cattell, and for tillage as plentiful!; wherein ftandeth a 
village named Abame, well knowne for thenaturall hotebathes of medicinable 
and holefome waters. Now,in the very middle and heart of Amida,under the ci- 
tadell,there iflueth out a rich and plenteous fountaine,and the fame potable verily, 
but otherwhiles by reafon of hotc vapours reaking out of it, of a ftrongand {lin¬ 
king favour. For a garrifon in defence of this towne, there ferved alwayes by ap- 
pointmcntjthe fifth Legion, together with no fmall troupe of thenaturall inhabi¬ 
tants : but then there were fixe Legions, which partly with fpeedie journeyes by 
running before, had out-gone the Pcrfians,who in multitudes invaded thofe parts 
and approched the place,flood to the defence of the moft ftrong wals it had :name- 
22^ ly,the^Magnentiaci and *Decentiaci (whom after the civile warfare ended, as be- 
in 8 deccitfull and of a turbulent fpirit, the Emperour forced to come into the Eaft, 
where was no fearc but of fonainc warrcs)a!fothe d Tricefimani and Decimi'For- 
tenfcs,likewife the £ Superventores and s Praeventores,together with JElianus now 
Lieutenanr,who being as then but new untrained fouldiors,at the motion and pet- 
fuafion of the faid AEJiann^s then one of theProteaores,fallicdoutof Singara,as 
La ^ rccor< ^ c ^ ^ rea die,and flew a great number of the Perfians,as they lay along 
raftafleqjc. There was alfo at this piece of fervicc the greater part of the h Corai- 
tes Sagittarij,to wit,ccrtaine troupes of horfemen fo rearmed,wherein ferveallthe 
barbarous fouldiors free borne, for good armour of proofeand cleane ftrength of 
bodie:furpaffing all others. Well whiles in the firft impreflion and brunt,by unex- 
pe^ attempts and cmcrpnfes,thcfc defignes are put in execution,the king in per- 
0 4 wit ““ isowi1 P® 0 ^ and thofe nations which were under his conduft,turning 

his 
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his journey toward the tight hand from a place called Bebafes (according as *#- 
toninus had given counfcUJby theway of Hortc,Meiacarire,andCharcha,as ifhe 
wouldpafle by Amida, when hee was come neere untocertaine fortreffes of the 
Romanes,whereof the one had to name Reman, the other Bufen, learned by the 
relation and intelligence given of certain fugitives.that many mens wealth and ri¬ 
ches was thither brought,& kept fafe there as in holds fcated very high &furc with- 
all. They faid alfo,That together with houfe-hold goods of great price there was 
found there a beautiful! dame,and her daughter a little one: the wife thatladie was 
of one Crangafitts a Nifibene,a man of bourgeffc degree, for birth, reputation, and 
power of good regard and efteeme. The king therefore in a greedie defire to catch 
hold of other mens goods,maketh haft,and confidently aflayieth the fayd holds: 
whereupon the defendants in a fuddaineamazednefle of mind, as beeing affrigh¬ 
ted with the fight of fuch varietie of armour and weapons, betrayed all thofe that 
fled thither for fuccour and defence: and when thofe had commaundcment to de¬ 
part, they prefently rendered up the keyes of the gates. Thus when the entries 
were laid open,whatfoever had benebeftowed there, was taken forth: and thefilly 
women aftoniedat the noife then made,were brought out, yea, and the babes in 
their mothers armesclafpingclofe unco them, put to the experience (poore wret¬ 
ches) in the very beginning of their tender yeares,ofgrievous miferiesand calami¬ 
ties. Now,when as the king by enquiringanddemaunding whofc wife the dame 
aforefaid was,had found that Craugafius was herhusband,he permitted her,fearing 
that fbme violence fhould be offered unto her perfon, confidently to come neere 
unto him: and when hee had feene her all covered over with a blackc veile, laving 
oncly her very Iips,he right courteoufly confirmed and fettled her now in a more 
affured hope of recovering her husband, and the fafe keeping withall of her hone- 
ftie undefiled. For,hearing that her husband was wonderfully enamoured of her, 
he fuppofed verily, that by this price and beneficiall reward hee might bee able to 
purchafe the betraying of Nifibis. And yet there were found other virgines alfo 
there, which according to the Chriftian Religion were confecrated unto the fer- 
vice of God,whom he commanded to be kept untouched, aod to performe their 
religious fervice after their wonted manner, without impeachment of any perfon 
whatfoever. Thusmadehefcmblancefbrtheprefentof mildncffe,to the end that 
alt thofe,whom before time heterrified with crueltic,might without feareof them- 
fclvcs come in,as being by fuch frefh and late examples perfuaded,tbat he had now 
tempered thegreatnefle of his fortune with a civile and courteous deportment.

Chap. I* 

Sapor lifted tip "With tbfsJtnaUvittorie, befiegetb Atoida not without dan* 
ger . The forme of king Grumbates, a young gentleman, is pierced 
through the bo die 'with the Jhot of a Bali ft,and "With 
royall funerals lamented. 

He king right joyous for this miferablecaptivitie that happe- 
Sl m ISpjj ned on our part, and waiting ftill for the like fuccefles, depar- 
ISgX ted thence,and marching foftly,came by the third day before 
5EjC£ mm Amida. Now,when the day- light firft appeared,all thecoun- 
1 trey over,as fane as could be feene, fhone againe with glitte- 

TygjXngUS^ ring armour and Weapons, and the men of arm c s with their 
bard horfe all in complete harneis, covered both hill and dale. 
Himfelfe mounted upon a courier, and Higher than the reft, advaunced before the 
Whole armie,wearing in lieu of a diadetne the refemblartce of a rams head of gold, 
fa with precious ftones, all goodly tobe feene aloft, accompanied with a traine of 
many high perlonages in honourable place, and of divers and fundrie nations. 
And forcertaine it was knowne,that he meant by way of parley oriely and no far¬ 
ther to found the defendants of the wals, as haftening by the advice of Antoninus 
anotherway. But the heavenly power, to conclude the miferics of the wholecm- 
pire of Rome within thecompafle of one region, reftrained and curbed him,as he 
infinitely bare himlelfe aloft,and weened verily, that upon the very fight of him all 
thebefieged would ftreightwaies for feare become hcartlefle, and fall in humble 
manner to entreatie. Before the gates he rode bravingup and downc,accompanied 
with the guard of his royall band: and whiles he over-boldly engageth himlelfe lo 
neere^s that his very vifage might openly be knowne, a faire marke he was, by rea- 
fon of his goodly ornaments,to be (hot at with arrowes & other cafting- weapons 5 
whereby he had furely beeneoverthrowneand layed along, but that through the 
duft that arofe from the archers and darters,they loft the fight of him: and fo with 
therent of a pan ofhis garment by the fhot ofa barbed-headed javelin,he gataway 
and elcaped to do afterwards an infinit deale ofmifchiefe.Hercupon raging againft 
them nolefle, than if they had beene iacrilegious fpoylers of fomeholy temple, 
and giving it out, That the lord of lo many kings and nations was violated > bee 

made 
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made great preparation, and mightily endevoured utterly to rafeand deftroy the 
citic: And when his chiefe and principall captaincs beloughthim, that by fal¬ 
ling thus into an cxcclfive fit of choler, he would not give over and leave h&.gjo- 
rious-begun enterprifes, being with their moftmild petition pacified,he decreed, 
That the morrow alfb the defendants might bee fummoned to furrendcr . And 
therefore, at she firft breaking of the day, Grumbates king of the Chionites, to per- 
forme his diligent fervice in this behalfe, boldly approched the walls, having a 
ftrong guard about him of right expert and nimble fervitours: who was no foo- 
ner elpied (commingnow within the reach of a dart (hot.) by a moft skilful! ar¬ 
cher that had a very good eye, but bending his crotfe-bow, hee levelled at his 
fonne in the very prime of his vouthfull yeares as he flood clofc to his fathers fide, 
pierced his curace, and fhot Him through breaft and all: a gallant gentleman, for 
talneffe of perfonage and goodly prefence furmountingall his equals in age. At 
whofe fall, his countreymen flipped away every one, and fled: but returning a- 
none againe upon good reafon and due confidcration, leaft he fhould be harried 
away, they ftrucke up the ararmc,andrayfed together a number of nations with 
their diflonant out-cries: by whofe concourfe and encounter, whiles the darts 
flew to and fro as thicke as hayle, there was a cruell fight: and after deadly skir- 
miflies, which lafted to the end of the day, when as now it grew to be night, the 
corpes with much adoe prote&ed, hardly by the mift anddarknefle of the night 
was gotten out among heapes of flaine bodies and ftreames running downe of 
bloud: much like, as when at Troy in times paft there was a right hote and blou- 
die conflid about the breathlefle bodie of [Patroclus] companion to the Thcffa- 
lian leader X.AchiUes.'] By occafion of this death, the kings houfe was heavie and 
fad, and for that all the lords and rifles, together with the father, were ftrucken 
with this fuddaine lofle, after proclamation of a vacation made, the young prince 
(commendable for his nobilitie of birth, and well beloved} was folemndy be- 
wayled and mourned for,after the guife of his owne nation. Being therefore car¬ 
ried out all armed, as he ufed to bee, placed he was upon a certairie large and high 
rayfed terrace or fcaffold, and about him tenne little beds were fpre3d, carrying 
the images of dead men,focurioufly drefTcd and embaulmed,as that the very por¬ 
traits were like unto bodies new enterred. And thus for the fpace of (even dayes 
together, all the men verily by bands and companies kept good cheare, and with 
dauncing and fingiog certaine moumefull kinds of dnmpes and fbrrowfull dities, 
bewaylfed the death oftheyoung prince: but the women With wofuD knocking 
of their breafts and fhedding tcares after their wontcdmanner,piteoufly cried and 
lamented for the hope of their nation,thusuntimte^rxbt off itrthe very prime and 
flower ofhis age: like for all the world to thofe wotnen prieftsaiid worfliippers of 
Venus^ that are oftentimes feene to weepe in the ordmaric feaftsand fblemnities of 
^Adonis, which myfticall Religion teacheth us tobe fome reprefentation of come 
fullgrowne. \

Ptcr the corpes was burnt,and the bones bellowed clofe within a filvet 
pot, which his father determined fhould be carried unto his ownc na* 
tionfor to be enterredf upon debating in counfell as touching the main 
chaunce, agreed it was,to expiate the Manes of this young gentleman 
(laine,with the generaU fire of this citie,when it was once overthrowne: for Grum¬ 
bles would not endure to goe any further,without revenging the ghoft of his on. 
ly deercfonne. And after two daies reft given,and a great number fent out to waft 
the rich and well husbanded fields lying open after the manner of peace, the citie 
was environed about with a five*fold ranke and courfe of fhields: and upon the 
third day betimes in the morning,the glittering troupb (landing round in plumps, 
tooke up all the ground, fo farre as a man was able to looke and fee from him: and 
the rankes marching with a foft and gentle pace, held their places divided by lot 
unto them. All the Perfians invefted the circuit of the wals: that part which loo¬ 
ked Eaftward,fcllto the Chionitts,which was the quarter where the y oung gen- 
tlemary o the mortall mifchiefc of us,was (lame: the Vertaewere appointed to the 
South fide, the Albanes kept the North trad, and againft the Weft gate were op- 
pofed theSegeftans, the fierceft warriors of all others: with whom the Elephants 
making a loftie (hew, and terrible to behold,for their bodies full of wrinckles, pa- 
ced their ground foftly, as being leaden with armed men: and as wee have often 
(aid,for drcadfuU fight exceeding all other fbule fpedlacles whatfoever.Beholding 
then fo infinite a number fought out a long time to fet on fire the R ©matte world, 
and wholly bent to worke our definition, in full dilpairt* of any fafetie, we tooke 
care from thenceforth to end our lives with^lorie,theondy thingnow that wee 
all wiihed for. Wdl,from the Sutme-rifing to the end of the day"flood their bat- 
taillons in array, as fixed faft in tbeground,and never ftirred, not fo much as once 
(liifting foot.withoutany nolle atali/>r neighing of horfes heard ;and in the feme 
manner retyred they as they came: .but after they had refrdhed themfelves with 
meat and fleepe, before the night was hilly paft, with the found of trumpets lea- 
ding the way, they befet the due round about, and gave fo terrible an aflault unto 
it 3 as if within a whfleit would have fallen. Scarcely had Grumbates there, like an 
herault at armcsjlaunccdfafter his ownc coca trey fefhiooand ourmanneralfojhis 
fpeare died all red inbfoudjbut the whokarmde wkh scattering noife of weapons 
mounteth up to the Wak,and (height waybegiemeth a bote and lamentable fight.

twn sad auaiuebend tberofdvfasiothc affimh: and oontisriwifeon tbeodKT,our 
men were as eager and forward to encounter and receive them.Therefoieit came 
to palT-, that huge (tones thrownc out of ’Scorpions, brake many of our enemies 
heads in pieces,and brained them: fome were (hot through with arrowes, part of 
them having barbed dans and javeiines (licking in them,lay wounded andbefpred 
me groan d: others ran away andBed as faft as they could toward their fellowes a- 
&? e '| h "^ thCTewith . in ' h - iti ' leffew “Pin g and wayling, orfewet 
: ifj? 1,13 ?° fa ™ WKfl y in § thicke togefherfwithamul- 
utudeof them ihaddowed and darkened cheayre r whiles alio the engines of ordi¬ 
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nance and artiflcrie,which the Perfians werepofieffedof finccrtfye fading pfSin- 
gara, did-much hurt, and infli&ed many wounds. For the defendants gathering 
their ftrength together, and falling afrefo to fight agrine by tnmcs,after they bid 
given overforatime, in their exceeding heat ofdetoding the ipwne befog mor¬ 
tally hurt,fdl downe dead, or after they were tome and mangled, with their tum¬ 
bling over-turned thofe that flood next them : or at leaft wife,whiles they were yet 
alive, fought about for them that had the skill to draw foorth the arrow and dan 
heads thatftucke faft in their bodies. Thus thefe flaughtershappening ope in the 
necke ofanother,and continuing unto the very latter end of the day,the very dark- 
neffeof the evening had not (lacked, by reafon that on both parts they were fo 
ftiffely fet to fight to the outrance. After that the watch therefore was kept by thofe 
that were heavily armed and weaponed, the hils of the one fide refounded againe 
with the cries that werefet up, whilesour men extolled the vertuespf CenBwtm 
Csfar, as thefoveraigne Empcrour and Lordot the world; and the Perfians for 
their part ftyied Stpor both Ackxmenes and Artaxerxes , whiebbyway of interpre¬ 
tation import as much,as commaunderof kings,and conqucrour of warr^. And 
before the day began to peepe, upon the fignadl given by trumpets, ineftfotable 
numbers of forces were railed from all fides, and flocked in manner of fo^p^any 
fowles to the like hote skirmifhes asbefore^ndevcry way botfifairre and wide, as a 
mans eye could reach beforehim^thefieldsand dalcs mad^ (19 (hewof any thing 
but the glittering harneis and brandifoing weapons of fevage nations: and within 
a while,upon fettingup a mightie (bout and oui-crie,;as they ran-all raflily foorth, 
a huge deale of calling-weapons flew from the wals: and,as we might well thjnke, 
none were difeharged in vaine, fallingas they did amqngft an\wi)per of men that 
flood fo thicke together, For,confidering wc weijehfcfet round with fo many dan¬ 
gers,we bore our lelves in fight right fiercely,notbecaufewe would feveowrjives, 
as I (aid, but for that wee defired to die manfully: and from the beginning of day 
untill twy-light in the evening,the vidorie fwayed to no fide 5 but dill there was 
fighting on all hands more fiercely than advifcdly; £or there arpfe hideous out¬ 
cries of one terrifying and frighting another * fo that for heat pf courage hardly 
could any man ftand his ground , without receiving fome hurt or other. Aijd at 
lengths thenight made an endof (laughtering.fi* the fetietieof pain efu 11 pa vails 
ycclded to both parts a longer refpite and ceftatioapf fight. For.whcnasweefiad 
time given to reft,that little ftrength which remained in us, cotfoauall labour and 
want of fleepe confumed quite: and withall,thebloudfhed upon the grounded 
the wan faces of them that lay a dying,made ijs exceedingly afraid; and verily tfre 
narrow and (height rowme withintbe circuit of the citie,which w£snopc,ywis,of 
the greatefi, would not permit fomuchasthe laft comforts yet,; pf buryipgd»e 
dead, confidering that there were enclosed within tfie famejegfons, and a CPflfu- 
fed fort of ftrangers and citizens one with anotherof both fexet* hcfide? fotne.o- 
ther few fouldiors railed, to the number in all of twentie thousand- Well,fveiy 
man cured his owne w6unds,according as they were curable, or could paeet[WHh 
leeches ynow to looke unto them i confidering, that fome were fogrievqpfly 
wounded,that with the fpendingof ihdrbloud to the laft drop,they gaveng their 
vitall fpirits, (bugling ftill for life: others being ftabbed into thebodie with, foarpe 
pointed weapons,lay along on the earth, and when they hadgweo tbehfeft 
were thiowne forth dead. There were againe,whoted fo many dcepegafoey^id 
holes on everyfide in thcuIims.thatthck-sIdfidUBd learned chfofgians forbade 

them 
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rf ««smee to eoC about the cute, for fearelraft the grievous handlingofthem ta- 
fheiipoote affli&ed fonles (hould be more tormented: laftly, dives 
Aerew^^bo witiidie plucking out of arrow's ,where the cure was doubtfully- 
bid torturcmoredolorous than death.

■ Hilcsthcfight continued thus at Amida with full refolutionandpur- 
pofeof bothfidcs a Vrficinus taking it heavily, that he depended upon 
the will and pleafure of another mans authorise, oftentimes adverti- 
fed Sabinimus, being then in greater place of government and com¬ 
mand over the fouldiois (but keeping (till among the Sepulchres) Thar putting in 
readinefle and order all theskirmifhing fouldiors, they Ihouldclofdy makefpeed 
by thebottome and foot of the hils: that having by the meanes and helpe of 
Jjaht armour (if fortune wereany thing favourable unto them ) intercepted the 
ftations, they might fet upon the enemies night-watches, which taking a mightie 
compafle about, had inverted the walls, or by often provocation and urging,find 
them occupied that foftoutly plied thefiege. Which proje&s of his, Sabinhnus 
flood again ft,as hurtfull and dangerous • pretending verily in (hew, the Emperors 
letters openly giving comm^undement. That what fervice foever might bee done^ 
fhould be performed every where,withouthurt or touch of fouldior : but fecretly 
in thebottome of his heart robtreiaining that which he was charged many a time 
in the court to doe, namely to difappoint his *predeceflbr, fo much inflamed with 
the love and defire of glorie, of all meanes atidoccafions to win honour, though 
the fame might tend to thebenefit of the State; fuch haft was made even with the 
utter deftru&ion of the provin'c&^that this warlike *knight might not be reported 
the au thor or copartener of any taiemorablc exploit. And therefore 3 much abaflied 
and difmayed with thefe hard fortunes, as booting nought by fending fpies often 
unto us, although the wayes v^ere layed fb by (freight watch and ward,that hard it 
was for any man to enter into the to wne: and gaining as little by deviling many 
good and profitable courfes, he refcmbled forall the world a Lyon, forbig bodie 
and grim looke terrible,but not daring to goeand deliver out of danger his whelps' 
cnclofedwithinnetandtoyle, as having his clawes taken from him, and loft his 
teeth. But within the citie, whete the number of dead bodies lying thicke fcattc- 
red along the ftreets,wasgreaterthan of fuch as were to perforrne that jaft dutieof 
buriall, to mitigate lo many mifcrics befide, came the peftilence, occafioned by a 
contagious infedHon of putrified carkalfes breeding by this time vermine in them, 
• an ^ maintaine d with hote vapours and fUndrie difeafes of the common inulti- 

tude. Thefe kinds of maladies Whence they ufetoarife, I willbriefHy declare. 
ST. £a The Philofophers and renowmed Phyficians have written, That exceffe of cold; 

ofh«t,ofipoiftare,or drineflc,breedethplagues. Whenceit is,that thofe who 
dwdlhardbyftrmie, mooric, and wetgrbunds, are fubjea to ebughes, to the 
fuch like: coritrariwife, they that confine upcm‘Hotecou$ 
tocrakeptnie. tries, arc dried up with the heat of fevers : But looke how much tndre powerful!

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than other things is the fubftance of fire,fo much is drought 1 morequickc tokffl. 
Hereupon it came to paflc,that when Greece was employed painefuilytnawaox 
continuing tenne yeares, that a k ftranger might not goe away uopuniftied for 
breaking the bond of a kings marriage, by fuch a maladie that reigned and cam* 
bv the arrowes of Apollo^ who is deemed to be the Sunne,a number perilbed:and 
JsThucididis lheweth,That wofuUcalamitie which in the beginning of the L Pe- 
loponncfiacke warre vexed the Athenians with a grievous kind of ficknefle, aept 
bv little and little from the hote climate of ^Ethyopia, and fofet foot in Attica. 
Others are of opinion,That the ayrc(like as waters ufe to be) infeded and corrup* 
ted with the ftinke of dead carkalfes,or fuch like,isthegreateft caufeof moft difea* 
fes • or at leaftwife, that the fuddaine alteration and change of airc breedeth ligh¬ 
ter “ fickndfo. Some alfo affirme,That the aiie (thickened by fome groflctxha* 
htion of the earth,and thereby refitting the letting forth of the fubtUe matter that 
ufeth to breath out of the pores of the bodie) killeth fome: for which caufe,allo- 
ther living creatures,befides men, which continually looke do wne to the ground, 
Homer once faid, and we our fclves know by many experiments afterwards, die 
thereof at firft. The firft kind of this contagious maladie is called , B Pandemus, 
which caufeth thofe that dwell in drie places to be troubled manv times with ex- 
traordinarie heats: thefecond,°Epidemus,at which timeas it doth invade,it dira- 
meththequicke light of theeyes, andftirreth up perillous humours: thethirdis 
rLoemodes, which likewife is temporaric, but fpecdily difpatcheth and killeth. 
With this deadly and mortall plague were they here (haken : and after fome few 

confumed with intemperate heat, whom thepeft«mgmulmudcftifled,at length, 

in that night which followed the tenth day,whenby fomefmal ftiowosmegrofle 
andthickl ayre was diffolvcd and fcattered, the bodies recovered and retained * 

gainc their firme and perfect health. 


Chap. iiii. 

When the citie wa* encircled round about with hurdle* Fabrickes, by the meanes of a cer¬ 
tain townef man the Perfians becomemaHers of an hightowerjrom whence cun¬ 
ninglythey [cotter fire-darts among thebefeged and by aUmeanes molejt 
& them , and upon the winning of a pile called Ztatum, cruelly 
fall upon many thoufmds of prifoners.

plainc ground ; but for that manner of fcrvrce and wanowhCTeto^wertn^. 
not only unfit, but comrariwife alfo exceed™ unruly ® d . 
when they would not lend their helping hand to any mtt tn 8™", ^ 

making of buhvarkes andfonificadoi^nfcdfodota^wfi^^hwd 
moft courageoufly, but came home (ewer than they wem^dou^^^ 

than one handfnll of water^as ^ien ky»® icommottstaie-ft** 
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thegattswerelockt&ftup, and they for all the entreatie that their Tribunes made; 

mightnot ifluc forth,they fretted & gnafhed their teeth like wild beafts.But certain 
daics after, their valor & effeflual fervicc wasfccne above all others,as I wil declare. 
In a by-place or corner of the South part of the wall which Jooketh downc to the 
river Tigris,there flood a tower rifing to a great height,under which certaine crag, 
gie and broken rocks lay gaping open, fo that a man could not lookedowne into 
them without horrible dizzincs and turning ofthebraine: from whence by vaults 
hollowed under the ground along the foot of the mountain, certaine ftaires work- 
manly and finely polifhed,Icd unto the very plaine plot of the citie, whereby tothe 
end that water might privily and by ftealthbedrawneout of the rivers chanell, a 
dcuife that we haue feeneinall the forts and ftrong holds throughout thofe coun. 
tries which lie hard to rivers. Through this darkeangle notregarded by reafonof 
the broken rocke, with the guidance of a certaine tewnef man fugitive, who had 
revolted to the contrary fide,fcventie Perfians,archers,chofen out of the kings regi¬ 
ment, very cunning and bold withall, guarded with thefilenceof that remote and 
by-place afore-laid, fodainely at midnight climbed one by one up to thethird fto- 
rieorloftof the above laid tower: and when they had lien there dofe hidden, in 
the morning they put out a foldiers coat ofa red colour, which was a fignall or to¬ 
ken to begin battaile: which done, when they perceived once that the citie was 
Invironcd round on every fide, with forces that flowed like waves upon it, af¬ 
ter they had emptied their quivers, and caft them at their feet, with clamorous 
yellingsandflioutstheyfetallonfire, bellowing their arrowes abroad right cun¬ 
ningly. And thenanon all the armie in thicke fet fquadrons aflailed the citie much 
more eagerly than before. Whiles we within were uncertaine & doubtfull which 
way to tume us,and to make head * againft thefe that flood aboue and molefted us, 
or againft the multi tude,that by skaling were already at hand to take hold upon the 
very bulwarks ? thus was the feivicedevided among us. Five of the lighter kind of 
balifts were removed out of their owne places, and planted againft the tower: the 
which difeharging verie quickly wodden darts, otherwhiles pierced through two 
ofthematonce. Someot them heereupon greevouflie wounded fell downc :o- 
thers for feare of the engines making fuch a noife, were caft headlong.and fo with 
their bodies fore mangled,died: which being difpatchcd with great celeritie and 
expedition ,and the faid engines brought backe againe to their wonted places,with 
lomewhat better fecuritie we ran on all hands to the defence of the walls. And for 
t at the wicked a&ofthis fugitive encrcafcd our foldiers trouble and care,as if they 
wereencountring in the verie plaine,they beftirred their ftrong armes fo Iuftily in

to live any Iouger, hadlhc calves of their legges or hough-ftrings cut, and fo 
were left behind. 

Chap. v. 

Tbefouldiors ofGaule requiring leave to encounterthe enetn 'te , and impatient of delay , 
charge upon the king of Perfiaguarded with a power of one hundred thousand figh¬ 
ting mcn>and kill a number that layfaft afleepe: but being almoft befet round 
about with other companies that came running in> with the Ioffe of 
foure hundred retyre unto the citie . After this y heir leaders had 
by commaundement from Conftantius armed 
Statues ere Sled for them. 

Hefo pitifull and miferable troupes of captives the Gaulois fouldi- 
ors beholding,upon a reafonable motive verily, although it were 
unfoafonabIe,demaunded leave to encounter the enemic in plain 
fight, threatening to kill the Tribunes, if they forbad them, and 
the principall corporals of every companie , if afterward they 
fhould prohibite them. And like as lavage beafts with kcene and 
fell teeth kept up in grated cages, and made more fierce and cruell with their foule 
and filthie keeping, upon hope to get out,rufh and bounce againft the barres that 
turne and wind within their lockets: even fo fell they to hewing and hacking with 
their fwords the gates, which (as I faid before) were kept locked * as wonderfully 
troubled in mind, lead either when the citie was rafed and deftroyed, they alio 
fhould perilh, without the achievement of fome brave and glorious exploit: or 
if it happened to be delivered from dangers, they might be reported to have done 
noworthieand memorable a<5l befeemingthemagnanimitieof theGaules:albeit 
before timexwhen they had often iffued foorth,and attempted to impeach the pio- 
ners,as well callers up of bankes, as makers of plat-formes, yea,and killed fome, 
themfelves received the like at their hands. We then deftitute altogether of good 
counfell,and doubting what wee Ihould fet againft them in their way, raging in 
this wife as they did,atiength made choice of thiscourfo above the reft,although 
themfelves would hardly yeeld their aflent untoir, namely, that feeing they could 
no longer be endured,after fome fhort paufe and ftay made, they might bee per¬ 
mitted to let upon the watch and ward of the enemies, that were placed not farre 
out of the darts (hot, to the end,that whenthey had broken through them, they 
might proceed on ftill further. For apparantit was* That if they chieved well in 
this enterprifo, they would make foule worke, and commit fome notable carnage 
among them. Whiles preparation is made for this defigne, by fundrie forts of 
fight and skirmilh,the walls were valiantly ftiU defended, what with paines ta¬ 
king and continuall watching; and what with planting of engines and ordnance, 
todifoharge from all parts both ftonesand calling-weapons ; yet were there two 
high bankes ere<5led by the hands of ''.an footmen, and the winning of the ci- 

tie was intended by long wo r ' * ..uU taking Icifore thereto: againft which, with 
the more earned care and enuevour of our men alio, were railed exceeding migh- 
tie mounts, topping equally the height of the terraces or bankes affronting them.

whole feuadrons of their enemies running toward them, they made haft to get a- 
way and y et not one of them turned his backe: and (b being driven without the 
rampier retyring by little and little, as it were, by found of the meafures, when 
theycould no longer endure the bands (o thicke affayhng them .with the noyfcof 
thetrumpets from the campe they were fore troubled,and fo departed: alfo while 
many trumpetsand cornets refounded out of the citie, the gates were fetopen to 
receiveourmen, if happilythey could Poff'bly returne fo farre f yea, and^he em 
eines of artillerie kept a great ratling,without (hot ofany dart: to the end tha. both 
the captaines of the ftations and wards, after their fellowes were flame, Wight be 
driven to goe behind,as not knowingthat they flood againft the naked walsot the 
cirie, and that thofe bardie and valiant men might bee received without taking 
harmc. And fo by this ftratageme and cunning device, the Gaules havmg then 
number le(Tcned,entred the gate when it was twylight wounded,fome deadly, o- 
thers lightly,and having loft in that nights worke foure hundred of their feUowes: 
who,if fome more violent chaunce had not withftood them, would have killed in 
the verytents,not *Rhefus, nor theThracians, lying encamped before the walls of 
Troy.but the king of the Pcr(ians,guarded with an hundred thoufand armed men. 
For the leaders and trainersof thefe Gaules, as beeing the chiefetaines of valiant 
deeds, after the citie was deftroyed and raced,the Emperour commaunded, thene 
fliould be their ftatues all armed fet up at Edefla,in a country of great refort.-whioi 
flames are kept there found and entire unto this prelent. 
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Chap. VI* 


Great for row and lamentation in the Perfians armiefor the {laughter of their nobles 
and potentates , and three dates ceffaston of armes: which betng pajt^ the A - 
mtdens are fiercely ajfaulted , but the Per fans valiantly repul- 
fed: howbeit the next morning by day light they 
renew the combat . 


■ He day following, when the dead bodies were difeovered, and noble 
potentates and great lords found among the carkalTes of the flaine, 
I the diflonatit cries and teares together Ihewed fundrie milhaps in fun- 
1 drie places,every where nothing was heard but forrowfull mourning 
and indignation of the kings, fuppofing that the Romanes had broken in arnorfg 
them through the corps deguard placed againft the wals: and for that a truce was 
graunted by common confent for three dayes, we alfo tookc a time to breath our 
f elves. After this,thefe nations (fore troubled and made more wood with fo new 


and ftrange an accident) fettingafide $11 further trifling and delay, thought good 
now to trie the quarrel! by railing maine fabrickes and other fortifications, fince 
that fine force fped no better: and thus in the heat of their bloud, meaning to put 
the matter to the extremitie of warres,they all haftened now either to die with ho¬ 
nour,or dfc to make fatisfa&ion unto theghofts of them that were flaine,with the 
downefall and utter ruine of the citie. And now by this time, when they had on 


all hands with alacritie and cheerefulnefte finifhed their furniture and preparation 
accordingly, uo fooner was the day ftarre up, but fundrie forts of fabrickes and 
turrets,bound with yron barres,were fee clofe to the wals: in the high tops where¬ 
of were balifts fitly placed,which removed the defendants that kept lower. And 
by that time it grew to be faire day-light, the skie all over was under- fpread with a 
feeling,as it were,of yron harneis* and the battaillons thicke fet together,marched, 
notout of ranke diforderly,as before,but directed by the mild found of the trum¬ 
pet,without any of them running rafhly forth of their array, covered all the while 
withroofesor pent- houfes over their heads, and having before them wicker hur¬ 
dles made of rods for a fence. And when they drew fo ncere,as that they were 
within dart-fhot,the Perfian footmen, for all they held their fhields before them, 
unneth avoiding thearrowes (hot from the wals outof brakes, croffe-bowes, and 
other engines,difplayed and opened their rankes wider: and for as much as there 
was no kind in manner of catting-weapons that did light in vaine, even thofe tfiat 
came heavily armed at all pieces, were daunted, and by their reculing made our 
men the bolder and more courageous. Howbeit, becaufe our enemies Balifts, 
planted upon their yron bound turrets,beeing of force from abovetoannoy and 
difpleafe whatfoever was fomewhat under them,as the place was unequal I i fo the 
effed and event was unlike,whereby they made foule bloudfhed among us. Now 
when the evening came on apace, fo that both fides refted, the greater part of the 
night was fpent in deviling what mcanes might meet with fo horrible a mifehiefe. 
A nd in the end,after we had caft and proje&ed many wayes,wc refolved upon this 
device .which by putting quickly into execution,proved the lafer, namely, that a- 
gainft thofe balifts aforefaid foure fcorpions fhould be planted full affront. Which 
while they were removed and placed over-againft them warily (a matter of great 
difficultieand skill) the day commeth, to us moft wofull, fhewing the dreadfull 
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unto than, which made fucha ^ mote terribleand fearefull fight,

bodies and going thereupon backward, then mailers could not hold: and after¬ 
war* whef the munitionsand fabrickes wereburnt,they sktrm.lhed yet fttll,and 
ave n^ovet. For.thekinghimfelfeof the Perfians, who ts never forced to bee 
Srfonally in any battaile, lore moved with thefetempeftuousinfottunities,after a 
newmanner,never exampled or knowne before,hke unto a fouldtot that is n^d to 
fight a field .leapt forth into the thickell of them: and beeaufe he was more goodly 
afid brave tobe feene of them that looked a farre off, than the other multitude of 
fuchas guarded and protected him,many acafting-datt was throwne at him: and 
whenanumber of the guard andfquires of his bodie were layed along, hettwent 
cleerc away, changing alternatively by turnes the battaillons eafieto be ruled: and 
to the very end of the day,not affrighted with the fearefull fight either of thofe that 
were a dyin a ,or of wounds given and taken,at length he permitted fome final time 
to be graunted for reft. But when the night came and ended the conflict, and that 
in fo fmall a time he had taken a fhort fleepe, no fooner grew it tobe day - light, but 
he boy ling with anger and dolour,and minding to fetno regard of right before his 
cycs,excitcd his people againft us, for to win what he hoped for. And when after 
their fabrickes and plat-formes were burnt, as I have (hewed, they attempted to 
fight along the high terraces next unto the walls: out of the mounts raifed up with¬ 
in forth,our men,(b farre as they were able to doe or ftraine, with equal! force refi¬ 
tted on the high ground. And a long time continued there a bloudie battaile, nei¬ 
ther for feare of death ftirred one man of any fide, nor gave over his endevour,to 
make good their places. The conflict being drawne out and continued thus farre, 
when the fortune of the fides was ruled by an inevitable event,that mount or ter¬ 
race of ours that had coft fo long labour about it,as ifit had been (haken with fome 
earthquake.feil downe forward: and the fpace that lay hollow and gaped between 
the wall and the heapeof earth caft up withoutforth, layed now even and plaine, 
as it were,by a caufey or bridge fet over it, madean open paflage and entrance for 
the enemies, and the fame by nobarres in the way impeached: and fothemoft 
part of our fouldiors that were thus caft down,ceafed their fight, either over-whel¬ 
med with earth,or weakened with travaiIe.Howbeit,there was running on all fides 
to put backe fo fuddaine a danger,and whiles with haft making they entangled one 
another,the enemies grew the bolder and more venturous for their good fuccelfe. 
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C H A P. VI I. 

At length &hen all the forces were from all parts fern for and ajfembled together, Amida 
by the power thereof is woon. Some of thegarrifonfouldiors efcape • and among them 
Amtnianus Marcel linus,w >/>0 by fwift frght fave themfebves, Sapor after he 
bad crucified fiLWmus,a lieutenant,and certaine Romane Tribunes , 
fought carefully for all the Tran&igritores, and put 
them to the fwora. 

B Y reafon therefore that the king commaunded all the brigands and rob¬ 
bers to be fern for, and naked fwords were bent againft one anothers 
breaft, whenbyoccafion of infinite (laughter there was nothing but 
bloudfhed on both fides, the ditches were filled up with bodies, and 
thereby a broader way layed open: and the citiethus peftered with concouife of 
forces ftill fharpe fet and hote upon execution,when all hope was cut off cyther of 
longer defence or efcape by flight, hewen in pieces they were pell-mell one with 
another,armed fouldiors and unarmed weaklings,and no regard of fex was made. 
Wherefore,when it begantobcdarkeintheevening,andasyet a number of our 
men (though adverfe fortune flood and ftrived againft them) by joyning in fight 
were held occupied, and had their hands full, I (with two others) lying hidden 
through the benefit of the darke night, in a certaine fecret place of the towne,got 
forth at a pofterne gate,where there was no watch kept: and having fome helpe by 
the skill I had of defart places and the fwift (peed that my companions made^came 
at length as farre as toaftationor baiting place at tenmylesend: wherein after we 
had beene moderately refrefhed,and were about to goe forward ftill on our way, 
and my felfe was now over come with too much travaile, as a gentleman not ufed 
to fuch toyle,I found a terribleobjc&to fee to,but yet that which to me (fo weari- 
edand tyred out as I was) yeelded patting great comfort. One of thefe campc- 
lacqueyes or fouldiors pages riding upon a fwift horfe without faddle and bitt or 
bridle,to the end that he might not drop off his backe,tied very ftreight and fhort 
unto his left hand the halter or cord,wherewith,as the manner is, he was ufed to be 
led and guided: and within a while after chauncing to bee caft, and not able to 
breake in funder the knot of the bond that held him faft, had all his litns pitcoufly 
rent and mangled,as he was dragged through defart wilds and forrefts,and fo with 
the weight ofhiscarkaflereftrained backe the beaft, which by this time alfo was 
fpent and tyred out with running. The fervice of which jade thus caught, I ma¬ 
king ufe of for the time,came with much adoe together with the faid companions 
of mine,to cert3ine fountaincs of waters naturally hote,(landing upon a veine of 
brimftone. And for that by reafon of the hote weather we being over-taken with 
drought and third, went foftly feeking a great while for water, and fo fpiedac 
length a verie deepe pit, not able either to go downe into it for the depth it carried, 
nor having any cords or ropes about us, wee being taught by extreame nccettitie 
what to doe in this cafe,did cut the linnen (hirts that we were lapped in, into fmall 
pieces: whereof having drawne out a rope of a rnightie length, we tooke a quilt 
which one of our companie wore under hismorrion,and put the fame to the ne¬ 
ther end of it: which being by the laid rope let downe into the pit, and drinking 
inwaterlikeafpunge ordifhclour, quickly quenched thethirft wherewith wee 
were in manner confumcd. From thence we went apace unto the river Euphrates, 
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• JV nnflethe water unto the further bank',by a veflell which a long time

man . But bchoi > ? iftanked and broken, which a multitude of Petfians 

nurfued j and we wift not whence it was, that in fo fuddaine violence they charged 

thusthebackesof the other, marching on their way. Bywh.chcxample.thuspre- 

“ r, we beleeve verily,That thofe earth-begotten gyants arofenot 
out of h< bowels'and bolbmes of the earth, but were borne indeed lb exceeding 
? r? for that thcv were feenc fuddainly in divers places (Sparti common- 
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loefly^cioth antiquitie extoll this thing, as above all others befide. Thisunhappie 

occurrent made us beftirre our ftumpes,and tor that all the helpe wee had to lave 
our (elves,lay in fwift footmanlhip.wee madefpeed through greves and groves 
toward the high moumaines, and lo from thence wee came to Melitina, a towne 
in thcleffc Armenia: and there having met with outraptaine, weeaccompamed 
him now readie to take his journey,and vifited Antiochiaagaine. Meane while. 
Sopor and the Pecans, becaufethey mightnotnowmarch into the inland parts 
of thecountrey, confideringitgrew toward the end of Autumne, and the ftarre 
named the Kids,were rifen, di iving their captives and otherbooues before them, 
intended to rcturne home into their owne countrey ■ Among thefe executions 
nevertheldTe and riflings of the citie thus rafed,when JElianu* the lieutenant,and 
thofe Tribunes (through whofe valiant fervice the walls flood folong defended, 
and fo many Pcrfiansflaine) were villanoufly hanged upon gibbets, lacobus and 
Cefim, ihe*Rcgifters or Notaries belonging to the office of the Generali of the 
Hotfemenand other of the Protedores were led away prifoners,with their hands 
pinnioned behind their backes. But the inhabitants beyond Tigris, ftreightly 
layed for, were all mafifacred every mothers child,without refped of degree,from 
the higheft to the lowed. 

CHAP. VIII. 

The wife of Craugafius a nobleman, taken captive,fendeth for her husband, who abode 
at Nifibis with R omanus a Pr&feft, and thegarrtfonfouldtors there : who craftily 
maketh an efc operand commeth to the Per funs hoaft: and thus having reco • 
veredhis wife ft advaunced to new dignities and honours by Sapor, 
who,by report jnthat fiege of Jmida loft thirtie thou- 
fandfighting men. 

B Vt the wife of Craugafu* (who keeping dill her chaftitie unftained, 
was honoured as a noble dame) mourned as though fhee were to 
fee another world without her husband,albeit ffie hoped by freffi 
andprefent examples, of better and more happie fortune. Cading 
therefore and providing for her owne good, and fa*re forecading 
accidents to come, troubled fhee was with a twofold thought, as onedeteding 
both widowhood andwedlocke. Whereupon fhefecretly difpatched a very tru¬ 
ffle familiar friend of hers, and one that knew well all the coads and quarters of 
Mefopotamia,with dire&ion to enter into Nifibis by the mountaine Zagrus, be- 
tweene two garrifon fortrdTes,Mirideand Lorne^requeding her husband by a fpc- 
ciall meffage and fome fecret tokensof matters privily paffed between them twain, 
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That after he was enformed what occurrents had happened, he would come over, 
to live with herableflfed life. With thefe inftru&ionsthispaflenger beeing to his 
content furni(hed,and withall lightly appointed, through blind wayesin forrefts 
and dirubbie places he hiethapace,and entreth into Nifibis: where he pretended 
this to be his errand, namely,That for as much as his midreflfe was no whereto be 
feene,and peradventure murthered, hee having efpied mcanes to make an efcape, 
departed out of the enemies campe. And fo being not regarded, as one that was 
but a bafe fellow, he Qnfoimz&Craugafim of all that had beenedone : and foone 
after,having taken his faithfull promde,That if he might with fafede,he would fol¬ 
low his wilejthe meffenger gat away from thence, glad man thathe was, bringing 
unto the woman newes that file fo long vvifhed for . Who knowing thus much, 
by the mediation of Marqueffe Sapor made a fupplication to the king,That before 
he departed out of the Romane marches,hee would (if it might conveniently bee 
done) of his gracious favour graunt andcommaund, That her husband might 
come under his power and prote&ion. Now when the laid ftranger,fo fuddainly 
come,was as (bone gone before any man looked for it (for indeed he prefcntly re¬ 
turned in fecret manner,and without the privitie of any,flipped away) Marqueffe 
Cafiiantu ftrucke with a deepe fufpition of the thing,and other great captains there 

in place of government and commaund,came roughly uponCr4^^,and threa¬ 
tened to put him to death, crying with open mouth, That the man neither came 
nor went without his will. But he fearing to be charged as a tray tor,and troubled 
exceeding much in mind,for feare leaft by the revolt of fome fugitives thither, in¬ 
telligence might be given,That his wife remained living,and was moff kindly en¬ 
treated ;by way of fcmblance affe&ed marriage withanother brave and noblevir- 
oine: and fb pretending that hee would provide things neceffarie for his nuptiall 
feaff,vvent forth to a village (landing eight myles from the towne, and fowith all 
the fpeed and haft he could make, fled to a companie of Perfian forray ers that were 
abroad to waft the countrey, of whom hehad intelligence that they approched : 
and being gladly of them received,and known by the words he fpake who he was, 
after five3ayes delivered he was to Sapor ,and by him to the king. So after he had 
recovered his goods,which had bcene taken from him, and all his deareft friends, 
together with his wife, whom for fome few monethshehad loft, hee was m a le- 
cond place next unto Antoninus 5 howbeit,as the excellent Poet fay th ^Longoproxi¬ 
mo* inter vallo.i. next indeed,but yet a great way off. For he having a notable wit, 
and grounded befides by long experienceof the world,was a very Efficient man, 
and able by fome policte to compaffe whatfoever he tooke in hand: whereas Crau - 
zafius was by nature very fimple,yet in name as well renowmed and much ipoken 
of. And thefe things verilyhappened not long after. But the king,albeit in his 
countenance he made fhew of fecuritie, and feemed in out ward apparance to re- 
ioyce for the deftruaion of this citie, yet greatly difquietcd and grieved deepely 
at the heart he was,when he caft up his accompts,and found,how hee had many 
times fuftained lamentable Ioffes in thefe dangerous and mifchievous hcges,yea, 
and that himfelfe had loft farre more of his owne people than he had taken of our 
men alive, or flaine at leaftwifein fo many skirmifhes . Like as it fell out divers 
times at Nifibis and Singara: and femblably haying for feventie three day«be- 
leaguered Amida with a multitude of armed fouldiors, hee loft thirtie thou&nd 
fightingmenand good warriors: which within a while aft ^ r r Were . b y^^ 
T ribune and Notarie reckoned the eafier^by this difference obferved : fonhat^the 
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Sc?'but fetote Of the Perfians^laine,waxc drie and ftarke as fekes/o 
by his race. du bccotnc ibft, not moiftened with any matter, or corrupt 
I*!

RTTf^jHilcstbefc affaires arc carried on end by fundrie whirle puffes in the 
utmoft marches of the Eaft,the immortal! citie Rome feared adearth 
comming for default and fcarcitie of come : and T ertulltu Pi xte& at 
lhe f ame time,through the violence of the commons very full of their 
menaces, as fearing famine, the worft calamitie of all others,was otherwhiles fore 
troubled' but without all reafon, I afTure you; for it was not long of him that vi- 
duall was not brought in convenient time by fhipping, which beemg arrived as 
far re as to the next bayes, partly the roughnefte of the fea, which was more angrie 
than ordinaric,and partly tempefts of contrarie winds affrighted with doubt of 
great perils from putting into the haven of Auguflus . For which caufe, the fayd 
Prated being often difquieted with feditious commotions,and by reafon that the 
common people tooke on and raged more fully now, as being vexed for the immi¬ 
nent miichiefethac they feared, out of all hope to favehis life, as he thought* unto 
the people thus keeping a fore ftirre in tumultuous wife (and yet ufing aforetime 
wifely to confider of fuchaccidents)prefentedhis little fonnes, & fheddingteares: 
Behold .quoth hcc) your fellow citizens and countrey men ^ who jhall endure (but the 
gods in heaven forfendthe Ofie) thefame hard distrejfc together with you , unleffe feme 
better fortune fhine upon us. If therefore fy the lofje and dejlrutfion of thefejee thinke 
ihatnobeavte calamitie can light upon you, here ami readie at your commmnd . By 
which pitifull objed, the common fort(encIined of their owne nature to clemen- 
cic)becameappeafedandheldtheirpeace, patiently waiting for that lot which 
fhould befall unto them. And anone (fuch was the will and pleafure of the divine 
power which hath advau need Rome from the firft infancie thereof, and given 
anfwere,T hat it fhould continuefor ever) whiles Tertullus was offering facrifice at 
Oftia in the temple of Cafior and Pollux ,a ealme came that allayed the fca,and the 
wind turning about, and changing to bee mild South, the Blips with full fayle en- 
trcd the haven.and filled the garners with cornc. Whiles Consiantius amongthefe 
occurrents was thus doubtfull what to doe, as who ftill in his Winter repofe at 
Sirmium fat carking and mufing upon the matter,throughly moved and troubled 
he vvas with fearefull and heavie newes, fhewingthat vvhich he then was much 
afraid of, namely,hovv the Limigantesof Sarmatia, who (as I have (hewed be¬ 
fore) had expelled their owne lords and matters out of their ancient feats and pol- 
f efhons, having by little and little neglected, thofe places .which theyeare paft in a 
good and profitable policic were fet out and appointed for them, leaft (as they 
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are a fickle and unconftant nation) they fhould rife and plot feme mifehiefe to the 
State,had now feized into their hands the countries confining upon their limits, 
and after their inbred manner raunged abroad licentioufly, readie to fet all in an 
hurrie and conibuftion,if they were not removed and put backe. Which outra¬ 
ges of theirs, theEmperour fuppofing that they would fhortly grow to prow¬ 
ler tearmes,if the bufinefle were deferred,having gathered together from all parts 
a number of moft expert and active fouldiors, tooke the field in the beginning of 
the Spring,before it was yet come to the height * the more forward to this expedi¬ 
tion in two refpe&s, for that the armie full of rich booties, fince the end of the late 
Summer was confidently upon the like hope emboldened to the atchievement of 
prosperous exploits : andagaine, becaufe Anotolius at that time fitting as *Prcfe& * fc/7W(# . 
for Illyricum, there was abundance of all necettarie provifion gotten together al» 
readie, even before the ordinarie time, without the Ioffe and hinderance to any 
man. For,never by thedifpofe and order fet downe of any other Pracfe&fhip un¬ 
to this prefent (as all men confcfleand avouch) fiourifhed the Northren provin¬ 
ces in all bleffings, as which by a friendly correction and wife reformation of fomc 
that didamiffeand erred, were eafed of the great Ioffes they had by waggonage 
and other carriage, that undid an infinit number, and made them (hut up their 
dores, and delivered from the profeffing and acknowledgement of everie mans 
worth in the Subfidie booke, under a goodly fhew of truft. And thenceforth the 
inhabitants of thofe parts might have lived exempt from hurt, and beene faved 
harmelefle, confidering all matters of quarrels and complaints were hufht: but 
that afterward the odious and deteftable titles of matters exquifitcly fought out 
and devifcd,and the fame amplified and aggravated in criminous wife by thofe 
that both exhibite and admit fuch bills, whiles thefeof the one fide ftraine and 
ftrive to have their power and authoritie fettled and continued to them ftill, and 
thofe of the other hoped, if all men were flirigged of their goods , and left bare, 
they fhould live in faf etie, grew at length to open proferiptions & hanging of filly 
innocent perfons.Well,the Emperor,as I have fay d, for the redrefle of that urgent 
outrage and enormitie, having in {lately and glorious manner (with all his furni¬ 
ture and provifion) put himfelfe on his journey,came to Valeria a province,fome- 
time part of Panncnia, but in the honour of Valeria^ daughter of Dmleftan, firft 
inftituted and fo named: and encamping with his armie (lying fpread under 
their tents) along the bankes of the river Ifter,obferved the Barbarians 5 who be¬ 
fore his comming (under a colour and pretence of friendfhip) minded by health 
to invadcand waft Pannonia inthevery hardeft timeof Winter, confidering that 
the Snow was not yet melted by the warmth of the Spring,whereby thcfaidriyer 
remained paflable everywhere, and our fouldiors hardly could endure to ftay 
long abroad and lye without dore in froftie weather.

■ Orthwith therefore having Tent unto the Limigantes twoTnbunes with 
one interpreter apeece,in very roodeft tearmes,by way of asking the 
qucftion.he required to know, What the reafon was, that leaving their 
houfes afligned unto them at their requeft, after peace and covenants 
of league concluded, they wandered abroad fodiforderly in fundrie places, and 
did violence upon our limits, all prohibitions in that behalfe notwithftand^ng ' 
Who alledging for their excufe certaine frivolous and vame reafons, whiles teare 
forced them to lye,befought the prince to pardon them,and entreated him, That 
all grudges and dtfpleafures forgotten, he would permit tlyem topaffe ever the river , and 
come before him, where they would relate what bormes and damages they fuflained : and 
werepreft and readietftt might ft and with his pleafure , to take landsfarre remote , fa 
they lay within the compaffe of the Remane warUfas men nuzi&eledin long reft and peace, 
worshipping guietnes as agoddefteof healthiond would both undergoe the burthens and 
beare the name of Tributaries, The Emperour taking knowledge hereof, after the 
returne of ihc Tribunes aforelaid,leaping for joy,as if the affaire which he deemed 
mod difficult and in explicable,would fully bee difpatched without any paines ta¬ 
king, admitted them all to his prefence, as one inflamed with an hote defire ftill of 
having and getting more: which humor of his,all the crew of flatterers about him 
followed and fed, who without all meafure filled his eares with thefe and fuch like 
fpeeches,That now having ftilled all forraine troubles, and made peace in everie 
place,he fhould gainea number of r proletaricfubje(5hto multiplicand beget iffue, 
and bee able to levie and mufter a moft puiflant fneof young fouldiors: for pro- 
vinciall people will be moft willing to give gold for the laving of their bodily la- 
*1 take this to be bour-*which hope hath divers times hindered and endangered cheftate of Rome. 
|E°i Sau- And therefore after he had placed a rampter neerc to *Acunincum,and eredled an 
•jcImcB. simile, high terrace or banke like unto a Tribunall, divers fhips manned with certaine le* 
gionarie fouldiors lightly appointed, were bycommaundement fee to keepethe 
channellof the river next unto the bankes, together with lnnocent'm, fometime a 
land meafurer, who gave this counfellj to the end,that if they perceived onccthc 
baibarous people to ftirre, whiles they were bent another way, the faid fouldiors 
might charge upon their backes. And the Limigantcs,of whom no man was a- 
ware,albeit they perceived fome haft and hurrie made,yet devifing nothing on the 
head and rafhly, flood bowing forward, thinking deepely in their hearts of other 
marteis, farre different from what they pretended in gefture and fpeech. Now, 
when they faw the Emperour addreffing himfelfc from an high pulpit to make a 
moft mild Oration,and readieto fpeake unto them,as people that would foonebe 
traftableand obedient^one of them in a terriblefit of furie having flung with a vio* 
icnce his fhoo at the Tribunall.cried out tJWarha,Marba, which among them is the 
watchword and fignalltobegina fray and skirmifh: And the rude multitude fe- 
conding him prefently, put upa Barbarian banner. and with a lowd outcrie, after 
a wUd and lavagemanner,advaunccd forwardagainft the prince himfclfe. Who 
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inline downc ftom aloft,when he faw the multitude running to and fro in every 
lice with their calling darts,and that by reafon of their drawnefwords and rapi- 
s he was like tocome prefently to fome mifchidesenteraiingling himieiie with 

his owne people and fttangers.and not known whither he was acaptameor a loul- 
dior becaufe there was no time now either to linger or to fit Hill, beetng mounted 
nnnu a fwift ftead,he gallopped away with bridle in necke.and efcapcd. Yet fome 
few veomen of the guard,whiles they laboured to keepe the villains back,flafmng 
rh were upon them like flames of fire,loft their lives, as beerng cruflied with the 
vveLht onely of thole that fell upon them; and thekings tlrrone,togetlter with the 
cufliion all cloth of gold,was ftolien and carried away, whiles there was no man 

rn Mine (ay it. And nmhin a little after, when newes camethat the Emperour had 
be-ne plunged well neere into extreame jeopardic, and flood not yet upon fure 
ground,the armie fuppofing the chiefl-ft and firftthing.bat they had to do, was to 
refeue himfforthey thought himnot quite rid yet out of danger) prefuming confi 
d miv to have a good hand of it, and to fave his life ; armed though they were but 
bv the halves becaufe they ran out to fight fo fuddamety .gnafinng then teeth arro, 
fo that they rung againc,as fell fouldiors ufe to doe,engaged themfelves among the 
bands and^ompanies of the barbarous rebels, fully bent there to leave their liv es. 

And becaufetbefierie courage of our men refolved fully ^y r rn ^" h " odt ,? wl , pea ‘ 

way all fhamefulldilhonour,as whetting their anger againftfuchdrfloyall and per- 

fidrous enemies,without fpare,downe they went with ad that flood n their way, 
hcwirwdiem inpieces,trampling underfoot as wellthofe that were ahve, as then, 
that lav halfe dead, & killed outright indeed: and before they could make up tl ,cir 

hands fullwithkilling thefe Barbarians,therelay whole heapes of them dead,thrnfl 

uo and [leaked fafl together. For thefe rebels were driven to extremities, whiles 
fome were killed downeright in the place,others for deadly feare (cantered afundert 
o( whom,a great fort conceiving lome hope of life by prayers which came to no- 
thin® after many a blow & wound received one in the neckeofanother,wcremaf- 
facreS in theenl After they were all defeated and made away, when the tr “ m P« s 
founded the retreat,our men al(o,though but here & there,were fcer.e ly ing breath- 
leffe and dead namely fuch as fome violent rout had borne down,or whom the h- 
tall^ourfc oTdcftinie^riade an end of, whiles they withflood the errerriies 
hid rh-ir naked and unarmed fides open to them. But the death of Cellar i Tnbune 

oftheScutarij was notable among others, who attheverybegrnningofthecon- 

m ihruft hi mfelfe firft of all others into the middeft of the Saarmatians troupe-s. Af¬ 
terwhich fo cruella carnage and maflacrecommitted ,Conftanttm h ?vingtaken or- 
der for fecurith according asthe urgent occafions of the limits required, return eth 
to SimVmmjwith full revenge taken of his falfe enemies s where when hehad like- 
wife difnatched thofe affaires,which the inftant neceflitiesofthe time called for ,hc 
deoarted from thence and went to Conftantinople, that being now fo neere unto 

hind him,and advaunce his enfignes difplayed along the fpatrous and wrde coun- 
tries of the raaine.

A new 7" ragar die growing from a {lender matter :the chiefe part wherein 
to be afied, is committed unto one Paulus a Not arte , and 
skilfrU in cruell feats . 

f J§ggg|Owbeit, among thefe car-es and thoughts the trumpets founded 
with full blaft, according to a cenaine received cuftome of old,in 
H J||| lieu of civile warres, cenaine matters of imputation, coloured 
deepely with the crime of majeftieor high Treafon. For the pur- 
r. fuit and managing whereof, Panins that *Notarie,whom I muft fo 

often name,was fent: who being a skilfull pra&itioner in thefe capitall and blou- 
die arts,like as a fencer or fword-player out of f Funerals or * Playes, fo himfelfe al- 
fo from the racke or hangmans office ufed to reape fbme gaine and commoditie: 
for as he had an obftinateand fetledpurpofe to doehurt,fo he forbarenotalfoto 
theeve and ftea!e,devifing againft innocent perfbns fundrie caufes and imputati¬ 
ons, tending to their mifehiefe and overthrow, fblong as he had his hand in fuch 
damnable falaries. Now afmallandbafeoccafiontherewas, that miniftred mat- 
f- ter of examinations infinitely extended. There is a towne named * Abydum, fea- 
ted in the furthefl part of the province Thebais: here the Oracle ofa god,called in 
that place Befesyn old time revealed things to come, and was wont ro have honor 
and worfhip done unto it, according to theauncient ceremonies of the countries 
lying round about it. And for as much as fomeperfbnally prefent,and fbme again 
by others fending a fcripr,that fliewed what they were defirous to know, with an 
exprcfTe forme of fupplications conceived, asked counfell of the divine powers, 
thofe pieces of paper or parchment which contained in them their requefts and 
petitionsjremainedothervvhiles, even after anfweres given,in the chappell. Of 
thcfe,fomc upon a malicious intent were fent unto the Emperour,who,as he was a 
man of a bafe mind, carrying a deafe eare in other matters even of great weight 
and importance, became in this particular caufe and information prefented unto 
him,parting tractable and fufpitious ; and befides, being prepared before hand na- 
dually mth bitter gal foone was heat,and caught fire. Immediately therefore he 
warned with all fpced to go into the Eaft, armed with this warrant and com-

gf^^^lRought there was therefore judicially,with the fu^SimpIicius the fonne 
I)Im| of Philipps ho had beene Pra?fc& and Confull both,endited upon this 
ft Bji P°i nt * f 1 ot that he was reported to have enqu ired about the obtaining 
t k e E m pii; C • and being cominaunded to be put to torture by vertuc 
of the princes writ (who in thefe cafes at any time neither finned noi trefpaflfed in 
matter of pietieand mercie) by fbme fpeciall providence of God protecting him, 
without any foileor abufedone to his bodie,was condemned to bani(hmcnt:then 
Pernafm , late Prefect of Asgypt,aplaine conditioned man, brought to that point 
of danger,that he had fentence pronounced (worthieof death) washkewife dri¬ 
ven into exile: he had beene heard oftentimes long before to fay. That when hee 
left *Patrae,a towne in Achaia,where he was borne and had his dwelling place,for *p atia , 
toobtaincorgecacertaine office, he had feene as he lay afleepe many images in 
habireof tragicall a&ors accompanying and bringing him on the way .Jndronictes 
afterwards well knowne for his liberal! ftudies and excellence in Poetrie, was 
brought into the judgement place: who carrying a cleereand fecure confcience, 
when he could not be touched with any fufpitions and preemptions hied againft 
him,(landing ftill to his purgation,and that very ftoutly,was acquite. Semblably, 
Demetrius a Philofbpher, firnamed Cythras , a man verily farre ftept in yeares, but 
having ftill a good ftrong bodie, and as flout a mind, being hardly layed unto and 
charged, That divers times he had offered facrifice, could notdenie thefad, but 
the fault, impleading,That from the very prime of his youth he had ufed fo to do, 
for to pleafe and pacifie God, and never founded nor fearched into high matters $ 
for he did not fo much as know any man thataffeded ordefired it. Continuing 
therefore a long time fet faft on the racke,when furely grounded upon a firme con¬ 
fidence,he perfifted fearelefle, and without varying in his anfweres alleadged and 
pleaded ftill the fame, fuffered he was without any further harmc received to de¬ 
part unto Alexandria, where he was borne. And thefe verily,\vith fome few others, 
the righteous hand of God,which helpeth and affifteth Truth,delivered out of ex- 
treame and prefent dangers. But whiles ihefe criminations and endidments fpred 
ftill further and further by intricate and intangling (hares without end, (ome, after 
their bodies were pitcoufly mangled,died therof, others defpoyled of their goods, 
were condemned to fufferfuithei punifliment: and Paulus all the whiles was the 
prompter and fuccentor of thefe cruell enterludes,which out of a fpenceor budget 
of craftie devices he brought forth in open (hew to do hurt,and whereof headed 
many: upon whole will and pleafure I may in manner boldly fay, depended the 
life of as many as went on the ground. For if a man wore about his necke any re¬ 
medies againft the Quartane ague,or fbme other paine,or could be charged by the 
information of evill-willers, to have pafted by a monument in the evening, as one 
that were a witch or (orcerer,and collected the horrors of fepulchres, and vaine ii- 

lufions

*» thefcmattcrs.no man of wifalome and difcreuon findeth fault. For we doe 
notdenie.that the life and (afetic of a lawfull prit.cejwho is a protedlor and defen- 
dor good men,and from whom we feeke for means of others fafet.e,ought with 

joint diligence and endevourofall men to be fenced and mam mined: For whofe 
edeeming with might and twine, when upon violence and abufe offered to his 
majeftie he ftandeth upon his guard and defence,the laws 'Cornell? have exemp- 
ted no petfon of what eftateand degree foever from examination by way of tor- 

ture,though the fame were with Ioffe of bloud. But on the other fide it becom- 
meth not princes unmeafurably torejoyce and take pleafure in the wofnll cafes of 
fubjeas, lead they fhould feeme governed by licentioufneffe and not by authori¬ 
se. And the example of Tall} ought in this point to be followed.who when it was 
in his power to harme and to fpare(as himfelfeaffirmeth) fought for caufes of for- 
giveneffc,and notoccafions of punifhment: which is theproper dutieofa difereet 
and confiderate Iudge. At the fametime,in Daphne, that pleafant and fumptuous 
place,neeic unto the citie Antioch, was borne a raonfter, horrible to be feeneand 
reported,an infant with two mouths,two teeth,a beard,foure eyes,and two excee¬ 
ding little eares: which birth fo mifhapen and deformed, foretold; that the Com¬ 
mon-wealth was turning into a foule and ill favoured ftate. Now fuch ftrange and 
uncouth monflers as thefe are many times brought forth into the vvoi Magnifying 
and pra?faging the events of fundrie things* which becaufe they are not openly, as 
ino!dtime,cxpiated,theyp3flcaway as unheard of and unknowne. And even in 
thefe dayes, the Kauri, who had beene long time quiet, after they had done fome 
ads,according to the contents of the former ftorie, and attempted thefiege of the 
citie Seleucia, reviving by little and Iittle(as ferpents are wont in the Spring feafon 
toleapeoutol their holes) came downc the craggieftraits and defart wields, and 
then puttingthemfelves clofe into thicke companies and fquadrons,as robbers and 
brigands,foretroubledanddifquietedtheborderers,and witha!I,as mountainers, 
paffed befide the fore*fences and Nations of our fbuldiors unfeene, and by meanes 
of their day ly pradtife ran eafily to and fro over rockes and through grou nds full of 
bufhes. For the appealing of whom, either by maine force or reafonableperfuafi- 
ons, Lauritiusw asfent as ruler, with the dignitie alfoof a Comes added to his 
ftyle, a man politicke, and of a civile carriage, who reformed mod enormities by 
threatening rather than by rigorous dealing; infomuch, as for a great time, while 
he governed the province, there happened nothing that was reputed worthieof 
punifhment.

Lupicinus isfentfrorn In harms into Britannie y for to reprove the troubles 
and commotions there. Vificinus,^ the fianderous calumniations of 
thofein the Court depreffedandthremneunderfoot, laidaitaj 
his girdle of knighthood y and is commaunded to betake 
himfelfe to a prh>ate Hfe. 

S His was the order andproceffe of affaires throughout Illyri- 
cum and the Haft. But in the tenth yeare of Conftanuus his 
Confulfhip.and third of lutianus y when by the out-rodes of 
Scots and Pi&s, fav3ge nations, the peace was broken in Brit- 
tannie,and the places ncere unto the limits appointed for mar¬ 
ches wafted,fo that the provinces(wearied with a multitude of 
calamities paft,heaped upon them) were affrighted, Ca/ar kee¬ 
ping his Winter in Paris.and diftia&cd into fundry carefull thoughts,was afraid to 
goe and fuccour thofe beyond the feas,as Conflannus had done before time (accor¬ 
ding as I have declared) leaft he fhould leave Gaule without a ruler • efpecially at 
fuch a t ime,when the Alemans were ftirred up to make cruell warres. He thought 
it good therefore to fend into thefe parts,for to fet all things in order, Lupicinus at 
the fame time Colonell of the Infanterie,a warlike man, I affure you, and skilfull 
in feats of armes i but prowd withall, carrying a ftately looke,fetting up hisbrowes 
aloft like horns,and fpeaking thereto as big, yea,and keeping a ftirre,as one would 
fay,he a<fted in a Tragedie upon the ftage j of whom, men doubted a long time, 
whether he were more covetous than cruell This great captaine therefore above- 
named fetting forward on his journey with the auxiliarie light appointed fouldi- 
ors,to wit,the a Heruli,Batavi,and many companies of theMoefici,in themiddeft 
of Winter came to *Bononia: ard having gotten (hipping, and embarked all his * Bu n clv *B<>- 
foHldiors,with a good gale of wind, which hee waited for, arrived at *Rucupif, 
juft overagainft it,and fo marchcth toward *Lundinium, that from thence, after Ripci^r*^ 
advice taken according to the qualitie of the bufineifehe might make more fpeed SSS,’ 
to come into the field and givebattaile. Whiles thefe affaires thus proceed, after 
the aftault and forcing of Amida , when Vrficinus was returned to the princes 
*campe and captainefhip of the footmen (for wee (aid before that hee fucceeded * 0T a**.

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CIS and accufers, appointed jSrbctio and Flercntm, matter of the Offices, to bee 
rommiffioners and lodges, to make inquifmon, what the reafon was, that the 
forefaid*towne was rafc 8 d: who, when they rejefled the evident and probable 
eaufes tbereof,and feared leaft Fufcbtua, then high Chamberlaine, fhoiild bee of. 
fended,in cafe they had admitted the proofes and arguments whichplainely fhew. 
ed.That what misfortunes befell there, happened ah through the obftmate negh. 
genceand cowardife of Sabiniantts j bceing turned quite from hftemng unto the 
ttuth.enquired aftervaineand frivolous matters, and farre from the purpofe. With 
which unjuflproceeding^hebcingthroughly mooved,who heard the mannerof 
it: jindtf (quoth he) the Emperour dcjpifetb me , yet this prejent bufmefje is of that 
weight ie impart Mice, that it can neither heknewne nor pumjhed otherwt/e than by the 
perfsnail increment of the prince , yet knew he thus much byway, os it were, of preface 
and prophefie , that whies he mournethfor the/e accidents , which he hath learned by an ha- 
neft and true relation to havechaunced at Amida> and whiles he is ledtfter the will and 
pleajwesof hisgnelded £unuches,himfelfeprefent in perfon with the wholepuiffance of 
his armiewill not be able the next Spring to helpe Mejopotamia , when itjhall have need 
of defence. At thefe words and many more put to them, related with a malicious 
glofle and expofition let thereto, ConBant 'm exceeding wroth,without farther lif¬ 
ting the matter,or fufferingthofe particulars tobe layed open whereof he was ig¬ 
norant, commaunded him thus traduced with falfe imputations, to give over his 
place of commaund in the armie,and to betake himfelfe to a privat life,promoting 
Agib into his rowme (which was an unreafonable leape)conudering he before was 
no better than a^Tribune of the Gentiles Scutarij.

A memorable eclipfe of the Sunne in the Pali parts . A difeourfe according to 
Naturalifts , as touching the motions of Sunne and Mo one, 
and their eclipfes . 

H T the fame time,in the eaft parts,the aire was to mens fight overcaft with 
a darke mift,and from the dawning of the day untill noonc tide, ftarres 
were feene continually to fhine. And to incrcafe this fearefullaccident, 
it fell out lb,that when the heavenly daylight was * hidden by realbn 
that there was a totall datknefife over the face of the earth like unto the night, men 
were afraid,andfuppofed verily, that the Sunne was extraordinarily *cclipfed, fee¬ 
ing him firftdiminifhedto thelhapeof the Moone,horned,or in the new; then,in- 
• creafed to the forme ofanhalfe Moone, and afterward reftored full and whole a- 
gaine. A thing th at happeneth not at other times lo evidently, unlefie it be when 
the Moone,after unequall and oblique courfes,and certaine (paces betweene,in her 
change returneth to the fame points or beginning jthat is,when inthehoufeofthe 
lame figne the whole body of the Moone is found by mofl dired lines quite oppo- 
utc under the Sunne,and ftayeth a while in thefe minutes,which in the arc of Geo- 
metrie are rearmed Parts. But,albeit the converfions and motions of both planets, 
as UK iearchcrs of intelligible eaufes have obferved.after the courfe of the moone 

ful- 
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fulfilled, by a perpetuall diftin&ion meet in one and the fame end: yetis not the 
Sunne in thofe daies alwayes hidden and covered, but when the Moone by a juft 
plumbe*Iine,as it were^is oppofitein the middeft,and interpofed betweene the fie- 
fie globe of the Sunne and our fight. In briefe,then is the Sunne hidden, and his 
fhining light fuppreffed,when himfelfeand the roundle of the Moone (the loweft 
of all the ftarres) accompanying together,keeping their owne proper Spheres, and 
placed joyntly (faving the regard of height) as Ptolomae both skilfully and elegant¬ 
ly fheweth, are come to thofe dimenfions which they ufually tearme in the Grccke 
tongue ‘<uctCie*?o,T*i K*mCiC^fntc crwtv^f.that is to fay, eclipticke or defedfive 

conjunctions afeending and descending. And if they touch the places joyning 
clofe unto the laid * joynts, the eclipfe will be the fmaller: but if they abide in the *C.tfur & catidA 
very points and joynts,which bind more (freight together the faidafeents anddef- Draccnu ' 
cents,then is the skie overcaft with grofler darkcnefTe,as if the aire were thickened; 
fothat we are not able to fee fo much as thethingsthat (land juft before our eyes. 

Moreover, wee thinke that wee behold twoSunnesinthis wife : in cafe a cloud 
mounted higher than ordinarie,and fhining againe by reafon of the necrcnefle of 
thofe eternall ^lights, reprefent thebrightnefleof another circle by the reflection, *from the Sunne. 
as it were,from a pure glafle. Now,come wetothe Moone. Thus onely and not 
otherwife fuffereth the Moone a plaine and evident eclipfe, when bceing in her 
full light round,and oppofit unto the Sunne,fhe is from his Orbe diftant one hun¬ 
dred and eightie parts, that is to fay,in the feventh figne. And albeit this diftancc 
and oppofition happeneth alway in every full Moone, yet for all that fhee is nc: al¬ 
wayes then eclipfed. But becaufe fhe being placed about the mobilitie of the earth 
and the utmoft of that univerfall beautie,and moft remote from heaven .putteth her 
felfe under the Sunne, that otherwhiles ftriketh upon her, by interpofition of the 
limit of the night that endeth in a pointed cone, fhe lieth hidden for a while, and 
is enwrapped or covered within the blacke globes of fhadovv, in cafe the Sunne, 
compafled about with the bent of the inward Sphere, by reafon of the matte of 
earth lying in the way,isnotableto enlighten her with his beamesjor that fhe hath 
no proper light of her owne,according as divers opinions have colie&ed. Againe, 
when by equdl parts (lie meeteth with the Sunne at one and the fame figne, darke¬ 
ned fhe is(as hath beene faid)totally,and her white and bright hue is wholly ob- 
fcured,what time fhe is called in Greek ef*bmoumsit,i. in her conjunction or change. 

Now,fhe is thought to arife new againe,when by a fmall declining,as it: were,from 
a plumbedine,fhe carricth the Sunne ere<5ted juft over her. And this arifing of hers 
as yet but fmall,isfirft feeneof men, when leaving the companie of the Sunne, fhe 
proceedeth to the fecond figne. After fhe is gone therefore further ftil!,and is now 
good and lightfome,and fhaped,as one would fay,with homes,fhe commcth to be 
tearmed carrying the forme of a Moone: but what time fhee beginneth 

to be removed a great way and diftance from the Sunne,fo that fhe is proceeded as 
farre as to the fifth figne, for that his beames are turned upon her, fhee conceiveth 
greater lighted is named in the Greeke tongue-ft#™^*, which forme reprefenteth 
a*femicircle. Then palling on ftill,and having now caught the moft remote figne, ♦halft a circle, 
fhe fheweth the figure bearing and bunching out on both fides: but when 

fhe is fited j uft againft and dire&Iy by line oppofite, fhe will fh ine out at the full, as 
keeping the houfeof the feventh figne, yea, and whiles fhee converfeth or abideth 
yet in the fame, and beeing a little gone further,diminifheth; which habite or ftate 
of hers we tearme /.fulLor whole Moone j and the fame formes as before,

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rivcrftlf cc ipfcd or darkened altoge.hcr.but in the time of her change Moreo- 
!!!* whereas we have laid before, that the Sunne hath his courfe one wiule above 
in t’heskie and another while in the world below.yee are to know,That the bodies 
nt nlancts and ftarreviri regard ofthc univcrftll frame of the world, ney.her fc t 
nofrifc'-'but feeme fo to our fight (who are here beneath upon the earth) as eleva¬ 
ted and held aloft by the motion of fomc mwardfptr.t, andin companfon of the 
Iteat fabricke of the world,are fet under it no bigger than a fmall pncke: and one 
while wee behold above us the ftarres fixed in the skie, whofe order is perpetuall s 
S fometimes againe.becaufe mans fight doth fade, we fuppofe they are depar- 
tedand gone omof their places. But now let us teturne to our putpofed hy. 
ftorie.

ThevertuesofUWanusgaule Conftantius to the heart.Now when he was minded to 
take from httn the auxtliarie forces, the fouldiors favouring Iulian, ft and against^ 
partly with open mouthed partly by caftingabread a libelL 

B Hiles Constantins made haft to fuccour the Haft, which was like fhortly 
to be infefted with the Perfians outrodes, according as both fugitives 
and intelligencers in one accord declared, vexed he was for very envie 
with the vertues of Julianas, which by a gencrall bruit were blazed a- 
broadband talked of dayly among fundrie nations: the loftie praifes of whofe great 
travailes and exploits>fame carried and divulgcdin the world-as namely ,how after 
certaine kingdomes of Alemain conquered, heehad recovered townes in Gaule, 
facked aforetime and rafed by the barbarous enemies, whom hee made tributaries, 
and fubjed to pay impofts. Being moved in regard of thefe and fuch like matters, 
and fearingleaft thefame would grow gieater,confidering that(as the report went) 
♦of" the Pi*to- Florentine the*Prsefed pricked him on,hee fent Decent ins, a Tribune and "Notarie 
•Tchauncdior. both,to fetch away from him forthwith the Heruliand Batavi,the Celts alfo, toge¬ 
ther with the Petulantes,and three hundred befides, chofen foorth of other bands, 
who under this colour were commaunded to make fpeed, that they might bee in 
ieadinefte for to warre in the beginning of the Spring upon the Parthians. And as 
touching aid-fouldiors verily,and other three hundred to bee levied and gathered, 
Lupicinus,\\ho was for certaine knowne not to have palled over as yet into Britan- 
nie,was dealt withall apart by himfelfe: but out of the Scutarij and Gentiles, Sin* 
tula, Tribune at the lame time of Cafars table, had commaundement to draw 
foorth all thofe that were of greateft a&ivitie, and to bring them along himfelfe. 
Julian held his tongue all this while,and condifcended hereunto, fubmitting all to 
the will and plcafure of the mightier perfon.Howbeit,this one thing he could nei¬ 
ther diflimule nor pafTe over with filence,but urge inftantly, That thole might fuf- 
fer no troubles, who leaving their habitations beyond Rhene, were come under 
this capitulation and condition,That they Ihould not be at any time led unto the 
parts beyond the Alpes: avouching, that it was tobec feared, Ieaft the voluntarie 
fouldiors of the Barbarians, who oftentimes upon fuch tcarmes and conditions 
were wont to come over and fide with us,taking knowledge hereof, might hereaf¬ 
ter be kept backc from performing the like fervice. But all his fpeech came to no¬ 
thing.

thins For the fayd * Tribune making no account of Cdfars complaints, obeyed* 
theEmperours commaundement: but after hee had made choifeof a companie 
very lightly appointed, fuchas for lively vigour anddelivernefleof bodie furpaf- 
fed all others, with them hee went foorth, hoping confidently for greater matters. 
Andbecauf zCafar, penfive what Ihould bee done with the reft that were com¬ 
maunded to be fent,and calling in hismind diversand fundrie thoughts, deemed, 
that the bulinefte ought tobe managed with good heed and circumfpe&ton, fee- 
j n a alfo the cruell Barbarians on the one fide,and the powerfull commaund on the 
other to enforce hirn; and efpecialiy for that the ablence of the Gencrall of the 
horfemen made him moft to doubt, hee willed the Proofed to rcturne unto him, 
whobeforetime was departedto Vienna under colour to provide vMduals, that he 
mi-ht exempt himfelfe from militarie troubles. For "he well confidei ed, that ac- n 
cordin^tohis own relation,which he was thought in trmespaft to have lent,thole 
vvarlikebands,dieadfull alrcadie to the Barbarians, were to beewithdeswne from 
the defence of Gaule: who when he had received Cafars letters, advifing and re¬ 
queuing him to come with all fpeed as toalTift the Common-wealth with his 
counfelLmoft obftinately drew backeand refufedjhis mind with feare being trou¬ 
bled in regard of the letters which plaincly imported thus much, That the Prarfeft 
ought no where to be parted from the chiefe"Commander in any heat and broile , 
of fearefull ftirres: andthus much moreover was written,That in cale hee held oft 
to performc this fervice accordingly,himfelfe of his owne accord would caft from 
him the enfrgnes ol his princely authorities raking it tobe honourable and glori¬ 
ous for him to die by commaundemenyhan that the deftruaion ol ^provinces 
ihould be imputed unto him . But the ftiffe and conftan t refolution oi me Praefett 
prevailed.with all his might drivingagaine & refufing to yeeld obedience to thofe 
thinps which with reafon were required. Howbeiy n the time oftheft delay es of 
• Luptcinm abfent,and the fouldiors mutinies, Julian deftitute of the helpefuU coun¬ 
fell of the prowd Pr*fe<ft,and waving in doubtfull tearmes what to doe,luppofing 
this to be his bed courfe,determined to laden them forward on their lourney by 
the ordinarie way,beeing all departed out of the ftations wherein they wintered. 
This being knowne, one among the companies of the Pemlantes clofely let fall 
upon the grounda libeil, which with many other contents earned this tenor alfo: 
Thus mverily are driven and confined eta guile,e and condemned per foment oehe fur- 
theflparts of the earth: and thofe who are moil leifeanddeere ant one Jhall hee flaws 
embralledagaine eantothe Alemansithofeffay, whom after 

havefreedfromtheirfirflcaptivitie. WhichTcript being brought Qourt 

and rcadi/WM»confidering their rcafonable complamts.commaunded them with 
their whole families to goe into the Ead.graunting them a warrant to take up poft- 
horfes and waggons. And when doubt was made a long time which way they 
Ihould journeyfthought good it was ( and that through the motion of *£«««» 
the *Notarie} that thf folke Ihould pafTe along by Paris,where Ca/ar yet abode, as 
not removed yet any whether. Audio they did indeed*

Man endevoureth tofatisfethe dtftre of Conftantius. But the captaines andfotddiors 
breaking cut into a mutinie , take armes , and with lewd voicefalute Iulianus by 
the jlyle of Piuephusjeajndforce him to affent s hereto } and accept 
of a diademe fet upon his head. 

■ Ow as the fame approched,and were comming, the ^prince met them 
in the places and villages neere the cities fide,and (as his manner was) 
by commending thole whom he knew, & putting every one in mind 
to doe valiantly, with mild words he animated them togoecheereful- 
ly unto the Emperour, whole power was very ample and large s where alfo they 
lliould get moft condigne rewards for their travailes and paines. And the more 
honourably to entreat them that were thus to depart fo great a way from him, hec 
invited the chiefe and principall of them to a feaft,and willed them confidently to 
prcferre what lawfull petition they could readily thinke of,wherein he might plea* 
furethem. Who being thus liberally entertained, tooke their leave of him, male- 
content and very lorrowfull, in regard of a twofold griefej for that a certainc un¬ 
kind fortune thus fevered them both from fo temperate a governour,and alfo from 
their native foyle. And thus poflefled with this anxictie, they rctyred unto their 
uliiall campe. No looner began it to bee night, but they brake out into an open 
brawlefand now when they were once let on, andtheir blouds up, according as 
every man found himlellc aggreeved with the unexpc&ed occurrcnt, they take 
weapon in hand: and fo with a mightie noy fe,to the palace they all went, and ha* 
vingcompalfed it round about, foas no man could elcape them and get away, 
with hideous and terrible clamours they cried unto Iulianus, by the name of Au* 
£«tfw,urginghim with all fpeed to come forth unto them: but beeing compelled 
to fiay untill it was day-light, they forced him at length to goe forth. Whom when 
they faw, iterating the fame great noyfe and (hout, with a moft firme and fettled 
content they ftyled him Augujlus: and he for his part upon a refoluteand groun¬ 
ded mind withftood them all and feme; one while (hewing himfelfe to be wroth 
and highly dilplcated* otherwhilcs ftretching forth his hands, requefting and bc- 
feeching them, That after fo many moft happie and fortunate vitftorics, no unde- 
ccnt and unfeemely part Ihould be commirred,nor any unfeafonable ralhncficand 
breaking out rayfe matter and caufe of difeord . And when in the end by mild 
lpeeflqes he had appealed theii tumuk,thus much moreover he added and fayd: 
f " your ongrte moot, 1 pray you, ceifefer a vh,U: mthoue Mcmun or feduiom fee- 
,n °‘dn n 'j'*'!"”’ which lee demaund [kail eafily beobtiimi. Fir 4 *. much as Jit

ana with great filence of the people declared -dugujltu , hce was willed to bring 

forth 
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forth a white band or diademe: and when he faid that he never had any, they cal¬ 
led for one of his wives, that Ihcufed about her neckeor head: but becaufe he af¬ 
firmed, T hat it was not meet he Ihould be fitted at his firft entrance into the Em¬ 
pire with any womans ornament or attire, they fought for an horte trapping,to the 
end, that being handlomely adorned thcrewith,he might make fomc fhew yet,ob- 
feure though it vvere,of higher authoritie. But when he ftill avouched, that it alio 
was but bale and unteemely, one named Maurus (who afterwards being a Comics 
or C 3 ptaine of the dilcoverers in elpiall, received a foile in fight attheftraitsof Suc- 
ci,at this time lerving inqualitie of a pikeman) tooke the collar from about his 
owne necke, which he woreas an b Enfigne bearer,and boldly did it upon Julians 
head: who being thus driven to an cxtiemitie,and perceiv ing now that hee could 
not avoid prefent danger, if he perlevered ftill to make refiftance, promifed unto 
them all throughout five C 4»re/apeece, and every one a pound of filver befides. 

Thefe matters thus palled, he nolelfe troubled with care than before, and forelee- 
ing with quicke conceit what might afterwards come hereof, neither wore thed>a- 
deme,nor durft go abroad any where, ne yet negotiate any feriousbufineftes, were 
they never fo urgent. But whiles Iulianus (affrighted with fundrie accidents) bc- 
tooke him thus to a ptivat retyredneffoa certaine Decurie of the*Palace(which is *rte mearxth 
a degreeand place of dignitie)ftepping a great pace to the Petulantes and Celtae, /hW foutt * 
where they quartered,cricth out in turbulent manner: Oh Jhamefullindigntttejhat 
he who but the day before was by their iudgemept declared Auguftus and Emperor.fhould 
now be fecretlymurthered. No looner was knowledge taken hereof, but the loul- 
diors,who were moved alike,as well with what they knew not,as what they knew, 

Ibme brandifhing and lhaking their cafting-weapons,otheis ready to fight with na¬ 
ked fwords in hand,running forth here and there divers waies (as the manner is in 
a fuddaineuprore) in all haft gat unto the princes tralne: at which excelfive noyfe 
the Warders and Tribunes being aftonied,and by name Excubitor, captaineof the 
guard in or dinar ie, fearing allb fometrecherie of mutable and unconftant fouldi- 
ors,dilperfed themlelves for feare of luddaine death, and flipt out of fight. How- 
beit, the fouldiors when they few all was well and huftn,ftood for a while armed as 
they were,quiet: and being demanded, What was the caufe of this unadvifedand 
luddain hurlyburly, after long filence,and making fome doubt of their [new^Em- 
perours life,they departed not before they were fent for into the Confiftorie, and 
had feene him at the full glorioufly dight in hisimperiall robcs.Notwithftanding, 
when thefe newes were heard abroad, they ailb, who I laid were gone before un- 
fore under the leading of Simula, being now fecurc and paft feare, returned toge- 
gether with him unto Paris: and upon an edidt or proclamation made, that the 
morning next following they Ihould all meet in theopen plaine field, the * prince 
beeing come forth with greater port and pompe than ufualIy,moutifed up to the 
Tribunall, environed about with Enfignes, as well the mame Eagle ftandurds, as 
banners and guidons, as alfo guarded with whole fquadrortsof armed Cohorts. 

And after hee hadpauled a time, whiles from aloft hec beheld thecoontenances of 
them there pretent,when be perceived them all chearefull and joyous, with plaine 
and fimple words (to the end he might bee anderftood) as it were with fc many 
trumpetSjhe incenfed them in this wife.

H He difficult ie of this prefent bufmefie doth require and inftantly crave ,, 
(rtght valiant and trustee frotettors both of my per (on and of the 
Common-wealth , who together with me have many a time pm your 
lives in dangerfor the Hate of the Provinces) for as much asyce have 
in a fetled lodgement advauncedyour Cadav to the highefl pitch of 
all honours and dignities, in few words ftmmarily to dehver , how 
there may he devifed tuft and wife remedies to cure and falve this chaunge of the world 
with us. While I was a very youth,fear ce come to mygrorptb,being as ye well know,clad 
in purple,and made Carter onelyfor a fhew,yet by the providence of the heavenly power 
commended to yourprotetiion and tuition, 1 never was put from my fettled purpofe of 
leading an upright and honejl life,in all painefull laboursfeene together with you: what 
time as having put to rout the confidence of bold nations, after cities defrayed, and infi¬ 
nite thoufands of men flaine, thofefew remaine which Were left behind halfe broken and 
unfound, infinite calamities fliU overran. And needleffe 1 thinke it to rehearfe, how of¬ 
ten in the hard Winter,,and bitter cold weather, at which time both lands andfcas are ex- 
exempt from warfare, we repelled the Alemans, a nation untamed before time, with no 
/mail detriment and Ioffe of their forces. Andverily . for this one thing,it is not meet that 
1 fhould either over-paffe or concede it, namely,that n hen neere unto Argent or atum that 
moH blefjtd day jhone, which in fome fort brought with it perpetuall lihertie unto the 
Gaules, whiles / rode to and fro through the pikes and among the orr owes and darts where 
they flew thichefi , ye throughly grounded, what with vigorous courage , and what by long 
experience,vanquijhedyour enemies, that fuddainely brake in and overflowed all inman¬ 
ner of fwelling andfwtft land fouds,and them either Uyd on the hare ground by dint of 
fword, or elfe drowned in thedeepe channel [ l of the river l and that with few of our men 
left dead behind us, whof funerals we honourably kept, rather with folemne prayfes of 
rhem, than any mournefullforrow of ours. After which exploitsfo great andfo renow- 
med,pofteritie,I fuppofe, will not keepe filence{as touching your good deferts of theCom- 
mon-wealth) in all nations,/ whomyeehave fully adorned with fo high a title of maie- 
flic, ye vouchfafe to defend by your venue and gravitie fin cafe any adverfe fort unefhould 
affaile me . How to the end there might be a found courfeholdtn in our affaires , and that 
the rewards of valorous men may attend upon them without all corruption, and no fecret 
ambition or indiretf feeking after promotions catch them up beforehand, this uftder the re¬ 
verend prefence of your counfell and aficmbly I determine and fet ciowne ,T hat neither 
any civile Judge nor martiall commaunder fhali be preferred:to higher degree,through the 
helpe of aught elfe but his owne worth and good defer t, neitherfhali he who otherwife will 
prefumetobe a futterfor any,gee his wayes without difgraceandfhame . The inferior 
fouldiors beneath, encouraged with this confidence of greater hopes,as who had 
beenealongtime kept fading for having any diopities of rewards, fmitin? their 
bucklers with their javelines, rofe up with a mightie noife, and with One voice (in 
manner)and accord gave a favorable affent to his fpeechcs and good beginnings: 
and immediately fot feate there might be never fo little time given to trouble this 

fo 
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<0 confiderat and well advifed di(pofc,in the behalfe ofthe * Atthuarij,the Pe tulan- 
tesand Celts befought,they might be lent to governe what provinces tt pleafed 
him* which when they could notobtame, they departed neither offended nor ill 
111 Daied. Howbeit,that very night which went next before the day wherein hce or Scribes: others 
was declared AuguJtus, as him felfe now Emperour reported to thofe were next a- 
bom himandmore inward withhim, in his fieepe there appeared one unto him 
in that fhape and forme, as the publicke d Genius or Angell ulethto bee portrayed, 
who faid by way of chiding,thefe words unto him: Iulia n,longfince have 1 tn fe¬ 
cret manner duly obferved and kept the entrie of thy hou/e, defirous to encreafe thy dtg- 
nitie and divers times gone my wayes as reieUed. But if 1 bee not at this time received 
and admitted, namely, when the wdgements of fo many agree in one,goeIwiU as for - 
lorne and forrowfall: bowb fit,take this with thee,, and Jet it deepely to thy heart, T hat I 
will no longer dwell with thee. 

Chap. VI. 

The king of the Per fans,whiles Conftantius abode far re off, invadetb UMejofotamia, 
forceth thecitie Singara, hewed in pieces two Romane legions,, and canted the 
reft as well citizens as fouldiors away unto tbefurthcjlparts of Perfis. 

—. — 3 ^-| es t fo e fe t hi n g S wereearneftly a doing in Gaule,that crucll king of 

the Perfians,burning in hote defire(kindled firfl: by Antonine, and 
now redoubled by thecommingof Craugafius) to bee Lord of ail 
Mefopotamia,whilesC<7»i?4»ri^ abode farre off with hisar micjaf- 
ter he had augmented his armed forces, and paffed (after his ufuall 
manner) over Tygris,fettcth in hand to aflault * Singara, a cine very well fojtified 2j!T' T ‘ 

both with fouldiws and all things elfe necelforie and requifit,as they deemed, who 

had the government of thofe countries. Theaefendereof which place,after they 
had efpied the enemie a great way off,quickly fout their gates, and with flout and 
courageous hearts ran to and fro along the turrets and battlements, gathering to¬ 
gethergreat ftones and warlike engines to dtfeharge upon them: and1 thus^having 
made all readie beforehand, they flood all in armour prefl to repel he mul tude 
of their enemies,if they attempted tochmbethe wals. The king ,h ^orcbein^ 
come, when by the mediation of his nobles and captames admitted to approch 
neere, hee might not by a gentleand mild parleperfuade the defendants to yecld 
unto his pleafute, both gave them a whole dayes refpite and m the next morning 
betimesby breakeof day fettingupa fignallof afire-redbanner, aflayled was the 
citie on every fide, whiles fome brought skalmg ladders, others Panted their en 
gines, and themoft part defended with a fenceof timber and hurdl^sbtforc.hcm, 
asalfo with penthoufes over their heads, fought wayes to undermine the founda¬ 
tions of the wall. Againft thefe devifes the townefmen {landing above upon their 

withdoubtfullevent,andmanyamanon both Tides loft hislife,and asmany were 

wounded. At the laft,when the skirmifc was very hot,and evening nowcai " e ° n ' 
one exceeding ftrong Ram among other engines was brought forward which 
With pulhes thick & § threefold butted upon that roundtowerat whichtnhf 
met liege,! faid, thecitiebyabteach was layedopen. Vnto which tower all^h 
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multitude came to refcue, where they fought moft clofoly. There might a man 
have foene firebrands,burning torches and fierie darts fly ing every way for to burn 
this mifehievous engine,a$ it approched neere,neither gave over the rhicke (hot of 
arrowes and bullets of either fide. But the fliarpe pointed head of the faid Ram 
went beyond all the devices againft it, entering and piercing into the joynts of the 
ftones new layed, and as yet by reafon of moifture weake and feeble. But while 
thefight continued ftill with Are and fvvord, the tower afoiefaid fell downe,wher- 
by way was made into the citie, and the place disfurnifhed of defendants, whome 
the great danger fo imminent had fcattered: wherupon whole troupes and bands 
of Perfians fecring up a yelling outcrie, filled all parts of the towne, whiles there 
was none to reftraine them j and after forne few (laine,and thofo pell mell one with 
another,all the reft by commaundementof king Sapor were taken alive and carried 
away into the furtheft countries of Perfia. N ow,there were two legions in garri- 
fon for defence of this citie, to wit, e Prima Flavia, and f Prima Parthica, befides 
many homelings and naturall inhabitants, together with auxiliarie horfemen, 
whofehapwas by reafon of thisfuddaine danger to be fhut within, who all, as I 
(aid, were led with their hands bound,whiles noneof otirmen helped them. For 
the greater part of our armie lay in the field encamped for the defence of N ifibis, 
a citie very farrediftantfromit: and otherwifo,never could any man fo much as in 
old time fuccour Singara when it was in diftrefle, by reafon that all the places there 
round about for want of water be dried up. And albeit antiquitie built this fort 
in a very fit and convenient place forthedifeoverieof adverfc and fuddaine trou- 
bles, yet it turned alvvaycs to the detriment of the Romanes, as being fundry times 
furprized and taken with the Ioffe of the defendants thereof. 


Chap, vil. 

Sapor king if Ptrfiafetveth upon Bezabde, otherwife called Pk&nicha, 
and with great violence ajfauheth it, 

H Fter the racing therefore of this towne, the king in wifodomeand poli- 
cie avoiding Nifibis, as one ywis well remembring what hurts he had 
there many times fuftainedjtooke the right hand way, marching by 
crooked and winding journeyes,minding cither by force,or with win¬ 
ning unto him the garrifon defendants by fweet promifes to recover Bezabde, 
winch the auncient founders tcarmedalfo Phoenicha, a very ftrong fort, fituate 
upon a pretic high hill, and bending toward thebankesof Tygris, and where the 
places be either (u fpe&ed or low, fenced with a double wall. For the defence of

fequeftrinaand 13Wap ? ,1, ^ out,a ^* n Sharme. Howbeit.forall this, 
quettnng and fetungapatt hts angetfor that time, he fcnt,as his manner was, his 

heraulds 
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heraulds, by whome hetgendy exhorted the befieged, That they would looke unto 
their Uves and other hopes, and by yeeldtng in time, raife tbefiege 5 andfettingopen ike 
gates, goeforth in humble manner,and prefent themfelves unto the conqueror of all na¬ 
tions. Thefe heraulds adventured to approch very neere,but in this regard the de¬ 
fendants of the walsforbare them, becaufo they brought with them clofo by their 
(ides certaine gentlemen freebome of their acquaintance, taken prifoners in Sin¬ 
gara : for in a pitifull refpedtof them,no man flung a dart, nor made any anfwer as 
touching peace. Then after a ceffation of armes graunted for one whole day and 
night,before it was daylight the next morrow,the Perfians all at once (etting fierce¬ 
ly upon the rampier, gave out cruel! threats, and with a terrible noyfo comm in g 
boldly to the very walls, preafled hard upon the townefmen, who with great force 
refitted them: whereby moft of the Parthians were (ore hutr,for that fomeof them 
carrying ladders, and others holding out before them hurdles of oyfiers,went as it 
were blindly forward within (hot, neither efcaped our men without hurt: for the 
arrowes flying thicke like hayle,went through them as they flood clofc together, 
Now,after the Sunne was for, they departed on both parrs withequalllofle: and 
toward the next morning, fought much more cagrely than before, whiles the 
trumpets founded from the one fide and the other,neithcr was there lcfle daughter 
fecncon either hand,fighting as they did moft obftinately on both (ides. 

Chap, v i i i. 

Sapor retesting the admonitions of a Chrifttan bijhop, by force winneth the befie¬ 
ged citieyfareth cruelly againjl the townefmen : and having given the 
attempt upon Virtaamofl jlrongfcnced citie andrelinqui¬ 
shed this value enterprife , at length departeth• 

the day following, when a truce by common aflent after manyfold 
|H ugM travaile and paines taken was graunted, what time as a great terror was 
PI P refente<1 found about the walls, and the Perfians feared no IriTe , a 

Qhriftian bilhop fhewedby certaine fignes of gefture and by becke- 
ningjth^t he was willing to goefoorth, and upon faithfull promifo of returnc in 
fafe condu&,he came as farreas to the kings pavilions: where after leave given to 
fpeake his mind, in a mild manner of fpeech he perfuaded with the Perfians to de¬ 
part home, now that both parts had received in common lamentable lo(fos,faying 
withall, that greater forrowes yet were to bee feared which happily would come 
unto them. But hee flood difeourfing of thefe and fuch like points in vaine: (uch 
was the fell and outrageous furie of the king,who withftood the motion,6c ftoutly 
(wore,That he would not depart before the towne and fortifications about it were 
deftroyed: yet was the bifhop fomewhat fufpe£tcd(untruly, as I thinke, though 
commonly it was by many men vouched)That in fecret conference and talke hee 
informed Sapor what parts of the wall he (hould a (fault,as weake within-fbrth and 
eafie to be battered. And this foemed to carrie fomc likelyhood with it,for that af¬ 
terwards the enemies engines were evidently foene with a great fliout and joyous 

leaping of the aflaylants to play luftily upon the undefenfible places, and fuch as 

for very age and rottennefTc began to leane and were readie to fall, as if fomc that 
knew the inward fecrets of the citie,had given direction • And albeit the narrow 
wayesyeeldeddifficult accede unto the walls, and the Rams fitted for battene 
were hardly fet forward,for f care of ftones throwneby hand, andarrow-fhot that 






notbcallaycd before. And thcrcfore,neithertheeffufionof muchbIoud,nor the 
number of them that were foot into the bodie and deadly wounded 5 could re- 
claymc the reft from like boldnefle. But when they had a longtime maintained 
fight with much hurt and milchiefegotten thereby, at length they expofed them- 
felves to extreame and prefentdangers: and as they drave their Rammcs, what 
with the wcightieftoncs comming thickefrom thcwals, and what with fundrie 
fireworkes, debarred they were from going forward. Howbeit, one Ram higher 
than his fellowcs, covered over with wet bulls hides, and therefore in lefle danger 
of mifoap by flames or darts, going before all, withmuch ftraining and endevour 
crept to the wall,and fo with his mightie foarpe pointed head entring betweene the 
joints of the ftoncs,and having lokned the fame, overthrew a tower: which bee- 
ing fallen with a wonderfull crafoing noy fe, they alfo who ftood upon it, with fo 
fuddnin a mine thereof were thrownedowne,andfoeyther breaking their bones, 
or overwhelmed with rubbilh, died fundry deaths, and thbfe unlooked for: thus 
the armed multitudehavingfounda more fafeafoenr, rUfhed in. Thcn,asthe hi¬ 
deous noyfe which the Pei fians made, yelling and crying out on every fide, thun¬ 
dered arid refoundedin thefearefull eares of thetownefmen thus over-matched, 
the fight grew hole and more dole within thewals, whiles our enemies in fqua- 
drons fought at hand,confidering that ftanding with their bodies oneagainft ano¬ 
ther thicke,and havingtheir fwords drawne on both fides,there was not onefpared 
that ftood in the way. In conclufion,the befieged refitting a longtime with much 
adoe, and to the mifehiefe of both fides, were at length with the preffing hard of 
the huge multitude difranked andfeatteredby heapes: after which,the angry ene¬ 
mies put to fvvord whomfoever they could find,thefmallbabes were plucked from 
their mothers bofomes, the mothers alfo themfelves killed, andno man regarded 
what he did. And yet in the tncane time this bloudie nation moregreedie of pil- 
lagcthan of carnage,loaden with all kind of rich fpoyles, and leading away an ex¬ 
ceeding great number of prifoners,went backe with much rejoycing to their tents. 
Theking for all hewas puffedup vviih extraordinarie joy, asone who a long time 
burned in defire to win Phrenicha, a ftrong fenced piece,and of great importance, 
departed not thence, before that hee had right ftrongly repayredthat part of the 
wall which was Shattered, layed up there in ftoreplentic of victuals, and bellowed 
in it a garrifon of armed men, fuch as for their birth were of good note, and for 
skill in martiall feats renowmed. For he feared (as it fell out indeed) leaft the Ro¬ 
manes taking to the heart the lofte of foch mightie ftrong holds, would addrefle 
thcmfelvesbymaine force tobefiege thefame. Vaunting therefore, and bearing 
nff 1 k u J°^ C “S ’ 30 / 3 with ho P e to Win whatfoever he could go in hand with, 

erne had lurprized and taken in other meaner piles, he determined to let upon 

*Virta, 
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IceM them off,yet ceafcd noteytherthe btakesor f C orpions,wherof thefe dirchar- 
erd'ftonesthicke, the other fent out darts as fall, and together with them baskets 
and panniers burning, befmeated over with pitch and * Bitumen: by the conti. 
Dual? fall whereof, comming (Ml downethe hill, the hyd engines of_aitiHene 
ftuckc faff, as fixed and rooted deepe within ground i and beetng thus fet fieric 
dans and burning linkes together throwne lufhly withagoodarme and ftar hand, 
fet them on alight fire. Bufahhoughthecafeftoodthus.andmany onbothfides 
were Uaine. yet the afTaylants were more hotely fet to rafeand deftroy the towne, 
(both by naturall fixation ftrong, and alfo by great workemanfhtp of mans hand 
w middrft of Winter, as being perfuaded.that thekings rage would 
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*Virta, a fort of gr^at antlquitie: infomuch ,as it is thought to have beene built by 
Alexander king of Macedonia, feated verily in the utmoftpartof Mefopotamia, 
but encircled with walsas it were winding in and out, and pointed with homes, 
and by reafon of fundry devices and meancs made unacceftable. Which when 
he allayed by all the skill and art he had, one while alluring the defendants with 
goodly promifes,otherwhiIes threatening to hang and crucifiethem: fundry times 
going in hand to raile up bankes and mounts, and bringing engines againft it,per¬ 
taining to a liege, after more wounds and loftes received than given, he gave over 
his vaineenterprife,andin the end departed. Thefe were the ads atchievcd that 
yeare betweene Tygris and Euphrates. Which when Conllantius had learned by 
the relation of many mettengers, fearing the Parthian expeditions whiles he win¬ 
tered in Conftantinople, with greater care he furnifoed the frontiers with all waf- 
licke provifion 5 letting alfo armour together and new trained fouldiors,ftrengthe- 
ning likewife the legions with fupplies of ftrong young men * for that the fet bar- 
tailes of Jegionaric Touldiors oftentimes fped well in all the warres and fervices of 
the Eaft parts: befidesall this,he fought for the Scythians aid either for money or 
love, that in the mid Spring fetting forth on his journey out of Thracia, he might 
forthwith feize into his hands the places that were fufpeded. 

Chap, i x. 

Iulianus in good regard of himfelfe , by a long Epittle endcycureth to 
pactfie the mind of Conftantius. 

■ Eane while Julian, having placed his wintering harbour at Paris, much 
fearing whai,would be the end of thefe begun enterprifes, was fore per¬ 
plexed, as who by cafting and tolling many matters in his mind, confi- 
dered, That Constantins would in no wile like of his doings, in whole conceit and 
eye he was reputed as a vile, bafe,and contemptible perfon. Adviling well there¬ 
fore the fearefull beginnings of all innovations and changes in the ftare of an Em¬ 
pire, herefolved to fend unto him embafladours, who foould declare what occur- 
rents had happened: and withall he difpatched letters agreeable unto them,wher- 
in more plainely he advertiled and lliewed,what was done, and what ought after¬ 
wards to be done: although he fuppoled that hee had heard all, a good while be¬ 
fore, by the report of Decentius long fince returned, as alfo by gentlemen of the 
Chamber newly come againe backe out of Gaule, who had carried unto Cafar 
certaine folemneprelents. And albeit he was not unwilling hereunto, yet wrote 
he nothing in arrogant tearmes, leaft he might be thought fuddainely to have re¬ 
volted. Now the tenour of his letters went in this wife. My fait (full allegeance , 
according to my purpofe, no le(Je in my accustomed behaviour than in covenants cf agree¬ 
ments , I verily for my part .carrying alwayes one and the fame min d, have for the time 
hitherto kept and performed , as by many effetfuall proofes hath evidently appearedl 
And ever jince that you created me Caviar, and expofed me to the terrible notfe of bat- 
tailes contenting my felfe with the place of commaund wherein I was fet , like a tru- 
fiie fervitour and officer^ filled your eares evermore with newes of pr offerous atchieve - 
merits performed to my wifio and hearts defire ^attributing nothing at all to mine owne 
perils and adventures $ whereas by dayly examples ana continual! proofes it is well 
knowne t that where the Germanes were (pred abroad and intermingled every where, 
2 was in painefull travailes,of all others feenefirfiymd in my repofe and refcfiion lafi. 

Xij But 
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upon they bein'* enraged above their wonted manner, in the night afiembted themfdves 
Sorer her,and befet the palace with loud voices,and thofe oftenretteratedJlyliHg *ulian 
the name of Auguftus. This fet me in a trembling,1 confefie, and I withdrew my felfe: 
and thus Jo Ionr as 1 could keepe me out /f the way , 1 fought tofavemyfelfe with holding 
my peace and htdwr my head. But when they wouldgive me no time nor refpiieto confi- 
dcrnpon the matter fenced (as I may fofay ) with the wall of a free andpure heart ,1 went 
forth andfood in the fight of them ad, fuppofing this their tumultuous rifing might ey- 
ther b y author hie of countenance or gentle words be allayed. Howbett , they grew into a 
wonder full hear , and went Jofarre ; as that becaufe 1 flayed to overcome their fubbornt 
oblhnacie by cntreahe, they inf ant ly menaced death, as itfeemed by their violent ajfaults 
following we in the necke of another. In the end being overcome, andreafoningthm with 
mine owne (elf e, that if I were once flabbedJome other perhaps willingly ynough would 
be declared prince , I gave my ajjem,yet hoping fill to ajfuage this their framicke and ar¬ 
med violence. This is the very order and manner of my proceedings, which I befeechyou 
to entertaine with a peaceable and gentle conftruttion. Neither thinke that any thing 
hath beche done otherwife, nor admit malicious perfons and eviR wilier s readie to whifper 
irry cureares pernicious matters: fuch lmeane,as are wontfor their ownegaine ana ad¬ 
vantage to make debate and variance betweeneprinces: but putting afide flat terie, the ve¬ 
ry nonrice cf vices Jet your mind upon inf ice , the mofi excellent venue of all others,and 
receive unfaincdly and bona fide thefe equall conditions which Ipropofe vntoyou: reafo- 
ning and reckoning thus in your mind, T hat thefe things are behoofefull to the Romant 
Hate and to us,who in neerenefje of bloud and in the height of fupreme fortune are con¬ 
joined. And (pardon me / pray you) l defire not fo much that fuch things jhouldbe done 
which withreafon are required, as that profit able and honefl courfes jhould ofyon be ap¬ 
proved: whofc comm aim dements even henceforth fill Ipurpofe right willingly to em- 
^acc . fnch I meane < 1 $ need requireth to beperformed. To be fhort, I will allow unto*you 
ncarc. Spanifi) horfesforyour chariot, and chofen piked young men to be enter mingled among 

your Gentiles and Scutari] fome of them being a race from the barbarous nations difeen- 
ded on this fide Rhone, or at leaf wife out of thofe that yeeld themfelves and re volt to our 
fide : and this premije I to doe. not onely in a ihanVfullmmd, bntalfo with willing hearty 
f 0 ^ rig as I live. For* Prefects of the Pretorium,youfhallofyour ckmencie five unto 
us thofe who for their equitie and deferts are knowneworthie of the place. The refidtte, 
as wellordinarie civile Iudges, as meffengers of wane affaires , likewtfe Pentioners to 
guard my per fen, who are to be promoted, meet it is they be left unto my will andpleafure. 
For a fohyit were (where as tt may be prevented beforehand ) to admit thofe to theguard 
ef an'Emperoursperfon, whofebehaviour,whofe mind and affeflion is not knowne. This 
one thing verify I may be bold without all doubt to avouch , The Gaules having beene with 
ng troubles and most grievous misfort unes vexed, neither will of their owneaccord, not

Towhofetsngerfrrthn 
they neither fonndaugmentationofdignities, nor touched theiryearely wages,this Aft tt 
Jen out unlocked for to aggravate the matter, Thot bee,ng men tc emAnti* Wsth cold 
and frozen countries, they were con man tided to come to the mmojiparts of the Fail 
...... 1 ... j j _- *,.*,],* And liAve apart from their wives and children . Where . 
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CAn by compulfion fendyoung fouldiors into f range and remote countries, leaf if their 
youth being utterly (pent, they be affitted anew i and calling to remembrance,as they do, 
fitlyat is paf, in a defer atefeare of dangers hanging over their heads , be readie to perifh m 
Neither will it be convenient, that from hence aid-fouldiorsfhould be fentfor to oppofe a- 
gainft Parthian nations, confidering that as yet the violent rodes and invafions of their 
barbarous enemies be not flopped: and (ifyou will abide the truth to bejpoken) thefe pro¬ 
vinces here being afflttted with continual! troubles and calamities, have need them[elves 
of forraine helpes, and thofe right ftrong and valorous. Thefe things by way of exhorta¬ 
tion (to the good, as 1 deeme it,of the Hare) have I written , requiring and reqttefing the 
fame to be put in execution. For well Iwote (that I mayJpeake nothing prowdly,according 
to an imperial place) well I wote I fay, what adverfe and wofull cafes of the Common¬ 
wealth , when it was in manner remedtlejfe and given as loji for ever , the concord of 
princes yeelding by turnes one unto another, hath reduced into better tearmesi confidering 
it is evident by the example of our ounce Hors, That rulers when they thinke of thefe and 
fuch like courfes, find in fome fort the way to leadafortunar and blefjed life , and fo com¬ 
mend a mofi pleafant remembrance of them/elves unto poHeritie and future times for 
ever. 


Chap# X. 

Conftantius taking it to the heart that the name of Auguftus was conferred upon lulia-j 
ms,plotteth many things that take no effect. But Iulian walking warily , af¬ 
ter he hadJubdued the Frankes called Atthuarifreturned to 
Vienna, there to Winter. 

H Ith thefe miffives he jointly fent others of more fecret credence to 
be prefented clofely unto Confiamius.md thofe were penned in 
an objurgatorie and biting ftyle: thetenour whereof, neyther 
might I fearch out, nor if I might, became it mee to publifh a- 
broad. Now, for the performance of that office of embaffage, 
were chofen grave perfons, to wit, Pentadius mafter of ihe offices, 
and Futherm, then his high Chamberlain^who after they had delivered the letters, 
were to report, without concealing of aught what theyfaw, and confidently to 
dcale,about the order of the future affaires. Among other things, the envie of 
thefe new begun enterprifes of Iulian , was aggravated and made much more by 
the departure of Florentius the Pra?fea,who praffiaging the troubles that would a- 
rife by the abovefaid fending for fouldiors (as it was commonly fpoken) of purpofe 
was departed to Vienna, pretending for his excufe,In regard there was fuch want 
of vidfuals,that he and Cafar were parted,whom in truth he dreaded, for that hce 
had oftentimes very hardly entreated him. And aftcrwaids, when he underltood 
that bee was mounted to the imperiall throne, having little hope or none at all o£ 
life, became very fearefull^ind now that he was farre removed, delivered himlelfe 
from the dangers that he doubted: and leaving all his neereft friends and ^ ins fp lke 
behind him,went afide,and by foft journeyes came unto Conjlantius : and to fhew 
himfelfe lyablc to no fault, many imputations he charged upon Iulian as a tray tor 
to the State. After whofe departure,confidering well and wifely of themat- 
ter,willing alfoit fliould be knowne, that he had fpared him when he was prefcnt$ 
gave commaundement,That his wife,his children,and thofe whom he held dejr 
reft, together with all his goods not once touched or diminifhed, lhould retumeiA 
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fafetie to the Haft parts, allowing them to take the benefit of the publickepoft-hor. 
fesand waggons. And the (aid embaffadours with no Idle diligence following 
after, carrying with them thofe letters and inftruftions, as I have before faid. and 
ftill minding their wayfare,when they came to Iudges and i ulers of higher place, 
were indire&Iy flayed & detained; who after they had endured long & chargeable 
fSrl^icon- abode through Italieand Illyricum 3 at length crcffedover*Bofphorus,and travai- 
fbnttn °pi e ' ling forward with cafie journies, they found ConJlantitM making his abode as then 
♦Titan*. at *ofarea in Cappadocia, a place before time named Mazaca,a citie ofgood im¬ 

pel tance.and well frequented, fituatc at the foot of the mountaine Argeus: who 
beeing admitted into the prefence, by permiftion graunted unto them delivered 
theii miftives. No fooner were they readout the Emperour grew into choier and 
indignation beyond his ufuall manner,and looking foawrie upon them, that they 
feareddeath, hecommaunded them rogoeforth, arid could not abide afterwards 
ey ther to move queftion unto them, ci once to heare them fpeake. Howbeir, in 
as great a heat as hec was ftrucken into, yet hee flood in a doubtfull mammering. 
Whether he fliould command thofe forces wherein heetrufted, to march againft 
the Perfians,or againft lultan ? And flicking thus a long time,after he had weighed 
fundiiecounftls,hee gaveeaieto the advice of fome that perfuaded him to that 
which was good,and fo proclaimed his journey Eaftward. Yet for all his angrie 
mood, foonc after he bothdifmifled theembafladours aforefaid, andalfo appoin- 
♦Treafuter. ted Leonas his *Qua?ftor to ride with al 1 fpeed into Gaule, with letters alfo written 

unto luh an j affirming, that he nothing liked of this new change and alteration,but 
charging him (if hee regarded the fafetie of his owneperfon apd of his neereft 
friends)to lay down*: his fwelling pride and vanitie,and to containehimfelfe with¬ 
in the power and government of a Cafar. And that the fcareof what he menaced 
might the (boner induce him thereto,as if he piefumed and bare himfelfe highly 
•rrcafiwt. of his great forces, he promoted Hebriditu, then *Qua?ftor of the faid C&far iiTthe 

or rowme of Floremws ,, to be Praefe&us Praetorio, and Fceltx the *Notarie, he made 
mafter of the offices, and preferred fome other officers. For advanced he had Git- 
tnokariui thefucctflbrof Lupctnw to be 1 matter of the Armour, before any fuch 
matter was knowne. Leonas therefore being entred into Paris, was received as an 
* 1 **• honourable and prudent perfonage 5 and the morrow after, when the ^prince was 

gone out into the field with a multitude as well of armed fouidiors as common ci- 
tizens,whom of purpofc he had called together, commaunded he was to prefent 
his letters unto him,(landing aloft in his Tribunal!, that he might be feene from a- 
bove And after the ferow of the edid fern was unfolded, andbegun tobee read 
from the beginning, when the reader came to the place containing thus much. 
That Conftantius dtfallowing all that bad beene done , indeed the power and autkori- 
ueofa Csefar to be fuff ctem for Iulian, there was on all fides fet up a found of 
terrible voices dying out in this note. God/eve Iulian Auguftus, anduerdimu 
defrov.muls ^ejouliiers^d authentic eftheCommcn wealth hath decreed , M

tequeits, like as he had made other officers.according as he thought them meet for 

his 
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his c wne behoofe and fafetie. And for as much as among theft: proceedings hee 
feared Lupicinas, though abfent, and then making his abode in Britannie, a prowd 
minded man,and of a fwelling nature: and for thatheehadhiminfufpitionand 
jealoufie, that if he knew thus much beyond the Teas, he would ftirre up lomc mat¬ 
ter of alteration and rebellion: a *Notarie of his was fent to *Bononia,for to ob- cktunccBor; 

ferve and watch carefully, that no man might be fuffered to paffe over the narrow * Bo,osnc ’ 
fcas: By meanes of which prohibition, Lupicinus returned, before that he tooke a- 
ny knowledge of thefenewes, and fo was notable toraileany troubles. Ho wbeit 
Julian a right joyous man no w,in regard of his higher fortune and the confidence 
he had in his fouidiors,bccaufe he would not wax luke warme,norbe reproved as 
one remiffe, idle and doing nothing, after hee had difpatchcd embaftadours unto 
ConBamim , went foorth into the marches of * Germania fecunda: and having *l<w dikcUm* 
ftrengthened himfelfe with all furniture and provifion, which the bufinefle in 
hand required, drew neere to the towneObtricenfis,neere Mofa. And afterward 
having crofted over the Rhene,hefuddainely overran the countrey of the Franks, 
whom they call Atthuarij, men of an unquiet fpirit, and at the fame time in very 
licentious manner raunging over the coaftsof Gaule: whome when hee had fud- 
dainely furprifed (fearing no hoftilitie, but exceeding fecute, for that they could 
not remember that any prince had entered into their townes and territories, by 
reafonof thedifficultieof theftonie wayesthat kept them off) he overcame with 
little ado: and after he had taken prifoners and flaine moft of them, ro the reft that 
remained,upon their earned fuit he graunted peace,in what conditions he would 
himfelfe, fuppofing this to bee expedient fortheneighbour borderers that were 
pofteftors and holders of land. From whence he returned with like celeritie by the 
faid river; and diligently furvey ing the garrifons along the marches, & reforming 
what in them wasamifle,hee cameasfarreastothe*Rauraci: where having reco- ^peopje,^ 
vered thofe places,which the barbarous enemies had in times paft taken in and hoi- 
den as their owne,and fortified the fame more carefully, he departed by the way of 
*Befantio to Vienna,thereto Winter. 


Chap. XI. 

Conftantius having concluded a ftrme peace with the king of Armenia^ afentiled 
an armie , and befneget h Bez>abde: the wals whereof he laboureth in 
vatne to undermine and overthrow. 

B N this fort went the affaires in Gaule: which while they had fo profpe- 
rous and fafe fucceffe, Conftantm fent for Arfaces king of Armenia: 
whom after he had entertained moftliberally, he forewarned and ex¬ 
horted to perfevere a faithfull friend to us: for hee underftood. That 
the king of the Perfians had oftentimes deceitfully, what with threats and what 
with craftiedeviccs,beenein hand with him to caftoff the focietie of the Romans, 
and to combine with him. Who taking many an oath, That he could forgoe his 
own life before that he would change his mind,was highly rewarded: and fo with 
the traine that he brought to accompanie him,returned into his realme, and never 
durft afterward breake his promife,as being obliged unto Conjlantius by a bond of 
many favours and pleafuies done unto him * among which, this was the chiefe, 
that he had joyned unto him in marriage Olympias the daughter ofAblabtus, fome- 
time Prafteiftus Prastorio, and the efpoufed wife of his brother C on Bans. After he 
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fiabtb.c^w». wasdifmiflcd,himfelfcby the way of *Melitina,atowne in Armenia thclefle 5 and 
by Lacotcnaand Samofata, palled over Euphrates, and came to Edcfla. Where, 
when hehad ftayed a long time,expe<5ting the companies of louldiorsas they af- 
fembled together from all parts,ana waiting for plentifull provifion of vi&uals,af¬ 
ter r he Autumnall ^Equinox he went forth and came to Amida: the wall whereof 
whenheeapproched, and beheld round about, how it was full of alhes and dead 
embers, he Hied teares and groned againe,to confider what calamities that wofulj 
and miserable citie had endured. There Vrfulns, Treafiirer to the State,who chan¬ 
ced then to be in place, with griefe of heart cried out and laid: Behold with what 
courage and vAim hearts are our cities defended by the JottlAtors , for the payment of 
wboje wages, the wealth of the very Empire beginneth now tofayle . This fo bitter a 
•ewatou.^ fpeechot his, themilirarie multitude remembred afterwards at *Chalcedon,and 
there rofe up in a mutinie, to hisdeftrudlion. From thence marching with thicke- 
«me^oLBdr*th. fet fquadrons,whcn heapproched Bezabde, he pitched downehis tents ; which 
being fenced all about with an high rampier and deepe ditches, riding a great way 
off about the circuit of the fortifications of the towne, he was informed by the re¬ 
port of many, that the places were more ft rongly rebuilt,which before time the in- 
j uric of time had decayed; And becaufe he would omit nothing that of neceffitic 
was to be provided, before the heat of fight,he lent certaine (age and wife men un- 
wit.themer- to the ^defendants of the towne, to urge them by propofing a twofold condition, 
amne^mion c | t jj ej . to jctumc home into their owne countries, with the grauntof other mens 
goods without bloudfhedjorelfeto become wholly febjecl unto the Romane 
Empire, where they fliouldbeeadvaunced with dignities and rich rewards. But 
when they upon a naturallobftinacicand inbred refolutiors reje&edthis offer, as 
men being nobly defeended & of high parentage,they addrefled themfelves with 
undergoing of extreame perils and paines againft all the preparations that belong 
unto a fiege: He therefore began to give an aflault unto all parts of the towne, with 
his men maifhalled in thickerankes,and with found of trumpets to incite their cou¬ 
rage to the fervice: the valiant Romane fbuldior,foi that the legions were gathered 
under fundrie defenfiveroufesof fhields, going foftly and fafely forward, began 
to undermine the wals: and becaufe all manner ofcafting-weapons were difehar- 
ged upon them that came under the faid wals,and thereby the laid joynt frame of 
their fhields loofened, they departed upon the found of the retreat. Now,aftec 
their hearts were for one whole day refrefhed,the third morning being more curi- 
°j y covered and defended,with lowd outcries every whereon all fides they alfal¬ 
fa* 0 skaleand get up the wals. Andalbeit the defendants lay clofe within behind 
naire- clotheSjbecaufe they would not befeeneof the enemie, yet fo often as need 
required,they would ftoutly thruft forth their armes, and with ftonesand darts at 
faile thcm that were beneath And when the hurdle fencesof oyfiers went confi-

With new engins ofbatterie Confiantius Jhaketh the walls of Amida, and withma* 
nyajfauhs redoubled finfundryforts wearieth as well his owne 
people,as the Perfians befieged. 

jlgflgp He tenth day therefore, after the aflault began, when oUr mens hope 
fill fp|i grew worfe than it was,fb that they were let all in heavinefle, thought 
Hii ISl g° od was to b r * n g over l ^ ac huge frame of a R am, which the Perfi- 
ans - n t i mes paft,after they had by the batterie thereof rafed Antiochia 
brought from thence, and left at Carras: which being on a fodain feene,and moft 
artificially fet together and fitted accordingly, daunted the heartsofthc befieged 
fo,as that they had fallen in manner to the laftremedie of yeelding, but tlut they 
tooke heart againe,and prepared to oppofe feme meancs 3gainft this terrible and 
menacing engin. Neither after this gave our men over one jot to adventure rafhly, 
or to ad vife politikely: For whiles thisold Ram, beeing unjoyntedand taken in 
peeces,for eaficr carriage, was a fetting in order and readinefle, with all cunning 
and ftrengthofman,notwithftanding the exceeding force and firmc refolution of 
thedefendantSjthepeecesof ordnance were ftill defended: ncvertheleffewith a 
number of Hones and bullets fent out of flings on both fides,many were killed, and 
ftill the mounts and bulwarkes waxed greater,and quickly rofe to a mightie height: 
fo that the fiege grew more fierce and hoter every day than others and many of our 
men loft their lives in the place: for that, fighting in the fight of the Emperour in 
hopeof rewards,and taking off their helmets from their heads,becaufe they might 
the fooner be knowne,they were with the cunning {hot of the enemies archers 
overthrowne : and therefore tending watch and ward both night and day 
they flood more wary on both parts,and did their devoir* And now by this time 
the Perflansjfeeing the banks & terraces brought up to a mightie height, and with- 
all the huge ram aforefaid,after which there followed alfo other fmaller engins of 
that kind, were ftricken with a wonderful horror,and did what they poffibly could 
with might and maine to burne them all: and albeit they ceafed not to fling heaps 
and bals of wild-fite.and fhoot fiery darts,yet they laboured in vaine i for that moft 
of the timber peeces were covered all over With skins and hay re clothes throughly 
wets others againe well fmeared with alum, that the fire might glide off without 
doing harme. Butthc Romans bringing them forward with great fotce and valor, 
though with much difficutlic,yet defendedand laved them: and inan eameft de¬ 
fire they had to win the towne,they fet nought by imminent and prefent dangers i 
and on the other fide the defendants of the wals,when the gi eateft Ram abovefaid 
came toward them,ready to fliake downe the tower that flood againft it,by a fubtle 
deuife enfnared the yron front that it beareth out before(and in truth it reftmbletn 
aRammes hea l) with long ropes on either fide, and fo held it faft, that by retur¬ 
ning backeagaine it {hould not gather new flrength,nor be able with thicke jurres 
and pufhesdbrcibly to fir ike the walls to any purpofe : and withall they powred 
downefealding hot pitch. The engins alfo being advanced forward, flood along 
time carrying upon them huge ftones, to batter the walls, and other calling wea¬ 
pons. Now, when the mounts without were rayfed ftill higher, the defendants 
fearing their deftruflion was at hand ,unlefle they tooke the better heed, ran head¬ 
long into a moft bold and adventurousaftioni andin a fodaine Tally, ifluing by 
a Y numbers 
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numbers out at the gates,and fating upon .he formoft of our men, threw withal! 
their might upon the Ram,fire-brands and yron buclcetsloden with fire. But alter 
astirinifh valiantly performed with doubtful! fortune, moft of them prevailing 
nought were driven baekewithinthewals: and anon from the mounts whrch the 1 
Romans had ereaed,the fatnePerfiansas they flood upon their bulwarks wetc 

aftaylcd with arrowcsdlings (hot,and fiery darts; which flying among the roofes 

andcurtaincsof the towers,lor the moft part went by,org!auneed in vainest!d did 
no hurt, for that there were fome of purpofe readie to quench them. And when 

on both Tides the fighting men grew to be fewer, and the Perfians were driven to 
utmoft difpaire, but that they found better mcanes,they eftfoons gave the attempt 
with greater care and diligence to Tally out oftheir fortifications : and fo the muh 
titude breaking fuddenly forth, among our armedfouldiers,fome appointed there 
were of purpofe,who carried greater flore of fire than thofe before,and threw yron 
skutrics full of flaming fire upon the timber frames, ftickes alfo andtvvigges, with 
other dry fewell,very apt to take fire. And for that the exceeding blacke clouds of 
fmoake tooke away all fight,when the trumpet founded the battaile, the legions in 
good array marched on a quicke pace; and as the heat ofskirmifh grew (till by lit¬ 
tle and little, by that time they came to buckle at hand-ftrokes, all the forefaid 
engines at once were on a light fire 3 and in manner burnt,fave only that greater one 
than the reft, which,being halfe burnt,after the ropes were plucked away,that were 
caft upon it from the wals and held it faft,with much adoe,and by the forcible ftrai- 
ningofftrongmen,wasdrawnefoithofthefire. But when the darkenefle of the 
night made an end ofthe skirmifhjOurfouldiersrefted not long, but becing refre- 
fhed with fmall food and fhort fteepe,they rofe at the call of their captaines, and re¬ 
moved their munitions far fromthewall 3 providingto fight more clofo and fhort 
along the high baftiles or countermures, which now that they were finifhed over¬ 
topped the walls: and that the defendants might eafily be driven from off the wals, 
Upon the veiy top of the (aid baftiles were planted two Balifts,for feat e of which it 
was verily thought, that not one of the enemies could fo much as put up his head 
and looke out before him. Thefe meanes being fufficiently provided, $ little be¬ 
fore the twy-light of the morningappeared, three battailons of our men in good 
array advancing, with the crefts of their helmets bending forward in threatning 
wife,together with a number that carried ladders, attempted to giue an aflault up¬ 
on the wals: And now as the armor clattered,and the trumpets 1 cfounded,fighting 
on both (ides joy ntly with femblable heat and cagreneffe, they made a venturous 
conflict of it: which as it did fpreadftill more and more, the Romans, perceiuing 
that the Perfians hid their heads for feare of the enginesof artillery placed upon the 
mountSjdid beat upon the walls with the ram, and then with mattocks, pickaxes, 
yron crowes,and ladders,they approched : meane while on both fides flew the ca¬ 
sing dartes thicke. But that which troubled and annoy ed the Perfians much more 
than all the reft,was the fundrie fliot difeharged from the Balifts, running as it were 
through loopc holes and grates from the baftiles newly rayfed: Whereupon,fup- 
pofing now that they were come to the Iaft caft,they ran refolutely upon the daun* 
gei of death: and thus having parted betweene them the feverall charges to fight 
upon the point ofany extremitie that fliould happen,and leaving thofe behind that 
fhould keepethe walls,a ftrong com panic of them fecretly fetting open apofterne 
gate,jflued forth with others following behind,that clofely carried fire wkhthem. . 
n w hues the Romans one while prefle hard upon them that reculed, another 

while 
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while receive thofe that ofthemfelves charge them, they that carried the fire pans 
creepingfoftly and (looping low by the ground, conveied light burning coles 
within the ioyntsofoneofthcfabricksraifeduponboughesofdivers trees, reeds, 
and bundels of canes,which fofooneas the drie fewell had caught fire,were burnt: 
but our fouldierSjtogcther with their peeces ofordnance untouched, were depar¬ 
ted firft in danger enough. r 


Whiles Conftantius determined to abide there by it .therefall comical/hewers of r dine 
(foretold by a rain - bow .^ concerning which there is annexed afpeculative difeourfe ) 
and thenfolloweth Winter: Fearing therefore a tumult of the angred 
/ mldiers.without effecting his purpofe fegets 
backe into Syria. 

Vt fo foone as the evening ended their fight,fo that they departed 
on both fides to take fome fhort repofe,the Emperor diftra&ing 
andrurning himfelfunto fundrie counfels,confidering that im¬ 
portant reafons urged him longer ftil to attept the deftru&ionof 
IILS x ^ 1 f° rt 3 like an infbluble bar lay oppofed againft 

the enemies outrodes, and the late feafbn of the yeare checked 
him, determined to ftay yetthere, & continue fleightskirmifhes,thinking that the 
PerfianSjlikehaplytobediftreffedforwantof vi&uals, would quit the place and 
begone ; which felout otherwifethan hefuppofed: For,when there was but fmall 
fighting,the ay re being moift,waterie clouds with fearcfull darkeneftc arofojand 
theground with continuall rain became fo drenched,that the clammiefoftclay all 
that country over,ftandi^ upon a moft fat turffe & foile,made a great trouble eve- 
rie where: and befide all tnis > cracks of thunder ,and flafhes of lightning comming 
thicke one after another,mightily affrighted the timerous minds of men. Moreo¬ 
ver,to increafe their feat e,there were apparitions feen continually of the rain-bow: 
which how it commeth ufually to befhaped fo,the laying open ofthe natural cau- 
fes thereof will declare. The hot exhalations ofthe earth, andmoift vapours ga¬ 
thered round together into clouds,and from thence fcattered into fmall fprinkling 
dewes,and by fpreading ofthe funne-beames made bright and glittering lye rol¬ 
ling fullagainft the verie round bodie of the funne,andfo do fhape out the forme 
of a raine-bow , and the fame winding with a fpacious and large bent, be- 
caufeitopenethandftretcheth out here in our world,which the reafons inNatu- 
rail Phylofophie place over the *Hemifpha?re. The firft colour or fhew whereof,as ^ h 0 c r ^ c parcof 
farreas mans eye doth behold and difcerne,feemeth *paleor yellowifh,thefecond s p ime. 
more yellowifh or tawnie,the third red,the fourth purple, andthelaft compoun- *****“* 
ded of blew and greene. And this temperature of mingled beautie, itcarryeth, as 
our underftandings here upon the earth do conceive,therfore,becaufc the firft part 
thereof is feene more thin and waterifh,as finable in colour to the aire round about 
it: the next following is tawnie,that is,ofa deeper & brighter hue fomewhat than 
the former yellow :the third red,for that being fubjc< 5 l to the brightnefle of the fun, 
bythcrcceitofthefpiritorairc, itdifcoloureth and diminifheth his moft pure re- 
fplendence glittering over againft: the fourth therefore a purple coIour,becaufe as ~

Andbecaufeitisa figne of change of weather (as weehayefaid) 
namely after acleere aire gathering heapes of clouds, or contraiiwife, after thickc 
aire making a change to faire and Jl^afant wcather»thaefpre we read often in Po- 
ets^hat/r^'.the Rain-bow,isfent from heaven,when there is an alteration toward 
of the prefent (fate. There be many others>and thofe fundrie opinions, which now 
itwerea fuperfluous thing to reckon upjConfideripg that my narration hafteneth 
to rcturne whence it hath digreffed. Withthefe and fuch like objedls the Emperor 
was tolled betweenc hope and feare^whil^sthe Winter came on apace, and grew 
to be hard,whiles he fufpefledaifo tabe forelaid in thofe deferts and wildtra&s j 
and withall, he f eared likewife fomc mutinie of the fcpkjieis that were difeontaj- 
ted and angrie. Over and befidesall this,it v^xed bis perplcxedmind, that having 
now fhedoore fet open (as it were) intoarjeh mans hqufe, he was to returoe,with- 
outeffc&inghis purpofe,with emptiehand. For which c^ujes, giving qver his 
vaine enterprise returneth into Syria,minding to Winter in Antioch, after he 
had endured a labout iousand moft dangerpusSummer, and the fame a long fitne 
to be lamented. For,thus it fell out, ; asif lornefatalf conftcllation fo ruled divas 
events, that evermore when Cwfjwwhiwtelte paired ? wi|fh the Perfi- 

ansjomeadverfeand crofle fortuneattendedpppnfhin?: .wfereMponheiWilhtvif 
itraightnototherwifebe, to win by the condu41pf his, captain es ^ a thing that 
wc remember foractimes happed in deed.

Iulian purpofeth firfl to begin with Gonftantius, and to fet upon him , con- 
\efikwg his death by Jundrieprefaging tokens , dreames , amd fuch like 
devices: as touching which Amroianus Marceiiinus 
fetteth downe bis owne judgement. 

HiUs ConJlantiM was held occupied with this hard for¬ 
tune of wars beyond the river Euphrates, Julian making 
his abode at Vienna,beftowed both day es and nights in 
laying plots againft future accidents and after claps, bea- 
rmghimfelfe aloft (fo farre forth as his weake and poorc 
eftate would permit) but alwayes ftandmg in doubt, 
whethrhe fhouldby all meanes draw Conjlanwuto re- 

j conciliation and epneord,or,to ftrike a terror begin fi ft 

I to provoke him by wane: which as he caiefully revol- 

vedinhismmd.hefearedhimbptbwayes.aswelUbloudie minded friend, as an 

adveifarie in civile troubles oftentimes lupcnour: but moft of all the tielh example 

Of his brother GaUm, held his reftleffe mind in fufpence, whom h.s owne negh- 
eence and the deceiifull Heights of fome, mixed with perjuries had betiayed. 
Howbdt.hc toole courage othenvhiles,and addrefled his mind to many & thofe 
urgent affaires,fuppofingit moft fafe for his dlate,to fliew himfelfeaprofeffcd ene- 

mfe untohim whofe paffions hegueffedhy the times pall , as he was a wife prince, 

but that through fainedfriendfli^is he was deceived by ftcret «ff 
heard therefor? and underftodd vjhziConftanttushri written by Leonas he tooke 
fmall regard thereof,but admitting none of thofe <hat by hrs pleafure and appoint¬ 
ment wS prom to crimes ({jive onely NehridtM)h\cc\(e\ic “snd 

(lasmd Ernperour,didfetforth,the a Quinquennall games and foleranmes, and 
vvoie a richandfumptuous diademe fet with Alining pretious ftones, whereas m 

the'be»inning ofbSSbijehctoolte a garland of fowl valueto goe dbout his head, 

lilieuntoaMafterofthc t wreftlioggallerie^apparefled in ouiple. In which nm 

he fent unto Rome the furierall teliques of Helena his wife deceafed.to b. enter d 

fninannor or poffrff.on of his.upon .he high- way foment™, ncereunothe 
citie wherethe wifealfoof G„Uue,CmjlMtina, her lifter, was fometimes buried. 
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and ftudiousofall kind of knowledge, That he attained to the forefight offuturc 
things by naughtieand unlawfullarts; bricfely it is to bee confideied whence it 
comes,that this kind alio of no meane learningmay befall unto a wife man .The (pi. 
rits of all the elements forfo much as they be eternal bodies, at all times,and in everieplacc 
having the powerful! motion of foreknowledge,out ofthofe things which by fnndrie ctifci- 
pltnes andfciences we defire to learne,parttctpateth with us thegifts of forefight and divi¬ 
nation : and thefubttantiall powers,by divers rites andceremonies pacified,mini per unto 
mm all memos it were out of lively and ever-running veines offountaines,prophetic ah 
words: over which thepresident is (as they fay) that divine power, or Goddefje Themis 
whom fo named, for that it is lawfull andpofitble to foreknow againjlthefuture timejbofe 
fixed deer eesfet downe by fat all Uw, which in the Greek tongue are cd/WTethemena 
the antientTheologershavefhrinediutheverie bed and throne of lupirer, that lifegi. 
ving vigour • Auguries c alfoand Aufpicies are gotten, not according to the will and plea- 
fure offooles,that know not things to come-, (for there is no manfofoolijh as would fayfo ) 
but Godit is who dire&eth the flight of birds, foyhat the found of their bill, or fight of 
wing,by the troublefeme orgent lepajfage thereof, may fioew before hand future events, 
Forjhegoodneffe of the heavenly power (either becaufe men deferve fo much,or for that 
the fame is moved withfame affeffion unto them) ufeth even by thefe arts alfoto difeover 
unto us thofe occur rents that hang over our heads . Semhlahlyjhey that obferve thefooth- 
faying entrails and bowels ofbeap,ufmgtobeturnedintoinfinit formes, knowfuch ac¬ 
cidents as are to fall.T he inventor ofwhich learning one namedT ages was feene {as men 
fable and talke)fodainly to have rifen out of the earth Jntheparts offfetruria. The hearts 
of men do then alfo reveale events to come , when they boyle in heat offpirite, but they ut¬ 
ter andfpeake wit hall divine matters. For,iheSunne{as Nat urall Phtlofophersfay) the 
foule of the worldfending abroad out of himfelfejur minds as (parkles, when he hath fet 
them a burning veriehot,caufeththem to beprivieto that which is tocome: Whence it is 
that the Sibyls A fo often fay,T hey burne, while a mightie deale of famesfcorchetb them . 
Befiaes all ihefeyhe creaking noyceof voyces , and occurrcnt fignes meeting us, thunder 
moreover,fajkesandlightnings fikewife thefbooting offiarresftgnifie many things. As 
for mus^sJtUms, srethey sobebrleeved-, bus infuUible shty would be 1 in effi they

With thefe arts and an hypocriticall profefiion of Clrrijlianitie, Iulian confirmetb 
and firengtheneth himfelfe. OWeane while the Alemans kill a cer - 
taine warlike captaine and the garrifonfouldiors of 
Iulian, W put others tofight. 

H Eaft therefore this difeourfe of ours running,as they fay,without the 
bounds of the race, {hould breed a fulnefie and lothingin the rea¬ 
der, let usreturnetothe particular unfolding of fuch things as were 
forefeene. When Julian ,as yet beingC^r, fhakinghis (hield with 
fundrie mot ions, exercifed himfelfe in the field at Paris,after that the 
fmall pins whereby the roundle thereof was clofe jointed were iliaken out and fell 
downe, the handle onely remained, which he held ftill and clafped with a frrong 
hand: And when all there prefent,were affrighted herewith, as an ominous figne 
portending fome evill fortune, Let no man (quoth hee) be afraid: I have that Jure 
which 1 held. Item, when afterwards at Vienna he went fober to bed and tooke his 
left, about midnight a certain image very bright and glorious appealed unto him, 
and uttered plainely unto him, lying as good almoft as waking, thefe heroicke ver¬ 
ges,and repeated the fame many times: upon the confidence whereof he iuppo- 
fed there was no calamitie oradverfe fortune behind to trouble him. Andthele 
were the verfes:

lupiter fhall reaclr the bound of noble Aquarie, 

AndSztumc touch of Virgo bright the twemiefift degree, 

Then fhall the *king of Aft a, Conftamius,?/' this life, 

Sofweet and pleafant,make an end, with heavineffe and griefe. 

He lived therefore in the meane time without any change or alteration as tou¬ 
ching his prefent State, but with a peaceable and quiet mind difpofing of all oc- 
currentsjand by little and little making himfelfe ftrong, that unto the augmentati¬ 
on of his dignitie theencreafeof his ftrengthalfo might be anfwcra^e. And to 
the end he mteht without any impeachment allure all men to favour him,he made 
femblance that he adhered to the Chriftian Religion, from which a prctie while 
before clofdv he was Revolted: and making fome few privie to his lccrets, he let *, nd ^ 
his mind upon divination by infpedion of beafc bowels, birds flight, and other «—*«•*«*> 
fuch arts, as woifhippers of the idols have ahvaies done. But to cloke thele mat¬ 
ters in the meane time, upon that folemne holyday which the Chnftianscelebrate 
inthemoneth of Ianuarie, and commonly call the * Epiphanie , hee went into 
theirchurch oi congregation, and after hee had folemnely done Ins worlhip and 
devotionsto their *God, departed. Whiles thefe things thus pafle, and that the *TUtwG<«4 
Sprina nowapproched,ftvicken with fuddaine and unexpected newes,hc teU in¬ 
to a fit of fadnefte and forrow: for he underftood, that the Alemans beginning at 
the territcrie of Vadomariua ( from whence after the league made there was no 
harrac feared) wafted the crafts confining with Rheda i and that whole compa^

nics of brigands raunging up and downe all abroad at libertie, fuffered nothing r© 
pafTc by their hand unattempted. Which outrage lead being winked at and neg- 
feded, it might ftirre up occafions anew of warre, that before lay dead 5 hefenf one 
•r«n /fw,ot Libino a ^lieutenant, together with the Celts and Petulantes that wintered with 

count. him, to take order for the redrefle of this affaire, as fhould bee thought requifit: 

*<erkingen. who being come with fpeed ncere unto the towne*San<ftio,was difeoveredafarre 
rhtnano. ^ t h e Barbarians, who alrcadie purpofing to fight, had hidden themfelves Hs¬ 

iang the v:dlies: and fo having exhorted his fouldiors, though in number inferior 
yet exceeding defirous to give battaile, unadvifedly hee chargerh upon the Ger- 
manes, and in the very beginning of the conflict was himfelfe the firft man that loft 
his life. Vpon whole death,as the Barbarians became more bold and confident 
and the Romanes enkindled to revenge their captafne, there was a tough battaile 
refolutely fought, and our men,afterfome few flaine and wounded, with the huge 
multitude of enemies preaffing hard upon them, were broken and put to rout* 
With this Vadcmarius and his brother Gundomadtes iikewife king, Confiamius as 
hathalreadiebccne related, had eftablifhed a peace. After which, when Gundo - 
madue was dead, thinking that Vadomarm would be faithfull unto him,and a filent 
executor of his fecret defignes, he gave him in chargeas hisherauld (if wee may 
beleeve the report of Fame onely) artd wrote unto him> That (as if the covenant 
of concord were broken between c them) he fhould otherwhile trouble the mar¬ 
ches neere unto him, to theend that Iuliamss Handing in dread thereof, might ne- 
ver depart from the defence and protetfionof Gaule. Which inftrucrions rath- 
martus following (as we may well thinke) committed chofe and fuch like outrages 
aforefaid j beeinga man from the very prime of his youth wonderous skilfull in 
beguiling and deceiving the world, as afterward alfo he fhewed, whiles hcc was 
Marquetfeor Warden of the marches in Phamice : but being taken with the ma- 
Sccrcoiie. noir and convi&.he forbare and abftained. For when his *Notarie,whomhe had 
fent unto Conttamius^ was caught up by the ftarionarie fouldiors in centinell, and 
fear died, if happily hee carried any thing about him, there was found a letter of 
Ins, wherein, be fide many others matters, hee had written alfo this: Tour Cafar 
u At fycipltncor knowledge at all. Howbeir,in his miflives continually

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affiance: and unto him,amoiig other inftruftions, according to which hee was to 
dealers theoccafion ofprefentoccurrents fhould require, he delivered alfo a little 
paper written and fealed, charging him not to open or read it, unleflc he faw Vads- 
marine on this fide Rhene. Phihgrm^ as he was commaunded, went foorth on 
his journey: and whiles he was prefent there, and bufied about divers affaires, 
Vadomarm , who had patted over the river, fearing nought ( as in time of found 
and fettled peace) and feeming to know nothing that had becne done amirte, 
when he faw the Provoftorcaptaine of the fouldiors that lay there, after hee had 
fpoken fome few words of complement unto him (asthemanner is) invited him¬ 
felfe (becaufe he would leave no fufpition behind him at his departure) and pro- 
miled to come unto a feaft of his, unto which Philagrius alfo was bidden. Who 
being entred into the place, no fooncrefpied the king, but remembred the*Ein- ¥lult4rM ^ 
perours words: and pretending by way of excufe fomeearneft and urgent bufi. 
neffethathe had, went backe unto his inne: where, after hee had read the wri¬ 
ting, and thereby taken knowledge what was to bee done, immediately returned, 
and fat him downe among the reft of the guefts. After the feaft was ended, hee 
laydftronghand upon Vadomarius, and thus attached,committedhimtothefaid 
captainc of the fouldiors, for to be ftraitly kept about the * ftandards and enfigues, 
after he had firft read unto him his commiffion and warrant, yea, and compelled 
thole of his traineand companie ( as touching whome hee had no commaunde- 
ment) to returne home. Howbeit,thc king himfelfe being brought to the princes 
campe, and now fhut out of all hope to obtaine pardon, as knowing that his *No- *$««««. 
tarie was intercepted >and what he wrote unto Conflamius , alrcadie publifhed and 
knowne abroad,yet having not fo much as any reviling fpecch or foule word given 
him,was fent into Spaine. Forthis orderwas very carefully taken,That when Juli¬ 
an fhould depart out of Gaule, ihisyadomarius^ moft fell and cruell man, might 
not licentioufly trouble the State of the provinces there, which hardly and with 
much adoe was brought into frame. Iulian lifted up with this good hap, that the 
king was apprehended fooner than he looked for,whom he flood in dread of when 
he fhouldtake his journey into farre countries, no whit flacked the care of his af¬ 
faires, but determined to fet upon the Barbarians, who^s I have fhewed,fie wZ/W- 
no the^lieutenant in a skirmifh,together with fome few of his fouldiors. And be- *of captainc. 
caufe the rumour of his comming fhould not caufe them to remoove into the parts 
more remote,after hcc had palledover Rhene in the dead time of the night with 
the moft expedite and lighteft appointed companies ofhisauxiliaric forces, hcc 
comparted them about,miftrufting no fuch matter. And when with the ruftling 
and clattering noyfc of armour and weapons they awoke andftarted up, whiles 
they looke about for their fwords and darts, he haftily flewuponthem, and fome 
he flew; others craving mercie,and offering booties,hc tooke prifoners upon their 
fubmiflion: to the reft that remained, upon their entreatie, andpromifing withal! 
to continue in ftedfaft and affiised quietnerte^he gratinted peace.

Qonflantlus and Iulianus. 


Chap. 1111. 

The hmatorie Oration of Iulianus unto his fouldiors,when he meant to give bat. 
tails unto Conftantius in open field. Afolemne oath taken of them all, 
except Ncbridius, whom Iulian delivereth from thefurie 
of the fouldiors,andfiveth his life . 

H Hich exploits being performed with flout and refolute courage, 
lie gueffing what a world of civileand domeflicall troubles hce 
hadraifed, and forefeeing byquickneffe of wit and undeman¬ 
ding, that nothing was fo well befitting fuddaine cnterprifes as 
expedition, he thought himfelfefliould bee in fafer eftate, if hee 
profcffed openly his revolt and breach of allegeance: but flan- 
ding doubtfull of his fouldiors loyaltie,he firft pacified by a fccret kind of religi¬ 
ous cercmonie f : and then,after hehadfummoned hisarmie together un¬ 

to an aflembly ; ftanding upon a banke raifed of done, and now as it feemcd very 
confident, he difcourfed thus with a lovvder voice than he was wonttodoe. Long 
fince in fecret deliberation with my felfe,J fappo/e, that you my noble and wort hie fellow 
fouldiors,fltrred up with fo brave and valiant exploits, expect this cottnfell at my hinds, 
namely , how thofe events which are feared might he throughly thought upon and well ta¬ 
ken heedof beforehand: for it becommeth fouldiors growne up in glorious atis, to ufe 
their cares more than thetr tongues , and deeme no other commaunder to be of approoved 
eqnitie thin him, who may be both pray fed and liked worthily .To dijpatch therefore 
what / have purpo fed, letting all circum fiance gee by, marke Ipray youfavourably what 
1 flail in few words deliver . Being by the will of God in heaven enter mingled m com - 
p ante with you in the very beginning of my youth, the continuall inr odes andinvafms 
as well of Alemans as of Trankes, 1 repreffed , and iointly with vigorous courage,! made 
iv benepa(Jable to the Romane forces as often as they would j ftanding unmoveableagainji 
thcnoyfeof rufiors And the violent excurfions of putflant nations , trufting Iafjure you 
and grounding myfelfe upon your vertue and valour\ And thefe painefull labours which 
we have taken andfu famed, Gaule an eye-wit nefie thereof (which after the Ioffe of ms- 
ny a mans life after long and grievous calamities hath heene relieved)flail commendumo 
pofi eritiefrom age to age for ever. But now, feeing that by the compulfion of your grave 
and honourable iudgement,as alfo of urgent necefiitiej am through the grace of God and 
your favour lifted up to the imperiall dignitie , if Fortune further my emerprifes , I will 
ajfire higher and reach at greater matters , protesting and declaring thus much openly. 
That unto the armie , the equitie and nobleprowefe whereof hath heene fo renowmedf 
havebeene feene both at home temperate and mild, and in many wanes alfo again si the 
banded and combined forces of the [barbarous'] nations, conf derate and warie.Tb&twe 
may therefore iointly with one accord and mindprevem adverfe events, follow this way 
andpolicie that is right good (as 1 take it) feeing the welfare of the State is correfpon - 
dent to our intention and defire: and whiles the countries of lllyricum are withoutgrea¬ 
tergarrifons, let us march on apace without A ay, and take the time to feize into our 
hands the utmoTi bounds of Dacia, and from thence by the meanes ofgood fucceffe he 
furntfled with w sir utitons what ought further to be done: and as the manner is ofhar - 
dte and redoubted leaders and captatnes,promife , / befeechyou, by the bond of an oath, 
n t nuance of concord, andfidelitie untome your Commaunder, who will endevour 

dili - 
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dili*tntly, and after my accuBomed manner, that for my part nothing be done incon- 
ftdtrately or faintly, yea, and produce the teBimonie (if any man flaU require it) of a 
f.- cgrs and uncorrupt confcience, that IwiU. enterprife or attempt nothing willingly,but 
“what ^expedient and profitable to us all in common. This Verily 1 earncjlly defire and 
reauefl , Take heed that in the fit of heat andboiling anger none of you breake forth to the 
hurt and hinderance of any private perfon: but let him confider thus much, that as the 
infinite overthrowes and Ioffes of our enemies , fo the indemnitie and fafetie of the Pro¬ 
vinces teftiped notably by examples given of vertues, have made us fo famous. This 
Oration of the Emperours being no lefle approoved, than if it had beene an O- 
racle, the whole afletnblie was feene to ftirre and moove exceeding much: and 
defirous of noveitieand change, with one confent made a terrible noyfe, with 
lowd voices and wonderfull clattering of theit fhields, calling him, Grcar and 
high Commaunder, and (as they had feene by experience) the Fortunate Con^ 
querour of barbarous Nations and Kings both . Andbeeing all commaunded 
throughout tofwcare alleageance unto him, with fetting fwords clofe to their 
ownc neckes, they tooke a folemne oath in fet forme of words, and that under 
paine of horrible curfes,That they would in his quarrell, even to the (pending of 
their lives (if need fo required ) undergoe all chauncesand perils whatfoever: 
which done,all the great officers and rulers following, yea, and thofe that were 
next in place unto the prince, obliged their fealtie with the like oath. Nebrtdm 
the PrjcfecSt was the onely man of all that companie, who although in his inward 
purpofehe was fure ynoughand ftedfaft, yet boldly refufcd to fwcare, faying, 

That he mi^ht not be hound by oath againB Conftantius, unto whom for his many be - 
ftefites at fundrie times he hadalreadiebeene obliged. Which when the fouldiors 
that flood neere unto him heard, they were in a great chafe and furious heat ot 
anger and made at him to have killed him outright, but that the Emperour with 
his rich coat of armes protected him,as he fell downe at his knees. And being 
returned into his royall palace, when he efpied him gone before, and lying pro- 
ftrate in fuppliant wife, befeeching him. That fot to eafe him of feare he would 
vouchfafeto reach foorth his right hand unto him: And what (fayth he) flail 1 
Iceepe efbeciaUy for my friends, in cafe thou touch my hand? But goe thy wayesfrom 
hence whither thou wilt,in fafetie and fecurttie : W hich when h e heard, he retyped 
himfelfe apart, without any harrae done unto him, to his owne houfe in Tnul- ^ruskana. 
cia. Iulian having provided thus aforehand, as the weightie importance of the 
bufineffe required, knowing alfo by experience, how powerfull and effe<fluall in 
troublous affaires is prevention and getting ground before, a.ter he had by a ag¬ 
nail and watchword given warning of his journey into Pannonia, he advauii- * Hui?arf# . 
ced forward his tents, and marched on with his enfignes difplayed, and rafhly 
committed himfelfe to doubtfull fortune.

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Chap. V, 

Whit afts Conftantius performed , both domellicaU and milirarie, whiles 
he wintered in Antioch. 

H O w,mect it is that I unfold the times paft,and recount fummarily whae 
a<fts ConHamm wintering in Antiochia atchieved both at home and 
in the warres abroad, whiles thefe affaires aforefaid pafled in Gaule. 
Among many other right honourable perfonages that came out of 
•cafxunc, ftrange countries to doe their reverence unto the Emperour, there were alfo ^Tri¬ 

bunes of the better fort, men ofmarke appointed thereunto. When as therefore 
fen font ins being returned out of Mefopotamia was received with this kind of du¬ 
ties e Amphtlochm a Paphlagonian,whohad beene Tribune, and not long be¬ 
fore, whiles he ferved under Const am, was deepely fufpe&ed upon preemptions 
that carried a likely hood of truth, to have fowed matter of quarell and difeord a- 
»r-d mong his elder ^brethren, prefuming verie fawfily to (land in place, to the end that 
°' ^ himfelfe alfo might be admitted to the like obfequious fervice, was known and de¬ 

barred : And when there were many that muttered hereat,yea and cried out,That 
he was not worthy to live any longer,as being an obftinat and ftiffe-necked tray- 
xoxfonftantiusfftho in thefe matters was more mild than otherwife hee ufed to be 
S urcea/e( q uoth he) to trouble the man,who, as Ithtnke ftguiltiejbut not yet openly con* 
vttted} and rememberyee .that if he have committed any Juch matter from undermine 
eye Jje{hall receivepumfhment by the doomeofhis owne conjciencejrom which hecanmt 
be hidden: atidfo he departed. The day following the fame Amphilochius , at the 
folcmnegames Circenfes flood beholding the fight, as he was woont, juft overa- 
gainft the Emperor,and upon thefetting up ofa fuddenfhoutsat the fending forth 
wc. ofan expelled game or maflerie that was to be performed,when the *crofle*barrcs 

on which he with many others Ieaned,brake in pecces,fb that they all and he toge¬ 
ther fell downe to the ground,fome few of them were flightly hurt, but hee alone 
was found wich ru P l . ure within of his *midriffe to have y eelded the ghoft : where- 
U P 01 ^ ^ on llsntius, skilfull alfo in the foreknowledge *of rhings to come, rejoiced 
hereb Irhzttui,. At the fame time he efpou fed and tooke to w ife Fauftina, having a good

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drivenbacke^nd therefore more puiflant forces ofhis were feared, fb foone as the 
ftiild weather and temperat feafbn of the yeare came about, cmbafladors were fent 
with rich prefents unto the kings and potentats beyond Tigris,with inftru&ions to 
admonifh and exhort them all ,to be of our mind,and to hold with us, as alfo to at¬ 
tempt no fraudulent nordeceitfull pra&ife: But above all, Arfares and Men banes, 
the fangs of * Armenia an d*Hiberia, were bought and wrought to our fide, with ^TurconaiMjnd 
coftly and gorgious fuits ofrobes, with many gifts alfo of fundrie forts j who were 
like to endamagethe Roman affaires,if in the dangerous and doubtfull times they Cam 

had revolted unto the Perfians. Amid fo many troubles and urgent negotiations, 
died Uermogenes,and promoted to the Pra?fe<ft-fhip was Helptdius, borne a Paphla- 
gonia,a man that carried no prefence with him, and for infirmitic in his fpeech, of 
no reckoning 5 but verie fimpleand plaine, of nature gentle, and nothing bloudily 
minded: infomuchas when Conftantius commaunded him to put a ccrtaine inno¬ 
cent perfon to torture in his prefence,he was verie well content to bee deprived of 
his place,and befought. That thefe matters might be committed to others better 
than himfelfe,for to be accomplifhcd according to the princes mind. 


Chap. vi. 

In whatfort Conftantius provided for bis infant affaires. Thepolitike 
fpeedthat Iulian made in fetting his defignesforward. 

Onftant'ms therefore in this difficultic of urgent bufinefles (landing 
doubtfull, was to feeke what courfe to take, as one along time much 
troubled in his mind,whether he fhouldgoeagainft Julian into coun¬ 
tries farre of,or repel the Parthians upon thepoint now,as they threat- 
ned 3 to pafle over Euphrates: and flicking thus in cquall ballance, in the end, after 
he had confulted oftentimes with his captains,he enclined wholly this way,name¬ 
ly (when he had finiflied,or at leaft wife appealed the neeierwarre, and left behind 
him at his back no enemies,whom he might feare.now that *Illyria and Italy,as he * ScL,ycoi * 
thought,were daunted and quelIed)to take Iulian as a hunters prey in the verie be¬ 
ginning of his enterprifes: for,ro allay the feare of his owne fouldiers, thefe were 
the verie words that otherwhiles he gave forth. But becaufe hee would not bcc 
thought to waxe coole^r to have omitted the other fide where warre was on foot, 
as minding to difperfeand fpread a terror of his comming in all places, and fearing 
withalljleaft Africke,a countrey fit and commodious for theEmperour in all occa- 
lionsthat mightbefalfftiouldin hisabfencebe invaded, as if hee had beene depar¬ 
ted out ofthe marches of the Eaft,he fent thither by fea Gaudemius a *Notarie,him *chancdtor * 
I meane,who as I briefely touched before,Iay as a fpie a good while, to obferve the S€acurn * 
proceedings of Iulian in Gaule. For he hoped that hee with his obfequious and 
quicke fervice,would be abletocffed: all, and that in two regards: Firft, becaufe 
he feared the adverfe *part, which he had offended :and then, becaufehee made 
haft by the mcancsofihisfo good an opportunitie, to commend his doings unto 
Conftantius, who, he made no doubt would get the vi&orie: For no man then 
there was ofthe contrarieopinioh,but fully of the fame mind. This Gaudeutius bc- 
ii^thither come, and carrying in mind the charge which the Prince had given 
hrrrt,after he had by letters lhftrutfted Cretio a lieutenant, what was to bee done, as '«captaJoei 
affothe reft ofthccommaunders,and made choyceof the ftouteft fouldiers from 
all phceSjyca and brought over out of b oth thd^Mturicmix nimble and light ap- **vbm it, 

pointed 
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pointed skirmifliersjkept moft ftraitly the fea coafts that lay oppofite unto ^Acquit 
tanieand Gaule. Neither failed Confiantius of hispurpofeby this policie : For ,fo 
long as he lived noneofthc adverfepart fet foot in thofe lands, although there was 
a number ofarmed men that obferved the coaft of Sicilie, reaching from *Lilyb£- 
um to*Pachynus,readiefoonetofayleover, if the paflage had beenc deere and 
open. Confiantius having difpofod of thefoand other fmall and lighter matters, as 
he thought (confidaing how things flood) expedient for him, was advertifed by 
meflengers and letters from hiscapraines, that the forces of the Perfians being all 
affcmbled together under the conduft of their proud *king leading the way be¬ 
fore, were now ^marching ncere unto the edge of Tigris, anddoubtfullitwas 
whither they went to breake out and make invafion: At which newes being 
much moved,to the end that making his abode neerer, he might prevent their at¬ 
tempts,he departed with all fpced out of his wintering harbour, and fending from 
all parts for his horfemen and ftrength of infanterie wherein he trufted,hepaifedo- 
ver Euphrates by Capeflana,upon a bridgeof(hips, and went to *Edefla 3 acitie 
ftoredwith viduals,andftrongly fenced, waiting there a while, untill either his 
ownedifcoverers,orelfefomc fugitives brought him word that the enemies en¬ 
camped forward. Meane while Julian departing from the Rauraci, after hee had 
difpatched his bufinefle,which ere while we fliewed 3 fcntbackeinto Gaul cSallufii- 
^promoted to be Prefe<5f,and commuundedGermanianm to hold the roome of 
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Ncbridtus. Scmblably the *Mafterfhip of the armour he committed unto 2VJ rvita 9 
fearing Gumoarius an old traitor,of whom he had heard fay,that whiles he had the 
leadingof the Scutarij,he fecretly betrayed Veter anio his PrinceandSoveraigmAl- 
fo to lovius he gave the *Queftorfh ip,ofwhom I have made mention in the a&s of 
J/agnentius,and unto Mamertinus the charge of the *Treafureand revenewes. Z>4- 
galaiphus he ordained *Captaineofhis h domefticall traine, and others,according 
tohisownewilland pleafure (whole good deforts and faithfull forvice hee well 
knew)overthefouldiers. Being therefore to make his journey through the Mar- 
tian woods,and the w3ycsjoyning upon the banks of the river Ifter, being, asa- 
mong fudden occurrents,exceeding uncertaine what to doe, hee feared efpecially 
this one thin °,leaft having fo few in his traine to accompanie him, he fhould grow 
defpifed, and offend *rhe multitude readie to repugneand repineagainft him. To 
prevent this inconvenience,he with good forecafttooke this wifecourfc: For,di¬ 
viding his armie into divers regiments, he fent feme under the leading of levinus 
and lovius, to march with fpeedalong the knownewayes of Italie* and others he 
committed to the conduft of Nevita *GeneralI of the horfe: to the end, that being 
thusfpreadfundrie wayes,they might be thought an infinit number, and fbfill all 
places with the fearc and terrourof them. For even thus did Alexander the great, 
and after him many other skilfull leaders,when the cafe fo required. Howbeit,hee 
gave charge unto them that thus were gone forth in their march, to ftand well up¬ 
on their guard,asiftheenemie forthwith were readie to encounter them, and to 
keepe watch and ward by night in their ftations and fentinels, leaftthey might by 
fome outrode at unawares be fet upon. Which bufinefles beeing thus, as it was 
tnougnt^well digefted,following that manner whereby he had oftentimes broken 
through the Barbarians irate and prefuming confidently upon a continued traine 
o fuccefles, hee wenton ftill farther and farther. Andwhen he was come to the 
£ hC und l cri J 0od j he ™er was navigable, he embarkedin fifher boats, 

y» hereof,as hap was a hefoundgood ftore^nd along thechanellof the river hepaf- 

fed 
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fed as clofely as poffibly he could: keeping himfeife therfore fecrct,for that finding 
nomifle of fine viands,but contenting himfeife with flender and courfe dyet, hee 
pafledbefidet-hegoodtownes without■ forth,fecurely: laying for his rule to fol- 
low,that notable faying ofold Cyrus y who turning inby the way to an hoftelrie, 
andbeing asked of his hofl, What good cheere he fhould provide for him, anfwe- 
red, Breadonelyfor quoth h tytofupneereumo feme river. 


Chap, v i i. 

The fame 0 /Iulians camming chaferh away certaine captaines of the adverfe pm. Lucil- 
lianus thinking to make head againji him , isfod&inly taken prtfoner , an din few 
words rebuked and chaftif"d. Thefir aits andpafes of Hlyricum and 
Thracia i withgreat celeritie intercepted by Iuli- 
anus, are fortified. 


Vt fame., which withathoufandtongucs,asfoIkefay, multiplies the re- 
H ES port of things exceed ingly,was with much talke fpread through all the 
H BKK ^Illyrians,That having overthrown a number of kings in Gaule, *scia/oman». 

' vanquifhed an armie ofmanienations,and bearing himfeife proud of 

hisfundriefuccefles,wascommingneereat hand: at which rumor Tattrus , Proo¬ 
fed: ofthe Prsetorium,being ftricken with feare, departed quickly, auoyding him 


no lefle than a foreine enctnie,and ryding away fpeedily with change cfpofl-hor- 
fos allowed bytheState,after he had pafled over the lulian Alpes, in thcfametrice 
had Florentius the Prasfed likewife away with him. Howbeit Lncillianusa Comes, 
who at that time in thofe countries had the charge and commaund of the forces 


moved with fome Height intelligences,as touching the ftirre and trouble that Julian 
made,having his abode at Sirm iuni,and gathering fouldiers together, as many as 
the fpeedie execution ofthe bufinefle in hand would permit to bee font for out of 


their proper ftationSjintended to make head againft him when hee fhould comet 
but he,likc a firebrand or cafting dart fot on fire,hafteningfwifely, as if hee flew to 
the finall end of his appointed journey, was no fooner come to *Bononia, which 
ftandeth 1 p.miles from Sirmium,but in the old ofthe Moone, & therefore fliining 
not the greater part of the night,he leapt all on a fodaine out of his {hip, tooke land, 
and pieiently font Dagalaiphuswlth a companie oflighc appointed men to call Lu - 
cillianiis unto him,or to take him away perforce if he made refiflance: who being 
even then at his reft,and ray fed up with a troubfofomenoyfc,when hefaw himfeife ■ 
environed round about with a companie of men whom he knew not, conceived 
prefentiy what the matter was, and at rhe hearing of the Empcrours name, amazed 


with feare,obeyed his commaundement,though full againft his will: And thus he 
who a little while before was commaunder ofthe horfe-men, and bare himfeife 


proud and flout enough,yeelded to the will and pleaforeofanothcr, and being fot 


upon an horfo,fuch as came next to hand,was prefented unto the Prince as a bafe 
captive,unneth able to call his wits againe together, fo much opprefledthey were 
with theterrour hereof. But when at theverie firft fight of him he perceived, that 
he had leave and favour granted him to adore the purple robe, hee taking heart a- 
gaine at the k»ft,and now fecurc of himfeife,^ Lord Emperour (quoth he) you have 
done unwifely and rafhlyyhta to venture your perfon with fofew,upon thefeforeineparts. 
To whom againe Julian with a grim and bitter kind of finite. Referee (quoth hee) 
thefe wi/ewords of thine for Conflantius • Tory his enfigne of Jmpcriall maiefiie rea¬ 
ched 
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ehedout to theejiotas to a couafellorjbut becaufe thoujhouldejl ceafe to feare. After this 
when JLuctUianus was voided away, lulitrms fuppofing now he was to make no de- 
layes,nor to flackc his bufineffe in hand (as he had beene alwaies a Prince in doubt- 
full and dangerou$affaires>bold and confident^ marching toward the citie which 
he prefumed was no leffc than furrendred, wenta quicke pace: and as hee drew 
neerc unto the fubufos, which were verie large, and reaching out a great way i n 
length,the whole companie offouldiers, and the multitude ofpeople of all forts 
coraming forth with many burning lights,gay flowers, and luckie vowes, calling 
him AugujluSy and Lard ,brought him into the royall palace, where, taking much 
contentmcntatthisgoodfpeed,andgroundingthe hope of future events with a 
lucky prefage. That according to the example of this mother citie fo populous and 
fo well frequented,he fhould in other cities alfo bereceived as a gracious & health, 
full ftarre j after he had proclaimed the morrow after a folemne game of running 
with chariots for the prize,to the great joy cf the people, when the third morning 
waxed once light, as impatient of delay es, hee rode with fpeed along by the con? 
mon high-way ts,and meeting with no man that durft make refiftance, he tooke in 
*Succi,and kept them with garrifonsandfov the defence thereof hee ordained as 
ruler Nevit*,*. man of approved truft and fidelitic: the fitcof which place it will 
be meet now to (hew. The tops (landing thickc together of the high mountaines 
*Hcrmusand*Rhodope,whereof the one arifeih from the verie banks of the river 
Ifter,and the ether from the hither part of the river *Axius, ending at length in 
ftreits with rifings of fmall hills, cut through the mids of the Illyrians and Thraci¬ 
ans i of one fide bordering hard upon themidland**Dac£eand Scrdica, on the o- 
ther looking do wnc to Thracif and *Philippopolis, great & noble cities: and,asif 
nature foreknew,that the nations feated round about,fhould be reduced under the 
Romans dominion,fo framed and fafhioned ofpurpofejin times paft gaping more 
obfeurely betwetnc the hills thruft clofe and neere together,but afterward? when 
the Roman State rofe up to greatneffe and glorie, laid wide open for paffage alfo 
of carts: And fundric times when the avennes thereofwere fhut up and flopped, 
they have checked the attempts ofgreat captaines and puiflant nations. As for that 
part which facethlllyricum,being of a meaner height,is no wand then taken as it 
were at unwares and pafTed over: but that part over againft it, oppofit unto Thra¬ 
ce,broken and bearing forward downe right 3 both ofthc one fide and the other, 
encombrcd with rough and craggic waves, is hardly climbed, although no man 
be thereto impeach. Vnder thefc high bankes and cliffes, there lyeth on both 
fides a fpacious ground ofplaincfields 5 the upperplot reachcth unto the Alpcslu- 
liar, the nethermore is fo flat and open,as that it is inhabited without any let, all the 
way as farie as the ^narrow fea and *Proponfis.

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make for his commoditieand profit: Where he commanded Vlftitr the Hyftorio- 
grapher.whom hefawat Sirmium,tocome from thence unto him, ordained him 
Lord Deputie to governe Pannonia fecunda, honoured him with a brafon ftatue, 
a man for his fc ber carryage right commendable, and long after made him Pr?fe<fl 
of [Rome]-cirie. And now by this time, bearing himfelfc more aloft, and thin¬ 
king verily that Conftantmc ould never poffibly be wrought unto an agreement, 
hefentuntotheSenata fliarpand inve&ive oration laying open certaine reproch- 
full villaniesand vices againft him : Which when they were read in the Senat 
houfeby Tenultius,who as yet governed thecitie of Romeas Pra?fe&, right nota¬ 
ble was the curtefie and thankfull goodnefle ofthe nobilitie unto himjoyned with 
an honourable teftimon ie of their affiance in him: for with one accoi d of fentence 
and judgement ; they cryed out all alow d,Autorituo reveremiamrogamus, \.We rr/Jh 
and award reverence and honour to thy Author.Then alfo it was,that he harrowed the 
memoriallof * 0 »// 4 »r/W,asoncthathadbceneadevifci of innovation and trou- 
blous confufion in theauntientlawesandcuftomcs received of old : laying open¬ 
ly to his charge,That he was the firft of all others who advanced Barbarians unto 
the honour and dignitie of Confuls, unfavoily I allure you, and with fmall difere- 
tion: who when he ought to avoid that which he right bitterly blacnedin another, 
fhortly after preferred roaConfulfhip MamertinusjL man neither for honeft life/or 
brave part,for lightly prefence^or glorious reputation in theworld,comparable to 
any of thefc,upon whom Conjiantine had conferred that moft honorable magiflra- 
cie » but contrariwife,one full of imperfections, rude, and uncivile vvithal,and(that 
which was intollerable)in high placeofauthoritiecruell. As he was thinking of 
thefeand fuch like matters,and careful 1 about moft weightieand feriousbufinefles, 
fearclull and unexpe&ed newes were brought unto him, fhevvingthe wicked at¬ 
tempts of fome, like to hinder the forward courfes of his defignes , unlcfle with 
watchfull providence hee reprefled them alfo, before they grew farther. Thetwo 
legions 1 Conflantiac* with theadditio of one cohort ofarchcrs,which he found at 
Sirmium,he ient(as whofeallegiance he vet difti ufted) into Gaule.under a colour 
of fbme urgent and neccflarieoccafions. Thefe making but flow haft forward.and 
fearingas well the long and tedious journey,asthe Germans,crudl andcontinuall 
enemics,plotted to make fome rebellion, through the counfell and inciting of iV/- 
£rjtf/^,borneinMefoporamia J and*Tribune of a troupe of horfe-mcn. Having 
contrived th is matter by fecret conferences,and ftrengthened it the more by deeper 
filence,when they were come into Aquileia,a towncftrongly feated, andcompaf- 
fed about with mightie munitions,bulwarkes,and walls, in hoftile manner all on a 
hidden rhey tooke it inland the naturall inborne townefmen and common people, 
who favoured and friended ftill the name ofConflanttue^ui to their helping hands 
to <er forward this horrible and fearefull tumult. And having fhut up all wayes of 
entrance,and manned the toweisand bulwarks thereof witharmed fbuldicrs,they 
made preparation againft the time to come forfight, livingin the meanetime at 
cafe and Hbertie: and by this fo audacious an a<ft,they ftirred up the Italian inhabi- 
tants,to fide with Conttantitu, as if he had beene yet living. When Julian was ad¬ 
vertised hereof,abidingthenatNa?{Tum without feare of any troubles behind his 
backe,andknewbefidesby reading and herefay,Thatthis citie,however it had bin 
divers times befieged,yet never was either rafed or rendered up 3 the more eameft 
he was, and made haft to gaine it to hisowne fide, what by cunning pradifes,and 
what with ftmdrie forts of flatteries, before forac greater mifehiefe might arife.

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And therefore he commanded Iovinm, a captaine of the tK>rIemen,who comming 
'Kpn».u- bv ,he Alpes was entred into'Noricum.to returne with fpeed for the quenching 
of that fire one way or other, which was now on aflame. And that nothing might 
•O—- be wantin g) he gave commaundement, All fouldiers who followed either *coutt 
•v- or captaine,to be ftaid as they patted by the fame towne, for to bee readie to their 

power to give aid. 


Chap, i X. 

The fiege and ajfault of Aquileia, whiles Iulian wintered in Constantinople, 

6 u p on hearing of Conftantius his death , are defcribed . 

Q Hcfe things thus fe in order, himfelfe not long after taking know¬ 
ledge of Conftantius his death, pafTed with fpeed through Thracia, 
and entred Conftantinople: and being oftentimes advertifed,that 
the faid fiege would rather hold long, than bee dreadfull and dan¬ 
gerous, having appointed for this fervice Immo with his companie 
and other captaines,he removed lovinus from thence,tobe employed in other af¬ 
faires of more Importance and neceflitie. When as therefore Aquileia was com- 
paffed about with a double pavoifado offhields, thought convenient it was by 
confent of all the captaines to draw the defendants.what with threatening words 
and what with faire fpeeches,to yeeld: and after much debating to and fro,feeing 
their obftinacie grew ftill more and more,they depart from the parle without effe¬ 
cting their purpofe. And becaufe there was now nothing looked for but fight, 
after they had on both Tides refrefhed their bodies with food and fleepe, earely in 
the morning with found of trumpets incenfed they were to doe mifehiefe one un¬ 
to anothe r ; and fo with more haft than goodadvi(ement,they fet up cries amaine, 
and prepared to encounter. The aftaylants therefore carrying before them roofe- 
fences and hurdles very thicke wrought, marched foftly and with good heed • and 
fo with a number of yron tooles affayed to dig under the walls,and many of them 
brought skaling ladders, framed to the juft meafureand heights of the faid walls. 
And when they were now almoft at the very wall, fome with ftones that came 
tumbling downe upon them, were bruifed and fore fquized together, others fhot 
with darts that fiew finging about their eares gave backhand drew away with them 
all the reft; whoforfeareof the like welcome, were wholly averted from their 
purpofe of fighting . Thebefieged now emboldened with this firft encounter, 
aftumed confident hope of better and better ftill, and made fmall account of any 
thingbehind,but with fettled and refolute hearts, alongthe river where it yeelded 
convenient place, with unceflant labour they performed watch and ward, and all 
other meanes for their better fecuritie. On the other fide, ihe aftaylants without, 
although they werefore troubled with the feare of dangers, yet for very fhame, 
leaft they might be thought dull of fpirit and flouthfull, feeing that the aflaulting 
by open force fped no better, betookethemfelvesto artificial! fabrickes and en¬ 
gines meet for a fiege. And bccaufe the place was no where found meet eyther 
to fet Rams to it,or plant engines againft it, or to undermine it, by reafon that the 
•Na&fonc.cew. uver *Narifo runneth alongthe citie fide neere unto it, there was a devicefound 
out comparable to thofe in old time. They built with quicke fpeed certaine tow- 
^ of fibber higher than the enemies bulwarkes,and placed the fame upon*three 
Imps ftrongly fattened one to another, on which flood armed men, that putting 

their 
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rheir whole ftrength together, joymly laboured all at once with cquall courage 
neere at hand to drive away the defendants from their (landings: and under them 
were light appointed skirmifhers, that came foonh of certaine holes in the faid 
towCrs^put foorth and laved over little k bridges, which of purpofe they had fra¬ 
med and joyned before, and made haft in a trice to paffe over upon them : to this 
end,that whiles they which were placed aloft on both fides, affayle one another 
with cafting-weapons and ftones, thefe that went over on the faid bridges, with¬ 
out any one to difturbe thera,having pulled up part of the flone-worke in the wall, 
might make a breach and entrance into the towne within. But this fecond enter- 
prile as wifely as it was begun, fped aroiffe in the end. For when thefe towers 
drew neere, artayied they were with fhot of fierie darts all befmeared over with 
pitch, with reed £fo, with flickes, twigs, and fundrie forts of fuell,readie to catch a 
light fire.Which towers-being quickly fet a burning,when they bending forward, 
and reeling with the weight of thofe that flood waving upon them,fell downe in¬ 
to the river, fome of the armed men, flicked with engine-fhot a farre off, were kil¬ 
led from their very tops* During which conflict, the footmen beneath, after their 
ihip-mates that ferved oh the water aloft were fallen,with huge ftones were crufht, 
all but fome few, who by fwifi footman fhip, through comberfome places of re¬ 
fuse, efcaped. At length, after the conflict had continued untill it was toward e- 
venin®, ac the found of the retreat, as the manner is, they departed on both (ides a- 
funder, and parted that little remnant of the day diverfly affe&ed. For as theaffai- 
lants upon forrow arid lamentation for the death of their fellowesj fo the defen¬ 
dants in hope of winning the upper hand, were mightily incenfed, and yet thefe 

alfo themfelves tooke the Ioffe of fome few of their owne fide right heavily. Ne- 
verthcleffe;no time was loft,and after allowance of fo much, forone whole night, 
as was fufficient to recover their ftrength with reft and food,betimes the next mor¬ 
ning the fight began afrefh at the found of trumpet. And fome of them be^ing 
up their fhields over head>to fight more nimblyi others carrying ladders, as before, 
upon their fhoulders, and running forward with fervent violence, expofed their 
breads to the ftroke of many a dart.Thcre were alfo,who fetting in hand to breake 
the yron port-clufcs.were foone fired away, or killed with mighuc ftones from the 
wals. And fome that went about very boldly to paffe over the ditchcs,by thefud- 
daine affaults of them that iffued forth fecrcily at the pofteme gates,as they rulbed 
on uoadvifedly, were fore hurt and fe backe. For the fafe recourfe they had to the 
wall and vaumure ftrengthened with turfe, defended thefe wait-layers from all 
danger. And albeit the defendants, in skill of raartiall feats furpaffeb, who now 
had no other helpe left but their walls: yet ourfouldiors picked forth of the bed 
companies,not able to endure long dclayes,went round about all the places neere 
unto the citie, feeking by what forcible meanes or engines they might make way 
and breake into it. But when they could not effe<ft fb much, fo great difficulties 
were in their way, they began moreflackly to lay fiege unto the cities and the fla- 
uonarie or garrifbnfouldiors leaving their guards.and centincls, by wafting me 
fields neereadjoyning, got plentie of all things meet and neceflarie, andimparted 
a great deale of the booties which they had gotten, unto their fellow fouldiors: 
whtreby ftvilHng in a deale of drinke,and crammingthemfdves witntull fare and 
high diet, theyr became heavie fpiritedandunluftie.; 
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Chap. ,x. 

After newt* bronchi sf Con(uiiit!us kts desth^ the me ft of A outlet a utfiepjsmyfet ope ft 
legates umo Agile,Jent from Iulianus. Nigrinus u burnt quicke: ether 
two are executedwith the/word. Iulianus taketh charge of the 
affaires in iQyricum and It alio, 

ffigregjBrfag having intelligence hereof, by the common report and relation of 
Mplilii his confora, whiles hec wintered yet in Conftantinople, politiquely 
(PEj $|%J] tookeorder to fet in frame thefe troubles. Soone after therefore hefen- 
^21*5^3 deth Agilo,c olonell of the Footmen at that time, a man of good note 
and well knowne, to this end, that upon the fight of that right honourable perfol 
nage^nd knowledge taken by him of Conjtantius his dcath,thcfiege fliould breake 
up. Mcane while,that thefiegeof Aquileiamight not bee given over, thought 
good it was,fince all their paines and labours undertaken orherwift came to no¬ 
thing, that theft who Co fiercely flood out,(hould be forced for very thirft to yeeld: 
and whereas,notwithftanding the conduit pipes were cm betweene them and the 
fprings heads, they valiantly made refiftance neverthelefle,nay with more courage 
and confidence than before j with much labour the courft of the river was turned 
away: which device likewifetookc no effort. For when the meanes of drinking 
liberally and withgreedineflTe were cutoff, thofe that by their owne wilfull rafti- 
nefle were enebfed within, lived fpari!y,and contented rhemfeives with water out 
of pits and wels. While theft things thus pafle,and fellout as hath beetle laid, A. 

according as he had comraaundcment.carne upon them: who being covered 
overhead with a thicke fence of fhiclds.approched confidently: and when he had 
delivered many fpceches, and thofe truly, whereby he acquainted them with Con- 
Jtamius his death,and how the Empire was fettled upon Julian ,reputed he was as a 
lyar, and efcaped not without reviling rearmes: Neither gave any man eare unto 
his relation of what was done,before that upon graunt of fafe- conduft he was ad- 
mitted alone unto a certaine baftile or fortification, where, upon a more religious 
proteftation of his true report,he recounted the fame againe that before he had dc- 
livered. Which when they heard, after long farrow the gates were let open, and 
they all came forth by heapes, and with joy received this peaceable captaine: who 
in excufingandclceringthemftlves, prefented Nigrinus as the author of all this 
outrage withfome few others, requiring that with the execution of them, the 
crime of imjeflie,and the calamities of theatre might be expiated. Tocondudc, 
withinafewdayesafter, when this bufineflewas more neerely fiftedand exami¬ 
ned, before tjffamertinus the PrefartmPrstorio, then fitting in place of juftice, 
as; the horeft perfuader of this wane, was burnt quicke . Bat after him, 
Romulus and Saboasus^ principal!* bourgefo cf the towne, convi&ed to have 
ftlrred “P Virion,without regard of what peril! might enfue, 
W n ^ 'hrir te.*. Alhhe reft,whom necet

te and reafon,iooke order. And thefeverily wetwheproceedings that paffed a£ 
terward. But /«*«reBant {till atNatfiu^ was e nenrabted 

^SutoTv < fSSi e? ' F ? rhe « 00d * n dread Jead,if the foSdioisflitrt 
oun AquUeia, by lotnefuddaine ttnpreflion ftonld flop the Ikeitsof thelofr 
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an Alpes, he might loofe the provinces and the fucoours which he dayly expelled 
from thence. Semblably, he feared much theafftire of the Eaft, hearing that the 
fbuldiorsdifperfcdovcr Thracia, againfl fuddaine violence quickly aflembled, 
drew toward the confines of Succi, under the leading of 4 Comes Martianm : But 
yet for all thatjhimfelfe alio in regard of theft inftant bufinefles,working cffe&ual- 
ly withfuch careful! provifionas was meet, gathered together the Illyrian forces, 
bred up and inured in martiall exploits,and readie in all confli<rts to joyne with a- 
ny warlike commaundcr; not defpifing in this fo troublous and bufie a time, the 
good and profit of privatfc perfons, but giving audience tocaufes and matters in 
controverfie,and efpecially to the*States of free townes,to the favouring of whom *<* Potdiatc*. 
being overmuch enclined, he unjuftly inverted many of them in great offices of 
State. There finding Symmachus and Maximus , two Senatours of good marke for 
their noble birth 4 fent as embafladours unto Conjtantius $ when they were returned 
from him, heevifitedihem in honourable manner,and reje<rting a more worthie 
perfonage,inthe rowmeof TertuUus he made Maximus Prsefe<rt of Rome, and all 
to gratifie Rufinus vulcatius, whofe filters fonnehe knew him to be: in whofc go¬ 
vernment the markets Were plentifully ferved with viftuals, and the complaints of 
the commons, which oftentimes were wont toarife, ce 3 fcd, Then alfo, to fettle 
the fearefull State in fecuiitie^nd to embolden thoft that were obedient,he decla¬ 
red Mamertinus , the Praffe&«P!netorio in Illyricum,Confull together with Nevita: 
he (I fay) did this, who but of late had beyond all meafure taxed Conjlamine as 
thefirfl man that began xo countenance and honour baft Barbarians. 

C H AP. XI. 

When there was a very dangerous warre toward , frdmthe Per fans, Conftantius 
in much farrow and perplexitie , in fearefutl haft frameth his Jouldiors 
to their allegeance. Meane while the Perfians , repelled by 
the direction of the dejtinies , returne home. 

■ Hiles by theft and fuch like meanes he plotted new defignes,and that 
upon ticklifli tearmes betweene hope and feare, Conjtantius at Edefla 
perplexed ill his mind by occafion of fundrie reports delivered by his 
intelligencers, was drawntintoa furvey of divers courfes,as doubtful! 
which of them to take: one while preparing his fouldiors to skirmiflics and bat- 
tailes 5 another while readie to goe in hand,if opportunity might ferve, to lay a 
fiege a *fecond time to Bezabde: wifely confidering, that being fhortly to take a 
journey into theNorth parts, he did not leave the tra<5t of Mefopotamia without 
defence. But being thus unrefblvedinhis counfcls, withheld hee was by many 
dclayes, for that the *king flayed yet beyond Tygris, untili by ftcrifices and reli- 
gious ceremonies he had warrant to enter upon his expedition. For if he had paf- 
ftd over that river, 3nd found none to make headagamfl him, without any diffi- 
cubie at all,hr might have gorreoverEuphr^esatfa; and otherwife again,kceping 
his fouldtbfs for civile warr«,he feared m Cxpnftahem unto dangers about citie 
wads*havingtad expeiienee particuhi%, of tudwt ftreflgtflthe w^sof that Fort, 
andlxvwxdblutealfaandvaloiiroasthe detendmsvrere. Neverthefefle, becaufc 
he^vould not fit flsttioo* bedefpiftd fovinsfloof h, he enforced Arhetio and Agih> ? 
washother captain esaod oibceis of theCavadeil^tonMkehafl With puiflant regi- 
iBdRsuadotheir condu<% notmfeanwgfhatih«y < fljonfdptwekc the Pcrfiarts to 
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fight, but keepe the hither bankes of Tigris with good guards and fore-fcnces,and 
to lye in efpiall,whither their king in his violence would brcakefbrth. Thisdire<fti. 
on moreover he gave, by admonition and writing oft,That fo fooncas the multi, 
tude of enemiesbegan to pafle over, they fhould draw backe with fpced. And 
whiles thefe captaines keepe the limits accordingly as they had in charge, and ob- 
ferve the fee ret defigneof that moft deceitfull nation, himfelfe remaining with the 
‘The old Legio- 1 ftronger*part of the armic,had a carefull eye to all urgent occafions,as if he meant 
^mS ltiKana to defend the townes that he had in his protc&ion,by /allies and outrodes.But the 
fpies and fugitives from the adverfe part, as they otherwhilcs came, delivered in* 
tclligences repugnant one to the other: asbeinguncertaineof future iflues, by 
reafon that among the PerGans there be none privie to their counlels but the nob¬ 
bles and great lords, who arc filent and truftie: among whom Iikewife there is a 
god alio worfhipped, under the name of Silence. Now 3 theforefaid captaines fent 
dayly for the Emperour himfelfe to come unto them: for they protefted,that they 
were not able to withstand the violence of that moft fierce king, without all their 
forces put together. Meane while that thefe matters are thus carefully handled, 
there arrived furc meflengersonc after another, by whofe faithfull relation it was 
Jcnowneforatruth, That Iulian having with great celeritie pafled beyond Italic 
and IIlyricum,feizedas he went the ftraitsor pafle of Sued, and waited for aids to 
come with fpeed from all parts j that beeingthus environed with a multitude of 
armed men, he might over-run Thracia?. Which being knowne ,ConHantius dri¬ 
ven in to a great agonic,with this one comfort yet fuftained himfelf.That in*home- 
‘Cviic wane, troubles he had alwaies the upper hand: but confidering how difficult a matter it 
‘rhstia a , ft wastotakecounfell what to doe in this cafe, he made choice of this courfeefpeci- 
fot thcatLircsof ally, namely, to beftow his fouldiors in *publicke waggons, and fend them before 
by little and little, with the more expedition to meet with and refift the imminent 
danger. And this opinion of his being by a generall confent of all the armie ap¬ 
proved, they went, as they had commaundement, lightly appointed. And as he 
was taking this order, the next morning word was brought, that the king with bis 
power which he had led forth,was returned home,by occasion that the pra?faging 
fignes by birds brake off his enterprife. After this feare was thus allayed , and all 
the forces called backe,lave thole which ordinarily were appointed for the defence 
•iiakfp*™™. of Mefopotaraia, he returned to *Hierapoli$. 


Chap. xii. 

Conftantius delivered of this care, by a flinging and biting Oration incenfeth his foul* 
dsorsagawHIu\hzms,whom he tearmeth Rebell, andfendah Arbetio and 
Gomoarius before with cenaine Cornets of the more light 
appointed horfemen. ^

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deed (were it never fo little) that fuited not well with perfite hone Hie: and like a warie 
Pilot or skilfull Sayler,fetting up and bending downe the helnse according as the biUowes 
fine , lam constrained now to confefleumoyou (molt loving friends) mine errours , nay 
rather , if I may (peake a truth , my humanitie and courtefie. which 1 thought verily would 
have profited the common affaires . To the end therefore it may more eafiiy bee knowne , 
what is the caufe of affembltng this comp ante , listen 1 pray you with patience and favour. 
Mine uncles fonne Gall us, what time as Magncntius (whom your valour and prowefte 
overthrew) obstinately perftfledin working the trouble and confufion of the State , / lif¬ 
ted up to the high place of CxCar,and then fent him to aid the Eajt parts: who t when he 
had by many lewd prafiifes , horrible to befeene or rehear fed, forfaken the way of iuHice., 
was by the doome of law iuflly puntfhed . And would God, that Pn vie , moft forcible in 
Jltrring up of tumults, had refled fo andfood contented herewith, and that the remem¬ 
brance alone of grtefepaft (but the fame commonly is devoid of care) haddifquteted and 
troubled us. But now another accident is happened, moreforrowftill I dare Well Jay than 
aU that went before, which by our native and in-bred fortitude with thehelpe of Godin 
heaven we fall reprejfe. I ulian, whom we ordained for the defence of Gaule , whiles yee 
were employed in ajfaylingforraine nations that made a fonle /hr re round about lllyricum , 
prefuming upon vifforiem fome light skirmifhes which he had with the Germanes, halfe 
naked men fhath borne his head aloft like a mad man, and ajfuming into his prow d focietie 
feme few aid fouldiors , readie in their fellflomacke and defer ate boldnefje to enter into 
any mifehievous attion,con(piredthe hurt of the Commonweale , having abandoned and 
troden underfoot IuHice, the mother and nourfeof the Romane world , who as a goddeffe 
to be revenged of fttch as toy in wicked deeds , will in the end bring fuchprowdjwelling, 
andfteriefir its to dead farkes and embers , as my felfe have found by experience,and as 
I eafiiy am induced to beleeve, by the knowledge I have out of anneient hiflories. IVhat 
remaineth then, hut that we withftand thefe tempefluous whirlewinds that are uifed,and 
by fpeedie remedies reprejfe and quell the rage of this wane new (prong up, before it bee 
growne to greaterfrength, For there is no doubt to be made,with the favour of that mof 
high God aflifting us, by whofe etemail fentente unthankejfull perfons are alreadie con¬ 
demned , but that the edge of the fvord fo impioufly prepared , will be turned upon them to 
their utter deftrutfion,who not provoked with injuries, but made greater by many bene¬ 
fit es, have thus rifen up to endanger the innocent . For , as my mindprefageth,and iuflice 
readie tofurthergood cotmfels, doth promife,1 dare undertake, that if they come once to 
buckle tn clofe fight, they will forftarke feare grow fo benummed , that they fhali not be a- 
ble to endure the ardent light,brandt/hing andfarkling out of your eies ,or thefirft noife of 
theoutcrieat the ioyningof battaile. After thefe fpeechesutrered,hee drew them all 
to his mind, and when they had anfwered the fame with kind words and loving 
acclamations, they fhooke their fpeares in angrie wife, and called to bee led foorth 
out of hand into the field againft the rebell. Whereupon the Emperour turning his 
feare into the joy,foone after diflolved the aflembly,commaunded Arbetio, whom 
he knew alreadie by former proofes to bee above all others a fortunate man in ap¬ 
pealing of civile warres,to goe before him in his journey,with the m Lancearij and 
n Mattiarij, & the companies of the light armed fouldiors : Iikewife Gomoarius with 
the La?ti,whowas tobeoppofed againft them that fhould come into theftraitsof 
Succi 5 one,whom in this refpeft he preferred before others, becaufe hee was mifi* 
chievoufly bent againft Iulian, as who had beCne defpifed and difgraced by him in 
Gaule.

Conftantius after this fseing difquietedwitb dreAmts, and as hee thought for/dken of hit 
tutelar Genius y and frighted wit ball by a eermneunluckieand ominous token , 
whiles bee came unto a village mere Antioch , fell mor¬ 
tallyfteke, and dyed. 

Is fortune thus flicking & (landing ftill in this tumultuous flare of 
adverfiries, (hewed by Agnes as openly almoft as ifthey had fpo- 
ken plaine,That the painfull end of his life was at hand.For,both 
terrified he was in the night time,and before alfo that hce fell fafl 
afleepe,he faw theghoftof his fathers offering unto him a faire 
babe: Againc,when he had taken the faid babe unto him , and 
beftowed it in his bofome,it ftrucke from him,and flung a great way off, the *ball 
which himfclfe carried in his right hand. Now,this betokened nothing elfe buta 
change in theState,although the interpreters anflvered pleafingthings to him. Af¬ 
ter this,he confeflcd unto his familiars that kept neereftunrohim,&daily bare him 
companieat thetable,That now.as oneforIorne,he faw no more any fccret appari¬ 
tion in checrefull and pleafantforme,but he thought it flood hard by him in poore 
and moumcfullmaner: andfuppofeditwas,Thatacertaineturelar Genius ^allot¬ 
ted unto him for the protection of his life,had forfaken him, readie to depart verie 
fhortlyoutof the world. For,the Divines out of their learning, fay, That all per- 
fons new borne,faving alwayes the liable firmnefle ofthe deftinies, have to accom- 
panie them fotne fuch powerful fpii its, to guide,as it werc 3 & governe their aCiions, 
and yet thdameappearing to verie few, even thofe whom many kinds of vertues 
have made great and famous: And this doCirine both the Oracles, and alfo excel¬ 
lent authois have taught us, among whom is CMenander Lkewife the Comical Pe¬ 
ctin whom are read thefe two ° Senarie-Iambick verfes.

H Fter this.when his reliques were withgrievousgrones.lowd lamentati¬ 
ons and monefull mourning interred,thofe that were of highcft place 
tothe court confulted what to do.or what they fhould go about; and 
when they had founded fome few in fecrct wife,about el -fling an Em- 
PC, our by the inftiga.ion.as it was faid,of £*>««(who was pricked in confcicnce 
for hkn/nces committed,what time as lult&n afpiring now to the governmentof 
hc StaR croffed him)there were lent then ‘Comitcs un. 

to him fliewirio ithe death ofhiskinfman,and reqnefting him, fet.ngall delays a- 
fide'togodircdly into the Eaft, and to polfefTe himlelfe thereof, beemg readte o 
yeeldhfm obedience. Butthevoycewent,and.umors ran abroad ThatC,»/a»«. 
»in bis time had made his laft will and Teftamcnt, wherein he didh'tdowne, as I 
faid before, Iulim to be his heire.and gave to thofe whom hco ^ d ^ co £ c ,™^, P n 
on rrnft and legacies. Now,his wife he left behind him with childfofadaughte j 

whereupon bcinf'lKrrneafter his death,and called after his‘name, when flic came 

torin earcs (i,e was cou pled in mariage to GratUms. Obferving ti uety then the 

difference of hh vert ues and viccs,meettt wil be that the principal be firft 
Hekept in all places the State and Maieftie belong!ngto an IEmperou,: and w, h 
joftie and brave mind defpifed popularme 5 exceeding (paring hee was in tne ne 
ftowine of hielf lenities, f uffeting fcldom times any innovanons about the admt- 

nSration^ofpubliqucoffices,andneverCTedinganymilitarietitles:ncuherwas^ 
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ay captainc or commaunder under him advanced with the dignitie of r Clarifli. 
matus: for they were,as wcrcmember.ftiled f Perfe&ilfimi. Neither camerheeo. 
vernourofa Province to be generall of the horfe, nor fuflfered hee*hirn to meddle 
with any civile affaire: but as wellall officers of the campe,as civile magiftrats,aftet 
the mancr of the reverence and refped done in old time, had alwayes in honour 
the Prjefeds of Pra?torium,as the verie height of all authoritie. Palling carefull and 
wariein preferving of fouldiers*aprecife examiner otherwhiles of their deferts. As 
for the Palatine dignities,he gave them,as it were,by a certains plumbe-line and le¬ 
velled in his dayes no new upftart,or unknowne perfon came in place tobeare a- 
ny great fvvay in rhecouit,but he onely that after ten yeares /pace was throughly 
kno\vne,likc to ff mannage the mafterfhip of the offices, or the Treafure and Re- 
vene wes,or any fuch like fund ion. And verie feldome it fell out, that any martiall 
man palled to the adminilf ration ofcivile matters: and on the other fide,none took 
the charge of fouldiers,But fuch as had beene hardened in warre fervice. An earneft 
mind andaffedion he had tolearning:but when as by realonofhisdull and heavie 
fpirithecouIdnotattaineuntoRhetorickc,heIeftitandwent to Poetrie, wherein 
he did nothing toanypurpofe. Inafrugallandfobcrkindoflife, bymoderac ea¬ 
ting and drinking, he had his health fo well,that feldome he contraded any difea- 
fes,but whenhedid,fickehe was almoft to death. For, by long experience and 
proofe in 1 Phyficke,we have obferved,That luch dangerous maladies are incident 
to bodies not loolely nor riotoufly given. A little fleepe contented him,when time 
and occalionfo required. And info many yeares of his raigne palling chafthceli- 
ved,lo as he could not be touched fo much as with fufpition of*incooftancie,by a- 
ny page or groome attending abouthim : in which behalfc, malicious people^ if 
they can find no fault indeed,yet fticke not to rayfe Handers of fuch as be in hiehcll 
place,and may live as they lift. A right good horfeman he was, and launced a dart 
vene well: but above alias a moft cunning archer,he foot fure,and belides was ex¬ 
ceeding skilfull in the feats offer vice on foot. To fay nothing, that hee was never 
fecne abroad and out of his houfe to have fnit his nofe,or lpit,or caft his head at any 
time at one fide,nor lo long as he lived to have tailed of any apples, or fuch like 
fruit,became this hath beene often related alreadie. 

Chap, x v. 

Hecloketh not norconcealeth his vices, but with tbepencillofhyftorieatt truth pain- 
mb them to the lifesaving deferihed thejhape andliniaments of his bo ■ 
dte i together wttb his buriaU. 

Aving recounted fummarily his good parts,as many as wee could 
come to the knowledgeof,let us now proceed ro his bad.Wher- 
as in other affaues hee was comparable with princes that were 
of themiddleranke, ifhe had caught hold once of any prefump- 
tion of affedingor afpiring tothe Empire, how untrue or flight 

in all 
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in all fuch cafes. And ifan inckling were given of any fuch thing,he addrefling him- 
lelfe to ftreitinquilition after it,morc eagrely than might Hand with civile juftice, 
did fet luch as were fell and dreadfull,to be the examiners and judges of thele cau¬ 
ses : and in punilhing fbme,he went about to lengthen out the time of their death, 
if nature would permit,as one in fuch points of judiciall trials,more cruel even than 
Gallientss.Vor he,being many times forelaid by the trains of traitors indeed, name- 
ly 5 Aureolas,PeJlbumus,lngenuus,Vale»s, furnamed T heffalonicus , and many others, 
punilhed otherwhiles vene mildly their hainous faults,that would have coft them 
their lives: but this taian enforced their fads, even thofe whereof fome doubt 
was made, to feeme by violence of torment moft evident and certaine . And 
in thele and fuch like cafes , hee then hated to the death, when moft of all hee 
laboured and endevoured this, to bee reputed juft and mercifull. And like as out 
ofadrie wood the fparkes thatflieby agentleblaftof wind, with an unreftrainable 
courfe,reachtothedaungerof countrey townesj even fo heealfo out ofthcleaft 
matters raifed whole heaps of mifehiefes and miferies: farre unlike unto that mo- 
deft and noble prince * Marcus, who,what time as *Cafiius had ’"mounted up to the 
imperiall dignitie in Syria,and a packet of letters fent from him to his complices 
and adherents,was prefented unto him,and the bearer intercepted,caufed the fame paum, 
fealed as it was,ftraight waies to be burnt: this did he whiles he abode in Illyricum, 
for fearejeaft if the tray tors were dete&ed and know ne, hee might offend and dif* 
pleafe fome of them whom he would not. A nd as divers of found j udgement ate . o 
of opinion,it was a figne rather of great vertue in the lame prince, * to have left the ctnvtxntum fine 
Empire without any bloudlhed of thofe of his traine and privie Coun fell, than ifhe be 

had beene revenged fo unmercifully: According to the do&iine alio of Tully , in a 
certaine Epiftle to NepospaxingCafar for crueltie: For, Feltcitie, quoth hee, is no- 
thing elfebut profperitte of hone ft things : Or,that I may define it otherwife, Felicitie xtniet SvertU 

is that fortune which helpethgood counf els pvhtckwhofoever ufeth net, can bp nomeanes Eit)perou'5°°^ 
bekappie: And therefore in wicked and impious counf els which Cadar tvoke to, there ainKdat ‘ 
couldbe no felicitie: And more happie in my judgement was Camillus,! vhiles hee lived in 
exilephan in thefame dayes M.an\\usplthougbhe might , as he defiredfavc raigned king. 

Heraclitus al fo the Ephcfian ,affirmeth the lame,and advertileth us, That brave and 
worthy men have divers times beene overcome (luch are the variable events that 
fortune worketh)even of idle and flothfull cowards. And ihat this moreover a- 
mong other principall prayles is moft eminent, when as authoritie placed in high 
degree, having the delire to hurt.to be cruell and wroth, fubdued,and, as it were, 
put under the yoke,hath cre<5ted a glorious trophie of clemencie, in the caftle of a 
vfoiorious mind. Now as this Prince in foreinewarres went away with hurt and 
foyle,fo by realbn of civile conflicts, wherein he fped weli,hebare himfelfc proud, 
and by occafion of the inward ulcers of Common weale,hc was all embrued with 
horrible and filthy bloud : Whereupon,in a perverfe purpofe rather than juft and 
ufuall,he reared with great coll and charges in Gaule and Pannonia triumphall ar¬ 
ches even out of the lofle and calamitie of the Provinces,together with the titles of 
his a^ls affixed thcreto,for men to rcad,fo long as thole monuments would be able 
to Hand. Exceeding much addi&cd he was to his wives, to the fmall puling voy- 
cesof Eunuches,and to fome Courtyers,who applauded every word hefpake,and 
obferved to honour him, and footh him up in whatfbever hee affirmed or denyed. 

The diftaftfull bittemefleof thefe times, was made the worfe by the unlatiable 
extortion and {hatching ofthefe receivers, & importunat collectors of tributes and 

Bb ij taxes, 
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taxes, who drew more hatred upon his head, than money into his coffers. And 
this feemed unto many the more intolleiable, for that he never heard any caufe 
nor tendered theindemnitieof the provinces, when they were over-layed with 
taxes, tributes,and impofts, one in the necke of another. Over and above all this, 
apt hee was to take away againe what hee had once given • and that perfect and 
fyncere religion of the Chriftianshee blended with foolifli and doting fuperftiti- 
ons: and beeing given to fcarch thereinto more intricately, than to fettle it with 
gravitie, hee ftirred many fchifmes and difeords, which as they fpread more and 
more,hee maintained with contentious words and deputations: infomuch as 
whiles their bifhops courfed upand downe by troupes on poft-horfes, alio wed 
by the State, from Sy node (as they tearme it) to Synode, labouring to brin° all 
iites and ceremonies to their owne difpofeand will, he thereby cut the finewes 
quite of thofethat kept waggons for hire . As touching his forme and feature 
of bodie, this it was. His complexion (omewhat blacke or browne > the caft of 
his eye loftie, his fight quicke; the haireof his head fbft, his cheekes alwaies fha- 
ven, and fhining beautifully, from the grafting of his necke to his groine very 
long ; bow-legged and fliort withall, whereby he both leapt and ran palling welt 
Well, being thus dead, his corpes being embalmed and chcfted, JovUnwfVi ho 
then was Protestor u Domefticus, hadcommaundement to attend upon it with 
royall pom peas farre as to Conftantinople, to be enterred clofeunto thenecreft 
of his bloud: and unto him, fitting upon the Carroch that carried the R cliques 
(as the manner is unto Emperours) were prefented the eflayes and proofes of 
the fouldiors corne and vi&uals, as themfelves tearme them, x Indicia Prcba: alfo 
* publique beads were (hewed, and according to the ufuall cuftome they came 
u P°n him,and grew more and more: which together with officious meetings up- 
Sf«n° rdr ^ ht on l h e way, and other fuch fignes, portended verily unto the fayd Ioviams the 
fcrvioco!hScftate. Empire>but the fame to no effcCfand without any port or continuance- as unto 
one that was the minifter of fuch funerall pompes. 
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Chap. i. 

The death of Cdnftantius once knowne, Iulianus as yet a young man of 
good growth, with exceeding applaufe of all men is received 
by the Confiantinopo lit ones. 

j^Hiles the mutable and rolling chances of Fortune worke thefe 
poccurrents in divers *parts of tjhe world, Iutian among many * intheE ^ aih j 
^affaires which be projected in lllyricum, pried continually in- w«ftEmpu«. 
c to the bowels of beads,and gazing withall at the flight of birds, 
y longed to know beforehand , what end all accidents would 
|have: but when he had received doubtfull and darke anfwers, 
ihe refted (till uncertaine of the future. And at the length A- 
frttncultu GiUtts theOratour, a skilfull Soothfayer, and promoted afterwards to 
be governourof the province Narbonenfis,told him the events, inftrudted before 
hand (as himfelfe (aid) by the infpeCtion of a liver, which hee had feene hidden 
within a duple skin. And when as lulian feared for all that, leaf! this might bee 
deviled to humour his defire,and was therefore fad and heavie, himfelfe elpied a 
much more certaine praefaging token, which evidently fhevved the death of Con- 
Jlantw . For at the very fame inftant, when the faid Conjlam 'm died in Cilicia, it 
happened, that the*fouldior,who with his light hand lifted hi n uptohishorfe vomWth* 
backe,caught a fallandlayalongonthe ground* whereupon he cried out by and SunHp * a 
by in the hearing of many. That He was fallen who had rayfi d him up to his hig^ 
place of dignitie. And albeit he knew thefe were gladfome fignes, yet (landing 
faft ftilfas it were,uponhis guard, he kept himfelfe within the bounds of Dacia, 
fearing even for all this, many accidents: for he thought it no point of wifedome 
to truft in conjectures, which peradveniure would fall out contrarie. Whiles hee 
flood thus doubtfull and in fu(pence,behold all on a fuddaine there came as cm- 
bafladours fent unto him,T heoUtphus and Atigildut, with tidings,That Conftantttu 
was deceafed: and faying moreover,That by the laft words he fpake he nuncupa¬ 
ted him fucceflbr in his imperiall throne. Which being knowne, aftCT he was ex¬ 
empt from dangerous broyles and troublous ftirres of warre, hee bare himfelfe 
wonderous high: 3ndnow beleeving prophefies^nd making ufc of his owne ex¬ 
perience, namely, how expedition in his affaires had diverfe times flood him in 
muchfteed, hee gave knowledge by proclamation of his journey into Thracia : 
and fo advauncing forward his enfignes in an happie houre, after hee had palled 
through .the bending and hanging (traits of the Succi, hee marched on to Phi- 
lippopolis^n old time called Eumolpias, and all thole with a chccrcfull pace fol¬ 
lowed 
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lowed him, whom he had in his condu<3. For they well conlidered, that the Em¬ 
pire, which they went by force to win, and that with the feare of extreame perils, 
was now beyond their hope graunted unto him by the ordinarie courfe of right. 
And as the ufuall manner of Fame is,toamplifieall novelties, heehaftened from 
thence,mounted higher and higher, as it were in fome chariot ofT riptolemus^ho 
for his fvvift paflage round about in the aire, fabulous antiquitie fay th, rode upon 
winged dragons: and thus dread by land and fea,having no walsto withftandhim, 
♦neradu.or/,/. he entred into* Hcraclea, otherwife called Perinthus . This beeing foone after 
knowne at Conftantinople, there came forth by numbers a multitude of all ages, 
and of both fexes,to fee onefent downeas it were from heaven. Received there- 
’the 11 • day of fore he was the third *day before the Ides of December,with the honourable and 
December. reV ercnd attendance of the Senat, with the confonant applaufealfb of thepeoplc: 

and thus environed with troupes of armed fbuldiorsand gowned citizens, con¬ 
veyed hce was along as in battaile ray, having the eyes of all men fattened wiftly 
upon him,not onely with an earneft !ooke,but alfo with much admiration. For it 
feemed to prariage fome great thing.that he,as yet a young man newly come to his 
growth,fmall of bodie, for his brave ads right excellent, after the bloudie ends of 
kings and nations, patting from citieto citie with unexpeded fwiftnefle, which 
way foever he went,with encreafe ftill of riches and forces likea burning flame, fo 
eafily leized and tooke up all places; and to conclude,who by the ordinance of the 
heavenly power entred upon the impcriallgovernmentjWithout any detrimentor 
Ioffe of the Weale publique. 


Uegraunteth out a commiflion to right honourable perfortages for the examination and 
triall of all matters: whence enfued the repairing of the tottering; Hate 
of Commonweale , and the punijhment of fome 
lewd and wickedperfons. 

S Hortly after this he committed unto Secundus Sallujlius, promoted to be 
Pradcdus Praxorio,the charge to fit upon inquifitions, as unto a faith- 
full minifter • and joyned with him in committion Mamertinus , Arbe- 
>io,Agilo and Uevita, lovinus likewife newly ad vauneed to be Generali 
oftneCavallerieinlflyricum: who being all gone over to Chalcedon,in the pre- 
•upuino. fence ofthe a Principia and ^Tribunes of the b loviani and c Hcrculiani, exami¬ 

ned caws more rigoroufly than reafonand equitie required; except fome few, 
in which the truth prefented unto them moft dangerous malefadors and offen- 
dors. And nrft of all they confined into Britannie Palladins, late matter of the offi¬ 
ces, called into queftion upon fufpition onely, That he had framed and fuggefted 
lome matter to ConHantius againft Galius, whiles he was Matter ofthe offices under 
v*Sr D *' ncw L j u G r^ bc,n § Cd f ar - Thcn banifhed they unto * Vercellum, Taurus , who 
had bMcPnrfc^us Prattorio: whofefed before indifferent judges, that can dif- 
cerne etweenc juft things and unjuft, might feeme very pardonable. For, what 
ault committed he,if fearing a blattering windand tempeftthat was up,hefied to 
the protearonof his prince- And the afls that parted upon him, were read not 
^olfr'J^ r V Whirn ^ pUbliqUe Aa ° r Record thereof contained this 
^ Taarus *” d Florendus, V hen Tantus 
br«%k,„umUrtbc Crwrs &c. SembJably, to the like point ofdeftnnftion war 

drawnc 
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drawne Pentadius: unto whole charge it was layed, That being lent from Conflan- 

tius, he wrote byway of cyphring,What anfwers upon many interrogatories Gal - 

lus made,when his death was at hand: But when he defended himfettc rightfully, 

he ^departed without harme of his perfon. By the like un juft proceeding was Flo- i 

rentius the fonneof Nigrinianus Matter of the offices for the time being, thruft up Vf' 

into Boas,an Ifle of Dalmatia. For the other Florentius, who had beene Prariedns lK U1<d 

Praetorio,and was then Confull alfo,being skared with the fuddaine change of the 

State, having together with his wife elcaped the dangers, lay dole a long time, and 

could not returne before the death of Julian} howbeir,in his abfence condemned 

he was to die. In like fort, Ettagrius, Comes d retprivata , an dSaturninus, late gieat 

Mafter,or Senefchall of the palace^s alio Cyrinus, who had beene a Notarie,were 

tranfported over into exile. But for the death of Vrfulus, who was *Comes Largitio- *hy> Treaimcr. 

numjuttice her felfe feemeth unto me to have wept,blamingtheEmperour tor an 

unthankfull perfon.For,when as being Cafar,h? was fentintothe Weft parts,therc 

to be kept lhort,and put to allfparingof expences,and had no power graunted, to 

give aught by way of donative unto the fou!diors,to the end,that being thus ftrait 

laced,he might lye open to the mutinies ofthe armie,this telktirnieFrfulus fending 

his letters unto him,*whohad the keeping ofthe treafure in Gaule.commaunded, under n»- 

That whatloever C&far called for,it fhould be given unto him without faile.When fu,c, ‘ 

Vrfulus was put to death, Julian perceiving himfelfe expofed to the rayling words 
and curfes of many, and fuppofing this foule fad which could not bee purged, 
might yet bee excufed, avouched. That the man was killed without hisprivitie, 
pretending, Thatinanangriemoodof the fouldiors he was made away j as who 
remembred well thofe words,as I have alreadie related,which he had let fall,when 
he faw Amida raled. And therefore he feemed timorous,or not well adviled,when 
he madcArbetio,a, man alwayes fufpeded,andexceeding prowd,afpeciall Com- 
miffionerandludgetoheare and determine thefe caufes, having others together 
with the ^Principia of the Legions for (hew onely prelent with him: one (I lay) ♦chide ea P «in« 
whom aboveall he knew to be oppoficand fet againft his life and fafetie,as became ^J® c€ ” ot,he 
him who fiiould be partner in civile vi&ories. And albeit thofe particulars which 
I have reported,were difpleafanttohis well-willers and favourers,yet thefe exam¬ 
ples that follow were executed with due vigour of juftice and feveritie. For Apo- 
demius , lately a Purfivant or Intelligencer,who(as I have Ihewed) was very hot and w 
fharpe-lettoworkethcdeathof Gallus and Sylvanus ,and Paulus that Notarie, fur- 
named 5 ' Catena,a man not to be mentioned but with the griefc and groning of ma- *» chc 
ny,were burnt quicke,and perilhed by that end which was to be hoped for. Befide 
thefe, Eufebius , who had beene chiefe Chamberlaine to Conjlamius , a man of high 
fpirit,and cruell withall, was adjudged to fuffer death *. Zufebius (I fay) who being 
lifted up from a moft low degree to fo high a place well neere,as to commaund the 
Emperour, 3 nd therefore intollerable,* that beholderh mens doings,pluc¬ 

king him firft by theeare(as they fay)andadmonilhing him to live more reformed, 
when he drived againe and made refiftance,threw headlong down as it were from 
a certaine high and fteepe rocke. 
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Chap. Ill* 

fix fame Princes imfietii fis hatred anddecmfuii dealing 
againfi Chrift ana Chriflians. 

S Ftcr this the Prince turned his whole favour and affe<ftion toward his 
Courtiers, even all that were or could bee, notywisas a Philofopher 
that profeffeth the fearch into the truth. For he might have beene com¬ 
mended, if he had retained,though few,yet fomeatleaft wife that were of mode- 
rat behaviour,and knowne for chi ir hone ft convention. But confcfled it muft be, 
that he highly maintained the rnoft part of them as the verie feed plot of all vices, 
in fo much as they infeded the Commonwealth with their lewd luffs and wicked 
defires and did hurt to many, more by example, than by libertie of iinmng: For 
fomeof them fed with thefpoylescf churches, and out of cvene occafion knel¬ 
ling after lucre, being ray fed from bafe beggerie to fb high a leap*. of great wealth 
and riches, held no meafure either in profufe largefle, or in poling, or in wafting, 
as thofe that alwayes had beene accuftomedby extortion and pillage to get other 
mens goods into their hands. Hence budded forth the beginnings of loofe and li¬ 
centious life; hence fprung perjuries: no regard was there of repu tation, but fuch 
was their with fle pride,that they ftained their credit with difhoneft and fhamefull 
gaines. Among which enormities grew alfo the foule finks and deepe gulfes of 
waftfullbanquets,andinftead oftriumphesfor victories, feafting with triumphes. 
Then came up the wearing of filkes and velvets without all fpare: then encreafcd 
th e artificiall skill of weaving and embroderie 3 together with the curious cunning 
ofcookerie: then were large plots for fumptuous and richly decked houfes layd 
for, the fpatious raodell ofwhich,if theConfull Quinims (liould havepoflRfled in 
lands he had loft even after his Duftatorfhip the glory of his povertie.To thefe ble- 
mifhesand ftaines in Court,were adjoyned the enormious^tranfgreflions of difei- 
pline in campc, when the fouldiotir in (lead ofa joyfull fhout,ftudied to fing wan- 
tonfonnets: neither had the armed man,as before time,aftone to couch hiinfelfc 
upon,but feathers and delicat winding beds i now were their drinking pots more 
weightiethan their fwords,for they fhamed now to drinke out of earthen veffell. 
Moreover, there was now ieckingfor houfes built of marble, whereas wee find it 
written in auncient records, Thatafouldiour of Sparta was fharply chaftifed, for 
that during the time of warre abroad, heduiftbe feene within houfe. Moreover, 
the fbuldiours in thofe dayes.wcre to their allyes and couhtrey men fo ftout, and 
withall fo given toextortion but contrariwife to their enemies fo falfe harted, and 
cowardous,that having by ambitious fuits and idleneffe gotten weakh,thcy could 
moft skilfully diftinguifh the varietie that was in gold and pretious ffones; farre o- 
therwife than we find in records of later date. For well knowne it is,that in the time 
oiMaximianCdtfarjWhcnz fortorcampeofthekingof Perfia was rifled, aceitainc 
common fouldiour after he had met with a Partbickc facbell>whercin wercperles v 
upon fimplicitie,for want of skill and knowledge,threw out thegcmmes.and went 
away fufficiently contented with the beautie ondy of the k ther b3gge. It fortuned 
about the fame time,that a certaine Barber being commaundedro"come and pole 
the EmpeTours head, entred in arrayed in rich and coftly appavell, whom 
when Julian faw,he was much aftonied,/(quoth he) commanded not a* £ Receiver, 

but 
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but a Barber to be fentfor :Howbzit the laid party being demanded, What he might 
d ifpend by his art ? anfwered,He got cverieday as much as came to the* allow¬ 
ance fort wentie men in vi&uall, and as much for horfe-provender (which they 
commonly termc h capitd)&{o he had a good ftipend or falaricbytheyearein mo¬ 
il ey, over and befide many commodious fuits and requefts graunted unto him. 

Whereat being moved and difpleafed,he discharged away all fuch, together with 
Cookes and othersofthe like fort(who were wont to recive in manner the fame 
fees) as thofe whom he had little need of, and gave them licence to paffe whither 
they would. And albeit from the verie firft inftru&ions of his childhood,he was gi¬ 
ven much to the worfhip of idols and ] heathen gods,& as he grew by little & little 
elder,became zealoufly aflfe&ed to thefame,asftandinginfcareofmany things,yet 
forae points thereto appertaining he pra&ifed as fecretly as poffibly he could. But 
when thofe matters being paft and gone which he feared, & he perceived once the 
time of libertie was come wherein he might do what he lift,then difeovered he the 
fecrets of his heart, & by verie plaine and abfolute decrees ordained,That the tem¬ 
ples fhould be fee open>that beafts for facrifice fhould bee prefented before the al¬ 
tars,and that the worfhip of the ^godsfhould be put in ure againe. And to effe- ^°^ thea - 
<ftuat and ftrengthen thefe defignes of his fo digefted,the Chriftian bifhops which 
were at diflention,together with the people divided into fchifmes, he admitted in¬ 
to his pal!ace,and gave them this admonition,That having appeafed and ended all 
civile difeords among themfelves,everie man confidently fhould profefte and fol¬ 
low hisownereligion,withoutany impeachment whatfoever: which he did with 
a ftiffeand conftant purpofe, to this end,that as this libertie encreafed difeentions, 
he might not afterwards feare the multitude of them according in one mind, 
as having found by experience. That no favage beafts are fonoifom and hurtful to 
men,asChriftiansaretothemfelves, and for the moft part of them mortall and 
deadly. And oftentimes he would come out with thefe words ^Heareme.whomtbe 
Alemans andFrankners have hear thinking to imitat thefpeech of that auncient 
Prince Marcus . But little marked he,that the cafe was much altered : For, the fayd 
Marcw,when he travailed over Paleftina,in his way to ^Egypt, beeing oftentimes 
difquieted with the odious and ftinking fturres of the tumultuous and unruly 
Icwesjngriefe of heart is laid to have taken up this exclamation, 6 Marcomans^o 
guadijt SarmatiansJ have at length found others more unquiet than you. 

Chap, iiii^ 

The Egyptians unfeafonably importuning andtroubling bim, bee wifely expellet b. By a 
kind of civile fubmtjUon he laboureth to currie favour with all men . T he Ethnic he 
Thtlofopher Maximus he familiarly entertaineth . T he fame of his 
Virtues andpuijfance,driveth other Princes to a certaine 
fecret dutifulnefie^and emb aft ages from allparts 
rep air canto hint . 

S T this verie fame time,upon fimdric rumors,there were ftirred up & came 
abroad a number of ^Egyptians,a litigious kind of people, taking much 
pleafureandjoyat all times , inanordinariccuftometheyhave, tofue 
one another and maintaine ambiguous controverfies,but above aU,moft 
greedie to require a gaine,and that by way of multiplication and increafe, if they 
have given ought to an * Atturney or creditor, for to be eafed thereby of a debt, or l*x»r* link after. 

Cc at 
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at lead wife to be allowed morecommodioufly by way of forbearing and giving 
day,to bring in thofc femmes which areas debts demaunded: or,for feareoffomc 
odious crimination, to call into quefticn and moleft rich men in the cafe of extor¬ 
tion’. All thefe being thronged thick together,flocked about the prince himfelf^nd 
the Prefers of the Pr? torium i where chattering like a fort oflayes.they difturbed 
and troubled them out of all order moft rudely, readic to extort and wreft what 
they avouched they had given unto verie many,whether rightfull or otherwife, it 
skilled not, even threefcore and ten yeares before. And when they would fuff er no 
bufincfleelfeto bee difpatched, Iulian publifhed a proclamation, commanding 
them all to pafiTeover the water unto Chalcedon, with a promife,that himfelfe alfo 
in perfon would follow quickly after, todecide and determine thefe their caufes. 
When they were gone over^here went out a precept to the matters of the fhips, 
who ufetofayle to and fro between,That no man fhould befo hardieas *rranfport 
over fea an ^Egyptian any more. Which precept was kept fo ftraitly, and with fo 
forward carefulnefle,that theirobftinat purpofe thus to quarelfand forge accufati- 
ons,came to nothing in the end: & fo difappointed of their prefumed & conceived 
hope,they returned all home. Whereupon a law patted, asifequitie her felfehad 
indited it, whereby provided it was,That no Advocat or Atturney fhould be trou¬ 
bled about thofc *moneycs which it mightappeare for certaine, that he rightful¬ 
ly and by law had received. Well,when as the firft day of Ianuarie was come, what 
time as the nam es of Mamertinus and Nevita were entred into the rol or kalender of 
ConfuIs,the Prince was feene in a verie humblemanner ofduetie, togoe on foot 
with other honourable perfbnages: a thing that others commended, but fome a- 
gainc found fault with,as a bafe part of his,and ful of affectation. After wards ,when 
Mamertinus exhibited the games k Circenfes, what time,as the manner was, thefe 
were brought in and prefenced,who came to be manumifed and made free, him- 
felfe,as his cuftomc was,commanded by the under 1 ufher f Lege m agi^and being 
ftraightwayesadvertifed,Thatthe jurifdidion for that day pertained to another, 
himfelfe alfo changed the December morning,as lyable roan errour. In this while 
much refortthere was to the court of juftice,from divers wayes and coafts, and a 
number of fblke there were,who upon fundrie occafions did put in their bils. And 
when as on a certaine day word came unto him, That Maximus the Philofophcj 
was come outofAfiatofeehim,heleapt up full undecently, and forgetting who 
*himfelfe was,ran apace forth a great way from the palace gate,to meet him, killed 
him,received him,and with much reverence and honour brought him in, fhew- 
ing himfclfeby this unfeafonableoftentation ofcourtefie,to bee an exceflive hun¬ 
ter after vaine glorie,and forgetfull of that notable faying of Tuiiie, whereby fuch 
perfons are noted & taxed in thefe words: Even thofe Philofophers themfelves (faith 
he) in thefe verie bookes which they pen and entitle, as touching the contempt of glorie, 
write their owne names,fo as even in this verie point, that theyfeeme to defpife thefame 
and glorie of the worldpilling they are tobe named, and that men fhould talke of them. 
Not long after,two ofthofe bufie and pragmatical! *Purfuivants, who were called 
and put out oftheir places,came boldly untohim,promifing,ifthey might bcere- 
fiored unto their degree which they had in warfare, to fhew where Florentine lur¬ 
ked and hid himfelfe. Whom he rated^md rearmed Promoters, faying moreover. 
It Was not the manner and part of an Emperour, to be induced by indirect fugge- 
ftions and informations,to fetch a manbackeagaine into daunger, that for feareof 
death lay hidden^nd who peradventure fhould not bee fuffered long to hide his 

head,

head without hope of pardon. In all thefe proceedings there was afliftant to him 
a noble ^Senator", a man of an excellent difpofition to vertue,& carrying with him Some read'/’ra¬ 
the ancient gravitie of old time, who by chance was found about bufinefle of his gJ'ESf* 
ovvne at Confantinople, and him of his own meere motion and pleafure hemadc prolan*. 
aProconfelar deputiein Achaia. Neither for all his being foprecifeand carneft in 
reforming of civile abufes,neglected he thofe of the campe, but hee ordained cap- 
taines and commauriders over fouldiers,filch as had bcene a long time approoved 
and tried $ repairing moreoverall the cities throughoutThracia,togetherwith the 
utmoft frontier forts, and taking diligent care,that neither armour apparell, mo¬ 
ney orviftuall fhould be wanting unto them,who lying difpetfed alongthe banks 
ofiftcr and oppofit to the rodes and invafions of the barbarous enemies,heeheard 
fav performed their fcrvice with great vigilancie and valour. Whiles bee difpofed 
thus ofthefe affaires,fuffering nothing to be done flackly,when his favourites next 
about his perfon,perfuaded him to fet upon the Gothes joyning fo neere,who had 
beenefo often falfe and perfidious,he faid,That he fought for better enemies : for, 

the Galatian marchants(quothhe)arefufficientfor them,bywhom they are evene 

where fold,without regard of ftate and condition. As hee was employed in mele 
and fuch like bufinefTes,fame commended him to forreine nations, as a brave and 

eminent perfon,for pro we(Te,fobrietie,skill in feats of armes, and good progrefle in 

all vermes tandgrowingthus forward by little and little he filled the whole world 
with his name.The feare therefore ofhiscommmg being fpread all abroad,as well 
among neighbour nations,as thofe that were farre remote, there came with great 
carefrom all parts embafages thicke: Of the one fide,thofe beyondIT ignsand the 

Armenians, craved peace: on the other fide the men of Indeftrived a vie,andfent 

great men with gifts before-hand, even from as farre as thelndrans and Sermdr- ££££• 
ans: From the South climat the *Mauri offered their fttvice to the Roman State. 
from the North and Eafterly regions, in which the verie ’Phafis falleth | n '° ,he ’ Fair ” 
fea,the Bofphorians, and other people before timeunknowne,brought with them 

their embaffages in fuppliant mancr,requeuing, ^natupomperformance ol their 

yearely tributes and dueties, they might bee permitted tolive quietly within the 
bounds of their native countries. 


Chap. V. 

An exact defer iption of provinces and nations which at this time are inhabited 
farre and wide in Thraciapnd along the circuit of 
Pontus Euxinus. 


0 Fit time now it is (as I fuppofe)that fince we are by occafion ofthis 
areat Prince devolved upon thefe parts,we fhould truly and plain¬ 
ly deliver fomewhat that we have feene or read,astouclung the ut- 

moft coafts ofThracia, together with the fcnuation of the gulfe or 

fca of Pontus. *Athos,that exceeding high mountame in Mace- ’*£££ 

donie.throughwhichlometimestheMedes (hips pafled,& Caphcreus theroA 

or Promontorie in Eubaca,where Ntupbus, father to PaUmtdes, caufed the fleet of 
the Argives to be fplit and cart away,although they (land a great way 
videthe*y£geanandTheflalian Seas one from theother. Asforthis iE a ean fca, 

fpreading it felfeby little and little as it groweth broader, on the tight hand_ wtam 
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it ftrctchcth wide by the Sporades,is full ofIflands,as alio by the* Cyclades,(b cal¬ 
led, for that they doe all of them encircle ‘Dclos.the noble place of the • godsna- 

tivitie: on the left hand,where it wafheth*Imbros,*Tenedo$,*Lemnus,and*Tha* 

fus round about,when the winds are big and blow full upon it,with great violence 
it beateth upon* Lesbos : From whence with a returns of the current and reflow¬ 
ing waves,it dafheth upon the temple of 4polio * Smimhim , and upon Troas,as al- 
fo upon ‘Ilium, fo famous for the chaunces that befell to noble and worrhie warri¬ 
ors. And here it maketh the gulfeor Bay Melas, lying full againft the Wcfterne 
wind, at the very entrance and beginning whereof is feene^Abdera, the habitati¬ 
on of Protagoras and Democntus^ and the p bloudie feat of the Thracian kina Die- 
medts : as alfo thofebotromesand vales by which the river * Hebrus runneth into 
it: like wife, ‘Maroneaand *Aen us, which when JEneas in acurfed and unluckie 
houre had begun and fooneabandoned,by the guidance of the gods helped him- 
felfeto auncient ‘Aufonia. From hence growing fmall by little and little,and as it 
were by cenaine naturall commercerufhing into Pontus,and joyning to it felfe a 
part thereof, lbaped itisinformeof the Greeke letter *,and cutting ‘Hellefpontus 
from * R hodope, pafleth along by *Cynoflema,where it is thought Hecuba was bu¬ 
ried • alfo by *Coela, Seftos,and ‘Callipolis: and overagainft them, by the Sepul¬ 
chres of Achilles and Aiax , irflowethclofe to Dardanus and‘Abydus, whence 
Xerxes by making a bridge of lhips joined clofe together,went over the feaon foot: 
then pafleth it by Lampiacus, which the king of Perfia by way of gift beftowed 
upon7 hemirtecles ,-and by Marion, which Partus the fonne of lafon built. Whence 
' j well mg on both fides in manner of an halfe globe,and opening a wide partition of 
• Lands,with the armes of Propontis that ftretch round about, it bedafliethon that 
fide* Cyzicum and Dindyma, the religious and facred temples of the great dame 
. a and Mother [Cyhe/e.J Apamea likcwifeand OiusfAftacus alfocalled in the age 
cnfuing after thekmgs name,Nicomedia.

Chap. VI. 

Pm of the contents in the former chapter . 

H Longthefe mod fpatious and large trads, there bee townes of the 
Greekes difperfed; all which,except fome few in divers and fun- 
drieages, the MMans, coloners of the Athenians, built: who 
among other Ionians were long before placed in Afiaby Niletts , 
the fonne of that famous Codrus, who is reported to have expofed 
himfeIfetodeathintheDorickewarre,for his countrey. Now, 
the fmall ends or tips of the faid bow on either fide, which the two Bofpori doe 
expreffely Vefemble,ftand juft oppofit one againft another j the onenamed*Thra * ♦StrettodiCon- 
cius $ the other,* Cimmericus. And for this caufe called they are Bofpori, for that ‘Strength Caffa, 
through them in times paft the *daughterof /^^transformed, as the Poets fay, ‘is. 
into an heifer, pafted over to the ‘Ionian fea. The right fide therefore, at the ben- ‘Sometake this 
ding in of Bofoorus Thracius, Bithynia boundethupon,whichtheyin old time 
called Mygdonia j wherein lye the countries *Thyniaand Mariandena j wherein the Mediae*, 
alfo are feared the Bebricians, delivered from thecrueltie of r Amycus through the ‘sago«. 
valiant proweffe of Pollux : alfo that remote ftation,in which the Prophet Plinens 
flood in horrible dread of the ravenous Harpyix,flying up Sc downe in fuch threa¬ 
tening manner as they did:by which fhorescurving and crooking into long coves 
or creekes, the rivers ‘Sangarius and *Pfylis,Bizes alfo and *Rhcbas, poure them- ‘san^n.^w- 
felves into the feas. Againft which withoutforth are the*Symplegades,two rockes Foiofia. Tmef j. 
reaching up on every fide into high and fteepe heads ,and were wont in old time to 
encounter and meet,yea,and with a terrible noife to run and beat one upon ano¬ 
ther with all their hugenefTe, and giving way back ward,fetch their fee fc or bcirc a- 
gaine, and with a fierce charge and aflaulttoretume full butt upon the fame that 
they had knocked and beaten before. Betwcenethefe rockes that thus open afun- 
der, and jurre one againft another fo often, if a fowle fhould happen to flye, by no 
fwiftnefle ofwingcould fhe poflibly efcape and get away,but be crufhed to death. 

Thefe cliffes,when as Argo {\the firft ihipthat ever was making fpeedie way to*Col- <ClMndlu c *- 
chi, for tofteale the golden Fleece)had pafted by them without harme, ftood un- * M °- 
mooveable con joyned in one bodie,with the head or point crackt round about: fo 
that no man who feeth them now, would ever beleevc they vvereat any time par¬ 
ted afunder, but that all the fbngs and poemesof men in old time agreed joyntly 
thereupon . Beyond part of Bfthynia, the provinces Pontus and * Paphlagonia 

ftretch out in length,wherein ftand*Heraclea,*Sinope,‘ ,t Polemonion,and Amy- or Fendsuuchu. 

fbs,great cities : alfo Tios and * Amaftris, all founded aufpicatcly by the diredion v.cbtt. 

of bird-flight, fuch was the ptecife care of the Greekes: like wife * Cerafus, from ^ ^ 
whence LuctUlus brought Rich fruit as are named Cera fa Cherries. Semblably 
certain elfles bearing u p aloft, containing in them ‘Trapezes and Pity us, townes i-ch^aiacu-*^ 
of no meaneaccount. Beyond thefe places, there is the hole or cave Acherufius, ^^iioosk. 
which the people dwelling thereby call no?; jdfo the haven Aconc,with divers 
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♦Lino. rivers, to wit, Acheron (named likewife Archadius) *Iris,Tembrius, and, hard by; 

*Parthenius,running all downeintothe fea with a fwiftcourfc and violent ftreame. 
N ext unto t hefe is the river *Thermodoon,falling from the mountaine * Armoni- 
25?° ^ us, and glidingbetwcenc the woods and groves of Themyfcyra 5 into which the 
Amazones in times paft were forced to flit upon thisoccafion.Theauncient Ama- 
zones,after that the bordering nations were fore weakened with continuall Ioffe, 
as who by them were wafted withbloudie rodes and invafions, aymed now at 
higher exploits: and confideiing their owne puiflance, and the places bordering 
necre unto them,oftentimes gave the attempt upon more mightie nations,as being 
ravifhedwith the heat of greediedeflre. And when they had broken forcibly 
through many countries, they made warre upon the Athenians, and beeing in a 
fharpe conflict difeomfited and fcattered afunder, and having the flankes of their 
Cavalleric layed naked,were flaine every one. When the defeature and death of 
thefe were knowne, the feeble remaines of them that were left at home, declining 
the deadly violence oftheir neighbours,who had before time fuffered extremities, 
and were like to pay them home with femblable meafure,flitted to the more peace¬ 
able feat of Thermodoon. The progenie of thefe being in longtime aftermulti- 
plicd by many ittiics and generations,returned with a mightie power to their firft 
native places,and in proccfle offline became dread to people of divers difeents and 
•Cabo Pifeiio. originals. Not farre from thence mounteth up *Car3mbis 5 an hill of gentle afeent, 
7^ L s^ni. riling full upon the Northren f Elice 5 ovcragainft which is*Criu-metopon,apro- 
Dem ™° A '« r . montoric of Tatirica.diftant from the other two thoufand and five hundred ftadia. 
•uu.A-s-«. And from this place all the maritime coaft,which beginneth at the river ^Halys,ly¬ 

ing (freight in length like a line, fhapeth out the firing fattened to the two ends 
of the bow aforcfaid. 


Chap. vii. 

More of the fame argument m before. 

B Pon thefe countries confine the Dah^of all others the moft fierce war¬ 
riors s and the ChaIybcs,who were the firft that digged up & wrought 
yron into fteele. Beyond whom, the open lands are pottefted by the 
Byzarcs,Tapites,Tibareni,Moflyna?ci 5 Macrones and PhiIyres 3 people 
by no acquaintance knowne to us: and from them not farre (land the monuments 
ortombes of noblemen,wherein were enterred Sthenelefcsjdmon^ud Tyfhis. Of 
whom, the firft was a companion of Hercules , wounded to death in the warre a- 
gainft the Amazones 5 the fecond, an Augure or Soothfayer to the Argonauts; 
and the third,a moft skilfulland expert pylotof thettiipabovenamed,^ra>. After 
you have patted beyond thefe parts before fpecificd, you meet with the den or 
cave Alion,and the flreameof Callichorus, firnamed fb upon this occafion: For 
that Liber or Bacchus having after three yeares vanquifhed the Indian nations, and 
being returned to thofe tratfs, about the greene and fhadie bankes of this river 
1 ought againe into ure the old fongs and daunces r Orgia. Some are of opinion, 
at , * acre ^ ceremonies and folemnities as thefe were called tt Trieterica. Be¬ 
yond thefe confines, are the populous and well frequented territories of the Ca- 
•poiiftonia. vuu c “J^^afis with roring ftreame commcth to the Colchi, the aun- 

^j n 0fr T ing ofth £ e Egyptians: where, among other cities, ftandeth * Phafls, 
beanD ° thc of the river abovefaid i alfo *Diofcurias, knowne even to this 

day. 
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day. Thc founders whereof,as we find in record,were Amphstns and Teutons wo 
Spartanes,the chariot-drivers to errand Pollux-, of whom began the nation of 
theHemiochi. Not farre removed from thefe,dwell the Achaei, who having fini- 
fhed a ccrtaine former warre at Troy (I meane not that warre which was fought 
for thequarrellof Helena , as fbme authors have written) byreafon of contrarie 
winds wandering,and driven into Pontus, finding nothing but hoftilitie, and no 
where any allured place to fet foot in,poflettcd therafelvesof the hill tops,alwaies 
full of fnow: and thus being pent in, and hardened with the chilling cold of thc 
weather,accuftomed they were to get their living dangeroutty by robbing,and by 
that meanes grew afterwards beyond all meafure fell and cruell. As touching the 
Cerceti,who joyne clofe unto them,there is no memorable matter written. At the 
backeof them dwell the inhabitants of the Cimmerian Bofporus, where are thc 
Milefian cities,and the mother of them all,*Panticapa;um: before which,runneth *vofpeto. 
the river *Hypanis, (welling as well with his owne water,as forraine ftreames run- jjj^“ Jj£ 
ning into him. Thena great way off,the Amazones ftretching out in length even 
as farreas to the Cafpian * fea, inhabite about * Tanais, which rifing among the *Bog.-A/frc4/ffr. 
rockesof *Caucafus,glideth bymany windingturnes and reaches,and parting A- SnUntidSb 
fia from Europe, is hidden atlaft within the meeres of Maeotis. Neere unto this JlSwSS 
is the river *Rha, on the fidcs whereof groweth a comfortable and holefom *roor, to J u a n r d J y c ^E 
fb named,good for many ufes in Phyficke. Beyond Tanais, there fpread out in that bour.d upo ic. 
breadth the Sauromata?, through whome all the way run the rivers Mamccus, *Aibfot. 
*Rhombites,Theophanes,and Totordancs: although there be another nation alfo •Rh&omiSl'* 
ofthe*$auromata?, farre diftant from thefe, joyning hard upon the fhore, which b^.mofrnS- 
letflng in the river Corax, fendeth it to the utmoftmaine fea . Neere unto this is bat be: For thit is 
the mcere Maoris,of an exceeding large circuit, out of the moft plcntifull veines fber’rathei bin- 
whereof,by the ftraits Patares, a maine deale of water breaketh forth,and runneth fe*,. 
into Pontus,* in the right fide of which are the Ittands ^Phanagorus and *Hermo- ^rfaS^* 
nafla,reared by the induftrious labour of the Greeks. About thefe marifhes which ■’ 

lye furtheft and utmoft,there dwell many nations,in varietie of fpecch & cuftomes ♦MoouftroiA'ijr. 
unlike one another,namely,the Iaxamat£,Maeot 2 e,Iazyges,Rhoxolani,Alani,Me- 
lanchlaenae, and together with the Geloni, the Agathyrfi, among whom there is 
plentieof the * Adamant ftone: others alfo lye hidden beyond,becaufe they are of *Duraord. 
all the reft furtheft within. But neere to the left fide of Ma?otislyeth*Chcrronefus, v?.Taurka,Pero- 
fullof Colonies,inhabited by Greekes- whereby the men are quiet and ftill, fet- 
tingtheir minds upon tillage,and living upon the encreafeof fruit, that the earth 
yeeldeth. From thefe,no great way off,are the Tauri disjoyned,and thofe divided 
into fundrie kingdomes: Among whom,for their exceeding crueltie,the Arinchi, 

Sinchiand Napari moft tcrrible(and by reafonof their long licentious libertie the 
more cruell they be) have given name unto the unhofpitall fea j which of the con¬ 
trarie, by way of merriment and jeaft,is called Pontus *Euxinus,like as we tearme * forAjt ^ 
a foole x Euethes in Grecke, the night, Euphrone , and the furies, Eumenides . For, 
appealing and pleafing their gods with offering men for facrifice, and facrificing 
ftrangers to Diana , who among them is named 7 Orliloche,they ufed to fallen up¬ 
on her Temple walls the heads of men flaine,as the pefpetuall monuments and ce- 
fiimoniesof valiant exploits. In this [\ byland] Taurica, the Ifland Leuca,without 
any inhabitants in it,is dedicated to Acmes. At which, if any happen by chaunce 
to arrive,after they have feene certaine tokens and remaioes of anriquitie, the tem-

plealib and oblations confecratcd to the faid worthy prince, in the evening they 
ootofhipboord againe: Fortheyfay, noman is able to fiay there all night, with¬ 
out daunger of hislife. There alfo are rivers,and there breed white birds, likeun- 
tothe*HaIcyones: concerning the firftoriginallofwhich fouls, and the battailes 
in Hcllefpomus,wewiildifcourfein duetime. Now, there be certaine cities with¬ 
in this Taurica,among which the principal are Eupatoria,Dandace,and "Theodo- 
fia,befidcs other of fmallcr account,not ftained or polluted with any facrificesof 
mens bodies.Thus farre forth is thought thetop ofthe bow to reach. 

Chap. VIII. 

CMoreJliU ofthefame Argument, 

He remnant now thereof,with a gentle bent,and lying under the Nor- 
therncBearc-ftarre,asfarreastothecoaftof Bofporus Thracius, wee 
will, as order doth require, profecute and declare, telling you thus 
much by the way,that whereas the bovves of all other nations are bent 
with’the ftaves thereofcrooked,onely thofe of the Scythians and Parthians,having 
the bowing and open horncs thereofdrawnc about on both fidcs, inward, repre- 
fent the fliape ofthe Moone in her wane, and a ftreight and round rule divideth 
them juftinthemids. Intheveriebeginningthereforeofthejoyntor knittingto- 
gether,where the Riphiean mountains do end,dwell the Arimafpi/ighteousraen, 
and for ther meekeneffe & humanitie wel known 5 by whom the rivers ^Chronius 
and "Bifula do run along ,and hard by them ,the Maflagets,Alani, Sarmata?, and 
a number of other obfeute nations, of whom we know neither the names nor their 
manners. Then after a meanefpace betwccne>openeth the gulfe*Carcinites,a ri¬ 
ver alfo ofthe fame name, and the facred grove of "Trivia % held religious with 
much devotion in thofe countries. Then *Boryfthenes.fpringing from the moun- 
tainesof the Neuri,carryingmuch waterbyoccafionof hisownefountaines, and 
growing big with the confluence of many rivers, with a ftreameof huge rolling 
waves entreth into the fea: upon the rivage whereof, full of woods, ftandeth the 
citicalfo Boryfthcnes,and Cephalonefus,likewife thealtaisconfecrated to Alexan¬ 
der the Great,and to Cafar Auguftus. From hence,a great way betweene,is that Bi- 
land,or demy Ifle,which the Sindi inhabit, an ignoble and bafe kind of people, 
who upon the overthrow of their lords and mafters in Afia, enjoyed afterwards 
their wives and goods.Vndei thefelyeth a little ftrond or fhore, the homeling in¬ 
habitants cal it * Achileos-dromon, a place memorable in times paft for the exercife 
there of that Theffalian Commaunder. And next unto it ftandeth the citie "Ty¬ 
ros^ colonie ofthe Phsenicians,by which pafleth the river *Tyras. Now in the 
middle fpace ofthe bow (which as I faid before carieth a large round bent, and 
which is fiftcene daies j oumey of a nymble and light appointed foot-man) are fea- 
ted the Alani of Europe, and the Coftobocat ,and infinit nations of the Scythians, 
which in length reach out as farre as the lands that ftretch forth without an end: of 
which fome few feed uponcorne and fruits ofthe earth, all the reft wandering in 
fcattcring wife over the vaftwildcrncfTe (which never felt the plough, nor. know 
what feednefte is, but lye defcrt,and fubjeCt to many ffofts)feed after the filthy ma¬ 
nor of wild beafts:Their wives and children,thcir houfes(fuch as they be)and thcic 
houfhold-ftuffc,arc fet upon waines coveted over with barkes • and whenfbever it 

pleafeth 
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pleafeth them,they flit without any let, tumbling and rolling with them the fame 
wagons whither they lift. Moreover,when you are cotneto another bent or com- 
paffCjfullofcreckes and havens, which determineth the utraoft figureof this bow, 
there’bcarcth forth the ifland*Peuce, roundabout which dwell the Troglodita* 
and Peucimi,and other fmaller nations. There alfo ftandeth up Iftros, fometime ' 

a modmightie citie,likewife *Tomi,Apolloni *Anchialos,and*Odyffis>bcfidcina- *2^. 
ny other contained within the coafts of Thracia. But the river *Danubius, which 
hath his head neere unto the mountaines ^Rauraci,that confine upon the borders 
ofRhetia,ftretchcd forth through a wider part ofthe world, & receiving into him w»w. 
threefcore rivers (in manner all navigable) through this Scythian fhore, breaketh 
forth into the Sea at (even mouthes,and their names carric their interpretation ac¬ 
cording tothc Greeke ^tongue: ofwhichthcfirftis Peuce, the ifland abovefayd, 
the fecond Naracuftoma,the third Calonftoma,the fourth Pfeudoftoma,as for the 
fift B 6 reonftoma,and thefixt Sthenoftoma,they be farre leffe than the reft: the fc- 
venth is a mightie great one,and in manner of a meere, blacke. Now this whole fea 
Pontus,in all the circuit thereof flowing round about, is both cloudie and*fwectcr *FitflKr. 
alfo than other Teas,yea and full of fhallowes,for that the ayre thickened oftentimes 
with the breathing up and elevation of moift vapours,congealeth 3 and is tempered 
with a multitude of waters rufhing into it, and rifeth into certaine flats full of 
fhelves andfand banks,by occafion that a number of ftreames comming into it 
evcriewayabout,caftupmudandheapsof land. And knowne for certaine it is, 
that from the utmoft bounds ofour fea,fifhes flocke by whole skuls, or fholes, to 
this nooke of the Ocean,to breed and (hut their fpawnej to the end, that with the 
fweetnefle ofthe water,they may more holefomely bring up their yong frie, fecu- 
red from the devouring Whales and monfters of the fea within hollow places of 
receit,whicharc there veriethicke. For,in this Pontus there hath beene at no time 
feene fuch,but onely harmelefle Dolphins,and thofe but fmall. Now, wharcoaft 
foever of this fame maine gulfe ofPontus,is beaten with the North-eaft wind and 
froftie aire,it is fb throughly frozen and congcaled,as that neither the courfes of ri¬ 
vers are fuppofed to roll underneath the yce, neither is it poffiblc for man or beaft 
to fet firme footing upon the ground,fo unfurcit is and flipperic: a fault that ne¬ 
ver taketh hold ofthe fea as it is pure of it felfe,bui mingledwith river waters. Ha- * 

ving beene thus carryedforaewhat farther than we thought, proceed we to the reft H 

of our by ftorie behind. 

Chap. IX. 1 

Iulianus borne up on high with thefavaur of all menfajieneth to go un¬ 
to Antioch: what atts he did in this iourney. 


I '^T^Z^^ Hercfcll out another occurrcnt to encreafc theheape and meafuie 
!| ofthefe prefentjoyes,which verily was a long time hoped for, 
but protracted by many circumftances of delay es. For,tydings 
RBK, 1 came by Agiloznd /w/#*,afterwards*Queftor, That the defen- **«»&“* 
dantsofAquilcia, wearied out with fo long a fiege, after they 
were ad vertifed of Conftamius his death,did let open their gates, 
went forth,and delivered the authors of thofe fturres and commotions: and that 
when the faid parties,as hath beene related afore,were burnt quicke,all the reft ob-

taincda grau n t of pardon for their trefpaflcs. But verie proud of thefe pro. 

fperous procccdings,carricd his thoughts and conceits beyond theordinarie com- 
pafleand reach ofmen^s having by continual proofs & trials found that unto him 
ruling now the citie of Rome peaceably,favorable & gratious fortune, carrying, as 
it were the words * Cornncopiafweakh & aboundance, prefented unto him allglo. 
jyand profperitie: adding moreover unto the titles of his vi<aoriespaft,thusmuch. 
That whiles he held the empire alone,he was neither troubled with civile commo¬ 
tions at home,nor any of the Barbarians paRed beyond their owne hounds: and 
all nations (uponaluft and defire they have evermore to inveigh againft things 
paft,and to blame them as hurtf ull and noifome) were wonderfully inflamed with 
an earneft affe&ion to refound hispraifes. Having therefore after confident deli¬ 
beration difpofcdofall things,according as the divers caufes and times required, 
and withall animated his fouldiers,what with maijy hortatorie orations, and what 
with a competent ftipend,inciting them more readily to make difpatch and put all 
things in readineflejborneth'us aloft with the favor of all men, and addrefling him- 
felfeto goeto Antioch,heleft Conftantinoplefupported withverie great meanes 
of a flouriihing eftate: for being there borne he loved and efteemed ithighly as the 
place ofhis nativitie. After he had crofled therefore the narrow lea,and pafled by 
*L.\ju(l»,LtuncU, Chalcedon and * Libylla , where Annibal the Carthaginian was buried, hee 
LSiiT'' came ^ lom t ^ ience to *Nicomedia, a citie before time famous, fb enlarged 
at the great expences ofprecedent Princes,that for multitude ofbuildings, as well 
privatas publique,it might be reputed to thole that know it aright, a certaine regi¬ 
on or quarter ofthat eternall citie, Rome. The walls whereof when as hee beheld 
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how they were refolved into wofull afhes and dead imbers,(hewing the anguifli of 
his mind by filent teares,he went toward the royall palace with a fofter pace, wee¬ 
ping for the miferable cafe wherein it was,in this regard efpecially, that the magi- 
ftrats and whole comminaltie met him in mou rnefull and poore plight now,which 
had beene afore time a moft flouriihing ftate. Andfbmeofthem heeagnized, as 
having beene brought up there under Eufebivs the bilhop,whofekinlman hee was, 
though a farreoff. Herealfb in like manner,when he had given and allowed boun¬ 
tifully toward the reparation of thofe edifices which the earthquake had over- 
throwne,hecame by Nicea,tothe marches of*Gallogra?cia, whencebending his 
journey at one fidetoward the right hand, hee turned to *Peflinus,fortovifit the 
ancient temple of the great mother *Cybele. From which towne,in the fecond *Pu- 
nickewarre,by the dire&ion of Cibyls prophefieat Cume, ScipioNafica tranflated 
her image to Rome: As touching whole arrivallinto Italie, I have by way of di- 
greffion,together with other particulars belonging to this matter, written lome- 
what in the aiftsoftheEmperourOiawW##. But why this towne fhould carrie 
thisname,thewiitersofhyftoriesagreenot: For lomehave affirmed,that the citie 
was firnamed fo, by occafion of the laid goddefles image fallen from heaven, of 
*, which with us,in Greeke,fighifieth to fall. Others report, that llw the fbnne 
ofTros,andking ofDardanic,called theplacefo. Theopempm avoucheth, Thatit 
wasnot /Whodidfo, but Midas that moft mightie king of Phrygia. Having 
thereforeadored the divine power there, and pleafed the fame with facrifices and 
V, ? V j^ S !rr re F um fl h . to ^Ancyiatand as he was going further from thence, the mul-

which by violence and extortion had beene taken away: others complained,That 
cy wcrcunjuftly tycd and incorporated into the focieties of the Curia?; and 
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fome againe without refpeft of daunger, laboured as if they had been ftarke mad, 
to bi inS their adverfaries within thecompnfle of high treafon : but he,a moregrave 
and levere judge than either Caps* or £jc*^*J,weighin§ indiffcremly from point 
to point their caulcs, awarded to everie man his owne, no where dtawne away 
from the truth,but fharply bent againft flanderere and falfe accufers whom hee ha¬ 
ted as having rryed oftentimes themalapert folly of many of this kind even to his 
owne perill,whiles he was yet in low eftate,anda privat perfon. And for an exam¬ 
ple ofhis patience in the like bufineffe, this one, although there bee many btTides, 
lhall fufficetobeput downe. A certaine perfon there was,who in verie troublous 
manner appeached an adverfarie of his,with whom he w 3 s at variance, for fpcaking 
ceitaine words in moft bitter wife pending to treafon. And for that theEmperout 
dilfimuled, and made as though he heard not the matter,he enforced the fame flil, 
anddayly renewed his iccufation: So as at length being asked what hee was, 
whomheethus called into queftion, hee anlwercd, That hec was a verie rich 
»Bour«er. Which when the Prince heard,with a fmiling countenance, What 
preemptions (quoth he) haddeB thou , to give thee light hereunto » Becaa/e (fayrh 
he) he ts about to make himfdfe a purple garment of afilktn cloke . Who being com- 
maunded after this, to goc his wayes with filence, and without harme, like a bafe 
felioweacculihgasbafe a companion of an high and hainous matter, neverrhe- 
lelfe was verie inftantand importunat ftill. Julian wearie with thisbufic and trou- 
blefome fcllowe, calling his eye upon the High Treafurer that flood hard by, 

Commaund( quoth hee) than here may be given a poire of purpleftocktngs to this dan- 
rerom prating companion , for to be carried unto his adverfarie ; who, as it is gi ven met 
to under (land by hts report , hath lodged upfor hm(elfe a cafjocke of this colour. that it 
may bee knowne what littlegoodfuch ragges and Jlender clothes can dor , without verte 
great Power andflrength be fide . Butasthefe parts bee commendable, and to bee . 
imitated by good governours, fo this Was diftaftfull, and worthy to be reprehen¬ 
ded , namely. That during his regiment there was hardly any man, who being 
once ffiot at bv thefe *Curiales, how wellfoeverhe was ftrengthened and back-

teth the Cappadocians and Cihcians afunder) tne governour of jhat Proymce, m 

named Ce//«tf,whom he knew fince time they were ftudents together m Athens, 
he received with a ki(Te,tookehimup intohiscarrochtofit with him,and brought 1 

him in his companie to Tarfus. 
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Chap. X. 

lulian wtntereth in Antioch ,and theregivethgood proofes of patience, lemie^mdr 
equate: but as bitter andprofeffedenemtt of true religion debarreth 
from the fchooles the Cbriflian Grammarians 
and rhetoricians. 
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Vt after this, haftening to fee Antioch,theheadcitic and beautie of the 
Eaft parts, by making ordinarie journeyes,thither he came. Now, as 
he drew neere unto the citie, entertained he was with vowes, as if hee 
had beene fomc God: and hee admired the publique voyces of that 
mightie multitude, cry ing out with one accord, That a (larre offalvation and health 
was now rtjen , andfhone upon the Eaft parts . N ow, it happened at the very fame 
time,that when the revolution of the ycare was fini(hed,the folemnities called > A- 
donia,after the ancient rites and ceremonies were celebrated,in honour of Adonis^ 
the darling of Venus j who, as Poets faine, was in his very flower unhappily hilled 
with the tuske of a wild bore j which is a figne of cornc cut in their full growth. 
And this feemed an ominous and unluckie prafage, that at thefuft entrance now 
of the Empcrour into this goodly citie, the feat or Princes and Emperours, there 
were heard on every fide yelling lamentations and dolefull plaints. And here there 
fhewed it fclfe a proofe orteftimonie ofhis patience and mildnelfe/raall though it 
were,yet admirable. He had hated one Thalafiius , fometime a *principall clerke in 
the office of Requefts,a fecret enemic to his brother Gallus, and who laid wait for 
his life: who being forbidden to adore the Emperour,and to be prefent with other 
honourable perfonages to doe his dutie, bis adverferies with whom he had fuit in 
thejudiciall court, the morrow after, when a fuperfluous multitude wereaflem- 
bled Together, ftepped unto the Emperor, cried out with open mouth: Thalaflius 
an enemic t o your Grace , hath violently taken our goods from us . Then hee, gueffing 
that bynuch an occafion as this the man might be undone and murthered, anfwe- 
red them thus: / acknowledge ^quoth he) that thepartie whom yee name, hath iustly 
offended me} but meet tt is ,r hat you in the meane time forbeare and hold your peace\ un- 
liu he give mefatisfallion , being his enemic too^and a greater man . So he gave com- 
mandement unto the Pr?fe<51,fitting by him,That their matter fliould not be heard 
before himlelfe were reconciled to Thalaflius . Whiles hee there wintered to his 
hearts defi. e and contcntment,he enjoyed during that time no allurements ofplea- 
iurcs.wheran all Syria throughout doth abound; but undcralhew of folace and 
repolinghirofclfe, etnployinghismindinthedecidingof judiciallcaufes, which 
wereo no lefTc importance than maitiall affaires jdiftraded he was with manifold 
and lu ndry cares} pcizi ng with precife and exquifiic docilitie, by what meanes hee 
anc * f ^ at ky) u ^ an< ^ righteous fentences both the 
■1 cchafiifcd widnnodcrat punifhments.and the innocent defended,

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ous judgement indeed,whereby fundry examinations ofmatter,this is found juft, 
and that unjuft: from which 3 that he might not exorbitate and goeafide, he was as 
warie,as if he avoided dangerous rockes. And this was he able to attkine unto, be- 
caufe acknowledging the levitie ofhis owne nature,given to be very haftie,hegave 
the Pr^feds and thofe that were next about him,leave boldly by convenient admo¬ 
nition to curbe and reine his paffions,tending (otherwife than became) unto that 
which was decent and comely: and he (hewed othervvhiles, that he grieved at de¬ 
linquencies,and joied in reformation. And when advocats and defenders of caufes 
with exceeding great applaufe highly commended him, as a prince that had the 
rrue knowledge of perfite reafon,being mooved hereat,he fpake thus by report: 7 
would take toy,and were a prowd man fin cafe I might bepraifrd of them who I knew were 
able alfotodiffraife weif 1 did or/aid otherwtfe than well. Now,it (hal fufficein lieu of 
many mild examples ofclemencie.which he (hewed in the hearing of mens caufes, 
to put downe this one,neither unpertinent to our prefent purpofe,nor any way ab- 
furd. A certain woman judicially convented and brought into the court,feeing her 
adverfary one of the Protedorcs,otherwife than (he looked for,*in his armor light- of 

ty appointed,found her felfe much grieved,and (formed at this fo ftrange a fafliion: 
Whereupon the Emperour,7WW thyplea^goodwoman(<\uoi\\ h €)tfthou thinkethy 
felfe any way wronged yfor ,r his man here is fo well appointed^hat he may with leffe cum - 
brancegoe through the myre: little harme can he do to thy caufe, And by thefeand fuch 
like examples,as himfelfufcd comonly to fay, thought it might have bin, That the 
fame ancient lady Iufticeywhom becaufe (he was difpleafed with mens vices, Aratus 
exalreth up to heaven,in the time ofhis raign returned to the earth: but that he did 
feme things not according to the diferetion of the la wes, butafter his owne will, 
and divers times with his errours and delinquencies in that behalfe, cclipfed and 
darkened his courfesfo glorious in many refpeds otherwife. For,after many other 
good ads,feme of the lawesalfo he reformed for the better, which by cutting off 
their doubtful! conftrudions^nd long circumftances, (hewed plainely what they 
bad,and what they forbad to be done. But this one inhumane and unmercifull 
deed of his,would be buried in pcrpetuall (ilence,That heedebarred me profcflbrs 
oFRhetoricke and of Grammer 3 to teach thofe of the Chriftian religion. 

Chap. xt. 

Divers men of *reat nameyvho hadheonefemetime adverfaries of lulizn, werepu- 
nijhedfundrie wayes, A fedittous uproreraifed in Alexandria , 
which bred many broilesand murders , by an ediff 
<?/Tulianus isappeafed, 

H * the verie fame time Gaudentius that notorious Notarie,who had been 
fent.as I (aid before, from Conftatttius, as an oppofit unto Julians dc- 
(ignesin Africk, asalfo lull anus late deputie Prxfed, or Vicc-gerent 
there,an exceeding great (upporter and abettor of the feme fide, were 
fetched backc, kept bound in prilon, ana by juftice put to death. Then alfo it was, 
that Artemius, who had been the*Marques of^Egypt,at the urgent and mftant laic 
of the Alexandrines,charged with a number of hainous crimes, was executed with 
the Ioffe of his head : after whom thefonof Atowfl**,late generallofthe horfe and 
foot both^is one that afpired to be Emperor,fuffred death openly.Moreover 
nusQcytncemiusjTiibunzs of the firft&fecond band of theScutarij,being convi&ed 
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to have plotted ccrtaine dcfignes above their eftate and degree,werebaniflied.And 
after foinc fmall time betweene, the Alexandrians given to underftand, that Arte¬ 
mius was dead, whom they feared, leaft upon his returne with power and com- 
maund as before (for fo he had threatened) he would,as one highly difpleafed, fit 
♦in A,,!*;-!, on many of their skirts, turned the edge of their anger upon 'Georgius thebifhop, 

as who had oftentimes fnapped,aslmay fofay,at them with his viperous teeth. 
The forme he was of * Jnjultm by report,borne at Epiphania,a towne of Cilicia, 
and being growne to greatnefle, with the Ioffe and hinderanceofvery many, a- 
gainft the good of himfelfe and of the Commonweale, ordained bifhopof Alex¬ 
andria, a citie, which of the owne inclination (and even when there are no caufes 
at all) is ufually given to many feditious tumults and turbulent commotions, ac¬ 
cording as the very Oracles give true reporr.The people here,having their minds 
alreadie enraged, were much more incenfcd by this Georgius alfo > who in the 
open cares of ConHantius ceafed not to accufc many of them as rebellious and dif- 
obedienr to his commandemems: and thus forgetting his owne profeflion,which 
teacheth him nothing but juft dealing and mildnefle,he forfboke that courfe,and 
berooke him to the mifehievous pra&ifts of dangerous promoters. And among 
other matters hce was laid malitioufly to have enformed Conftantius of this alfo. 
That in the forefaid citie all the houfes,built fometime by Alexander the firft foun- 
der,with grear charges and expcnces of the State, and now annexed to the foyle, 
ought by right to yeeld profit and revenewes to the common Treafurie. To thefe 
mirchiefcs.this one more alfo he added, for which within a while after he was dri¬ 
ven headlong upon his owne deftru&ion. Being returned from the princes court, 
as he paffed by the beautifuli temple of Genius , guarded,as his manner was,with a 
great traine about him, cafting his eyes afide toward the very temple, How long 
(quothhe) jhall this fepulchre ft and? Which word of his being once heard, ma¬ 
ny were fmitten as it were with a thunderbolt,and fearing leaft he would give the 
attempt to ovei throw it alfo, they wrought by fecret traines to raife what matter 
they poffiblj^could to bring him to ruine. And loc,upon the fuddaine arrivall of 
joyfull newes, importing the death of Artemius,the whole multitude of the com¬ 
mons, for this unexpected joy fet agog, and grinding their teeth, with a terrible 
noyfc came upon Georgius , whome they haled and tugged with his legs and feet 
wide ftragling, trampling and fpurning him with fundne forts of evill entreating, 
and putringhim to paineand torment ynough. And together with him, Dracon- 
< wJ L ^ 1 nt * m a ^ cr > undone Diodorus , by calling in ro anner of a * Com cs, had 

orur>d«c.iptjiiK. their legs drawn e through with cords,and fo were killed together : the former of 
them, for that he overthrew an altar newly fet up in the Mint- houfe, whereof hee 
was the Matter: the other, becaufe whiles hee was over-feer for the building of a 
Church, he cut off very iicentioufly thelockcs of boyes haire clofe to the head, 
fuppofing that this fafhion alfo fmelled of Idolatrie . And the outragious multi¬ 
tude not content herewith, after they had mangled their dead bodies, layed them 
them to the lake:and when they had burnt them with 
♦lurjbythcukc. aTwift fire,flung the afhcs into the* fa, fearing, as they gave it outalowd, leaft if 
their reliques had bcene gathered up together, there would have becne churches 
built for them like as for the reft, who being urged to forfake their religion, went 
o Urrc ,n loping of their faith unfpoctcd and undefiled, that they endureddolo- 
rous torments even to glorious death^md now are tearmed Martyrs. And verily, 
rtieic wofuU and mifeiable men,when they were led to cruell cxccutk>n,might by 

the 
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the helpe of Chriftians have beene refeued, but that all thepeople one with au> 
ther bare fo deadly hatred unto Georgius, The* Emperour certified hereof, bent *uum, 
fully to take revenge for fo wicked an outrage, and being now at the point to have 
thernalcfa&ors punifhed with lofle of life,was yet pacified with the gentle words 
of his ncereft favourites: and fending out an edid in a iharpe and bitter Oration, 
detefted the wicked ad committed, threatening extremitie of death, in cafe any 
thing thenceforth fhould bcattempted,forbidden by jufticcandthelawcs. 

Chap. XI I. 

Iulian addrejfeth himfelfe to the Per ft ah war re. Hisfacrifices.HeatheniJk ceremonies for 
fultation ofbeafts inwards and bird-flight. ThetempUof Apollo Daphnaeus 
by cafstall fire burnt jncen/etb I ulian againft the Chriftians. Cer- 
taine Prodigies and Earthquakes , whereby Nicome- 
dia was overt hr owne, 

■ Eane while, preparing an expedition againft the Perfians , which in the 
highneflfeand ftoutnefTeof his mind he had conceived before time,caried 
bloft he was with an hote defire to the revenge of difhonours paft, know¬ 
ing and hearing, that this moft fierce nation had for the (pace almoft of threefcore 
yeares together fet their fore matkes and cruell monuments in the Eaft of (laughter 
and faccage, as having oftentimes put whole armies of ours to the fword. Now,a 
twofold defire he had that inccnfed him to this warre: firft,for that impatient alto¬ 
gether of eafe and reft,he dreamed of nothing all night but trumpets andbattailes: 
againe,becaufe in the very prime and flower of his youth,being presented and cx- 
pofed to the warres of cruel! nations,whiles the prayers were yet frefh of kings and 
princes, who were thought might be vanquifhed by force of armes, rather than 
hold forth their hands by way of humble fopplication, he had an ardent defire, a- 
mong other ornaments of braverie andglorie,to infert in his ftyle the addition and 
furname of Parthicus: which impreafe of his,when fome idle and en vious backbi¬ 
ters fa w ro be fet forward with great preparations, they kept a muttqring, and gave 
it out, That it was a foule indignitie and pernitious, that by the exchange of one 
only bodie there fhould fo many ftirres and troubles be raifed,employing all their 
endevour and diligence in putting off this fervice and journey. Yea,and tney com¬ 
monly faid, even in the prefence of thofe, who they fuppofed would bring what 
they heard to the Emperours eare,Thar unlefte he went more calmely to worke m 
this cxceflive profperitie and fiiccefTe of his affaires,he would (like as corne that is 
growne over-ranke and plentifull, foone fall to the grounded lye along with the 
weight of his owne wealth and felicitie. And thus harping much a long time up* 
on this firing, with fecret plots and clofe devices they came barking m vaine about 
this valiant man (who was nothing moved hereat)much like unto thePygmsans 
or £ Thiodamasfhax. rufticall pefant o( hydia^aboui Hercules, But he for all this, as 
beein® of an haughtier fpirit than all the reft, never the later cafting and devifing 
with himrelfethegreatnefle of this voyage, endevoured earneftly to prepare all 
things meet and convenient therefore.Notwithftandmg all this J fay,hc drenched 
and embrued the altars exceeding oft,with much fheddingof bloudfacrificingo- 
therwhilesan hundred buls at once, and infinite flockes of fundne fmaller beafts, 
yea,an d white (heepe fou ght for and gotten fatre and neere by land and fea: fo that 
the fouldiors every day,in manner, that went over their heads, full pampered^and

frankefcdas ic wcre with plentieofflcfh, living rudely and;uncivilely^fid tbmugh 
their greedie defirc of bibbing quite marred and growne difoafed, were faine to 
be fee upon mensihoulders that parted by,and out of thole publjque houles ,where 
they Ihould have ftudied to punilh feafting rather than give. way andlibertie ther- 
to, to bee carried along the ftreets to their innes and lodgings, and above all o- 
thcr,the* Petulances and the Celtae, whole boldncfle and audacitie was in thole 
dayes growne above all meafurc. Moreover, the rites of fuperftitious ceremonies 
were come to an <exccfiive height with greatnefte of expence, before time unufuall 
and grievous to be endured: and every man (fincc he might doe any thing with¬ 
out impeachment) profefling knowledge in prophclie, as well the ignorant and 
unskilful!>as the learned and taught foholler,without all end 5 or any orders appoin¬ 
ted beforehand, were permitted to feeke after the anfwers given by oracles,and the 
Icience of peering into hearts bo wels,which now arid then difeover future events* 
yea,& the faithfull information ,where ever it might be found,of birds by finging 
of fowles by flying, and ofofies let fall from the mouth, were with ftudious affe¬ 
ctation of varietie fought for. And whiles thefe matters run on thus,as in time of 
peace, Julian ^ho was veiy ftudious and diligent to leame many things, entred in- 
toanew way of confultation, minding to lay open the propheticall and foothfay- 
mg veins of the Caftalian fountaine,which Hadrian** Cafar is faid to have flopped 
up with anhugeheapeof great ftones, fearing, leaft as himfelfe found by the pre¬ 
diction of the watersjthat he was to take the charge and government of the Com¬ 
mon weales fo others alfo might come by knowledge of the like: and-forthwith 
appointed that the bodies which had beene enterred" round about it, Ihould bee

Tnlianus writer h a booke called Mefepogon.againfi the Antiockeans. Htgemlj entreateth 
Theodorus of Hierapolis^ who hadftded with Conftar.tius. Theiudgentent of 
Ammianus Marccllinus, as touching the oxe Apis 
fought and found, 

H O wbeit among fuch principalland feriousbufineftes,hee feeraed 
to deale in one thing that was (uperfluous and unneceffarie, in 
: that upon a love that he had taken to popularicjMtovuhout any 
| probable reafon inducing him thereto, hee fet nfsnund tobring 
downe the price ofall things to be bought and fold in markets 
1 thecheapnerte whereof being ordered otherwife than is meet 
and convenienr,’is wont otherwilcs to breed fcarcitie and famine. And notwith- 
flandins the States of Antioch (hewed plainly, That it could not be effected at the 

time when he willed it,yet would he never a whit leave offhispurpofo: like for all 

the world to his brother Gallus, although he was not bloudily minded. Where¬ 
upon faring afterward againft them, as murmuring detractors and contumacious, 
he compiled an inveCtive volume, which hee called Antiochenfe s or Mefopogon, 
upon a malitious mind,reckoning up the (hamefull reproaches of the citie, and let¬ 
ting to more than were true. After which,underftanding there were many plea- 
fantjefts andskoffes made ofhim,being forced to diflimule all for the time,he boi 
led and fwelled againe inwardly with anger.For,mocked he was by thefe tearmes, 
as **Cercops , a little d warfe, ufingto ftretch his narrow fhouldcis, carrying a goats 
beard before him, and (talking with a wide pace, like as if he had beene a pother 
of" Otus and Iphialtes t thofe Giants whofe talneffc Homer infirmly fetteth out in the 
higheft degree. He wasalfotearmedin ftead of Sacrtcolaj. a devout ferverof God, 
ytifimariusj.the. common facrificer or butcher wherebymany a ^ ld ^^ b is ot - 
tenfacrificing. And verieaptly washeblamed in this bchaffe whenasforoften 
tation fake, he ufed veric boldly to carrie facred oblations for the 

panied w ifo a fort ofwomen, and he tookejoyandpleafu re therein^And although 

for thefeand the like caufes hef retted and chafed,yet he faid not a word, hmhol- 
dingin his paflion within the power of his mind .heedebratedhis (acred fotonm 
ties notwithftanding.To con C lud e ,upon a certaine fet Feffivall 
ted,heafcendeduptothemountaineCafius, fofullof woods, 

compaflexeaching up on highborn whence at the fecond cocke crowing the lun

cardcffc^and void of all fearephrough the elementie of thy Prince , who, as the wife man 
hath advtfed to cturtinijh ihe number of foes,and toencreafethe number of friends, of his 
none accord and wllinglyflrivethfo to do. After hee had pet formed the rites offacri- 
ficc.and was departed from thence,there was prefented unto him a writing from 
thego vernour of iEgypt,avouching, That the oxe Apis , which had heene fought with 
g rear diligence and mduflrie, might yet after a time be found; Which, as the inhabi¬ 
tants of thofe countries foppoic,is a token of luckinefle,ofplemifull fruits, and di¬ 
vers good bleflings: as touching which matter, it will bee requifit that fomewhat 
were briefly delivered. Among living creatures by auncientobfervation halowed, 
Mneuisand Apis are ofmorc note than thereft.Mneuis is confecrated lotheSun, 
concerning dgfch no memorable matter is recorded: the other following, to the 
Moon: For,Apis is an oxe,orbull,livcly pourtraied unto us with divers figures of 
natural marks,but marked moft of al with the fliapeofthe new Moon on his right 
flanke: who when as after a ccitaine appointed time oflife, heeis deepe plunged 
in a facred fountainc,and departed out of this life, (for hee may not liveany longer 
than the focretauthoritie of myfo’callbookes doth preferibe: nor but once in the 
yeare is there prefented unto him a cow,and the fame found with certaine e/pecial 
markes) another is fought for with publike forrow and lamentation: and if he may 
be found with all fignes right and perfect accordingly, he is brought to Memphis, 
a goodly citie^md ennobled with the prefence of god JEfculapius: and when by 
thecercmonious confecration of certaine prelats, to the number of one hundred, 
he is brought into a bed-chamber,and beginneth to be facred or hallowed, heeis 
(aid by manifeft conjectures to (hew the fignes of future things, and feemeth by 
certaine crooked tokens,to miflike fome as they come toward him: Like as upon a 
time,when he reje&ed and refufed GermamcmCafar^s we read in the Chronicles, 
•wntfyhudea* offering him meatjitportended what fell out within a while "after.

Lch in few words their opinions,fnch aslfuppofc found nceteunto the truth. 
SomeNaturallifts affirms.That in the parts lyingundertheNorth,when the cold 
Winters bind and freeze all, there be mightie great fnowes congealed and gathe¬ 
red together: and thefe afterwards refolded through the force of the exceeding 
hot Sunne.turne into clouds full of liquid and flowing humois, which by the 
eEtelian windsdrivenintothe South quarter, and wrung out With exceffiveheat, 
miniftcr plentious increafe of water to N Bus. Others are ofopinwn, That by oc- 
cafiofi overeat fhowers ofraine ia*iBthiopia,which by report, fall aboundantly habaf ^ ^ 
in thofe JUs, in the time of parching hot wcathcr.the faid river doth rile and o- M* ah"*— 
veiflow at certaine let times ofthc ycate. But thefe opimons both,feeme not to ac¬ 
cord with the truth: for,reported it is, Thattn iEthtopia either there failed) no 
fhowers at all.or elfe if they do,it is verie feldomc, and after great time betweenc.

figne Cancer,Nilus riferh higher untill his courfeinto Libra: and thus flowing a- 
loft for an hundred dayes together,beginneth afterwards to decreafe, and fo the 
hugenefle of h is water being abated,where as before he carried feips.now he fliew- 
erh the fields paflableby men on horfebacke. If it rife and fweii over-high, it { s as 
hurtfull,as unfruitfull othcrwife,ifit flow not highynough. For,by cxceffiveftorc 
of water Handing and fokingthe earth toolong,it letteth tillage of the fields and bv 
the fmalnefle thereof it threatneth (lender and barfeine come. Neither doth anv 
holder of land wife it to rife above fixreene cubits high. And if it happen to flow 
modcratly, thefcedcaftupon a landof fat foyle, yeeldeth increafc divers times 
threefcore and tenne fold. And it is the onely river that breedeth and atfoordeth 
nogalesofwind.

taineth s others againe perifh and come to their end after the manner. The little 
pretiebird * Trochilos, whiles it feekethfor feme picking offmall food , flying 
gently about him as he lyeth along, and by tickling his gombes feme what hard, 
commeth at length to the very place neere unto hisferoat: which when the water 
ferpent # Hydrus,akind of the Ichneumons, feeth, heentiethintothe paflage of 
his mouth, made open by the fayd bird that went before, and having gnawne 
through the belly, and tome in funder the vital! bowels, breaketh forth. This Cro- 
codile^sbold a beaftas it is to them thatflyefrom it, yet if he perceive one ventu¬ 
rous to fet upon him Jie ismoft timorous. Vpon the land he hath a very quicke 
fight,and forihe foure Winter moneths he is faid to eat no meat at all. There bee 
engendred alfo in thofe parts the water horfes Hippopotami, of all other beafts 
wanting reafon,moft wittie.feaped like horfes,but having cloven houfes and feort 
tayles: of whole readie and quicke wit, fuffice it fhall to fecw two proofes. This 
beaft having made his couch among the high over-growne reedcs/(landing very 
thicke together,with moft watchfull <care looketh about him to fee the coafts cleere 
and all at reft,and finding his time of libertie and opportunity, goeth forth to feed 
upon the (landing corne: and when hee beginneth now to returne with his bribe 
ftrut and full, by going back ward he maketh many diftind pathes,leaft the hunters 
following the direct line of one plaine and (freight way,feould light upon him,and 
without any difficulty wound him to death. Semblably ,when with over-greedie 
eating his bellie is (wollen fo big, that he waxeth unluftie and flow,upon the reeds 
that are new cut he walloweth and rolleth his thighesand legges, that (oby woun¬ 
ding his feet,the bloud ifluing forth might make him light .who was before fo cram¬ 
med up and fed fat 5 and then the fore raw places of his flefe hec daubeth over with 
mud,untill the wounds doe cicatrice, 3 nd be whole and even againe. Thefe rare 
beads, held for wonders and monfters before umc,the people of Rome faw firft in 
the risdilelhip of Scaurus , father to that Scaurus, whom whiles Tully pleadeth for, 
hecommaundeththe Sardi, That they alfo would, together with the authoritie of 
the whole world,have a good opinion of that noble houfe. And for many ages af¬ 
ter, being oftentimes brought hither, now can they be nowhere found (as the in- 
habitantsef thofe countries doe conje&ure) forced to flit (fowearic were they of 
the multitude of hunters courfing and chafing them (fill) unto the *■ Blemmya?. 

Among thefowles of Aigypt,thevarietie whereof is innumerable, the ■ Ibis is a 
facred bird,lovely and harmelefle in this regard. That tniniftring unto hcryoung 
ones in neaft the Serpents egges for food, (hee is the caufe that fuch mifehievous 
vermine is confirmed, and fo growc to bee fewer in number. The fame birds 
encounter whole companies of winged Snakes, which come out of the Arabian 
fennes, calling deadly poyfens: and the fame Serpents, before they goeout of 
their coafts (after thefe birds have by fighting in the ayre vanquiflred) they de¬ 
vour : and by report they bring forth their young at their bills, -digypt breedeth al¬ 
fo an infinit number of ferpents, to wit, the a Bafilisks, or Cocatrices, of all o- 
thermoft mifehievous and pernitious : alio the T Amphisbamar, the * Scy- ^ 
tala?, the * A contra?, the * Dipfedes , and the + Vipers, befide many other: ***** 

All which the - Afpis exceedcth by farre in bignefle and beautie; neither of 
his ovvne accord *gocth hec out of the river Nilus. Many things there bee in 
thofe tralhAthe reading whereof would verie well pay for the paynes, oat of 
which it wml bee fit and meet to declare fome few.

they werebrought upfohigh^rwfr/** the writer (heweth: Towers they be, erc- 
<acd to fuch an height,as exceedeth the handy workc of man • of a huge breadth 
in the bottotne,and riling to a moil fharpe pointed top: which figure in Geome¬ 
tric is tcarmed Py ramis, for that to the forme of fire c* *«#*> as we fay, it commeth 
to be fmall in the head,in fa ill ion of a C one or Pineapple: the greatneffe whereof, 
becaufe in climbing u p to an exceeding height, it groweth fmall by little and little, 
confumcth alfo the (haddowes,by mrchanicke reafon. There be alio Syringes,/, 
certainefiflulous noukes under the ground, and full of windings: which, by re¬ 
port, the skilful! profeflors of old rites having a fore* knowledge of a deluge*, and 
fearing leaft the memorie of their ceremonies fhould be quite abolifhed, built in 
divers places within,digefted orderly by curious and laborious delfes : and upon 
the wals,hewed out of the very rockcs, engraved many kinds of fo wles and wild 
beafts.yea,and infinite formes of other living creatures; which being not under- 
flood of the Latines,thcy called aa Hierogly phicke letteis.Then haveyou’Syenc, 
in which at thetime of the seftivall bb Solftice, when the Sunne Southward ftret- 
cheth to theuttermofl his Summer race,his beames going round about all things 
that ftand flreight upright, fuflfer no fhadowes to pafle from bodies. Hereupon it 
is,that if any man fhall fticke a flake upright,or fee a man or tree ftanding about the 
very edges of their lineaments, he fhall perceive the fhaddowes to be (pent.Like as 
at Meroe, being that part of dEthyopia which is next unto the iEquino&iail cir¬ 
cle, by report,it happeneth; where for ninetie dayes together the fhaddowes fall 
comrade to ours: and therfore the inhabitants therof they tearme Antifcij. Which 
becaufe they be many wonderfullthings,excecdmgthe purpofeof our fmall work, 
let us put them over toderpeand high wits, beeing minded oncly to make fome 
bnetc narration as touching the provinces therein. 

Chap. xvi. 

the provinces and cities of JEgypt and Alexandria by name, are deferiled: 
wttb addition of famous mens names, and Sciences fiourfowg 
in times faft m JEgypt. 

H Egypt, as men fay in auncicnt times, had three provinces, to wit, JE- 
gypt it felfe, *Thebais,and Lybia: unto which the pofteritie follow¬ 
ing adjoynedtwaine,namely,*Auguftamnica, feveredfrom the faid 
province Asgypr, and ’Peniapolis,divided from the drier Lybia.The- 
bais therfore contained! in it,among many cities,thefe more famous than the refl, 
to wit, Hermopolis and *Coptos,*Antinoon alfo, which Hadrianus built in the 
honour of Antinomy young ftripling fand darling of his.] As for Thebes ’Hc- 
catompylos, who knoweth it not i Within Auguflamnica flandeth *Pelufium,a 
“* noble towne, which Peleus the father of Achilles is faid to have founded,bcing wil¬ 
led by the commaundement of the gods to be purged in that lake,which runneth 
hard by the wals of the fame citie, what time as after he had killed his brother Phe- 
cus, he was haunted and harried with the horrible apparitions and fpe&res of Fa- 
"• ties: alfoCaffius,where flandeth the fepulchieof Pompej the Grea*’Oftracine 
r likewifo and"Rhinocorura?. In Pentapolis Lybia, ’ Cyrene is fuuate, a citie of 
good anuquiue, but not inhabited, which Bassos the Span&ne built: Alfo 

’Ptole- 
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*PtoIcmais,and * Arfinoe,the fame that Teuchira r liktnvifc Darius and’Berenice, *A<oivor Acre, 
which alfo they call Hefperides: but in thedrier Lybia, * Paretonion,’ Cherccla, *£21^. 
and NeapoUs,among fome few fmall free townes. Asgypt it fclfe,which cverfince oL'.^aS! 
that it becafoe annexed to the Romane Erapire,is ruled by Prefers, over and bfr 2ZT taa *' ot 
fide many fmaller cities, hath Athnbis,Oxyrynchus,Thmuis,and’Memphis^ight *or Chirtcla. 
great cities to bcautifie it. As for * Alexandria, h is the very head of all cities,enno- Merv 

bled in manyrefpe&s,and namely by the magnificence©! the founder, that moft ^*, ndroo3 ' 
high *prince,and the cunning of Dinocrates themafter of the Workes, and chiefe *• 

builder thereof 5 who when he layed the foundation of the large and faire wals .for rc *‘ 
want of lyme(at the fame inftant unneth found) beftrewed all the circuit thereof, 
drawne otic by line,with meale,which by an accidental! figne forefhewed, that the 
citie afterward was liketo ahound with plenteous ftore of vufluals: there the hole- 
fome winds doe blow § there is the aire calme and mild: andas experiments gathe¬ 
red in fundrie ages hath fhewed, there is no day almoftintheyeare,but theinhabi- 
bitants of this citie fee the Sunne fhine deereand bright. This qpaft,that it fhould 
not as heretofore,annoy the faylers with many dangers, by reafon of the deceitfull 
and perillous paflages to the land, Q^ecne Cleopatra deviled to fet up in the haven 
an high tower,called of the very’place it felfe Pharos, yeelding themeanesof gi- ♦ Phato , thcIfl4 
ving light unto fhips fayling in the night feafon: whereas in times paft, fuch fhips ^ r F ^ roo ‘ oc 
as cameoutoftheParthenianorLybian lea, feeing along the flatfhorcs, void of 
mountaines^nolandmarkes either of’watch-towers or hils,ran on ground upon ♦ 0 rBa«ka*. 
the foft and clammiefands, and fo were fplit in funder. T his very fame Pueene 
built the *Heptaftadium,no leffe wonderful for bignefle than incredible alraoft for *a ?!«««»«*. 
the quickedifpatch thereof,and that foracaute well knowne and neceflarie,which peat furlongs of 
is this. The Ifland Pharos (where Homer m his fwclling veine of fabulous Poetric kST” 
devifeth. That Proteus kept with his hoards of fea-Calves or Seales, lying a myle 
from the ftrond,on which the faid dtie flandeth) was hound to pay toil for portage 
unto the Rhodians: which,when ’fome from thence came and demanded excef « PllblicanOTt0f 
fively,thisladie,whofe wits fervedheratalltimestoworkewyles, having under a 
colour of folemne and feaftivall holy dayes trained fborth the (aid fermors or toll- 
gatherers with her to the places under the citie fide, caufed by unceflant and reft- 
lefle labour a piece of worke to be finiflied: and in feven dayes, for fo many fladia, 
by making huge dams and bankes within the fea, there was woon land unto the 
maine neere adjoyning: and thither went (he then in her waggon, and faid. The 
Rhodians miftooke and were deceived, who were to demaund tollage of Iflands, 
andnotof the Continent. Bcfidesthefe,there are temples prowdly ftanding with 
high lantemcs and fteeples * among which, ’Serapium carriethup the head aloft: • T he«mpk of 
which, although there be but few words and little fpeechgoe of it, yet with moft SeTtpu ’ 
ftately courts and porches fupported upon pillars,with Uvely portraits and images, 
and with a number of other artifidall workes fo adorned it is, that excepting the 
Capitol!, whereby venerable Rome advaunceth it felfe m majeftic for ever, the 
world cannot fee a more fumptuous and glorious thing. Wherein were libraries 
of ineftimable worth, and all the auncicnt records jointly doe teftifie, That feven 
hundred thouiand bookesbeftowedthere,((udiwas.the vigilant care of Ptelomeyes 
the kings) were in the Alexandrine wanre,whilcs the dtie was lacked under Cafar ^ 

Dicrator 3 bumt to afhes. Twelve miles fromthence flandeth* Canopus, to which, 
the Pilot of UlieneUus y c& auncient monuments bcare wimefle, thoeburied, gave 
that name: a place even to this day built fomptuoufly withchurcbcsandgoodly 
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faire in nes,through Which the winds blow that are of an hciefbme temperature,in- 
fom uch,that any man living in thofe tra&s would thinke,that he maketh his abode 
without our world, when oftentimes he (hall hearethe winds make a gentle noy ft, 
withawarmeayreandSunneftiinebreath . But Alexandria it felfe not afifingby 
little & Iittle,as other cities,but at the very firft built large with a (pacious compafie, 
and a long time grievoufly wearied with domefticall diflentions,at laft,after many 
yeares,whiles Aurelianus vvasEmperour, what time as civile brawlcs brake out to 
•orpoondlying mortallbroyIes,whereby thewals were ruinate,loft thegreateftpartof her*terriro- 
w “ b,n,t ' ries,namedBruchion,after it had beenefora long time the feat and dwelling place 

of excellent and renowmed men. Thence defeended AriSlarchus ,that famousand 
' m oft learned Grammarian, Herodian al(o a diligent ftudenrand fearcherinto the 
mod curious arts • likewife Sac cm Ammomus the mafter of Plotinus , and a number 
of other writers in many noble profeflions of learning: among whom, Chalcemc- 
rus memorable forhis enterprifeofmanifold fciences,caried a great name; 

who in thofe fixfc>okes, wherein fometime he findeth fault, though unperfe&Iy, 
*ikoffi«gPocu. with Tully , following herein the * Sillographi, foule tongued and rayling writers, 
blamcth the j udgement of learned eares,faringherein,with his unfavorieand affe- 
<ftatefpeechjikeuntoafoolifhwhelpe,that afar re offkeepeth abarkingand baying 
about a terrible roaring Lyon. And albeit there were many more together with 
thefe,whom I have named,that flouriflied herein old time,yet in the famecitie the 
profeflions of fundrie forts of knowledge are not even in theft daies filentrfor both 
the tnafters of Mathematickcs, after a fort here breath and live ftill, and whatfoever 
lyeth darke and hidden,is difeovered and layed open by the Geometricians ftaffc: 
neither as yet among them is Muficke altogether decayed and gone,nor harmonic 
huflit: and even yetamong fome,blackethough they be, the skill and obfervation 
of the heavens motion and of the ftarres is hotely profefled againejand in one word 
learned there be among them not a few. Over and befides,cunning they are in the 
fcienceof prophefic and divination, which openeth the courfes of the Deftinies. 
And as for Phyficke,whereof,in this life of ours (which can littleskill of tempera¬ 
ture and (obiietic)rhe many helps and meanes are right requifite and needfull, the 
ftudieaud pradhfetherof encreaftth daily fo,that although it ftandmoft uponpra- 
difea.nd experience,yetinlieuof al experiments,it fufficeth fora Phyfitian to com¬ 
mend the authoritie of his skill,if he doe but fay,That he was trained up therein, at 
Alexandria, And thus much verily may ftrve as touching theft matters.But if any 
man wil with a quicke underftanding rcvol vethe manifold introdmffions into the 
intelligenceof Divinitie,and the originall of fore- knowing things to come,he (hall 
find that fuch kind of learning was from ./Egypt carryed and fpread over the whole 
world. Here firft, men long before others,came to the fundrie rudiments and cra- 
dlcs^s they fay,of Religion: and the firft principles of their (acred myfteries, they 
warily keepe and (ave,beftowed in fecret (an&uaries. In this knowledge Pjtkago- 
ras being inftnafted and according to it fecretly worlhipping the gods,whatfoever 
he(aidoiheId,heordained the fame to ftand in (lead ofan cc approved authoritie: 
and oftentimes he (hewed at Olympia his golden thigh,and was from time to time 
ftenetotalkcwithan Angel!. And hence it was that Anaxagoras foretold, That 
ftones mould fall from heaven-and by handling themudthatwasina pit or well, 
gave a predi8ionofthe earthquakes that enfiicd. *f*Wfoby thchelpes heehad 
Kom the opinions of the /Egyptian Pricfts,by making lawes according to the dirc- 
ctionpfjuftioe^broughtthc^reatcftftrcngthandvalididcto the Roman lawaifo. 

From 
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From thefefountaines glorious Wifedome, in imitation of luftter , marching on 
hi°h with brave and loftie words,having not feene /Egypt, hath as it were in war¬ 
fare difplayed her banners. Now,for the /Egyptians themfelves, they be men (or 
the moft part fomewhat of a darkefwart colour and blacke,and much encliniog to 
meIancholie,leane and drie } uponeverie motion wrathful and angry litigious,and 
moft ea°redemaundeis againe [Tor any ar rerages and dueties behind.] If any one 
of them by his deniall of tributes could not (hew upon his body many blacke and 
blew markcsjhe would be afhamed : And to this day there could not be found the 
torment fo violent,as to fetch out ofany of their hearts obdurat and hardened in 
robberie,fomuch,as to te 11 what his proper name was. Andthisone thing more¬ 
over is wdlknowne,3s appeareth by our antient Annales, That all /Egypt hereto¬ 
fore was ruled by their kings, freinds unto the State of R ome: but after that Amo - 
niezndCleopAtra t weie inthebattaileatSeabefore Adium vanquiflied, it became 
potfefifed by Oftavianus Augujius, and tooke the name of a province. As (or Li¬ 
bya the drie,we attained unto it by vertueofthelaft wil & tefhment of king Apion. 

Cy rense with the refidue of the cities in Libya Pentapolis, we received as a gift at 
the bountifull hand of Ptolemtus. Having thus launched out a great way, I will rc- 
turne now to the order of my hyftorie begun. 






THE XXIII. BOOKE. 


Chap. I. 


Iulianus takingunto kVwSalluftius as Collegue , yohom be ordained to bee 
PrdfeCifor Galliagoeth in baud -with the rectification of the Temple at 
Jerufalem, but in tame. Being terrified yvith ominous fignes, 
andprotigious tokens,yet mindetb he torn- 
terprife the Perjian ypar. 


Heft were the ads,to fay nothing offmal raattersand minutes 
ofaffaires that pafled this yeare in the Provinces: But Julian 
Igy*; ^having bcene thrice Conful alreadie, taking unto hi m'Sallu- 
|0i| flitu the Praefedt in Gaule, to the fellow (hip of wearing the 
1 Confulare robc,entred himfelfc that moft honourable magi- 

\jEsSa ftracie the fourth time : And a ftrange noveltie it was 
m&SzA thought, to haveaprivatperfon joynedtothe Empeiour in 
that place of dignities thing that no man could remember done (ince Dioclefun 
and AriHobulm time. And although he with careful! mind conceiving aforchand 
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the varietie of accidcnts,ha Acned forward with ardent defire the manifold prepa¬ 
rations for the expedition > yet diftrufting mens diligence eveiic where, and much 
defiring to propagat the manor iall of his Empire by fome great workcs,hce inten- 
dedwith exccfiive coft to reedifie that furoptuous and (lately temple in times pad 
at Ierufa!em,which after many mortal skirmifhes and aflauhs, during the fiege that 
Vejptfian firft,and Titus afterwards layd unto it,was with much adoc hardly forced 
and beaten downe: And he gave the charge of difpatching the bufineffe with 
fpeed,to Alypittsoi Antioch, whofometime hadbeenedeputie a governor of Bri¬ 
tannic. When as therefore rhe fayd Alypius was earneftly bent upon this affaire, 
and the ruler of the*provincedid fet to his helping hands behold certaine fearefull 
flaming balls of fire iffuing forth neere unto the foundations, and making many 
terribleafiaults,confumed fundrie times the workemen,and made the place unac- 
ceffable: and by reafon that this dement flill gave the repulfe, the enterprife was 
given over. At the fame time were fent from Rome unto the Emperour, as embaf- 
fadors, noble perfonages of high birth, and for their approved life and converfati* 
onknownetobeofgooddefert, whom he honoured with fundrie dignities. As 
for Apronianus , he decreed, that he fhouid be Praffdft of Rome $ and Oclxvianus 
Proconful of Affrickc*to Vermttu* he committed the deputifhip of Spline* and 
Rufinus Arabius he promoted to be Lieutenant generall of the Eaft, in the place of 
his uncle Juliantes late deccafod. Which affaires thus ordered,as meet it was,behold 
he was terrified with a certaine ominous figne,thattookeeffed,as the event fhew- 
cd,moff furcly and with fpeed. For,by occafion that Felix the Treafurei fodainely 
dyed ofa flux of bloud,and the laid Lieutenant Julian followed (freight after him, 
the common fort having an eye to the *publick titles,and putting all together,pro¬ 
nounced IulianusfwlixjLnd Auguftusfti ow,there had gone before another fcarc- 
full and adverfe figne alfo: For,upon the verie *kalends of Ianuarie, as he went up 
to the temple of Genius^ whereto men afeend by ftairs,oneof thecolledge of priefts 
moreantient than the reft,fell downe fodainely without any bodie thrufting him, 
and with that cafualland unexpe&ed fall,yeelded up hisghoft: which the (lan¬ 
ders by,whether for want of skill,or upon a mind they had to flatter, faid, did pre¬ 
tend fome fuch accident unto the elder of the two Confuls,and namely to Sallulii - 
us ; but as it appeared ,fore-(hewed it was thereby,That death approached not un¬ 
to him that was more auncient in yeares, but precedent in power and authoritie. 
Befides thefe,there were other fmaller fore-tokens likewife,which otherwhiles pre¬ 
faced that which happened : For,at the verie beginning of making preparation for 
this Panhicke expedition, word was brought, That Conftantinople was (haken 
with an earth-quake: which the skilfullSoothfayersin this kind, pronounced to 
beno fortunat figne unto theruler,that was in hand with the over-running of ano¬ 
ther Princes Realmejand therefore advifod him to defiftfrom this unhappie enter¬ 
prife : affirming,That thefe and the like tokens,thus farre forth, and not other wife, 
oughtto be contemned,iftherebeinvafionmadeby aforreine power: forthen, 
this one rule abideth fume and perpetually By all meanes to (land b upon our (afc- 
guard and defence,all violence of death whatfoever notwithftending. At the verie 
fame time intelligence was given unto him by !ctters,Thac the propheticalibookes 
of being by hiscommaundement perufed and confulted with at Rome,as 
touching this warre,by a plaineanfwcr forbad the Emperour that yeare to depart 
from his owne limits. And yet amongthcfeoccurrents,the embafiadours of many 
nations that promifed their ay d, after libcrall entertainment had their difpatcb. 
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and were font home again,with this anfwer oftheprince,proceeding from a brave 
confidence, That it no wayes became the State of Rome to bee defended by helpe from 
firongers \whofe meanes meet it wasfhouid maintaine theirfriends and allyes % tn cafe they 
•were driven upon neeefiitiete call for and crave their fuccour : Onely Arfaces king of 
Armenia,he warned to gather uis puiffant forces together, andartend his will and 
pleafure,as who (hould quickly know whereto he tended, and what hee oughtto 
urgeand fetforwrd. Wherefore,uponthefirft opponunitiethat might (land with 
his advifed & confiderat confultations,making haft with a fore- running rumor, to 
be foifedofthe enemies lands,having before the mid-fpring fent by his militaric 
companies a token or watchword,giving notice of an expedition, hee commaun- 
ded them all to pafle over Euphrates. Which being once knowne,they all hieaway 
fpeedily out of their wintering harbours,and having eroded the river,as the hyfto- 
rieenfuingfhalldeclare,weredifperfod ifito fundrie (lations,and expeded their 
Princes coraming. 

Chap, i i. 

Being departed out of Antioch fe was troubled and haunted withfirangefgnes and 
dreames: but afterwards comforted agattte by fundrie prefages,and the 
arrivall of a mofi puifiam Armache , heproceedetb 
in his intended voyage, 

Vt he,being readie to depart from Antioch,made one Alexander of'He¬ 
liopolis,a turbulent and cruell man Judge over Syria $ and faid withal, 

That the man had not indeed deferved the place,but fuch a Iuftice as 
he was meet for the covetous and (pightfull Antiocheans. And when 
the multitude ofall forts accompanied him to his departure, wifhing an happie 
journey, and a glorious returne,befeeching him from thenceforth to be mild and 
gentle unto them, for that his anger which he had conceived of their fcomfullrc- 
proofes and reproaches,was not as yet afliiaged, hee gave them rough language, 
faying,He would thenceforth foe them no more. For, he (aid,That he determined 
after the expedition ended,to returne a neerer way toTarfus in Cilicia, there to 
winter 5 and that he had written to Memorius the Prefident,That in the fame town * 

all things (hould be put in readme fTe fir for him : and in truth this fell out indeed 
not long after. For his corps being brought backe thither with fmall pompe of fu¬ 
neral obfoquies,was enterred,as himfelfe gave order,in a place neere the cities fide. 

And now when rhe weather began to be war me and lightfome ,the * third day be- °* 

fore the N ones of March he tooke his voyage, and with ufoall journeyes came to 
Hierapolis: where,as he entred the gates of that mod (patious and large citie,a gal- 
lerieonthe left hand fodainely fell downe,and,befides a number that were woun¬ 
ded with the weightie fall of tymberpeeces and tyles,cruflied to death fiftie foul- 
diers as they were going under it. From whence with all his forces aflembled to- 
gether,he advanced his enfignes into*Mcfopotamia fo fpeedily, that before any *mcwWW. 
rumor ran ofhis commingffor thereofhe had taken verie carcfull heed before)hec 
furprifod the Aflyrians at unawares. And in the end,having upon a bridge of (hips 
paffed over Euphrates with his armie,and the aids of Scythians,he came to Batne, 
a free towne ofOfdroena,and there found he a forrowfiill token prefixing ULFot 
when a number of campe (laves flood neere unto an exceeding high flack of draw, 
for to take from thence according to their cuftomefoder(for in this roaner in thole 
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countries fuch kinds offarage ate mowed up) whiles many were plucking thereat, 
the whole mow or ftacke being fhaken was borne downe^nd with the huge heap 
ofthat which fell,overwhelmed in femblablcmanerfiftie men to death. Depar¬ 
ting from thence with hcavie cheere,he rodeapace and came to Carr*, an aunci- 
cnc towne, remarkeable for the defeature and overthrow of Crafim and the Roman 
armic j whence there be two diftinft high road wayes,lcading into Perfia .* Thatou 
the left hand by *Adiabena and Tigris, the other on the right hand by the Adri¬ 
ans and Euphrates. And having ftaied there for certaine dayes to provide neccfla- 
ries,and to offer facrifice unto the Moon (which in thofe trads after the rites of the 
place is devoutly worfhipped)it is reported of him,that before the verie altar, with¬ 
out admiflion of any onethither to bewitnefleorprivieio what he did, hefecret- 
ly delivered unto Procopius > his kinfman,his purple coat of armes,and charged him 
boldly to enter upon the Imperiall dignitie, ifhec underftood that himfelfe was 
flaineinParthia. And here, as Iulian tooke his reft and lay afleepe, his mind dif- 
quieted with dreames, prefaged fomc unfortunataccident to follow. Wherefore, 
both himfelfeandtheexpoundersalfoof vifions, confidering the pretent occafi- 
ons,pronounced, That the day following, which was the *fburetcenth day before 
the Kalends of A prill fhould be well obferved, But,as it was knowne afterwards, 
the verie fame night the temple of Apollo Palotinus in R ome, whiles Apr onion us ru¬ 
led as Praefe<ft,was on fire and burned: where,if good helpe on everie fide had not 
come in, the flames of fire were fo great,that they had confumedalfo the propheti- 
callverfesof Sybylla, And after his forces thus ordered, and difpote made ofvictu¬ 
als in everie kind,word was brought even then by the light horfemcn difcoveiers, 
who came blowing in all haft, That the troups of the enemies horte having broken 
through a certaine limit neercadjoyning,hadforrayed and on a fodaine driven a- 
way booties: With the grievous occurrent of which adverfe accident,being much 
troubled,he forth with,as he had purpofed before, committed unto thefayd Froco- 
/ior the charge of thirriethoufandfe!e<ftfouldiers,joyning with him in the like co- 
miffion .SVW//4»a*Comes,Iate*MarquefteofoEgypt: And then hce com man« 
ded,Thatfor the prefent they fhould make their abode within Tigris, and have a 
vigilant eye to all places,leaft from any fide not furely guarded and obferved, fome 
fodaine and unexpected mifehiefe might arife, as oftentimes many fuch chances, 
he fayd, had happened: And he gave them in charge withall, That,if convenient¬ 
ly it might be,they would joy ne with king A r foces\ and together with him mar¬ 
ching in a running campe by the way of Corducna and Moxoena, having wafted 
Chil iocomus, that fruitfull traCl of Media and otherquarters, make (peed to meet 
with himfelfe, whiles he yet abode in Aflyria, andbereadieataJI affayes, and up* 
on cvenefodaine and urgent occafion ro aflift him. Having ordered thefe af- 
f ay res in this wife, himfelfe making temblance, that he would goe out by Tigris, 
which way hee commaunded alfo for the nonce to bee layed withprovifion of 
fundneforts of furniture, turned on the right hand; and when hee had pa fled 
that rughtmreft and quietnefle, in the morning hee called, as his manner was, 
^“^^Mdthoewas brought unto him an horfe named Baby- 
happening to be fore vexed with a fuddaine gripe or wring in his 
’ and whiles hee was notable to endure the paine, wallowetha- 

ri’onte PenC ' h to «parifon and ornaments richly garaifhed 

with gold and pretious ftones. At which ftrange fight he tooke ereatiov, and 
ayed out, with the applaufe of thofe next about him , That ’Babylon was 

“ fallen. 
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&llen and lay along on the ground difpoyled of all her ornaments. Andbe- 
ino flayed there a while, untill by luckie and propitiatorie faaifices hce had ra¬ 
nged this fortunate token of praefage, heec^me toDevana, agamfon fortrefle, 
whence the river Belias fpringing,poureth it felfe into Euphrates. Here, after they 
had wcU reffefhed their bodies with meat,they came the next dayto*Cailinifum s 
a ftron° towneof defence,and for rich chcvifance and quicke traffique a molt de- 
leclableplace: where, upon the fixt day before the Calends, on which atRome 
annuveifarie c feafts arefoltmnized with great pompe in honour of the motherof 
the gods and the chariot which carriethher image, is by report wafned in the 
ftrearaeof *Almon, havingafter the auncient manner performed this facred fo- 
lemnitie hce tooke his reft quietly and flept all night, whereupon hee conceived andtumwhmto 
much toy and contentment. The morrow next enfuing he departed from thence 
bv the very edge of the river bankes, wherethe ftreame was big by occafion ofo- 
ther brookes conflowing thither on every fide, marching in warlike fort with his 
forces armed and weaponed 5 . and there hetooke up his ftation,and abode under 
tents: wherethe potentates and princes of thcSaracenes humbly upon their knees 
prefenting unto him a crovvne of gold, honoured him as the Lord of the world, 
and of their nations 3 who were gladly received, as men meet forwarlike bngan- 
dize and robberie . Now, whiles he was in communication with them, behold 
there arrived theflet,comparable to the Armadoof that moft puiftant hng Xerxes, 
under the conduct of Conliomiontts the T ribune, and Luctllianw the Comes: * 0:Lk)xaa ^ 
which tooke up the moft fpacious river Euphrates fo, as that hardly it was able to 
receive it: as wherein were a thoufand foippesofburthcn,framed of divers pieces 
of timber, bringing with them aboundance of viSuals, wnhftoreofcafhng- 
weaponsand engines of artillerie meet forfiegeand aftault. Fiftie warre-fhippes 
there were befidcs,and as many more, neceflfarie for joymng together, and ma* 
king of bridges.

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As for the Scorpion.which now they call Onager,this is the forme thereof.There 
betwoplankeshewen of OkeorHelme, and thole are fomewhat curbed fo as 
they may feeme to beare up or ftar\d out with backes; and thefe in manner nf a 
* IZ*™ ^ * Savv ' mac hi ne are tiec *kH together, as being bored through on both fides with 
good wide holes- between which through the holes are flrong ropes tied,keepinp 
in the whole frame together,that it flyeand Hart not afunder. From the vety midlt 
of thefe ropes there rileth forth a beameof wood overth wart, and after thefafoion 
of a yoke fpirc or tiller cre&ed, which is tied with cords or firings at fuch meafures 
and gages, that it may be fet up or let downe lower: and to the top thereofare iov 
ned yton hookes,from which there hangeth a fling-focket of tow oryron; under 
which piece of wood there ly eth a huge great bouttrifle or fupporter, even havro 
cloth fluffed full of finall draw and chaffe, fattened thereto with lirong bindings 
and planted upon turfes heaped up together, or elfe a banfceraifed with raw bricks* 
for fuch a mightie engine as this beeing fet upon a wall of Hone, forceth afunder 
and breaketh what ever it findeth under it * not for the weight, but the violent 
lhake that it giveth. When as therefore it is come to the point ofskirmifh or fight, 
and that a round Hone is put into the fling, foure liillie young men on theone fide 
unfolding the barres whereto theropes are incorporate, draw backethe flyle or 
itandard up tothehooke: and fo at length the mailer of the Engine Handing aloft, 
giving a mightie ftroke with an hammer, fetteth open the rayIes that containe the 
binding of the whole worke: whereupon the ftandard being now at hbertie with 
that qmckc Uroke,and hitting againll the foft haire cloth aforcfaid,hurleth out the 
Itone that will batter whatfoever is in the way. And verily it is called Torment urn, 
for that out of it all the unfoldi ng is whirled and hurled out: but a Scorpion (be-

whatfoever it runneth againfi, it may with thole foarpe heads that fo beare out, 
batter and breakc in pieces. This fo Hrong and huge a frame,the louldiors within 
ruling with wheeles and a number of ropes.drive with maineand fpeedie force a- 
eainft the weaker part ofa wall: and unlclfe the defendants from above bee the 
lhon^er, and quit themfdves the better, it beateth downe the walls, and maketh 
wide°breaches.

Iulianus fetting nought by the letters of the PrafeffofGaule, pafleth over into Perfia, 
and then pluck eth up the bridge. to take away all hope from theJouWors to re¬ 
turne. And once againe wearied he is with aaverfe prodigies.whiles 
the Sooth fay ers and Naturalifts dsfagree about the inter¬ 
pretation offuchftrange tokens . 

H He Emperor having taken to him the Aids ofthe Saracenes,which they 
offered with mott willing and readie minds, marching with quicke 
pace toward Cercufium,in the beginning of Aprillentrcd into that 
1 fenced townc,a place moft fafe,and as finely and workemanly built; 
the wals whereof the rivers * Aboras and Euphrates compaffe about, foapmg our, *ciuk?. 
as it were,the Ipaciousplotof anIfland. This fort,being but fmall aforetime, and 
tufpeded Dioclefiam enclofedround with high walls and towers, what time as m 
the very confines of the Barbarians he did fet out and ordaine the inward limits, 
leaft the Perfians might raunge over Syria, as within few yeres before it chaunced, 
to the arcat detriment and damage of theprovinces. For it happened at Antioch, 
that whenall was Hill and filent,at the folemnc ftage-playes a dauncing*Tregetout or¬ 
ient in to make fport together with his wife,was a&ing and counterfeiting a rtaine 
geftures that were commonly and ufually taken up, withfo plea&ntand delight, 
fome a eracc,that the people were aftonied thereat, fuddamelyhis wife, Vnlejje I 
dreamefauoih foe) in myfleepe, loe yonder be the Perfuns. Whereat the whole mul¬ 
titude turning their heads backefor to decline Mid avoid the darts that cainc “ying 
thicke about their cares,were difperfed every way. Thus the enemies, when they 
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had burnt the citic, and hewed a number in pieces, who as in time of peace were 
ftragled abroad very lofelyat their pleafurcs,when they had fired alfo and wafted 
the villages and places bordering upon itjoaden with booties and pillage,retumed 
home, without receiving any hurt arall* after they had burnt * CMareaaes quickc 
who without good advifement had led them forth,to the death of his owne coun= 
trey men. And this fortuned verily in the dayes oiGaUienus. But Julian , whiles 
heftayethatCercufium,tothe end,that by a bridge of (hips over Aboras, the ar- 
mie and al 1 thetraine following might pafte over, received letters, That nothing 
pleafedhim from SaUuftmsf ) [xfe£t of Gaule, who prayed him that the expedi¬ 
tion againft theParrhians might be put off, and earneftly befought him. That hec 
would not thus haftily and unfeafonably plungehimfelfc into an irrevocable dan¬ 
ger of deftruftton, having not as yet obtained the grace and favour of the gods, 
Howbeit v rejecting the advertifement of this moft fage and wife counfellor, hee* 
boldly adfaunced forward ftill: for why, Never was there any power or prowejje of 
man able to merit and prevailefo much, but that which the fat all order of Deftinies had 
once preferibed, mufl needs take effect. And forthwith,having pafled over the river 
heecaufed the bridge to bee plucked in funder and had away, that the fouldiors 
might have no confidence or hope remaining, to returnebacke from their proper 
companies and regiments. In like fort here alfo was feenea fight pra?faging hcavie 
and unluckie fortune, to wit, thedeadcorpcs lying along of a certaine officer or 
purvcyor,executcd by the hangmans hand,whom SallujUus the Pr^fe# being pre- 
fentin p!ace,had condemned tofuffer death and loofe his head, for that having gi¬ 
ven his promife,to deliver an encreafe of victuals within a day prefixed,was by rea- 
ffinof a caufc of impeachment difappointed, and did ff uflrate mens expectation. 
But when the poore man(a pitifull cafe) was done to death,the very next morrow, 
as he had made promife, arrived another fleet fraighc with plentie of cornc and vi- 
(ftuall. From thence we departed and came to Zaira,a place;which by interpretati¬ 
on is as much as the Olive tree. Here faw we the brave and admirable tombe of 
the Em p ero u r *Gordian i \v hole a<5is from the veiy beginning of his childhood,and 
whole mod for tunate conducts ofarmies^ogether with his death wrough t by trai- 
terous confpirat°rs,we have in orderput downein due time. Where,when hehad 
of his inbred pieue & devotion facrificed to the Manes of that confecrated prince, 
andwas going forward to Dura adifpeopledtowne,hee e/pied a farreofF a com- 
pame of fouldiors j whereat he flood ftill and ftirred not a foot: and as he was in 
doubt, what newes they brought,there was by them prefented unto him a Lyon of 
amofthugeand mightie bodie,wounded to death with many a dart,as heemade 
toward the armie. Vpon which fight,givingnow,as it were, a morecertaine pra> 
m ° re *°“ f P^cle,he bare himfelfe aloft,and marched on with 
rer «>uiageand jolme.

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Romanos vincerepoffe, 1 .1 fay,thy felfe ALacides the Romans vanquiffi may. How¬ 
beit the Tufcane Soothfayers which were in his traine,and had skill in thefe prodi¬ 
gious and prefaging tokens, confidering there was no credit given unto them, 
when they oftentimes prohibited and difluaded this expedition, brought foorth 
their bookes of rites and ceremonies,ffiewed plainclytheforefaid fightwasafigne 
prohibitoiie,and contrarie to a prince that invadeth (although juftly) a forraine 
princes kingdome. Butdowne went they ,and were troden under foot,in compa- 
rifon ofPhilofophers that gainefaid them,whofe authoritiein thofe dayes was had 
in great efteeme and reverence,who othervvhiles (hoot wide of the marke, and yet 
in matters whereof they have no perfect knowledge,(land ftiffely a long time. Foe 
they pretended and alledged,as a probable argument to maintainc the truth and 
credit of their skill,in that unto Maximian alfo before time Cafar^ being now at the 
point to joine battail with Narfes king of the Perfians,there was in like miner a lion 
and ahuge wild bore alfo tendered,(lain both together: & he.fay they,after he had 
vanquifhed that nation departed in fafetie. But little confidered thefe Philofb- 
piiers,that thereby deftrudion was portended to him that invaded and fought for 
othermens lands: and well it is knowne, that Narfes began firft to feize Armenia 
into his hands,which was fubjeCt to the Roman power and jurifdiCiion. 


Chap. V. 

Otherprefacingfignes diver fly expounded. A perfuafive oration 0 /Iulianus unto his 
fouldters , as touching hot purfuit of the warre aratnft the Perfians. 


H EmbIabIy,the day following,which was the Teventh before the Ides of * l} *7 l diyc{ 
A prill,when the Sunne grew now toward fetring, fbdainelyof a verie ApTlU ‘ 
fmall cloud,the ayre fb thickened,thatall the light of the day was quite 
gone; and after terrible thunder claps & flafhes of lightning that came 
thick one after another, a fouldier named Jovianus was ftrucken’from heaven, &fel 
dovvne dead, together with two horfes, which hee was bringing backe from the ri¬ 
ver afterthey had drunke their fill. Which when he faw, he fendethfor the inter¬ 


preters of thefe and fuch like fignes, who being demaunded, What they thought 
thereof? avouched confidently That it alfo prohibited this expedition and inten¬ 
ded war,fhewingthat lightning was a counfellor: (for fb are thofe rearmed which 
advifeordifluadeany thing tobc done.) And therefore efpeciall heed was to bee 
taken hereof, bccaufe it killed a fouldier that carried an *high and great name,to- *Fof,it.iiod<dco 
gethei with horfes,thatarcbeafls for warre: and places fmitten or blaftedby this 
meanesjthe bookes which treat oflightnings,pronounce, That they ought not to £!^. tintfac 
be looked or troden upon. On the contrarie fide,That Phylofbphers argued, that 
thebrighmetteoffacredfirefodainely feene, is not fignificative, but onely is the 
coude or fhooting of a fwiftand vehement exhalation,thruft foraewayoutof rhe 
skie downe to the lower parts: or if aught were fore-tokened thereby, it fhewed 
before hand encreafeof honour and renowne unto the Emperour in his glorious 


enterprife: confidering^hat certaine it is, flames of their owne nature, if there be 
nothing to checke them.flie up on high. WeU,when this bridge,as hath been laid 
before,was finifhcd,and ali were pafled over the river, the Emperours chiefe and 
principallcarenow,ashethought,wastoniakeafpeech unto his fouldiers fo for¬ 
ward and feareleffe,prefummgconfidentIy upon their owne valour and their Ge- 

Gg nerals 
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ncrabprowdfc: By a fignaU therefore of trumpets found, when all the centuries, 
cohorts^nd hands were aflerabled^im felfe {landing uponabanke of earth clods, 
and guarded round about with a companie of great *Commaunders and officers 
• feirammpout}*. ofthccatnpc,witha gratiouscountenance difeourfed unto them in this wife, as 
one highly favoured with a joynt confent and affection of them all . Right valiant 
&c and redoubtedfouldsers, beholding how vigorousyee are in regard of your exceeding putf 

fence and luHie courage, lam determined to make an oration umo you, andby many re a- 
font to prove,That this u not thefirfl time,as feme evill tonguedfolkesfeetetlygive out , 
that the Romans have invadedthe kingdomes ofPerfia.Foryofafie by Lucullus orVom- 
*The people of pejus, who through the Manes andMaffagets , whom new wee tearme * Alani , having 
Lituw , MV-'// 5 . made way by force eventhrough this nation havefeenethe Cafpian lakes,wee know, that 
<h»u thinketii, ' Ventidius alfc the Lieutenant of Antonius , made an infinit number of Slaughters end o- 
verthrewes in thefe trails . But to leave thefe aits efauntient record, 1 wiUrehearfewhat 
exploits befrefh in memorie,and of late date. Traj anus and Severus entredagatne thus 
farrewithviitoriesandtrophies, and with the like honour and fame had Gordian the 
younger returnefwhefe monument andfupulchre we have newlyfeene honourably ere- 
ifefafter he had difcomfited andpu t to flight the Per fan king at Refaina, but thatby the 
fatfion of Philip,that was Prof eft us Prutorio,together with the kelpe of feme few wic - 
kedperfons,he was in this verieplace, where he now lyeth buried\ ungratioufiy wounded 
♦Ghort. and killed: Neither wandered his * Manes long unrevenged * in that,as ifluftice her felfe 

appeared evidently to take vengeance, all that conjpired againfl him were put to tortme 
and dolorous death. And as for thefe brave captaines verily ,whom lhave named, carried 
they were with a forward will andmindefatchieving high matters, unto the enterprife of 
the/e memorable exploits: But, as for us, wee are mooved to undertake thefe expeditions 
which we haveintended,by occoften of the wofull and miftreble cafe ofcities newly forced, 
ofthe unrevengedghofis of whole armiesput to thefword, of the great dammages fuftai- 
ned.and the lofk ofour deerefriends ; to the end we may give comfort to our allies, redre/fe 
and remedie hurts pafl^and by procuring an honourablefecuritie unto the Commonwealth 
on this coatt of the world,leave untopofierttie matter fujftcient , for which they may give 
us a noble report and commendation another day . Prefent will I your Emperour be in all 
places with you through the helpe ofimmortaU. Godfoth to lead beforeyou in the front as 
aCaptaine .and to fight with you as a fellowfouldior, and shat wtthfortunatfignesoffuc - 
cejje,as I am perfuaded . But in cafe Fortune,mutable as Jhe is,fhould defeat me any where 
in battaile, fufficient it jhal be for me phot 1 have devowed my felfe to the Roman Empire , 
like as in old ttmeCurtms,Muuvts,and the noble race of the V)eci] have done, Abolijhwe 
muH and dejlroy this moft troublefome nation,upon whofe [words the bloud of our kimed 
is not jet dry ed. Our aunciem forefathers had many ages pa/Je over their beads fiefere thefe 
were rooted out,that annoyed and troubled them, DoubtfuU was the wane , and of long 
c ominuance,whereby *Carthage was overcome and fubdued : but wbde the glorious con • 
J»er&ck,ft>»Dc- querourfeared that stfhouldfitUfond and continue,he[Averted and rafedit to the very 

the anrientrum* foundation. Scipio after he badgone through many chaunges and chaunces that follow a 
*Gatray, fiege,over threw *Numauna. Rome went downe with *Fidemt, leaf} it fbouldgrow up in 
^i ub,If0> *" t0 afprreumo feveraigne Fmpire^yea and deftroyedboth *Fali/ci and *rejj, 

* Monte Fiat; one. fo,as that tire record of aunciem hy Tories hath much ado to make us beleeve that thefe ci- 
Civita Caftdlaw, ties were ever efanyjlrengtb andpuijfance. Thus much hovel layd open , as a man wed 
feene in antiquities: It remaineth now phot Jetting afide aUgreeeBe defere offbcyle andpil- 
lagejohkb oftentimes huh beene the bane of Roman fouUbers, everieoneuwchon dofe 
wtth the anmeyeadie to follow hn owne colours when it cemmeth to the point efiojmng 

battalia 
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battaile ; knowing thus much jt hat ifhejlay any where betimefefhaU he left fhorter by the 
levs: For,not kingfear e Ijbut the deceitfull traines of our enemies in this kindfo exceeding 
craftic. To conclude/promife unto you all,T hat hereafter,when things are happily appet- 
fed& fet led‘without chalenging any prerogative of princes,who in regard ofthetr power¬ 
ful author iue fnppofewhatj oevtr they fpeake oriudge/s rightfull and tufl,I wiUgtve area- 
fan and account,tfany man require itjofwhatfoever lhave advifedfie it wel orotherwife . 
Wherefore , now plucke up your hearts, lbefeechyou , bee refolute ,1 fay, and prefurne of 
much as thole thatJhall together with us in the fame fort and e quail meafure, undergoc 
what daungerousfervtcefoever jhall occurre s andmaking this account, that vittorieis al- 
wayes woont to ioyne in company with equitie . When he had finifhed his fpeech with 
this moft grave conclufion,the martial & warlike fouldiers rejoycing in fo glorious 
a leader,and conceiving greater hope of profperous fucceffe, held up their targuets 
and fhields aloft,& cried all with one voyce,That they wold reckon ofno daungcr 
or difficulties under fuch a Generali and Commander,as who had enjoyned him- 
felfe more painefull fervice than he did to common fouldiors. But moft of all, the 
companies of the Gaules,by a more joyfull and jocondnoyfe fliewed the fame: as 
bearing well in mind, that fometimes whiles hetheir leader conduded thcm,and 
travelled to and fro among the rankes and fyles,they had feen fome nations defea- 
tcd,and others brought to humble Application upon their knees. 

Chap. V J. 

The defection ofthekingdomeof Perfiaitowit, the beginning of it, thefirft kings , 
the nfing andencreafe/he feit nation and limits thereof. 

Orced I am by the courfeof the ftorie that isdevolvcd now thus far,by 
way as it were,ofa quick digreffion.to fhew the'fite ofPerfia, which 
hath bincuriouflydefcribedby Geographers, of whom veriefewand 
thole hardly have delivered a truth. Now, whereas this difeourfe (hall 
fall out to be fomewhat long,availe it will to the perfed knowledge of the thing. 
For wholoever heebee, that in the narration ofunknowne matters affedeth too 
much brevitie,he feeketh not that fo much which he Ihould verie plainely declare, 
but what ought indeed to be overpaid. This kingdome in times paft fmall, and 
for fuch caules as I have oft related,called before time by many names, what rime 
as Alexander the great,was taken away by untimely death in Babylon,became fub- 
jed to Ay faces the Parthian ,a man of obfeure parentage,and no better in his youth- 
full dayes than a ring-leader of theeves : but by little and little turning over a leafe, 
and changing his purpofetothe better ; by a continued courfeand traine of noble 
deedes,he advanced himfelfe to an high eftatc: Who after he had atchieved many 
glorious and valiant exploits,vanqui(hed Seleucus Nicator that fucceeded the fore- 
faid Alexander (who for his manifold vidories obtained that firname) and driven 
out the garrifons of the Macedonians,himfelfe leading a more peaceable life, pro¬ 
ved a moderat ruler,and mild judge offitch asyeelded obedience. And in the end, 
when he had fubdued unto him all theborderers,eitherby force of armes, or by a 
due confideration of his equitie,or elfe by fearc,fo that Perfia now was replenifhed 
with fortified cities,ftrong cattles and pyles^nd became dread unto all the neigh¬ 
bour inhabitants,ofwhom afore time it was woont toftand in feare, himfelfe in 
the middle race of hisage departed this life in peace. And by theuniformc accord 
and confent as well of the noble Peeres,as the common people, ftriving a vie who 

Ggij might 
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might be raoft forward, became the firft, that according to the due rites of eonfe- 
cration was inferred (as they be perfuaded) and ranged among the ftarres.Where¬ 
upon in thofe dayes the high minded and prowd kings of the fame nation can 
well abide to be ftyled the brethren of Sunne and Moone. And like as our Em- 
perou rs love well and wifli the title of Auguftus^ewe n fb to the Parthian kings (who 
before time were abjeft, ignoble, and bale) through the happie aufpices and go¬ 
vernment olArfaces ,there accrcwed even the greateft titles of dignities that might 
be: and therefore they worfnip and adore him no lefle than a god, and fb farre 
forth are his honours fpredand enlarged,that eventoourvery dayes,thereisnota 
prince preferred before all other to the rule of that kingdome, unleffe heebeeof 
the line and race of Arfaces : yea, and in every civile brawle and contention, 
which dayly happen among them, there is not one butavoideth, no lefle than fa- 
cii!edge,tolay violent hands upon any, defeended from Arfaces ^ bearehearmes, 
or be he otherwife a private perfon. And well knowne it is, that this nation ha¬ 
ving vanquifhed and fubdued many States, dilated the bounds of their domini¬ 
on as farre as Propontis and Thracia 5 how ever, through the pride of their hautie 
minded leaders, who Iicentioufiy encroched upon farre countries, and commit¬ 
ted outrages there, by receiving very great foyles and overthrowes, it became 
•Lofltettodi much impaired. Firft, through Cyrus ^ whome, after hee pafled over the * Frith 
Conitamoopoii. Q f Bofphorus vv j t h a fabulous and incredible multitude, Tomyris Queene of the 
Scythians, in a moft eagre revenge of her efbnnes,difcomfited, and puthishoft 
to the fvvord. Then, what time as Darius, and afterwards Xerxes y by altering the 
ufe of the very elements, invaded Greece, all their forces in manner, as well on 
land as at fea, were quite defeated, and themfelvcs could hardly find meanes to 
-with Alexander efcape with fafetie: to fay nothing of the* Alexandrine warres, and how by will 
ainu *' and teftament the whole nation was transferred under the government of onefuc- 

ceflor. Which affaires thus atchieved, and long times pafled under the Confuls 
government, and then afterward, our State being reduced under the power of the 
Cafars , thofe nations now and then waged warre with us j fometimes they went 
their wayes on even hand, otherwhiles with Ioffe, and fometimes againe with vi- 
(ftorie . Now will I fet downe the iituation of the places therein as fummarily 
and briefely as reafon will permit. Thefe countries lying out largely fpread in 
length and breadth,environ about on every fide the Perfian gulfe 3 fo fullof Iflands, 
fb famous, and fb much frequented: the mouthesof which fea are by report fb 
^bourque^ narrow, that from * Harmozonta, a cape or promontorie of * Carmania, unto a- 
*C Herman. nother that ftandeth overagainft it, and which the inhabitants call Maces,a man 

may kenne without any impeachment at all. After which ftrairs one pafled 
through, and that the open fea fpreadeth it fclfe exceeding wide, men ufe to fayle 
♦Baifaaorr,/. airc<ftly as farre as to the citie* Teredon 5 where,after many downefals,Euphrates 
is drowned in the fea: and the whole gulfe, if a man meafurc along the fhore, as 
it the whole fpace were wrought round by a Turners brake, taketh up in circuit 
twentie thoufand fladia 5 upon all the coafls and fides wherofftand towns and vil¬ 
lages thicke, yea,and there is frequent paffage to and fro of fhipping. When as 
therefore yeehavefayled through the forefaid ftraits, yee come to the gulfe of 
Armenia lying into the Eaft: and after a certaine diftance betweene, occafioned 
by a neckc or Ifthm of land, there openeth a Bay or Gulfe in the South, named 
l-anttehus 1 not farre from whence there is another,which they tearme Chalitcs, 
under theSunnefctting. Then,afccra numberof Ifles pafled by,of which but

few are knowne, they joyne upon the Indians Ocean fea, which is firft of all o- 
thers that entertaineth the fervent heat of the Sunne rifing, beeing of it felfe alfb 
exceeding hote. And according as the Geographers pennehath in their Cards 
made the draught, in this manner is the whole circuit aforefaid by parcels divi¬ 
ded. From the North pole to the Cafpian ftraits it confinethupon the Cadufij, 
with many nations of the Scythians, and the Arimafpi, men with one eye, and 
favage: on the South fide it mceteth with the Armenians and *Niphates, asalfo » arnounta i nc . 
the Albanes, feated in Afia; with the red fea, and the Arabians Scenita?, whom 
thepoftcritie enfuing named Saracenes: under the South point it over-looketh 
Mefopotamia: and where it lyethafront oppofite into the Eaft, it ftretcheth to 
the river *Ganees, which c uttiog through the middeft of the Indian lands, is dif* *Gangan.c.ijVY.

The regions thereof: the Frafefls or Rulers in it: the wonders 
of Nature and Cities that itfhewetb. 

Ow there are contained within the whole compafle of Perfia 
thefe countries that be of greateft name, and thofe ruled under 
Vitaxse(thatis 5 captainesofhorfemen) kings and princes tear- 
med Satrapa;(for thofe of the Iefler fort, they be fo many in num¬ 
ber, it were a difficult and needlefle piece of worke, to recount) 
namely, *Affyria,*Sufiana,*Medi3,*Peifis,*Parthia,* Carmania 
the greater,*Hyrcania,*Margiana, *Ba<ftriani, *Sogdiani, *Saca?,*Scythia lying be- med by fundiy 
yond the mountaine*Emodes,*Serica,*Aria,*Paropamifladar,*Drangiana,* Ara- 
chofia,and *Gedrofia. The next unto us and on this fide all the reft, is noble Af- 
fyria,for being well peopled,and much frequented, for greatneflealfo in compafle *Fat Ct.Mercarcr. 
and fruitfulncfle many wayes, moft wealchie: which having lyenin times paft, *ki»ch.M<rrcatar. 
fpread into large countries and territories, and being full of them, and plenteous 
withall, grew into one name, and all of it now is called Aflyria. Where, among 
abundance of Berries and other vulgar fruits, groweth h Bitumen, neere unto a 
lake named Sofingitcs, by whofe belly or channell Tigris being fwallowed, and 
running under ground,after he hath gone a great way, arifeth and appeareth again. 53pSmS3S«ce- 
Here is engendred 1 Naphtha, clamroieand glutinous like unto pitch, and it alfo ^y^ rhtfe 
refembleth Bitumen : upon which,if a little bird fettle, fheloofeth her flight, fin- thraccurm«hft 
keth downc,and is drowned quite out of fight. And when this kind of liquor be- AVy.r compn/crh 
ginneth one to catch fire,mans wit is not able to devife any meanes,fave onrely duft Zagathca. 
to quench and put it out. In thefe territories there is likewife to befeene a gaping 
hole within the ground, from whence exhakth a deadly breath or vapour, which 
with the ftrong fmell or fent whereof killeth what living creatures fbever ftandeth ♦Scmcrc Mrr.yr. 
neere unto it. Which noyfomeand peftilent vapor arifing forth of a certaine deepe Sot- 

pit,when it once pafled the wide mouth thereof,before that it walmed up higher, 
caufed (through the contagioufnefle thereof) the grounds lying round about it to 
be inhabitable. The like hole unto this, was (as fbme report) feene heretofore at •ChefiiriuT. Men-. 
Hierapolis in Phrygia: from which in fetnblable fort an hurtfull fpirit or airc iflii- 1 

ing, by the continuall fmell that it yeclded, killed whatfoever came neere, unlefle 
they were gueldcd: what the caufc might be of this accident,! referre to the reafons 
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that may be made out of natural! Philofophie. AIlo,at the temple of lupiser As. 
gSStSJIJ 4 bameus in ^Cappadocia, where that great and mod renowmed Philosopher Apcl- 
loccato Alalu- &#wMsrcporcedtohavebeeneborneinthetowneTyana, there is to beefeenea 
tcn ‘ /w *‘ fountaine running forth of a poole, which fwcllingbig with abundance of water 

and drinking up himfelfe againe, yet never furroundeth his bankes. Neere unto' 
♦Boon .c*fi*u. this circuit is that part of Ally recalled in auncient time* Adiabena,which by long 
ufe turned to this name.for that being fituate betweene Oena and Tigris,two nav^ 
gable rivers, there was no fourd that ever gave acceffe into it. For we in Greece ex* 
prefle a pallage over to a place by the word fixfiaivesv, And this verily is the conceit 
of thole in old time. But we have leai ned,that in t hefe countries there be two ever- 
running rivers,which my felfealfohath pafled over,namely, Diavas and Adiavas, 
having bridges upon them of (hips fet together. And hence weareto underftand’ 
it tookethat denomination, even as of very great livers, dSgypt (as Homer layth) 
^ n ^‘ a J anc ^ *Euphiatenfis,beforetime*Comagena; likewife Iberia, now Spaine,of 
*tb^; ^ *Iberus, and of theriver *Baetis that famous province *B;ctica. In this Adwbena 
SS™' ftandeth the citie *Ninus, which in times paft was poflefled of the kingdomes of 
tSwSiu Perils, and fheweth the name ofiV/wr,thatmoftmightic king, fometime the hus- 
band of Semir amis: alfo *Ecbatana,Arbela,and Gaugamela, where Alexander & 
Cafiad: ter many adventurous and dangerous battails,in heat of martiall bloud gave Darius 
an overthrow. Now,withinthecompalTeof Allyria there be a number of cities. 
Si atzlt am ? n £which,thejprincipallis*Apamia,furnamedMefene;alfo*Teredon, Apol- 
Ionia,and Vologdha, together with many other like unto them: but for fhew and 
♦Bald* b.c,pu, name, thefe threeonely be moft glorious and of greateft note,to wit,*BabyIon,the 
wals whereof Semiramis layd with Bitumen (for the tower or citadell thereof that 
rSu/. BeniarK m °ff auncient king Btlus built:) "Ctcfiphon, which Fardanes in old time founded, 
and afterwards king Pacorus, when he had bettered it with ftrength ofinhabitants 
and ftrong wals,gave ita Grceke name, and made it the very chiefe feat and mir- 
roir of all Perfis: and then Seleucia, the fumptuous and (lately workeof Seleucus 
*Mcator i which beingby thecaptainesof FerusCafar lore fliaken and brought to 
JP I ? c ( as before 1 haverelated)theimageof Apollo* chomeus beingdilplaced, un- 
wasLn^ued. ihrinedjand brought to Rome, the Prelatsbellowed in the temple of Apollo *Pala- 

rivus. And the voice goeth,That after this very fameimage was thus caried away, 
Rome. and the dtic burnt, thefbuldiors in rifling and ranfacking the temple, met with a 
narrow hole* which when they had layed open,therein to find fome precious trea- 
iure,out of acertaine fan£uaric,fbur up fome times by the privie counfellors of the 
Chalda?ans,lprung forth thatoriginall difeafe and corruption, which having once 
conceived the force ofan incurable maladie,in the daiesofthe fame Ferns znd Mar- 
cus Antoninus, from the very bounds of Perfia unto Rhene and Gaule, infected all 
places with contagiotynd bred much mortalitie. Here hard by Jycththe Chal- 
d f ans country, nouricc of theauncientPhiIofophie,as thcmfelvesreporr,among 
whom the truth of divination and credit of prophefies firft (hone fooith and gav? 
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Chap. Vin. 

rhe rivers ft Perfis which m ofgrestervetrThe msvjtrtZs thertm. The 
Mtgi-svd t xvonderousmeaictntvletjle. 

K x>ver there tun throughthefe famelands,as the nobler rivers above o- 
rs, thefe which before I have nanied alfo Marfyas^nd thc *kings river, 
ether with Euphrates^hat paflethall: whichcarrying threechannels, johawd. 
reames navigable ; ana as he runneth round about Iflands, and above 
aUtheindufttie of husbandmen watereth thei corne grounds, ““ ke,hthe f ^ c 
both phable to the plough, and meet alfo for breeding up of woods and groves. 

Voon thefe trafls joine the Sudani,who have not many townes ;but among other 
*Sufaholdeth up her head,as having beene many times the: feat.and habitationof 
the kings: likewife Atfiana,Sela,and Arecha: the reft are but fmall, and obfeure 

, CI ® Butmanvtiversthetebe,thatrunhereandthereinthefeplaces: among 

which more excellent than their fellowes,areOates,Hatax,and Mefus.by 'h* 
die ftraits that keepe the red feaandtheCafpian fea afunder. Sowing into the tea. 

But on the left fide^Media confineth and openeth upon the * Hy rcane lea: whmh 
countrey before the rcigne of Cjrm the elder, ^egrowthof Perg, "reread 

f c All the inhabitants of thefe lands fpread very farre, and take up an cxcee- 

ding br^dth,and over them therepeakeup^paflfinghjgh^mountames,whiciu^ey ^ ^ 

ton rayWgh'hilf.havea'number of fields yeelding abundance of corn ^ nd 
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knowledge : which,they together with the skill and preference ofthines to com * 

deliver everie man fucceflively by hi s owne children and progenie unto the Doft 
ritieenfuing. From that timeformany ages together,cven to this prefenc a m !' 
her proceeding out of one and the famelineand race, be dedicatedto theworfl * 
and /er vice of thegods. Anditisfaidalfo(ifwe naaybeieevefomuch)thatthe!* P 
kept burning among them perpetually upon harthes,the fire that feH from hea^n 
and men fay,That fome /mall parcell thcreof,in token of good lucke went in tin! 
paft before the kings of Alia. The number of them at their firft beginning 

oldbutvenefmall,and the myfteriesoftheirprofeffionthePerfian Rulers and 

tentates folemnlyufed in their facrifices and divine fervice. And a mod havnn.t 
offence it was,togoe unto thealtars, ortohandle an oft or facrifice, before that a 
Magm hadI by a fet forme ofprayerpowred forth certaine prrmufarie flibario's 
iim beingby lutleand little encrealed in multitude, they grew at Ien°th t <X 
grcatnejlcand name ofan entire nation: and inhabiting villages not fenced Z 
fortified w.tbwalls.and permuted to ufe their owrie lawes, in regard ofSt on 
they were held honourable. Oftheraceof thefe Mari, as auncicnfbooke/reEd 
therewere feven,thatafter thedeathofC^/w.tofke upon them the royal™ o' 
verncmemof Perfia : which records alio teftifie, That they being over-weiofej 
and borne downe by ihe fe&ion of Dawa,at the beginning had the faid gomne- 
ment allotted unto them by the neighing ofan horfe. In thts region there* a me- 
dictnableoylc made,where with an arrow or dart being annoynted if it bee sentlv 

ftorout ofaweakebow (for with fwift flight the vertue thereof* quenchefffand 

ftickc in any p.acc,i£ catcheth fire,and conrinueth (till burning: and if a man wold

fpianfea. Beyond thefe confincs,next unto the fea coafts is auncient Perils inha- 
bited ftretched forth along the South trafts* a countrcy rich in the (mailer lbrts of * 
graine and fruits 5 as alfo in vines, and for plentie of water mod deleftablc. For, 
many rivers have their courfe through it into the gulfe atorc(aid,thebiggeft wher- 
ofare thefe, Vatrachites, Rogomanis, Brifoana, andBagrada. And the inland 
to wnes are verie great and large. For, in what regard they built nothing of any 
note along the maritime coafts,it is not certaindyknownc. Among which cities 
*Perfepolis bbarerh a great name, like as Ardea, Orobatis, and Tragonica. But *siras,&offi»* 
there are no more than three iflands there feene,to wit,Tibiana,Phara,and Alexan- Suph ** 
dria. Ncere bordering upon thefe are the Parthians feituat under the *North-eaft, 
inhabiting lands full of fnow,and frozen all over: whofe countries the river Cho- f*** *« 
atres bigger than the reft,dividcth in the mids. And for townes,thefe bee of more 
account than theothcr aU,namely,Genonia,Charax,Apamia,ArtacaRa, and *He- *Icx } Thatt*. 
catompylos: From the bounds whereof,along the Calpian fea (horc,unto the ve¬ 
rie (traits thereof,arc reckoned a thoufand and fortie fiadia. The inhabitants ofall 
the territories there,be fierce,and given to fight j and fuch delight take they in skir- 
mifties and warres,that he is deemed among all other right happie, who fpendeth 
his life in battaile: For,fuch as depart otherwife by cafuall or natuiall death, they 
ray le at and revile,as bafe perfons and mcere cowards. Vponthefe,on theEaft and 
South fide,bound the happie Arabians,fb tearmed,for that they be fo rich in come 
as well as in plenteous increafe ofcattelljn vines, and odoriferous fpices of many 
kinds • and a great part of them reach unto the red fea,& namely on the right fide: 

for on thelefthandthey border hard upon thePcrfian fea, and foare acquainted 

with all the bleffings and commodities that both elements can affoord : Where 
alfo there be both rodesand quiet harbours verie many, alfo townes of marchan- 
dife (landingthicke, and retiring houfes for thekings,pafling (umptuous and beau- 
tifull: befidesmoft holefome and medicinablcfountaines of waters naturally hoc, 
together with a number of brookes and rivers running cleere^nd a temperature of 
theayre verie healthyjo that whofoever confidercth all things aright, may well 
thinke there is nothing wanting for the accompli foment of feliciticin the higheft 
de«ree Andalthough it hath Here ofcities as well 'Mediterranean as maritime, *iotad. 
an§ abound in plenteous fields and vales, yetthefeithathofgreateftflateabovc 
the reft,to wit, Geapolis,Nafcus,andBaraba; IikewifeNagara,Mephra,Taphron, 
andDiofcurias. Moreover,furni(heditiswithmany iflands hard at hand along 
both feas,which to reckon up it skiUeth not. But of more note and name than all 
other is Turgana.whercin ftandeth,by report, thegreateft temple of Serafis. Be¬ 
yond the marches hereof,which containe a mightie ground.Carmania the greater 
mountethup with loftie hills,and reacheth even to the Indian fea,deckedwith the 
encreafe that comm eth of fruits and trees: but much more obfeure, and farre Icflc 


than the land of the Atabians,howbeit as wel replenilhed with nvers,and for fruit- 
fiilnefle ofloyle nothing inferiour to it. But thefe be the rivers m it ofgreatn name 
than the reft,Sasareus,Sagan*,and Hydriacus. There ate in it cities alfoakhough 
in number few,yet for fare and appatell paffing full and nch. Arnongwhtch,Car- 
mania.mother of them affcanyeth abrave (hew, fo dothOrtofpanas alfo Alexan- 
dria and H crm upoUs. Butasyoutravailefunherwithm die countrey, you meet 
with the Hy rcani.by whom a fea of their name flowes, and among whom there 
be verie bigdods ofarth^lirtering againe with gold. Litde let they by Ullage md 
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husbanthie,bunh*yfeed upon veriifon in varietie, whcreofa wtortdcrit iVhjosr, 
theyabound. Where alfo are feene many thoufands of Tigres, and a number of 
wild bcafts,which by what Heights and devifes they ard wootit io bde taken, 1 te> 
member well that a good while fince I have related. And yet foe all that* are net 
they unskilful! of holding the plough raile but fome parts of thefe countries are 
fowed with feedsjnamcly,where the foyle is rich and fat : neither bee hortyards, 
Vineyards,and groves wanting in places meet to be planted : and a number ofthe 
inhabitants be fuftained with marchandife and commodities of the tea. Here alio 
be tWo verie notorious rivers,Oxus and Maxera, which the Tigres when theybot 
hunger-bitten fwicn over fomctimes,and at unwares do much mifehief in the pare 
bordering upon them.

Divers muons of Per fa jhe Abij^Margtani^ Battrian\S&ct % Scjthun^laxetJt, 
and Galaffophagi , together with the chiefe cities t are defcrlfod, 

H O reover ,among fmaller townes they have alfo firong citiesttwo verily up¬ 
on thefea coaft^namelyjSocunda, and Saratnanna: other alfo within the 
land,to wit,Azmoina,Sole,and Hyrcana more noble and famous than 
2g iSS’f’ they .Over againft this nation,u nder the * N orth- eaft are the Abij faid to 

sn " y * converfe 5 apeoplemoftgodlyanddevout,aswhoufetocontemnennd tread un¬ 
der foot all worldly things , whom (as Homer verie fabuloufly poetizeth) 1 Jupiter 
beholdeth from the Ida?an mountaines. Beyond the Hyrcansyinthe next places 
arefeatedtheMargiani,cnclofedin manner all on everie fide with high hills; and 
therefore disjoyned from the fea. And albeit mofi parts lye there defert, and un¬ 
habited for foarcitie of water,yet have they certaine townes j but lafonion, Antio- 
chia,and Nifea,be better knownethan the reft. Thenext limits to thefe,are pofief* 
fed by the Baflrians, a nation before time warlike and mofi puiflanr, evermofein- 
fefiing the Perfians,before that they drew all the people feated round about them 
♦orfcdctk. to their devotion, and the *allyanccof their name: governed in auncient times by 

kings dreadfull even to Arfaces, The moft parts ofthis country,like as Margiana,be 
far remote from the fea coafts,but plenteous offuch things as breed & grow upon 
the ground: the cattell alfo in thechampian places and the mountaines,is big lim- 
med,compa<ft and firongmade,as the Camels well (hew, brought from thence by 
Mithridates, and which the Romans faw the firft time at the liege of *Cyzicum; 
To thefe Ba&rians many nations yeeld obedience, which tyl the plaints and fcvell 
fields-and the fame after the manner of Italie are overflowed with many rivers, of 
which Artamisand Zariafpes, that meet in one confluence before, likewifeOchus 
and Orgomancs, with their ftreames concurring together, and joyning in one 
chanell, wonderfully encreafe the river *Oxus. There bee citiesalfo here (which 
d 3&ir. divers rivers run juft by) giving place to thefe as their betteis, namely, Cathra, 

Charte, Alicodra,Aftacia,Menapi!a, and Ba<5fra it feife* of which the kingdorae 
and nation tooke the name firft/cituat at the verie bottome a nd foot of the moun¬ 
tain* which they call Sogdij. Among which rivers there pafle two verie capable 
of mips and Navigable, Araxates and Dymas,which by hills and vallycs tunning 
headlong with agreat downe-fali into the champianplaines, make the triarilh na* 
»ned Oxia fpred farre in length and bredth. And here among other townes, Ale* 
xandna, Tribaira* and Drepia the mother citie^ue fam ous. Vpon thefe joync the 

Sac#, 
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Sac*,a favage nation/inhabiting foule and over gro wne places,commodious one- 
ly for cattell, and therefore not planted with cities: over whom ftandaloft the 
mountaines Afcanimiaand Comedus: ncere to the foot whereof,.and a towne 
which they call *L ithinos-Pyrgos,there lycth a verie long and open way paflable 6y * 

for majehants that otherwhiles go to trade and traffique with the Seres. About ton<MCWft * 
the breaches and edges of the mountaines,which they tepme Immavi andTapu- 
rij,are the Scythians within the bounds of Perfia, confining with theSarmatje of 
Afia,and reaching to the utmoft fide of the Alani. Who living as it were in fomc 
nooke and by-place,and bred up in a iolitarie life,are difperfed a great way a fun¬ 
der, ufed to live upon homely and poorc food. And verily there bee fundrie nati¬ 
ons that inhabit thefe trads,which now to reckon up,making haft as I doe toother 
matters, I thinkefuperfluous. Yet,thus much would be knowne,that among thefe 
nations,unacceflable in manner by reafon of the exceeding rigour and roughnefle 
of the countrey ,there be fome men mild and kind, as are namely the Laxartac and 
Gala&ophagi, ofwhom the Poet Homer maketh mention in this verfe: 

Afo'avn «ftJu^0T»T«» <L. 

That is to lay, 

OftbeGalaffephagi( people that live by eating milke) and the Abij , (among whom 
no violence beareth fiway, or who have no regard of their food or life) moft righte¬ 
ous men . Moreover,among many riuers,which in thefe lands nature either joyncth 
to greaterjor by their courfc afterward draweth into the Sea, much talke there is of 
Roemnus,Iaxartes and Talicus: But thefe nations are not knowne to have above 
three cities,Aff>abota,Cauriana, and Saga; 

Chap. xi. 

Likewife the Seres, Ariani , Paropami(fadd i Dranpani ) Ard- 
chosij^and Gedrostj. 

K fH^fiEyond thefe places of Scythia the one and the other, full upon the Eaft 
HIM climat,the tops of high hills linked as it were in a chaine, compafle 
within a round circle,as one would fay, the Seres for plentifull & large 
coun tries much efteemed 1 who on the Weft fide joyne upon the 
Scythians: North and Eaft they bound upon thefnowie wilderneflfe,and South¬ 
ward they lye out as farre aslndia and Ganges. Now the fame mountaines before 
faid,are called Aria,Nazavitium,Afmira,Emodus, and Opurocarra. This plaync 
therefore environed on everie fide with a fteepe downefall,and thefe lands ftretch- 
cd lb fpatioufly in breadth.two famous and renowmed rivers,Oechardcs and Ban- 
thifis,with a ft ill and flow ft reame run through j and of the diverst rads herein the 
nature alfo is different: in one place large and open, in another lying flat and low 
withan ea fie fall and defeent: in which regards they have aboundance of come* 
ftore ofcattell,and plcntie of hortyards, and fuch like. Now,thisfoilefo fenilland 
fruitfullas it is,fundrie nations do inhabit 1 of which *Ahtrophagi,Carambufi,Sy- placeth the An- 
zyges, and Chardi lyopen,and full upon the Northeme winds andfrofts.Butthe 
Rabanna?,Afmirae,and Eftedones,thenobleft and moft famous of them all, face 
the Sunne- riling, unto whom,from the Weft part joyne the Athara: and Afpara- 
t*: but the Bet* beading toward the high mountaines in the South, are much 

Hh ij renowmed 
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renowned for their ckics.whichthou^i they be not many, yet great they are and 
wealthie 5 whereof, Afmira,EfTedon, Afparata, and Pherararemoft beautiful! and 
beft knownc. Now, the people themfclves, I meane the Seres, live very quietly, 
without ufe of limes at all times,without triall of battailes,and (as reft is to ftayed 
and peaceable men dcle&ablejthey are to none of their neighbours troublefome. 
The temperature of the weather among them is pleafantand holefome,theconfti- 
tution of the aire cleere and pure,the blowing of gentle winds moft commodious^ 
and the woods have pretieftore of light within and under them: from whence, 
the people with much fprinckling of water, foftening that which the trees yeeld 
and bring forth like untocertaine fleeces,kembe a moft fine and tender matter,mi¬ 
xed of a kind of downe and liquid fubftaocc, and fpinning thred hereof, make 
filke Serving for the ufc of nobilitieand gentrie before time, but now for the bafeft 
fort alfo, without any difference and relied • They therafelves are above others 
moft frugal!,lovers of a ftill and quiet life, fhunning the companies of other mor- 
tall men. And when as ftrangersare paffed over the liver, to buy their thread, or 
fome other commodities,without any fpeech to or fro the prices of wares fet forth 
to fale, are efteemed onely by the eye. And fo void are they of covetoufncflc,that 
delivering forth what things grow an dare bred among thcm,thcy themfelvesbuy 
nothing brought in from other countries. Beyond the Seres live the Ariani, fuh* 
♦BoKrjntoftiy je& to the cold *Northren wind, through whofe lands there runneth a river na- 
S^? wtfawtft med Arias, fufficient to bcare fhips,and maketh a huge lake, carrying like wife the 
f ame name. Moreover,this felfdamc*Aria hath a number of townes in it.among 
Turcjucibn.T,- * which, thefe be much reforted unto and of great namc,Bitaxa, Orbitana, Sotera, 
Nifibis,and Alexandria, from whence it is a thoufand and five hundred ftadia fay- 
ling to the Cafpianfea. Next unto thefe places are feated the Paropamiflada?,who 
on the Eaft fide look toward the Iqdians^and to Caucafus on the Weft .they them¬ 
fclves alfo endining to the breaches and ends of the hils, through whofe countrey 
runneth the river Ortogordomaris(biggcr than ill the reft) which at.ifeth from the 
Ba&riani. And thefe people have alfo fome cities among them,of which more fa¬ 
mous than the other,are Gazaca,Naulibis,andOrtofpana: from whence ifaraan 
fayle along the fhore unto the bounds of Media next lying tothe Cafpia port*,he 
fliall find two thoufand and two hundred ftadia. Vnto this nation aforefaid joyne 
the Drangiani, linked together by hils. They goe under the denomination of A- 
rabians, becaufe from them they defeended • and among other townes of theirs 
they vaunt much of twaine, Prophthafia and Ariafpe, which are rich indeed, and 
highly renowmed. Next overagainft them Arachofia fheweth it felfe, bending 
toward the right fide,and lying juft upon the Indians: which, a river much lefle 
hsS t ^. ou 8 ^ 11 arifing out of *Indus the greateft of all others,* whence thofe coun- 

s ' tooke their namc,watereth plentifully^md maketh the mariih named Aracho- 

toferene. Here alfo among other bafe cities^re Alexandria, Arbaca,and Choafpa. 
In the moft inland part of Perfis lyeth Gcdrofia,on the right hand reaching to the 
borders of the Indians,made more fruitfull by the river Artabius, befide other of 
fmallcr ftreame t and there have the Barbitane mountaines an end, out of the foot 
and bottome whereof fpring other rivers that intermingle their waters with In¬ 
dus, loofing their owne names,in regard of that which is the greater • And here 
*GjoecoQLimn, alfo there be cities: among thefe ritics,befide the Iflands, Scdrafyra and * r«—* 
that is. The womens Ha venire efteemed better than thereft,Leaft therefore 
whiles mewing in particular the Bayes along the maritime coaft that flow hard 

upon 
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Mgn rhe^botdeisof Perfis, we fhouid wander overfarre from our purpofe, fuffi- 
cieot k jfhall bee thus much to lay, that the fea palling along from the Cafpian 
iDountaincs by the North fide, unto the limits aforefaid, is reckoned to contains 
nine thoofand ftadia: but the South fide, from the mouthesof the river Nylus 
tmto the frontiers and entrance of Carmania, is by meafure fouieteene thoufand 

ftadia. _ 

Chap. XII. 

The bodies ef the Ferfians: their manners^ lawes> aid arts as mil of peace as 
of ware: their dechingand trimming especially with pearle ; as 
touching thebreeding and nature whereof a 
briefe difeeurfe. 

■ Mong thefe fo many and -diflfonant nations, the people alfo and the 
places be ofdivcrfe and fundrie forts. Buttodefcribcin generall their 
bodies and manners, they be in manner all {lender and lanke, fome- 
whatblacke,orof afwait palifh cotour, their eyes looking grim, as 
thofe of Goats doe, their browes bending like unto halfe circles, doe meet, wear 
ringtheir beards not unfeeme!y,and the fliag haireof theirheads long: butallof 
them one with anorher incMferently, even at their meat, and upon feaftivafl holy- 
day es, are feene with fwords by their fides. Which ancient manner of the Greeks 
the Athenians firftlayed away, as Thucydides^ a moft fufficient author, recordeth. 

Moft of them were wont exedfively to bee given untoflelhly luft; and hardly 
. contenting themfclves with a number of concubines, they cannot skill of theun- 
naturall abufe of boyes: and every man according to his weal th contratfeth mar¬ 
riages more or fewer; whereupon among them their love and affcdion,diftTP^wd 
and difoerfed by fo fundrie lulls, is to their children cold or dull. Theyekhewno 
Idle than a very bane and plague all exqui fite fate and lavifli expence at the table, 
batdpecially the greedie defire of drinking: neither is amoftgft them (fettitig afide 
the kings boord) any fet dinnertime: but every mans bellie is his dyall or ctocke, 
which when it ftrikes,they fell to whatfoever comes next hand: neither doth any 
man,after he hath once fatisfied hunger, engorge fuperfluous meats. And won- 
derftillit is to fee, how ftrait laced,carefull, and warie they are, that whiles they 
pafle now and then among their enemies hottyards and vineyards they ncythet 
defire nor touch ought, for feareof poyfon end ’fectet am. More than *hiS, there 

is hardly feene iPerfian,either when heftandstnsiung of his water, or whttt he 

eocth afideto eafe his bellk, foprecifdy declineth he thefe and other bufinefies rtf 
die like ltind, for feareof fhame. Butfodiiroltitetheybe, andwtrhthe lo^B^ 
of their joyntsand wandering pacetheyteepefuchaflmging of themfclves, and 
jetting in their gate, that a man would takethem to be mtere effeminate, whtreai 
inde«l they be moft fierce warriors, but rather Wylie in cunning flight»***** 
die in manly fight i and afarreoff they ate very tenible: fidl of 
king after* brainefickewd wild manner, btgboaftert, Ihfewd andmifcWevous, 
givoi to threats alikein advetfitieatid prorperide,crafiie,ptoWd,erue«^hall»^^ 
and taking upon them power of life and death, both over their fervent* and lh* 
meaner tot a^fo ofthe rommonpeo^e. Th^flayoffiheskins from mtft «Hvi 
either by peecemeaJe,orall whole : neither blt lawfelUbt^ferVtmt among them 
tlw wahtthmdlbuwkth at the table, to open his mottthi to^cake orto ffit, ft 

muzzc* 
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muxzeled and bound up arc all their lips with prickly and lharpe pointed skinner 
The lawes with them are mightily feared, among which forleveritieand rjgotft 
thofeexceed,thatarcena&edagainftunthankfullperfonsand traiterous revolts: 
and others there arc as dcteftable and to be abhorred, by vertue whereof, for the 
offence of one man all the kinred muft die. To fit in judgement and decide con- 
troverfies, are fuch appointed,as are for worldly experience tried, and of approo- 
ved integritie, who alio little or nothing at all need the counfell of others: where¬ 
upon they laugh at our cuftome, which otherwhiles fetteth eloquent Orators and 
moft learned in the common lawes, atthebackeof unlearned Iudges, to prompt 
them. For, that another Iudge was forced to fit upon the skin of that Iudge,who 
was condemned for unjufticeand doing wrong, it was eyther a fained tale de¬ 
viled by thofe in old time } or if it were an auncient received cuftome, it hath 
had an end, and is no more put in pra&ife. For militarie furniture and difeipline, 
for continuall flourifhes of encamping and ufing their armour and weapons, 
which I have oftentimes deferibed, dreadfull they were even to the greateft ar¬ 
mies, boldly and confidently prefuming upon the prowefle of their Cavallerie 3 in 
which fervice all their nobilitie, gentrie, and gallants labour, that they fweat a - 
gaine. Forthe footmen, covered all over in mannerof thefe Sword-fencers, tear- 
med ® Mcrmillones, doe their commaundements like bafe campe-flaves: and all 
the fort of thefe follow evermore, as awarded to perpetuall flaverie, neither re¬ 
lieved at any time with wages, nor rewarded with gifts: and this nation hath 
put under the yoke of fubje&ion much people otherwife, befides thofe whome 
they have fully fubdued $ fo bold and fb throughly trained up and exercifed in, 
martiall feats> that continually they were held occupied and troubled with warres 
either civileor forraine. The moft part of them are fb clad in garments, and the 
fame glittering with fundrie lightfome and bright colours , that although they 
leave the laps andfides of them unfowneand loofe, tobefhaken with puffes of 
wind, yet is there nothing feene uncovered from the crowne of their heads to 
their very fhooes. After they had fubdued India,and vanquifhed Crcefus,they 
ufed to vveare bracelets, ouches, and jewels of gold, precious ftones alfo, but 
pcarle efpecially. And now occafioned I am, by the matter fb requiring, to 
deliver fome few words fuccin&Iy, as touching the generation of this gem or 
ftone. Among the Indians and Perfians both are found thefe pearles, within 
ftrong and bright fliels of the fea-fifhes , conceived at a certaine time of the 
yearc by a commixtion of deaw. For thefe ftiell-fiflies being defirous to engen¬ 
der, as it were,with a certaine humor, by often yawning and gaping catch it from 
an influenceand fprinckling of the Moone. And hereupon being conceived and 
great with young, they bring forth two or three little ones, or pearles called V- 
nioncs, for that the little (hels of that land otherwhiles are delivered of one a- 
peece, but the fame arc of a bigger fizc. And this is a good proofeand argument, 
that this young frie (as I may fo tearme them.) of pearles are both; bred and fed 
rather with fome influence from theskie or ay re above, than by any food that fca 
doth yeeld, becaufe the drops of morning deaw, infufed or drilling upon the 
fame, maketh them bright and round ftones • but the evening deawes caufe 
them to be contrariwife foft and fluxible, yellow and reddifh, yea, and other- 
whiles full of fpots. Now fafhioned they are, as it fellah out, diverfly, either ve- 
ne imall, or gteac, according to the qualitie of the draughtsthey takeofdeaw. 

But 
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diaxfotybecohie cmprie^biiiagfo^ feeble youngones,ior# feaftwifeby fome 
abortive defc&s-ihcy (Ftp aodTorcout. Thefifoiogitot them is hard, and the cat¬ 
ching dangerous * their price aifohigh for rhis reafon, tbauhey fhunning,as fome 
thinke,the fhoreswhicharcwodnttobertiuch haunted,by reafon that tuherjnea 
lav wait for them,they lmkedofeabout by rockes and holes where Sea-dogges do 
krcpe.To conclude 3 we aresiot igncxr&nt.ihat this kind of gem is both engendred 
and gotten in the noukes and ereekes bf md Brittifh fea alfo, although they be not 
of like worth to thofe of India. - 
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Chap. I. 

Mun uiinvadethPerfiawithamofipuijfantarme. Anatbaisfurrendred 
unto him. The Romane armie is fore troubled toith tempeftuous 
Tipbirleypinds> and the jinking of certaine Jbips 
laden -with corne. 

'liawts ,after he was aftured of his armies cheerefull readinefle, 
which in one uniforme heat, with an ufuall crie affirmed. 
That their invincible prince could not be vanquifhedj thin¬ 
king verily to make an end betimes of this whole enterprife 
and exploit, when he had taken out his reft and fleepe in the 
nigbt,commaundeth the trumpets to found the march: and 
fo having provided beforehand all furniture and means that 
the painefull difficulties of warre requited, by that time it was now fane day light 
entred the marches of Affyria,and in a brave fpitit above all others riding gallant y 
before the bands and fquadrons, incenfed them all with an emulation of him to 
petformc the parts ofvalourandfortitude.And asanoble leader throughly groun¬ 
ded by experience andinftru&ionsborh, fearing leaft through the ftrangenefle of 
the places he Ihould be intercepted by fecret traines and ambuflimemshebegan 
to march in fourefqnare battailons. And vetHy,athobfand and fivehundred light 
horfemen he appointed as out-ridets togpefofay before,who pacing the waywa- 
rily .hadttn eye on both fides^ndUkewifeaftMi^ttatno enemie mgh 
breake in and m(h upon them. As for himfelfe he had theconduam them.ddcft 
of the Infanterie,which wasthe very ftrength of he whole power, atri fflve co m- 
maundementjThat on his right hand cenaine legions under the leading of Mw. 
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Ihould pafTealortg the bankcs of the river Euphrates: But the left wing, tog&hsi 
with the cavallarie,he committed unto Arimhem and Ormifdayto be led more thick 
andclofetogcther,overtheplaiiJcfieldsandcaffe wayes. And DagaU^buo z t^ m 
ther with f?<£*rahd Secundinm hindraoft of all, Marques of Ofdrucna, conducted 
the rereguard. After this,to the end that he might ftrikea terror and feare ofcagrea- 
tci multitudc than he had unto theenemies,if haply theyihould (ally forth in any 
place,or efpiethem a farre off, he (b enlarged the rankes, and displayed forth in 
length both ho ifcs and men,that the taileofthearmic was almoftten myles diftant 
from the front and formoft enfigne bearers : a ftratagem that with marvellous poff. 
licie and skill was oftentimes, by report, pra<5tifed by Pyrrhus that noble king of the 
Epirots,a captain moft skilfull in encamping where places yeelded beft advantage 
andfpreadingalfo of purpofe,or making Idle the (hew of his armie, that wherefo- 
ever he came, they might bceftccmed many or few. The packs andcampe-flaves, 
the followers and attendant fervitors to the campe,unmeet for fight,together with 
all kinds of carryages, he beft owed betwixt both fides of the companies as they 
marched forward Jcaft if they wanted the protection offiich a convoy, they might 
by fbme fodaine violence be carried forcibly away,as oftentimes it chanceth.Now 
the fleet,although it pafled along the river which with many winding and crooked 
reaches continually turned in and out, was not fuffered either to lag behind, or 
make fpeed before. Thus therefore having gone two dayes journey, wee came to 
Dora,acitieforlorneand unpeopled,feituatupon the verie fide of the river: In 
which place we happened upon many heardsofftagges, whereof fbme ftiot into 
the bodie with calling weapons,others knocked downe and brained with wei oh- 
tieores/ed us all,and gave us our fill: But the moft of them being ufed to fwimrae, 
after they had pafled over the fwift ftreame,ran away,and could not be flayed, but 
efcaped unto their knowne woods and wildernefle. From thence, after wee had 
gone fortie eafie dayes journey forward,when the evening came on^LuciUianm the 
Jhapiy in f« Lieutenant, for want of the Princes *skill,was fent with a thoufand light appoin- 

tc£ * ted fouldiers embarqued,to win thefort Anatha, which (as all others for the moft 
part) is watered round about with theriver of Euphrates: & having,accordingtoa 
commandement and direction given, difperfed the (hips in places convenient,he 
•wherein Anatha befet the laid *ifland,confidering that the raiftie and darke night lhadowed this fe- 
ftood * cret enterprife and aflault intended: but after that the day brake indeed & became 

light, one that was goncout for to fetch water, difeovering fodainly the enemies, 

fetupa lovvd an d howling crie,whereby he rayfed the defendants of the peece,and 

caufed them with tumultuous noyfe to armc. And anone the Emperour himfelfe 
having from a verie high Tote-hill,or Barbican, viewed the fdtuation of the fayd 
Pyle,andthc fortifications about it,right fpeedily by the helpe of two fhipspalTeth 
over the river,and many other veflels followed behind,which carryed engines and 
pecces of ordance for batterie. And now by this time approaching the walls,when 
heconfidercd that there couldbc no aflault or skirmifli there without manydaun- 
gers,partly with gentle words^nd in part with rough Ipeeches and threatning lan- 
guage ,he movedthe defendants to yeeld: who calling for Ormifda to a parleyed 
induced by his fairc promife,and othes that he tooke,were much perluaded of the 
Romans clemencie. At length,driving before them an oxe decked with a coronet 
(which with them isatoken ofembraring peace) they came down’in humble ma- 
ner: and forthwith,when the fbrtreflc was wholly burnt, Pufeus the captain there- 
ot,Marqueflc after ofoEgypr,wa$ advanced to the honourable place ofa Tribune: 
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all the reft with their wives, children, and houlhdd goods, Wctefcntovcr in 
oore andfimplearray,to Ghalcisaciticin Syria. Among thcfeyacertaincfoukli- 
or,who had beetle left licke in thefe par^whcnx^axiw4«*** iarimes paft forcibly, 
invaded the frontiers of PerGa, atnan then in the verie prime:.and Ibwcr of his 
youth,having,as he faid himfelfe,wedded many wives, according to the guife o£ 
thatnation,being now farre ftepped in yeares,and Hooping for age, witha nume¬ 
rous progenie much rejoicing,and the principall counfellor that perfuaded the be¬ 
traying and furrender of the fort, was brought into our province, affirming con- 
ftantly,and that by witnefles,That long fince hee both foreknewand foretold, that 
when hecarae tothepoynt of beingan hundred yeres old, hefhold beenterredia 
Roman ground* T his done,the Saracene fore-riders prefen ted unto the moft joy- 
full prince,certain of the enemies lide,& were lent back againc to performc the like 
fervicc. But the morrow after there fell out a flirewd mifchaunce: for, there rofe a 
certaine tempeft uous wind,which railing many whirle puffes, had (huffelcd toge¬ 
ther and made fochconfufion among their places of harbour and ftiekure, that 
many pavilions fell downe, and a number of fouldiorswere layd along eyther on 
their baekes,or groveling/or that the wind would not fuffer them to hold theic 
footing fure. And the verie fame day,there happened another accident no Idle pe- 
rillous: for,by occafion that fodainely the river overflowed hisbanks,ccrtain fhips 
that ufed to bring income were drowned ,by reafonthat the feluces or floudgates 
made of (lone Worke,to let out or reftraine the waters, that ufed to water the fields, 
were plucked away: which whether it chanced by fome treacherous pra&ife, or 
through the violence of the Area me,it could never be knowne. 

Chap, i i. 

After that Anatha was burnt ^andthe{landing come together with the country fhedsand 
hovels conjumed: after alfo thegarrifont of certain cafiles were in vaine ajffayledyhe 
armiefetteth on fire Diacira&* O^ardana,after they wereranfacked 
and left emptie . A skirmtfh betweenethe Per- 
fians and Romans, 

■ Fter this citie,the firft of all other,rafed and burnt, and the captives fent a* 
way, the army carried now witha more affined hope to confidence, 
with lowd voyces (hewed the favour and good will they bare to their 
Prince - fuppofing verily that from thenceforth the heavenly providence 
would be afliftant unto them. And for that in countries unknowne there was to be 
had a morefufpicious care of fecretand hidden pra<ftifes,they much feared the wi¬ 
ly Heights of the nation, and their fundrie devifes to delude and deceive them. 
Wherefore,the Emperour one while marching in the vauntguard before the en- 
fignes,another while bufie in leading the rereward, with a company of nymble 
skirmi(heis,lightly appointed,fearched and fcoured the rough places ful of (hrubs, 
and the vallyes,leaft (oine fecretambufli fliould lye hidden within : reftrayning 
withal .either by way ofaffabilitie and faire languagefwhich was naturally in him) 
or by threats,thofe fouldiors who even licenrioufly and rafhly would draggle to 
andfroafarreoff: yet permitted he the enemies fields rich in all kind of fruits, to¬ 
gether with the (landing come and their cottages to be fet on fire, but not before 
overie man had gathered neceflarie provifion for himfelfe in great aboundance: 
and by this meanes was the life and health ofthe enemies wounded,erc they knew. 
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ofir. For,our fighting men tookc much pleafure to make ufc of what they had 
gotten with their.ownc right hands,fuppofing they had now found other gamers 
of their vertue and valour 5 and tejoycing, that they having plentiful! ftore of the 
means alfoto maintain life, they (avedthc visuals that were Ihipped and conveied 
by water. And here a certaine foohhardie fouldior, when his head was ful of wine, 
without any urgent need driving him thereto, would needs pafle over to the bank 
on the further fide of the river, & there within our fight was taken by the enemies, 
and killed.Thefe defigns,with fuch an accident betwcen,performed,we came to a 
ftrong forcrefle or caftle,named Thiiutha, feituat in the mids of the river, a place 
mounting up with a certaine roightie high top, and by naturall ftrength fenced 
round about,as it were by the worke of mans hand. The inhabitants whereof be- 
mg by gentle meanes folicited to furrender it,as meet it was,for that the rough and 
craegie height thereof was by force of armes imprenable,faid plaioely,That it was 
unfeafonable then and overtimely to revolt s But thus farre forth they gaged 
their anfwer,That when the Romans marching on forward thou Id become ma- 
fters of the more inland parts,they alfoas the followers and tayle ofakingdome, 
would joine with the conquerors. And after this,as our (hips parted along clofe to 
the verie wals, with a modeft kind of quietnefle, without any ftir at all,they viewed 
them. After we had pafled this fort,and were come to another ftrong hold, named 
Achaiacala,andthe fame entrenched, as it were,about with the courfeofthe river, 
difficult both for paflage over, and accefle alfo unto it, repelled wee were with the 
Iikeanfwer,and fo departed. The morrow after,other cattles and pylcsabandoned 
of the inhabitants, by reafbn of the weakc walls, wefeton fire, and pafle beyond 
them. Butthe next two dayes following,when we had inarched two hundredfla* 
dia, wee came to a place called Barax-makha: from whence,after wee had crofled 
over the river,we enter Diacira,ftanding feven miles off,whcre was a citie voyd of 
inhabitants/ullofcorne and fine whitefait, wherein wefaw a temple feated upon 
a citadell.and bearing a loftie head .‘Which citie, after wee had burned, and put 
fosne few women to the fword,whom we there fbund,as alfo pafled over a certain 
fountain, out of which ifliieth plentieofBitumen,wefeizedthetowne Ozogarda- 
na,which likewife the inhabitants forfooke, for fearcof our armic comming to* 
ward it: in this townewas fhewedfor a fight,the Tribunall of Trata* the Empe* 
rour. Whcriwehad confirmed thistownealfo with fire, and allowed our felves 
two dayes for the rcfrcfhingofour bodies, toward the latter end of the night that 
followed two dayes after, Suren* a potentat among the Perfians of high place and 
dignitiefor his deferts,next under the king, and one named Mdleckw Podofaces, a 
chiefe *T ribune of the Saracenes Aflanicx ,a notorious Brigand, who with all ma- 
ner ofcrueltie had a long time committed outrage in our marches,havinglaid wait 
for to intercept Ormifda(pi whom they had an inkling & intelligence given them, 
by what meanes I wot not,that he would go forth in efpiall to difeover the coun¬ 
trey) were difappointed of this their attempted enterprife, for that the narrow paf- 
lageofthe river running betwcene(fuch was the depth thereof) could not bewa- 
dedover. And at the firft appearing of day-light, when as now the enemies were 
within v^v (as who before rime had not beene in fight) all glittering with their 
u jfl B ’ ai !^ tc,T, ^l? clad in fliffc and ftubbome jacks, our fbuldiors eagre 

ot tight,and fharply let to give battaile,charged upon them right valianrly. And al- 
octtthey bent their bowes with mightie ftrength, and the brishtneffe of their 
iwords and weapons glittering againe,had beene ynough to encreate the Roma** 

feare, 
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yet anger gavefuchan edge unto their valour, that being covered witha fence of 
targucts and fhiclds couched thicke and dofc together, they cmpeached them fo, 
as that they could nor difeharge or fhoot an arrow from them. 

Chap. iii. 

OuramiepAffeth over Nd&-Mdrha‘\.the Kings river j and thenbothbefiegeth 
and alfo ajfdulteth PyriJaborts large andpopuloustowne. 

0 Vr fbuldiors encouraged and emboldned with fb good beginning?, 
came to a finall tOwne named Maceprada, wherein werefeenc the 
remainesofa ruinat wall: which in old time ftretching out in agreat 
length,was reported to be a fence for Aflyria from inrodes and in- 
vafions: From hence one arme of the river is divided with a large 
ftrcame,leading to the more inward trads of Baby Ionia, to ferve the fields, coun- 
trey villages, and cities, lying round about: and another named Naar-Malcha, 
whichis by way of interpretation,The Kings river,runneth along by Ctefiphon: 
In the verie firft entrance whereof,there rifeth up a palling high tower in maner of 
a a Pharus i and thi$fl»fcjnch of the river all our footmen pafled over upon bridges 
wifely and warily placed: But the horfemen in armes, together with their beafls 
under them, fwam over the ftreame of the river, which was Co much the milder,be- 
caufe it runneth a crooked courfe: others were charged fodainely with a volley of 
the enemies foot,whom our auxiliaries being gone forth,and moft lightly appoin¬ 
ted for fpeediefootmanfliip, followed hard upon their necks in chafe as they ran 
away, laid along on the grounded feifed on them,tearing them in peeces as they 
had beene foules. Which exploit being likewife glorioufly atchieved, we came 
before Pyrifabora,a large and populous citie, fenced round about with a trench 
andrampierlikeanifland : Vnderthe walls and plot whereof, on which it was 
leatcd,the Hmperour riding about, with all warinefle and circumfpe<ftion began 
thefiege,asifwith the feare onely of him, he would drive the townefmen from all 
mind of making defcncejwho having beene oft dealt withal by way of parle,when 
there could not a man of them be brought to yeeld either by promifes or threat- 
nings,he began to give an aflault. And fb environing the walls with a threefold 
circle,or courfeof armed men,for the firft day until the night began,he maintained 
skirmilh with (hot ; anddifcharging of peeces againfl:them. Then the defendants, 
whofe courage and ftrength was not behind,fpreading wide on everic fide about 
their bulwarks,large haire-clothes, to keep off the violent force of darts and calling 
weapons,fenced alfo with fhiclds before them, wrought of moft tough and ftrong 
oyfieis,and the fame covered alfo with thicke raw hides,mbft vafiaqtly refilled, as 
whothcmfelvcsmadeafoewalloverbf yronand fteele, for that the plates (fitted 
aptly clofe one to anotherto ferve the liniaments and proportion of everie lim and 
part ofthe bod ie, with a (tire armour ofproofe covered the whole man. And how- 
foeverfondrie times they craved cafneftly to have conference with Ortnifd*t, as 
beingbome and bred amohg them,anda prince befide of the blond royall, yet no 
fooner came he toward them,but they reviled and railed at him,with opprobrious 
tearmes,asadifloyalltraytorandrevolter. And thus after the moft part of the day 
was fpent,wirh trifling cavillations, in the verie beginning of the (fill and darke 
night,advanced forward there were engines of many fafoions, and then, the deepe 
trenches began to be filled up and laied even .Which the defendants wifely behol- 
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ding,bcf 0 rcit was any thing full daylight,asalfothat the forcibleand violent pufli 
of the Earn, had thirled an hole through a corner-tower, they leaving the duple 
wall of thecitie,put tbcrafclves within the citadell joining hard thereto,fituate up¬ 
on the broken plaincof a rough and craggie hill $ the middle part whereof ray fed 
up to a great height,with a round compafle refembled an Argivebuckler, fave that 
from the North fide,what was wanting of roundnefle,the cliffes and raggic rocks 
lying forth aloft over the river Euphrates running beneath/urely fenced the lame- 
in which citadell the battilments of the wals excelled,as being made of fmall brinks 
layed with Bitumen,which is knowne to be the fureft building that can be. And 
now our fouldiors being more fierce than before, after they had gone through the 
citic,which they faw void of people, fought (harpely againft the townefmert that 
from the citadell let flye fhotand cafting-weapons of many forts.. For when the 
fame defendants were troubled fore with the brakes,crofle-bowes and balifts ofour 
men, they thcmfelves alfo from aloft fet up their bowes ftrongly bent, the crooked 
homes whereof arifing at both ends,were fo ftiffely bowed, that theftrings driven 
with the violent ftrokc of fingers,fent away (hafts headed with yron,which (hiking 
uponthebodiesthatwereagainftthem, ftucke faftinthejjt* and gavea deadly 
wound. Ncverthclefle,the skirmifh held ftillonboth fide&wfch ftormesas it were 
of ftonesflung by hand: and thus in doubtfull ballance enclining to neither fide 
the conflict continued with great refolution from the breakc ofday to the (hutting 
mof night,and then gaveover on even hand. And therefore the morrow follow¬ 
ing,when as thefight was hot,and many wereoverthrowneon either fide,fo thate- 
quail forces counterpoifed their ads even, the Emperour,haftening among thefe 
mutualland reciprocal! foyles to hazard allthcchances of the dice, environed with 
a fqiiadron ftrongly couched together,and fenced from the ftroke of arrowes with 

a thicke courfe of targuets ad vanced forward apace with thofe of his companie, as 

xeadte and refolute as hira(elfe,and apprpehed the enemies gate, layed all over with 
thicke plates andbarres of yron: and although to the perill of his life he was foreaf- 
laned with ftones,bullets,and other cafting-weapons,yet crying out cotinually un¬ 
to them that were about to pierce and workeinto the fidesofthe doubledeafed 
gate,that they (hould lay openan entile into the place,he departed not thence, un- 
ull with the multitude ofdarts and (hot that by hcape-meale were flung andcaft 
upon him,hefaw that he was readicnow to be overwhelmed therewith. Howbeir, 
he efcaped withall his companie, whereof fbrne few were lightly wounded, him- 

ff abafhcd and deftly blulhing for fhame: 
for he had read,that Sctpto together with Felybiua a Megalopolirane and

by making an Oration , labovreth to heepe his armiein order 
and dutifull allege once, 

devices being thus in haftandin tumultuarie manner pradH- 
CteiffvS gJ fed,when he perceived well, that the working about the Frames 
wStjAtt ^Hed b Vinea?, and the railing of mounts (confidcring other ur- 
fjfTJ jp^l! gent occafions)wasmoft laborious,painefulland comberfome, 
wi ^ cd fp Kd the commaunding engine named c He- 

Iepolis to be built: by meancs whereof(as I have before (hewed) 
king Demetrius woon many townes,and was therefore firnamed Poliercetes. To this 
huge frame,liketo overtop the battlements of the high towers, the defendants ca* 
fting their eye advifedly, and throughly confidcring it^efides the firme refolution 
of the aflailants,all on a fuddaine fell to prayer and entreatie, (landing as they did, 
fpred all over the towers and battlements of the wals,and with ftretched out armes 
protefting openly the Romanes prote&ion, they requefted life and pardon. And 
when as they faw the works were given over,and the pionets attempting no farther 
matter,which was a fure figne of quietnefie and reft,they required to have libertie 
of conference with Ormifda. Which obtained, Mamerfidesc aptaine of their Garri- 
fon fouldiors,being let down by a rope,and fent unto the Emperour,fofoone as he 
requefted life and impunitie for himfclfc and his conforts,and the fame upon an at 
fured covenant, was permitted to retume unto them. And when he had reported 
what he had done, the whole multitude of both (exes one with another, now that 
he had wrought them all according to his mind,upon a peace concluded by religi¬ 
ous oathes,after the gates were let open, went forth,crying with one voice, That a 
faving Genius andtutelar Jngellyven C cefar ,4 mightte and mercifull prince,fhonefrom 
heaven upon them. N ow thefe that thus yeelded,amounted to the number of 25 00 . 
For the reftof the multitude fufpeding thefiege aforchand, had embarked them- 
felves in fmall vcflels,and pafling along the river,departcd.Within this citadell was 
found very great ftore of armour and vi<ftuals:outof which,when the winners had 
taken fufficienttoferve their owne turncs, the remaines they burnt, together with 
the place. The next morrow after thefe exploitsatchievcd,heavic news came unto 
the Emperour,as he was leifurely and in peace taking his rcpaft,name!y,That Sare¬ 
na the Pcrfian *Commaunder, was come unawares, had fet uponthree troupes, a 
part of out fore-riders,but (laine very few of them* and among thole a d Tribune, 
whom when he had laid along dead,he tookea way one banner: and forth with,be- 
ing tnoyed in a great fitof anger, he fped himfclfc apace with a companie in armes, 
and with weapon in hand 5 and the very haft he made was it that wrought him the 
moftfafetie. Now^after he had difcomfited the (aid Brigands, and put them to a 
fhamefull foyle, the other two Tribijne*that were left alive,he cafled & difeharged 
from their militarieoath,as (louthfoll and Iazie cowards: but ten of thofe fouldiors 
that ran away he condemned to Jqflfer death,following herein the lawes of aund- 
ent difdplinc. To conclude,after the chiefs hath beene fayd, was burnt downe. 
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fbioding upon aTribunal! railed of purpofe, hce called together the armic and 
when hee had given them thankes, hee exhorted them all to exploit the like a£t s 
from thenceforth: and after he had promifed to them an hundred filver * deniers 
apeece, perceiving them chafed and readie to murinie/or fo fmalland niggardly a 
promife, himfelfe growing alfo to indignation, yet full of gravitie: Behold (quoth 
he; here be the Per fans flowing in abundance and fUntie of all things. The wealth cf 
this nation is able to enrich us all, in cafe with one heart and accord we beare our [elves 
manfully . The Romane Commonwealth, truB me truly,is from infinite riches become 
exceeding poore, and even bythofe, who to fill their owne purfes,haveperfuaded Fmpe 
tours to returne home with peace, that the favages and barbarous have bought for /old 
The treafurie of the State is hereby fore layed upon , Cities are drawne driefand Prrvin- 
ees be waned. And for my felfe, I have neither wealth to uphold me, nor kinredto backe 
me defended though lam of noble parentage j onely my heart is fearelefie : neither (hall 
it be a frame for an Emperour , who repofeth allgoods m the furniture of the mind to 
profeffe honejl povertte . For Fabricius alfo , poore in houfeholdgoods, rich in honour 
andglorte,managed mofi dangerous wanes. And all thefe things we may have abundant- 
*h*f yee, devoia of fear e,will demeane yourfelves more mildly, frllming the wife puu 
dance and dtretfton of God and my JelfeJo fane foorth ns humane reafon doth require 
But if yeegoe cut and ref,ft authentic, turning againcte the dtjhonourable pref,dints of 
fedmom in old time goe on hardly,and doefoftiU: I for my part,as becommeth anlm- 
perour andnoble Commaunder , after I have run my race , and performed fo many brave 
courfes, wtU alone dteftandin^ on my feet, readie to contemne this life of mine , which 
feme little fever or other , wtUbereave me of: or at leaftwife 1 will go my wayesandleave 
thefieid: for 1 have not lived fo, but that I may one day become a private perfon. How-

The Perfians frellific meenes cf let end hmdersnee : which when Man had with much 
ud.enerccme^fcuniccumnetmerecommeMcm^nd therein Date ere,ref which 
there be femeftrenge reports. Iulian after hit armie was refrefhed tfmmeth to 
Eephrstes.wbere he « divided into many branches^end vtcrtumo Mai- • 

anamalcha wets privily affiailed by ten Perfians, butnotwith - 
ft ending this greet danger of his life , efeefed 
in fefetie. 

Y this modeft ipeech of the Empetouts, carrying a current be- 
tweerie counefie and feveritie, the fouldiors for the time were 
ppea(ed,and putting on a greater confidence, with expectation 
ot better nutters, promifing to be tra&able and obedient,extol- 
l" s au ,' horitie and highnefleof fpirit: which,

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perfians: So might be repaire thefhaken eft ate of the Roman Empire. Like as it is repor¬ 
ted otTratin, That otherwhilcs hee was woont to bind his words and promilcs 
with fuchoathesas thefe, So may Ifee Dacia reduced into the forme of provinces: So 
may Ip off cover iBer or Euphrates upon bridges ,and many fuch like words. After this, 

I fay, when we had palled foureteene myles forward, wee came to a cettaine place 
that with abundant overflow of waters enricheth the fields and maketh them plen¬ 
tiful! : which way the Perfians being informed that we would goe, plucked up the 
floud-gatcs,and luffered the waters to flow and fpread all abroad. By reafon there¬ 
fore that the ground flood all as it were on a Handing poole, the fecond day the 
Emperour giving his fouldiors reft,went forth himfelte,and on many floored brid¬ 
ges made of f leather bougets and Ihips fupported with pylcs, as alfo of hewen 
logs and plankes of Date tree, with much difficultie he tranfported his armie. In 
thefe countries there be many fields planted with Vines and fundrie forts of fruit- 
full trees,where Date trees are wont to grow,and take up a great deale of ground, 
reaching in manner of mightic forrefts as farre as to *Mefene and the great * Sea: 
and which way foever a mangocth,he feeth continually branches ol Palme-trees, 
and the Dates hanging thereupon 3 of the fruit of which trees abovefaid is made 
plentie of honey and wine rand as touching the very Date trees themfelves, it is 
laid they be maried and wedded as it were one to another: alfo,that the fexes may 
eafily bedifeerned. It is reported moreover,That the females annointed with the 
feed of the male,doe conceive and beare, yea^nd by report, they delight in mutu- 
all love! which appeareth hereby, in that they doe bend in the head and leane one 
againft another, fo as that they are not with the very puffing blafts of wind turned 
another way. And in cafe the female according to the ufuall manncr,be not fo be- 
fmeared with the feed of the male, foe loofeth by an abortive defefl her unt imely 
fruit; and if it be not well knowne what tree it is that the female is in love with,the 
ftockeor ftem of it is befmeared with the ointment thereof,and then the other tree 
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naturally conceivcth the fweet odour, and fo by thefe tokens is bewrayed the cer- 
tainetie,as it were,of their generation .With this food the armie replenilhed plen¬ 
tifully, palled by many Iflands, and where they were afraid before ot want and 
fcarcitie,there they feared fulneffe and forfeit. Well,the Emperour m the end be¬ 
ing aflayled covertly by the enemies archers, and yet not without revenge agame, 
drew neere toa place,where the greater part of Euphrates divideth it felfe into ma¬ 
ny rivers with their divers and fundrie ftreames. In this trad* there was a citic, for 
the low wals thereof abandoned by the Iewes, which the fouldiors in an anger fet 
on fire. This done, the Emperour marched on further ftill with greater courage 

andeonfidence, as thinking hee was affifted by the gracious helpe of the divine 

power. And when he was come to *Majozaraalcha^ great cine and encircled with 
ftrong walls, he pitched downe his tents, and carefully provided that his campe 
might not be troubled with any fuddain rodeof the Perfians horfemcn the valour 
and puiflance whereof in champian and open grounds is wonderoufly dread of all 
nations. And havingtaken thisorder, guarded with fome few light appointed 
skirmiihers,being himfelfe alfo on foot,minding diligently to foarch and view the 
fituation of the dtie, he happened to plunge himfolfc headlong into 

ambufeado, and efcaped in the end the utmoft danger of his life. Foma blind 

and fecret gate of the towne there went out ten Perfians armed,who palling dole- 
ly on their toees under the bottome of the cliffes, fuddainely with great violence 
charged upon our men: and two of them cfpying the Emperour himfelfe (as he 
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was evident to befeeii and Knowne by his rich apparell.) with their drawfledwords 
layd at him,but by lifting up his broad fhieid,hc warded the blowes,and under the 
fure fence thereof,himfelfe in abraveandbold refolutionnm one of them with his 
fword into the fide: and the other after many a ftroke and wound given, ivas llaine 
by his guard aforefaid $ the reft (whereofTome were hurt} ran away: and fo after 
he had difarmed anddevefted thofetwaine, he brought backe his companions in 
fafetie,returned with their fpoyles unto the campe,and was with great joy of them 
all received, s Tor quotas tooke from an enemie whom he laid alohg, a coller of 
gold : h Valeriuifitnamed afterwards Corvinusty the help and defence of a *foule 
overcame a moft bold and bragging Gaule: and for thefe brave exployts were 
commended unto poftcritie. Wcenvienot their glorie, but yet I would have this 
noble and worthy ad regiftred alfo in auncicnt records.

JS|jr|pgj H e day next following,after he had flooredover his bridges, transpor-

Iy fifing alofoon which the citadell flood, and rheplainedefcent falling to the ri¬ 
ver fide,wasfortified with ftrong bulwarkes. To allthefe difficulties, there was a- 
nother raifehiefe no Idle troublefome than the reft,tiamely,that the befieged,who 
were a picked number ofvaliant men,& furniffied with ftore cverie way, could by 
no allurements be induced to yeeld, but as making full account either to win the 
vidtorie,or devow and betake themfelves to beconfumed with the allies of their 
countrey, wirhftoodthcir enemies. Now,by this time were our fouldiors hardly 
and with much ado held backe, advancing themfelves fooliftily and prowdly for¬ 
ward ,callingalfb for fight even in plaine field, and fetbattaile : yea and when the 
retrait was founded,ftiTlpricked on they were with couragious ftomacke and hot 
endevour to preafle upon the enemie. Howbeit the counfell of our captaineso- 
vercame at length that exceeding forwardnefle and violence of theirs:and fo when 
theferviceandvvorkewas divided,everie man moft fpeedily taketh him to his fc- 
verall charge appointed unto him. For,ofthe one fide were rayfed high mounts 
and terraces, on the other fide fome filled up the deepe ditches,and made them le- 
vcll with the ground, whiles others were bufie clfe where in making hollow tren¬ 
ches with paflages along within the earth. There were cunning Mechanikes alfb, 
that planted engines & peeces of ordnance,to batter the wals,fuch as wold as they 
were difeharged make a horrible and deadly noyfe. And verily of undermining 
and the fabrickes fore-covert and defence. Newt a and Dagalaiphus had the charge .- 
but the Emperour himfelfe gave dire&ion for skirmi(h,as alfo for laving the frames 
and engines as wel from fire as (allies. And when as all the preparation for the over¬ 
throw & rafing ofthe city,with much painful labor was finifhed,and nothing now 
but fight called for,Marquefle Victor returned, who having founded and dilcove- 
red all the wayes as farre as to Ctefiphon,brought word. That hee found no flops 
or lets in his journey: For joy of which newes,all the fouldiors were fo feta gog, 
and bare fo confident and refolute minds to fight, that they armed prefently, and 
waited for the fignall to proceed unto the affault. 

Chap. VII. 

Themoflflrcnr affault oft be faid citte. T bepainefuU toyle , indulirie ’, and for¬ 
titude , as well ofthebeftegersasbefiejred. At length by under¬ 
mining the walls are overthrown. 

H Nd now whiles the trumpets founded out alowd the battaile, the 
fouldiors on both parts lhouted amaine: andfirft,the Romans 
with many a run,and withaminatoric noyfe charged upon the e- 
ncmies all covered on everie fide with places of yron in manner of 
thin and flender feathcrs,andbearing themfelves bold, for that the 
darts and calling weapons hitting upon the flipperie hard yron of their armours, 
rebounded backe: and otherwhiles the knitting together of the Romans Ihields, 
under which,as under a roofe of arch woike»that cannotwell bee described, they 
were moft fitly protetofwith contifnxall flirringand morion, opened fomewhat 
widca funder. On the cootraiiefidethcPerfians fhckingclofero their walls,fa far 
forth as they could do or ft rive agane/aflaycdtodicckcand make voydotit dead¬ 
ly violence. But when as now the afiailams carryirigbeforcthcm hurdles of tough 
oyfier windings, were upon the point to skalc the jwrdHsj the (lingers and archers 
togethcx v with others alfo tumbling dowhc huge ftoncs, with firebrands and fife- 
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balk, f« them further off. Then alfo the Balifts bent and fitted w ith fhafts of wood 
were wrefted up and difcharged with a great noyfe, fending forth headedarrovves 
exceeding thickc: the Scorpions likewifc whither foever by skilful hand they were 
dketfed, difcharged from them round ftones. Thus,after redoubled confli&s one 
upon another, the heat of the weather ftill encreafing untill noone (by reafon that 
the Sunne did caft fcorching hot vapours from him)called them all away, as bufie 
as they were in preparation of their workes, and defirous of fight, being tyred out, 
and running all to f vveat. With the fame purpofe and fetled refolution ,the day alfo 
following both parts bickering one with another in fundrie forts of fight, depart on 
even hand neither winnersnor loofers. Butatevcriehard pinch and daungerous 
fcrvice,theprinceinperfon joyningcloft to the fighting men, called inftantly up¬ 
on them,to have the citicforced and deftroyed, becaufe hee would not lye long a- 
bou t the walls,and overflip greater defignes that he proje&ed. But as it falleth out 
in cafes of urgent extremitie, there is nothing fo flight and fmall, butotherwhiles, 
even contrarie to all hope and expe&ation,ityeeldeth occafion and advantage of 
greater matrers. For,when as both fides fought fo faintly, as ifoftentimes they had 
beene at the point to depart afunder,behold,by the ftrokc of a Ram long time dip 
u(ed,and which a little before was brought againfl the wall, downecamea tower 
higher than all the reft,and built moft ftrongly of bricke 5 the fall whereof brought 
after it with a mightie crafh,that fide ofthe wall that joined unto it.Then and there 
by occafion of fundrie accidents and occurrcnts, the painfull labour of the befie- 
gers 5 and the diligent induftrieofthebefieged, was notably flrewed by brave and 
worthy exploits. For our fighting fouldiers were fo enkindled with anger and do- 
lour,thatthcy thought no fervice hard, and the defendants running as they did, 
and beftirring thcmlelves for life,nothing was dread and terrible. Now,when the 
fight had continued hot a long time in evenballance,anddoubtfull tearmes, after 
much bloudfhed,and many a man flaine on both parts, it determined with the 
end of the day,and fo at length refpea: and confideration was had of their weari- 
ndTe. And whiles thefe things wereadoingin open day light,word wasbrought 
unto the Emperour,full ofwatchfull carc.Thatthc legionarie fouldiors, who had 
the charge of digging trenches and undermining, after they had wrought under 
ground hollow wayes, and upheld them with props,had pierced through the ve- 
rie foundations bcneath.readie now to rifeabove the ground, if hee did fo dire# 
them. When as therefore the moft part of the night waspaft,upon fignall given by 
found of trumpers,to go fortlyiinningthcre was on all hands to arme and to fight: 
andon purpde the aflault was given on both fides affront the walls,that whiles the 
defendants are skudding toand fro about the walls,to put by and repell daungers, 
fo that neither the tinging found of theyron toolcs digging hard by could bee 
heard ,nor any man remained within- forth to make refiftance, a companie of my- 
ners all on a fodaine fhew their heads. Which being fo ordered, as agreed it was 
before,andthe defendants bufilyoccupied,and the lurking caves layed open, up 
ftarteth firft a fbuldior, one of the number that before was overcome, after whom 
Magnus a Tribunc,and lowsmu a Notaric, whom a bold and hardie multitude fol¬ 
lowing, after they had ftabbed thole whom they found in the houfc, through 
whichthey cam e forth to lighten arching bn fbfily with a filent pace^hey killed all 
the watchroen.as they were with lo wd and fluill voyces extolling,as the manner is 
and cuftomeofthat nation.thc juftice and fdicitie of their king. Thought it was 
foQBetuxtc > that JArihimielfo in pcrfoo(if the lawcs of divine majeftie permit that 
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gods may be entermingled with men) was affiftant to k Lucinus when hee invaded 
the campe of the Lucanes. And men verily beleeved fb much,becaufe in the verie 
middle and heat ofskirmifh,there was one feene of a huge and terrible bignefle,all 
armed,cartying ladders : and the next day,when a review was taken of thearmie, 
fuch an one could not be found, though he were with a fpeciall care fearched for: 
whereas,if he had bin a fouldior,he would willingly of his own accord have fbcw- 
ed himfelfe,knowingashedid what a memorable ad he had done: Butasitwasal- 
togetherunknowne then, what was he that performed fb brave a deed : fo now 
they that did moft valiantly fhew them(elves,and were feene above the reft, rewar¬ 
ded with obfidionall coronets,and praifed in open place before the whole armie 
aflembled,according to the cuftome of our auncients. 


Chap. VIII. 

The cluethusforcibly won, is waBcd with fire and[word . A dumbe bay and<1 tum¬ 
bler or player off eats falleth in the pillage to Iulianus hisjhare: thefingu • 
lor continence of the [aid Emperour. The hunting of the Romans} 
their comming to SeUucia. And then was N abdates cap- t 
taine or governor of Maiozamalcha exe¬ 
cuted accordingly. 


i|yL^aajpCT[T length,the citie laid thus naked,and by reafon of many breaches 
and wayes made into it,i eadie to fal,was forcibly entred into,and 
without regard either of fex or age, whatfoever violence found, 
the power ofangrie fouldiors made havocke of, and put to the 
(word. Others, for feare of imminent deftru&ion, feeing fire 
threatning of one fide,and drawne fwords prefented on another, 
weeping their laft,flung themfelves downe from the walls with their heads for¬ 
ward,and fo being difabled in all their limmes disjoynted, led for the time a life 
more wofull and mifcrable than death it felfe,whilcs they were killed by little and 
little. Now,there was fetched forth alive, Nabdates captsine of the garrifon, with 
fourefcore of his guard about him, whom the gracious and mcrcifull Emperour, 
when he was brought before him with others, commaunded to bee kept unhurt 
and untouched. When the faccage therefore was divided and dealt,with confide- 

ration ofeverie mansdefert and paines taken,himfelfe (as hee was one that flood 
content withalittle)tookc for his fhareadumbeboy, brought unto him, bne of 

thefe tumblers and dauncers kind, who alfocould expreffe by moft lovely and 
daintie jeftures,whathe had skiiiof,and valuedat 1 three peecesof gold, him (I fay) 
he tooke for a pleafant and acceptable reward (as he efteemed it) of vi&one obtay- 
ned. But ofthe virgines that were taken prifoners,andbeautifull with all(as in Pcr- 
fia where the women be palling faire) he would neither touch nor fee one ^ Fol¬ 
lowing herin the example of Alexander and ^/r/ow^,whodeclined thefe tempta- 
tions,for feare they might be overcome of luft, who everie wbere fnewed mcm- 
felves of labour and travaile invincible. In the time of thefe confli&s the Architect 


and raafter Carpenter of our fide,whofe name commeth not to my remembrance, 

ashechaunccdtoftandbehindtheengineofa Scorpion, by the reverberation or 

rccoyling backcofa ftone,which the enginer had beftowed ioofcand tottering m 
the fling focket, was ftrucken downe therewith on hisbackc^nd his brealttalqm-

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S^that pftfemly he loft his life withalL* and the knitting ofhisjoynts was Co &£ 
Jopned and tome ia ftiQder,as that the tokens verily of his whole badie could not 
beknowne- AstheEmperourwen^orwardon hi? journey from thence, there 

ted,there was a companie lay dote in ambufh within certaine dccdtfulland blind 
caves,fuch as there be many in foote tra&s: to the end, that from thence at un- 
wwMhcy naight fee upon the backe part ofour armie, and have the killing of the 
fcmdmoft. And (freight wayes for the fetching them out of their holes, were feat 
footmen of approoved valour. Who,when they could neither make entrance in- 
to the Aid caves,nor drive them forth that were bellowed within,to fight,gathered 
a dcale offtubble,ftraw,and vine cuttings,which they laid upon heapes atthc very 
mouth of the holes. Whereupon, the fmoke being gotten into the narrow & ffcait 
paflages within, & by that means the thicker,ftopped the vital breath of fome and 
killed them: others,thc hot breath of the fire mingled therewith met withall, and 
forced to come forth upon their ownepretent death. And fo,when they were all 
dilpatchcd outofthe way, what with fire, and what with fword, the fouldiort 
quickly returned backeto their colours. Thus a large and populous citierafed by 
the prowefle of Roman forces,fell to duft and utter ruins, After which fo glori¬ 
ous^exploits,when we had parted over divers bridges joyning one to another by 
reafon oftheconcourteofmany rivers,wecame untotwoforts, built with hollow 
and vaulted houfes; where the kings fpnne advauocing forward from Ctcfiphonu 
with many noblc$,aqd a multitude in armes,wcnt about to debarre Vittor the Co- 
me^as he went before the armie/rom pafiage over the river: but hee having once 

ched on untill we cametocertainc grqyes,and fields all frefh and greene with the 
blade ofyoung come there fowen: whereaUp we found an boufe of the kings, 
built after jhe Roman fafhion 1 and for that it pleafed US well, it flood unmuchS 
Forthere was in this vene quarter a Urgepeeec of ground lying round,and end* 
ted all about with a mound dike the fenrtvl rlrrnb M Iml/, -L*

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(fending moftfloy tly 1 tod yet when beyond all hope hee had obtained pardon, 
brake out to that height of »nfoIcncic,that he reviled Ormifd i, and gavehim all the 
opprobrious tmmc6 that could be.

Iulianus upon the intercepting of cm urn Remanfonagers, and avoyding ofagreat dan* 
gerjbefiegeth anmBftrengftnccdpyleyehiich hemmed and burneth ,, after hoe had 
thruB certame harjtmen to thefcrvice on feat, who cowardly received 
the brum of certain* Perfian Brigands; And then by toy mug 
of bridges together, thosrmiepajfeth 
over Tigris . 


Hus after we had marched a prettie way further,ftruckcn we were 
into our dumpes with a erode and adverfe accident. For whiles 
three bands of our out-riders skirmifoed tightly with a regiment 
or companie of Persians, which the citie by fetting open the 
gates, had fuddainely put out, others that brake forth from the 
contratiebanke of the river, intercept and kill the horfes and 
beads that followed us together, with fome few forragers that draggled lootely at 
their pteafare. Whereat the Emperour being wroth, and for anger gnafoing his 
teeth, tooke his journey forward, and approchingnowthe territorie about Ctc- 
(iphon,he met with an high cadle and palling well fortified, to the view whereof 
he adventured togas nccre,being unknowneand unfeene, as himtelfe thought, 
and with a few in his companie rode about the walls: but when hee was found 
once to engage himtelfe over-farre, even within the reach of dan-foot, he could 
no longer be unknownc: and prefendy, being courfed and aflayled with a volcy 
and claud^s ir were,of fundrie cafting-weapons,flainehc hadbecnc with an en¬ 
gine from the walls,but that,after his Elquire or armour-bearer that ducke clofe 
to his fide was wounded,himfelfe covered with a roufe of foields couched clofe 
together, eftaped this great danger and departed. For this caufe, being mooved 
much,and in an exceeding chafe, he determined tobefiegethefaid fort, notwith¬ 
standing the defendants were hotely bent to refill, for that they prefumed upon 
the place, in manner unaccefiable, and becaufc the king in perlon marching a- 
pace with a myall armie, was verily thought would be foortly there: and now, 
when the Fencc-fabrickes and all devices elfe requifite for a fiegc, were in rea- 
dinefle, toward the end of the *fccond m watch, when the night happening to •*« 
be very tight with the Moone (bine, (hewed all thinges evidently to thole that 
flood upon the bulwarkes, fuddainely a multitude gathered together in one 
plumpe, opened the gates at once, and (allied fooith: and charging a cohort of 
our horfemenat unawares, flew many of them f among whome a Tribune alfo 
chaunccd to loofe his life, as he went about to rcpell the danger. Whiles thefe 
things are thus in doing, the Pcrfians in like manner as before, from the oppofite 
liver banke fetting upon a part of our men, killed fome, and tooke others alive: 
and withall, for very feare,bccaufethe enemies were thought to have come with 
a greater number, ourfouldiorsas then beftirred themfdves but (lowly . But 
when they had taken heart againe, and were growne more bold, lb that in the 
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very tumult they haftity armed, and caught weapons in hand, whereby the ar- 
mie alfo was rayfed with the found of trumpets, and made more-haft with mut¬ 
tering inminacorie wife, the forefaid enemies that brake thus foorth upon them, 
were affrighted, and returned before they were fought withall: And the Em- 
perour himfclfc in a great paflion of anger, thruft all the reft of that cohort (who 
bafely and with faint courage had abidden the brunt of the faidBrigands)downe 
to ferve as footmen,a place of more paines and of Idle reputation. After this, in 
heat of revenge he converted ail his diligence and careto the fobverfion of that ca¬ 
ttle where he was in fuch jeopardie,himfclfeinperfonftirringnotafoot any way 
from the vauntguard, that fighting fo among the formoft,he might give the foul- 
diors good example to behave themfclves valiantly , as being a beholder and ap¬ 
prover of their ads. And after heehad beene a longtime much converfant in the 
very higheft extremities of danger, at length, fuch was the varietie of munitions 
and weapons,fuch was the joint refoldtioh alfo of bis fighting men, that the fame 
caftlc was woon/acked and burnt. And after this, considering the dangerous fer- 
viceand occurrences both paft,and alfo readie to enftke, the armieput-toylcd and 
tyred with exceffivc paincs,refted,and had plentie of many things meet for the fo¬ 
mentation of this Ufe,dealt among them. Howbeit, from thenceforth the rampier 
and fence ofthe campe was more furely fortified with a pallifedo offtakes (landing 
thicke,and with deepe trenches, feeing that now they feared from:Gtefiphon fo 
neere at hand,foddaine outrodes and other privie pradifes. Hence we cam e to the 
river digged by mans hand, named Naarmalcha, which by interpretation is as 
much as the Kings river, the channell whereof was then drie. This xlyexTrmne 
bcforetimc,& afterwards Sever us, had with patting great care caufed to be digged, 
and the earth to be caft up in manner ofa mightie large gutter or chanell,to theend 
that by a water-courfe derived thither from Euphratesjhipping might pafle to Ti¬ 
gris . And in allrefpeds it was thought.the fafeft policie to have the fame place 
cleanfed, which in times paft the Pcrfians fearing the like accidents, had flopped 
up with a dam of many big ftones layed together . And after this Botone was 
skoured, with a mightie dealc of water let in upon the plucking away of the fluce, 
the fleet which had beene driven backe for the fpace of thirtie ftadia,was caft with 
fecuritieinto thechanell of Tygris: and forthwith the armie upon bridges made 
of (hips couched together being fet over, tooke their journey toward Coche. And 
to the end that convenient reft might follow upon fuch wearifomc travaile, wee 
fat us downein a rich territorie,moft pleafantly gamifhed with Hortyards, Vines, 
and grecne Cypreflc trees: inthemiddett whereof ftandeth a fhadie and deleda- 
ble retiring place of pleafore,fhcwing io every rowme of the houfe,after that coun¬ 
trey fafhion,pidurcs reprefen tingthe king in many forts of hunting, killing Deere 
and wild beafts: for there is nothing elfe among them either drawne in picture, or 
caft in counterfeit,but fundrie kinds of flaughter^uid wanes. 
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Chap. x. 

After theJbips were delivered em of extreme danger* the Armies on bath fides were 
put in ordinance of btutaik* whereupon enfuedajharpe confltft here tie - 
fcribed,whereby the Perfiaus were chafed as farre as the 
walls of Cteftphon , when they had loft i$oo 
of their men. 

H He Emperour therefore, after fb good (peed in all affaires atchievcd to 
his hearts dcfire,holding now a more loftic and ftately paceagainft all 
| difficulties whatfoever, and grounding fo great hopes now upon his 
' fortune,which yet was never foyled,that oftentimes he did fet in hand 
with many adventures which favoured ftrongofraihneffe,caufed thetalleft veflels 
of thofe thatcaried vi&uals and engines tobedifeharged of their fraight,and man¬ 
ned them with * go armed fouldiors: and keeping ftill withhimfelfe the better •Ofltgnit ThA 
ftrength of his navie,which he had divided into three parts,theoneofthem heap- 
pointed to be fern out with V'ttfor the Comes in the beginning of night to the end 
that having eroded the river haftily, he might pofleffe himfelfe of the banks on the *p*£*gr {g 
enemies ground. Which when the capraines,as fore afraid, joyned altogether by *’* ° 

praverand entreatietoaflay if they might hinder, and yet could not alter the refo- 
lutepurpofeof the prince, behold all on a fuddaine five (hips with flag fet up aloft, 
as commandetnent was given,launched forth, and foone went out of fight : and 
When they approched once thebanke,they werefoaflailed with firebrands and all 

kind of fewellapt to catch fire continually flung among them, that they and the 
fouldiors within had prefently beene burnt,but that the Emperour ftarted with a 
cold fwawme of fcare that quickly came over his heart, and crying with a lowd 
voice, that our men,as they were commaunded,h 3 d ere&ed the Agnail given un¬ 
to them,and were upon the point to land, caufed all the Armada to make haft and 
row apace after them: whereby both the forefaid fhippe s were recovered fate and 
found,and the reft of the fouldiors alfo (pelted though they were with ftones and 
cafting-weapons of divers forts from above) after amoftfharpe skirmifn gained 
the pafling high and difficult bankes,and firmely kept their (landing. And now do 
Hiftories(forfooth)makc a wonder of Sertorm, who keeping about him his wea¬ 
pons and corfelet, fwam over the river *Rhodanus j when asi at this very mftant ‘Rho&c 
certaine fouldiors much troubled,and fearing to ftay behind after the marke or fig- 
nal was fet upbearing dofe and faft with their breads groveling upon their (hields, 
which were broad and bending,welding alfo the fame,though unskilfully, made 
fhift through that river, fo full of whirlepits, to make way and keepe fwift pace m 
companie with the (hips. Againft ihe(e force, the Perfuns oppofeci the troupes 
embattailed of their horfemen, armed at all peeces,and thoferaunged fothickcand 
dofe together, that their bodies which way foever they turned fitted with plates, 
dazzeled with the brightnefle thereof all that looked full againft them .whole hor- 
fes alfo (whereof they had a number) were defended all over with leathcr,armour, 
and furniture: behind whome,tbe companies of footmen placed in fupplie, and 
fenced with long and crooked {hields,which they cane before them made of plat¬ 
ted oyfiers and taw leather, advaunced forward in thicke rankes. After 
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Elephants making a (hew like fo many hils marching together, and mooving their 
monftrous bodies,threatened death to thofe that came neere unto them,as which 
by proofe and experiment made in former times,were very dreadfull. Hereupon 
the Emperour appointed the middle ward betweene the two * battailes fbEthc 
flrong bands of footmen, according tothe ordinance of embattailing that Homer 
deferibeth; lead if they being placed afront in the vaward, and happening to re- 
cule,fhould fhamefully turne all the reft backc with them: or againe, if they were 
caft behind all in the rereward, might have more libertie to run away,whiles none 
were roftay them 5 and himfelfe with the light armed auxiliaries traverfed to and 
fro betweene the formoft and hiridmoft. When as then the Romanes fawon the 
one fide and the other the armies in battaile-ray neere adjoyning,rhcy glittering in 
their crefted hd mets,and fliaking their fhields,advanced gently forward, as if they 
footed the meafures of the mctricallfoot *Anapa?ftus, and with the launcin® of 
foarpe-headed darts & other cafting*weapons,wherewith the skirmilhersrunning 
fonh,gavethe firft eftay of battaile,the duft was faifed on every fide,and caried with 

the fwift whirling of the wind.Now,whcntherewas aftiout andoutcrie madeon 

every hand,as the ufual l maneris,and the trumpets founding battaile, gave an edge 
to the courage of the fouldiors, they joyned the medley with javelins and drawnc 
fwords on both parts,and fought clofe and neere at hand.-and verily our fouldiors, 
the more haft they made to get within, the betterwere they fccured from thedanl 
ger of arrow-foot. Meane while Iuliantt* doing thepart,as it were, of a common 
fouldior and commaunder both,made haft to uphold thofe that were fore laved at 
with frefhfupplies, yea, and to ftirre up and incite fuch as made flow haft. The 
vantguard therefore of the Perfians brake their array, and givingbacke wit ha gen- 
tleand fof t pace,in their hotearraour went toward the citie that was hardby: after 
whom fo lowed our fouldiors,wearied likewife infighting from the morning be-* 
times to the evening in thefcorcbing hot fields,and preafling hard upon their hind- 
parts and neckes jdiave them all headlong,together with Tigranes.Surenajmd Nor* 
the principall chiefetaines 3 asfarreastothc wals of Ctefiphon,layinguponthe 
haras of their legs and on their backesas they ran before them. And intermingled 
in the very companies of them that thus flipped away and fled, they had broken 
through within the entrie of the citie,but that Marquelfe Vifforwhh liftingupas 
weh his hands as voice, for bad them,, being himfelfe flightly foot intothlannc 
with an arrow and fearing Ieaft thefe haftic fouldiors, found inconfideratly within 
he circu it ofthe wall,and not meeting with any way out again,might be cnclofcd 
with maine muititudes.Let theoldPoets found out the bat tails ihatHetferfought* 
and extoll withall the fortitude of that Theflalian capraine Achilles: Lettfee pofte* 
rine long time after talke of ^ opbanes,Amimas,CaUmAchiu y znd n Cynerirus, thofe 
famous thunderbolts that foookc the Medes warre in Greece . evident it is by all 
that fome of our men behaved thcmfelvesas valiantly thatday as

rvg^g^yFterthe feare was paft,and the enemies bodies troden, on heap as they 
|gP^i|r lay* underfoot, the fouldiors, embrued as they were with the bloud 
that they had j uftly foed, being affemblcd before the Emperouis pavi- 
lion,gavehimhisdueprayfcandrendredhartic thankes, for that un- 
knownein everieplace,whetherhewercaleaderor a fouldior, hee had atchievcd 
then fo fommat a vi<ftory,as that with the killing of two thoufand and five hundred 
Perfians more or lefle, there were but threefcore and ten of our men loft their lives: 
who alfo for his part,calling moft of them by their names, whom himfelfe as an eie 
witneffe and judge faw to have pci formed with refolute heart any brave fervice/e- 
warded them with Naval, 0 Civik, and Campe-Coronets. And being now fully 
perfuaded,thatthelikeprofperous fucccfles would foortly hereafter follow, hee 
made preparation of many facrifices to Mars the Revenger: and whereas ten moft 
beautifull bulls were to this purpofe brought in place, nine of them, before they 
were prefented to the altars,of themfelves fell downc dead in moft heavie and fear- 
full manner 5 and the tenth,who brake his bonds and got away,was hardly brought 
backc againe,and being flaine, foewed ominous fignes of iU lucke. At the fight 
whereof Iulianus falling into a grievous fit of indignation,cryed out, and fware by 
Jupiter y That he would now offer no more facrifice unto Mars, neither did hee ever 
facrifice againe,as being (urprifed foone after by fpeedie death. And fo, after hee 
had debated in counfell with the principall captaincs and officers of the armie, as 
touching the befieging of Ctefiphon,concluded it was according to the advife 
and mind of fome,who knewit was an adventurous and unreafonablepeece offer- 
vice to take that enterprife in hand ; for that both the citie by the veric feituation 
thereof inexpugnable, was defended, and alfo thought verily it was, that the king 
would be there out of hand with a dreadfull power: So the better opinion tooke 
place,the utilitie whereof, when he a moft prudent prince hadapprooved,hecfent 
Arintbem witha power of light appointed footmento forray andfpoyle the coun¬ 
tries lying round about,which were rich in cattcll and corne, who with like indu- 
ftrie was topurfuethe enemies alfo,that being lately put to rout and difperfed, lay 
hidden in thickeover-growne wayes and holes, wherewith they were fo well ac¬ 
quainted. But ^he againe ofagreedie humor at alltimes to bee encroaching and 
gaining more,little weighing their words that willed the contraric,*and rebuking 
the ebiefe leaders and officers,bccaufe for floth and defirc of eafe, they gave coun- 
fdl to forgo the Idngdomesof Perfia which were in maner alreadie conqueredjlca- 
ving the rivcT on his left hand,by the direction of unluckieguides that led the way, 
determined with fpeedie pace to take the * Mediterranean wayes, and, as it were, -mdianc. 
with the deadly and cuffed firebrand of BeUona,commaunded fire tobeput under 
the (hips, and tobumethcmall/avc twelve ofthe ldfe fort, which he gave order 
to be carried in carts,as meet for the joynang ofbridges. Ao$ hee thou ght herein, 
that he had taken a profitable comic,for feare(fotfeotb) t h ar a .ua v ie being leftb*- 
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hind,fhouId ferve the enemies In good ftead,or at leaf! wife, that twentic thoufend 
we! neere of fighting men(as from the verie beginning of the expedition they had 
done)ihouldbe iroployedin haling,towing,andgoy^ing.the fiiips. After 

this^wlien evetie man fearing in his owne behalfe,(ecretJy mumbled, and the plain 
truth evidently fpake^thatif haply the fouldiefs were put Back by reafon of drouth 
or high hils,they could not retume unto the waters: when alio the fugitives open¬ 
ly confeffedupon the rack,that he had erred and done aroi(te,in a great hurly bur¬ 
ly commaundement was given,That the flaming fireslhould bee quenched. And 
forasmuch as the fire caught fo mightie an head,as that it had contained themoft 
part of them alreadie,twelve {hips onely could be faved without hi)#, which were 
fet apart,that they might be kept ftill. 


Chap. XII. 

The Perfians having bur fit the grownegrajfe and[landing corne,drive the Romans deJH- 
tute ofjhspping y anddijireffedwith the dittemperature of weather andfoyle, 
both into manyfiraits , yea andfpreeth themto 
alter their tourney. 

B Y this chauncethe fleet being loft,at fuch a time when it behoved not, 
Julianas tru fling in his united armie, now that none of the armed foul¬ 
diers Were employed in divers places and affaires, and (landing upon 
his great numbers,marched(I fay )to the inland parts, having the weal¬ 
thy countriesyeeiding plendeof vi&uals unto him: which beeing knowne,thee- 
nemies to pinch sn with hunger, fet on fire the graffe on the ground, and the 
Handing corne ful growne: and by reafon that with this generall fire,we were flop¬ 
ped of our paffage forward,we trufted upon our {landing campe, untiH the flames 
began to flake. And the Pcrfians a great way off,infuking over us with theirbrava- 
does,one while for the nonce difplayed their forces all abroad, otherwhile made 
head more thicke and clofe together: that it might be thought ofthofe that looked 
fane off, the kings aids were alreadie come, and that wefhould thinkethey brake 
out therefore to fuch audacious outrodes and unwonted attempts. But all this 
while the Emperoursfouldiors both fbrrowed herear, for that they neither had 
ineanes to frame bridges,having fo rafhly loft their (hips, nor could encounter the 
forces of ftrange enemies, new come in,who wcrealreadic in place, as it appeared 
by the glittering brightnefle of their armor, artificially wrought to bend with eve- 
rie limme. And to helpe the matter well,there happened another no fmall infomu 
nitie, namely, that the fuccors which we waited for to come with Arfacesjxx&cm 
owne captaines,feemed for the caufes aforefaid letted and ftayd. In regard of thefe 
occurrents,the Prince to comfort the’diftrefled & difquietcd foldiors,commanded 
the pri(oners,lanke & {lender ofthemfelvesfas all the Perfians in maner be)and by 
this time alfo growne carrion leane,to be brought forth before them; and calling 
hiseyeagaine upon our men, £* (quoth h e)who they are that thefe rnartiall hearts 
repute men even deformed,foule y anaftinkinggoas: and as many events by experience 
have taught us.readietofling their weapons from them, and to run away before they come 
to joyne battaile. Which faid,andtne captives voyded, they fat in counfcll about 
the maine bufineffe in hand: and after much arguing/wC^ contra , when the un- 
^ilful! multitude laid with open mouth jVemuftreturnethefamewaywe came ,the 
Prince eameftly gainlaid that opinion, and many together with hkn {hewed by 
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plline deinonltiation,That it could notbe,cofifidering that throughout the fpati- 
ous and open plaines both forage and come was coniumed, and thertmaines of 
townesand villages late bumt,werc in extreame want and povettie: becaufc alfo, 
that all the ground was befobbedand drenched with the mid-Winter frofts that 
now thawed,and the waters being up and fwolne,had carried away the bounds of 
their banks, and were become verie rough: for that alfo, to cncrcafe the difficulty 
ofthis affaire,in thofe cquntriesvfhich grew hot by thefultrie heat ofthe Sunne.aH 
places be haunted with a multitude of flies and gnats, which as they flie fhadow 
both the day-light,and the bodies offtarresthatftiineby night: when as now the 
wit of man could not prevaile to meet with thefe mifehiefs, after long wavering to 
and fro,and (landingin doubtfull tearmeswhatto do,we reared altars,^killed bcafts 
for {acrifice,and confu lted with the gods,to know their will,whether we {hould re- 
turneby the way of Aflyria^or inarching foftly befide the foot of themoumaines, 
fodainely ovei' run and waft Chilfocomus, feituat neere unto Corduena: but nei¬ 
ther of thefe two wayes was by infpe&ion of the beaft bowels waranted unto us. 
Howbeit,werefolved upon this in the end,That feeing all hope of better was cut 
©fFandgone,wcfhouIdtake the way of Corduena. And fo upon the flxteenth 
*day before the Kalends of Iuly,when ourenfignes were fet forward, and the day- *'* 
light now begun wcl entred, there appeared a lmoke,or a certaine round and (harp 
topped cloud of duftpccafioc^asa man might thinkc, by heardsof wild Afles, 
whereof in thofe tra&s there are infinit numbers, going all together for ihispur- 
pofe,that by fo thicke a troupe of them thruft togethcr,they might be able to check 
and fruftratthe fierceaflaults of Lyons: Some were of opinion,That the captains 
of Saccna were comming,railed alreadie by our rumors fpred,That theEmperour 
would with maine force aflault Ctefiphon: others affirmed, That the Perfians 
were up in armcs,readieto ftirrenew troubles. And therefore, confidering how 
doubtfull the cafe ftood,for feare leaf! fome dilafterous accident fhould light upon 
us,by found of trumpet our battailons in their march were called backe, and fo in 
a fairegreene vale full of graffe, neere unto a river fide, having pitched our tents 
round in the forme of a circle, with a manifold rank and courfeof (hiclds to prote& 
us,we refled with more fafetie. For,by reafon that the ayrecontinued thicke and 
miftie until evening,we could not difeeme what it was that feemed fo foule and ill 
favoured. 
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THE XXV. BOOKE. 


C hA>v I. 

The Roman e armie encountreth andjoineth in fight by many a skirmifb Tvitb 
the Perfian hoafl. The armour ofthe Per pan men at armes on bard 
horfes. The terrible jhtrvc of Elephants. A battaile fought 
vrith a mightie oyerthro^p and daughter of 
the Perfians. 

Nd this night verily,wherein no bright ftaircs fhonc to give 
light (ascommonlyitfalleth out in doubtfull cafes and di- 
ftrefles) we patted fo,as not one of us durft either fit downe 
or fleepe one winke for veiy feare. But fo foone as it was 
faire daylight, the glittering habergeons trimmed all about 
with white guards, the bright curets made of yron plates, 
difcovered a farre off,foewed the kings power to be at hand. 
At the fight whereof, when the fouldiors enkindled with 
courage 3 madc haft to encounter them, by reafon of a little river that fevered them 
afunder, the Empcrour forbad them: and not fane from the very ram pier there 
was a cruel! fight betwcene our fore-riders and thofc of the Perfians,wherein Ma~ 
chamew# leader of one regiment of ours,was flaine- in whofe quarrell and defence 
his brother Maurus, Marquette afterward of Phaenice, killed him who wounded 
his brother to death,terrifying eveiy one that came in his way • him felfe alfo fore 
hurt in the fhoulder with a dart,was yet able with maine force to refeue and draw 
rorth of the battaile Afachamew, looking wan and pale at the point of death. And 
when onboth fides they waxed faint with intolerable heat of the weather,and fo 
many conflidb that they had fuftained, in the end the troupes of the enemies were 
withafoulcrepulfc broken and fcattered. As we retyred fomewhat farre from 
hence, the Saracenes for feare of our footmen conft rained toreturnebacke,within 
a whiie after, intermingled with a multitude of thePerfians, fuddainely charged, 
withatullmmdtocameawaythcRomanecarriages: butfo foone as they efpi- 
ca the Emperour, they returned ft) the wings that lay in fupplie • After wee were 
goncoutofthis region, we came toavUlagenamed Hucumbra, where for two 
<»yes fpace being refrefhed befidc our hope with all things meet for our ufe, and 
having gotten corneynough,wcdeparted: and prefently all the reft,fave only that 
wmch theume would give us leave to convey away, was confumcd with fire. The 
next day aftor^s our armie marched eafily forward,the Perfians having at unwares 
ict upoathofe that were hindmoft, who by chaunce that day had the charge of the 
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rereward ,had With little adoe killed them every one, but that our Cavallerie that 
was neere at handfcaving intelligence hereof, being fpred over the open and wide 
valeyes, repelled this great danger, by wounding thofc that thus furprifcd them. 

In thissfeirmifh was flaine Adaces^ a noble peereof the kingdorae,who hadbeenc 
fometkne fent in embaffage to the Emperour CcnHantine^nS. courteoufly enter¬ 
tained* the killer of whom offering unto lulianus his fpoyles, was rewarded, as it 
well befeemed. The fame day a cornet of the a Tcrciaci horfcmen was much 
blamed and accufed by the legions, for that when thefe brake into the enemies 
battaile, raunged full againft them, they by little and little flipping away, had like 
to have difcouraged the whole armie. Whereupon the Emperour growing to in¬ 
dignation,as good reafon he had,tooke from them their guidons, brake their laun- 
ces, and as many of them as were by juft pfbofc knowne to have fled, heenjoy- 
ned to march among the carriages, packes, trufles,and captives: but their leader, 
whooncly.had fought manfully, was made captaine over another troupe,whofe 
Tribune was convi&cd to have foamefully forfaken the field and fled. Moreo- 
over, there were called alfo and difeharged of their militarie oath other Tribunes 
of certaine companies of horfemen, for the like foule and cowardly part : For, 
with this mild and moderate allay and temper of corre<ftion,confidering the diffi¬ 
culties and dangers toward, was the Emperour contented . When as therefore 
they had journeyed forward fcventie b ftadia, by occafion that there grew fcarci- 
tie of all things, for that both grade and come was burnt, every man was faineto 
catch out of the very flaming fire, and keepe for himfelfe what cornc and forage 
hee was able to carrie. Leaving therefore this place alfo behind them, when the 
whole armie was come to a certaine tradfc named Maranga,inthetwyIight ? forae- 
what before day, there appeared an infinite number of Perfians,together with Me- 
renes Generali of the horfemen,two of the kings fonnes, and many potentates and 
lords of the countrey. Now were all their bands and regiments hameifcd in armor 
of yron,having every part oftheir bodie covered foclofe and thick with plates,that 
the ftiffc joints thereof were meet for the knitting of their liras: and vizards ofmens 
faces were fo curioufly fitted to their heads, that whereas their bodies all over were 
plated,the foot lighting upon them,could there onely take hold and fticke, where 
were little holes full againft the eyes to admit a fmall fight, or whereat the very tips 
oftheir nofcs the narrow paflages ferved for their wind and breath: of thefe, fome 
readietofctve with pikes,flood firmc & kept their ground fo, as a man would have 
thought they had bin fixed faft^nd held with chainesand ropes of brattc: hard by 
them were marshalled thearchers,in whichfeat the whole nation from their very 
cradle hath bin patting confident oftheir skill,and mightie in the pradife thereof: 
andthefedrewtheirbentboweswiththeirarraesfowideafunder, that the firings 
came clofe to theirright bread heads, and the arrow heads lay juft upon their left 
hands, and with exceeding skill in the ftroke oftheir fingers, the fliafts flew out 
with a whittling and finging found, carrying with them mifchievous and dead¬ 
ly wounds . After them were placed the Elephants, the terrible fight of which 
beafts all glittering together, with their grim and cruell yawning of their mouthes, 
fearefull minded men could hardly endure: upon whom fat their mafters, car¬ 
rying faft tied unto their right armes knives with hafts, as bearing in remem¬ 
brance (fill the defeature and lofle they received at Nifibis : and if the unru¬ 
ly beaft could not be reftrained by the ftrength of his mafter, for feare leaft 
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taming take upon their owne men (as it fell out then) hee might overthrow the 
common fouldiors,with a mightie ftroke they made a galb intpthat turning joint 
that parteth the head and necke afunder. For the experiment was once made by 
jl/drubaUxht brother of AmribaH, that this was the readie way to difpatch fuch 
beafts,and bereave them of theirlife. Which being feene not without great ter- 
rour, the mod confident and refoluteEmperour, guarded round about with ar¬ 
med Cohorts,and the principal! captaines, according as this extraordinary puif- 
(ancc and crudl forces required, arraunged thofe bands which were to affront and 
*« baift moot*, encounter the cnemie,in foime of a *Crelcent, with bowing and winding fides. 

And lead Archers running foorth might difray the rankes and companies of our 
men,he advaunced forward the banners more lpeedily,and thereby brake the vio¬ 
lent force of their (hot; and after the*ufuall manner, after he had given the fignall 
of bartaile, the Romanc footmen (landing thicke together, with preaffing hard, 
thrudbacke the thronged fronts of the enemies vaward rand as the medley grew 
hotc, fuch a found there was of fhields, fuch a clattering noyfe allb,as*wcll of the 
men themfelves as their weapons, making a dplcfulldin, as among whome there 
was now no hoe nor (lay at all of their hands, that all the fields were covered over 
withbloud and flainc bodies lying along: But thePerfiabs were they that fell fa¬ 
der to the ground: who being oftentimes faint in conflict, found a great hinde- 
rance and inconvenience in this clofc fight foot to foot, as wonted otherwise to 
beare themfelves valiantly afarre off ; and if they perceive at any time their battai- 
lons to give ground and recule,by retyring toward thebacke of them,in manner of 
(howers ana ftormes to fhoot th eir arrowes dreight, and fo to fright their enemies 
from any bold and confident purfuit. The Parthians therefore being drjven backe 
and borne downe bymaineforce.ourfouldiorsout-toyled a long time,and fwelte- 
red with the flaming heat of theSun, after thefoundgiven of retreat,remrne againe 
to their tents, emboldened by this good hand, thenceforth to attempt greater ex¬ 
ploits. In this battaile it was evident (as I fayd before) that the daughter of the 
Perfians was very grear,and of our men as (mall. But among the variable chaunces 
that fell out in thele conflicts, remarkable above the red was the death of Veteranio, 
a brave warrior,who commaunded the legionofthe c Zianni. 


Chap. ii. 

The Remane arrme affli&eJ with famine. The frugalitie of Iulian. His owne 
Genius and a Star re affeareth in menacing manner unto him, 

B Fter this,during the truce appointed for three daies,whiles every man was 
bufied in curing his owne wounds or his fellowes, deftitutc were we of 
viduals,and pinched with hunger, by this time intollerable. And for as 
much as by the burning as well of forage as come, men and horfes both 
were driven to extremities i out of that provifion of food which the beads of the 
Tribuncsand * Comites carried, a great part was dealt among the meaned com¬ 
mon fouldiors who were in cxtrearac want. And verily the £mperour,for whom 
there were provided no daintie cates as kings ufe to have, but for his light fupper, 
CSSW ^^wastot^ce under the little pillars ofa tent, or hole, a fmall pittance of 
fukmugrtzm*, thicke* groefl (which a vciy common and *bafe drudging fouldior would difc 
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dainc to cat)looke whatfoever was made readie for his fervice,carelefle of himfelfe, 
diftributed and lent it away among the poore and needic fouldiors. And himfelfe 
being drawne fora little while to take a penfive tepofe betweene deeping and wa- 
king,whcn being quite broken (an ufuall matter with him)of his deep,inimitation 
of Julius Cnfar ,who was wont to write fomewhat whiles he lay in campe,he pafled 
the dead time of the night mufing and meditating upon the fentences ofa cmainc 
Philolbpher, he (aw (as himfelfe confeffcd to his inmoft friends) in very limpleanc 
poore plight the rclemblance of that publicke Genius,which when he was mour 
ting to the imperiall diademe he beheld in Gaule, and the fame in lad and heavie 
wile,with Cornu Copia covered over, departing by the tapiftric hangings of his 
pavilion. And albeit for the prelent he was amazed and ftrucken therewith ado* 
nied, yet as one not ftouping at all to any feare,he committed the future events un¬ 
to the will and decree of god in heaven: and forfaking his couch or pallet that lay 
upon the very ground (as being rifen when it was now midnight) in making fup- 
plication and prayer unto the gods by the meanes ofcertaine depullorie facrifices, 
he thought that he faw a very light burning flame,like as if it fell, to (hoot along in 
the ayrc,and to vanilh quite out of light: and hereupon he trembled all over and 
quaked for feare 3 Ieall it had been the planet Mars that appeared fo evidently mena¬ 
cing. Now this fierie bright * impreflion, which we tearme amWw, did neyther 
fall at any time, nor touch the ground: For he that thinketh coelediall bodies can 
fall, is juftly deemed a prophane and fbolilh perfon. Now this Meteore or appa¬ 
rition above commeth many wayes, of which it lhall fuffice to (hew a few. Some 
thinke they be fpaikes fet afire, and glowing by the vigorous heat of the skie 5 but 
not able togoe farre,doegoe out: or atleadwile,that certaine flaming raies hitting 
againft thicke clouds,by a quicke touch doe Iparkle: or die when fome light mee- 
tech clofeand joyneth with a cloud: For that being lhaped like a flarre, runneth a 
courfe verily ,fo long as it is held up with the ftrength of fire $ but the bodie there¬ 
of being in fo long a way and fpacious paflage emptied and (pent, turneth into an 
exhaIation,goingtothatfubftance,by the forcible rubbing and fretting whereof, 
it caught heat. Streightwaies therefore, ere the day began, were the Tufcanc wi¬ 
zards and Soothfayers lent for,and being asked their judgement,What (Irange ac¬ 
cident this kind or apparition of a ftarre portended < anlwered, That mod wifely 
hee muft beware and fbrbeare to attempt any thing at that time • (hewing out of 
Tor quietus his bookes, how in the title Be rebus Divinis, this Aphorilme was fet 
downe. That if fuch afire-light werefeene in the skie^ there ought mbmoile he fought, 
nor any fuch matter attempted. Now,when as he defpifed this warning alfo, as he 
had done many other, the Soothfayers befought him. That he would yet put off 
his journey, if it were but fome few homes 5 but they could not obtaine fo much 
as this 5 focroflewas the Emperour,and readie to withfiand all the skill of divi¬ 
nation and prophefie: but fo (bone as it was foil day light hediflodged and remo¬ 
ved his campc forward. 
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The next day lulianus raifedand(Hrredwith thefoileand overthrew of bis owne men 
whiles forgetting his Brigantine .andcatching uphisfhieldhe hajleneth to the bat- * 
tatiejkauncedby ahorfemamflajfeorffeare to berm into the rtbs% but 
whiles he afiaseth topluckeforththe heady bee fell from fjis 
bor/e.and out of the battatleyvbicb waste both 
parts lament able y was brought baeke 
into the campe . 

■ O fooner were we departed hencc,but the Perfians, who greatly feared 
theflecdie fight oftootmen,as having‘beeneoftentimes beaten ther- 
withjaid their amhuflies,and clofely accompanied us, avoydingour 
battailons on either fide,and lying in cfpiall to view our inarch from 
the tops of the high hills,fo,that our men fufpe&ingfb much, all the live-lone day 
might neither cad up a rampier, nor fortifie themfdvcs with a pallaifadoc. Thus 
verily whiles we firmely guard out fides, and thearmie according to the fite and 
petition of the ground, marcheth in fix fquare battailons difplayed at large with 
thinrankes,word was brought unto the prince, beihgas yet unarmed, and gone 
forth forward to difeover the quarters before. That fodainly thofe who behind 
were gathering up their armour and weapons together,had a charge given them at 

their backes. At which accident he was much troubled 5 and catchin® up haftily in 

this tumult his fhield,but forgetting his corflct, and making haft to helpc thofe in 
the rereward,was called backeagaine with another“new alarme, whereby adveni- 
fedhe was,that |h e avant-guardalfo, from whence he was lately depaned,felt the 
like diftreffe. Which,whites without any regard at all of his owne periJL hec hafte- 
ncth to recover and fet upright in order againe: from another part a companie of 
Parthyans in couplet harneisfetteth upon the centuries in the *mids, andfpred- 
dingthemfelvcsfiercelyallover the left wing, which began alreadie to fhrinkc 
(whiles our men could not with patience abide the ftrong ftrength and braying 
noyfeofthe ElephantO fought with pikes and cafting weapons, which they dif 
charged thicke. Butas the Prince fetting fpufres to his horfe,rode with full carrier 
among the moft dangerous skirmifhes, out went our light armed companies,and 
chaining them behmd,layd at the houx and backe parts as well of the beads as the 
Perfians thcmfelves,and all to cut and hacked them. Whom, when lulianus for¬ 
getting to looketo himfelfe)by lifting up his hands a!ofr,and crying alowd, made

battailc ■> the Gallants his followers,whom feare had difpcrkled, cryed out unto

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he was dreffed and cherifhcd accordingly. And foone after,when the paine was a 
little affuaged,he gave over to feare, and with a great fpirit driving again A death, 
calledfor his horfeand armour,tothe end,that by reviling the battfjle againe, hec 
mighu^paire the confident hope of his owne men, and leemein a rethkfle neg- 
le^fc of himfelfc,wonderfully pofleffed with a care for the life and preteryation of 
others. Shewing herein the fame vigorouscouragc.though in a cafe unlike,thac 
Bpamtnondas that renowmed captaine did: who being wounded to deathat ^Man- 
tinea,and returned out of the batraile,fought carefully for his ihield, and when hee 
law it neere unto him ,died of his wound more joyfully: and he that without feare 
forwent his life,was afraid to loofe his fhicld. But when lulianus his drength was 
not anfwerable to his will,and that the flux of bloud fore followed him, hee flood 
dill and flirred not: and hereupon grew he afterward’ pad all hope of life, becaufe 
by inquiric tnade,he under Aood,that the place where hee fell was- called Phrygia: 
for he had intelligence given him aforetime by a written anfwer from the Oracle, 
that even there hemuft dye. When the Prince was brought againe into his pavili¬ 
on^ man would not beleeve in what heat the fouldiors enchaufed with anger and 
griefe haflened to revenge,rapping their fhields with their fpeares ; fully bent even 
to dye for it,if the cafe forequired. And although the dud flew upon their eyes, 
and the weather growing hot hindered the agilitic and beflirring of their limmes, 
yet^s if with the Ioffe oftheir leader they had beene difeharged of their othe, and 
treed from all militarie difcipline,they ran defperatly without any refpeft or fpare 
ofthemfelves, upon the pike and (words points. On the other tide, the Perfians 
more couragioufly (hot their arrowes fo thick,that the volley and flight therof took 
away the Sunnes light: oppofing their Elephants withall, who going but (lowly 
with their big bodies and terrible crefts,affrighted both horfeand man. The buck¬ 
ling together therefore of men in their armour,the groning of thofe that fell to the 
ground,the blowing and (huffing of the horfes,and the ringing noy fe ofweapons, 
was heard a great way off* fo long untillBoth tides were weaiied with wounds 
good dore,and the night now daike patted the fight. Fiftie Potentates and great 
Lords ofthc Perfians, together with themodp3rt of the common fouldior were 
that day left dead in the field: and in this confufed medley UUcrena and Nobodares y 
two principall commaunderswerellaine. Now ktantiquitiein her high and lof- 
tic words,dand amazed at the twentie battailes which e MarceUus fought in divers 
places: Tell they betides, with brave fpeech, how ( Siecius Dent at us was adorned 
with a number of militarie crownes: wonder they moreover,at s who,by 

report,was three and twentie times wounded in fundry foughten fields, whofe no¬ 
ble and glorious praifesC^w, the lad of that race,blurred with the blots of ever- 
lading diflionour. Howbeit,there were fomeheavicoccurrents that defaced thefe 
joyfull events. For ,whiles thefe brave feats were everie where performed after the 
deceafe of the Generall,together with thefoyle of the right wing of the armic,and 
the killing ot Anatolius , for the time mafter of the officesallu(It us the Praefed was 
driven headlong into prefent mifchiefc,and by the meanes of an officer of his, ref- 
cued out of danger-and when he had lofl Phoffhorius a councilor , who then affi- 
ftedhim,thearmie chanced to efcape by flight: ccrtaine fouldiors alfo, through 
many dangers having put themfelves for refugeintoa fortreflehard by, could not 
before three dayesafter joyne with the armie. 
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The Oration if l ulianus to thofe thatflood roundabout him in his pavilion ^ which bein* 
endedJtediJlributed hisprivet houfegoods among his neereft favourites: And then & 
difcourfmg exaBly as touching thefublimitieofmensJoules faring drunk 
a draught of cold water, he departed thu life in the three and 
thirtiethyeare of his age, 

S N this mcane while Juliana* lying in his tent/pake unto thofe that flood 
about him,all caft done and heavie, after this wife: The time is new 
come (quoth he) my friends and companions ,and thefame rightfeafonable 
for me to depart this life, which (as a debtor of trutt) to render unto nature 
calling for it againe, I retoyce wit h all my heart: Neither do 1 grieve andfor row therefore] 
nsfome do think faving learned by the generall fentepce and doftrine ***&*!, 
bow much happier the Joule is than the bodie: andconftdering befide, that fo often as the 
betterJlate and condition is fevered from the worfe\ wee are to toy rather than to grieve; 
obferring thus muchalfoJT hat even thegoisin heaven have unto feme ntojlgodly and de¬ 
vout per Jons given death as thechiefeand bell reward. And that this offtce’ts layd upon 
mej knew pafmg well,namely ^neither toyeeld unto painefuU perils, nor defteratly as any 
time to overthrow and eaH myfelfe away: as having by experience found; that all dclo. 
tons griefs as they infult and triumph over bafe cowards,fo t hey give way untothofethat 
cenftamlyper fill. Neither repent lefmy deeds patt, nor wounded am J with the remem* 
brance of any foule and hainous aft committed, either when I was afcholler andftudem 
within dooresandprivat corners,or after 1 had ent red upon the government of the Empire, 
defending upon me,as it were,from the kinredof heavenly wights: but havens Ifuppofg 
preferved myfelfe unftainedfoth in managing civile Quires with moderation s andalfo 
tnraifmgand repelling wastes upon advifed and confiderat risfens: Albeit frofterom 
tfjues, and goo dc onfultations do not alwayes and in everieplace eoncurre together,,becaufe 
thefuperiour powers in heaven,challenge umo themfelves the event andfucceffe of all en¬ 
ter prtjes and defignes. And confuting thus with my felfejrhat the end of a lawfull and 
righteous government^ is the profit and welfare of obedient fubieffs, I have beeneever - 
more,as ye know inclined to peace and quietnejje , banijhing from mine arts and procee- 
eUngs,allUcenttous libertiephe corruptrice ofStates andmanners both: Rirht toy fully aU 
fo,and wittingly much more,have 1 floodfkmebgrounded and refolute, wherefoever the 
Commonwealth as an imperious mother hath expefedmeto apparent and evident daun- 
gers.as oneufedto contemns the whirling formes of all cafualtres. Neither witl/beafha- 
medio »feffe,Tbat lanrfwce 1 underiloadb, the faceting of strut and anfalUbU Ota. 
clefbaljbauld aiebj tbeyialemferceafaweapan. Andmthie retard Iwertbip the ever- 
lying Gtdjhat 1 depart this m>M»ot by way of an, fnvie .nine, of treafon- mr byrea-

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may be foundagoodRuler after me . Thefe words mildly dclivered,diftributing (as it 
were by his laft will,among his inward favourites,his houfhold goods,he asked for 
Anatolius, Mafterof the offices: and when SaUuftiust he Prsefed anfwered, That 
he wasblejfedandhappiefiQ knew thereby he was flaine: and bitterly bewailed hec 
the cafeofhis friend, who with an high fpirit before contemned hisowue. And as 
they all that were prefent hereat wept bitterly, he carrying (fill an authoritic and 
majeftie with him undaunted,rebuked them} faying,It was a bafe and abjed part 
to bewaile a Princearraunged among the ftarres in heaven. Now when hereupon 
they kept filence,hetogcther with Maximus and Prifcus , two Philofophers, dispu¬ 
ting profoundly, as touching the *fublimitie of the foule, by occafion that the 
wound he had in his hurt fide opened verie wide, and the tumor of his veinesand 
arteries flopped his fpirits,asalfo with drinking3 draught of cold waterwhich he 
craved at the verie cold time ofinidnight,hc wasthereby now cafily difpatchedof 
his life in the *t wo and h thirtiethycareofhisage. 


Chap. V. 

Thevertuesoflulhmusareatlargcby Ammianus Marcellinus deferibed, 

■ Ornehe wasatConflantinople, left a deftitute orphan from his 
verie childhood,by the death of his father Cenflantms , who afc 
ter the death of his brother Conjlanttne, whom hce was to fuc- 
ceed in the Empire, happened among many others to be killed 
by the 1 ' multitude,and his mothers name was Bafdina , a Ladie 
of noble defert from her verie aunceftors: a man, I allure you, 
to be put in the ranke of heroicke Princes,as wel for his famousand brave atchicvc- 
ments 3 as alfo for a naturall majeftie that he bare,glorious & remarkable.For where¬ 
as there be,as the learned do define, thefe foure principall vertues, Temperance, 

Prudence,Iuftice,and Fortitude, and othersfrom without-forth appendant unto 
them,towit,Militarie knowIedge,*Authoritie,Felicirie,andLiberaliue * with ear- 
neft affedfion he ftudied and embraced them all,as ifthey had beene but one. And 
firft of all,for unftained chaftitie he fo excellcd,thar after he had buried his wife, he 
never medled with any a£to£yenusi having a good eye to that which wee read in 
Plato, namely,’That Sophocles a writer of Tragedies,now farre flopped in yeres, be¬ 
ing asked, Whether as yet he had any dealing with women ? anfwered, Noiand 
faid moreover,That he was now glad he had avoyded and cfcaped the love of fuch 
things, no lefle than a certaine raging and cruell maftcr. Likewife, more ftrongly 
to confirme this purpofe of his, he revolved and repeated oftentimes this fentencc 
of the Lyricke Poet Bacchylides, whom he tooke delight to read,faying, That as an 
excellent Painter draweth and fhapeth to the life abeautifull vifage, fo chaftitie a- 
dornctha*mind that mounteth and aimeth at great matters. Thedcfe&and blc- 2 / ^ >F , 0f o 5 e r 
niifh of which venue, intheverie full ftrengthof his youth he fo warily efehew- 
ed, that he could not be charged,no not by the in ward fervitors of his privic cham- ° 
berjo much as with thefufpition of any luft and wantonneflc} a fault incident ma¬ 
ny times to other. And his temperance in this kind,was much helped and furthe¬ 
red by this exceeding fpare dyet,and fhort fleepe, which he tooke unto, and ufed 
both at home and abroad. For^n time of peace his {lender fare at the table, to as 
many as can judge aright,was admirable j as if he had meant fhortly to rctume a- 

Mm ij gainc 
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game tohisbooke in theVniverfitie. And during the time of divers and fundrie 
warre-fervices, hee was feene fometimes after the manner of an ordinarie fouldior 
to takea fhort& homely pittance {landing. AHo when hehad refreflied hisbodie, 
hardened by toilefome labour,with a (mall repole of fleepe,whcn he awakened,he 
would alone by himfelfe walkethe round, looke to the fentinels, and fee how they 
watched and warded by turnes,betaking himfelf after thefe ferious exercifes to the 
deepeftudies oflearning. And if his lights thatburned in the nighr, by which hee 
ftudied, could poffibly I peake, they would verily (hewand teftifie, that there was 
great differencebetweene him and feme princes, confidering they knew, that he 
tooke not his pleafurc and (blacefo much, as to content the neceffities of nature. 
Then,concerning his prudenceand wifdome,there were very many fignes and te- 
ftimonies,of which itihall fuffice to reckon a few. Mod skilfull he was in feats of 
armes,and in the civile profeflion of gowned arts paffing ftudious,afcribing and ta¬ 
king fo much onely to himfelfe as he thought was betwixt contempt and pride: el¬ 
der in vertue than in yeares ;ftudious rogaineall kinds of knowledge .‘ Sometimes 
an inflexible and conftant Iudge; in reformingof manners a moft quick and fevere 
Cenforj a meekecontemner of riches,andade(piferof all worldly things. Tocon- 
clude,this was an Apothegme of his,T hat it was a {homefor a wife man having afoule 
tofeekeforpraifeandcommencUtionfromthebodie. Nowwhatgoodandcommen- 
dablepartshe had of juftice,many particulars doe fhew: firft, that he was in a re- 
fpe<ftivediftin<ftionof all matters, terrible, but not cruell: then, in that with the 
perill of (ome few he reftrained vices: and more againe, becaufe he rather fhooke 
the fword,than ftruckc with it. Laft of all,to pafle over many examples, certaine it 
is, that againftfomeopen enemies ofhis and fuch as (oughttotake away his life, 
he proceeded fo gently, that the rigour of their punifliments hee moderated by a 
naturall clemencic that hee had: His hardinefle in fight, themany warres that hee 
made fufficiently do prove; as aI(o his patient enduring of extreame cold and heat 
both. The fervice of the bodie is required properly of a (ouldior, and the deed of 
the mind of a Generali and Commaunder. Asforhim, inhis owneperfon hee 
would boldly encounter hand to hand a fterneand cruell enemie,and him at one 
blow kill outright: and divers times himfelfe alone would by oppofing his owne 
bread reftraine and hold in our fouldiors, when they were at the point to give 
backe and recule. AKo, whiles he conquered and fubdued the kingdomes of the 
furious Germans,and converted in the fmoothcringand fultrie hot duft of Perfia, 
by fighting perfonally among the formoft in the vaward, he encouraged and hear¬ 
tened our men. The skill that he had in militarieand campe-affaires,many things, 
and thole wellknowne, doe declare; his aflaults of cities and caftles, the many 
formes of embattailing and fetting his forces in array at the very point of dangers 
andextremities,thepitching of his tents forholefomeneffc and fafetie,his fore-fen- 
ccs, corps deguards and frontier ftations without in the fields, ordered wholly with 
good reafons and confiderations. As for the countenanccand authoritie that hee 
carried, it was (o great, that being moft entirely loved, yet was he dread wit hall: 
and howfbever he feemed a fellow in perils and painefull toyles, yet in the hoteft 
conflicts he could commaund idle cowards to be puniihed > and being as yet but 
Cofur^ he could without pay rule his (ouldiots even when they were oppofed a* 
^ a j , .^I ava ?. cnat * ons,as ^ at h beene faid erewhile: and making afpeech on a time 
tohisfouldiorsall armed,when they fnuffled and became unruly, he threatened. 
That he would betake himfelfe to a private life againe, unleffe they left their m u ti- 
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nics. To be fhort,this one proofeof his authoritie } in deed of many, it (hall be fuf- 
ficient to know,That upon an exhortation he gave in a mild and f ubmiflive kind of 
Oration unto the Gallicane fouldiors, inured onely to frofts, and acquainted with 
the river Rhene,he drew them along with him, after wide and fpacious countries 
travailed through by hole AflTyria, even as farre as to the confines of Media. To 
(peake of his felicitie, foconfpicuousandnotableitwas, that being carried after a 
fort upon the very fboulders,as it were,of fortune, who continued a pretie while a 
good Pilot and dire&refle unto him,with traines of vidorious couifes he overcame 
infinit difficulties. And after that he was goneoutof the Weft climate, fo long as 
he lived upon the earth, al nations refted in quietneffeand peace,as if a certain Mcr - 
curie of this world had with his rod enchanted and appeafed them. Laft of all,of his 
libcralitie there be many and thofe moft true teftimonies, among which thefe may 
goe. Very light and cafic tributes were by him levied,the taxe or impofition ofco- 
ronets was pardoned, many debts growne great by continuance of time, were re¬ 
mitted and forgiven,the fuitsabout the princes revenues & thofe of private perfons 
were indifferently heard,cuftomes and tols were reftored unto cities,together with 
their latrds,all but thofe which thegovernours in the foregoing times had alienated 
(as it were) lawfully by fale. And that he was never a covetous hoorder up of mony 
(which he thought indeed was moft fafely kept in the owneis hands) he would o- 
therwhiles give out,That Alexander the Great being asked. Where his treafure lay? 
anfwered kindly, Among ray friends. 

Chap, v i. 

Hereto is annexed a brief e recitaU of his vices. 

Aving thus fet downe in order the good parts in him, fo many as 
wee could knotfr* let us come now to relate his vices, although 
they have beene lightly noted alreadic. He was by nature *over- * 
dull and flow* but this infirmitie he tempered with a very good 
and wife courfethat he tooke, fuffering himfelfe to becorre&ed J[ 
and reformed, whenfbever hee did exorbitatc and fwerve from *r 
the way of honeftie.Fullof words he was,and very feldomeftoodhis tongue ftill: 
given too much to hearken after proteges • fo as in this behalfe he feemed to equall t 
the Emperour Hadrian: rather fuperftitious,than a devout obferver of any religion, 
killing for facrifrce,without any fpare,an infinit number of beafts;infomuch as men 
judged,ifhe had returned from the Parthians, there would not have beene Oxen 
ynoughfor hisfacrifices: like forall the world unto that Marcus Cafar, upon whom 
I have heard went this by-word, 'oi w *•«? t.

F thou win the vitforie^ wee are all but dead. 


Ioying much in theapplaufe of the comm on fort, he was an immoderat feeker for 
praife,even from the Icaft things that were $ in a defire of popularitie,affeCHng of¬ 
tentimes to fpeake with vileand bafe perfons. Howbeit, for all thefeimperfc&ions 
it might have beene deemed, that as himfelfe ufcd to fpeake, That lattice of the old 
world[ whom taking offence at mens vices , Aratus extolleth up to heaven , and there pla- 
ceth , whiles he was Emperour did returneagaine to the earth, but that in doing fomc 
things according to his owne will and pleafure,othcrwhiles he feemed farre unlike 
himfelfe. For he made and ena&cd lawes nothing grievous, and thofe abfolutely 
commaunding or forbidding certaine things to be done, except fbme few: among 

which 
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which he (hewed himfelft- in this one unmetcifull, for that he prohibited * profef- 
•,h«omik r „. fore in Rhethoricke and Grammetto teach Chriftuns forfeare they ilipuld for. 
fat {jt eiheir religion, which was idolatrie. And this a!fo was an imollerable a<ft of 
his tliat he fuffeted fotne unjuftly to be tied and incorporated to the companiesof 
*tobe Decmnns in Jnicipall*lbcieties even meere ftrangers,or fuch as either by vertue of priviledges 
benatouts in thcic or birth were farre removed from tliefe fellowlhips. And verily, for feature and 
(hapeofbodie,this it was: meane offtature.thehaire ofhis head lying fmoothand 
foft,as if he had kembed it, wearing his beard,which was fliagged and rough, with 

a fharpepeakedevant; his eyes had an amiable caftjWithaquick and (mningalpeff 

bewray ins- puftllanimitie,hiseyebrows comely .his nofe palling ftreight.his mouth 
fomewhat with the greateft.and his nether lip parted ; a fat necke and bending for- 
...... ward i his’flioulders big and broad;ftom thecrowne of his head unto the very toe 

JT navle ends carrying a juft proportion and uniforme knitting of his lineaments, 
JSSdSsST whereby he was both ftrong and fwift of foot. And for as much as backbiters laid 
to his charge,That heraifed new troubles and wattes,to the great damage and hurt 
f A ' u ^ fre K yoa of the Commonwealth • let them know,& that by evident inftruCtionot the truth, 
That it was not lultmm hut Cmftantiu* that kindled the Parthian broiles: whiles he 

£££? gave care ovcrfoonCtothelycsthatAi««<fc , «< brought unto him (aserewhilel 

have at large related)& in a rhiiftie defire of revenge grew to indignation^s where 
divers times our miliiarie bands had bin taken captive,our citiesrafed to thegroud, 
our forts either ranfacked or pulled downe, our provinces impovertfhed by great 
expences.and where theParthians ( as appeared by their threats tending to effedf; 
fought to have all even from Perfia to Bithynia,and the coafts of Propontis. And in 
Gaulc, whiles the warres by acontinued frame grew every day more than other, 
when the Germanes were fpred over our provinces, and now that the Alpes were 
at the point to be broken through for the waft in&of Italie x and the people bad feffe- 
red many and thofe horrible outrages,there was nothing left but teares and frights: 
where both the remembrance of calamities paft was grie vous, and the expedition 
ofthofeathand morewolull. All which enormities this young gentleman being 
lent into the Weft parts in (hew and title of Cafar , and courfing the kings he there 
found like bafe flaves,reformed in manner every one with fuch celeriue, as is won¬ 
drous to be fpoken. And therefore to the end he might with like endevour and di¬ 
ligence repaire the Eaft,he gave the attempt upon the Pcrfians, like no doubt.from 
*r»thicu<. thence to bring away both a triumph & * firnamc, if the heavenly decrees of God 

above had accorded with his worthic policies and noble a<fls. Anannce we know 
by experience,that fome run on ftil (o unadvifedly,tbat otherwhiles after they have 
becne once defeated they returne to new warres, and having[uffered (hipwracke, 
goc againe to fea,and betake themfelves to undergoe thofe difficulties,which often* 
times they have flirunke and funke under: (bme there be that find fault with this 
prince,foi that yyinningin all places vi^orie, ftiUheputhimldfe upon the like cx- 
ploits.

H Either was there after this any Ieifure for folemn mourning and wee¬ 
ping. For when the corps was once ordered & prepared according

of the Gauls caft about for fuch an one out of their copanies. But whiles this choice 
flood in doubtful 1 tearmes 3 fo that they could not agree,at length in one accord.and 
with the good will of all they ericlined unto Sallujlius . But as he allcdged for h is ex- 
cufe his (kkneffe and honorable old age,a certaine fouldior marking how ftiffely he 
flood again/! ir,ftood up arid /aid? And what would ye have done myrrtaflersjftheEm- 
per our had in his abfence.as oftentimes it hath bin feene, commute* the charge of that war 
untoyou? Wouldye not (quoth hej >fetting all other bufmeffes apart, deliver thefouldiors 
out of t hefe in flam and imminent diflreffes? Let that he your deed no w, and if we may but 
have * fight once of Me fopot ami a y both the armies will toy ne ingiving their voices, and de¬ 
clare a Uwfull Emperor.Outing the fmall time they had to Bring about Co important 
a matter,by theinfligationand fetting on of fome few (as oftentimes it bath happe¬ 
ned in the point ofextremitie) before their opinions were throughly weighed and 
confidei ed,ele<fled there was for Emperour lovianus , the chiefe of the companie or 
ranke of the * Domeftici m , a man in regard of his fathers deferts indifferently com-,. PentioneTlof 
mended. For the forme he was of Varronianus , a Comes of right good note $ who 
not long before,after he had laid downe the charge he had of war?are,cfeparted to a 
more quiet courfe of life. And incontinenriy,being clad in princely robes,and fud- 
dainly brought foorth of his pavilion, he prefently rodeamong the regiirients and 
companies,as they were providing to take their journey. And for as much as the ar- 
mie fet in array reached out in length fourc miles,thofe in the vaward hearing fome 
crying out alowd, lovianus Augujlus ,refouhded the fame note much more: For be- 
ingftrucken almoft amazed with the affinitie or neerenefle of ariame,that differed 
but in one letter, they thought that Julian being come againe to himfelfe and refre¬ 
shed, was accompanied with favorable applaufes, as he had wont to be. But \Vhen 
lovianus was feene comming toward them,ftooping forward arid taller than the o- 
ther,fu fpeiling that whic h fell our indeed, they fell all to weepe abundantly, and to 
lament.Now,if fome "fevere Cenfbr and precife Iufticerblarrie this aor cledion # Cwi( 
of theirs in This extremitie of the State,lying thus a bleedings one would (ay, and 
at point of death,as done unwifely-he will more juflly find fault with thofe feamen, 
who letting a skilful! pilot go by in blu firing winds add rough fca, have committed 
the hclme that (houId fieere and dire<athe (bippe, to any compariion or partaker,it A ^ ot ' .

The Perfians hearingeflu\htts deathly a certaine Rnftgne bearer that was a fugi¬ 
tive Jet upon the Rotnans t who after certaine skirmijhes } when they had 
difcomfited and driven away the Saracen jfoyle- takers ap¬ 
proach the citie Dura. 

a Hefe matters thus wrought by a certaine blind judgement of Fortune, 

I the enfigne bearer of the n l6viani,whom Varronianm had conduced, 
being at variance of late with this new ele&ed Empcrour,then a privat 
1 perfon,as who was an intemperat traducer and backbiter of his father, 
fearing danger toward from an cnemieftepped now above the degree of the com¬ 
mon fort,revolted to the Perfians,and having audience granted unto him to fpeake 
what he knew 5 advertifeth ^^who now approached. That upon the death of 
him whom he feared,im<««** no better than a ° Prote<ftor,an unskilfull perfon and 
an cffeminat,was in a tumultuous (fir of drudges and campe (laves, taken to beare 
thenameandfliadowofanEmperour. Whenheheard thisfwhich alwayesin his 
timorous prayers he wifhed for and defircd)being fet aloft with this unlooked for 
profperitie,joining a number out of the roial cavallery,untorhofewhohad fought 
with us,he determined with alpeedie marching pace to have the taile of our armie 
charged. And in the end,whiles beads for facrmce were ordained to and fro in the 
behalfe of Icvianus, upon infpedion of their bowels pronounced it was, That if he 
ftaied within thecampe(as he thought to do) he fhould loofe all, but if hee went 
forth he fhould have the upper hand. And therefore as weebeganto go forth, the 
Perfians with their Elephants leading the way,gave the onfet upon us. At the ter¬ 
rible braying and fearcfull approach of which beads,after that both horfeand man 
at the firft were much troubled and difbrdered, the Ioviani and p Herculani, when 
they had killed fome few of the faid Elephants, manfully redded the horfemen ar¬ 
med at all peeces.Then the legions of the Iovij and Vi<ftores,in helping their fel- 
lowcs that were didrefled,flew two Elephants, with no (mall number of their ene¬ 
mies. And in theleft wing of the battaile, three right valiant warriors lod their 
lives,mmc\y,luUawes,Mdcrobius 3 *nd MaximusJ Tribunes or Colonels of thofe legi¬ 
ons which then were the principal! of the whole armie. After whofe funerals fb- 
lemnized,as the prefcntneceffitic would permit,neere unto the (hutting in of the 
evening,whiles weweremarching3pacctoafortre(renamedSumere,thebodieof 
Anatoltus there lying, was knowne,which in hadie and tumultuarie wife was com¬ 
mitted to the earth. Here alfo we recovered threefcore of our fouldiors, together 
with the r Palatines,who,as we related before, were fled into a fort named Vacca- 
tum.Then the day following,according as the place wold permit,we encamped in 
an even valley, enclofcd round about,within the circuit,as it were,ofa wall (all fave 
one place to goe forth at^md the (amelying open) with fharpe dakes pitched on 
every fide,and danding out in maner of fo many fword points. And when the ene¬ 
mies faw this,out of the woods and for efts, they let die at us fimdrie forts of dartes 
and cading weapons,revi!ing us alfoin reproachfull teartnes, as perfidious traitors, 
and murderers ofa mod valorous and excellent Prince: for they had heard (as the 
very fugitives reported)by occafion of an headlefle rumor that ran abroad,how /*- 
w» (lain by the hand and weapon of a Roman Jnthe end alfo certaine cornets 
ol norfemen having broken through the f gate Prattoria, were (b bold herewith, 
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as to come neere unto theverie Princes pavilion: but after many of their omi fide 
(laine,were repulfed with mainc force. Being gone from thence,the next night af¬ 
ter wc encred upon Charcha,a place in this regard fafe, for that by reafbn of the 
high banks of the rivage being by mans hand railed, to the end, that the Saracens 
might not from thenceforth over-runne Aflyria,there was not one as before time 
that trobled our fquadrons in their march* And whenasonthefeverie 'Kalendsof * 
Iulie we had marched *thirtie ftadia.and drew neere to a citie named Diit^by rca- • 
fon that our horfes were wcarie, their riders in the hindmoft taile going on foot, t 
had forthwith beene environed by a multitude of SaracCris,and flaineeverie man, 
but that the mote vigorous and lighter appointed troupes ofour horiemen refcu- 
ed them indaunger. Nowthereafon why wee were thus infefted and troubled 
with the Saracens,was,for that being debarred by lulian to receive as in times paft, 
many falaries and gifts,and making thereof complaint unto him.thcy could get no 
other anfwei but this,T hat a warlike and vigilant Cornmaunder ufed to haVeyron and 
notgold. 

C H A P. 1X. 

It he Roman fouldiors weariedwithfi often ajfaults of the Perfians , inBantly crave 
leavejiotwitbftandin* Iovianus/?W again ft ft , so fiajfeover Tigris: 
whom^for ail that they wreft ledwith hunger. 

Sapor feared. 


N this place (foobftinatly per lifted the Perfians in molefling us) 
we (pent and loft foure dayes* For,marched we forwatd at any 
time,they followed us hard at hceles, and with their many pro¬ 
vocations drew us backe: made we a (land as prefl to fight, they 
wou’d by littleand little retyre,and thus vexe us with long de- 
Iayes.And now by this time (as ufually meere forged rumors ard 
wont to give content unto thofe that fearc the worft) by occafion of a flying rCf- 
porc,That the frontiers ofour limits were not farre off. the armie with open mouth 
called importunatly to have leave giaunted,for to pafle over Tigris.Againft whom 
theEmp lour and the greatcaptainesoppofingthemlelves,and (hewing how the 
river fweiled now at the rifing * of the Dog-ftai re,praying them not to hazard their 
lives in the daur gerous ftreaine and whirlepooles thereof: affirming, that a num¬ 
ber ofthem were unskilfull in fwimmjngj and adding moreover, that the enemies 
fo ces had gained aheadie on both (ides the skirts of the river overflownc. But 
when as he redoubled thefe reafons oftenrimes,and gainfaid them,but all in vaine, 
(o that the fouldiors crying outalowd,in maine heat and big words, threatened to 
doetheir worft, the Emperour made proclamation to ftay the march,and that the 
Gaules, pra&ifed fwimmers,(hould firft bcfoteall others take the riven tothcend 
that when they had been (wallowed up,or carried away with theraightieftreame, 
the wilfull ftubbornefteof the reft might be daunted: or if they had performed the 
deed lafely,thepaflagc might on all hands be attempted more boldly. And to this 
bufinefle were fit men cholen fitch as from their childhood had beene enured to 
fwim over the great eft rivers of all Others in their own native countries: who taking 
advantageof theftri & darke night*being let forth at once (as it were) outatacxfc* 
ment former than a man would have thought raught the banke on the fur ther fid et 
and having troden underfoot andcutinpeecesmanyoftiicPcrfiaDS^Who btiny 
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then beftowed to keepe the coafts,were in quiet ftettritie faft afleepe,with holding 
up their hands,and (hooting ofdarts,they gavefignal how their adventure had ra- 
Jccn effort and (ped. This being efpyed a farre off, our fouldiors hot (et upon their 
pa%e ; ftayed ondy for this 3 that the matters ofthe works promifedio frame brid¬ 
ges ofbudgets or battels made of the beafts hides that were flaine. Which, while 
thefeprojeds are gone in hand with 3 and enterprifed in vaine, king Safer, both ab¬ 
lest a far off, and alfo when he was come neerer,was advertifed by the true reports 
of his difcovereis fentout a & fugitives com ming in, what valiant ads our menhad 
done, what (hameful foy les and overthrowes his owne had taken 5 and that of Ele¬ 
phants there were more killed than the king could ever remember had bin before 
time: alfo that the Roman armie hardened with unceflant travailesand paines,af¬ 
ter the death of their glorious Prince, fought not (as he gaveit out) to fave their 
fdves,but robe revenged,and were minded to end thefeinftant dangers and pain¬ 
full troubles a eitherby an abfolute vi&orie, or by a memorable death. In thefe re¬ 
gards he caft in his mind many and thofe fearetull confequences,namely, how our 
forces fpread all over the provincial] nation s^might, ashehad experience thereof 
be aflembled with a fmall watchword .-knowing alfo, that his owne people after 
the Ioffe oftheorcateft part of the common (ouldiors, was fore difmayed and af¬ 
frighted 5 and finding vvithall,that in Mefopotamia there was left an armie of the 
enemies behind, not much lefTer. Andabove all thefe things, that which daunted 
his perplexedandcarefull mind, was this, That five hundred of their men fwim- 
roing together at one time, had patted in fafetie over the river when it was l ifen 
highland haying killed the Warders of thecoafts, ftirred up the reftoftheir con- 
forts to the like bold and hardieexploit. Meane while,whenthe furoingand fvvel- 
ling waves would not fuffer the faid bridges to be framed, and all things meet for 
meat were confumed,our fouldiors having fpent two daies in a miferable cafe, pin¬ 
ched with hunger,and chafed with anger, grew into a rage, making haft to loofe 
their lives like men by the edge ofthefword,rather than by famine, the bafeft and 
molt cowardly kind of death that is. * 


Chap. x. 

Theembaffageof Sapor, for the concluding and confirmation of a peace: Iovianus for 
want tfsktlfull poUcteprovitteth badly for the Homan armie^nd whatfoever tkeembajfa- 
dorsof Sapor askedyvtthoutanjflrifeheyeeldethto, Vponpledgescn bothfidestaken 
that peace dijhonourable to the Roman "Empire and namefy a new andfraudulent 
pratfife of the Per fans turnedtothe overthrow andundoin* of ma¬ 
ny. The Romanfouldiors in wicker floats and boats made 
in haBspaJJe oner the river Tigris , and not with - 
out theirgreat Ioffeanddijadvantage 
efcape with life. 


,Owbat the etemall power of the heavenly God was on our fide: 
and the Perfians,beyond all hope fend firft (as touching the trea- 
ueand conclusion ofa peace) their Orators, to wit, the *Surena, 
and another noble Peereofthe realmc: for they alfo were out of 
conceit with themfelvcs, as whom the Romans in all battaites 
,??ving the upper hand, abided foi* everie day more 
©tocr. Now,thc conditions that they tenderedwere verie hard, preci/e,and 
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intricat. For,they pretended, That in regard of mortalitie arid mens eftate, thete 
king a raoft mercifull Prince f was content ,that the remaines of our armie fhould rc- 
turne,namely,if *C*yir together with his principall councilors, and great men a- 
bout him performed fuchpoynts as heecommaunded. To countermarch thefe* 
was Arimheus together with Sal unites thePrsefed fent: but whiles there was fit¬ 
ting in confutation with fage ad vifement,what was to be done, foure day es went 
over our heads ,the which tormented and plagued us with hunger, and were unto 
us more grievous than any punifhment whatloeven Which rclpite of time,before 
thefe were fent,ifthePrince had made his ufe of, and by littleand little departed 
out of the enemies ground, certes he had reached to.the ftrong garrifon tovvnes of 
Corduena,a countrey both plcntifull andourowne, and befides, not above one 
hundred miles diftantfrom the place wherein thefe affaires were treated of. Now, 
the king claimed hard and required to have his owne (as himfilfe faid) which 
long fince OMaximian had taken from him : but as it appeared in the handling, hee 
required for our ranfome(as it were ) and redemption, five countries beyond Ti¬ 
gris, to wit, Arzancna,Moxoena, and Zabdicena $ likewife Rhehimena and Cor- 
ducna,withfifteene cattles: alfoNifibis,Singara,and Caftra Maurorum, a ftrong 
hold of verie good importance. And whereas it had beenc better to have fought 
ten fields, than that any one of thefe fhould be furrendred, yet the crew of flatterers 
came about the timorous Prince,buzzing and whifpering in his eares the dread 
mmcoiProcopiusjwhounleffe he made the more fpeedie returne, taking know¬ 
ledge of Julians death, would eafily with the power of thofe unfoyled fouldiors 
whom he had in his regiment, worke an alteration in the State,and proclairae him- 
felfeEmperour.whiles there was none to make head againft him. With thefe per- 
nitious wordsiterated continually unto him, he grew enkindled, and without any 
farther hatting 01 holding off,deIivered up all that was demaunded: after that with 
great ado he obtained thus much. That N ifibisand Singara, without the inhabi¬ 
tants therein, fhould pafle under the dominion of the Perfians: alfo,that from the 
forts or holds which were to be alienated, the garrifons that were verie Romans 
fhould be fuffered to revert into our hands. To thefe capitulations was added ano¬ 
ther article alfo moftmifchicvous& impious,namely, That after thiscompofition 
pafted, Arfacesji friend unto us at all times, and a truftie confedcrat, vve might not 
aid, if he craved it againft the Perfians. Which was deviled for a twofold reafbn ; 
partly,that the man mightbepunilhed.who at the Princes commaundement had 
wafted Chitiocom us 5 and partly,that there might remaine ftill fome occafion of 
quarelfunder colour whereof they might from time to rime invade Armenia at 
their pleafurc. Whereby it happened afterward, that the fame Arfaces was taken 
prifoner alive,and the Parthians among thefe diftentions and troublous garboyles, 
went away with the greateft fide of Armenia, confining upon the Medcs,together 
with *Artaxata. When this difhonourabledecree was confirmed, totbeendthat 
during the cefladon ofarmes,there fhould be nothing donecontrarieto the cove¬ 
nants,there weregiven on either fide in fhew of hoftages,great perfbns of qualities 
to wit,on our part,and MeUobaades t Tribunes of notable and valiant 
bands: but on the othct^Binefes, one of the ranke of the nobilitie, and other three 
Lords or Potentats of right good note. Thus after a peace for thirtie ycareswas 
concludedytnd the fame furcly ratified by the folemnc complements of a rdigio us 
othe, we returned another way, & becuafe we avoided the places adjoining to the 
rivcr,as contberous & rough, diikdfcd we were for warn of drinkc and meat both. 
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And fo thft peace gjratinted tinder colour of court cfic& htmmitK, turned to the 
deftrfc&ion of many 5 who being pinched with extreame hunger to rheir very laft 
gafpe, and therefore fecretly going before, were either for Want of skill in (dim¬ 
ming fwallowed up of the rivers ftreatne • or cls,ifthey paftedand overcame the vi¬ 
olence of the waves and came to the bankes, by the Saracencs or Pcrfians (Whom 
as I laid, the Germans had expelled a little before) killed like Iheepe, orient fane 
off to be (old as (laves. But when as the trumpets founding together, openly gave 
fignall ofpaffing over the fiver, a wonder it was to lee with what a heat every man 
ralhly venturing upon all advantages of tiiall,& putting himfelfe before all the reft 
made haft to Ihun many fearcfull dangers: whiles Ibme fitting upon hurdles,made 
atalladvcnturcsjholdingtheirhorlesastheyfwum on either hand • others upon 
bottlcs-and feme again turning and winding divers waies in the point of neceffitie. 
With crooked courles cut and pierced through the billowcs and waves beating full 
againft them. The Emperour himfelfe with lome few others, having crofted over 
in thole fmallbarkcs which remained afterthe burning of the fleet, as I havelhew- 
ed^ippointedthe lame veflels to pafleto and fro betweene, untill we were all con¬ 
veyed over. And in the end we came to the bankes on the further fide(ali lave thole 
that were drowned) through the gracious favor of the heavenly power,having by 
hard chaunces efcaped out of jeopardie. Whiles we flood yet in feare of calami¬ 
ties ahd troubles hanging over our heads, given we were to underftand by the re¬ 
lation which our fore-riders made,That the Perfians were making of a bridge fane 
out of our light/o the end,that now after peace and covenants eftablifhed, whiles 
thetempeftuous ftormesof warre were allayed,they might fet upon our lickly and 
CTalie foike as they went fecure and fcarelefife, as al Co our beads, long wearied and 
tyredout of heart. But when they perceived how they were difcovered,thcy relitt- 
qailhcd this their wicked defigne. 

G HAP, XI# 

After they had marched fixe dates iourncy withpetmrie of all things^ refrefhed they are 
With new provifion of virtual*. Iovianus goeth in hand with ettabhfhing the 
Jtateof the Empire . The Nifibenes hearing that their citie^of all o- 
thers in the Easi the firongeJl y was jurrendredto Sa¬ 
por, hurjl into t cores. 

■ Eing now freed from this lufpe&ed dangeralfo, we made haft, and by 
long joumeyes approched ffa:ra,an old towne, lituare in thewiddeft 
of a defart,andionjg fince difpeopled - which when Traianusosxd Seve¬ 
rn*, warlike princes, attempted atfendrie times torafedowne to the 
ground,they were withiheirarmies liketo havebeene utterly defeated,according 
asin the hiftoric of their ads I have orderlyfetdowne thefeparticulars alio. From 
whence.knowingthat along this plaine,ftretchingout threefeore and ten myles in 
r i L 'j!f* CO ! ,ntr * CS>t ^ erc c . ou ^ be found neither water todrinke,but fuch as was 
fait and ftinking,norany thing elfe To feed upon,but Sothernwood,Wormewood, 
Dragonce,and other kinds of mod bitter or biting hearbes,all the veflels which we 
armed with us.were fiHed with frefh water j andby-killing our cammclsand other 
a H!? < r C # hlanci for food though it was unholefome. 

A tuu i terfix dares journey, when therewas not fouad*b*mjch *s grafle to give 
our extresme iieeeffitie,c>/?< 4 #*/ LordWai^eftorMarquafcofMefo- 
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potamia,and Mauric'tus a T ribune,fent before of purpofe, came to a caftle in Pcrlla 
named Vr, bringing with them vi<5*qak out of that provifion, which thcarmie,lcft 
with Procopius and Sebafian, hadfavedby living frugally. From hence another 
Procopius ,a *Notarie,& Memorius amilitarie Tribune,were difpatched to the na<5is *ors=ocatk. 
of Illy ricum and of Gaule,to carric tidings of Julians death, and that Iovianus after 
his deccafe was advanced to the dignitie imperiall. Theft men the prince had gi¬ 
ven in charge,to urge Luci/ianur his wives father, who after his militarie charge gi¬ 
ven up,was retyred to a privat life,and who made his abode as then at Sirmium, af¬ 
ter they had prefented unto him a patent for the mafterlhip of horfe and loot both, 
that he (liquid make haft to Millaine,there to fettle the ftate that flood upon doubt¬ 
ful! tearmes 5 and (which was more feared) if any new occurrences lhouldarife,to 
oppofe himfelfe. Belide thefe Mandats ,he gave them letters alfo unto him of more 
fecrecie,willing Lucilianus likewifeto bring with him certainechoile men of appro¬ 
ved indufti ie and fidelitie, wholehelpe he meant to ufe, according as the incident 
affaires (hould require. And in good and wife policie he commanded Malarichus, 
who had becne a dealer for him in his houlhold bufinefte,living as then in Ira!ie,to 
fucceed/^i»winthe u mafterlhipof *Armes in Gaule, fending unto him the en- *, Horft , 
fignes and ornaments of that office j forefeeing herein a two fold commodicie, 
namely,that both a captaine of high defert,and therfore lufpe<aed,(houId be remo¬ 
ved out of the way,and that a man of inferior hope being thus preferred to an high¬ 
er place, might with great ftudic and affe&ion eftablilh the eft ate of his foundi r, 
which as yet was but wavering and uncertaine. Moreover,commaundemcnt was 
given to thole that were to goeabout the accomplilhing of thefe bufinefles, That 
they (hould extoll the whole courfc of the late a<fts,and make the beft of them, yea, 
and fpread abroad what way foever they went light rumours, according all in one 
tune,namc!y,That the Parthian expedition was brought to an happieend:and that 
in travailing Ijjcedily night and day together, they fhouId infinuate unto the rulers 
of provinces,and leaders of any forces,the new Emperours writings} and after they 
had in fecret manner founded the minds of them all.retume quickly with their an- 
Iweres: that thus upon intelligence given, what was done in remote pans, there 
might betimes bee fome wife courfe found out for the eftablilhing of his Empire. 

But FamCjthat prevented thefe meflengers,flew all about the provinces moft fwift- 
ly,telling tales of heavieaccidents,andflrucke the people,butthe Nilibenes above 
all,inro grievous forrow, when they underftood once that their citic was yeelded 
unto Sapor: whofe anger and fecret grudge they fearcd,as calling ever and anon to 
mind,what morrall foiles and overthrows he had continually there fuftiined,wben 
many a time he went about toaftauk it. For it was full well knowne, that the co*n- 
pafte of the Eaft Empire might have beene brought in fubje&ioo to Perlia,but that 
this citie,fo wel feated and lb fortified with mightie vvals,made refiflance.Howbek 
thefe poore wretches,although they much more feared future calamitie, yet com¬ 
forted they were with this fraaU hope/hat the Emperour either of hisowne flee ac¬ 
cord , or at their prayer and entreahe, would io the feme fete keepe this ode, the 
ftrongeft port-dufe and key of all the JEaft. 
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IVhinthefevi&uals were {pent, thearmte is diBreffed with hunger, lovianus refit* 
feth to enter into Niftbis: which cme 9 Bincfes in the name of S^ot taketh 
pojjeftien of, notwithjlandin? the loyal! and faithful! citizensywfo 
in vainepood againft himiand whofe pitiful! departure 
out of it is here deferibed. 

H Hiles divers rumours dilperfed abroad in all places the order and 
courfe ofthefe proceedings,after the fmall ftore was fpent of vidu- 
als which were in the armie,and brought thither as I have faid be¬ 
fore,men were of neceflitie to feed on their owne bodies, but that 
theflefliof their labouring beads which they killed laded in fome 
lorta while j wherby it cametopafife,that mod of their armour,Weapons, and bag- 
♦(bfawethfy gage weie*caft away. For fo grievous and extreame was the famine whereby wee 

pined,that if in any place there was but one x Modius or peck of meale found(and 
canyihcdu that happened but fd do me) it was exchanged for ten pieces ofgold. Being thence 

departed,we came to Thifaphalta,Where Sebafiianiu and Precopim 9 together with 
the Tribunes and principall captaincs of thcfouldiors (committed to their charge 
forthcdefence of Mefopotamia,as thefblemne order required) met with us, and 
being courteoufly received,bare us companic. After this,the prince having made 
hadin his journey,and gladly feeneNifibis, pitched his danding campe without 
the citie: and being earnedly requeded by many prayers of the people, that hee 
would enter the citie,and as the cudome was of other princes,lodge within the pa¬ 
lace, he diffely refufed, as being abadiedandafhamed, that whiles he converted 
within the wals,thecitie,otherwife inexpugnable, diould be delivered up into the 
angrie enemies hands. Then and there, when thfc evening waxed darke, lovianus , 
♦orSecrttwici. the principall of all the*Notaries,who atthefiege of the citie fyfejozamalcha(as I 
have faid)cfcaped with others through amine tinder the ground,was violently ta¬ 
ken from Cupper, and being brought into a place out of the way,and pitched head¬ 
long into a drie pit,was overwhelmed with a number of dones cad upon him : for 
this caufe verily, that when Ittlian was flaine, he alfo being by fome few nominated 
as worthie of the Empire, after the creation of lovianus behaved not himfelfein 
moded tearmes,but was overheard to whifper fomewhat as touching that affayre, 
and otherwhiles invited to feads the roartiall men of the campe. 1 The next day 
Binefespneof thePerfians,who(asI (aid)was.a nobleand right honorableperfon 
among others, making had to accomplifh his lord and kings commandement,cal¬ 
led indantly forthepeiformanceof promife.andby permiflion of the Roman Era- 
perour entred the citie,fet up the banner of his owne nation Upon thecitadcll, de¬ 
nouncing unto the citizens their lamentable remove and departure out of their na¬ 
tive fear. And being prcfently commaunded all to flit and be gdne,they dretchcd 
forth their hands, and befought there might be impofed upon them no neceflitie 
of departing, faying, That they alonc,without the publicke allowance 6f visuals 
and fouldiors,were able to defend their dwelling houfes, trading afliiredly,as they 
had oftentimes found by experience, to find judice hereafter alio fighting for the 
place wherein they were borne. And in this wife verily the States and the Cora- 
mons humbly prayed: but they fpake in vaine to the very winds, as they fay; 
Whiles the Empcrour made fcmblance (fearing indeed other things) that he de¬ 
clined 
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dined the hainous finneof perjurie.Then Sabinas jmm for wealth and birth re- 
nowmed among his fellow citizens and burgefles, having a rollin*roneuc of his 
owne,madc a fpeechtothiseffea: That Condantius in a world of fierce and crueU 
warrcs 9 was otherwhiles vanquijhed of the Perfians, and brought in the end by fbght with 
fome few joHibtta, nofure norfenced Bationyvhere he lived with apiece of bread which 
an old woman of the coumreyat his much emreatie reached unto him 5 yet for all this , loB 
he none of his Seignories to his dying day: and Iovian now at his firB entrance into his 
Empire hath parted from the very wall of the Provinces , by the bane, as one would fay , 
whereof they continued time out of mind, without taking any harme. But when as hee 
could not prevaile, whiles the prince condantly pretended theconfcience of kee¬ 
ping the oath he tooke: and when as he received at length with muchadoeand by 
condraint a Coronet prefented unto him,which he a good while refufed, one Sil- 
vanus an advocate, that ufedto plead in the defence of mens caufes, crying boldly 
alowd: So crowned (quoth he) 6 Emperour , may eft thou be by all other cities b'fades. 

At which word hee grewfo angrie, that hee commaunded them all within three 
dayes to depart out of the wals, deteding and curfing the prefent date of the time. 

So there were let certaineof purpofc to force and drive them foorth, threatening 
death alfo to as many as delayed their depaiture ; whereby fhecitie was full of foi> 
row and lamentation: and throughout all thedreets and parrs thereof there was 
nothing heard but groning and wailing on all hands 5 whiles the matron, leadie to 
bethruft,as baniflied out of her houfe wherein fhe was borne and brought up,tare 
the haireof her head $ whiles the mother bereft of her ^children, and the widdow * w h am (hch*d 
of her husband, was to be driven away farre from their *Manes • and whiles the la- 
mentable multitude clipping the pods,cheekes,and lintels of their entrie dores.pt- 
teoufly wept. Hereupon were fundrie wayes full of thofe that departed, every 
one as they could make fhift: For why i many of them conveyed away by dealth 
theirown riches, which they thought might handfomely be caried,faring nought 
by the reft of their houfehold goods,wherof there was muchj&that of great price: 
for all this leftthey behind for want of labouring beads. ° 


Chap, x i i i. 

The iudremern of Ammianus Marcellinus as touching the condition of the Romane 
Empire in thofe dayes . T he corpes of l ulian was enterred in a Suburbian place neere 
T arfus. T he armie commeth to Antioch.where are feenemany and dread- 
full fights : and namely a Comet , as touching the reafon and 
nature whereof there is put downe a natu- 
rall difcourfe. 


Nd here inthis place art thou, the fortune of the Rontane world, juftly 
I blamed,who when the dormes were up,blowing and beating fbreup- 
jj ontheCommon-wealth, didded commit and betake the reyhes or 
helmethercof, newly ftrucken out of the hands of a skilfull leader and 
pilot of the State, unto a raw young man, not come as yet to his proofc: who be¬ 
ing not knowne for any notable thing during his former life in luch affaires, can 
by right neither be blamed nor commended But this one thing went to the ve¬ 
ry heart of good men, that whiles he dandeth in feare of a concurrent^rtef whiles 
hcc thinketh ferioufly upon Gaule and Iilyricum, and cafteth in his ariritf, 1 how 

fome

fomchavcraarty timesidpircd to high matters,hcmakinghaft to prevent the fame 
of his comming.under a pretenfe ofavoy ding perj urie, committed an ad unbefec- 
mingan Emperour, by loofing Nifibis, which ever fince king CMithridttes his 
dayes flood out with might and maine, that the Eaft Empire fhould not comcin* 
to the pofleflion ot the Perfians. For,never fince the citieof Rome was firft foun¬ 
ded,can wc find,as I fuppofc,though you read over all the Annales, that either 
Gonful or Emperour gave away the right of any part of our territories, or that 
triumphal! honours were ever conferred upon any for the recoverieof aught that 
hadbeene taken a way,but for the enlarging of our dominions. Hence it was that 
unto Vuhhm Scipiofox the regaining of Spaine,unto Fulvius, when Capua, after 
skirmishes and aftaults made a long time, was won, and unto Of'mitts after divers 
battailes ended ,what time as the Fregellanes then mortal! enemies, were forced to 
yeeld therofclves, criumphes were denied. Thus much alfo we learned out of the 
auncient records,That in extreame cafes covenants made with a gencrall and chief 
leader,after that the parties on both fides tookean exprefieand formall othe, were 
ftreightwayesby making warieafrefh undone and vcyd: as for example, in old 
time at the ftreits or gullet Caudinar, when the Roman legions were in Satnnium 
put to theyoke: alfo, r'hen by .ilbintss in Numidiaa peace was wickedly thought 
and treated of: and lafily,when Mancinus the authorof an agreement made dis¬ 
honourably in haft, was delivered up unto the N um3ntincs. Well,after this,When 
the citizens were fetched forth,& thecitie rendred, and CmHaniius a Tribune fent 
to affigne & fet out the gainfon forts with their territories, unto thePerfian Lords 
and great Captaines.Praap/** was lent with the reliqucs of Julian, to interrethe 
fame in thefuburbs of Tarfus,as he had given charge in his life time. Who taking 
his journey to execute this bufinefle, prefcntly after he had buried the bodie,dc- 
pacted: neither could he be found any where, although with great diligence hee 
was fought for, untill that long after he Was feene at Conftantinople all on a fud- 
daineinverted in hispurple robes. Thefe matters in this wife brought about, and 
our journeyes thus difpatchcd,wecame to Antioch, where, formany dayes toge¬ 
ther (as if God hadbeene offended) were feene many fearefullandftrange fights, 
the events whereof foch as wereskilfullin prodigial learning foretold andprophe- 
cied, would be wofull and lamentable. For, both the ftarue of Maxima* Ctefar, 
which flood in the vciie porch or entrie of the kings houfe, loft fodainly the brafen 
ball,fafhioned to the forrticof the *Polc which he carried: and alfo with an horri¬ 
ble noyfe ihebeames and pofts within the Confiftories made a found.Therc were 
feene likewife in the day-time blazing ftarres: as touching the nature whereofthe 
Naturall Philofophcrs varic much in their reafons and arguments. For fome hold, 
That therefore they be called Comets or hairie ftarres, for that when a multitude 
of ftarres be gathered together, by the flashing of fire from them, certaine haircs 
feemetobe feattered. Othersareofopinion,Thatofadrieexhalation of theearth 
ileeming upaloftby little and little they catch fire. Someagainedoe thinke, That 
the rayes or beames of the Sunne, being kept from going downeward by 
the oppofition ofa thicke cloud bet weene,and calling a brighrnefle upon a groffe 
bodic,reprefent unto mans cyea light,diftinguifhed, as it were with ftarres. And 
there bealfo thofc thatare thus conceited of them,That fuch a fight as this then ap- 
peareth when a cloud drawne up higher than ufually it hath becnc,fhineth by rca- 
fonofthevidniueofthofeetemall heavenly fire: oratleaftwife, thattheybe ccr- 
taiae ftarres like uato the reftjChe fifing and fating whercofat what times they bee 

appoin- 
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appointed, mens wits could never reach unto. Much more befides con&tnmg 
*Comets we have read in authors that be learned in Afttonoroie: which I may 
not here fet downe, for that my pen maketh haft to write of othoc matters* 

Chap, xi 111. 

Iovi anils comma h to Tarfus y andbeing departedfrom thence, etfablijhetb histmptriaU 
dignttic by all the me ones he can: But within a while after,when he was came as 
as to the confines of Galatia and Bithynia 1 , hee was in the nightfound 
dead . His vertuesandvices are briefly touched, 

■ Hen the Emperour had flayed a pretie while at Antioch, fore troubled 
with divers weightic cares,a Wonderful! defire he had to be gone. And 
therefore fparing neither beaft nor man, hee lets forth from thence in 
the verie mids of cold Winter, notwithftanding, as it hath beene 6yd, 
many ominous fignes crofted the fame,and erttred into Tarfus,a noble dtie of Ci¬ 
licia, the originall foundation wheTeof I have fhewed before. And making excee¬ 
ding great haft to goeoutof it alfo, he appointed to have the fepulchre of Julian 
trimly garnifhed, fckuat Within the precindts of that way which leadeth to the 
flraitsofthemountaine Taurus: Whofe reliqucs and allies, if hee had then done 
right and beene well advifed,*Cydnus ftiould not have feen, a molt pleafant and *c 
cleere river though it be: but to perpetuat the glorie of his good deeds,Tiberis that 
runneth through the mids of that immortal! citie Rome, and toucheth the monu¬ 
ments ofthe aundent Emperours offacred memorie ftiould have pafled by.From 
Tarfus when he was departed,he cooke long journeyes and came to Tyana a town 
in Cappadocia,where Procopius the forefaid Notarie,and Memorius a Tribune, in 
their returne meet him,and open the whole courfc of their proceedings: begin¬ 
nings order required,at this,namely,That LucHliamts being entred into Millane, 
with Seniauckus and Valenxinianjwo Tribunes whom he had brought along with 
him,knowing that Malarichus refu fed the *Mafterfhip abovcfaid, rode inpoft to 
Remes: and as if there had beene no rumors op, but all quiet in that nation, ranne 
forth as we ufe to fay, without the lifts: and verie unfeafonably and over fooilc, be¬ 
fore as yet all things were well fetled,of an ordinarie C lerke gave himfelfe to bean 
Auditor. Who being privieto himfelfe of his owne fraudulent and naughtie dea¬ 
lings, fled unto thearmic.and devifcd,That/Wft»»tf* being yet alive, acertaineman 
of meane condition was rifen up to make an alteration in the State, and himfelfe 
Emperour. At whofe falfe and deceitfull forgeries,the fouldiors mightily mooved 
and growne to a t u m ultuous broyleilew both LuciUianus and Seniauchus, As for 
Valentinian who foon after became Emperor,being in great feare & doubtful whi¬ 
ther to fly,his friend and hoft Primittvus had packed him away in fafetie.Bucupon 
thefe h eavie occurrents there came other rtt wes as joyfull,namely,That the fouldi¬ 
ors fent from Jovinua were at hand,fuch as militarie men ufeto call Capita t Scho- 
larum,and thefe brought tidings,That the army ferving in Gaule^ladly embraced 
Javianus asEmperour. Which being khowne for truth,thefecond forme or nanke 
of the Scutari j was committed unto the raiment of Valentinian who returned with 
them: and ritalianus a fouldior ferving inthe band oftlie *Heruli, was taken into 
the companie and focietie ofthe Domeftici \ and he long after being advanced to 
the dignitie of a Comes,fought unfortunatly in lllyricum. And ftreight after,was 
sirtm be as fent into Gaule,bearing letters with him unto Joumu , exhorting him to 
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keepehls place ffil!,andremaineconflant: given alfo he was in charge. That the 
principal! ray fer of the forefaid tumult (hould be punilhed accordingly, and that 
•or cwt, all authors of (edition (hould befont over bound untothe Empcrouis *Counfd], 

Afta thefe matters difpoted of as teemed expedient,at Afpuna,a little enfranchifed 
towncof Galatia,the - (ouldiots (crying inGaule 0 (hewed themfelves unto the Em¬ 
perour: and being admitted into the Confiftorie,after gracious audience given of 
•erJurinprtewm- tho(c*enands which they brought, they wererewarded and commaunded to rc- 
turne untp their colours. And when the Emperour was come into *Ancyra,after 
\t^ Fcnu ' a11 things put in readinefle, which accordingto the prefent time were requifit to a 
•Argun pen**, folemnepompe,heentredupon hisConfulfliip,takingtohim in the fellowshipof 
that honourable dignitie,his ownc (onne Varronums 3 a young infant,whote wraw* 
ling ( whiles he ftrugled hard,and made means not to ride in the 0 Cutulc chaire^s 
the cuftome was>portcndcd that which foone after happened. Hereupon alfo the 
prefixed time that lovunus W3S toend thislife,made a quicke difpatch of him. For 
when he was come to *Dadaftana,a place that divideth fiithynia and Galatia afun- 
der,he was found dead in the night: as touching whole death many doubtful! 
reports have gone abroad. For,itisfcid,thathecou!dnotcndurcthe frnell of his 
bed chamber newly daubed or pargetted with morter made of lime: or that hee 
came to his end u pen a tumor or fwelHng of his head,occafioned by an huge fire, 
kindled of coals: or at lead wife, upon greedie feeding of a number of meats, hee 
crammed his belly fo full, that he dyed of forfeit. N ow , he departed out of this 
world in the threeand thirtieth yeare of his age. And whereas both he and Sapio 
ALmiliantischmnccd to end theirlives alike, yet find we netthat there was any in, 
quifition made,or commifiion fitten upon,about their death. His manner of gate 
was grave,his countenance mod pleafant, his eyes grey: bigge he was of making, 
and withall verie tall ,in (o much as a longtime there could not bee found in the 
ward-robe, any rcgall garment meet for the meafure of his bodie: And a willing 
dcfirehchadtoimitateC0/ri74«ri#r, imployingbimfelfcin ferious affaires other- 
whiles after noone: and he uted to jeft openly with his favourites and familiars. 
An affeSiopat lover and profeflor he was alfoof the Chridian Religion,and fome- 
timesa right honourable embracer thereof; mcanely learned therein, and rather 
enclined in kindnefletothem than otherwife: onealfo, as appeared by thofe few 
whom he promoted,that would be verie prccife and confident in chufing of Iud- 
ges. But a great eater he was,and much given as well to wine as flefhly Iud: which 
vices haply he would in time have amended,in regard ofthe Imperial Majedie that 
he earned. FUtthermoie,it was (aid,that his father VArroniatius foreknew long be¬ 
fore that which happened,by a certaine dreame that told him as much ,and that he 
acquainted two of hismod faithfull friends therewith : and faid thus much more¬ 
over, That himfelfe alfo (hould have the Confular robe of eflate conferred upon 
him. But as the one part ofhis dreame tooke effe^fo he never attained unto the 
other: Forhearing for certaine ofhis fonnes fortune,before he could fee him hee 
was by fa rail death prevented. And for that it was foretold unto the old roan ina 
dreame,That thefayd mod honourable Magidracie was portended to this name, 
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Chap, i, 

ff^ Iovianus yvas dead , Valentiniau ypas eletted Emperour. 

Aving with verie great care delivered the whole order and 
-Sept fJyA' Ag courfe of State afftiresunto the times next proceeding our 
.3 l atc and neerc remembrance, befeeming it were now to 
= = ■ { draw backe, & proceed no farther in matters fo wel known, 

ISaS to the end we may both decline the daungers, wbic h many 

Sf J" times are attendant upon the truth, and nor bee(ubjed to 

the cenfurc ofunreasonable examiners of this worke now 
to be compiled forward, who keep a great dirre as fore hurt, 
in cafe we (hould overflip what the Emperour foake at (upper, or omit for what 
caufethe common fouldiors were chaftited in the carnpe about a Principia: who 
alfo would be readie to find fault, and (ay. That in the manifold defetiptions of 
countries,wc ought not to have beenefilent as touching (mail pyles and forts: as 
alfo that all their names who aflembled at the office or court of the Citic-Praetor, 
were not exprefly tet downe: and many the like particulars not futingwith the 
rules of Hyftorie,which is wonttodifcourteand run through high and important 
sflfaires.andnottofearchintothefmallpointsoflowandraeane matters: Which 
if any man would defire to know, he may as well hope, that thofe indivifible little 
bodies or motes flying up and downe in the ayre,fuch as we call Atomi, may bee 
numbred. Which inconvenience fome of the aundent Hyflorians fearing, pub- 
lifhed not unto the world the notice of fundriea<3s (when they were penned and 
putdowneina flowing flile) fo long as they lived: according as Tulltea\(6jkvevc~ 
t end witnefle,affirmeth in a certaine Epiflle \\v%\o Cornelius Nepcs. And therefore 
contemning fuch vulgar ignorance,proceed we to the narration of that which is 
behind. Thefe mutable and horrible accidents making an end with a lamentable 
ifTue and dolefulldea^h: after afmall timecommingbetweene,when the corps of 
the prince dcceafed was drefled accordingly,yea and font to Confianrinople to be 
interr ed among the reliquesof other Emperours, when the atmieaMo was gone 
forward toward *Niceatbe mothercitiein Bithynia^hecivile magifhatsand mar- 
tiall officers,enwrapped in great cares about the State,and fome among them pufi» 
fed up with a yrine hope^nadeenquirte after a govemour of long proofe andgra- 
vitie: and in a rtinning rumor and darke whifpeiings of(baiefew,thcre was nooi- 
MipdEquitius Tribune as tb^jover thfftrflcompanie oftbc Scutarij; Whobe- 
ingmiflikcd by *he better fort {hat wercia authority, as one rigorous and fome- 
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what rude, from him their voice turned and went, after a flight manner to a kinf 
man of lovianus i named Iormarim , who had the chiefc charge of all neceflaries 
belonging to the armie in Illyricaia: who alfo being reje&ed, for that he lav farre 
off, Valentimam with an uniforme accord, by the favour and grace of the heaven¬ 
ly deitie was elected, as a fit and meet perfon for that affaire about which they 
went, one who being captaine of the fecond companic of the Scutarij, was left at 
Ancyra, to follow afterwards, as it was ordained. And for that this was thought 
without thegainefaying of any to ftand with the good of the Common-wcale 
whiles fome were of purpofc fent to admonifh. him for to come with all fpeed* 
fortenne dayes (pace there was none to fteere the helme of the Empire, Which 
thcSoothfaycr Marcus , by infpe&ion of beafts bowels at Rome, had pronoun¬ 
ced to have happened at the fame time. Meane while, to the end that nothin® 
might be pra<3ifcd or done contrarie to that which was decreed, nor the uncon- 
ftant fouldiors, often mutable, foould make choice of fome one there prefent di¬ 
ligent fore-cafi was had by Eqmtius and Leo together (which Leo , as yet under 
Dagalaiphus Generali of the horfemen, kept thcaccompts of receitsandexpences 
for the militarie bands, and afterwards prooved a mifehievous matter of the offi¬ 
ces) who framed andwroughtallthateverthey could the mind and judgement 
of the whole armie, as being Pannonians and favourers of the Emperour elc<5h 
who being upon fending for come,and having a prefageor perceivance of the bu¬ 
ff 0 ^ to bee performed ( as hee had an inckling given him even by continual! 
dreames) would neither be feene nor come abroad for two dayes,avoiding the Bi(* 
text or odde day b of the Leape yeare in themoneth Februarie, which then was 
comming,and which he knew had beene divers times unfortunat to the Romans: 
the cenaine knowledge of which day I will now declare. 
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Chap. I i. 

A difcourfe andfpeculative conftderation as touching the Biffextile or oddc day of the 
Leape y carefoprcctfely cbfcrved by Valcntinian. 

H He fpace and revolution of the yeare, the aundent writers, learned in 
the morion of the heaven,and in Aftronomie, among whom ,Menon t 
EuBcmon , Hip farcbus^ 2 . nd Archimedes excell,define in this wife: name- 
1 a- « V \ when , th 5 Sunne having by the everhfting law and order of things 
cceleftiall run through the circle of the [twelve]fignes,which in the Greek tongue 
K C 2*p < l ,a k c 5 a courfe that he performeth in three hundred threefcorc 

and hvc dayes and nights is returned againe to the fame point: as for example, if 
letting out at the fecond degreeof Arics.he returneth after hiscourfe ended to the 
lamcagame. But moft truly ,the fpace of one yeare is fully determined in the dales 
atordajd, and fixe houres befides, namely, unrill noone. and then the next yeare 
jhall begin afterthe fixt houre, and reach unto the evening r the third day taking 
hjs beginning at the firft watch,extendeth to the fixt houre of the*riigbt: and the 
fourth,from midnight holdeth on until! it becleare*day!ight. Leaft therefore this 

computation,byrcafonofthcdiveisbeginnings oftheVcare, and for that, as ontf 

a! *1 j*? houieofthed*y, (b another aftfcr the fixt home 

of tl» mght ftiould by a diforderly divifion confounds!! knowledge: arid leaft 
me Autumncmoncth might be found at ahv rim# „ *£**,%>* it 
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was,that thofe odde fixe houres, which in foure yea res ariic to foureand twentie 
fhould make the full meafure of one day and night, for to be put unto the reft! 
Which being deepely confidered, with the accord of many learned men it came 
to pafTe, that the revolution of theycrely courfe being brought to one diftin&end 
is neither wandering nor uncertaine, ne yet from thenceforth appeareth thfc order 
and motion of the heaven fhadowed with any error, and the moneths kcepe juft 
their appointed times. The Romanes for a long time,before they had farre enlar¬ 
ged their dominions,were ignorant hereof, and for many ages together being en¬ 
wrapped with obfeure doubts and difficulties,wavered then moft in thedeepemift 
of errors,when they had transferred upon the prietts the power and authorise erf 
d Intercalation: who gladly gratifying the P ublicans or fuiters at law for their com¬ 
modities,at their pleafure abridged or augmented the times And befidethisjthere 
arofe many other deccivable errors .which to relate I thinke it now fuperfluous. All 
which abufes OBavian Augtsftus having abolifhed, in imitation of the Greekes re¬ 
formed thedifordcr, and corapofed this inconftancie, by colle&ing together with 
great deliberation thefpaces of twelve moneths and fix houres: and fo the Sunne 
running by eternall motion through the houfcs of the twelve fignes, concludeth 
the fpace of the whole yeare. The reafon of which odde day in the Leape yeare 
being thus allowed, Rome alfo (which by the helpeof Almightic God is to live 
fo long as the world (hall laft ) hath eftablifiicd . Wherefore let us proceed to 
the reft. 


Chap. in. 

Valentinian before the whole armie is pronouncedfoveraigne ruler of the 
Empire , whiles fome can hardly brooke rt y whom he in a grave 
Oration rebukes h and repreffeth, 

^g^^^SHen this day was paft,unmeet(as fome think) for important affaires, 
and the evening now came on,ordaincd it was, and proclamation 
y y. k fefl raa dc under painc of death, by the motion of Salluftius the Pra> 
anc ^ r ^ e rcadieaflcnt of all men, That noperfon in place of 
W$¥2£i I hjgh authoritie, or fu(pe<5ted to afpire unto great matteis, fhould 
the next morning eoe forth of dores in honourable habite. And when with the 
irkefome wearinerfeof many, who were vexed with vainc vowes, at length the 
night was ended,and day begun,all the fouldiors aflembled together, and Valenti- 
man went forth into the plaine field: where being permitted to mount up to the 
Tribunall erected on high, in fhew of a Parliament aflembly, and with moft for¬ 
ward good will of all that were prefent, he was pronounced as a grave perfonage, 
Governour of the Empire. And anon being inverted in regall robes, crowned al¬ 
fo and ftyled \_Augujlus~d with ample praifes,fuch as fweet noveltie could devife,he 
addrefied himfelfeto make a premeditate fpecch, and as hegut forth hisatme, that 
he might fpeake more readily, there arofe a great mumbling, with anoyfeof the 
Centuries,Maniples,and all the Cohorts, urging inftantly, that out of hand there 
might a fecond Etnperour bee declared with him. Which albeit many thought 
was done by the corruption of fome few,in favour of thofe that had been rejeifted, 
yet by this one thing it feemed they were utterly deceived, becaufe the crie went 
not as voices purchafcd With money * but like an unifonne accord of the whole 
multitude wifhing and willing one thing * as fearing much by the Reft} arampk*

tfacy hsd of late>the jfrailticand brittlencflc ofhigh foitUncs . Then frotti fecret 
;vfrhifperiDgs it appeared evidently, that there was a more violenct u m uk rayfectof 
theannte,makinga mightie nbifejand-doubted it was,what theioldiors confident 
boldrtdle might prove,which otherwhileshreaketh out into mifchievousadfions.' 
v Which Valentima* fearing more than all others, leaft it fhould come to paffein- 
deed, holding happily up his right hand as a rooft bardie and redoubted prince, 
daring to rebuke- fome of them as feditious and ftubborne, delivered his mind 
without interruption of any in this manner. Jtoojl valiant defendersof the provinces, 
Jrdoyce and acknowledge now, and ever fhall, that your venues have conferred upon 
me, as the worthieft of all others, the rule of the Romane world, without any hope or de- 
/treat all of mine . That therefore which lay in your power to doe, when there was not 
yet any Governour of the Empire defied, yee have profitably and wtthglorie performed, 
intaking him to the higheft pitch ofhonour ,whom from theprime of his youth, even to 
this rrpeneffe of year es y yee knew byexperience to have lived in much honour and integri-' 
tie. Wherefore liHen (/pray you) with qutet and peaceable eares , what after mine apt- 
man m plaint andfimple words delevered, is expedient for the Common weale . That 
there ought againft all chaunces whatfeever aeoUeague to be ioynedin fellowfhip (fan- 
thorttre, fundrie confiderations fo requiring , 1 neither make doubt nor gainefay , as 
who even my felfe a!jo , being a man , feare hiapes of cares and fundrte changes of acci - 
dents. But wemufi with our whole power endevour to have peace , by which even the 
leaft things become mightie: and that will eafily bee obtained , if your patience , ioyned 
with equitie,fhaU willingly ye eld that unto me which belongeth unto my charge . Tor, 
as I hope * Fortune (the adiutrice of good purpofes ) will give the fame unto me, fee * 
king diligently (Jo much as t am able to effeit and at tame unto) after a temperature 
and moderation. For. as wife and learned men define this point, not onely in the matter 
of an Empire , where thegrease ft dangers are, and thofe happening mo ft often, but alfo 
in private and dayly affaires, when any wife man hath iudged a Jlranger meet for his 
jnendjhip, he ought then to take him, and not when he hath taken him, then toiudge of 
him. Thus muchpromife 1, with hope of more projperous proceedings . As for you, re* 
saining fliU your confiant and faithfull doings * while Winters repofegtveth leave , re* 
poire she vigour of mind and bo die both, who forthwith are to receive your due, for de¬ 
claring andfdiming me Auguftus.The Emperour having ended this fpeech,which 
an unexpe&ed nuthoritie had made more confident, woon them all to his mind: 
and they following his way and advice* who a little before with moft earneft voice 
required another thing, conduded him (environed round about withftandards 
ana banners, royally alfo guarded with companies of divers degrees and dates, 
and now terrible to fee to) into the palace*

Apronianus T&efeftor Governour of Rome,pmtnh Foyjoners and 
Sorierers to death. 



HiJes the volubilitie of inconftant fortune produceth thefe occunc- 
ces in the Eaft parts ,Apronianm an upright & fcvere judge 7 who then 
ruled Rome, among otherprindpall and important matter, with 
which this PWrfe&fhip is often troubled, cbiefely fet his mind and 
hole endcvoruponthiSjTtvtt Sorccjcti/whothen begat to fpriag 

up 
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up here and there) beingapprehended, and openly conviSed^fter examinations 
and trials pad, that they had done hart ta fome, and having diTcovered alfo fitch 
as were pti vie unto them, fliould beputto death: and to with the perill of a few, 
for feare of the like meafure,to drive the reft away\ if happily any lay dole hidden^ 
And this he did(by report)themore effe<5tually,fbr rhat himfelfe ban® promoted^ 
by the choice of Julian, who then abode in Syria, had loft one of his°eycs in his 
journey: and fufpe&ingthathc was layd at by thefe wicked arts and pradifes up¬ 
on a juft gnefe verily,but yet unufuall,hemadediligentinqtiifitionaftcr thefeand 
other the like: whereupon he was thought of fome over-rigorous and crucll, in 
that he would feeme to lookeinto thefe criminal! matters in the higheft degree’, e- 
ven in the race of the Amphitheatre, whereotherwhiles the commons flockc and 
conflow together like fb many waves. In the end .after many fuch like offences pu- 
niflied ,he cond mned to loofe his head Htlast us a chariot- runner, convi&cd, and 
that upon hisowne confeflion,Thit he had put forth a fbnneof his,fearcc under- 
growne, unto a Sorcerer* to be taught ceitaine fecret ca ft s forbidden bylaw, foas 
that without theprivitieof anyone hee mightbyhimfclfehavethehclpeof fome 
hidden and inward meanes: who.,as the executioner had but flendcr hold of him, 
flipping fuddainely away from under his hand, fled for fan&uarie to a chapptllof 
the Chriftians,and being pulled out from thence,had forthwith his head ftrucken 
off.But thefe and fuch like hainous pra<ftifes,by order then taken for,to be puniflied 
ftreightwaies,men were warie to commit, and none or very few offendors in thefe 
foule and odious crimes infultcd over the publicke juftice: but in the time enfuing 
long impunitienourifhed lewd enormities,and liccntioufncfle grew to fo great an 
head,that a certaine Senatour followed the example of Htlarius j and proved it was 
againft him,even almoft by his ownc hand-writing,That he had put unto a teachet 
of thefe curfed crafts a fervant of his,for to be induced and fc hoolcd in thefe horri¬ 
ble fecrets, and was faine to buyout his punifhment with a round fummeofmo- 
ney,as the report commonly went. And this fclfefame panic now, delivered and 
freed from this kind offlaunder that went of him,whereas he fhould have beene a- 
fliamed of his life and fault committed, endevoured not to wipe away this ftainei 
but,as if he alone, among many reprochfullperfons had beene void of all offence, 
mounted upon a rich trapped horfe,and prauncing over the paved ftreets,draweth 
after him, being but one man, many troupes of fervants and pages, affe&ing by a 
certaine new kind of badge and cognizancc,more eameftly to be gazed at: like as 
wee have heard, that Duiilius in old time, after thofe gloriousbattailes which hee 
fought at fea,tooke thus much upon him, as to retume home unto his houfc after 
fupper with a minftrdl piping foftly before him. Howbeir, under this Aproniatms 
there was fuch plentiefrom time to time of all ncceffaries, that there could not fb 
much as any grumbling at all be beard for want of victuals: a thing that falleth out 
continually in Rome.

VtVdentmtan declared Emperour,as I have before fin'd in Bithv- 
nia,after he had given forth the fignallof fetting forward in his 
journey againft the thitd day following, and aflembled the 
fiT fipjUm) chiefegovernoursand officers of the campe, intending, as it 
jgjfewere,wholly to follow fuchdefignemeftts and counfels as were 

U right *pleafing to himfelfe,did put to queftion and dernaunded 

Whoitwasthatmuft beaffumedintothe fcllowffiip of the Empire fand when 
alt thereft held their peace, Dagalaxphus Generali of the horfemen for the time be- 
ing,bokily anfwercd thus,If thou love fl thineowne(quoth he) moH gracious Empe • 
rcurjhouhaJt a brother :if the Commonwealth make further enquirie for another . At 
which words he wasangrie, but laying never a word , and concealing what hee 
thought,after he had travailed apace, heentred Nicomedia thefirft day of March 
and therewith thedigmtieof a Tribuncfhip,made his brother great Mafter of his 
ftable. And when hee was come from thence to ConftantinopIe, cafting many 
things in his mind,and confideringthat he now was about to mannage great and 
urgem afF3ires,hefuppo(ed therewasnolitigering about the matter, but produ¬ 
cing the fame VaUns to a place bythc citie fide, with oncgenerall accord of all (for 
no man durft fay againft him; pronounced him Augustus : and being adorned and 
inverted in Imperial robes,and wearing a diademeabout his head, he brought hini 
backcin the fame chariot with him: one verily,who was a lawful partner with him 
in power and authorise,but yet duetiful! umohim, as if he had beene a Sergeant, 
or fuchlikeattendant officer,as the procefteof mine Hyftoriefhall declare. Which 
k k brought to an end, without trouble and interruption by any one, 

both the Emperours having been long ficke of hot burning agues, when there was 
allured hopeof life,as they were more induftrious to looke into bufinefTes than to 

compote them,graunted out a commiffion to make ftraitinquirie into the fufpiti- 

ouscaufesof their fickneftc, ooxoVrfanm Mafter of the offices, a fierce and cruell 
IJaJmarian,and to luvennm Stfcianuspuhat rime Queftor, raffing matter of envie 
and maIice,asthcconftant bruit went,untothememorieof prince Iuhan and to his 
tnends,as if they had by feme fecret pra&ife beene hurt. But this ftorme foon blew 
oucr and came tonothmgrfor there was not fo much as a word found to lead unto 
anypjeTumptionorfufpittonoftraitcrousdealing. Atthistime, as ifthetrumpets 
«ad founded the battaile throughout all the Roman world, moft fell and favage 
nat ’ or * s rofc up in armes, and invaded the next limits unto them. The *Alemans 
wafted at once both Gaule and R ha?tia: theSarmatiansand Quadi made fpoyle 

0 u eandthco,her * ThePi(fts,Saxons, Scots, and Atracots, 
lnfcfted the Britans with continuall troubles. The Auftorians and other Maurite

lay 4 forcible meancs to reduce 

peace* thcreought tobenQ&ingto tbSfiontrarie,but that hee mighulcovcrdiofc 
things which hee (hewed to havp : before time appertained unto his aunce- 
ftors. After therefore that the Winter was parted over in quietneflc and peace, 
the two Emperours agreeing moft joyntly together, the one in name having pre- 
hcminence, theothcr/oroutward lhew x cquall in honour, after they had paljed 
through Thracia,came to NaffiumjWherCjin a certaine Suburbian countric townc 
which iscallc&Mediana, and ftandech three miles from the citie, as if they meant 
fhortly to part,divided their Gomitcsbetweene them. And verily unto ralentmi- 
4 *,after whofe willand dire&ion the State was mannaged,hll lovtnus, promoted a 
good while fince by Julian to be Mafter of the men of * Armes in Gaule, and Dago- *« b«feaxn. 
laiphtu whom Ievianhad preferred tobc Colonel! of the footmen. But to-follow 
Valensi nto the Eaft,wasr/iSFw appointed,who alfoby thcchoifeand judgem^ijtof 
the forefaid Prince,had beene advanced,and with him was joyned A rim hem. For, 

Lupicinns promoted like wife before by loviasty to be Mafter of the horfmen, had the 
charge of the Baft parts. Then alfb W 3 S Eqnitius made Coionell of the armie that 
fervedinIlliricum,not * Mafter as yet, but Comes. And Sere man us , who long ^o«xnB. 
fince was difeharged of his militarie othe,entred intoarmes and warfare ag?inc,as 
being a Pannoni 3 n,accompanied Palens jend became captaine over the companie 
orbandof the Domcftici. Which things thus digefted and ordered, there was a 
partition madealfoofthc militarie bands r and after this,when both Princes cntied 
into Sirmium, and had divided their Palatine fraine, as it was thought good unto 
the elder andbetter of the twaine,fo th&tFalcntman departed to Millain,and?fc&ffj > 
toGonftaminople. And verily in the Eaft parts governed SaUuffius as Prefer : 
but Mamertinus ruled in the fame authorise both Italy, Affricke,and Illyricum, like 
as Germanus the Provinces of Gaule.

^^JJ^gjjHiles therefore the two Princes kept their refiance in the (aid cities, 
lhe y P ut on l ^ c ‘ r Confular robes of Eftate: and all this yeare 

® ^ qMI was ^ oman Empire affli<fted with grievous fortes & damages* 
Eor,the Alemans brake through the limits of Gcrmanie, provoked 
thereto with a more mifehievous mind than ufually they had beene, 
upon this occafion: Whereas upon their embaftadors fent unto the Princescourt 9 
there fhould have beene beftowedof dutie certaine fet gifts appointed by cuftom, 
allowance was made of fmaller,and thofe of Idle value than had beene v(ed:which: 
they,whcn they fhould receive, faring in forions manner, Hung away, as a mod 
fliaraefull indignitie offered unto them: and after they had beetle vetie rougher, 
imreated by rrfattm the Mafter of the offices^! angrieand crudl man, tbeyiCHtf* 
nedhome,and aggravating thbfod^Hrred up moft fell nationsvasifthey bid. bm 
contumelioufly defpifed^o rcbeUioo. And about that rime^xaorlnpg^kr^f^

day unto^k*riw#»,as he was tOmmingtO Paris. Atf&forthe A lemans verily hc 

them: who having wafted the places riecrerat hand, w^re departed Sc gone a^great 
way off,without Ioffe ofbioud. But about the repieflingof the defigne & attempt 
of Procopius before it might grow to greater ftfength,hewis diftratfted with doubt** 
fullcares,and in this regard efpecially troubled/or that he wift not whether hecaf- 
fe&edand reached at the forefaid Empire, whiles Valent was alive, or after his 
death. For Equhms ,upon relation and intelligence given by Antontusa Tribune 
(who had the command of the forces in the mid- land pans of Dacia) which gave 
knowledge of nothing but the occurrent it felf,and that obfeurely upon heare-fey, 

had alfo himfelfe before the thing was knowne for certain, in bare words acquain- 

ted the Prince with what was done. V pon knowledge hereof 7dent ini ah having 
honoured thefayd J Iquittus with the dignitie of Great Mafter,or Generali, purpo- r 
fedtoreturne unto Illyricum,leaft the rebell become dread now after the overrun* 
iiing; ofThracia,(houldin hoftile manner make rodes into Pannonia. For,excee¬ 
dingly terrified he was with the late and frefh example, as calling to mind how /»- 
- /w^alittle before (contemning that Emperour who everie where in civile warre 

wehtafwayon the winning hand)before he was cither feared or expe&ed, pafled 
with incredible celeritie from one citie to another. But as hot fet as hee was upon 
returne,y(t his heat became allaied by the counfell and advice of thbfe about him, 
perfuading and befeeching him } not to expofe Gaule unto the barbarous enemies, 
threatningasthey did nothing but deadly mifehiefe $ nor upon this pretenfe and 
allegation to forfake the Provinces needing his helpinghand: And togetherwith 
thehvjoyned the embafladbfs Of noble cities, praying and intreating him not to 
leave thefayd Provinces in this hard and doubtfull eftate, unprotected and with¬ 
out defence,which with his perfonall prefence he mightdeliveroutof great daun- 
gerSi by affrighting the Germans onely withthemajeftieofhis name. At length, 
pondering throughly and with good advifement, the utilitic of the thing, as ben- 
dingand framing himfelfetoyeeld unto the opinions of many, hee otherwhiles 
wouldfay,That Pr 0 f#^/'iw was enemieindeed but onely to himfelfe and hisbro- 
ther,whereas the Alemans were to the whole Roman world and Empire, and fo 
determined not to ftirre any whither for the time without the confines of the 
Gaules, being gone forward alreadic as farre as to Remes: Yet having a caiefull 
regard of Affricke,Ieaft the enemies fhould fodainely breake into it,he tooke order 
that Vuherius^&ct ward C on full ,t hen Notarie, fhould goe to the defence thereof, 
as alfo Mafaurio, one of the Domeftici Proteftores, upon this confideration, that 
•l intcnnt a beingbrought up there in times paft under his father Cretio a *Comes,heknew all 
thefufpeded and dangerous places: and with thefe he joyned Gaudentm a Scuta- 
rius,whom he knew of old to be true and faithfull unto him. Now, for that there 
were moftwofulhempefts and ftormesupinbothpansofthe Empire at one and 
the fcHe fame time,we wil digeft everie thing in due place ; firft reporting what was 
done in the Eaft,and then relating the Barbarian warres fin the Weft: ] For that 
thetnoft part of thefe occurrences fell out in the feme monethes ,both in the Weft, 
and alfb in the Eaft part ofthe world : lead whiles weemake haft by leaps to return 
otherwhiles out ofone placeto another, we fhould in a confufion of all,enwrap the 
order and courfeof the ftoric with vcric fbulc obfeuritic.

Chap. vii. 

What this Procopius bm* , end by what devifes and policies he went abmi 
teu/urpe the Empire. 


H Rocopim defeended ofnoble parentage,botne & brought up in Cilicia, irt 
thisregard that he was neere of kin unto Julian afterwards Emperor, from 
his verie firft degree arofe and fhewed himfelfe: and as one for his life and 
behaviour verie orderly and prccifc(although he was of a clofeand filent carriage) 
feiving in the warres along time in good credit and (hew in qualitie of a Notarie 
and Tribune,and now being next in place unto the beft and chiefe officers, after 
the death ofCcn/lomtus, in that change of the world afpired high: as who was a 
kinfman oftheEtnperours,and raunged in the ranke and fellowfhipof the Comi- 
tcs. And apparent it was,that he,ifever it might lye in his power,would trouble the 
quieteftateof the Commonwealth another day. This Procopius^ Julian when hee 
entred into Perfia had left behind him him with ftrong regiments of fbuldiors in 
Mcfopotamia,joyning to him in equall power Seba&ianus: and had given him in 
chargers whifpered it was by a darke report (for there was no certaine author to 
be feene of this mandate) that hee fhould deale according to the courfe of things 
and occurrents knowne: and ifhe perceived at any time the ayds of the Roman 
State to goe downe the wind, he fhould take order, that himfelfe with all fpeed 
might be nominated and ftiled Emperour. Who carrying himfelfe in civile and 
wariewife in the managing of that which was enjoyned untohim,whenheeun- 
derftood ofthe death of/vto.upon a falfe rumor running abroad, that the fame 
/#iWlyingat the verie point of death,deliv?red thus much, That it Was his mind 
and pleafure,that the government ofthe Empire fhould bee put into the hands of 
Procopius^earing leaft for this caufe he fhould be killed,without proceffc of law and 
condemnation,got himfelfe out of fight: but terrified moft ofall after the death of 
Iovianus the chiefe ofall the Notaries $ Whom upon the deceafe of lnlian nomina¬ 


ted by feme few fbuldiors as worthy of the Empire,and fufpc&cd afterwards to a r 
fpire thcreunto,he underftood to have been with much rorment put to death. And 
for that he had learned how himfelfe was with great diligence lay d for,to avoid the 
heavie load of grievous envie,he departed out of the way (as I feid)inro remote and 
fecret parts. And when he perceived that Jovianus the Emperour had his fpyes a- 
b road,to feeke out his Iutking holes^nd was befide wearie of this manner of life: 
for,being eaft downe from an high eftate to a low degree, he was fore pinched alfb 
with hunger in ill favoured and foule countries: he wanted the fpeech and confe¬ 
rence with men :& driven in the end to extreameneceffitie,by journeying through 
wilds andby-wayes,he came into the teiritoricabout Chalccdon,.where becaofe 0 
that feemed unto him a fure place of refuge,hekcpt himfelfe clofe with a moft tiu- # 
ftie friend one Strategius ,who of a Palatine fbuldior wai become a Senator: going 
many times fecretly,as he might,betweene his hcUfeand Conftahtinople^sif ap¬ 
peared evidently by the fame Strategius^ who difclofedall.afterthat there had bcert 
oft inquifition made into the adherents of thacfa&ion. After the guife.therfcfned 
ofa moft cunning and fubtile fpie,altogether unknowhe (in vi&gcibfce looked fb 
poore and leane) he harkened after all the Hying rumens that bejgarf then to rtmnc 
thickc abroad (as commonly things at their firft beginning bee cm soorc diftaft* 
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full) bruited by many perfons,who feemed to blame Valens, as ifhe were hote and 
greedily bent to make fpoyle of other mens goods: to the enkindling of whole ri. 

*Wnnrateba. gourand crueltic, there was a mifehievousfire-brand readieat hand, his * father 
in law Petroniua , promoted with a fuddaine jumpe from being a captaine of the 
fouldiors • Martenfes,tobea f Patritian, a man in mind and habitc of bodic de¬ 
formed. Who being wonderfully lharpe-fet to ftrip all men without any refpe& 
even to their very skins, after exquifit torments bound the innocent as well as the 
offendors with foure-fold bonds, raking and (craping for debts due even from 
the very dayes of jtureliarws the Emperour,and forrowing exceedingly, ifhe had 
abfolved or enlarged any, without receiving fbme hurt and damage. Whofe intol¬ 
erable conditions this mifchfefe allb made the worfe, for thatbeing enriched with 
the piteous forrowes of other men, he was inexorable and crucll: as he carried alfo 
an enraged heart, fo he was therewith roodrudeand untaught, not fit at any time 
either toyceld or admit rcafbn: more odious than cleander-, who governing as 
Pra?fe& under the Emperour Commodus, in a high ftraine (as it were) of outrage 
and madnefle, made havocke (as we read) of divers mens eftates: moTe grievous 
and irkefome than Plautianus 5 who being likewifc Praefeft under Sever us jwe\\\ng 
and puffed up beyond all raeafure, would have made a confufion of all thinges, 
hadhe not died upon the revenging edge of the fword. Thcfe lamentable pro¬ 
ceedings, which by the inftigation and fetting on of Petrcnius under Valens, had 
(hut up many houfes as well of poore as rich, and the more horrible feare of mif- 
chiefes toward, fhicke dole to the very heart root of the provincial! people and 
fouldiors both, who groned under thefe burthens alike: and evciy man wilhed 
for a day, though in darke and fecret tearmes, and that with joynt grones on all 
hands, that by the helpeofthe higheft God there might be an alteration in the 
State. Which Procopius c\ofe\y taking vantage of, and fuppofing that when that 
bleued and happie day fhould come, with (mall adoe he might be taken up to the 
very top of the higheft dignitie, lay dofe in efpiall, waiting as a favage beaft for his 
prey, readic forthwith to bounce out, ifit could fee that which might be caught. 
Vnto whom, fo eagre of the bit, Fortune minified this occafion in exceeding 
good feafon, to make up his mouth.

ian with, and the lameraoft cruelly banding together, were put- 
ting their forces in readinefie, to invade the confines and bor- 
• This beeing knowne, to the end that himfelfe in perfon might 
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torte and foot both to bee fent unto thofe places, wherein it was feared there 
wouw be any todes of the barbarous enemies. When the prince therefore was

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any extremities, fetteth in hand with a mod bold enteipriie. The s D^irenfrtanS 
Tungmam of theyounger fort and later enrolment, ^pointed amoneotew 
make haft unto the urgent fervtce in Thracia, and putpofing to abide after the fo. 
lemne manner two day« tn Conftantinople, hehaftenedTo follicitebv.hem^ 
dtationoi .ome out of the fame companies with whom hewas acq uainted (be. 
caufe it was a penllous and difficult matter to fpeake with them and made 
choice of ibme few to put m trull: who beeing woon through the hone of ?rr.it 
rewards, promtfed and bound it with a religious oath, to doe whatfoever he^wil- 
It d them; yea, and gave their word for the favour alfo and affiftance of their 7 - 1 - 
k>w fouldiors, among whom themfelves carried a great fway.and might do much 
by petfuafion,as having the greateft pay.and being of bell defert. Accordin° to 
appointment,and when it was laireday light, the laid Proof ,us diftraifted into fun- 
dne cogitations went to the Baines ■> Anaftafian*,fo calledof ConHsmuues lifter 
where he knew the mtlttane enligns were beftowedjand being enformed by thole 
that were prtvie to their fecret counfels, that all of them,uponan aflbeiationmade 
in the night,agreed to fide with him, with affiiranceof lafe conduit being gladly 
admitted unto them, environed he was with a multitude thronged together of 
vendibleorfale fouldiors, byway of honour I mud needs fay, but yet pent up a- 
mongftthemas one befieged: who, like as the Pratosian cohort in times pad, 
aher the death of Pert max, received lulianus, cheapening (asone would fav) the 
imperialldigmtie,and making offer what price he would give for it: even fo they 
alfo, bent to every thing that would yecld them advantage and profile, defended 
Procopius , plotting to enter upon an unfortunate fo veraignetie. He flood therefore 
among them as one halfe pined and confumed (aman would have taken him to 
have been a ghoft rayfed from the dead) by rcafon that a rich regall mantle would 
no where befound, clad in acoat befet withembofTedgold,like unto one of thefe 
kings fervants, arrayed from the heele to the fiiare in manner of a nice andpretic *, 
page, wearmg alfo purple fhooes and hofe: and as he bare a javelin or fpeare in his p 
right hand, fo he carried in the left a pretie piece of purple cloth 5 fo as one would 
have thought, that in a ftagc-play within the Theatre, either fome notable image 
and counterfeit through the rapiftrie cur taines,or dfe a mocking delufion to make 
folke laugh, fuddamely came forth and appeared. Well then, being thus after a 
ridiculous manner lifted up to this degree,indifgracc (asit were) and mockerieof 
all honours, and by way of fervile flatrerie having madca fpecch unto theauthors 
of this benefit and advancement of his, yea,and promifed unto them great riches 
and dignities for this hanfell and firft fruits (as it were) of his Empire, foonh hee 
went in proceflion into the ftreets, guarded with a multitude of armed men r and 
there in (lately port he marched on with the enfignes borne aloft upright, endo- 
fed on every fide witha dreadfull noyfegf (hields and targuets, clattering in dole¬ 
ful! wife: which they, for feare leaf! from the high houfes they fhould bee pelted 
with ftones or broken tyles, fitted dofe and thickcto the crcfts of their helmets/ 
As for himfelfe, going timoroufly as he did, the people neither withftood nor 6 - 
voured: howbeit, ravifhed they were with a fuddaine pleafnreand toy in fodi a 
novelties thing natural!y given to moft of the vulgar fort: andthis was the rather 
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felon foot,becaufe (aslfcidbefore) all folkewithone mind detefted Petrmus, 
crowing on to fuch wealth by violent meanes: as who railed up againft divers or. 
dersand degrees of citizens new troubles and fuits; yea,and revived bils and wri¬ 
tings of deS long fince buried. When as therefore the (aid Precis was ruoun. 
ted up to the Triburiall, and by reafon that all the people looked downeonthe 
ground,and flood aftonied (which frlence of theirs gavefufpmon ofTome mif. 
chiefe toward) fuppofingthere was prepared now (as he feared) a readier way to 
his death, by reafon of a trembling that went over all his joints ( being of himfclfe 
not readie of fpeech)he flood a long time filent. Yet after he had now begun to (ay 
fotnewhat with an interrupt and dead voice, whereby he pretendedhis neere alii- 
ance unto thebloud and line imperiahwith a low whifperingof fome few that were 
hired thcretoof purpole* and afterwards with tumultuane nodes and cries of the 
common people,being natncdEmperour,diforderIy & in great haft he wentrorhe 
♦the Senate houfr* *Cu ria s where finding none ihere of ^Senators degree,but fome few,and thofe ig« 
c anc j bafe pcrfonsjhe went apace,but with a moft unfortunat and wicked foot, 
and fo entredthepalace.

^gg® 10 me marvaile, I aflfure you, that fuch ridiculous beginnings, unwifely 
and rafbly taken in hand,have broken forth in the end, to the wofull 
|||g]|5 calamities of Commonweale- as ignorant perhaps of former prece- \ 
dents, fuppofing the fame to have happened then firft, and never be¬ 
fore. Thus Andrifcus the Adramytene, a bafe fellow,and of the meaneft conditi- 
on, ray fed up to the very name ot*P/eudopbilippus t was the caufeofthe third gne- 
vousand bloudie Macedonian warre. Thus whiles Mdmnui the Emperour abode 


in Antioch, Heliogabalus ‘ came forth of *Emefa,and became Antoninus. So alfo 
by an unexpeded affault made by Maxmnnus , was k Alexander , together with 
Mamm£a y ftabbed to death. In Affrick, the elder Gordian , haled by force to ufurpe 
the Empire, for very troublcand anguifh of imminent dangers ftrangled himfelfc 
with an halter,and ended his life. Well,procured there were and taken in to the 
doubtfull iffuc of this ftrangc occurrence, fome againft their wils, and fome wil¬ 
lingly,^marchants of trifling cates and fuch as gave attendance within the palace, 
or had given over to wait: thofe alfo who having beene enrolled fouldiors, had 
betaken themfelves now to a more quiet life. And there Were againc, who fuppo- 
fing all conditions of life better than the prefertt State, flipped away fecretly from 
the citie,and with fpeedie journeyes made haft unto the Emperours campe . All 
theft, Sophranms , then aNotarie, Pra?fe& afterwards of Conftantinople , out- 
ftript and prevented by riding moft fwiftly, and turned backe into Galatia, Va* 
lens , readie then to depart from Csefarea in Cappadocia, intending now, that 
the hote and fultring conftitution of the weather in Cilicia was allayed , to goe 
through, and that with (peed, to the habitation and feat of Antioch: him,I fay, 
*he averted from his joumey , after he had declared the whole order of the pro* 
ceedings aforefaid unto him, much troubled and aftonied, as he was, by reafon 
of his doubtfull hopes, (asm fuch cafes it is an ordinarie thing) and minding 
to take hold of thde matters, yet handing upon fcarcfull and ticklifh tearims- 
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But whileshe maketh fpeedand taketh great journeyes, fwgpmmhh moft otf- 
neft and watchful! care ftodtday to dayipeot the whole nights , 1 (hewing abroad 
cei tame fuborn^d and counterfeit perfons, who with confident boJdncflc fatmag, 
that they vverccQtne,fome outof the Eaft,others outof Gaule,brought word,thaf 
Fdleminidff wasdcadi yea,andgavek outin plainetearmcs>thatall lay clean? and 
open for this hew and much favoured prince to enter upon. And becaufe fuch re¬ 
bellious ufurpations of Empires malapartly taken inband,are wont otherwhilcsto 
be ftrengthened with quick difpatch 9 leaftany thing ftiould be omitted that might 
ftrikea terror, forthwith Nebridim, newly by the fadhon of Petronim promoted in 
the rowme oiSoUujlm to be Praefe&us Praetorio, and Cafarius Praefetft of the citie 
Conftantinople 9 werecaftinto prifbn and layed up faft: and P hr anemias had com- 
maundement to rule the citie aftci the wonted government, and Euphrafius to bee 
mafter of the Offices ; both of them Gaules,and men moft approved for their eru¬ 
dition and learning: and the managing of militarie and campe-affaircs was com¬ 
mitted vdry inconfiderately (as the end fhewed which bewrayeth what thingsare) 
unto Gomoarius and Agilo , who were called backe againe to take a new oath of 
fouldiorie.And becaufe Iutius the * Comes having charge of the forces in Thracia, 
was like froni the neere ftations to fupprefle thefe rebels, if he underftood once of 
dieir attempts, ; ahd therefore feared, there was this effeduall and cunning policie 
devifed 5 and he,by commaundement as it were of Valens, being fent for to Con¬ 
ftantinople by the letters of Webridtus (as yet in prifon) violently wrung from him, 
under a colour to treat about the troubles of the barbarous enemies,was there de¬ 
tained in ftrait hold clofe prifbner.And by this aaftie and deceitful! fetch the war¬ 
like nation of Thracia being without bloudfhed woon to the fide, brought excee¬ 
ding great aid and maintenance to thefe tumulcuarie attempts. After which fo at- 
clHeved with proiperous fuccefte, Araxms alfo by labouring thofc of the palace, 
and procuring of their voices,became Praefe<ftus Praetorio: and ^#4>,who marri¬ 
ed his daughter.helped him forward alfo,with his good word: many others like- 
wife were admitted to fundry placesand employments in court, as alfo to the ad- 
miniftration of provinces, fome againft their wils, others of their ownc accord 
offering themfelves with money and rewards in hand. And, as it ufuaJly falleth 
out in civile and domefticall diffentions, divers rofe up even out of the very dung¬ 
hill and rafcalitie, dire&ed oncly by defperate and blind proje&s: contrariwife, 
feme againc there were, who being nobly borne, fell from high eftates downc to 
very death and exile. Now, when as by theft and fuch like pra&ifes there fcemed 
to be a fa&ion firmely framed, it remained that there ftiould be good ftoreof mi¬ 
litarie forces raifed: and eafily was that brought about, a thing that diverfe times 
in publickebroylesand commotions hath hindered brave exploits, enrerprifed e- 
ven upon juft and lawful! motives.For the troupes and companies as well ofhorfe- 
men as footmen which were levied through Thracia, to pei forme the expedition 
as they pafTed along, being courteoufly and liberally entreated, and all afiembled 
together, fo as they made a fhew of an armie, gaping after moft large promifes, un¬ 
der paine of curfed execrations fwore allegeance unto Fr^ 4 p/*r,proroifing in their 
behalfe thisconftant refolution, That they would not fade, but defend nim with 
their owne arraes and forces. And verily he met with a very fir occafion and opor- 
tunitie to allure them unto his pan,for that himfelfe carrying all about with him in 
his ownearmesa littledaughter of Con ft ami*ts ( wbofe frefh mexnoriall was b^h- 
ly honoured) pretended kinred even with Inftm* He found alfo another thing. 
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that fcbcdvriie fitly with the-prefenttiinc s for that hc did iipon hitn theom*. 
mentfcofImperiall vtftare^rhen as Fauftina motherofthe faidgitfc was by a ccr- 
tatocroeerechauncc prefent inpiacc. To theft he adjoyneth another peeceofpo. 
lftic,which with all diligence was to be put in pia&ife * namely, certaine picked 
tnen for the nonce^and toole-bardie, were fent to ftize upon Illyricum,trufting up., 
onrioother hdpe but malapert ft wcineffc 5 who,l: ilijhancfothely devifedccr- 

tain4 pccces of gold made with the ftarnpc ofthe new Emperors face, befide other 
nieines of allurements: Whom Equmm> Generali of the forts in thofe countries 
apprehended and put to divers forts of death. And then fearing the like pra&ife 
. he flopped up three moft narrow waies and paffages, by which the Northern pro- 

♦Ak^the mp vinces areaflailedjthe one by Dacia *Ripenfi5,a fecond,and that right will known, 
Medttcnanca,i. by Succiand the third by the Macedonians, which they tearme 1 «•**«*,« . And by 
thciouwicountiy this waricprevention the ufurperofan undue and unlawfull government, being 
put quite befide his vaine conceit and perfuafion to get Illyricum into his hands! 
loft great meanes of maintaining warres. 

Chav* x. 

The legions armedagftn ft Procopius, andreadie to fightyhroughhis/editions words no 
it were, enchauntedandbewitchedjcre wrought again# Valens and VaJentinian, 
and acknowledge Procopius for Bmperour, sifter this he gaineth to 
his fide Ntcea and Bithynia . Valens having efcajped extra - 

mttieof danger jby his beft and moft feleft cap- .* 

tains encountreth the rebels. 

Hiles thefe things arc thus in contriving, Valens$(\onicd at io hcavieand 
fearefull newe$,and now in hisreturne through Gallograrria, heating 
how things vventat Conftantinople,marched diffidently and in much 
feare; and confidering this fbdaine affright confoundedall the waves 
of providence and forecaft/o much was he diftouraged and caft downc, that nee 
thought once to throw away his Imperial robes,as an heavie burden. And fo had 
he done indeed, but that through the gainfaying and oppofition of his inward 
friends next about him,he was difliiaded from that baft and unfeemely purpoft, 
and ftrengthened with the advice and opinions of the better fort, commaunded 
two regiments to goe before,named Iovij and Vidores, for tobreake into the re¬ 
bels campe. As theft now drew neere, Procopius being retyred from Nicea, whi- 
ther he waslarely come,having in hiscompaniethe » Divitenfes, and a confuted 
rabble ofrebek and revoltSjWhichalmoft in fix dayes (pace he had gathered togc- 
ther,he made haft to Mygdus,a place watered with the river *Sangarius: where, 
wh J en the werereadicto joynebattaileand fight,among thofe that difehar- 

gedarrowesand other fhot to and fro,hea!one,as ifhc meant to advance forward, 
and by way of skirmifh to charge the enemies,brakeout into the mids before them 
all: and fuch was the guidance of his good fortune,that fteming to agnize one Vi- 
tgua nas ou t of theoppofit battaile(and whether heknewhimor no uncertain it is} 
after greeting m the Latine tonguc,he gently led him forth, and after he had given 
him ha rtghthand^nd falutcd him with a kifft,when they were all on both fidcs 
i? 32 ; - 1 ? 1 ^fquoth he) theauncient fidelitie ofthe Unman Armies,a*diheothes 
omnn Wttbfirmerel&ioas camplesnems. AnduttindeedyearmwdandpUafme, moft 
vauantwamourS) that far mohnewnejlrategertfe manyfwordsjbould be dravnuofyosr 
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owne co untrey men i and that a bafe and misbegotten 'Psuwouian, marring and treading *1^ 
downe all underfoot y Jhould enioy an Empire which he never dm ftfa much ns conceive in 
his mind or wifh for, and that weJhouldgrone under your and am wounds ? Nay, rather 
follow the royall race and line of the higheft bioudymfmg stow moft tuft and lawfull war y 
not to tyrannize and make havocke of other mensgoodsfiat rather to re ft ore thefame un¬ 
to the full and whole eftate ofduncient Maieftie. With this mild fpeech they were all 
appeafed that came fiercely to fight, and debafing the tops of their enfignes and 
ftanderds, willingly revolted unto him: and with a terrible crie, which the barba¬ 
rous fort tearme Barritus, they ftiled him Emperour, and in one confent, with a 
ftrong guard about him,as the manner is, brought him backe into the campe, and 
in fouldior-like fort cried unto lupiter ,and prayed,That Procopius might bee invin¬ 
cible. This good fuccefle of theft rebels bad a better to fecond it. For, Rumitalea 
aTribune,being taken into the focietieof the Procopians,and having enured upon 
the charge of the Palace,and therewith complotted in good time this dcfigne,and 
communicated it with the fbuldiors, came by water to a towne before time named 
*Drep3num,and now Hclenopolis,and fo from thence poflefTcd himfelfe, fooner 
than men would have thought,of Nicea. To the befieging whereof when Vado- 
w 4 r/«r,fometime agreat leader,and king of the Alemans, was fent, with fuch as 
wereskilfull in this kind of fervice, Valens goeth forward to Nicomedia: From 
whence being departed, verieearneft he was with great forces to aflault Chalcc- 
don: from the walls whereof they let flie at him reviling and reproachfull tearmes, 
calling him injutioufly Sabcdarius : (now is Sohaniaa kind of poorefolks drinke in 
Illy ricum,made of barley or wheat converted into liquor:)But wearied intheerid 
for want ofvi&uals, & through the exceeding obftinacie ofthe defendants within, 
that would not relent, he was now at the point to depart: And fee, in this meane 
while, thofe which were befieged within Nicea, fodainly fetting open the gates, 
and ifliiing forth,after they had flaine a great number of the pioners and aflailants, 
with their moft hardie and bold leader Rumitalca, made haft in this heat of bloud 
to come upon the backe of Valens (who as yet was not gone from the fubuibes of 
Chalcedon^and to compafie him in round about. And verily effe&ed they had 
this exploit, but that by a certaine rumor that went before, he having intelligence 
of this imminent mifehiefe, with departing fpeedily by the lake Sunonenfis, and 
the winding cranks of the river *Gallus,he deluded the enemie hard at hard at his 
heeles,and following after him in vaine. And by this accident Bithynia likewife 
wasbrought under the hands of Procopius. From whence’, when Valens Was by 
fpeedie journeies returned to Ancyra,and advemfcd,that Luptcinus was comming 
toward the Eaft parts with certaine puiffant companies of armed men, being now 
putin greater hope of better luccelft,he ftnt Arintheusamod ftlcdcaptaine to en¬ 
counter the enemies by the way. Who being come to Dadaftana,a certaine ftation 
wherein lovianus dyed, all on a fodaine cfpied Hyperechitu readicto affront and 

andmake head againft him with an armie,one who before time was truly tcarraed 

Apparitor *Gaftrenfis, that is , a*Minifter ofthe belly and throat: unto whom 
as to a friend Procopius had committed the condu& of bis ayds. And difdaintog in Egg*** 
fight to vanquifh fuch a contemptible perfbn, bearing himfelfe bold of his owne 
authoritie,agoodiytallperfbnage, commanded the verie enemies themfrives to 
bind their rider. And fothis unfommat Carpet Knight^ chicfetaine/orfboeh, of 
armed troups,was apprehcoded by the hands ofhis owoc followers.

Procopius befiegethCyxacum t and by the goodferviee of Alifon d Tribune rein* 
noth it by force ju alfohy keeping in moB Jirait ward Serenianus the 
Prefeff, fern unto Nicea. Which done fearing and vaun¬ 
ting himfelfe over high fe negletfeth the op- 
port unitie of his affaires. 

33|®pjp3HiIes theft affaires in this manner proceed, VenuBm a certainc Mi* 
nifteror Officer belonging to the Treafurie.under Valens long 
r ml ^ ore to Nicomcdia,forto receive gold,and diftributc itas wages 
poll by poll among the louldiors that were difperfed all over the 
7 ^ Eaft parts.underftandingofthis heavicnewes aforefaid, confidc- 

ring the time was unfit for that bufinefle, went quickly to *Cyzicus with thofe 
moneyes which hehadgathered up; whereby chaunce hefound Serenianus, then 
*Comes of the Domeftici, of purpofe fent tokeepe the treafure fafe: who with the 
hclpe onely ofa tumultuarie garrifon kept the citie,wel knowne, even upon aunci- 
ent records,to be compafled with imprenable walls: to the winning whereof Pro¬ 
copius had appointed* ftrongpower, that being lord of Bithynia,he might be ma- 
fter alfoof Hcllefponrus. But by reafon that the companies of the befiegers were 
oftentimes fore troubled with arrows,bullets,& other fhot, as alfb for that through 
the induftrieofthe defendants there was deviled a barre, by a verie ftrong yron 
chaine beftowed in the verie mouth of the haven ( which,becaufc the enemies 
fhips armed with piked-beake-heads, might not rulh in, was bound faft at cither 
end) long it wasere thefiegetooke effed. This chaine, after fundrie paines that 
both fouldiors and captaines tooke(who alreadie were out-toiled with moll Iharp 
confli<ft$) one Alifon Tribune^and an expert warrior,cut away by this device. Vp- 
on three fhips joyned together,he built a roofe over head in this manner: Ypon 
ijae formoft hatches or rowers bankes flood armed men dole together with their 
fhields couched thick over their heads,others alio behind them ftooping fomwhat 
lower,& a third fort by degrees bending their bodies down: lo as the hindmoft re- 
fling upon their houghes or hammes,madeafhew of an arched building: Which 
kind of Fabricke againft fight from walls, is framed in fuch a forme for this caufe, 
That the fhot of carting weapons and offtones,as they light and fall, might glance 
and alideofflike fhewers of mine, and fo take no effed. Thus therefore A life being 
faved fora while from the violence of dartes and other (hot, with mightie ftrength 
ofbodie putting underneath a found py le or poft, with the huge ftroke of an axe fo 
clave and burft the chaine aforefaid s that it fell afunder, and gave a large en¬ 
trance to the cine. And lo by the working of this feat the citielay open and unde¬ 
fended, to the violence ofthe enemies. For which caufe what time as afterwards 
(fsrocopim)thc author of all this proud and audacious rebellion, was put to death, 
and theadherentsand complices of this fa&ion cruelly executed, this verie Tri¬ 
bune in regard of fo noble an exploy r, keeping his life ftill,and the place he had in 
wane-ferviee, dyed long after in Ifauria, flabbed and killed by a fort of robbing 
Brigands. When Cyfcic um was by this ferviee laid open \, Procopius made haft thi- 
ther^fter pardon graunted in general! to all thofe that had ipadc refinance, onely 
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Serenianus he comraaurided to be led bound unto Nicea, and there kept in ward 
moft ftraitly. And forthwith upon Ormifdaj forward and ripe young gentleman, 
thefonne ofthat noble Ormifda,* fPerfian} Prince of the bloud royalfhe confer¬ 
red a Proconfullhip, with commiffion to manage after the manner of old time, as 
Well civile caufes,as warre affaires. Who dealing mildly in his place according to 
hisaccuftomed maner,when hefhouldhavcbeenefurprifed, and caught up in a 
fodaine incurfion, by thofe fouldiors whom Valens had fent by the wilds and by- 
wayes of Phrygia,with fo vigorous a courage efcaped, that being once embarked 
he would never lye open to fuch doubtfull and daungcrous chaunces: and had a- 
way With him his wife that followed in fafetie,notwithftandinga cloud (as it were) 
of arrows flew all about, when fhe was at the point to be taken prifoner: a wealthy 
dame fhe was,and nobly defcended,w hole modeft carriage and glorious conftan- 
ciedelivered her husband afterwards from extreame daungers. Procopius upon the 
forefaid viclorie vaunting himfelfe above the condition of raortalitie, and not 
knowing,that any man be he never fo happie to day,with the turning of Fortunes 
wheele,may once before evening become moft miferable, commanded the houfe 
of Arbetiofu\\(as it was)by reafon ofthofeineftimable efeheats (which houfe be¬ 
fore time he had (pared as his owne,as reckoning him for one of his owne compli¬ 
ces and adhercnts)to be rifled and ranfacked cleane, taking ftomacke and indigna¬ 
tion againft him,that being fent for fundi ie times to come unto him, hec alwayes 
made delayes,alledging for his excufe the lets of old age and ficknefle. And al¬ 
though for this caufe he,aprefumptuousufurper, might well feare fome grievous 
inclination and turning of the ballance: yet whereas he might now at hispleafure 
with the willing aflfent ofall men (there being none to make refiftance) have inva¬ 
ded the Eaft provinces,defirous all to fee fome new chaungc. as irked with that ri¬ 
gorous and rough governement wherewith they were held under: yet by linge¬ 
ring on,and making longer flay, for to allure unto him ccitaine cities of Alia, and 
tochufeoutskilfull miners for the getting of gold ore, as thofe that might ftand 
him in good ftead againft his wars, which he expe&ed would be many and great, 
he became dull and blunt in manner of a keene and fine edged fvvord: Like as 
in times paft Pcjccnnius Niger fent for oftentimes by the people of Rome, to re¬ 
lieve and fuccour the hope ofthe State lying in extremitie, whiles hee lingered a 
longtime the invading of Syria, wasvanquiffiedinthegulfc'Tfficum (which is 
in Cilicia, where Alexander defeated Darius) and being put to flight, died by the 
hand of a Common fouldior, in a certaine Subuibe-viilage of Antiochia. Thefe 
were the ads that paffed about mid-Winter, whiles Vdemiman and Valens were 
Confuls. 


Chap. X 1 1. 

Valens ufmg the f erviee of A rb etio an old experienced captaine 3 drdweth unto him many 
of Procopius his footmen and horfemen both: At length Procopius himfclfbound 
inch tunes by his owne men , and brought unto V alens, had his head(Iriclcen 
offend fo buried quite the troubles of a civile warwhichwns begun. 



Vt when that moft honourable magiftracie was transferred to Gratianur 
as yet a piivat perfon,and to Dagdtupbus , and the Spring began,whcrc- 
in all thipgs gather ftrength, Valens joyning unto him Lupidnui, 
with ftrong auxiliaries, (pcedily advaunced his enfignes towards* 
Qjj i) *Pcffinus, 
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*PdfinUs, a townc in times paft of Phrygia, and now of Galatia: which when he 
had quickly fortified with a garrifon, leaft any unexpected accident might at una¬ 
wares arife in thofe trads, he intended to take his journey by the foot of the high 
hill Olympus,and the rough craggie lanes, minding to fet upon Gomoatius, whiles 
he lay fecure and negligent* But cioffed he was in this defigne by many,that joint¬ 
ly and refolutely agreed together, upon this confideration efpccially,That his cne- 
mie (as hath beene related before) by carrying about with him in a litter the little 
daughter of Conftamm, with her mother Fault in a, both in the way as he marched, 
and alfo when battaiies approched one another embattailed,he enkindled the cou¬ 
rage of the fouldiors, to the end, that for this imperiall progenie, whereto he fayd 
moreover that himfelfe was linked, rhey might fight more boldly. Like as upon a 
time the Macedonians, readie to ftrike a battail with the Illyrians,placed their king 
(as yet an infant in his (warbling bands) behind the armieraunged in battaife ray 5 
for feare of whom,leaft he ftiould be carried away captive, they fought more vali¬ 
antly, and vanquifhed their enemies. Againft thefe craftie fetches, the Emperour 
in (age policie, to helpe the matter thus wavering and readie to reele, tooke good 
order, and exhorted Arhet'to fometime Confull ( who this long time had lived 
privately) to repaire unto him, to the end that by the reverent regard of him,a cap- 
taine under Conttantiw, the rebels fell ftomacke might be appeafed. And fo it 
fell out in very deed. For when he, in yeare$ elder, and in dignitie higher than 
all t he reft, (hewed his reverend gray haires un to many, that were otherwife en- 
clined to perfidious trecherie, he calling Procopius himfelfe a tray terousiebell to 
the State,* but the fouldiors that now followed his error , formes and parteners 
with him intravailes and paines-taking longagoe, requefted them rather to follow 
him,as a father knowne unto them for his tiioft happie conduds, than to be ruled 
by a lewd varlet, who would even anon bejforlorne, and at point totakehisfinall 
overthrow. Which being knowne, Gomoarm^ when he might well ynough have 
deluded the enemies,and returned fafe to the place From whence he came, taking 
the vauntage of the nCere diftance,in pretence and colour of a captive pafted over 
to the Empcrourscampe, as if he had beene betet with the rode of a multitude, 
that he fuddainely cfpied. Vpon this good fucccfle Valens marched on with a 
*£iutioi.Lw. running C3mpe toward Phrygia; and neete unto * Nacolia, when they were 
come to joynebattaile, the captaine of the adverte fide Agilo, at the very inftant 
of a doubtfull fight, by riding fuddainely out of the ranke, betrayed all: and in 
imitation of him a number of others now fhaking their javelins and fwords,goc 
over to the Emperour, bearing their banners and ihields reverted : a moft ma- 
nifeft figne of revolt. This being once teenc befides all mens expectation, Fro * 
copius perceiving himfelfe cut off from all meanes of efcape, betooke him to his 
heeles , and ran within the tecret noukes of the woods and woulds that flood 
round about: and after him there followed Florentius , and Barchalba a Tribune, 
whom being well knowne for his ferviceinmoft bloudiewarres,even fiomC^ 
Jlantius his dayes, neccffitie, and not his owne will, had drawne into this leavvd 
and wicked adion. When as therefore the greater part of the night was paft, 
and the Moone , which from evening fhone untill day light, augmented their 
feare, Procopius feeing on every fide himfelfe deftitute of all meanes of efca- 
ping, not knowing what to doe (as it falleth out commonly in fuch hard ca¬ 
fes) expoftulated with his lamentable and heavie fortune: and fo, oveiwhel¬ 
med with a world of fundrie cares, was fuddainely by his owne companions 
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raft bound, and upon the returne now of day brought into the campe,andpre* 
fented to the Emperour, faying never a word, and looking downeward > and 
immediately having his head fmittenoflf, hce buried with him the troubles of 
civile difcords that were growing: according to the example of Pewpemsa iti old 
time- who after that he had raurthered Sertorius as he fat at his meat havin* 
enjoyed a while the Soveraignerie, was plucked forth of the fhrubs under which 
he had flirowdcd himfelfe, and being brought before Pompeius^x his cotnmaun- 
dement was flaine. And in thelike heatof bloud, and BarchalbtLwho 

brought him in, were ftreightwayes killed, without any regard and confidera¬ 
tion had of reafon. For, if they had betrayed their lawfull prince, even Iuftice 
her felfe would have pronounced, they were rightly killed : if a rebell and ene- 
mie of civile peace (as he was named to be) they ought to have had ample and 
large rewards given them for fo memorable an aft/Now, Procopius departed 
this life, when he was fortie yeares old and tenne moneths over: a man not un¬ 
comely of bodie, nor of meane ftature, fomewhat ftouping,and in his gate loo¬ 
king alwayes downeward to the ground, and by his clofe and fad behavior, like 
for all the world to that Crafjus, of whom Lucillius and Tully make this report. 
That he laughed but once all his lifetime: and that which is to be wondered, fo 
long as he lived, not ftained wit h bloudfhed. 


Chap. X 1 11. 

Marcellus captaine of Wicea, after that Serenianusww flame, andchalcedonpof 
feffed, taketh upon him the jhaddow of a deadly and ivofull Emperour: but 1 
within a little after is fupprejfed. Then was there cruell proceeding 
againjlthe complices of Procopius and Marcellus,, and that 
beyond all meafure:for which Valens t an implacable 
man, whofe greateft fault it was, defer ved 
blame: whofe crueltie here is 
defer t bed. 


H Here about the fame time, Marcellus a Protedor, and a coufinof 
the fame Procopius , captaine alfo of the garrifon at Nicea, ha¬ 
ving intelligence given him of the fouldiors revolt,and death 
of Procopius , came upon Serenianus at unawares in the dead 
time of midnight, (hut where bee was within the palace, and 
flew him ; whofe death was the life of many: for, if he had fiir- 
vived thisvi&orie, beingaman rough hewen, rude of behaviour, and for re* 
femblance of conditions and vicinitie of native foyle well accepted of Valent ,0b- 
terving the clote difpofition and pleafure of the prince, too much enclined to cru¬ 
eltie, would no doubt have maflacred many innocent perfons: who being flaine, 
Marcellus aforefaid riding pretently unto Chalcedon, andteizing it into bis owne 
hands, at the crieand (hout of forac few, whom their bate condition and ddperat 
eftatc thruft forward to mitehiefe, taketh upon him themomemaniefbadowofatt 
Emperour, that coft him his life; induced thereto by two motives, which failed 
and deceived him: forthat both the three thoufand Gothcs, which upon the ptd- 
fication of the kings wore lent to aid Procopius, pretending that he was of kin tin- 
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toCtuBaums ,he thought might be brought with Come finall reward and confide- 
ratios to fide with him $ and alio,for that the proceedings in Ulyrictim were as yet 
unknowne. Amidthefe fearefull occurrences, Equitius bemg given to underhand 


very great importance, and like to impeach his comroing, in cafe he fhouid be for¬ 
ced when he was to bring the aids that were left behind unto Valens (for as yet he 
knew not what had bcene done at Nacolia)to haften untoHaemimontum. Buta 
litde while after, when the vainc preemption and ufurpation of Marcellus was 
known^thcre were fent adventurous and refolute fouldiors, who having apprehen¬ 
ded him, cafthim intofafecuftodie, as a flaveycelded up for to receive punish¬ 
ment. Whereupon the next day following he was brought foorth, and after his 
• Tides were moft cruelly cut and mangled, together with his con(brts,that fuffered 
the like torments,he died ; in this regard onely favoured and loved, for that he dif- 
patebed Serenianus out of the way,as crucll as ° Phalarts , truftie both to one and a- 
*or police. nother,even to the teachingof cruell ^learning, which he Shewed upon fmall and 

trifling occasions. After this mortalland deadly warre was by the fall of the chiefc 
captaine rooted out, more rigorous proceeding there was againft many, than ey- 
thertheir errors ortrcSpaffes required: but moft of all againft the p defendors of 
PhiIippopolis,who hardly and with very much adoeyeelded up both thecitieand 
themfelves,but not before they had feene the head of Procopms,vfhich was carried 
intoGaule. But to gratifie thofe that made muchentreatie, Some were chaftifcd 
more mildly: among whom, Araxius wasa chiefe man, who by ambitious labou¬ 
ring for voices, and the interceffion of his daughters husband Agilo , in the very 
hcatand broileof all attained tobePra?fe<ft,and he (I fay) was for his puniflimenc 
confined to the Iflands, but Shortly after efcaped. As for Fuphrafius and Phone* 
like wife,they were fentinto the Weft parts,and expofed to the will and deter¬ 
mination of Vdentinian: and verily Puphafus was quit and fet free* but Phone - 
iwVuwashad away into Cherrhondus, and in the fame bufineffemore unmerci¬ 
fully puniSbed, becaufe he was a favourite of Iulianus of Sacred memoric ; whofe 
memorable vcrtues,both the princes, brethren,depraved, being themfelves neither 
his like, nor comming neere unto him. Befides all this, other exemplarie punifli - 
ments there were more grievous, yea, and farre more terrible than thofe executi¬ 
ons that fall out in battailes: For the tormentor, the drags and yron hookes, with 
bloudie examinations, without refped of age or dignitie made foule workein all 
eftatesand degrees $ and under the pretence of peace, a moft deteftable vice was 
put in pra&ifc • whiles all men generally curfed this unluckie vi&orie, more grie¬ 
vous than any deadly warre whatfbever. For among weapons yet and founding 
trumpets the equalitieof condition malccththe dangers lighter, and the power 
of martiall valour either preventeth that which was attempted,or if death happen 
fuddainely and unawares, it carrieth no fence at all ofignominieand Shame , bill 
bringeth with it both end of life and paine together : But when wicked and im¬ 
pious purpofes have right and lawes for their pretence, and the Iudges fit them 
downewith a falic coloured fet upon them eitherof aCatonianor*Caflian fen* 
toiSAtiu. tence^md whatfbever is done, is done according to the will of a great ruler or ma* 

giftrtt puffed up with pride, and to fctisfic his pleafurc , aaueis of great impor¬ 
tance, 


by fatthfutf efpials,That the preparation of the whole warre was turned u pon A Sia, 
departing by Succi,affayed by great force and violence to open Philippopolis,cal! 
lcd in old time Eumolpiada, Shut up and kept by the enemies sarrifbns, a citie of 
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tance,cvcn of life and death, are weighed and confidered accordingly, tberemnft 
the iSTue needs fall out to capitall miichiefe in the higheft degtre. For as any one 
in thole dayes was in any refpeef powerful!, or toward the Cotut,and burning in 
greedie defire to feize upon other mens goods, although he were openly known* 
toaccufcan innocent perfon, yht was he weJcotnmcd as a familiar and fairhf ull 
friend Shortly to be enriched with other mens misfortunes. For the Etnpcrour 
readie ynough to doe hurt,lying open to all accufers, and procuring deadly infor¬ 
mations, proceeded moft fiercely to fundrie Tons of punishments, and therein 
tookc delight, ignorant as heewas of that worthie faying of Tully, who fheweth, 

That unhappy are they, who thinker hey may lawfully doe all things. This implacable 
rigour, in a moft righteous caufe verily, but toulely blemifhing a vt&orie,expofed 
many innocent folke to the tormentors hand ,and either brought their heads ben¬ 
ding under the racke,or layed them along with the ftroke of the grim executioner: 
for whom it had beene better to have loft tenne lives apecce in fight, if by nature 
they could have had fomany, than thus (faultletfe as they were) with their fides 
gjShed and rent,and their* whole eftates groning,as it were,to fuffer punifliment 
as rraitors,having their bodies all torne and mangled before, which is moredolo- 
rous than all thedeaths in the world . Afterthis, when as his cruelric (overcome 
with fo many wofu 11 executions)became affuaged, men of higher place and cal- *'* Ka *#**- 
ling endured proscriptions and banifliments, and fuch like 5 which although they 
be grievous,yet feeme to fome but light: and to thcend that another perfon might 
be enriched, a man of noble birth, and happily for hisdeferts become very weal¬ 
ths, (hipped and turned out by the head and Shoulders of his livelod, and thruft 
into exile, either pined away, and died for anguifh, or elfe was faine to live upon 
the devotion and benevolence of others: neither was there any end of thefe mi£ 
chievous pradliScs, untill the prince and his favourites were Satisfied with their 
goods and bloud. 

Chap, xiiit. 

Fearefull tremblings or quekings of ti e earth at one and the fame time 
throughout the whole earth. 

■ Hiles this ufurperf Procopius ] whole manifold a< 5 h and death I have de- 
claredjWas yet living, upon the twelfth day before the kalends of Au* 
guft, whiles Vdentinian was the firft time Confull with his * brother, •vu*. 
nnoSl fearefull earthquakes fuddainly happened,that fliooke the whole 
earth, the like to which, neither fabulous tales nor ft uerepoiting records of anti- 
quitiedeliver unto us. Fora little after Sunnerifing the whole weight ie and ftedie 
mafic of the earthly globe Shooke,with flaShcs of lightening moft fiercely fliot go* 
ing before very thicke: the fea alio driven afide,with the waves and billowes tum¬ 
bling out backward, went away fo, that the deepc gulfes being discovered and layd 
bare, a man might have Seencmany Sorts of Swimming creatures (licking in the 
mud: alSothevaft vales and mounts, which nature had fet farre away under the 
huge waters, faw(as men thought) that day the beames of theSunne. After there¬ 
fore that many ihips were bedded faft(as one would fay)in drie ground^md attunof- 
ber of people draggled at their pleafurc in the fmall remainesof water,'O take Upfi- 
Shes and fuch like with their hands; the waves of the feadifdaining(as one would 
fay) and loch to put up thisrrepulfc, role up all at once and turned againe, and vio- 
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Ittttly among the forging foallowes,beating upon the iflands and promontories of 
the continent teaching fatreinto the fea, overflowed, and laid levcll an infinit fort 
ofthings in chics, yea and houfes where any were found. And therefore in this 
furious difeotri of the elements, the furface of the world being covered, reprefen. 
ted ftraunge and wonderfull fights. For,the mi^htie mafle of the lea being retur¬ 
ned backe againe, when it waslcart looked for, killed and drowned many thou¬ 
sands of people! and with the fwift and violent whirling of the tydes running 
backe, certaine (hips after the fwclling of this liquid fubftance or element was aba* 
ted, were feene funke to the verie ground, yea and by reafon of (hipwrackes many 
dead bodies lay along either on their backes or groveling. Other mightielhippes 
alfo driven out by violent winds, fetled upon the tops of palaces, as it happened at 
Alexandria; and two miks almoft off, farrefrom the foore were fome of them 
flung,asweourfelvcs in pafling by beheld one of Laconia ncere unto thetownc 
Mctfon,almoft rotten forage. 




THE XXVII. IiOOKE. 


Chap. i. 

As the Alemans make new preparation for wars- Carietto and Serenianus 
encounter them with a power of armed men: And when both ofthem Were 
fiaine in fight ovinus a brayecaptainegaye the Alemans , leaping 
for joy ofrvittorie, three battailes. V a lens fendeth oyer 
the head o^Procopius unto Valentinian ly¬ 
ing at Paris. 

Hiles thefethings which we have reported,upo divers occur- 

S rences pafle in the Eaft empire, the Alemans after grievous 
lofles, & fore blows, which in their often conflicts with Juli¬ 
an being C<eftr they had fuftained, having at length refumed 
their ftrengh,though unequal to that which they had before, 
for the caufc aforeiaid being now much feared, invaded the 
limits of Gaule. And immediatly after the *Kalends of lami¬ 
as when the rigorous and bitter Winter weather froze hard all over the ycie 
tra&s,a number of them went forth by plumpes,and ftragled abroad at their plea- 
foie. To encounter the formofbeompanie of thefe, Carietto Lieutenant general! 
for both the Germanics^ man moft forward to give battaile, went out, taking to 

him 
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hitri for his companion in thispainefu!! fervice, Severianm a Lieutenant likewife 
but of no valour,and aged befides,who at Calydona had the command of the Di- 
vitcnfes,and the a Tungricanes. The Romans therefore having joyned their for¬ 
ces together,marched with their fquadrons cmbattailed clofe and thicke one by a- 
nother ; and when they had with furefpeed palled over the bridge that flood upon 
a little river, no fooner (aw the Barbarians afarre off, but they aflayled them with 
arrowesand other light darts, which they againe for their parts valiantly (hot backe 
asfaft. But when the troupes met and fought with drawne fwords, the battaile of 
our men (ore foaken with the fierce charge of the enemies,found no meanes either 
to refift,or to fight manfully,as being for feare all of them put ro flight, when they 
once faw Severianos unhorfed,and foot into the mouth with a carting weapon.ci 
rietto likewife himfelfe, at Iaft,whiles verie venturoufly with oppolition of his bo- 
die,and words from his mouth in a chiding accent delivered, he ftayeth them, and 
laboureth with bold (landing to it a long time, towipeawayfo foamefulla difoo- 
nour,was wounded mortally with a dart,and (o dyed. After whofc death the ban¬ 
ner of the Eruli and Batavi was caught away, which the barbarous enemies lea¬ 
ping and dauncing with many a friske, ereded often and foewed on high, but af¬ 
tergreat confli&s it was recovered againe . When knowledge was taken with ex¬ 
ceeding great forrow, of this overthrow, Dagalaipbtes 10 make amends for this dif- 
honourablefoile, wasfent from Paris. But whiles hea long while trifled out the 
time, and aliedged, That himfelfe was not able ro fet upon the batbarous ene- 
roies,fofcatteredandfpredinfundrie parts, and was foone after fentfor to take 
upon him thedignitie of a Oonfull together with Grattan f who as yet was but 3 
privatperfon, lovinus Generali of the Cavallarie addreffed himfelfe to this bufi- 
neffe; and being well appointed and readie in battaije ray, having a moft watch • 
fullandwarieeyctoboththefidesofhisarmieasit marched,drew neere unto a 
place named * Scarpona: where fodainely and unlooked for, he furprifed the *1 
greater multitude of the fayd Barbarians, before they were armed, and in the tur¬ 
ning of an hand flew them everie one. This worthy and notable captaine leading 
forth his (buldiors (rejoycing for this glorious battaile, which coftthem no lofle 
of bloud) for to defeat likewife the other companie behind, and marching foftly 
on, was enformed by a truftie efpial.That the forces of thefe (poyling brigands ha¬ 
ving rifled the villages neere at hand, reded hard by a river: and approaching then 
anone, and lying clofe hidden in a darke vale fet thick with groves and woods,be¬ 
held how fora e of them were wafoing and bathing themfelves, others bufie in co¬ 
louring the hayreoftheir heads yellow, and making the fame (bine like gold, (as 
their manner island fome againe drinking garaus. Thus having met with a verie 
feafonable time of advantage,all on a fodaine hcgavethefignal by found of trum¬ 
pet, and brake into the campe of thefe robbers. The ^Germans on the contrarie <or 
fide, in bragging wife rapping out nothing but vaine founds and noyfes of threats, 
were not perm it ted (the conquerour preffed fo hard upon them) either to make 
readie their armes and weapons fcattered here and there,or to put themfelves in or¬ 
der of battaile,rtorfo much as to plucke up their fpirits ancf refume flrength. A 
number therefore ofthem pierced through with javelins and fwords, were fiaine, 
befides thofe who ran away, and with good footmanfoip gat into the crooked and 
narrow lanes, and there hid themfelves. lovinus now flefoed and more embolde¬ 
ned with this happieexployt, which vertue and fortune together had atchieved, 
leading on his fouldiors, and folding out before a diligent fcout* watch to difeover 

Ri the 
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the coafts,made haft with a running canape to charge upon the third regiment of 
them which remained. And having fpedhimfelfc apace in this journey, hefound 
•Atom chaions them ail neere to the *Catelauni moft readic to joyne battaile. When as therefore 
kichampaigoe. encam p C d himfelfe within a rampier in a place convenient, and as the time 

would give leave refrefhed his men with meat and (leepc, at the verie dawning of 
the day hearraunged hisarmiedifplayed at large with politique skill in an open 
plaine,to the endthatthe Romans,inferiourin number,yet equall in puifiance, ta¬ 
king up fo large a ground,might feeme to match theencmies in multitude. When 
as therefore the trumpets had founded the battailc,fo that they began to fight dole 
hand to hand,the Germans affrighted with the ftrange fight of our glittering ban¬ 
ners,ftood ft ill. Who being for a while daunted,but loone after taking heart again, 
fo that the conflid held unto the end of the day,our men with great force preiling 
hard upon them,had gained the honour of a brave day,without any lode at all, but 
that Balcobaudes tribune of the b Armaturae ,a man made altogether of big words, 
but cowardly withall, when as now the evening came on, reculed in difordcr: 
whom if the reft of the cohorts had followed and gone away, the matter would 
havegrownefofarre forth to an heavie iffue,that there could not poffibly one have 
. remained ali ve to tell what had beene done. But our fbuldiors (landing to it with 
refolute and fierce courage, quit themfelves fo well with ftrength of armcs,that ha¬ 
ving fore wounded foure rhonfand of the enemies, they left other fix thoufand 
dead in the place: but they themfelves loft not oftheir fellows above two hundred, 
and two hundred likewifeand no more were hurt. Thus therefore when by the 
nights comming the battaile was ended^nd the wearied bodies of our men refre- 
fhed,our brave leader toward day-light having ftrctched forth his armie in forme 
ofa foure fquare battaile,and found that the barbarous enemies taking vantage of 
the darkenefle,were fecretly flipped away and gone, fecureof any ambu foments, 
Followed through the open champian grounds and eafieplaine wayes, riding over 
them as they lay along halfe dead, who by reafon that the fharpe cold aire drew 
their wounds together,were killed with extremitie of paine. After this when hee 
had gone further.in his returne finding no cnemie,he learned that the king of thofe 
regiments ofthe enemies,with fomc few taken by the c Haftarij (whom himfelfe 
had fent out another way to ranfacke the tents ofthe Alemans) was hanged on a 
gibber. Hereupon in his anger he purpofed to punifh the Tribune, that durfi: doe 
fuch a deed without the advice of an higher power 5 and verily had condemned 
him,but that it appeared by evidentproofes,that this fbule and cruel fadfc was com¬ 
mitted in the fbuldiors hot bloud. After tbis,as he returned toward Paris,upon the 
exploiting of this brave fervice,iheEmperour with great joy met him, and after¬ 
wards named and ele&edhim Confull: and this,I affure you,augmented the mea- 
fureofhis joy,For that the verie fame time he had received the head of Frocepits, 
fent over to him from VaUns. Befides all this, there were many other skirmifhes 
fought, lcftc worthy the relation,in fiindrie tra&s of Gaule,which here to fet down 
were fuperfluous labour, confidering that neither the proofe and iflue thereof 
broughcany great matter of gainc and importance,nor befeeming it is to draw out 
an byftorie in length by fuch bafe and flight particulars.

■ T this time,or a little bfore, there appeared a ftrange and portenteous 

iignt in Thtilcia Annonaria, and what might the end and tffeft **«&**. 
thereof be,the skilfull and learned in foch prodigious fignes were alto¬ 
gether ignorant. For,in the towne *PiftorienGs neere thetbiid*houtc 
of the day,m the fight ofmany,anAfle having mounted up to the 'Tiibunall was 
heard to keepeagreat braying: andwhenall there prefent.asalfo they that under- 
ftood lo much by report ofothers wereaftonied hereat,and none able to eucftc the b ' Qtho ‘ il,lkc - *» 
future event thereof, that fell out afterwards, which was then portended or figni- 
fied by it. V^rXerentnes# man of bafe paientage,bornein the*citie,anda*Baker 
by way of recom pence and reward,bccaufehehad given information of one that 'S'uZSSP 
had beene PnrLd.for robbing the Treafur;e,adminiftred the office ofa * « Corre- t^c.nur 
dor in this felfe fame province.and taking upon him afterwards in thisprefumpru- 
ous confidence ofhis,tobemedIing verie bufilyjntbe matrer and affaire of Ship- 
Mafters,and con vi&ed to have dealt falfely therein,as the voyce went, dyed by the 
hangmans hand,whiles governed Rome. But longbeforethatthiscban- 

ced, after Jpronianu* fuccecded Symmachtu y a man worthie to bee named among 
the principal! paternes and examples of learning and modeftie: during whofe *be- J“ Frefcarf 
ingin place, that moft facred citie enjoyed the bleffings of peace and wealth in 
more plentiful manner than ufuallyithad done; and vaunteth much ofa fumptu- 
ous and exceeding ftrong bridge, the which himfelf built and dedicated with great 
joy of the citizens, unthankfull perfons they, as the truth moft evidently ftiewed: 
who after certaine yeares gone over their heads,burnt a moft beautifull and good¬ 
ly houfe of his in the • trad beyond Tibcris,as taking much offence and difpleafure 
hereat,becaufe a certaine bafe commoner devifed and fained that hee foould fay, 

(and no man elfe there was to declare and teftifiefo much) That he would more 
willingly with his owne winequench the lime-kills, than fell the faid wine at the 
price they hoped for. After him fbllowedin the regencieand government of the 
citie, Lampaditu ,who had bin Pra?fe£us Prajforio: a man that would take the mat¬ 
ter verie hainoufly, if he were not prayfed even when he did but fpit, as who (for- 
footh) had a fpeciall grace above all others, to doe that alfo with wifedome: but 
yet other whiles he was grave and of good government. This man, what time a* 
he exhibited, being Praetor, (lately games and playes,with a bountiful largefle,not 
able to endure the tumult ofthe commons inftanrly oftentimes calling upon him, 
to have many things beftowed on unworthy perfons, for to (hew himfelfe liberal!* 
and a defpifer ofthe multitude, fent for certaine needieand pooit perfons out of 
the f Vatican, and them endowed with great riches. But to (hew his vanitie( that 
we rove not muchabroad)itfliaIl fuffice to put downe this one example, a fmali 
matter though it be,yct fuch as Iudges ought to take heed of. For, in everiepart 
ofthe citie which had beene adorned at the expmees of fundrie princes, he would 
u fe to write his owne namc,not as REPAIRER ofold, but as FOVNDER 
of new workes; (Of which dikafeTraianthe Emperour is (aid to have laboured •

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whereupon by way of jeaft and skoffc they ufed to tearme him the hearbe « Parie- 
tina.) This Prefect was troubled with many commotions,and one above the reft, 
when the rafcall commons gathering together, with throwing of firebrands and 
fircbals, had quite burnt hishoufe neere unto h ConBamines Bame, but that his 
flaves and*fricnds fpeedily ran and affembled themfelves,and from the houfe tops 
pelted them fowith ftonesand tyles, that they were glad to depart. With which 
violent attempt, and the noyfeof a feditious tumult growing to be more hot,him- 
felfe affrightedjretyred to*PonsMiivius, which the elder Scaurus is fayd to have 
built 3 waiting for the appealing of a tumult there,that arofe upon this juft and grie¬ 
vous occafion. Going in hand to ere& new edifices of thecitie, or to repairefome 
old, he caufedthe charges thereof toberayfed not out of theaccuftomed * levies 
and taxes : And if any yron,lead,brafle,or fuch like ftuffe were to be provided,his 
minifters or officers were fent foorth, who like to chapmen fhould buy and carrie 
away divers forts of wares,but never pay therefore: whereupon much adoe hee 
had (though he went away as fpeedily as he could) to avoid the anger of poore 
mcn,cnchafed andbewailing their loftcs for fuch commodities as had beene taken 
from them. Then came in place his fucceffor Vivent'm,* who bad beene Treafurer 
of the Emperors houfehold,an upright man and a wife,a Pannonian borne,w hofe 
government was quiet, peaceable, and flowing abundantly with plentie of all 
things. And he likewife was terrified with the bloudie (editions* which ftirred up 
fuch 3 broy!e as this. Damafw and yrficinus exceedingly hote fet upon the getting 
of the Epifcopall See, bydivifions and fadions contended moft bitterly, io that 
the partakers of both fides proceeded as farre as to dealing of bloudie blowes, and 
even to danger of death. Which ftirres Viventim not able either to redrefle or ap\ 
peafe, upon great violence compelled, retired himfelfe apart into a countrey houfe 
by the citie fide: And in this skuffling Damafus had the upper hand, fo inftant was 
that part which favoured him. And knowne for certaine it is,that in the *great Hall 
of SicininuSyWhcve there is holden a congregation and meeting of Chriftians,there 
were found in one day an hundred and feven & thirtie dead bodies of them flaine; 
as alfbjthat the common people, growne hereupon to be outrageous a long time, 
were hardly afterwards pacified. Neither can I denie,beholding the glorious bra- 
verie ofthe citie,that the competitors 5 defirous of this Epifcopall dignitic,for theat- 
taining of that which they defirc, have good reafon to Arrive all that ever they can, 
con (idering that when they have gotten it,they fhal be fo void of care and thought 
taking,that they arc enriched with the oblations of matrones, ride abroad mounted 
in coaches,and therein glorioufly arrayed, keeping profufe and riotous fare, info- 
much as their feafts furpaflfe kings tables: who might be happie and blefted indeed, 
if defpifingthegreatneflcpf the citie, by which they pretend to cloake their vices, 
they would live according to the example of fome provincial! bifhops* whofe {len¬ 
der diet in eating and drinking moft (parity, whofe low priced apparrell alfb, and 
eyes looking downc to the ground,commend them as pure and raodeft perfons to 
the ctemail God and his tmefetvants.

Ammianus Maicellinus£#»£ about to dejtribe the Gather warre,firB ofaBpri* 
Jenterh unto us the limits, th$ mneient nations,prmimes jwdprinci- 
fall cities in his time of T hum. 


B iHus farre foorth it fhallfuffice that wee have digreflfed out of the 
way, now returne wee to the orderly proceffc of our Hyftorie. 

I Whiles thefe matters abovefaid proceed thus in Gaule and Italie, 

I new warres arofe in Thracia. For Valens , as it feemed good unto 
|| his brother,vvhofe advice he asked,and after whofe will and plea- 
l! fure he was wholly ruled,levied armesagainft the Gothes,moo- 
ved thereto upon a good and juft caufe; namely, for that they fent aids to Procopi¬ 
us, when he entred into civile warres. Meet it is therefore by way of a briefe digref- 
fion to difeourfe as touching their originall and the flotation of their countries. As 
for thedefeription of Thracia, eafie it were, if the auncicnt writers thereupon did 
accord: but for as much as their obfeure varietie hclpeth not a Worke that profef- 
feth truth, fufficient it fhall be briefely to tell, what I have to mine ownc remem¬ 
brance feene. That thefe lands extended in times paft a mightieway, as well in 
plaineand pleafant champian fields, asalfo in high hiis,the ever-during authontie 
of Homer doth (hew, who faineth, That the two winds *N6rth-eaft and Weft do 
blow from thence: which either is a fabulous fidion, or clfc all thofe trads that e,tp,< 


fpred farre and wide abroad heretofore, and were appointed for favage nations, 
wcntallunderthename of Thracia. And verily a part thereof was inhabited by 
the*Scordifci farre removed now from the fame provinces,a people cruel! in times *BoSad*,c« 
paft and terrible, as auncient records bcarewitnefle; procuring the propitious fa- 
vourof 1 Bellona and Marshy facrificing of captives, and greedily drinking bloud 
out of mens skuls. By whofe rigorous and rough dealing,the State of Rome after 
many foughten fields oftentimes fore troubled,loft at length their whole armie and 
leader both. Butas nowwefeeit, the fame places (h aped in manner ofacrefcent 
or new Moone,portray unto us the fairerefemblance of a Theatre: In the very top 
whereof Weft ward, the ftraits of Succi,ftandmg thicke with highand fteepe nils, 
begin to open, dividing Thracix and Dacia afunder: but that part on the left 
hand lvino toward the North ftarres,isencIofed with the lofue mountains of H?- 
mus and the river Hifter, whereas it runneth hard by Romanc ground, and hath c aK>a MJndi,* 

many cities, caftles, and forts feared upon it. Onthe right hand, which is the 

South fide thereof, are ftretched outthe craggie chffesot Rhodopes and where 
the Sunne rifeth,bounded it is with a narrow fca, againft which as it runs with (Ur¬ 
ging waters out of the Euxine fea,and pafleth forward with reciprocal! ebbes and 
flowes to the yEgean fea, there openeth a narrow partition oflands. Howbclr,out 
of the Eaft angll it joyneth to the Macedonian marches by certaine narrow and 
fteepe waies,which aretearmed Acontifma ; hard by which lycth.he vale Arethu- 
fa and a ftation,wherein is to be feene the fepulchreof Eunfidesx hatPoet famous 
for his loftie penning of Tragcedies: alfo *Stagria, where wee hare heard fay 
AriBotlt was borne, who (as Tull) fayth) poureth from him a river of gold. 

Thefe places alfo were in old time held by barbarous nations farre different m va- 
rietie of manners and of language: among whom there ts,befideothers,tnemion 
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madeof the Odryfe, as of people exceeding outragious and fav.iwr f n 
med to the (Redding of mens bloud, that when they want enemi« to fisht w S' 
themfelves at the very boord, after they have engorged themfelves withmeaMnJ 
drinke, turne the edge and point of the fword one upon anotheis faodie a ?fr 
they vvereftrangers . But when our State was growne great, during the L,!J 
ihmg government under Confute, Marcus Didtm with mightic retolution and 
conftancie fubdued thefe nations, untamed alwayes before time, and wandering 
hcennoufly without civilitieor lawes -.Drufut reduced them within proper bounl 
o( their owne ; and Minuuus, neere unto the river Februs, which runneth from 
the high lute of the Odryfo, in a battaile vanquiflied them: after whom thofeihai 
remained, were in a cruelj battaile by Affim Cltudim Proconfull utterly deftmv 
ed. For the Romane navies werepoflefled of the towncs Handing upon Bofoho- 
rus and Propontis. After thefe came Lucullus , that noble warrior and conqueror 
m place, who was the firft of all othets that ftrucke a battaile with that moil bold 
and hardie nation of the Belli ; and in the fame journey defeated the Hamimon- 
tanes,that ftouthr made refiftance: who whiles he hovered over thole parts all 
Thracta throughout was reduced under the fubje&ion of our aunceftors. And 
in this manner,after many doubtfiill battailes fought with the hazard ofthe Com ■ 
monweale, fixe provinces weregained r among which, thefirft, which confine* 
afront upon the Illyrians, is by a fpeciall name called Thracia,adomed with two 
ipatious cries, Phihppopolis, called in old time Eumolpias,and Beroea. Next to 
H*<t..montum hath in it-Hadrianopolis, which was called Vfcudama, and 
"" ch,alos > § reat C1,ies! Then Myfia,where flandeth Martianopolis, hummed 
I"-"* °Tr a, ‘ 1 f“ tK Emperour his lifter: alio *Doroftorus,*Nicopolis,and ’Odyfliis- 

and hard “ n!0 * Scythia, wherein *Diony(bpolis,* Tomi, and “Calatis are the

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Chap, i i i i. 

Valens reie&ing the frivolous excufe of the Gothes , who had mdmdned Procopius mi 
hisfide,faffed ever Hitt errand meeting mnete make refinance >mwrxetb with tm 
forces. The wane being in theyeres enfuing renewed, at length the Goihes 
by tbeimereefiieH of Athanaricus obtoine peaceiand Valens 
goeth backe to Confiantinople . 

H Fterthat Procopius was vanquifhed in Phiygia,and the matter of civile difc 
fentions layed afteepe ,Victor Generali ot the Horfcmen, was fent unto 
t he Gothes,to know in plaine tearmes, For what caufe that nation,friend 
unto the Romanes, and obliged by covenants of a free peace, had given aid by 
armes unto one that warred againft lawfull and naturall princes: who, that they 
might feeme by their firft plea to juftifie the deed, prefemed unto him the letters of 
the fame Procopius j alledging.That he tooke upon him the Empire, due unto him 
as a neere kiniman of Conjlantines race, and avouching, that the error was worthic 
to be pardoned. Vpon knowledge whereof,by the relation of Victor, Vdens ma- 
kin« imall reckoning of this their moft vainc excufc 3 advaunccd in warlike manner 
agatnft thera,who had foreknowledge alreadie of this trouble comming toward 
them: And in the beginning of the Spring having aflembled his forces together, 
encamped neere unto aftrong hold named Daphne; and upon a bridge floored 
with flankes over the hatches of {hips, parted the river Hifter, without refiftance 
made of any. And now bearing himfelfe aloft with great boldnefle, when riding 
up and downe, he could find none that he might overcome or terrifie (for all men 
ftrucken with feare of our fouldiors,approching with a brave (hew of preparation, 
were retyred tothe mountainesof the* Serri, which were very high and inacceffi £££-"•* 
ble but only to fuch as were skilfull in the wayes) leaft that having fpent the whole 
Summer, he fhould retume without any exploit done,by fcndingout Anmheus , 
colonell of the footmen, with certaine companies to waftand fpoyle lazed on 
part of their families, fuch as,before they came to the broken and winding wayes, 
might be taken draggling and wanderingover the plaine fields. And thus having 
atchieved this oncly that Fortune prefented to his hands, he returned with his for- 
ces in fafetie,having neither given nor received any grievous blow. The yeare fol¬ 
lowing when he allayed with like courage to enter into the enemies land, being 
hindered with the ftreamesof*Danubius,that overflowed farre beyond his banks, ’f*" 
he refted ftill, pitching his (landing campe neere to a village named Carporum,un¬ 
till the end of Autumne; Whence^ecaufe nothing could be done,by realon that 
the great flouds kept him off he departed to Maruanopolis,there to Winter. Sem- 
blablv the third yeare alfo holding on his purpofe ftill, having broken into the 
ground of the barbarous enemies by Ncvidunum,and that by mcanes of fhippes 
foyned together for to paffc over the river, after continuall journeyes taken, he fcf 
upon the Grutungi, a warlicke nation, that inhabit edturi her off; and after fame 
light skirmifhes, conftrained for feare of extremiti tAthanancus to take hisflight, 
who in thofe dayeswasa moft puiflant ruler, & who with a power tbs:hctwo»£K 
more thanfoflkient.daredto make refiftance: and then himfelfe with all h»forc« 
returned againe to Martianopolis, there to kc^ his Wmtei|apbce^ ^ 
traas meet and convenient, Now, after fundne accideno that feU out oji* 
three yearcs fpace, there were good mouves and reafoos to end the wane. f 
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that the enemies feire encreafcd by the princes long abode in thefe parts.Then be 
caufe the barbarous people being debarred oftramque and commerce were d ' 
ftreflcd for exceeding want ofneceflaries,info much as they lent eraballadors of¬ 
tentimes in manner offu ppliants, and craved pardon with peace. Vnto whom th 
Emperour unexpert,I muft needs fay, but a moft equal!and indifferent confided 
as yet ofthings,before that he was beguiled with the pemitious allurements of flat* 
terie,andafflided the Commonwealth with Slaughters and executions for evert" 
be lamented,taking fage advice for the common good, decreed, That it was be° 
hovefull to graunt peace. And he fent forth by turnes Vittor and Arinthetts who 
then had the managing of the horfemensfervice. Who when they had given true 
intelligence by their letters. That the Gothcscondefcended unto the conditions 
propoled, there was a meet place appointed forthe conclusion of a peace. And for 
as much as avouched, That he was bound nndcr the fearefuli curie of 

an ©the, and befide, by his fathers commaundement exprefly forbidden, to tread 
at any time upon Roman ground (in which regard he might not'bee compelled) 
and withall it had beene an unfeemely and bafe thing, that the Emperor Should go 
over to him, thought good it was by them that were wife, that in certaine veflels 
guided by ores into the mids of theriver, where were embarked the Emperor and 
the forelaid Iudge of the nation together with their Elquiers, they Should as be 
fore « was determined, pafle the covenants of a league and peace together. Which 
bulineffe being diSpatched,and pledges received, Valens returned to Constantino¬ 
ple, whereafterwards Athanaricus driven out of his native coumrey by a faction of 
hisneereft kinfmenand followers, yeelded unto nature, and was emerred with 
lolemne and fumptuous funerals,after the guife of our countrey. 

Chap. v. 

WhUs Valentiman lyexh ficke of a grievous difeafe, certain of the pincipaU officers 
ana rulers lay their headstogether , aboutchufing Rufticus Iulianus, CM after of the 
Roues^ or Sever us, Colonell ofthe footmen , to be Bmperour. But the faid Empe- 
rour rec$vering,declareth Gratianus his [onfor his Colleague and Aueuftus 
botbtfterhe had w apave oration recommended him unto the armic' 
whtchgeneraUy accepted of him: and when he w as adorned * 

with a coronet andimperiall robes,exhorteth him 
to doe his devoireyvith the exceeding 
applaufc of them all. 

H Hiles Valentiman in this meane time lay grievoufly licke, & thought 
nootherbut liKetodye,atafeaft where the Gaules fecretly met, 
wtio Served in the Emperours annie, Rufticus luUanus then *Ma- 
cro the Rolls,was,as it were,in a furious fit or motion of mad-

t whom a deeper teach and drift laboured in favour o[Severn. then Colons 
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of the footmen,as a m5n fitted for the obtaining thereof: who albeit hc was rigo¬ 
rous and dread, yet more tollerablc , and everic way to be preferred above RuJti- 
cus aforefaid. But whiles thefe matters are thought upon to no effe#, the Empe¬ 
rour fomewhat refreshed and recovered by the meanes of many remedies, and 
percrivingthathimfelfe was Scarce yet delivered from daungerof death, had a full 
purpofetoadornewith the imperiall enfignes his owne fonne Grattan, a pretie 
young Stripling,and well growne: and having provided all things in readinefle ac¬ 
cordingly,and wrought the Souldiors to accept thereof in good greeand willingly, 
when Grattan was come he went forth into'the field, and afeended up to the Tri- 
bunall: where being environed with a gallant companieofnobleperions and Of¬ 
ficers of State, hec tooke the youth by the right hand, brought him forth before 
them,and with a folemnepublicke oration recommended him (as ordained Em¬ 
perour) to thearmic, in this wife : In this habit of pinccly place and dignirie which l 
xarrie about with me as an ampleftgne of your favour enlarged toward me , by which l am 
deemeda more wort hieperfonage thanmany others, andthoferight honourable, 1 will be¬ 
fore you my affociais in counfels i and for e-men in defiresand wifhes, in due office of pietie 
andkindnejje , fetin handwith a matter,God faying Amen, and promising good fucceffe , 
bjwhofe eternall aydandhelpe the Roman Statefhall(landfirmeand invincible. Vnder - 
fiandtherefore , 1 befeechyou x with peaceable minds yee right valiant Knights , what 
our defire is, conftdering thus much wit hall, that theje t hings which the lawes of love and 
natural! affeftionordainetobe done,we have beene defsrous not onely topajfe with your 
knowledge andprivitie , but alfo to haveapproeved and ratified , as meet and expedient for 
us, by your authorise.This my young f untie G r atian (whom for that heehathheene along 
time converfant among your children t yeeloVe as a deere pledge common to me and you) 
lam about for the better afjurattce on all ftdes ofpubltkepeace andtranquilitie yo take in¬ 
to theft Howjhip of imperiall fervice and warfare „ in cafe the populous favour of the 
heavenly Power above , andyour maieflie , fhall Jecondand a fit ft t he love of his father tone 
not brought up from his cradle hardly as our felves , nor enured to the enduring of the hard 
world, nor capable as yet of martiall toyle,as yee fee: but anfwerably according with the 

pay fe -wort hie vertues of his familie, and the noble deeds of his aunceflors , tikejhortly to 
comebehindveriefewof them for feare,as they fay, of any envie. For , as lamwoont to 
thinke and conceit ofhimyveighing many times,as 1 do > his manner s andmotions (though 
the fame are not yet cometo maturitie in thefe tender andyouthfuU yeares of his) for as 
much as being pohjhedwithhumanitie , andthe (Indies ofwtute/ciencesfejhadpeifeand 
examine by uncorrupt iudgement thedeferts for well and evill doing, hee wiufo order 
the matter, thatgood men[ball underftandthere is knowledge taken and regard had of 
them: He will advance andput himfelfe forward to performe brave exploits yreadie to flick 
clofe unto the militarie enfignes and&gles: hewiU endure the hot parching Sunne, the 
cold froff and [now, longthirH and watching: he Will otherwhUs, fneedfo require, 
makegood and defend the campe: he willventure andexpofe hta owneltfe for hts partners 
in perils ; and,that which is the chiefe and pinapallpoint of ptetie fe wtlhe able f * love the 
Commonv'M^ 'h' words.bcforchc 

had made an end of his lpeech,bcing heard with joyfull alfrnt, everic foUldior-ac- 

cording to his place hafteningand drivings vie,with glad h<attone to out-got a- 

nother,as if they had beenepartakets oi commoditte and joy, deciaied Grattwj 
AuguHus fm termingling with a mod lowd found of trumpets,the gentle noyfe and 
ctancring of their armour. Which when Viemimu per«tved, rejoyetngnow

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robesofhigneft eftate, he kided him: and thus all gorgeous andgoodlytobefeen 
and giving attentive eare to that which he laid,he fpakeunro him in this manner *

all hoped for, conferred with luckie offes and acclamations by the iudgement of mr/jL 
and our fellowfoufdiors : Arm thy felfe therefore according to the importance old?

out fear* to goe over with the whole regiments of footmen, the riversHiBer and RheZ 
paffable on foot wifhyce -tojlandnext untothe armedfouldrors - to Jpendthy blond and 
life both c?nfideratly for them whom thou doe si rule 5 yea and to thinkethat no ftrauZZ* 
ground whtch reacheth to any fide of the Roman Umpire. Let it/office for thispref*% 
to nave given thus mnch in charge: forthereB, Ijhallnotceafi to'admonijh thee mar 
dingly. New,thpfe of,youbeftde,who are the chiefeB maintainors of the State I defire 
andearneBly be fetch, That withgronndedandfirme affeBimyeefreferve this hopeful! 
Emperour in his riftng and growth, committed as heeis to your fatthfull protettZZ 
Whenthefe words were with all folemnitie confirmed, Eupraxius Cafarienfts a 
Moore, Matter of the Rolls at the fame time, firft of allayed out in thefe team^ 
Thofdmiliednd bridge ef Gratian de/irveth this honour : and prefcntly bein« nrZ 
motedtobeQueftor, heleft behind him many examples of good lovaltfe and

for that the faid Treafurcr complained unto him,that Diodorus for his part had after 
a civile manner craved the benefit of law& jufticeagainft him* and the officers or 
minifters abovefaid, durft at the judges commandement give him fummons, as he 
wastaking his journey,to anfwer according tothelaw: whofe memorial the Chri- 
ftiansat Millain fplemnly keeping to this.ve^ieday, call the place where they were 
buried, * Adlnmcenm. After this,when as in the matter and bufinefTe of one MO- 
xentius a Pannonian, upon an execution which lawfully by warrant from the 
j udge was haftencd,hc had given commandement that the *Statesofthree towncs 
fhould be mafTacrecf Eupraxius then Queftor interrupted him 5 and faid,0deale more Stiut0 °- 
favourably, mo fi mercifull Prince :for theft whom thou commaundeB to bee put to death 
as maiefaBors thefe ofthe chrijlian Religion honour as Martyres,that is to lay,men be¬ 
loved and accepted of God. Whofe boldnefte tending to do goodyflortntius the Pre¬ 
fer following, when he heard how fora veniall fault he in a fit of anger had com¬ 
manded that out of the Senators degree in many cities there fhold three be execu¬ 
ted : And whatjhal be done ( quoth he ) iffomc tewnetfthefe have notfo manyfucb 
* Bur^effes? And amongtheteB this alfoought to be paufedttpon That if they have them, •ctSeaUoa.c- 
theyJhouldbeflaine. This likewife(anhorrible thing tobefaid and done) aggrava- 
ted his unmercifull rigour, namely,That if any man came unto him with this re- 
queft.fortheavoy ding the judgement of forae mightie enemie, to have another 
Iudgeafiignedhim,he might not obtaine this fuit,but was referred over unrothc 
fame partie whom he feared,notwithftanding he Pledged many j uft andfufficiem 
reafons. Likewifc,there went fpeech abroad of anothercrueil and horrible part of 
histto wit,That when any debtor was faidto be in fuch povertiethat he was nota- ? 

ble to farisfieaod makepoiment,he would pronounccfcntcnccthen. That beriluft 
dye for it. N ow,thefe and fuch like piankes pfay fome Princes at their pfcafbieto 
^height ofthelrpride,for dial they dertytheirfriendslibcrtk arid meanet to re¬ 
form c any naughtic defignesor deeds of theirs, amfwith thegreatneife of tbdr 
power they terrificcheir enedves for (peaking. Neither is there any quefiion or

nourabie old age,but one that under hoped feeing unfaepe, neveti pif erflipcanyfik 
occafions or opportunities to gainc: Who being in high favour w ith the Prince.

den of the marches,by a trainc of the enemies forelayed and aflaylcd on every fide. 
Which when he underftood,withgreat ftarcand horror hefenttfetwiw,even then 
* Comes of the Domeftici, if fortune would happily fpeed his hand, to redreflfe 
whatfoever had happened amifle:but when he within a little whileafter was called 
jf*". back ejovinus being gone into the fame parts, fern in great haft before unto * Pro 
fit:i£*£T~ ventufides.ro crave the aid of a puiflantarmie. At the laft, in regardof many and 
ZfSi!££!i , hofe fearefull accidents which rumors continually reported as touching the fame 
Ifiand,there was cle&ed & appointed thither to make fpeed Theodefim^ a man moft 
happily knowncand approoved for his martiall feats: and fo with a feletft power of 
tfootaodbat*. *Iegionsand‘cohortsbwh,hcmardiedlbrward,withbraveboldneffeandrefolu- 
tion leading the way. And forafmuch as when in compiling the a&s of Conjf ms the 
EmperourJ declared and layedopen to mypower the motions of the Ocean both 
flowing & ebbing, as alfb the maritime tra<ft & fea coaft of Britannie,I have thought 

it fuperfluous to rctume unto thofe matters which have bin once in order fet down: 

hkcas Vlyxes in Homer, among « the Phpacians, is for the exceeding difticultic of a 
matterafraid to unfold it,and make a rccitall thereof. Yet thus much it fliall fuffice

captives. Forthereftrainingof theft outrages, if haply fortune might sraunrgood

♦Mugo* he was come to rhe coaft oPBononia,which is fevered from the land over againft it 

by a narrow channell of the fea,that ebbeth and floweth interchangeably,and ufeth 
to tile and fwell with terrible tides,and againe to fettle and lie even (without hurt of 
nf J ar, nerofplainechampianfields* from thence having Icifurelycrof 
Jlorfx^CT^CCJ* fed over the ftid narrow fea,he arrived at*Rutupia?,a quiet rode and harbor oppofif 
SiadWKh - unto it. Whence alfo,when the® Batavi,Heruli,Iovij and Vi&ores,bold and hardy 

compameswho followed hard after,werearrived^ie went forth,and marebingto- 
wa £ A'Undonium^n ancient towne, which the pofteritie afterwards named Au- 
S* '” av,n 8 divided his power into fun dry bands and regimen ts.he charged upon 
asxhcy were fpoiUng and walling hci^and loadcn 

®l uch P^bgeandbaggageiiBd having quickly dHcomfiredand fcattered 
ifotc them sswel men and women bound,and alfb cattdi,he drip - 
pea tftem of the bootic which the poore an^mifaaUc tributaries had loft* And in

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thecnd,having madertftiturionofit all, favefomefmanparcebd^ 
the wearied fouldiors,he entred with exceeding joy, in manner of a petie triumph, 
into the (aid *citte, overwhelmed before time with many dittrefles and calamities, .<***.,«* 
but now on a fuddaine refreflied ft> fane forth, as it might hope for perfed fafetie **«iwb«Sr 
And hereupon this profperous fuccefle encouraged to greater attempts, he abode 
doubtfull of the future * and cafting what courfe fafely to take like to fpeed,as being 
informed as well by theconfeffion of captives as the relation of fugitives, that thele 
diffuft companies of fundry nations fpredfofarre abroad, and raging fo cruelly 
could not poftibly be vanquithed but by priviefleights.feerct ambuflies,8c fuddaui 
excurfions * To conclude,after edias publifhed,& promife made by proclamation 
of impunitic,he called unto their colours and ftrvice again fuch as had forfaken the 
field and were run to the enemie ; as alfo many other,that having free pafport and li¬ 
cence to go and returneat their plcafure,were difpcrftd in fundry parts. At which 
warning givcn,when moft of them were retumed,being throughly kindled and ftt 
on with courage, yet curbed with heavic and penfive cares,he required to have C*- 
vilis by name fent unto him,for to goveme Britannic as dcputic Pra?fc£,a man of a 
very fharpe witandquicke fpirit,but withall agood jufticcrandobferverof righte- 
oufncffedikewift Dulmiw, a captain renowmed forhis skill in deeds of armes And 
thus went the affaires in Briunnie.

§|g1ggg|jV t as for Africke,evcr fince the beginning of Falentinian his raigne it 
was a h in combuftion through the outrage of barbarous enemies, 

_ jg ffl wholly ftt upon (laughter and fpoile,that they made by bold & ad- 
venturous outrodes: which thing was much encreafed through the 
refc- idlenefle of the foldiors and the covetous defire to encroch & Ceize 

upon other mens goods,but efpedally of one named Romanes, * lieutenant there: •mOmmmm 
who fotecafting what would come,and hiscraftf roafterln deriving all envie from 
himftlfe unto others,in r^ard of his cruel! demeanour was hated of many, for this 
caufecfpccially, that relying himfclfe upon theaffinitiehehad with Remirtus, then 
matter of the officcs,be ftrived to outgoc the very enemies in wafting of theprovin- 
ces: by the mean es of which Remigius, who ftucke not to give wronginfor* 
mation,the prince,who tookc himfclfe to be moft W3rie and wift,was the longer ig¬ 
norant of thofe lofles which the men of Africkefuftained. But the full and whole 
order of the proceedings in thofe countries, as alfo the death of 2t«ririwthePrrii- 
dent,and ofthe embattadours,with other lamentable accidents^ will morcexadly 
deliver, when rcafbn fliall fo require. And for that there is now offered free op¬ 
portunity to utter what we thinke, let us plainely fpeake it out, to wit, that this 
Emperout was the firft of all others that exalted militaric men to a great pitch of 
pride, even to the hinderance and dammage of the wcale publiane,whiles he rai¬ 
led on high their dignities and wealth: and that which wasathmgboch iff pub- 
lique and privat to be lamented, punKhed the errors and delixiqiieiicks of con* 
mon fouldiors with inflexible rigour, and /pared 0c great ones: who, as if they 




frld gott^«nJirpenfetion4nd indulgence foralMaolcs, grevzto ftainetbcfofelves 
with horrfofefinnes; who hereuponpuffingaridtakingon, foppofe the eftates cf 
all inch tpidepend «p©n their wiM andpleafufe", whofopiowd blaftfcasid heavit 
i hands die firft devifcjrs; of auncietit lawes feekirtg ta reftrame, have paflfed thei 
J doome, for the plotting to death othemhilcs ever. of fonje innocent perfon* 
Which oftentimes happeneth,when/or thecrimesof am,irifitude 3 fome harmlefle 
folke(fuchis,their hard lot) are punifhed as culpable; For this hath readied fomd 
times to foe cafes of priyat perfons. But in Ifeuria,the brigands pafling by plumpes 
4nd coti^p^nies along the townes adjoyning and the plentifull villages, fpoylm* 
them ^t their pleafure^ut Pamphylia & the Cilicians to great Ioffes i whom, when 
JdufMW>dwutk Pra?fe<ft then of Aha,who before time had beene a profeflbuiof 
*Fnr twelve cities R hetorkkeat * Athens in* Attica, perceived to waftand cbnfume all in bloudie 
there were of t hat and cruelf manner,when their ftatelay a bleeding in ddperatc plight; and the foul*, 
name. ond. ^jQ^y^foould have helped, growne feeble with loofeneffe and riot, he taking 

unto himfomefew halfe armed men, whom they tearme p Diocroitky allayed to 
fet upon one fquadron of thoferobbers, if peradventure he could have found his 
advantage: but paffing by a certaine narrow winding lane with a ftcepe defeenf, 
he/ell into the inevitable danger of an ambuihment,and there (together with thofe 
whom heled) was ftabbed and hewed in pieces. Thefebrigands exceeding prowd 
and bold for this good fuccefle,and raunging more confidently fundrie wayes, the 
mainearmie at length went forth, and after feme few of them flaine, forced them 
to the blind craggiemountaines which they inhabite. where having neither liber- 
ticto reft, nor meanestO meet with vi£ual$, befide a truce, they required to have 
peace graumed unto them and that through the motion and perfuafion of the in- 


hath al wayes beene among them of great force to fway the reft: and fo after they 
had put in their pledges, as they wereenj oyned. they continued a long time quiet, 
and attempted no hoftilitie at all. During thefe affaires, Frdtcxtatw^ who in ftately 
port managing the Praffe&urefhip of the citie,by many deeds of integritie and Ho- 
neftie,whereby from his very youth he became famous, attained to that which fil- 
domehappeneth 5 namely, that albeit he was dread, yet loft he not the love of the 
citizens,which commonly is wont to be grounded upon threats^fpecially toward 
rulers and judges that be feared.By whofe grave authorise and juft fentence going 
with the truth,wben the tumult was appealed (which the debates and jarres of the 
Cbriftians had raifed)and Vrficwtu put tot he repulfe and expelled, there grewto- 
gether with a joint purpofe of Romane citizens, and the honour of iheir noble go¬ 
vernor, who ordered and difpofed many profitable things, a moft fettled and uni- 
forme peace. For be tooke away all thofe j u ttying galleries of pleafui e called Me- 
niana,which even by auncient lawes alfo weie for bidden to be buih in Rome, and 
he csrufeda partition to be made between the wals of privat mens houfes and facrcd 
tempks, whereto before they unfeemely joyned: and he ordained certaine weights 
t hroug hou t all t he r regions or wards of the citie, when other wife there could be 
no meanes found to meet with the greedineffe of many , that made falfc ballances 
according to thdrplcafpre.Moreover,in trying and deciding of controverfies 5 thus 
much above all others he gained, which T ully reportcih in the commendation of 
That < imtig nothing at all for k>vc andfavour, y et allthings feemed lovely 
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Chap, lx, 

The expedition of Vdentinian ondGmim sgdnfithe Alemans mhottaiU 

d^on^dendputtd^htwnbagreafoveril^d^. ; 

Bow the fame time welineere,whiies Fskmimm was gone forth warily, 
as he though^ to an expedition,an Alemdn *Princei named Rdridd, ma~ 
king preparation long before for that which he dcfigtied,entrcd by fteahh 
with a criie of fouldiois Kghtly appointed to kill and fob, into * Magomiacum, 
when it was without a garrifon . And for that he found there by chance a folem- mcc,otMenri ' 
nitie holden of the Chriftians, he led away without any let and impeachment a 
fort of both fexes undefended, it skilled not of what eftate they wereof, together 
with no fmall ftore of houfehold goods. Within a little whileafier there ihone up - 
on the Romane Empire an unexpe&ed hope of better dayes . For wheniriria pi- 
thicahius, the fonneof Vadomarius, in (hew an effeminate and difea fed prince,but of 
courage bold and valiant,kindled oftentimes hote wattes againft us, great care and 
diligence was employed, that he might be made away and mUrtheTed, it Mattered 
not how: and for that being aflayled fundrie timeS,he could not either be openly 
vanquilhed,or privily betrayed, at the earneft follicitation of our men ttturthered 
he was by the deceitfull hand of one of his owneminifters, belonging to theprivic 
chamber. After whofe death,the enemies in fome fort gave over their hoftile rodcs 
and incurfions: howbcir,the murtherer,for dreadof punifh merit which he feared, 
in cafe the bufinefle had beene difeovered, got himfelfe over as faft as he could in¬ 
to Romane ground. After this, preparation was made with good paufe and deli¬ 
beration's alfo by fundrie kinds of forces,of an expedition againft the Alemanes, 
and the feme of greater puiffance than ufually had beene, confidering that the de¬ 
fence of the State required no Ieffe j becaufe the faithleffe ftirres of a nation, whofe 
forces might foone be renewed,were feared: and our fouldiors nevertheleffe were 
enkindled againft them, for their fufpe&ed conditions ; who feeble nowandfop- 
pliants,yet (hortly after threatening deadly and mortall hoftilitie,gave them no reft 
at all,nor ceffation of armes. Valentimon therefore, together with Grattan , having 
aflembled an huge hoaft, well furnifoedas well with armes as vi<ftuals, and font for 
Scbattianfhz lieutenant,together with the bands of Illyricum and Italie, whereof 
hee had the regiment to joyne with them, in the very frefti prime of the yeare fet 
forward,marching in foure Iquare battailons clofe togetherand undivided - him- 
felfein the middeft having lovinus and Sever us > f expert and approoved warriors, 
flanking the fides of the rankes on both hands, for fcare they might be fuddainely 
affaylea. And fo from thence, by the guidance of thofe that were perfe<ft in the 
wayes , having difeovered beforehand theaveoues through the plaine countries, 
lying out a great length, the fouldiors advauncing foftly for ward,yet very eagre of 
fight, as if they had found the enemies alreadie, in threatening manner gnaflied 
their teeth for anger. And for that during certaine daies journey they could meet 
with none that made refiftance, there was put forth a regiment of certaine cohom, 
who with the devouring flame of fire confiimed the ftanding come and ftouifes 
that they could fet eye upon,all fave only foch food,as their doifotfoll ftatewhete- 
in they flood fbrcea them to gather and keep?. This done, the prince gOrngJar^ 
ther forward with a milder pace,when he was come ricere to a place named * Sbff 
cinium, flood ftill^s if a baric had beene fet in his way j enformed byambfttrufe 

relation 
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relation of his out-riders, that the barbarous enemies were difeovered afarre off. 
who feeing no way or meanesleft tofave their lives, unleficby a fpeedie encoun! 
ter they defende^themfelves , prefumingboldly upon their skilfulneffe in the 
wayes, with onejiundand accord gained a verie high roountaine, by the meanes 
of rough and era ggic hills, fteepeand unacceflable on everie fide, fave onely the 
North, whence u hath an eafie and gentle fall or defcenr. Where having out 
hanipitehtd downetheirftanderds, as their manneris* and cryed the alarme on 
all hands, our fouldiors eafie robe direded at the commaundemenrof the Prince 
and.jea.ders, flood their ground;waiting un till the banner were fet up aloft, which 
was the fignall to begin battaile in convenient time. Now, for as much as there 
was jittleor no timeallojvedtp take any deliberation, whiles the impatient Ro-. 
man fouldiois terribly tooke on and fumed ontheone fide 5 and the Alemans made 
borribienoyfeson the otherj this courfeoncly the fhortnefle of time and quicke 
difpatch admitted, namely, That Sebaflian with his companies fhould poflefle 
himfelfe oftliat North parr of the hills, which I (aid had an eafie defcenr, there 
with little adoe,if good luck were, to have the killing of the Get mans as they (hold 
flie. Which was not thought good to be put in pra&ife in haft. And while Gra¬ 
ttanyvas detained backe about the Corps de guard, and enfignes of the Ioviani,as 
who for his tender yeares could not yet endure the toylefome perils of battails, Fo- 
lentinunas a captaine that liked well to hold off, and worke fafdy, vailing boner, 
andfaluting the centuries and maniples (without making any of the great com- 
maunders privie to his fecret defignement, and having none of his guard about his 
perfon) rode out with fome few in his companic, whole induftrie and fidelitie he 
had good proofeof, to view and difeover the botromes of the hills • giving it out 
(as he was an arrogant prizer and prayfer of himfelfe) Thatthere might bee fome 
other way found ou?,leading up to thofe high and difficult cliffs,befide that which 
the fore-riders had difeovered. As he went therefore out of the way, through un- 
knownc and moift marifhes,he had furcly loft his life by a fodaine rode of theene- 
mie,beftowed in ambufh among the craegie and broken cliffes, but that he tookc 
himfelfe to the lafthelpe in time of neceflitie, and fetting fpurres to his horfe, gal¬ 
loped through the flipperiemirc,gotaway,andfhrowded himfelfe within the bo- 
fomeofthe legions,and foefcaped a fodaine and unlooked for daungcr, whereto 
he was fo neere,that a gentleman of his chamber who carried his helmeyichly fet 
with gold and pretious ftones together with the verie cafe perifhed quite, and 
could never after be found alive or dead. After reft therefore grauntedforthe re- 
frefh ing of their bodies,and the banner cre<5led,which is woont to give fignall and 
warning to battaile,at the menacing found of the trumpets kindling their courage, 
Salvirn and Lupicinus , two valiant young Knights,chofen of purpofc to give the 
onfetin daungerousfeivicej the * onea > Targuerier, the other of the Gentiles 
bandbefore all others readily ftepped forth and led the way with a moft bold refo- 
lution,toward thebattailonsasthey began to advancc,with a terrible noife ftirring 
andinticing them forward: and thus brandifhing their fpeares, when they were 
come to the forefaid cliffes that ftood againft them, and endevoured maugre the 
Alemans ( who fhoved and thruft fore upon them) togainc the higher ground, 
thither came all the maine forceofthc armie: andin the end, following hardaftcr 
thefo ring-leaders through the thickets of bufbes, and rough brambles and bryes, 
with much draining of their ftrength gotup to the high toppes of the mountain*. 
Wttnagtcat ftomacke therefore of both parts the cpnfli<» began by the dcadly 
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dint & point of the fword tobe tried: and of rhe one fide the Romans more skilfull 
fouldiors, and on the other the barbarous enemies, chough fierce, yet unwarie and 
inconfiderat,coped and joyned hand to hand. And verily our armie displayed ve¬ 
rie large, and fpreading forth the wings to enclofe the enemies on both fides, aflai- 
led them fbre,tcrrified as they were with hideous outcries, neighingofhorfesj and 
founding of trumpets: yet neverthclcfletooke they heart againe and boldly refi¬ 
lled. And thus fora while the hofts in equall ballancc of fortune maintained fight 
with no fmall ado and endevour,whiles the confli& continued with mutual killing 
and flaying on either fide. At length fuch was the valiant courage of the Romans, 
that the enemies rankes were broken,and for feare fo fhufled together, that the for- 
moft were mingled with the hindmoft: and whiles they fecke to getaway by good 
footmanfhip,pierced through they were with calling dartsand javelins that the e« 
nemies launced at them. And in the end,whiles they run fetching their wind fhort 
and all wearie,they laid open to them that followed their hammes, the calves of 
their legges, and their backes. In conclufion, after many of them were beaten 
dovjn^ScbafiUn placed with a frefh companic for fupply at theback of the moun- 
taines, flew part of them that had flipped and cfcaped away, by reafon they were 
hemmed in on that fide that they tooke no heed of: the reft difperfed, betookc 
themfelves to thelurkingcornersofthewoods. In this conflift there dyed of our 
part aUo, men of no fmall account, among whom vtasFtfertanut, the principall of 
all the *guard in ordinarie, and a certaine efquier or targuetier, borne a verie evirate *Domcftkj, 
Eunuch,but fuch an expert and approved warriour,that he might be compared ei¬ 
ther with old Sictnius of Sergius. Thefe exploits thus performed with fuch varictie 
of accidentSjthe fouldiors returned unto their Winter harbours, and the Empe- 
rours to Triers.

^g£ig=SS|N thefe dayes when Falcatius Ruffinus was departed thislifeeven 
ft: & f P in the tiitie of his ^government ,Prebus was fem for from the *ri- 

iSmi mMt de, to rule as Prcfe&us Pretorio, a man for noble parentage, > 
power ,and wealth,knowne all over the Roman world, in which 

throughout,almoft from the one end to the other he held poflei- 
f lons andlivelodesdifperfcdhereandthcre,whethCTbyright or 

wrong it lyeth not in my fimple judgement to fet downe. This man,acertain two¬ 
fold “ fortune(as the Poets faine) carrying with her flight-wings, ihewed u nto the 
World one while a bountifull benefa&or and advauncer of his friends to great for¬ 
tunes, otherwhilcs againe a vengible way t-layer,and by bloudie grudgcs^and di& 
pfcafures doing much mifehiefe. And albeit he could doc much all his lifetime, 
bf giving great largefles, & filing continually unto thofe that were m high autho¬ 
rise, vet was be now and then timorous in any oppofition with thofe that were 
bold, but bearing himfelfe biggeover fuch as werefearefull: fo that hee teemed 
when heprefumed of himfelfe, to creakcand vaunt in a tofuenagicall jote, and 
whenfoevei he fored,tQ:debafe himfelfe lower than acomiallaaor* And, ai<all 
tbrldiid offifhesand aeatutes driven out -of theic ownc e^ment, Mye 
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not long upon diyeJand revenfbdrouped he, and could not hold up his head 
without Prefe&ures, which he was forced to take upon him for the troubles and 
law-fuites of great families, which by reafon of theif infinite defires are never in* 
nocent; and to the end they may be able to eflfeft many deftgnes without punift; 
ment, ufe to engage their Lord deepely in the affaires of State and governement. 
For,confdfedthis muft be,that being bred up in that magnanimitie as he was, hee 
never commaunded either ^Client or fervant of his, to doe any unlawfull adion. 
But if he found that one ofthem had committed any crime or hainous offence, al¬ 
though even lattice her felfefaid nay,without due enquirie madeintothe matter 
without refpe<5t of goodneffe or honeftie,he would patronize it : afault,thatC/«! 
rtf by way ofreprehenfion noteth in thefc words 'PBotfPhat difference is there (quoth 
he) hetwccnc tlx ceunf dlor to afattend the defender of a fa& t Or what mattereth it 
whether I would have a thing denser reioycethat it is done ? Howbeit of hisowne na¬ 
ture lufpitious he was,and of a bafe and faint heart > and fmiling alfo after a bitter 
fort 5 yea and glavering otherwhiles upon a man to do him harmefand that is a no¬ 
torious and evident bad propertie in fuch conditions,and then efpecially, when it 
is thought it may be concealed?) fo implacable and hard hearted,that if hee purpo- 
fed once to doe aman alhrewd turne,he could not poflibly be intreated norencli. 
nedtoforgivefomuchaslightcrroursand delinquencies: and therefore his earn 
feemedtomany men (thoughihey were not indeed) dote flopped up. In the 
higheft pitch or dignities and riches, full of care, and taking thought, and in that 
regard troubled alwayes with light difeafes. In this order pafTed the affaires in the 
Weft parts. 

Chap. xi. 

Sapor King oft he Perfians invadeth Armenia . King Arfaces he taketh prifaner ,, 
and after dolorous torments billeth him: And whiles hegoeth about to 
murder andmakeesway his w$e and fan pherefallout fame ac¬ 
cidents jvhich were thefeeds of anew warrebetweene 
Romans and Perfians. 

f t Saporthm long living king of the Perfians, andaprinccfroffl 
the verie beginning of his raigne much given and addi&ed to 
the fweetnefle ofpillageand robberies, after the deceateof thje 
Emperour Julian .mid thecovenants offo dilhonourabfe a peace 
concluded, feeming together with his people for a while to 
friend us,brake the faithftill bond of the articles of agreement 
mack under lovianus^nd reached at Armenia: that,as if the ftrength ofthe laid ca¬ 
pitulations had beene reverted and cancelled,hc might lay the fame onto his owfle 
dominion. And firft ofafl,by divers falfe and deceitful! Heights, he put the whole 
nation that wkhftood his intent, to (bmeftnall and light datnmages/oliciting ccr- 
taine ofthe chiefe rulers and great lords ofthe coumrey, and furprifiisg other by 
fodaine rodcs and invafions. After this,whenhe had caught thekinghimfclfe,^ 
• 1 thC all u remertts,and thole interlaced with perjuries, he it* 

viteahim to a feafl^ndthen comtnaundedliimtobe drawne away toafecret back 
wwrandwhen hehadcaufed his eyes to be plucked out of h« hcad,b<mnd hi® 
with chaines offilver, which among them is reputed feme folaceand cafcwsM 
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y«(vame though it be) for puniflimennnflidcd upon honourable perfbns^nd lb 
tern him away fo a caftle named Agabana>where after much torture the executio- 
nersfword bereft him of his head. This done, becaufe his perfidious treacherie 
might overpafle nothing unpolluted andprophaned,after he had depofed and dri¬ 
ven out Souromaces , who by the R oman authoritie was ruler of Hiberia, he confer¬ 
red the faid*placeofgovernement upon one A/pacures, and gave unto him befide, «&>**** 
the royalldiadcmeofthat nation,thereby to fbevv, that hee contemned and trade Z 
under foot the judgementand clc&ion ofour State. Which after he had effected 
with a moft wicked and ungodly mind, he committed the regiment of Armenia 
unto Cj/aces an Eunuch, and to Artabanes , Whom he had in times paft intertained 
as traitcrous fugitives from their Prince: (now oneofthete, before time a captain 
or Prefed: of that nation,was (aid to have beene Generali of the forces) and them 
he gave in charge, with fpcciall care to rafe Artogerafla, a towne ftrongly walled, 
and ftoutly manned, which had the keeping of Arfaces his treafure, with his wife 
andfonne. Thefechieftaincs therefore as it was appointed, began the fiege? and 
for that the faid fortified place feituat upon a rough and ftonie mountainc, by rea- 
fonalfo it wasextreame cold weather, and nothing but froft and (now, wasinac* 
ceffable, CyUces being an Eunuch, and a meet fellow to deceive a poore woman, 
taking to him Artabanes , approached quickly neere unto the verie walls, upon af- 
furance given and taken of fafe returne: whobeing with his companion received, 
as his rcqueftwas,into the towne,perfuadedthe *defendants& theQueene,by a * 0 ****** 
fpeediefurrendertoappeatethemenacingmood of Sapor, the moft unraercifull 
man in the world. After this,whcn many words had palled to &fro ; and the wo¬ 
man pitifully bewailing the horrible hard fortune of her husband, thefe motioners, 
as hot as they were for the betraying and yedding up of the towne, inclined to 
mercie,and changed their minds: aridupon hope alfo of better gaine and prefer- 
ment 3 by tecret conference plotted and ordered the matter fo, that in the night fea- 
fon ata certainc appointed houre,the gates at once being fetopen,a ftrongcompa- 
niefhould faille forth.and fodainly withhloudie (word afiaile their enemies camp, 
promifing that themfelvcs would betray them into their hands, fo that theattemp- 
ters of this exploit would keepe their owne counfell. Which when they had with 
a religious othe confirmed, they went forth accordingly, & conftantly avouching, 
that the befieged had craved two dayes to be graunted unto them, wherein they 
might deliberate what courte to take,brought thebefiegersto this palfe, that they 
iat ftill and did nothing: So,whiles the centinels by reafon of fecuritie were found 
afleepe that they fonored againe,the citiegate was let operand out of it there iffu- 
eda nymblecrue of luftic young gallants: who treading loftly for making noyfe, 
and creeping clofe with theirfwordsreadie drawne, etirred into their campe that 
feared no fuch matter,and whiles no man madercfiftance,flew a number of them 
asthey lay. This unlooked-for revolt, and unexpe&ed daughter of the Perfians, 
ray fed mightie quarrels and cautes of difeord betweene us and Sopor .* and this alfo 
aggravated the matter, for that the Emperour Vdens had entertained Para the foil 
of Arfacesjarho by the per fuafion of his mother was departed with forae few ocher 
outofthefaid fortified towite^ndcommautided him to abide in *Heocacfarea, a JJK*. 
dficofgreat name m Pontus *Po!emoniacus, there lobe kept with liberal diet and Ni&n 
in apparel! meet for his perfon. With which courteous ufage Cylaces and Artebo- 
Wallurcd, font their oratots,and craved of Valent aid,yea and required to have the

faid Para to be their king, But aid for the prefom being denied. Pm was by Term* 
tim a captainefcondu&cd back: into Ar menia,to raigne for a time over the nation 
without any regall enfignes: athing upon good reafonand consideration obfctl 
ved, leaft we might be taxed for the breach of covenant and peace. 


Chap, xi 1* 

After that the widow of Arfaces was taken prifoner ■, end herfotsne by turfed devi¬ 
ces reconciled unto Sapor, the Romanes helpe the Armenians : where¬ 
upon the king of the Perfians addrefjeth htmfclfetowarre 
upon the Romanes- 

Hen Sapor underftood how thefe proceedings framed, he tooke on 
and raged beyond all meafure • and fo rifing in armes with greater 
preparation,by way of open reifesand railing of booties wafted all 
Armenia. At whole comming Para being affrighted,as alio Cy laces 
and Artabanes , looking about them for no aid* forces, withdrew 
themlelves into the noukes under thole high mountains,which confine betweene 
our limits and Lazica: where lying clofe for live moneths together, among the 
fecret woods and winding woulds, they deluded the manifold attempts of the 
king. Who perceiving all his labour was loft, confidering the pinching feafon of 
mid Winter, after he had burnt all trees bearing apples and fuch fruit, fortified aU 
fo thole piles and forts which he had gottmeitherby force, or treafon, with the 
whole puiflance of his armie he beleaguered Artogeraffa: and after many skirmi- 
fhes and aflaults with variable event,When the defendants were toy led out,and the 
towne layed open,he burnt it: out of which he fetched forth the wife of Arfacest 
with the treafure afore(aid,and led her away ; r For whichcaufes, A tint hem a lieu¬ 
tenant was fent with an armie to fuccour and hdpe the Armenians, in cafe the Per¬ 
fians Ihould attempt to aflayle them againe with frefti warre. Meanc while Sapor, 
wonderous wylie and craftie, as who could carrie himfelfe lowly or aloft for his 
betrer advantage, pretending a Ihew of Ibrne future alliance and (ocietie,by fecret 
meflengers rebuked Para as negligent and forgetfullofhisowne eftate, thus under 
a colour and pretence of royall majeftie to be a Have unto Cy laces and Artabanes: 
whom he (too too forward in trufting thele traincs of flattering and tee entice¬ 
ments) made nomoreadoebut flew, and lent their heads v when they werefiaine, 
unto Ja^rjWhofe devoted vaflale he wasnowbecome. Vponthis Ioffe and mis¬ 
fortune, fpred farre abroad,all Armenia had beene quite loft, but that the Perfians 
at the commingof Arintheus terrified, made ftay ere they invaded it the fecond 
time $ contenting themfelves with this onely, that they fent embaffadors unto the 
Empcrour,craving,That (according as it was agreed betweene them andloviauus) 
the faid nation might not be protected. But they were rejedled, and Sauromaces; 
who (as I faid before) had beene difplaccd and expelled out of the kingdome of 
Hibcria, was font backe againe with twelve legions under the conduct of Ttrentt-' 
us: and when he was now very neere unto the river Gyms+AJpacuras requefted at 
his hands. That fincethey were coufin germanes and fifters fonnes,, they might 
raigne joyntly together; alledginc this for himfo!fe,Thathecould neither furren- 
ccr nor turnc unto the Romanc fide, bccaufo he fonn e Vitus wa< kept (fill among 
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thePerfiansasanhoflage. Whereof the Empcrourbemginfonned.tothe mdhe 

might by policic and wifedomc appeafe the troubles which were like to rife trom 
thislaffijrealto.condilcendedtoadivifionof Hiberia,namely,that Cyrusthe river 
which ran through the middeft thereof, might divice it: fo that Sauromaces Ihould’ 
hold for his part that fide which bordered upon the Armenians and the Lazi and 
AJpacuras the other,whichbounded upon* Albania and the Perfians. Sapor fose - 
aggrieved hereat, and crying out,That indignitie was offered unto thearricles ofa- 
greement.m that,contrarie to the tenor of the faid covenant, Armenia was fuccou- 
red, that the embaffage which heehad font, about the redreffe of this enormitie, 
came to nothing,and that without his affent and privitie concluded it was,that the 
kingdome of Hiberia fliould be divided (as if now the dorcs had beene faft locked 
againft all friendihip) layed for the aid of the neighbour nations about him, and 
put his armie in readinefle,to the end that when the faire feafon of the yea re came 
about, he might overthrow all that fabricke which the Romanes had framed for 
their owne behoofe. 
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Thf wbft mferahk flats of Rome citie under Maximinus the Prxfett, 
Tobofeparentage and rifing is deferibed. 

» Hi!es this perfidious and difloyall dealing caufeth in Perfia 
(as I have befbrefaid) unexpeded troubles on the kings be- 
hwiife,anU wartes revived in the Eaft parts begin againe, fix- 
teene yearesand upward after the death ofNepotianus, BeUo- 
na provoked* upon very.frtialloccafions to the working of 
wofull calamities, faged; throughout Rome, and for all in 
~ combuftion; which I would to God had beene for ever bu¬ 
ried in filence, leaft happily there be attempted fometime the 
femblablc, like to doe more harme by generall examples and precedents, than by 
delinquencies. And albeit from the exquifite narration of thisbloudie hyftorie, 
feare might juftly pull me backe ( many and fundrie caufes duly confidered) yet 
ptefunmg confidently upon the modeftieofthis prefont age, I will fummarily lay 
open every particular that is memorable. Neither will I be loach and thinkc much 
briefely to (hew, which of thofe accidents that have befallen unto ancient writers 
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a is, chat I might fearc. In thefirft warrcofthc Medes, when the Pcrfians had 
fpoyled Afia, befetting the cities herein with huge and puiflanc forces, yea, and 
threatening the defendants thereof with terrible toiments and dolorous death, 
they brought the people,thus fhut up andbefieged,to this extrtmitie,thatthey aH, 
fore affli&ed with great and grievous calamities, after they had killed their owne 
dearc wives and children, and thrownc their mooveable goods into the fire, caft 
themfdves alfo by heapes after them, driving a vie who might be formed in that 
commune flame,that confirmed them and their countrey toother. This argu¬ 
ment foone after, rhryniew digefted and penned in a fwelling tragicall flyle, and 
brought it upon the Stage in the Theatre of Athens: and having for a while good 
audience with contentment, when his high and loftie Tragcedie went on ftiil, 
and wrung forth many a teare, the people fuppofingtharhehad infblcntlyinfer- 
tedthefe grievous afflictions alfo of theirs among Stage-play cs, not by way of 
confolation, but in reprochfull manner, to put them in mind of the miseries that 
their lovely citieand countrey (fupported with no helpesof protedors and defen¬ 
ders) had fuftained, in heat of indignation condemned and confined him to it dile- 
tus, Vor Miletus was a colonieof the Athenians, tranfported and planted among 
other Ionians by Niletts the fonne of that Co dr us, who (by report) in the Dorique 
warre devoted himfelfe to death for his countrey. But let us come to our purpofed 
hiftorie. Mtxi/r»f/tM,°ovemo\it of Rome in times paft in place of vice-Prarfed,was 
. very obfeurely borne at *Sopianar,a tbwne of'*•Valeria, and his father of no better 
calling than a clet ke,belonging to the Prefldents office, diiccnded from the race of 
’ the €>/>/, whom Diocietkn removed from out of their auncient habitations, and 
brought over into Pannonia. This Maximinutafier he bad bellowed fomemcane 
ftudie in the liberal! Sciences,and become a difnobfe advocat and defendorofeau- 
(e s, when he had alfo governed * Corfica and *Sardmia fikewife, ruled* Thufcia. 
From whence being advaunced to the office and charge of Romc-cities * purvey¬ 
or for cornc and victuals, by reafbn that his fucceflour flayed long in his journey, 
kept in his hands ftill the rule of that pro vince alfo. Andatthefiift he demeaned 
himfelfe very circumfpc&ly and wifely in three refpeds t firft, for that the words 
were freflfcind rifeinhis earcs fpoken by his father (who was paffingskilfull in that 
which the flight of Augural! fowlcs or the finding of birds fore- fignified ^implying 
thus much,That he fhould mount to high regiments,but die in the end by the exe¬ 
cutioners hands. Secondly,becaufe having gotten a man of Sard inia,whom him¬ 
felfe afterwards by dcceitfull trecherie and aaftie guile murthered ( as commonly 
the rumor ran)one who wasycry cunning in railing hurtful! fpirits, and felficiting 
the prjfagesof fuch ghofts and fpe&res, fearing leaft fo tong as he remained alive, 
he ihould be deteded,he was more gentle and tm&ahle. Laflly, becaufe creeping 
as he did a long time betow,likc a fefpem lying under dht ground, he could hot as 
yet raife any great matters of bloudie and capiwU confcqucncc. 
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The beginning Maxitninus hit erueltie. Bit Patron>emdhis cmflkes . Witbeut 
Any words of vulgar perf ons, mernipn is made of the fumjhmmts infli* 

Bed upon Marinus, Cethegus, and Alypius. 

■ Ow the very beginning, from whence he difplayed and fpred himfelfe 
abroad,arofe upon fuch art oceafion as this: Chib late a deputic Prar- 
fe&,and his wife na tried Maxima, having complained onto oljbeim y 
Pra?fe£t of the citie for that time being, and avouching that their lives 
were aflayled and endangered by *pcyfons, obtained at his hands a commiflion, * W itcha*ftand 
That the parties whom they fufpe&edfhould forthwith be apprehendedand dapt 
up faft in prifbn,to wit,.Ver/r^ail*Organift,or maker of infhumcms,^j£p#«* apro- 
feflbr of vvreftling,and Campenfis a b Soothfayer. Bur whiles this bufineffe waxed 
coo!e,by reafon that olybrius was VifTted wrtji long and grievems fickncfTe,thofea- 
forefaid,who had given information of thefe things, beeing impatient of delayes, 
preferred a petition,andcraved, That the mattrt fitcoritfoverfie might be made o- 
ver unto the*Prxfe<ftof thevidluak aforefaid* for to bee examined accordingly. 

Which for expedition fake was foone grauttted. Maximifiue therefore having re¬ 
ceived matter to worke tnifehiefe upon, difehargedand uttered ftts mbred rigour, 
that ftucke clofe unto his ctuell heart: as oftentimes doe thefe favage beafls, exhi¬ 
bited in the Amphitheatres or Shew-places, when by breaking their backe grates 
and dores in pieces, they get at length to be at libertie. And when this matter was 
many times handled and difeufled, in flourifhesXas it were) andfhewes, fothat 
fome having their fides gafhed and tome, nominated certaine noble perfons, as if 
they had ufed workers of mifehiefe bythe mditods^tWdir d<f££fiddffte, atnd other 
bafe fellowcs, this divellifh Inqtrifitor noth* gas'well the parties acctffedas the in- 
formers,and tracing them (as they fay)by the foot* roVed further, and in a malici¬ 
ous relation advertifed the prince, That the wicked and leawd ads which many 
committed in Rome, could not pofliblybe either fearched out or punifhed, but 
by more fharpe and quicke jufticc. Who uponknowledge hereof being en¬ 
raged (as he was an enemie to vices,rather rigOrtfi&than fevere) by verm fif db€ 
precept or warrant dire£ed for fuch caufes, which hee mingled with; an 
intemion of treafon,decreed, That all thofe, Whom the juftice of auncieoffewcs, 
and the judgement of facred princes had exempted from bfoudre mquifitions, 
fhould,tf the cafe fo requited, be put ro cruel! cxiftrinatiOtts by torture. And to the 
end that a dupleauthority^nd thefame ftrained't^the heigh< 5 mighf patch matters 
together,to the utter undoing of perftmsinlugft^c^ 
pointed to rule at Rome as deputie Prf fca)he joinredin cortHttiffiort for tl# know¬ 
ing and determining oft hefe things whichwereaframingtdifiC danget ofmartfj 
Zeo f a Norarie afterwards, mafterof the Offices,2VefyfWa l fh-h0Ckler«: cve tyfft- 
nerall,a knowne robber,and a Pannoriian • onewhtt breitthed fbdtthdf his fevagfe 
mouth erueltie, and yet was neverthefefle greedi^ flfllof mariSblbnd. NOw : tlW 
natural! difix)fition of Mtsinnnua bent to doc mifclnefe,W^s ftffiith augmerttcd by 
the commirtg to him of a like companion, as alfo by fwcw le«efs[fnomtbe 
rour^together with an honourable dignitie. And therefore fmripig out Wifcct 
to andfrofdr joy as he Went, he fcemedtd leaptfaftd datfrtrt rWier tbart Wgttcj 
whiles he affeded to imitatethc Braa»ans,who (as fome repOhfJ feeptf* fbMMHg 

and 
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and ftately jetting among the altars. Andnowbythistime,when the trumpets of 
domefticall miferies foundcd,and all men were amazed to fee the horrible ftate of 
the world how it went,befide many crueli and unmercifull examples (rheyarietie 
and number whereof, is mcomprehenfible) moft notable was the death oCOttari* 
nus an advocate, whom upon a flight and curfaric weighing of proofes and pre- 
♦Ma ? ck.sorcerrf. fumptions,he condemned to death,for daring by *indire<ft and wicked ads toleeke 
amiEnch*ntmo»ts t he mariage of one Hifianilla. Andbecaufel fuppofe that forne men who haply 
fhall read thefe reports, will be readie to fearch exquifitly into particulars, and rc- 
proovc me, keeping a ftiiteandfaying v This was done fir ft, and not that* orfuch 
things are overflipt w hich themfelves faw: thus farre forth we are to give fatjsfa&i- 
on unto them,namely,That all .things are not worthy to be put downe in writing 
which pafled among meaneand bale perfons : neither, if that fhould have beene 
needfuil, had vvefufficientmftrudionfrom the verie records,confidering how ma¬ 
ny publique miferies and misfortunes were fb rife and hot, and thatthis new furie 
uncurbed and unreftrained,made a generall pudder and confufion, whiles it was 
evidently knowne, there was not (a thing much feared) any lawfuli proceeding to 
judgement, but a cdlation of all,law and juftice. Then it was, that Cethegu* a Se- 
natour, accufed for committing adulter ie, hadhis head chopt off; and Alypius* 
nobleyounggentleman,foraJmallerrourwasfentaway and confined; yea and 
othermeane perfons were executed and died a publick death: in whole calamities 
everie man feeing,asit were,the image of hisowne perill, dreamed of nothin* but 
tormentors,chaines,bonds,and lodging in balefull darkqefie. °

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- TkenvrdtmtfHymmfc^ Thecraehie Maximinus reprejfed for *

T the fame time wa&ji^e bufinefle alfo in hand of Hymettus^ a man of 
* ex ccllent towardn€$eand,expectation : thcorder whereof wee know 
was carried in this wife. When he governed AfFricke as ProconfulL 
he allowed corn? .uqtbthc Carthaginians ("much diftreffed now for 
want offood) out of the garqej$ appointedfbr the people and State of Rome: and 
withm a while after when the earth had yeelded plemifull ftore of graine, he made 
lull reftitution thereof without any delay. But for as much as when hee fold unto 
them thatvvanted,ten modij after the rate of one c folidus, and himfelf had bought 
thircioat the lamrpricc, thcwholegaine and advantage accre wing thereby .hefent 
into thePrincesTreafutie. And therefotef'airwtio/OT fuppofing that by fuch ie- 


fined him with lofle ofa goodpart of his fubftanee. And to make his miferie the 
more, there fell out this pccurrentalfo at the fame time,no lefTc pernitious to him 
tnaiuhe other• ■ Am#ttiw % p famous Soothfayerabove thereft in thole dayes, be- 
y lecret mformation difeovered and made knowne, that for the performance 
aqd complementer forae fmall matters, he was Cent foi by the fame Hymen* toft- 
facr f®P° n judiciallycpnvented, albeit hee flood flopping in manner 
under thciackc, ftiflely and conflantly denyed the fame: Who whiles he

flill made denyall,ih certaihe privat ^nd lecret papers produced from Ids houfe, 
thefe was found a ^Memorandum written with Hymetius his owne hand, reque- 
fling him oiit of his art and learning, by the ritesand ceremonies of forne fblenme 
facrifices.to pray unto the divine power of the Eriipcrour, and to procure the fa¬ 
vour of his facred Majcftie toward him: in theutmofl part of which writing there 
was read a cert a in e inve&ivcagainftthcfaid Emperour, as being a covetous and 
crueli Prince. Vdcntiritdn adverrifed hereof by relation of feme informers, who 
made conftru&ion of all things that were done in the worft fenfe, commaunded 
there fhould be inquifition made into this bufinefle in moft rigorous roaner. And 
for that Freminus a pra&ifer with Amamius abovefaid,was charged to have beene ££££•* • 
the minifter of that forme ©f prayer which was made, when he had been well tew- coonkite. 
ed with rods, and compelled to confefle,he wasbanifhed into Britaine: b\nAmm- 
t 'tus condemned afterwards for capitall matters fuffered death. After thefeaffairs ^ 
in this order pafled, Hymen* being brought to the towne *0 cricnlum,to have his ¥0msr ^ 4 
caufeheard,by Ampelix* Prefed of the citie,and Mdximinus vice Prefc&, andlike 
fas it feemed)prefenrly to beput away, when he had libertie graunted to fpcake, 
tooke the better courfe, and appealed for fiiccour to the Emperour, and fb prote- 
<51 ed under the fafeguard of his name,was kept in ward fafe. And the Princes plea* 
furc being asked, What fhould be done with him i hee committed the managing 
ofthiscaufeunto the Senat. Who finding by the cquall ballance of juftice how 
the cafe flood, and thereupon confining him to Boa?, a place in Dalmatia, could 
hardly endure the Emperours wrath,who chafed mightily when hee underftood, 
that a man deftinedfas himfelfe intended) to death, had his punifhment by a mil* 
der fentence. For thefe and many fuch like examples, the daungers feenein a few, 
men begun to feare would light upon them. And leaft, if fb m3ny enormities be¬ 
ing winked at, and creeping on flill by little and little, there might grow whole 
heapes of m ifcries,by vertueof a decree pafled by the *NobiIitie,embafladors were *ti*s«natcra. 
difpatchcd unto the Emperour,by name Pretexts* who had beene Prefeft ofthe 
citie, VenuHus fometime deputie-Prefea,and Minervius late a Confulat Governor 
ofa Province,with this fupplication, ^That there fhould not bee infli&ed pumfli* 
ment more grievous than the offences required j and that no Senatour (after an un¬ 
exampled and unlawful! manner) might be expofed unto tortures. Who being 
admitted into the Confiftorie, when they made report of thefe particulars afore- 
faidj as Valentinian denied that ever he ordained fuch a courfe, and cryed our, that 
he was traduced and fuftained abufc, Eupraxius the Queftor in modeft tearmes re¬ 
proved him for it. By whofe libertie of fpeech,that crueli proceeding thus begun, 
which exceeded all precedents of rigour, was reformed. About this time LoUidt/us 

ayoung gentleman, in the verie prime of his youth, thcfbnneof Zampddius^ who 
had beene Preferring by who looked narrowly into his caufr, con- 

vi&ed to have copied forth abookc of*divelifh arts (when by reafonof yong yeres &e . 

his head was not well ftayed)and upon the point tobe fent into exile (as it wasfra- 
red)at the motion and inftigation of his father appealed to the Emperour. And be¬ 
ing commaunded to be led from thence unto his*Counfell, which was (as they 
fay)outof thefmoke in the flame,wasdelivered ovcr.to Phaldngtus thegovernour 
ofthe province *Bastica, and loft his life by the hangmans hand. Overandbdtdes 
thefe Tdratius Baffus, afterwards Prcfc& ofthe citie,and his brother Cdmenms, like- 
wifeone Scum's and ‘noble perfom,and of Senators degree, were 

brought into queflion^nd had their triall: for thatas pnvw all to one and the fame 
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pradife of (orcciif)thcy were named to favour 2 nd inside much of Auchenitu ih 
JSSKEte *Charioner:but for that the evidences and proofeswercas then but doubtful? 
k*aie,&c. they went away quit, by the meanes and helpe of Vitforwus (as the running 

rumour went) who was a moft inward friend to Pfaximinus . Neither cfc* 
ped women free,but had their part alfb no lefle in the like calamities. For, even of 
this verie fex were many of high birth put to death, as guiltie of the foule crimes ei- 
therof adulterie or whoredome : among whom Claritas and Flaviana were of 
g reatcftname 5 of which the '"one being led to execution,they dripped fo neere out 
of all her apparell wherewith fhe was clad, that fhee was not permitted to kccne a- 
bout hcr,fo much as would fuffice to cover her fccret parts: And therefore the ex¬ 
ecutioner convided to have committeda moft lewdand ftiamefullfaa,was burnt 
quicke. Moreover Pafiusand Cornelius Senators both convinced to have polluted 
themfelves with the damnable Heights of poifoning and forcerie,werebythe defi- 
nitivefentenceofthefame-WmW»»/putto death. In like fort alfb the d Procura- 
^norfptvrnaka tor oftheMint loft his life. For *Sericus and *A$bolius afore named, becaufe in ex- 
SlprSd horting them to appeach and name in any place whom they thought good. hee 

• promifed faithfully with an othe,That he would commaund none of them to bee 

punifhed either by fire or fword, he caufed to be killed with the mightie pelts of 
• plumbets : And after this he awarded Campenfis the Soothfayer to the flaming 
fire,for that in his affaire he was not tyed to any fuch othe. And now convenient it 
is,as I fuppofe,to declare the caufethat drave headlong upon his owne death and 
deftru&ion Agimtius, a man of noble aunceftors defeended, according as it hath 
beene conftantly reported: For,as touching this matter, there be no evident re¬ 
cords extant. Maximinus, whiles he wasyetPrefe<ft of the come and vidluals,puf¬ 
fing and brawling ftill in a proud|pirit of his owne, and having gotten no meane 
inftigations and incouragcmcntof boldnefle, proceeded fo farre as to the con¬ 
tempt of Prebus , in the ranke of right honourable perfons the greateft of all other, 
and,by vertue of the Prefejfture of the Pretorium,a governor of provinces.Which, 
Aginatius taking to be a mightie indignitie,& fetting it alfo to his heart,that in exa- 
cau ^ cs °b^ us had preferred Maximinus before him, confidering him- 
felfe had been deputie-Prcfed of Rome,fecretIy in familiar talke fhewed unto Pro - 
tow.That the vame man fpurning as he did againft perfons of high defert might be 
overthrowneand brought toconfufion, if he thought fo good. Thefe letters, as 
fome affirmed,Prtffe/«fent(making no bodieprivietherto but thebearer)unto-A/4* 
xtminusy.% ftanding in great feare of him,growne now more cunning and expert in 
doing mifchiefe,and befides in grace and reputation with the Emperour. Which 
when he haa read 4 theman fell into fuch aheatof rage, that from thenceforth hee 
bent all his enginp.and levelled his bolts at Aginatius, like tofome ferpent woun- 
ded and fquized by a knowne perfbn. Befide this, there was another greater caufe 
ofpractiling the overthrow of Aginatius , the which brought him to utter deffru- 
i*? on ; _\ or he accufcd V\6lorinus y now dead,That whileshe lived hee bad fold the 
friend Ih ip of Maxhninus,and gained by his proceedings: by who fe laft will and 
teftament himfelfe had received no fmall legacies. And in like malapert faudneffe 
xxru r ? tC ^ CC ^ , S _ W ^ C ?to go to law and by litigious fuitsto moleft her: 

Who fearing thefe troubles, to the end fhe might be proteifted alfb by the aid of 
MtxtmnuSy feined and devifcd,That her husband in his wil which he lately made; 
j5- a three thoufand pound weight in filver: Who burning in 

cemve dcure and covctoufiiefle(fbrhcwas not without this vice alfo) claimed 
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the one mo itie of the inheritance. But not retting contented herewith^beingtat 
aftaall portion, and nothing fufficicnt, he devifed another feat, which as hee 
thought,was both honeft and fafe: and becaufe he would notforgohisholdof fo 
good meanes offered untohimtogaineawealthiepatrimonie,hcfuedto have the 
daughter in law of Viiformus (whom his wife Anepfia bare unto a former-huf- 
band)for to be his fonnes wife: the which with the affent of the woman was foon 
obtained and concluded. 

Chap. ini. 

The dete&abk freights andpratfifes efMaximinus.r^ he might continuefill its 
that butcherly execution of bis,now being created Prefetttu Pretoria,.T&. 
versfuccejfors after him in the Prefecljhip of the c/tie • the UH of 
wbomexceedeth the crueltie tf/Maximinus. 

Y thefe and other prankes with like forrow to be lamented, which 
greatly blemifhed and ftained the beautic of Rome, that im- 
mortall citie, this man not to be named but with a grone, made 
outragious fpoyle by the manifold overthrows of mens eftates, 
ftretching and ftraining his power beyond the bounds of law 
and juftice. For,by report, he both bad a fmall cord alwayes 
hanging at a certain remote window of the Pietoriura,the *one end wherof fliold ******& . 
tye or binde together a certaine *Tamufa(as it were) notgrounded verily upon a- indtffttcmfy 
ny proofesor preemptions, but like to doc mifehiefe unto many guiltleflc per- 
fbns: Andalfocommaundedfundrie times Mutianus and Barbatus, his daily offi- "S^**'* 
cers and minifters,fellowes moft apt and fit to deceive othcrs,fcvcrally to bee clapt ther a 1 - Jky,a 
up. Thefe, as if they beway led their owne wofull mifhaps, whereby they made anda (omihfi*, t 
femblance that they were wronged and opprefled,aggravating ftill the crueltieof 
the faid judge, and iterating the fame fpecchcs verie often, pretended and affirmed* KSjKS? 
That for perfons ftanding then accufed and in trouble, there was now no other and urtill w< mav 
meanes or remedie remaining to favc their owne lives,unleflc they would feeme to perfeS copis I 
charge and accufe fome ofthe nobilitie of great crimes, who ifthey were once joy* 
ned with them in focierie ofdaungcr,then they warranted them they might be ea- * coutipt * 
fily quit and abfblved. By reafbn whereof, confidering that the vile impietie of 
thefe courfes proceeded further now than roabjc&s neereat hand,it came to paflc 
that many a man had his hands ft reight manacled j and thofeof noble birth were 
feene as unregarded,in poore plight and much diftrefled. Neither ought any of 
themtobe blamed, when in their fimplc fafutationsthey crouched and bowed 
their bodies folow,as that they welneeretouched the verie ground, confidering 
they heard this robber with the peftiferous breath of his mouth come out often¬ 
times with this note,If he were fodifpofedjhat no perfbn could poffibly be found 
innocent. Which words turning quickly into deeds,had beene ynough, I allure 
you,to have terrified as good men as ever Nrnna Pomptlius or Cato were. For in this 
wife altogether were matters carried,thac fome mens eies were never drie,but fhed 
frefh teares in the beholding of other folks miferies, a thing that commonly in this 
life happenethto men,upon fundrie troubles and croffe accidents of their owne. 

Howbeit this hard hearted judge how ever he went oftentimes from the couifeof 
rightandjuftice,yetinonefpeaallpointtollerablche was. For, otherwhifes hee 
would fpareand pardon fome if he were requefted and inueated: whkbv « we 
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tadmTnUie, (avourcth yet of fome vice jn this place of authoritie .Tor if wrath 
(quoth he) beimplacM, nis rigour and hitternejje in the hie heft degreetbut fitbe 
exorsble, it is as great a ligktnejje end v&nitie: which notwithstanding, as m choice of 
bad things, is to he preferred before bttternejfe . After this, when Leo went forward, 
and was admitted his fucceflbr, Maximtnus being fent for to the princes court, and 
advaunced to be Praetor Praetorio, became never a jot milder, but did harmc foil 
even a farre off, like to the ferpents called Bafitiskes or Cocatrices . Againft that 
time, or not much before, the very beefomes wherewith the noblemens * Curia 
ufed to be (wept,were feene to bloome and beare bloriomes: and this portended, 
that fome perfons of raoft contemptible and bale condition, were to be raifed un¬ 
to high degrees of rule and authoritie. And although it be now high time to re- 
turne unto the order of our Hiftorie begun, yet without hindering the proceffeof 
times, we willtarriea while in rehearling fome few particulars, that through the 
iniquitic of thole,who governed as deputie Pr^fe&s in the citie, were done other- 
wile than ought to have beene ; which were carried all according to the will and 
pleafure of Maximinus ,by the fame minifters,as his agents or apparitors. After him 
commeth Vrftcinus in place;a man more enclincdto milder qourfes: whobecaufe 
he would be warie and civile, gave information,and referred over to the Emperour 
Rfaiasjwith others kept in hold, for committingadulterie with Ruffina} and who 
had gone about to accufe and inditf her husband Marcellus, late a Purfivant or In- 
tclIigencer,of Treafon: And therefore he,defpiled as a lingering delayer, and no¬ 
thing meet for the flout execution and quickedilpatchof thefeiriatters, was put 
out of his depuiicfhip . After him iucceedcd Simplicius Hemonenfs jvvho of a 
profefTor in Grammar became councilor unto Maximinus after the adminiftration 
of hisdeputiefhip: a man neither flout nor prowd, but of a crooked and terrible 
afped * who, feeming to frame hiS words to a kind of modeftie, ftudied and plot¬ 
ted the mifehiefe of many. And firft he put to death Ruffina, together with all 
thofe that were either parties culpable in the matter of adulterie,orprivie thereto: 
as touching whom, Vrficinus (as I {aid before) had given information: Then,ma- 
ny others, without any difference of guiltieor innocent. For in thisbloudie bat- 
tail,comending with <w(marfhalled as it were in the maine battaile before 

himjheendevouredtooutgoehimin cutting the finewes (as one would fay) of 
noble families: imitating e Bufiris in old time, as alfo Am am and Phalaris»Co as 
there feemed nought wanting but that Bull of Agrigentum. 


Chap. V. 

The horrible death o/ - Hefychia a Matron. Thetragicall historic of Yau&amjhebku- 
die Catalirophe whereof is atfed by Aginatius and Anepfia, married folke, put to 
death at the commaundement of Maximinus. The iuSt iudgemem of 
thealmigbtie powers inpunijhing Maximinus and other 
bloudie butchers • 

Hefeand fuch like matters in this manner palled,a certainemarrone na¬ 
med Hefychia , fearing very much fome hard dealing and&uell torture 
for the crime wherewith file flood charged, in the houfeof an appari¬ 
tor or fergeant,unfo whom flic was committed to ward ,itafi her face 
groveling upon a featheibcd*and fb ftoppingthc bieathof her nofthrils^cndcdher 
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life. And heretakewith you another mifehiefe as auell as the reft. ForSnamnw 
and AbienHt both, of a moll honorable ranke, having beene llandered,under Mtxi- 
MMM,with fmfimt, a worfhipf ull gemtewomen,after the death o(*riCfm»iu,by 
whofe helpe they lived in more fecuririe,skared now with the comming of Simplt- inwa,d 
cius, a man noleffe minded todoe great matters, and that with menaces, betooke 
themfelves to live clofeand fecrer. But after that Faufiana was condemned, their 
indictments being taken, and themfelves peremptorily called to their anfwcrcs by 
venue of editfts, hid themfelves farther out of the way: and as for Ahienus , hee 
fhrowded himfclfe privily a long time in Anepfiaes houfe. But, as ufually it falleth 
out,that when folkeare once going downe, fome croffc accidents or other unloo¬ 
ked for will be furc to attend upon them,to aggravate their calamities,a fervant of 
Anepfia, named Apaudulus , taking it very grievoufly, that his wife had borne fome 
ftripes in the houle, went forth by night, and gave notice of all unto Simplicius: So 
there were officers lent, who upon the faid difeoverie made, had them away out of 
their lurking place 5 and Abienusve ri!y,upon the crime ofadulterie ftrongly enfor¬ 
ced againft him, which he was faid to have committed upon the bodie ot Anepfia, 
fuflfered death: but the woman, to the end that by deferring herpunilhment, foe 
might have allured hope to lave her life,avouched,That being by curled and*wic- *{*«**»»» 
ked arts allay led, Ihe fuffered that dilhonour and violence in Aginatius his houle. * ndfctccie * 
Thele things as they happened, Simplicius rung out againe into the Emperours 
earesj and Maximinus, who abode thereupon a malitious mind that he bare againft 
Aginatius alreadie for the caufe above Ipecified, now that his privie grudge was to¬ 
gether with his po wer and authoritie more incenfed, made an exceeding eameft 
fuit.that there might be a letter lent backe againe, for to have him executed. And 
verily this braine-lieke incitor, and mightie withal!, foone obtained lo much 5 
but fearing the heavie load of envie and hatred, in cafe a man of noble birth 
Ihould come to his death by fentence of judgement, that Simplicius , both his 
owne counfellor and friend alfo, pronounced, kept with himfelfe for a while the 
Emperours precept • being at a flay,and doubting whom he might findout efpe- 
cially to be a trullieand fure executor of this horrible defigne. And at the laft 
(as commonly like will eafily fort with like) he lighted upon one Doryphoria* 
nus , a Gaule, and a bold frantickc perfbn ; on whom, for promiring fhortly to 
accomplilh this fervice,hc tooke order, that a deputielhip Ihould be conferred, 
and to him he delivered the precept, together with the Emperours letters, inftru- 
ftingtheman, cruell though he was, yet unexpert and unskilful!, with what ex¬ 
pedition he might without all let or impeachment dilpacch Aginatius , who perad- 
venture, upon finding out any meanes of delay, would efeapeand begone. Do* 
ryphorianus fped himfelfe in all haft, and tooke long joumeyes till hee came to 
Rome: and at his firft comming, before all complements of falutation ended, 
he call about, and with great diligence fought,by what forcible device, with the 
helpcof fome others, he might takeaway the life of a Senatour, lo nobly diF* 
cended: and having intelligence, that but a while before he had beene round 
in a farme-houfc or mannour of his owne, himfelfe with a fteme countenance 
determined to have the judiciall hearing of Anepfia , as thechiefe of all the of. 
fendors $ and that during the ugly darke night, what time folkes minds, poflfek 
fed with horror and terror, ufe to be dull and dead, as among an infinite num¬ 
ber of examples, h Atom alfo in Homer Ibeweth , wishing to aye by day-light, 
rather than to abide the tenors of the nightly feare. And fotfthat dm Iuage, 

or 
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or rather a wicked Brigand, intending oneiy that which he promifed,made cyerv 
thing greater than it wa$ r whenhehad commaundcd Aginmm tobe brought be¬ 
fore him judicially, he caufed a number of hangmen and tormentors to enter in 
place, and whiles the chaynes madean hideous noyfe with their jingling, he tor¬ 
tured to the very point of death the poore(laves,pined with foule ulageandevill 
keeping a long time, to endanger by fome evidence their lord and matters lifer 
a thing that moft mild and mercifull laweshave forbidden to be done in the que- 
ftion and matter of * fornication. In the end, when fome torments were fogrie- 
voufly infli&ed, that they had exprefled from a fillie maid fervant, now readie 
to dye, certaine ambiguous or fufpicious words, no fooner was the evidence by 
her given, fully difeuffed and fitted, but without any more adoc definitive fen- 
tence was pronounced, That Aginatm fhould be led to execution. And thus 
without any audience given him ( notwithftanding with a lowd voice he called 
upon the names of Princes and Emperours) hojftedhe was away on high, and 
put to death: and by the like fentence Anepfta was alfo executed. As Maximinus 
himfelfe played thefe prankes both in his owne perfon whiles he was prefent, and 
alfo by his pragmaticall and bufie agents,when he was farreofF, Rome citic bewai¬ 
led the death of many . But the Furies made haft to revenge thofe that were 
thus flaine. For (as it fhall hereafter be fhewed in due feafon ) not only the fame 
Maxi minus, bearing himfelfeintollerably prswd under Grattanw , was condem¬ 
ned and fuffered death, but Simplicius alfo was killed and cut in pieces in Illyri- 
cum*yea,and Deryphorianus , pronounced guiltie of death, and thruft into the 
deepe dungeon 1 Tullianum, the prince by his mothers counfell fetched foorth 
from thence $ and when he was returned to his owne home in Gaule.with dolo= 
rous torments made an end of him . But now returnc we from whence we tur¬ 
ned hither. Thusftoodthcftate(asImayfbfay)of the citieaffaires. 

Chap. vr. 

V alcntinian goetb about to bridle the rodes end invafiom of the Alemans: and thy 
having fuedforpeace ,but not obtained it ,fet upon the Romanes at un¬ 
awares , and kill two of their martiaU leaders. 

■ VxVdentinian conceiving great matters in his mind, and thofe of be- 
hoofefull confequence, fortified the Rhene allalong, from the begin¬ 
ning of Rha»tia,unto the narrow fea or Frith of the Ocean.with roigh- 
tie pyles and bankes 5 rayfing up cattles,skonces,forts and turrets of a 
great height, one by another raunged along in meet and convenient places along 
the coaft of Gaule,as farre as it reacheth in length, yea,and otherwhiles with hou- 
fesand buildings planted beyond the rivers, encroaching fbmewhat upon the li¬ 
mits of the Barbarians,and winning ground. Finally, when he caft with himfelfe 
andeonfidercd,how that high built and ffrong fenced fbrrrcfTe, which himfelfe at 
his firft entrance bad founded out of the very ground, by reafon that the river na¬ 
med *Niccr running hard by, might by little and little with the violent beatfng of 
the waves be undermined and fubverted, he devifed to tume the ftreame another 
way: and having (ought out and gotten together cunning workerten, skilfhll in 
water-workes, and a number befide of ttout fbuldiors, hee enfred upon this hard 
ptccc of workeiFor certaine maine pieces of timber, and thofe of Oake, for many 

dayes 
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dayes together were framedandcouchedclofe,andthe(amecaftintothechancll. 

notwithftanding huge pofts forcibly pitched down hard by,and eftfoones pitched’ 
agame, at the nfing of the mightie billowes were fhuffled and huddled together 
yea, and plucked up with the violence of the ftreame, and broken in funder. Yet 
for all this,the great and earned care of the Emperour, together with the paineful! 
labour of the dutifull fouldiors ( who oftentimes when they were at worke flood 
uptothechin plunged in water) overcame all difficulties. And fo at the laft not 
without danger of fome, the garrifon forts were rid quite fro the trouble wrought 
by the mightie wandering river,and now (land ftrong and fure. Being glad there- 
fore,and rejoycing at fo good fpeed, and gathering thofe together, who according 
to the time and feafon of the yeare were flipped fundrie wayes, hehad a care of the 
Common-wealth, as befeemedthe dutie of a prince. And fuppofing this to be 
moft fit and meet for the effeding of that which he intended, he purpofed in all 
haft to build a fort on the farther fide of Rhene, upon the mountain *Pirus .which a 

place is within the Barbarians groqnd)and to the end that quicke difpatch might Spe3rr iWrf - 
worke withall a fure effe<51 of this bufinefTe,he advertifed Arator the lord marcher 
by Syayrius then'Notarie,afterwards Prefed and Confulfthat whilesall was ftill *rp*c*di 
and filent on every fide, he fhould endevour to take the vantage thereof. So the *“*• 
Marcher,together with thcfaidNotarie, went ftraightvvayes over the water, as he 
was commaunded: and haviDg begun by the helpe of the fouldiors whom he led, 
to lay the foundation, receive d Hermogenes to be his fucceflour. And at the very 
lameinftant certaine nobles and lords of the Alemanes, the Emperours hoftages, 
came 5 thofe I meane, whom according to covenant, and as fufficient pledges of 
peace long to continue, we had in keeping: who humbly upon their knees be- 
fought, That the Romanes (whole loyaltie and faith atall times had extolled up 
to heaven their fortune) without forecaft of future fecuritie would not be deceived 
with a falfe error, nor by treading their covenants underfoot,enter upon an un wor- 
thiea&ion. But delivering,astheydid.thefeand fuch likefpceches in vaine, when 
they could neither have hearing,nor perceive any mild anfwere returned, lamen¬ 
ting the definition of their children and pofteiitie, departed. And no fooncr were 
they gone, but out of a fecret nouke of an hill hard by,there leapt forth a companie 
of the Barbarians,waitings we were given to underftand, whatanfweres fhould 
be given unto thofe nobles aforefaid § and fettingupon our fouldiors, halfenaked, 
and even then bufie in carrying of mould, with their fwords,lightly and nimbly ap¬ 
pointed as they were, flew them downe-right* among whom were alfo both the 
leaders flaine: neither was there one left to tell newes of what was done but oneiy 
Syagrius * who,after all the reft were put to thefword,retumedto the court,and by 
fentence of the prince in his anger, cafled and difeharged of his miliraric oath and 
fervice,went bometohisown houfc, judged by rigorous cenfure tohave deferved 
no leflcjfor that he efcaped alone.

N this meane while, a rabble of outragious and cruell robbers fwarmed 
all over Gaule,to themifchiefeand utter undoing of many • bcfetting 
the frequented high way es, and failing not to lay along and fpoyle 
what fruits of the earth foever came in their way. Tobefhort, belides 


a number of others,who loft their lives by fuch waii-layets ,CanBantianus,T ribune 
of theftable,and necrekinfman to Valeminian #.brotheralfo loCerealisznd luBina^ 
was by a privie rode intercepted.and foone after killed. But a farre off,as if the fu¬ 
ries of hell haunted the like theeves and pricked them forward j the Maratocupre- 
nijmoft fierce brigands, the inhabitants of a *townei carrying that name in Syria, 
feituatneereunto Apamia, raunged on everie fide: and s wonder it was what a 
number they were,and how cunning and craftie befide: In this regard alfo much 
dreaded,for that making (hew of fubftantial marchants houfes, villages and towns: 
neither could any man beware of their lodainecomming, fetting as they did their 
journey not to any one appointed place, but to fundrie quarters,and thofe farrerc- 
moved, and in one word, breaking in wherefoever the wind ferved to conduft 
them. For which verie caufe,the Saxons are feared above other enemies, doing 


that they doe all on a fbdaine. And albeit many mens goods were given and dealt 
among thefe confederat theeves,yet incontinent herewith, when they were once 
feta madding and entred into any intended furious a&ion, they committed wo- 
full murders, as being no lefiebloud-thirftiethan greedie ofprey. But Jeaft in re* 
porting everie particular occurrent I fhould hinder the courfe and proceeding of 
my ftorie,it (hall fuffice to put downethis one moft mifehievous pradife of theirs. 
Adamned crew of thefe godlcfleand ungracious folke being gathered in a plump 
together,refembling in outward ftiew the whole office of a Receiver or Auditor, 
and the Iudge himfelfe, in a darke evening at the dolefull found of trumpet, and 
voyceofcrier,entrcdacitie,andwithfwordinhandbefet the ftately and fumptu- 
ousbuilt houfe of acertainenobleand principal! perfonage,as ifhe had beeneout- 
Iawcd,andbyfpeciallcommifliontobeflaine: where, after they had feizedinto 
their hands and carryed away houfhold-ftufife of much worth,becaufe they of the 
houfebeing fbdainely taken,and their wits maskered,had not defended the matter 
therofjflcw a number, and before returne ofthe day-light departed and went their 
wayes a great pace. But when thus furnifhed and laden with the fpoyle of many, 
for nothing went befide their hands,that was not too hot or too heavie (fuch was 
the fweetneflfe they found in thefe elicits) intercepted they were by a power that 
the Emperourraifed,and being over-matched loft their lives to the verie lattman: 
yea and their iffue and progenie, then but young and final], for feare they fhould 
grow up, like unto their parents, were in the fame manner utterly deftroyed, and 
their dwelling houfes fubverted, which with the lamentable lodes of many they 
had bravely built. And thus verily went things according to the narration afore- 
faid. ISutTheodofius noble and renowmed captain, having gotten heart and cou- 
ragious vigour,taking his journey from Augufta, which in old time they called 

*Lun- 
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*Lund»niurn,with a power offbuldiors that in his politique induftrie hee had levi- Voodoo, 
ed and trained to his hand, brought exceeding great fuccour unto the troubled 
and confufed ftate of thcBritans, gaining beforehand fuch places everie where, as 
gave advantage to annoy the barbarous enemies, and enjoyning the common 
(ouldiors no fervice, whereof himfelfe tooke not the effay with a cheerefull heart. 

And in this kind as he performed the principall part ofa ftout fouldior,and fulfilled 
the carefull function of an excellent leader, by difeomfiting and putting to flight 
fundrie nations,whom infolent pride nourifhed with fecuritie, had incenfed anti 
incited to fet upon the Romans territories, he reftored wholly into the former ftate 
cities and cattles which had fuftained many Ioffes, yea eftablifhed peace futcly 
founded for a long time. Now,there happened whiles hemanaged thefe affaires a 
foule matter,like to breake out to a daungerous mifchiefe,ifit had not beetle quen¬ 
ched in the verie beginning oftheenterprife. Onef r 4/Mtf«H«in*Pannonia Vale- 's®* 
ria,a man of a proud fpirit, brother unto the wife of Maxirxinus that curled and 
mifehievous deputie>afcerwards Prcefedi,being banifhed intoBritannie for anhai- 
nous ad committed, as one impatient of reft,like fome noifome wild beaft,upoii 
a certaine (welling homour of pride,rofe up ro worke mifehiefe and innovation in 
the State againft rheodofius , whom he perceived to bethe onely man able to with- 
ftand his wicked defignes. Howbeit,catting many wayes about both clofely and 
openly .as the gale of his unmeafurable defife role higher, hee folicited the exiled 
perfons and the fouIdiors,promifing (as the time would affoord) rewards for their 
attempts,thereby to draw them on to his purpofe. And now,when the time drew 
neere,that their attempts fhould take effea,thc ^warlike leader aforefaid,advertifed 
hereof by fuch as were meet to give information,and thereby readieto adventure, 
as alfo upon a refolute and couragious heart, forward yrtough to be revenged of 
fuch as were deteaed,committedr4to/»«5 verily with fome few of his moft in¬ 
ward confederats,unto captain Dulcinus for to be executed with death according¬ 
ly. But in his militarie skill and policie,wherein he excelled all men living in thofe 
dayes,gueffing at future daungers, he inhibited allinquifitions to bee made as tou¬ 
ching the reft of the confpirators with him, lcaft if this feare proceeding were once 
fpred among many,the tempeftuous troubles of the provinces, now well allayed* 
fhould revive againe. From hence, turning himfelfe to the diftrefle of many mat¬ 
ters,and thofe ofneedfull confequence,now that all danger was quite paft (for that 
it was for certaine knowne,that propitious fortune never failed him in all his enter- 
prifes)he reedified and repaired cities,thegarrifon cattles alfo,asI have iaid,and the 
marches he defended with out-watches, with guards & fore-fences. And thus ha¬ 
ving recovered theprovince againe.whichhadycelded fubjeaion to the enemies, 
he reduced it unto the priftine eftate 3 fo,as by his owne relation and report made, 
it both had a lawfull governor,and alfo was from that time called k Valentia, at the 
pleafure of the Prince. The Areans,a kind of people mftituted by thofe in aunci- 
ent time(concerning whom I have faidfomewfaatm the ads of ConBans) whoby 
littleandlittlewerefallen into difordersandenormuies,he removed from their na¬ 
tions: as being manifcftly convi<2ed,that induced with the greatneife of rewards re¬ 
ceived, and more proraifed, they had otherwhiles revolted unto the Barbarians, 
what was in hand anda doing among us. For,their office was this, by runnroga 
great ground tobecurfitours to and fro,and to intimate unto our captamcsqpon 
the marches,what fturres there were among the neighbour nations. Thus haying 
managedmoft excellently thefe matters abovdaid, and others the like, being fent 
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fbrtotheEmperours Court, atid leaving behind him the provinces leaping and 
dauncingfor joy .‘ like unto Fwins Camillus, or Papyr'm Cur for $ enowmed £ was 
for many vidtories, and thofe of good importance. And fo, accompanied with 
the fa vou r of all men to the narrow Teas, having palled over with a gentle gale he 
came to the Princes campe. And being received with joy and prayfes, heefuo 
ceeded in the roome of Valens lovinus, who had the conduct of the horfemen. 


Chap. Vim. 


A returns to the citie affaires. T he Prefe&Jhip or government of Oly brius and 
Ampelius. The mo FI corrupt ft ate of Rome ir^ thofe day es. The 
err ours and delinquencies of the Nobilitie. 



I " Aving thus a long time and farre digrefled from the citie bufinef- 
fes (fuch was the heape of forraine affaires that forced me there¬ 
unto) I will returne to a brief e declaration thereof, beginning 
at thePrefe&fhipof Olybrius, which was exceeding quiet and 
mild. Who leaving at no time the conftant courfe of gcntleneflc 
- and humanitie, was felicitous and carefull that no deed or word 


of his favouring of rigour (houldpafle in any place: a moft bitter encmie and in- 
veyer againft falfeacculations,abridging wherefoever he could the gaine accrew- 
ing to the Exchequer: an abfblutedifcerner and judge ofthings that are juft, and 
verie tern perat towards thofe that were under his j urifdi&ion .But there was a vice, 
and thefame verily little hurtful! to the Commonwealth (howbeit a fouleblotina 
judge of high place)that darkened all thefe good parts:for that he palled the whole 
courfe and carriage, in manner, of his privat life inclining to riot in ftage plaies and 
amorous delights,fuch as were neither forbidden nor difhoneft. After him Amp* 
lius ruled the citie,a man given himfelfe alfo to his p!eafures,borneat Antioch, rai¬ 
led from being Matter of the Offices to a double Proconfulfhip, and from thence 
ofth« Pretonum. long after to the high dignitie of *Prefe<ft: a man otherwile of merrie difpofition, 
and moft meet to win the peoples favour; but now and then rough and rigorous, 
and would God he had beene ftedfaft and conftant in his purpofe: for, in feme 
part,though it were but little,he might have reformed the inftigations to gluttonie 
and (hut up naughtie houfes ofriot,had he not taken to loofc and lafeivious waies, 
* ,, . an j! l ^i 0 ^^ at ^?r'C which would long time have lived. For, once orday- 

9 * ^ j e k a d>That no wine Taverne fhould be opened before the ^fourth houre of 

the day, nor any ofthe vulgar fort 1 heat his water,or until a certaine time of the day 
any cookesOr skullians let out to faleflefh boykd orroafted: Neither would hcc 
filing be leene eating abroad without his owne doores. 
Which fhamefull abufes, and others greater than thele,negle< 5 f ed by continual dil- 
nrouling and connivencie.grewfo rife and common, without all flint and gage, 
•C-*. thatleven *Epmemdeshimk\k of *Cr«e, if, after the fafli ion offables aiSedon 

thenage, tieihouldbe railed from the dead againe, and returne inro our world, 
would not befufficient alone to clenfe Rome. So great was the corruption of in* 

T” that * hc m oft part ofthe people. And firft wiirwefetdown 

the dilorders ofthe NobiIitie,as divers times we have done, as the opportunity of 
places hath required: then,afterwards ofthe commons, by way of a briefe digrefc 
onkmtuug up fuch matters as come into our minds. Some growing to be,as they 

imagine,

triroan d brave founding tides of their original! defeent. Some yee have agairte, 
wKotti rufling in their filkes and vel vets,there followin' trainees if they weft to be 
ledUnto the place of execution, or, to fpeaFe vtfltfidUtany evill prefaging olfe, ga¬ 
thering their armor together,where anhoftisgone before) an u tuber of fervafitS 
by tfoupes, buttling arid malthfg a great hbyfeas tfifcjrgofc. Such as thefe,*- when 
they are entreef Within the vahltedrootn^of^ny *baihej attended with fiftic fer- ^ 
ving-inen apeect at their;heelcs,crying out in menacing manner,Where ?• Where 
bethey t if haply they haveIntelligence given them, that either-feme unknowne 
courtifen hath on a fodaine appeared, or a common ftrumpet that fometime hath 
proftituted her felfe to the whole towne.,or feme old whore naught of her bodie, 
they runallatonceftrivingavicwholhall be for moft 5 and after feme dalliance 
with this ft ranger or new cotnmer, they'make love, and by way of much unfecra- 
ly flatterie,fallto prayfing and extolling of her,as much as the Parthyans do n Semi- 
ramis , ^Egypt Cleopatra , : theCarians Artimifia , or the Palmyrenes Zenob'ta. Arid 
this balh not thofe to doe, l#i whole aunceftors time a Senatour was taxed and fi¬ 
ned by the Cenfour,that durft,whiles it was not decent and leemly, kilfe hisownc 
wife,before the daughter of them both. Of thefe there be feme, who whfcn they 
begin tobefaluted, or greeted breaft to breaft, turning their heads awry when they 
fhould be kified,3nd brideling it like unto curft and fierce bulls ^offering unto their 
flattering favourites their knees or hands to kilfe, fuppofing that favour fufficlent 
for them to live happily, and be made for ever $ yea and that a ftranger unto whom 
haply they be obliged, hath y nough and y nough againe of all manner of courte¬ 
ous ufoge,in cafe he be but asked by them, What bairie or water he frequenteth ? 
or under whoferoofe helodgeth < And being fuch grave perfons and lovers of 
vertue,asthey take themfelvestobe,if they once but underftand of any manbrin¬ 
ging word, there be. either horfes or ch'ario'tiers commingto towne, from what 
place foever, they throng about him, andpty him with a number of queftions,like 
asourforefathers with admiration beheld their two brethren °CaBor and Pollux, 
when upon the relation of thofe vi&ories in auncient times, they filled all the citie 
with joy and mirth. Thefe mens houfes, yee lhall have certaine idle talkative fek 
lovves ordinarily to haunt, after fundi ie forts and devifed fafhions of flatteric, at 
cverie word founding their high fortunes, and prayfing them: affe&ing herein 
the ridiculousconceits and plealant jeftsof thefe fmel feaft-paralites in comedies. 
For,as they ufetofeoth up vatne glorious fouldiors in their proud homor, aferi- 
bingunto them astothedemie-gods fellowes,thebefieging of cities, fighting of 
battailes.and flaying thoufands of enemies: even fo thefe alfo, wondering at their 
columnes built arch* wife with ftatelyandloftic fronts, then ftone walls alio trimly 
fet ou t with beau tifull and glorious colours, extoll noble men abovethe degree of 
mortal! weights. Otherwhiles alfo at their feafts,is theballance called fer to weigh 
the fifties and foules, yea and p dormiceto^that are fet upon the boord. The great* 
neffe of which delicatcs oftentimes not without the trkefome wearinefle of thofe 
that be i n place, they make no end of prayfing, as a ftrange thing thathathnot bin 
heretofore feene. But moft ofall, when there ftand by readie to number the fame, 
thirtie notaries welneere. With their ft atidHheswithpen and inke, and writingto- 
blcsin theit hands/o as arirah would thkike there were wanting onely the mafttt

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himfclf^nwkea ofa Grammar fchoolc.Some there be^vhoin deteftariou 

of laming np leffe than verypoyfon, fallto rcadingwith vciy camcft ftudie /**. 
^ mmvu naUand *Martta Maxmw % handling no other bookes in the middeft of their greateft 
***' kifure than thefe: what the reafori thereof fhould bc^t pafieth my fitnpleskill and 

judgement to fjetdowne; whereas they ought to tume over many and fundry vo¬ 
lumes, accordingto theamplitndeof tbeir glorie and parentage 5 hearing, as they 
d 6 e ; rhat Socrates committed to prifon,& appointed to fuffer death, requeued one 
who fang excellently in meafures certainc verfes of the Lyrickc s Poet Stefiekarus 
to teach him whiles he had time the like cunning: and when the Mufidan asked 
£im,What good that could doe unto him,fince he was to die the next day'he an- 
fwered thus; Even that I my depart out of this life, learmngmon than I knew before* 

Chap. IX. 

‘the reproches ef Senasmrs and gowned men layd open. 

H O reover,there be among them fo few grave puniffiers of faiiit$,thatifaf& 
vant be fomewhat flow in bringing hot water umo him, commandcmcnt 
is given, That he fliall have three hundred ftripes: but if wilfully he kill a 
man(though many there be very urgent to have him condemned) yet his lord or 
mafteralone thus ferre forth crieth out, Wkatjhoulda mad man and a levadknavefalf 
Furthermore,this is held a point of civilitic among them now adaie$,That it is con¬ 
venient for any onc,& even by law in their power,to kill ftrangers invited by them, 
if they make default,any excufe notwitbftanding. For a Scnatour thinkcth,that he 
fiiftaineth great domage in his very patrimonie, in cafe one be wanting whom he 
hath invited once to a feaffafter fandrie ferious confutations with himfelfetherea- 
bout. There be fome of them,who if they have gone foorth any thing farre to fee 
their lands and pofleffions,or a hunting by other mens labours, fuppofe they have 
equalled the journcyes and expeditions of Alexander the Great,or oiCafm yes fit 
*L«go<s Tripe- & ^ rom *he lake * Avernus they goby water in their painted barges no fanher than 
fezoje. t0 * Put . eo . Ii or * Cajeta,efpccially if they adventure fuch a voyage in a hote feafbn: 

♦Gaietta. whereof it chaunce that among their gilded fannes there fettle flies upon the filken 

wfloo-s*ct. fringes,or in cafe any fmall Sun-beame pierce throughan hole of *the tilt,hanging 
over their heads, they whine and complaine, that they were not borne among the 
* Cimmerij. Againe,whcn they ufe to come from thebaine of f Syhanm , or the 
medicinable waters of Mammaafis any of them being forth of the Bath,doth wipe 
and drie himfelf with moft fine linnens^there muft be diligent feeking into the uui- 
all prefles for faire and daintic clothes^nd that by the helpe of light to chufe them* 
which are carried at once together fo many as are fafficient to ferve deven perfons. 
And at the laft being enwrapped or clad in fome of them, picked out efpecially of 
purpofe,hetaketh his rings again which he had delivered unto his fervants,becauie 
they (hould not take hurt by the hot waters,and fo when he hath fitted them juft by 
meafare upon his fingers^way he goes. Of thefe there be cenaine, though few, 
who decline the name of Aleateres , i. Dice-play ers^md therefore are defirous to be 
called T effererij ,i.Tiriers of fquare bones 5 betweene whom there is as much diffe¬ 
rence as betweene thcevesand robbers.Yet thus much I muft confefle,tbat where- 
m all forts of friendfhip at Rome wax luke warmeand begin tocoole, this onely of 
Dice-players, as it were gotten with gkw^ isfollo^M 
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fdlowfhip,& knit moft faft and firrae with exceeding love andaffedHon. Whence 
it is, that fome there befound of thefe companies fo linked in amities that one 
would take them to be very brethren. And thcrforc a man fhall fee an ignoble and 
bafe fellow, fo he be skilfull in the fecret feat of cheators aaft,like unto Cota Farcfa 
fortherepulfeof a Prastorfhip (which repulfe Was neither fufpe&cd before,nor fea¬ 
red) goe with a fet gravitie very fad and melancholickc, becaufeat a great feaftor 
affemblie fome Proconfular perfon was placed above him. Some there are tbatfye 
in wait for weake and crafie perfons,old or yong,ic skilleth not, fuch as have buried 
their children,or live Angle, yea,and thole alfo that have wives & children both (for 
in this cafe there is no difference obferved) entidng and drawing them on by won¬ 
derful! wyles and craftie devices to make their Wils: now thefe folke no fooncr 
have ordained their laft Teftaments, and left that which they had to thofe whom 
they were ruled by in making their Wils j but itntnediatly they peake afide,and die. 

Another yee fhall have, who after fome dignitieand promotion obtained,walketh 
portly with a big and bolne necke ofhis owne,and upon fuch as were of his famili¬ 
ar acquaintance before, he cafteth a crooked and overthwart looke, a man would 
thinke who fees him, that a new 24. x MarceUus were returned from the winning'of 
Syracufa. Many there beamong them,that denie there is any high powerabovein 
heaven to governe us here^neither goethey fonh of dores,nor take their dinner,nor 
thinke they can bath in fafetie,before they have curioufly looked into their “Ephc- 
merides,where(for example) is the Planet of Mercuric ^ or what degree of the ngne 
Cancer the Moonc holdeth,as fhe runneth her courfc in the heaven. Another,ifhe 
perceive once that his creditourcalleth hard upon him for debt, runneth prefendy 
to a charioticr that dares do any thing very audacioufly, and taketh order to have 
the partic charged as a Sorcerer: wherupon he goes not away,before he hath deli¬ 
vered tip the obligation or fpceialtie, yea,& fuftained great Ioffe therwith. Neither 
is this all. He fetcheth him in voluntarily toacknowledgc himfclfe indebted unto 
him,and afloileth him not. On another fide,the wife beating night and day(as the 
old proverbe fay th) upon the fame anvill,urgeth her husband to make his Will,and 
the husband as inftantly importuneth his wife todo the fame. Then skilfull Law¬ 
yers are retained on both parts for couiell^the one in the bed chamber,the other his 
concurrent in the dining rowme,to handleand debate their controverfies. And to 
the fame are brought in and fubomed interpreters of bowels and Soothfayers, to 
calculate their nativities, promising largely on theotiefide Praefeafhips, dignities * 
and burials of rich dames,on the other inviting the women (as itwere)to the fune¬ 
rals &obfequics of husbands, fignifying covertly .that neceflaries ought to be pro¬ 
vided forthe fame. Neither know they any thing in the world to be goodput that 
which is commodiousand gainefull Thus love they their friends as they love cat- 
tell • I meane, thofe beft of all, from whom they hope to receive the moft profit. 

And when thefe folke come toborrowany thing,you fliall fee them as humble and 
demiffeas Mitia or* Laches in the Comoedie j but are they forced once to make re* 
payment, fo loftie and big^s you would take them to be thofe tragicall* tHeractidd, ***<*"<— 
Ctefiphan and Tkememn< 
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Chap. x. 

The flout h) vanitie, and bafe behaviour of the common people. 

Hus much of the Scnatours degree . Now come we to the idle 
| and bafe commons: Among whom, you (hall havefome going 
vtJfL &^‘|||| even without fhooes bare foot, yet fine and goodly to be known 
IhEs** l by their trim and elegant names, to wit, Cimejfores , Statarij Sc- 
jp gy | S %)1 micupa^nd Serapini, with others befide^amely^aw^/^G/^. 

turimsy and Trulia ,* likewife Zucamcus , Pcrdaca, Salfula. , and an 
innumerable fort of fuch. Thefe fpend all their life and living at the wine tavernc 
and at dice-play, in brothel-houfes alfo, in wanton pleafures,and feeing ofdelight- 
fome fights and games: the great Cirque or Shew-place is their temple and habi¬ 
tation, the very Hall that they frequent, and all the hope they relie upon. And a 
man may fee everywhere in the market places, quarrifours, ftreets, and meeting 
places, or aflemblies, many companies of them gotten together, frapling one a- 
gainft anotherwhiles fome hold this, others that, as the manner is* 
Among whom thefe that have lived with greater authorise than others along 
rime,eventofatietieof yeares,ufe oftentimes to crie out along theBurfes, Lom¬ 
bards and Pawnes, That the Commonwealth and all were loft, if at the- games 
and trials of mafteries following,he that each one taketh part with,performeth not 
his race formoft, and gaineth the goale firft, Now, when the wifhed-for day of 
thechariotrunningbcginnerhtopeepe,beforetheclearebeamesofthe Sunneap- 
pcare, they all make haft abroad, and hye apace, that with their quicke fpeed they 
may outgoe the very chariots that are to ft rive for the prize: about the fucceffeand 
event whereof, a number of them, whiles they fide and wifli favourably divers 
waycs,in great perplexitiefit upand watch whole nights. Come fromthence,to 
the bafe fports of the Theatre, thofe a&ors upon the ftage there, are fure to be bif¬ 
fed out, in cafe they have not with fome money bought the favour of the abje£t 
multitude. And ifitchaunce that one of them mifte the fhout and noyfe of the 
commons, by way of approbation, then, in imitation of the barbarous people of 
* Taurica,out they crie. That all Grangers and forrainers ought to be expelled ; 
even forrainers (I fay) by whole aid they have at all times beene fupported, and 
ftood upright: and this doe rhey in foule and abfurd tearmes, farre different from 
the ions and minds of thofe auncient commons • many of whofo wittie and 

pleafant conceited fpeeches ftand upon record . For now a dayes this device is 
found out to ferve in ftead of ftudious refbund of their prayfes whobeworthie 
thereof, that by certaine perfons framed and appointed to fpeajcein every fhewor 
fpedfacle exhibited, you fhall have them (untothe Enterlude-rhymerjthe Baiter, 
the Ghariotier,and Stage-playerof every fort, likewife unto the Iudges and Magi* 
ftrats.as well the higher as the inferiour, yea,and unto the Dames) come out con¬ 
tinually with this bald note, Let him learne by thee&m what it is that fhould be lear¬ 
ned ,no m an is able to declare. Among thefe, there be a number given wholly to 
gourmandife and belly cheare, who like fmell-feafts tracing the fteame and font of 
meat, and liftening to the fhrill voices of women, from the very cocke-crow, in 
manner of Peacockes cryingfor hunger and emptinefle, tripping a tiptoe lightly 
upon the ground,areat hand in every great mans Hall, readieeven to gnaw their 
ownefingersends, whiles the diflics of meat be cooling: others againe looking 
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and prying over the potfynough to overtume ones ftomacke) of raw meat, wai* 
ting wiftly until! it be through fodden: So as a man would thinke,that with other 
Anatomifts, Democritus were there, fearching the intrayles of bcafts cutup, to 
teach by what meanes pofteritie might cure inward difeafes. This may fuffice 
for the whole to have difoourfed as touching the citie matters: Let us returne 
now to the reft, that have occafioned many and fundrie occurrences in the pro¬ 
vinces. 

Chap. xi. 

The wane againf the SAxonsfUttmed with the very fight and prefence of the 
Romane Jouldiors afterwards by a wile enclojed , and hewed 
in pieces every one, 

Hiles the Emperours werenow the third time Confuls, there brake out 
a multitude of Saxons 5 and having pafTed through the dangers of the 
Ocean, kept on their march, and bent their journey into the Romanc 
limits ; as who had oftentimes been fed with the flaughtcr ofour men. 
The bruntofwhichfirft violentexcurfionof theirs Nannenus fuftained,who was 
the Lieutenant appointed for thofe regions: a man approoved a long time in the 
toylefome ferviceof warres. But as then having encountred with a multitude refb- 
lute to die, when he faw that fome of his fouldiors were flaine, and himfelfe fore 
wounded,notabIe to match thofeskirtnifhes redoubled upon him,after he had in- 
ftru&ed the Emperourwhat was to bedone,thus much he obtained.That Severus 
colonell of the footmen, fliould come to fuccour his diftreffed ftate: Who having 
the conduct ofafofficientpower,when he was come to the place,and had marfhal- 
led men intofundry and foverall rankes,before the conflid began, terrified and dis¬ 
ordered the Barbarians fo,that they oppofod not their hands to make refiftance,but 
having their eyes dazeled with the brightnefle of the enfignes and Eagles, waved 
pardon and peace. And upon long debating and confultation, when this was 
thought in policiebehoofefuli for the Commonweale,after a truce concludcd,and 
many tall and forviceable young men for the war res alio wed (according to a capi¬ 
tulation & condition drawneinthatbehalfe) the Saxons werepermitted to depart 
without let and hinderance, to repaire unto the place from whence they came. 
For whom,devoid now of all feare,and upon their returne, certaine footmen of 
ours, font out focrcrly, lay in ambufh within a valley, from whence they might 
with little adoe aflayle as many as pafled by. But it fell out farre otherwife with 
them than theyhoped.For at the noyfe of the Saxons comming,fome of our men 
being raifed, leapt forth in an unfoafonable time, and being fuddainly difoovered, 
whiles they make haft to ftrengthen themfolves, were put to flight by the Barbari¬ 
ans, yelling in a dolefull and hideous manner.]Howbeir, (bone after they caft them- 
felves in a ring,and ftood to it, and fince extremitic miniftred ftrength unto them 
(though the feme was fomewhat impaired) forced they were to fight: and after 
a great flaughteiofthem made, they had died for itevery one,andnotleftoneman 
alive, but that a cornet of our horfemenfirmed at all pieces, placed in like fort on a- 
notherfideneerc to the parting of the way, for to endanger the Barbarians is they 
pafled by, moved and ftirred up with the fearefull crie that they heard,nimbly fiic- 
coured them. After this, the encounter was much more eagreand fliarpejand die 
Romanes with refolute hearts giviiiglhc recharge, enclofed thcm,and With their 

drawne 
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drawne fwords killed them downc right. N either could any of them returne to 
fee his native home againe: for,notfo much as oneof them was permitted to re- 
maine alive alter the execution of his fellow fouldiors. And albeit fome juft and 
precifejudgeofmatters,may blamethis as a perfidious and foule fad,yet if the cafe 
be well weighed and confidered, he will not take it indignly, that a mifehievous 
companie of robbers were in the end upon an advantage and opportunity furpri- 
fed and cut off. 

Chap.xiu 

Valentinian fitteththe Burgundians upon the Alemans , who beinggone forward as 
fane as to t he bankes op Rhone t andfinding no helpe of Romanfuccours^ re¬ 
turne into their nattve cottntrey: ButThcodoCmsfetting up¬ 
on the Alemans dijperfedin Abetta, partly killed them , 
and partlyfendeth them into Italy for to dwell 
about thePo . 

H Fter thefe affaires fo fortunately performed, Valentinian tofiing fundrie 
thoughts in his mind, was verie carefully perplexed, revolving full 
many wayes and calling about, by what meanes he might take downc 
and quell the pride of the Alemans , and their king Macriantu , who 
without all meafureand end, withreftlefleftirresand broyles troubled the Roman 
State. For,this fierce and cruell nation ever fince the firft beginning and rifing 
thereof,how ever they were abated with the varietieofaccidcntsandchaunces,yet 
grow eftfoonesfo,as that a man would thinke they had not for many agesbeene 
once touched. But as the Emperour had theapprooving of one counfell after ano¬ 
ther, at the length he rcfolved upon this, That the ^Burgundians, a warlike nation, 
puiflant for their huge multitude, and therefore drcadfull to all their neighbours, 
foould be rayfed up in aimes for the rooting of them out. And many times hee 
wrotuntotheirkingsbycertainetruftieand fecret meflengers. That at a fore-ap¬ 
pointed time they fhould fodainely invade and furprife them, promifing that him- 
felfealfo in perfbn palling over the Rhene with the Roman forces,would encoun¬ 
ter them, being once affrighted,andfeeking to avoid this unlooked-for power of 
armed men. Thefe letters ofthe Prince were thankefully and gladly received in 
tworefpe&s: Firft/orthat the Burgundians knew themfelvcs to bee of auncient 
time an ofspring defcended from the Romans: and againe, becaufe they contefted 
oftentimes with the Alemans about the fait- pits, and about their bounds: where¬ 
upon they font moftchofen and picked bands : which, before that our fouldiors 
were aflembled together, being gone for ward as farre as to the bankes of Rhene, 
whiles the Emperour was bufily occupied in rayflng of forts, terrified our men ex¬ 
ceeding much. Whcrefore,after they had ftayed afmall while, when as neither 
Valentinian came at the day appointed according to promifo, nor they could per¬ 
ceive any thing done that was undertaken, they difpatched embafladours to the 
Court, reauiring they might have fome ayd font unto them: intending otherwife 
to returne home into their owne countrey,leafl they fhould expofc their back parts 
naked to the enemies. Which when they perceived by circumftances to be deny- 
M, ana that the Emperour trifled outthe time,they departed from thence with ia- 
d%panon. When their kings and princes uaderftood this^s if they had beene de- 
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turned into their native countries. Among thefe Burgundians the king by a gene¬ 
ral! name is called MenJinesjind according to an aondent rite and enffotn, is depo- 
fcdfrom his regal 1 authoritie and removed, in cafe under his raigne the wars fpeed 
not well, or the earth yeeld not plentie ofcome; like as the Egyptians are woont 
to aferibe fuch chaunccs unto their goveraours. For,the hightft prieft among the 
Burgundians, is tearmed SmiBnt^ and cominueth for teanne of life, not fubjt3 to 
any fuch daungers as their kings be. By this occasion falling out in fo fir and op¬ 
portune a time, when the Alemans for feareof the forefaid nation were difperfod, 
Theodoftus at that time generall of ihchorftmen, did fot upon them, and having 
fiainea number ofthcra, whomfoever he tooke prifbnen, he fentby the Princes 
commonradement into Italic, where they had fertile lands alfigncd unto them, said 
now arebecofne fributasses,and dwell about *Padus. nhtrmrPc. 

Chap. xm. 

Themournfudond heaviepltght ofTrtpoltsa Province in Affricke, 
is here lively deferibed. 

■ Lifting from hence,as it were, into another world, let us come to the 

trouble of *Tripolts, a Province in Afftica, which even Iuftice alio her b»SS. 
felfc,as I fuppolc, hath bewailed: Whence thefe broyles grew fo to 
bume like flaming fire, the text enfuing (hall at full declare. The barba¬ 
rous 4 Afturians bordering hard upon thefe parts,readieatall times and nimbly ap- *<**&»«*. 
pointed to make rodcs, uled alfo to live upon rapine and (laughter^ having for a lit- 
de while beene at peace, returned againe to their naturall infurredions,pretending 
thisasa ferioitscaufcofquarell. Onenamed Stochoo ,acountreymanof thesis, in 
ra staging over our Province at his pleafiire, committed ccrtaine a&s forbidden by 
the la wes $ among which this was notorious above the rcfl,that he went about by 
ad ftibtilc and deceitful! meanes to betray the Province, as was prooved by moll 
true evidences: for which, he fuffered punifhment accordingly, and was burnt to 
death. They then allcdging for their quarrel!, the revenge of his death, as being 
theirneere krrrfman , and unjuftly condemned, like unto wild beafts enraged, 
flung out of their owne habitation, even whiles Jovian was Emperour: and fea¬ 
ring to approach *JLeptis, acitieftrongly walled, and as well peopled, fot them ggjg * 
downefor threedayes together in a plentiful! place within the temtorie thereof. 

And having either kilted the r uflicaJl people,whom this unlooked-for and fodaine 
feaie had daunted, or elfo forced them to fiie unto caves for refuge, and burned 
muchhoufhold goods that could not be cartycd away, enriched thus with much 
fpoyles and booties,returned $ leading away as prifoncr Siha likewife, whom by 
chaance they found in the fidd, aprmripallmari of his rankc and degree . The 
monof *Lepris, affrighted with thisfodaine atemkie, before thetroubteand^* £SSr 

fokw^w^maanetSaved the ayd of jLomanm newly advance/fo be°tbe*Co^ 
nw»orUcmet»nti«Afttd«e. Whowhenhewascomewhhmaim 
dec hhcondw^aod requeued tofucoour foeirdiftreffcd ftatc,afliired them^hat he 
ww^iftc^Cand^ovefto^ tmleflfe there might be brought toge* 

cheigreaef^ofwMb, audfoafcfocwfoftdd^ pratfdedand put in teg* 
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neffe accordingly * At this anfwer, the pitifuH citizens being aftonied, and avou J 
chingthey were notable after fuch waitings and burnings to provide any remedie 
of their exceeding great Ioffes, by the meanesoffachenorme and huge a prepara¬ 
tion 5 the laid Lieutenant having fpent there after a diflembling fort fortie dayes 
without attempting any exploy t departed. The Tripolitanes difappoinred of this ’ 
their hope, and fearing extremitie, when the lawfull and ordinarie day was come 
of their parliament 5 which with them is yearely holden,ordained Severn* andflac- 
cianus embattadours, to prefent unto Vale mini an by way of congratulation for his 
entrance into the Empire, golden counterfaits, or images of 4 * Vuftories • as alfo 
boldly to lay open the lamentable ruines of the Province. Which when Romanus 
underftood, he lent out in poll a moft fwift horfeman unto Rcmigius Matter of the 
officesjwho was his neere kinfman, or partner rather with him in all his pillages 
willing h im providently to take order,that by the wil and appointment of the Em’ 
perour the inquifition for the full knowledge of this affaire might bee committed 
unto h im as vicar or deputie. Well,the embaffadors aforelaid arrived at the court 
& having accede unto the Prince, by word of mouth fhewed what calamities they 
fuftained: and withall exhibited the decrees containing the order and difeourfe of 
the whole matter. Which being read, when as credit was given neither to the re¬ 
ports and intelligences of the Matter of the offices, who favoured the lewd ads of 
Romanus, nor to thofe that related the contrarie.the ful debate and deciding of this 
bufineffe being promiled, was deferredafter the lame maner as the games of fome 
high magiftratai e woont to be, namely,when greater imployments and affaires be 
in hand.Meane whilethat fome remedies wereexpe&ed from the Princes *campe 
and the Tripolitanes flood long doubtfull and in fulpenle, the bands and compa¬ 
nies ofthe Barbarians came upon them at unwares againe (as bearing thcmfclves 
bold of that which was pa If) and when they had with fire and (word over-run the 
territories of of Leptis and Oea, & laden themlelves with mightie heapes ofbootie 
and pillage,departed 5 having flaine many * Decui ions *,among whom > Rustic* 
mesa Prelat or Clergie man,andiV!if4/?«jan‘ r iEdile were chiefe. And this out- 
rodeor in valion of theirs, could not be debarred; for, that upon the requeft of 
thewme embattadorsthc whole charge of militarie affaires conferred upon the 
Prefident Rurictus , was foone after transferred to Romania 1 And now by this time 
the meffenger of this new infli&ed calamitie being difpatched into Gaule, ftirred 
up the Prince more earneftly tolooke into the thing. And therefore Paliadius 3 
Tribune and Notaric both,was lent, as well to give unto the fouldiors difperfed 
throughout Affricketheirduewages,asfofearch faithfully (as meet it was) into 
tneoccurrences of T ripolis. Howbeit during the delayes this of treatie,and the ex- 
pcetation or anfwer, the Atturians growne infolent by reafbn ofthis twofold fuc-; 
r C L Il f,^ l0 . rav ; e ? in 8 foll,cs ma demorecruelland eagre with the tail ofbloud 
that had fo flelhed them,flew upon the inhabitants • and when they had killed all 
favetnolewho by running away efcaped the da Unger, augmented the booties 
which berorenme they had left behind them,by cutting up both trees and vines* 
hen Mtchon, a ccrtajne noble citizen and a mightie, being taken prifoner in a vib * 
lage neere unto the cjtic, and flipped away before he was bound, becaufe hce w» 
not able to efcape quite,by reafbn he had the gout in his feer,caft himlclfe into a pit 
watcr5whcr ^y he brake a rib, and being lifted out by the Barbarians ami 
un «>‘he gates ofthe citie, for ycrie commiferation ofhis wife»bee 
wiamooed, and being drawncupby a rope to the battlements oft he wa!!, aft« 
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two dayes dyed. Whereupon thefcmoftcruell brigands and robbers grown® bb- 
ttinat in their purpofe,gavea(i aflault upomhe walls of Leptis,refounding with the 
wofott weeping and wailing of women, who having never before beene by ene¬ 
mies befiegcdjWere with this unwonted fcarc much amazed and difmayedNow, 
after they had befieged the dric for dght dayes together, when cenaine of the af- 
(aylants were wounded, without any mattereffeded, they returned to ther ownc 
home verie fad and ill appaied.

Chap, xiiii. 

The Cewtutikepraftifes ofRomams,Prefeftefthe Province Palladios 
and others,to works the dejtraction ofthe TrSolitaries. 

Or which accidents the dtizens doubtfull of thek lives,and allaying 
the utmoft meanesthey could devife, ere thattbe etnbaftadorsdil- 
patched before were returned, fend Iwmus and Pancratium to give 
iaithfull intelligence unto thcEmperoiw, of what they had feene, 
and what themfelves had endured: who meeting with Severn* and 
Flaccianus , thofe former embaffadours, at Carthage, underftood by them (afta 
queftion made how they hadfped) that by commaimdement the hearing of their 
cafe was com mitted to the laid Deputie and the Lieutenanr.Of thofe twainc Seva* 
rus who was fallen exceedinggrievoufly fick,ftraightwaies died therof. Nevcrthe- 
leffe,thefe other embaffadors aforelaid made great journeyesand Iped them in all 
haft tothe Court. After this,when the faid Paliadius was entredinto Affricke, ^• 
mams ad verriled beforehand for what caufe he was come,to the end he might pro¬ 
vide for his owne fecuritie and lafetie,gavc order to the ^Principals of the bands,by *°* c,paine ** 
certaine that wereprivie to his fecrets, that unto him,asto a mightie man, and next 
unto the chiefe perfbnages ofthe Palace, they * Ihould acknowledge received the 
greateft part of the wages which he had brought over with him to pay. And this 
was done accordingly. He then hereby enriched forthwith fet forward to Leptis; 
and that he might the betterfearch out the truth, he led forth with him unto the 
places which lay wafted, Rrechthf us and AriBomenesjwo eloquent Bourgeffes,and 
men of good nore, who frankly ripped up the miferiesoftherafelves, the citizens 
and the neighbour inhabitants.!^ ow when they hadplaioly declared and fhewed 
all, he having onely feenedaelamentableruines and aflies of the Province, retur¬ 
ned : and greatly rebuki^lfraMWMas an idle and flptbfuH gavernour, hce threa¬ 
tened that he would moft truely relate unto the Prince whaapevar he had feene. ^ 

And the *other againe in a great chafe and griefe hereat, promifed. That hee alfo 
fliortly would give information, that Paliadius bcing Pent as an uptight anduocor- 
rupt Notarie,had intervened and conveyed all the fouldiors donative to his owne 
proper gaine. In which regard,having his owne confcience to condcmne him for 
nis lewd dealings, he afterwards grew loan attonement with Roman,*** So bcing 
returned unto the Courtly the impious ait of lying he deceived' Yalentinsa^andi 
reported. That the Tripolitanes complained without caufe. And therefore font 
back he was againe with idvmus the laftofall the cnba&d<>m(forPaMrati**wa* 
departed thisHfeat Triers) to the endthal himfelfe w*h thc*Vicarios fhouid fjse -*'**»* 
into the reafbn and caafcoftbis Iccoixfotrfoaftage. Bcfidcs^i tbit, tb®|fo»paioiic 
commaunded,That the tongues niPuMnus and j hiBmmnes i whom At feat* 
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PaUodiw had intimated to have fpoken certaine words * upon (pight and envie 

fooiftdhe cutout of their hteds^ThcNmarie,as it was appointed, followed after 

the deputie,and cartic to Tripolis: which when Romanm knew;he fent with fpced 
adoinefticall fervantof his thither, and CAcittus his counfellor, one borne in that 
province 5 by wbofe meanes all the burgeffes being circumvented (with moneyor 
craj&kflcights I wot not) laidgteat blame upon 7 tftw««,affirmingconftantly,That 
they had given him information of no fuch matters as he had delivered unto the 
prince: and thus farre proceeded iniquitie and indirect dealing, that Jovinus alfo 
himfelfe,to the endangering of his owne life, confefled he had told the Emperour 
a lye. Which being madeknowncby PaUadius when he was comebacke,P4/e»«. 
nian (a prince very prone to ire and crueltie) commaunded/That Jovinus verily, as 
the authorand principaii, but CeeleBius, Conccrdius^ndLucius, as privie and parte- 
ners with him in that falfe information,fhould loofe their heads: as forRuricius the 
Prefident,he awarded him alfo to fuffer death: and this moreover made much a- 
gainft him , for that in his certificate given up, there were read certaine over-big 
wordsof his,as it was thought: andRuricins verily vvas executedat Shifts-butthe 
reft at Vtica had their judgement by the fentcnce oiCrefcens , the deputie there! 
Howbeit, Flacciams being heard j udicially by the laid deputie and lieutenant be¬ 
fore the death of thofe embafladours, as he ftoutly pleaded in defence of his life, 
with the fhouts and outcries of the angrie fbuldiors in their violent heat, and with 
taunting tearmes was well neere ftabbed to death; who obje&ed, That theTripo- 
litanes could not therefore be defended,becaufe themfelves rcfufed to find and al¬ 
low neceflarie meanes for the maintenance of an expedition: and hereupon being 
caft into prifbn, whiles the Emperour (being asked his advice,What vvas meet to 
bedone?) vvas in determining fome coutfe,by folliciting(as mightwfcl be thought) 
his keepers, brake prifon, and fled to the citie of Rome5: where lyingclofe, by the 
courfe of nature he ended his dayes. or ;

The iuBice of God caUeth for due revenge of thefe moB wicked and 

ungracious men. . t 1 

■ Ith this memorable end enfuingjTripolis after it had been fore plagued 
as well with forraine as home-calamities, w^s appealed, and not left 
without defence; becaufe the eternall eye^Hufticeandthe Furies re¬ 
venging the death of thofe embafladours and the Piefident aforefaid^ 
watched overthem. For long after, fuch an event as this brakcout and came to 
light. Palladios called and difeharged from his militarieaath,and derived of that 
place which made him fwell with pride,wentto lead a privat life 5 arid when Lhea~ 
do/tus t that noble Generali and grand Commaunder,cameinto Africke for to fag!* 
preffe Firmus,who attempted mifchievousmatrers,andaccordingtohis commi®* 
on rifted the moveable goods otRomanus aforenamed, among his papers and wrt* 
tings there was found a letteralfo of one Meterius , containing in it thefe wordf * 
Domino Patrono Romano Meterius, /.Meterius to his Lord and Patron Romanus 
ting : and in thecnd,after many impertinent words $ Palladios the outcaB */w®f** 
you t wbofajtb,That. feruone other caufe he was caft out offavour, hut for that in them#* 
ter ofthe Trifotitapesr,he wade* tjcin the Mmptrours /acred eere . Thislctter being 
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font unto the Court,and there xead^Lteterius by thecommaundediehtor ftyjttm- 

an being apprehended, confefled, That the Epiftle was his; andtherf otfrp jffau 0 $s t 

cqmmaundcd to bebrought foorth and {hewed in place, ttihHng With^himfelfe, 

what a deale of criminall matters he had brewed, in a certaine *ftation at the begin- fallow*. 

ning of night obferving the abfcnceof the keepers ( who upM a feaftivali day of 

the Chriftians lodged all night in the church) knit hisneckein an halter, and fb 

throtled himfelfe, and died. This overture of morehappie fortune being fully 

known,and the ftirrer up of thefe vvofuli broyles difpatched out of the way,£red5* 

thins and AriBomenes leapt out of their lurking holes: who when they were adver- 

tifed,That commaundement was given to have their tongues (as overlong and la- 

vilh) to be cut out of their heads, voided afide to farre remote and hidden corners. 

And when Grarian the Emperour was frankely informed of this lewd and wicked 
machination (for now by this time was ValeminiaH departedthis life) they were 
font unto Hejperius the Proconfiill and Flavianus the deputie,to have the hearing of 
their caufe * whofe equitie,fupported with moil juft and due authoritie (after that 
CaciUus was examined upon the racke) found thus muchby his open confeflion, 

That himfelfe had given cbunfell and perfuaded the citizens to burthen the embaf- 
fadours with a lye. After thefe a< 5 b,there followed a certificat,which opened to the 
full the whole truth of all; unto which there was no anfwere made. And that this 
tragicall narration fliould leave out no pak unbandled of fo terrible an argument, 
thusmuch alfocame upon the ftage, even after the hangings weredrawneand ta¬ 
ken downe. Rontanus being gone to thecourt, brought vvith him Cocilius^ to ac- 
cufethe Commiffioners aforefaid, asenclined over-much to the fide of the pro¬ 
vince : and he, received with the favour of required,That there ftiould 

be many* of their friends and kinsfolkes prefented and brought in place: Who, 
when they werecome to Millaine, and Had fhewed by probable proofes and ar- 
guments,withoutdiffimulation,That forno caufe they were drawne thither,were 
difeharged, and fo returned home . Yet while Vakmitnan was alive, after the for¬ 
mer occurrences which we have tol d^Remgius alfo being departed from thecourt 
to a privat life,ftrangled himfelfe with an halter, and fo ended hisdayes,aswe will 
fhew in place convenient. 
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Chap. i. 

Afterfome light shimijhes , there Teas a truce agreed upon frith Sapor. The 
court ofV a lens** difqtueted with neve troubles > by occajion of intelli¬ 
gence given by Pa Had iu s. Whiles Valens ypas alive jnqui- 
fition ft as made in certainepr^fages as touching a 
JucceJfor in the Empire, 

a Sen Winter was part, Sapor king of the Perfians, exceeding 
irrogant upon the confidence that he had gotten by his fo£ 
mer battaijes, having fupplied the number ot his owne forces* 
and furnifhed them very ftr©ngly,fent his men of* armes , ar¬ 
chers and mercenarie common foldiors to breakeout and in¬ 
vade our territories. Again# thefe forccs,T raiatm a lieutenant 
and Vadwarm late king ofthcAtemans ) wcm forth with right 
puiflant bands, appointed by coramaundement from the prince toobferve thus 
much, rather ro keepe off, than to aflaylethe Perfians firft. Who being come to 
Vagaban ta, a place renowmed for the legions that lodged there, they received the 
violent chargg and brunt of the enenites troupes, ruthing and running fiercely up** 
on them full againfl their wils,and of purpofe giving ground and rcculing back?* 
becaufe they would not firft wound any of their enemies,nor be deemed culpable 
in breaking of the league • untill fuc h time as being forced upon extreame necefli* 
tie,thcy joyned battaile, and having flainea number of them, departed with vi- 
aorie. Yet betweene whiles,after fome triall of light skirmifhes on both fides,and 
the fame performed with fundrie events, when truce by common content w& 
concluded,and the Summer (pent, the leaders of both parts departed afunder, as 
yet not well accorded. And verily the Parthian king returned into his owne king- 
domc,minding to Winter in Ctefiphon,and the Romane *Emperour entred into 
Antioch: who,whiles he maketh his abode there,{ecured in the meane time from 
fbrraine enemies,had like to have loft his life by inteftine p rallies and confpiracics, 
as the procefte of this ftorie (hall declare at large. There was one Proccpia zbu&c 
fellow and of a turbulent fpirit, given alwayes to the defire of ftirres and troubles, 
that had accufed Anatolius and Spudafia 3 two Palatinesfwho were commaupded. 
That what monyes they had intercepted from thecommon treafure,fhouldbede- 
maunded) for laying wait and pra&ifing againfl lieutenant Fortunatianafhrt ea- 
gre and importunate collector: who ptefently growing from extreame rigour to 
plain rageand madndfe, by venue of the place and highauthoritic which hehdd. 
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caufcd judicially to be convented before the Prarfeaus Prptorio, one Palladia, of 
moft obfeureandbafe parentage, hired as a Sorcerer by the faid parties, and Helio- 
dora a teller of fortunes by calculation of nativities, there to be forced for to utter 
and rcveaie what they knew. Now, when it came to this point, that ihequcftion 
either of fail or attempt was hotely followed, Palladia confidently brake out into 
this manner of exclamation, That thefe were but light toyes now m hand and fit 
to be parted over: as for me (quoth he) if I may be allowed to fpeake,! will tell of 
greater matters,and filch as are to be feared indeed,and which being alreadie plot¬ 
ted and well fee forward, unleffe better heed be taken, will bringalltoconfufion. 
And being commaiinded boldly to lhew what he knew, he unfolded and *laycd 
forth, as one would fay, a huge long cable of villanics, avoiichrng,That FiduJtia, 
one toward the office of the Prefident^and Pergamia, together with lrenaa, had 
fecretly learned by dcteftable magicke the name of him that was to raigne after Va~ 
lem.FiduHiu* ftraightwaies attached (for his hap was then to be prefem)and clofe- 
ly brought in to be examined,when hefaw the partie that had appeached him, ne¬ 
ver went about by way of deniall to fhadovv or hide things alreadie divulged, but 
difclofeth the dangerous and hurtfull traine of the whole matter,abfolutely confer¬ 
ring, That himfelfe,together with Hilarm and Patricia (of which perfon$,/7/Airri« 
ferved as a fouldior abbut thepa!ace)had fought unto Wizards skilfull in prophe- 
fies,as touching the Emperour that fhould be: alfo, that the Oracle-rolls being by 
fecretarts ftirred andfetaworke, fore-told both the proper name of an excellent 
prince,and alfoto therafelvcs that were a&drs in this bufinefle, lamentable and wo- 
full ends. And when they were all at a ftand.who he ihould be in thofedayes that 
fo excelled all in vigour of mind and courage, it was thought, that Theodora , now 
advaunced to the fecond place among the ^Notaries,furpafled thereft. And verily ■ 
he was no lefte indeed, than the world tookchim for. Forbeingofa noble and an¬ 
cient houfe defended in Gaulc, and liberally brought up from the very firft rudi¬ 
ments of his childhood, in regard of his modeftie,wifdome,courtefie,cfedit,favor 
and learning right hononrable,teemed alwriies*better than the office and place that 
he held: accepted and beloved indifferently bothof high and low: and the onely 
man he was(in raaner)of all others,whole tonguttiot running at randon,but well 
advifed what it fpake,no feare of danger could ever ftop. O ver andaboveal! this, 
the fame FidttJliurbcmgnovj grievoufly tormented and mangled to the point of 
death,went on andfaid,That upoahis tcportTheodorus had learned all which he 
foretold by Enferius, a mah of finguiarskrll and learning, and befidesa veryUbno- 
rableperfonage: foiwfaytrit was not long before that he had governed Aha as de¬ 
puty Praefe&. When he was once layd opfaft in prifon,and the faow containing 
thefe matters read, as the manner is, befofe the Emperour, his monrftrous crucltie 
brake out farther likea moft flam in^fire,and the fame fed ftill with the foule amt 
fhamcfull flatterieof many, butpnnciprily of Modejla,then Pra?te&of die Prseto 
fwm t who, whiles he was daily difqiiiered withfeareof a fucceflbr in hfe rbwme, 
daily playing rhejc^r,underthe$iadoUr of picafantand merrie conceits, divers 
mmwow Vntohimfelfe Valens: a mad foiriewhat rude andrough heWen, far¬ 
ming hisunplea&nic iabdmfticatt wordsttie fine ptwafesand flowersof TnUee i and 
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ftarres, ifhedidb«tr%^worc6tii^ht bebecn^iKchbriii place oiadf thdslne. 
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Chap* U- 

An hfinit number of men apprehended for the/aid crime: Firfi Thcodo- 
ros d*tkehe*dofdL IVhatwns done intfnsbufmeffe through- 
tut tyVaknsand his ministers , and with what 
affection of mind. 

H Hereupon coramaundemcnt was given, That Theodorus alfofhonld 
with alt fpeedbe fetched from Conftantinople, whither hcewas 
gone about Tome houfhold bufinefle of his owne. Mcane while 
that he was brought backe, by fundrie fore-judgements which 
were holden night and day there were drawne from moft diffite 
regions, perfons of good marke, for their dignities and nobilitie. Arid When 
as neither the commongoales being aheadie peftered full, nor privat menshou- 
lcs could now hold the number of them that were committed to ward, as be¬ 
ing thronged andthruft dole together with an hotftesme among rhem, became 
the mod part of them were kept in bonds, everie man fore feared his owne and 
his neighbours ale. At length commcth Theodorus bimfelfe alfo, halfe dead in 
manner alreadie, and dad* in mourning blacke: and whiles he was bellowed 
and hidden in a blind corner of the territorie out of the way, and all thofe imple¬ 
ments were put in readindfe* which jthe future examinations did require, the 
trumpets of inward and domefticall calamities founded. And bccaufe hee tee- 
roeth aolefle deceitfull , who wittingly pafleth over whar he knoweth was done, 
than he that fcyneth things never done , wee deny nor ( for no man makethdoubt. 
thereof) that the life of vdens , bothoftentimes before byprivic confpifactes and 
then alfo, was plunged into moftdxoteame daungers: and the (words blade by 
militarie men of his owne traioefet’clofeto his verie throat, was by the oppofifioti 
of Deftinies putbacke, aswhomthefaydDeftmieshadprcordainccho lamenta¬ 
ble perils in Thracia. For,notoriety in a ccitatne woodie place betweene An* 
tiocb and Seleuek, whiles he by fweetty afleepe after noonc in the ftiade, he wss 
layd at by SatlnBius , then one of the Scutari j, and oftentimes dfe forelayd by o- 
thers / yetefcapedhe, for that thelmiits of fats life letdown canto him from his 
verie nativitie, bridled thofe horrible attempts. Like as it happened other whiles 
undaaihe Emperours Commodnsmd Severn *, whole life was moft forcibly oft 
aflaykd, infonaach as after manyand fundrie imcftinc daungers, the one within 
the lifts of the Amphitheatre, as he fhould enter in to behold the fights and games, 
with a fpud or dagger was wounded almoft to death , by gumtianns a Sena- 
tour> mid a man of tinlawfoUandunbcmeft Hfs 2 the athcrin his verie later daks, 
asbeefcy fo his bedchamber , through the cocmfidl ofPismatms the Prefer, had 
bcene uuwires fonpri&d and ftabbed by the hands oi Sxmmnus a Centurion, 
burthat4ais owne forme, a young gentleman, came in to hdpeun d refcoe him. 
Andtberefore, Vdetis alfo might wcH be bocne mthiH and excufed, in calc with 
dU- wark circumfpeiftionrthat tnightbc r he Coughs to defrn&bis life, which perfi*

expkbfo^tbatinibrifrotsdlattUDfomofad abfohuekin^ widi ©tteartdtheverfe 
fame courfe of law, asif there were no difference of defats, he by way of mali¬ 
cious 
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ciouspurfuit proceeded in all haft againft offenders and innocent pcrlbns indiffe¬ 
rently : So that,whiles the crime rcmainedftill doubtfull,yet the Emperour made 
nodoubtofthepuniftiment, info much as fomc heard they were condemned, 
before they underftood that they were fuipecled. Now,this inflexible purpofe of 
his grew the more confirmed through the covetoufnefle both of himfelfe, and of 
thole alfo who converfed then in the Court, gaping ftill for more, and never lay¬ 
ing their chawes together, which did let him on and pricke him ever forward: 
who ifthere were any mention made (and that was verie fcldotne) of humanitie 
and ccurtefie, tearmed itfimorous dulnelfe: who alfo with their bloudie flatte¬ 
ries corrupting the mind and in tent ofthe man (that carried death in the rip of his 
tongue) and turning it to the vvorftwayes, with boyftetous blafts of unleafonable 
whirlevvinds violently blew upon all, haflening to overturne from the verie foun¬ 
dations, moft wealthy houfes and families. For.expofcd he was and lay open to 
the accefle of as manie as fought the undoing ofothers, as being daungeroufly at¬ 
tached with two vices: Firft, for that he was intollerably angrie, and then moft, 
when he fhould have balhed to beangrie: Againe,lookc what he had heard by fe- 
eret whilperings and fuggeftions, through the advantage and opportunity of pri- 
vat admittance, in thefwelling pride of a Prince, forbearing to examine whether 
the fame were true or no, he entertained the lame for undoubted truthe$. Hence 
itcametopaffe, thatunderapretenfeof clemencie many innocent perfons were 
thruftoutofdoores, and driven headlong into exile: whole goods being gotten 
together and fequeftred into the common treaforie, himfelfe alfo reduced to his 
owne proper games: in fo much as condemned folke were faine to beg their bread 
and live ofalmes,(brc crulhed with the milerable ftraits of dreadfull poverties for 
feare whereof z Theognis an auncicnt Poet and a wife, giveth us counfcll to fling 
our felves with the head forward even into the fca. Which proceedings of his, fay 
that fome man would graunt to havebeene lawful!, yet the verie cxceffivc rigour 
thereof was hatefull. Whereby this is found to be a lenience well and trriely fet 
downe, That there is no doome more crueU than that , which whiles it feemeth to ffare, is 
indeed more rough and rigorous. When ris therefore the principall men of place to¬ 
gether with the Prefeft of the Protorium were affembled together,unto whom the 
hearing and determining of thele matters aforefaid were by coramilfion grsurited, 
then were the rackcs b ftretched and benc,the leaden weights or plumbers brought 
forth, the firing-torments alfo and the whips put in readinefle : then rung everie 
prifon among the jengling found of chaines with horrible andcruell notes, whiles 
the minifters and executioners offorrowfull offices did nothing but ai^Holdjkut y 
Jiraine and hide. And for as much as we have fccne many after dolorous and grie¬ 
vous punilhment condemned to dye,fummarily and briefly we will fhew What We 
are able to ail to mind,becaufe fuch was ihecorifufe handlingofall matters ^(ai it 
W ?re)in horror of darknefft, that the record of fuch things as Were done moft fo* 
ctctly within,hath pafled by our knowledge.

Pergamiu sispwtodeatk SaKafoJainlyperiJheth. PatriciusWHila- 
imsrevealethe whole order of the preftges and cur- 
fed Divination. 

■ T thefirft calling in, Pergamitts after fomc flight and final! queftions, be- 
itigdecedted by Palladius (as hath beenefaid before) to have foreknown 
fome matters by the rocanes of art-Magicke and wicked imprecations; 
& & m^npaffing eloquent, & defperatly given to caft out perilous words) 
judges were in doubt what fhould be examined firft, and what after¬ 
tax#,he boldly began to (peak: and keeping a great noyfe appeached ftil without 
any (en^ina.ny tbpwfands as privies and accefiories, calling and requiring to have 
feme pxefcnted there in place, even from as farre welneere as the utmoft moun- 
$f)P *A?l#$,to be charged with grievous crimes. When he was put to death, as 
momoriein* 1 onvC^hpjpacked together fuch matters as were over hard to bee tryed, and others 

afer fcm by whole companies executed,they came to the caufe oiTbeodorus him- 
(cKe^ as itwere,to the (paciousfield offome c Olympicke Game.- The fame day 
aftpngldany other accidents, there fell out this fearefull chaunce alfo, namely, 
that Sofia, Treafurer not long bef ore in Thracia, as he was led forth of prifon and 
bond* to have hjs caufe heard, in putting foot into his fhoo,fodainly ftiucken with 
of (bme terrible affright, yeelded up his vitall breath in the verie armes 
olthofjb that had hold of him. When as the court therefore was fet, and the Law¬ 
yer (hewed theprefeript words of the law, howbeitreadic to handle cverie point 
apd&ttlp of caufes according to the will of their foveraigne Lord, all that were in 
thcplace aflfem bled, fell into a fit of fearefull quaking. For, the Emperour Valens 
fwervmgwholfy from the rule of equitie, and now better inftru&ed howto doe 
hke unto one qfrhefe wild heafts. of the Shew placc.ifone brought hard 
tO.thp age, chanced tor m away qnd efcape„fared asifbehad been borne madde, 
f WMiW therefore and fti/arius bciDgpr^ted before ; them,commaunded alfo to 
rh? order and maner of every thing as it wasdpne, when as at the firft they 
hpgjMj to falter and variein foeir words, after their fides were throughly furrowed, 
^pS.thpdwpefopted table .which they, iifed brpught,fotp die Court, driven at 
ftraits^jpentbe vyhole.truth pf rhcH?atrer,rjppcd up even from 
jh^VWpJbegipnmg. And 0/ariAS jfirft ? W.cfiemed (quoth he,) my Lords and right

bta,and thereupon a charger round on everieftde neatlyfet, and the fame made of divers 
me$t£l* : In the utmoft ring or compaffe whereof the char afters or formes of the twentie 
foure letters in the Alphabet , being drawne out and engraven cunningly,food one from 
another with certainefaces betweene tfiem precifelyfet out. Then one arrayed in white

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tinnenvejlments, andJhodlikewifi with linnen pumpes , whs alfo had a little wreath 
comparing his head round,and carried in his hand the * leaves of fome fruitfull tree , ha - ’ < * b:atKhe * 

thofandprefidem tffaimum^^^/dce^tme things , aeconj^M^cere- 
moniallskill thereto belonging ,Jlon jetb above the fayd table , Peifing a pendant little 
ring platted or woven clofe andfaftrfthe fine ^Carpathian threed, and the fame confe- 
crated with my lit call difciplines: w0h rtng lighting by iumpes and leapes wtth dift in ft 
paufes betweene on certaine letters one after another,feeming to (lay and hold the fame, 
maketh * heroic ke verfes anfwer able to the queftions demaunded, aid thofe fully tempo* 
fed according the Rhythmic all number sand meafmys: tike m*. thefe { Pythtckevetfei 
which we read, or foehns aredtUvseredby the Oracles of the » Branchida. There rhen,at 
weaskedwhowas to fnceeodinshkprefent 'Empire,for that itw** fatdbe fhould bee one 
everiewayaccampltjbad , fi he ring m it fappedkercand there quickly made op ewe fdU• 
hies,with the addition of the loft letter ofAttmth* end,: T ben one thereprefent cryed out 
that it w£fThcodorus,who bytbeprefirtpt appointment offatadnecefsitie was meant 
andaforcftgntficd: neither was there any fart her inquirie made into this buftneffin for, 
view erefuffkiently refoived t that ibis was the verie man whom we fought andcalledfor * 

Now when he had fo exprefly layd open the full knowledge o/the whole mat- 
tier to the eye of the Judges, he added moreover and gently laid. That Theodoras 
was utterly unacquainted therewith. Being after this demaunded, Whether by 
the faithful! anfwer of thefe Oracles which-they pra<5Hfed,thcy had any foreknow¬ 
ledge of fuch torments as they bad fuftained *f they uttered thofe moft notable 
verfes, which plainelyfhewedthat this their labour and paines which they tooke 
in fearching after thefe high feerets above their reach, fhould (hortly coft them 
their lives: yea and that the Furies threamcdnevcrthelefle both the Prince hitn- 
felfeand hisagentsalfo, calling for vengeance by bloudfhedand fire upon their 
heads: Of which verfes it fumceth to put downeoneiy thefe three lafh

When TheodoruSjEuftbius,^ PafiphilusW* BUgently examined, Simonides the 
Philo fojpher, after execution of an infinit number, was burnito ajhes. -After 
whom follow Maximus and Diogenes, when Alypius and 
Hierocles his ferine were fundrie wayes man¬ 
gled and tormented, 

Fter this,to the end that the fabricke and worke-houfcof this defig. 
ned wiekednefle might be evidently fct open, there was brought 
in a companie of honourable Senatours 3 among whom were the 
heads and very prineipall perfbnsof the State. And when everie 
manfeeingnone bift himfelfe, wasreadietofhove his owne im¬ 
minent mifehiefe upon another* at length by leave and permiffion of the Inquifi- 
tors, Theodor tu beginning to fpeak,at the firft lay proftrate before them,and craved 
pardon \ then afterwards,urged more forciblyto make hisanfwere,declared,That 
be had knowledge indeed of all this by Euferitu j but that he Ihould not give intel¬ 
ligence thereof to the Emperour,as divers times he went about to doe,he was de¬ 
barred by him, who avowed, That by no unlawful! defire of afpiring unto regall 
dignitie,but by a certaine courfe of inevitable deftinie, that which was hoped for, 
would of the owne accord come to pafle. Then,as Euferm being under the hand 
of bloudie tormentors, coniefled the very fam eprheodoru* was by his owne letters 
convinced, which he had written by way of oblique circumlocutions unto Hila¬ 
rity, implying thus much , Thatfincehe had alreadie conceived aflured hopes 
from the Divinors and Prophets , he flood not now upon the fubftance of the 
thing,as doubting it,but was earneft to know thecircumftanceof the time, when 
his defire fliould be effected. After thefe points knowne, when they were had a- 
way and fequeftred apart, Eutropites , who at that time governed Afia as Procon- 
full, was drawne within danger, and judicially indi&ed as privieand partie to this 
fa&ion: but he went away without harme as unguiltie j for that Pafiphilus the Phi- 
lofopheracquitedand cleared him : who notwithftandtng he was cruelly tortu¬ 
red to this end, that by faflening fome lye upon him,he might defame and fubvett 
him quite,could not be removed from the ftate of a conftant and flout mind. After 
thefe commeth in ihc Philosopher Simonides , who verily in regard of his yeares 
was but a yong man,howbcit for his carriage the graveft and precifeft perfon with¬ 
in our remembrance: who being informed againft/ for that he had taken know¬ 
ledge of this bufineileby the meanes of Fiduftius>z nd perceiving, that the matter 
rataScFm/’ was v y e %hed,not according to truth, but the will and dire&ion of * one, pleaded 
pcwwhi®jeife. for himlelfc,and faid,That he had heard indeed of thefe things aforefaidjbtit when 
they were imparted unto him, in a conftant refblution concealed the lame. All 
which matters being throughly from point to point examined, the Emperour in a 
correfpondencietothecounfell of the Commiffioners, under one fentence and 
warrant commaundeth they flioutd all be put to death: and fo, in the fight of an 
infinite number of people, who fcarcely could behold fbabhominable a Ipetftacle 
without horror of mind, but filled the heavens againe with mones and complaints 
(for the miferie of each one teemed to*be the common cafe of them aH ) brought 
wcrc ^ orl ^ to 8 cl * ier » an d in pitifull manner had their throats cut,all fa vcSimo- 
v«w«. #Mw,whom onely that crucll *doome- giver (growne enraged at him for his grave 

con- 
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conftancie) caured to be confum^d with fire: who running from this life as from a 
furious miftiefle, and (corning the fuddaine fals of worldly things, endured the 
flames, and never quetched: following the example of that famous Philoiopher 
Peregrinmfx rnamed Proteus-, who being fully determined to leave this world, at 
the h Quinqqcnnall folcmnitieof the Olympicke games, in the fight of all Greece 
leapt up to that funeral! fire which himtelf had made 3 and there was burnt to afhes. 
And afterhim.for certaine daies fol!owing,a multitude altnoft of all foitsand de¬ 
grees, whom by name to reckon were a difficult piece of worke, driven within t! e 
dangerous toilearid fnaresof falte imputations,made worke for the hangmen and 
executioners untill they wearied them out,alter they had been maimed and lamed 
before with ftretching upon the racke,with the weighfie pelts of plumbcts.andthe 
fmart lafhes of the whip . And fome there were that fuffered death without any 
breathing time or refpite graunted, even whiles it was in queftion. Whether they 
fliould be executed, or no? So there was nothing hat carnage and daughter fornc 
in every place of the citie,as if fb many beafts had been flaine by the butchers knire. 
After this,to allay the en vie and difpleafurc of the people for fuch a bloudie rrafla- 
cre.an infinit n umber of bookes and many heaps of volumes were gott n together, 
and before the I udges burnt: fuch as were fetched out of lundnehoufes,as if(for- 
footh.) they had beene unlawfull and prohibited • whereas indeed the moft part of 
them were Tables and Indexesof the liberall Sciences & ofthe£civile3Law. And 
not long after ,that noble Philofopher Afaximus[a man of great name and renowme 
for his learning,out of whofe moft plentiful difcourfcs,/*//4/» the Emperor became 
fufficiently furnifhed for skill and knowledge) was charged to have heard thote 
verfes of the Oracleabovefaid: and having graunted indeed, that he knew thereof, 
(howbeic,in confideration of his profeffion blabbed not forth fuch things as weie 
tube concealed, but voluntarily foretold, that the feckcrs of this Oracle them (elves 
fliould furely fuffer and die for it) was led to Ephefos,rhe placeof his nativitie, and 
there cut ftiorter bythe head: he found and learned by this laft experience at his 
death,Thatthe iniquitieof aludge&Comtiiiflioneris more heavie than any crime 
whatfoever. Diogenes alfo intangled within the fnares of impious falfitie (a man 
descended of.a noble houfe.forhis wit^eloqucnce at the barre, and fweet behavior, 
otherwiteexcdlenr,Jaterulerof Bithynia) ro the end that his richhvelode and pa- 
trimoniemight be ranfacked and taken from him,was put to death. And now be¬ 
hold, ^/y/wjalfojatcdeputie of Britannic (a man of quiet catiage and pica lane de- 
meanure,afttr a privat and retired life led in repofe,becaufe injuftice thus farre had 
ftretchcd forth her hand,being tofledand tumbled in moft forrowfull plight) was 
cited and indited forthc feat of *poyfoning, together with his fonne Hteroeles , a 
young man of good towardnefle, upon the evidence and teftimonie of one Ditge- 
w/,a bate fellow, and but himfelfe alone: who afer be had beene tormented in all 
butcherly manner, that he might utter words puffing the prince,or rather his accu- 
for.when his lims would not ferve to enduremorcpainful punifliments,being con¬ 
demned tobeburntquicke, Alypius alfo himfelfe, after the loficot his goods, cora- 
maunded togoe into exite,by a cenaine good hap recovered his fonne againe,asre¬ 
called from death,notwithflanding he was in pitious wife led to execution. 
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Them/ wicked and abhominablepraftifes of Palladios, theworher of aU the/efomam 
troubles end calamities joput oyle into thefire. T he wiiie wyles alfo andcraf. ™ 
ue fetches of Heliodorus, who together with Palladius framed all 
tbcfemtfchief estate defertbed: whereupon enfue 
new tragedies. 

B Vringall this time, Palladita 3 tha.t plotter and worker of all miferics, 
whom we faid at the fifftto have beene attached by Fortunastanus 
one for his very baienefle of condition even in the loweft degree,rea- 
die to enter lafhly into any adion,by heaping one calamitie upon ano¬ 
ther, had filled the whole State and Empire with teares and fbrrowfull lamentati¬ 
ons. For having gotten licence to nominate whom he would, without refpe<3 of 
calling and degree,as tainted with unlawful! and forbiddenarts, like to an hunter 
skilfull in marking the fecret tra&s and muces of wild beafts,endofedmanyaman 
within his lamentable net and toyle: fome,as fiained with the skill of poyfoning 
andfbrcerie ; others, as privieandacceflarieto thole that plotted and pra&ifed 
treafon. And to the end,that notfb much as the very wives might bcallowcd and 
have leifiure to bewaile their husbands miferies, ftraightwaies there were certain^ 
fuborned and lent cut: who being come to fome fpedallhoufcs of marke, rifting 
the houfchold ftuffe, and pending the writings of any one condemned to fiiffer^ 
fhould privily foift in fome old wives charmes,or ridiculous love-fpels & enchant* 
ments, deviled and forged to bring innocent folke to mifchiefc. Which being read 
in court before the Iudges, where no law* no religion, or confcience, no equitie 
made difference betweene truth and lyes, without pleading in defence of them, 
{elves, they had their goods <taken from them,yea,and without touch and attaint of 
any fault, young men and others indifferently, after they had beene lamedin all 
their lims, were had away in chaires to execution. Hence it came to paflfe through¬ 
out the Eaft Provinces, that all men for ficarc of the like, burnt their libraries and 
dofets,fucha generallterrorpoffefled everyone. Fortofpeake more plainely to 
the purpofe,tve all in thofe dates crept as it were in Cimmerian das kenefle,fearing 
and faring for all the world like to thofe guefts of Denis the tyrant of Sicilie, who 
whiles they crammed themfelves full witbviands, more irkefome and unpleafar.t 
than any hu nger whatfoever,quakcd to fee from the embowed rpofes aloft of the 
rowmes wherein they fatal meat,fwords fattened onely to hotfehaires,& hanging 
|utt over the napes of their neckp. Then it was alfo,that Baflhnm (by birth of a 
noble houfe,by callinga Notarie, and by his place ferving in the wan es with the 
formoft, called into quettion,as ifhe had gone about to fore know high matters of 
State, although himfelfe ayouched,That he fought onely whether his wifdhould 
be delivered of a boy or gii le * how ever he efcaped death, through the great and 
earneft fuit of his friends that ftucke clofe unto him) was ftripped out of a rich livc- 
lodeand inheritance that he had . Among the crafhfng noifes offo many mines 
and overthrowesof mens d\ates,Hebedorus that divellifh devifer and framer (roge- 
therwith Pollodsm) of all mifehiefes, the Mathematician or A ftrologer (as the 
common people tearmeth him) being wrought and made fureaforehand by clofe 
conferences out of the Empcrours houfc, put forth now his poy fonfull and dead¬ 
ly fting, egged on by all procurements and allurements of courtefie. to utter what 
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he either loiewor could forgoe: for both cherifhedhe was right charily with the 
fineft food* andalfo money good ftorehegotby way of contribution, to beftow 
liberally upon his harlots and miftreffes ; yea,and every where as he went, he carri¬ 
ed up nis head, I warrant you, witha furly and ftately iooke,dreadof all men- but 
bearing himfelfe more big upon this affiance, that totheftewesandbrothcl-houfe. 
which (as himOdfe would) was kept with much libertie, he ufed to come openlv 
and continually,being Provoft overall the offices belonging tothc bed chamber 
bringing with him the writs and writings of the publicke father of the countrey* 
liketo breedforrow and griefeynough to many. And by themeanes of him as an 
O i 3t0 l Ur i nda • vocateat thebarre * Valenswastau ghtandinftruded beforehand 
what he fhould place in the formoft parts of his Oration, that he might thereby 
proceed and profit more eafily, as alfo with what figurative devices he fhould give 
the attempt upon brave and goodly places. 6

Eufcbius and Hypatius> two brethren and Confuls t through the flic devices of 
Heliodorus/a// into divers dangers, and are commaunded with their 
per [onall prefence to countenance and honour thefu- 
nerals of Heliodovtis, 

B Ndbecaufeit would askea long difeourfe, to tell what this mifehievous 
villaine,worthie to be hanged,wrought and brought to paffe.this one 
thing I will for example deliver, alt hough in his bold and headie con¬ 
fidence he fhooke the very chiefe and principall pillars of the *Patrici- « 
an degree: who taking exceeding much upon him, by reafon(as hath beene fayd 
before) that he had fecret communication with thofe of the Emperors houfe,and 
for his own beggerly bafenefie readie to entertainc any ad ion for raony,informed 
againft that fingular good couple of Confuls, 'Eufcbius and Hypatius , two brothers 
germane, and neere allied unto the Emperour Cenfiantius in times paft, namely, 
That upon an afpiring defire to higher eftate,they had both proje&cd andalfo pra- 
dlifed fomewhar as touching the Empire* adding moreover unto this way,fainedly 
devifed for the making up of a lye, That Eufebius had imperiall robes alfb madeal- 
readiefor him. Which informations and fuggeftions being gladly received, the 
prince in a great chafe fretting and menacing in furious wife: he,I fay, who ought 
indeed to have done nothing at all, becaufehe thought he might doc all, wercit 
never fb unjuft, made no more adoe, but when all thofe prifoners were brought in 
from the fartheft part of farie remote countries, whom the accufer, exempt from 
all Jawes,in the height ofretchlefleaudacitie had given order peremptorily to bee 
fenr for and fetched up, commaunded there fhould be holden a judicial!inquifiti- 
on and ftrift tiiall of the cafe. Now, when as for all the difficult and drained en- 
forcem en ts, grounded (forfooth) upon equitie (which was a long time pretended) 
and the wretched varletsftanding ftiffely ftill in vouching the * fling, no grjevbus 
torments wsteabletpwringouc any confeffion of the parties, butthat the^urb k 
fdfo cleared thefe honourable perfoos, and declared them farpereonoovedfioroaH 
knowledge and privitieof any fuel* matter 5 yet the EUfcaccufer vcrily for his part 
was muchmadeof, and honourably «ga rded, asbeforetime rbot the other,pun*, 
fhed with cxilqpKl put togrievous flae^ witfaina while after Were called h6me a- 
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gaine, had their pecunknie tanka- repaid them, and were reflored totheir dignities 
and places fully as before. Neither yet after thefe foule and reperitable 
Wasany thing done by the Emperour in more flayed manner, or imtnhdeft wife ? 

tie,henever confidcrcd with himfelfe, that for fuchas be well minded and framed 
aright, ins not befeeming to run fb rafhly into voluntarie delinquencies, no not 
with the hurt of verie enemies: and that there is nothing fb unreafonable,as when 
the high fpirit and pride of a foveraigne princess accompanied alfowith the bitter* 
nefle of his owne nature. But when Heltodorusf wot not whether by fickneffe or 
by fomedevifed violence,was dead (loth I aril to (ay fb much, would God the 
thing it felfe could not fpeake it) when his corps was carry ed forth to be buried by 
the biere* bearers, many honourable perfonages went befbreit, as mourners in 
and blacke: among whom were feene thofe ^brethren alfo, who had beene Confute. 

I! ^ ,!u15 ' And even there and then was the whole corruption of his folly, who ruled an Em- 

pire,verie openly dete&ed and publifhed to the worldWho being earneflly re* 
► It ftemeth that quefted to *forbeare confidering thisadverfe hap admitted no remedie or confo- 
^redtgSce lation, ftiffely continued inflexible, fo as he feemed to have flopped his eares with 
waxe, as if he were to pafleby the 1 Sirenes rockes. Howbeit, overcomeat length 
pierce. w ith importunat prayers, he ycelded, and commaunded, That many fhould at¬ 
tend on foot bare headed,yea and fomealfo with hand in hand, and fingers clut¬ 
ched crofleone within another,to goe before the curfed coarfe of this bloudievil- 
laine unto the grave. My heartyerneth and trembleth to thinke how many right 
honourable perfonages in this unfeemly and diforderly manner were debated and 
brought to vale bonee,fuch efpecially as had beene Confuls, after they had borne 
their iyorie ftaves and rich robes, enfignes of that high place, yea and after themo- 
numents of their inrolling upon record in the y earely Kalender, to the view of the 
whole world. Among all whom this our H'tpanus for the groweth and proofe of 
his beautifull vertues right commendable excelled all other, a man of a quiet and 
peaceable difpofition,weighing(as it were) to the plumbe line & level the honeftie 
of mild behaviour: who both was a glorious ornament to his noblcaunceftors, & 
alfo honoured his pofteritie by his wonderfull ads in two Prefectures that he bare.

lovely information and endument Oflearning, by the heavenly gift of God gran¬ 
ted unto bleffed and happie weights,which haft oftentimes reformed even conupt 

and vinous natures>how great enormities hadft thou in rhatmyikemift of thofe 
times redrefled,if vdens might have had the grace by thee to have knowne That 
an Impertall dtgnitie,as wife men define it, is not hing e fe, but a care of otherfdies good 
andfafetie:That it is the part of agoodGovernour torelirame and keepe in his abfolute 
power, to withfiand covetous deftre of having all , and to bridle the paft on of implacable 
wrath:yea and to know {as CaTar the* Dictatorfayd)T hat the remembrance ofcrueltie *JuBus Cefit. 
committed\is but a poore helpe and comfort to old age rand therefore he that is togive fen- 
rence,as touching the life and fpirit of a man , who is apart of this uniter fall world, andae- 
complifheth the number of living a eat tires,ought much to deltbcrat and paufe a long ttme 
andnottobe driven with arajh and headteaffefiton to that, which being once donets irre¬ 
vocablei accordingto that examplcfo well knowne untoamiquitie. There wasa 
certaine dame of Smyrna, who before the Proconfull of A fia, Ddabella confeffed, 

That (he had by poyfon made away herfonneand husband, forthat (lie knew by 
manifefl proofe,that they had murdered a fonne of hers by a former husband: and 
her tryall being adjourned for certaine dayes, when the Counfell and Court un¬ 
to which, according to thecuftom,{he was put off,flood perplexed and doubtfull 
what fhould be fet do wne and determined,in this cafe,being of a midle naturcbc- 
tweene a revenge and a wicked a<5fc,fcntfhe was unto the k Areopagitcs, thofe fe- 
vere Athenian Iudgcs, whofeequitie, by report, had decided the debates of the 
gods. Thefehaving duely heardand examined the eaufe,awarded. That the wo¬ 
man together with her accufer, fhould make apjiarance an hundred yeares after: 
leaftthey fhould either acquit the woman of poyfoning, or punifh her for reven¬ 
ging the murder of hei deere fonne% §o,That is never thought late, which of all 
thingsis thelaft. After thefe parts aferefaid committed in fiindry forts of injuftice, 
and markes imprinted fhamefully upon the bodies of free perfons that furvived, 
the never-winking eye of Iuftice, that judgethandpunifherharall times injuries, 
diligently watched. For, the Furies, revengers oftbofe that were thusflaine, ftir- 
red up with moft juft recitallofcontinuall complaints one in the necke of another, 
kindled the flames of Bellona, to the end that thetruthofthe Oracle might becon- 
firmed, which foretold, That none of thefe foule ads thus perpetrated, (hould 
pafle unpunished. Whiles thefe iniquities above related, during the cefTationof 
the Parthian wanes, are by inreftinccalamities fpread abroad in Antioch, alhhe 
dreadfull fort of infernal! Furies , after manifold misfortunes which they had 
difplayed and fent abroad^ departihgfrora the fame chic , fetled upon the necke 
of all A fia throughout in this manner. One Feffinus of *Trcnt, a man of bafe **>&»»«*. 
and obfeure parentage, beloved of Maximinus as his companion, and taken in¬ 
to the bond (as it were) of brotherhood, and by the appoyntmenr and decree 
of the Dcftinies, went otfer into the Eaft Em pit e: and there having governed 
Syria^aud gone throu^i the Office cd^Mafterof the * Rolles, left behind him *«r«cw*. 
good e^mpks of mildnefleand honour; -Whereupon, after he had begun to 
rule Afiakkpbceof aPfOconful,hefet fayle ( as they fay ) gently forward ,.and

ment: m regard of his familiaritie (notwithftanding all ftqtes muttered at and repi¬ 
ned thereat; he commaunded to goe his wav without anv hurt 
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held on his courfc toward the port of glorie. An^ heating that Maximmu 
wrought mifehiefe, and fought the overthrow of the belt men, hee reprooved o- 
therwhiles his doings, aspemitious and dcteftable. But when he underftood a- 
gaine, that the man without any defert was come up to be Prefer, andall bythc 
meanesof their funerals whom he had wickedly done to death, he alfo grew to 
havean hote defirc for to doc and hope the like: and fo all on a fodaine y like unto 
a player chaunging his part, and conceived with an ardent affe&ion to doe mif. 
chide. he went ftately with flaring and fterne eyes, fuppofing ycr it were long that 
aPrefe&fliip would fall to him, in calc he alfo had embrued himfelfe with the 
bkmd of innocent perfons. And albeit there are many and fundrie parts which he 
afled (that I may ufe a mild tearme) moft rigoroufly, yet it fhallfuffice to recount 
a few of them that are notorious and commonly divulged, which were commit¬ 
ted by him in imitation ofthofecxamples that were (hewed at Rome. For, the ve« 
rie fame reafon there is of things done well or ill, even there alfo, although haply 
for the greamefle thereof which is unlike, there be feme defea in the companfon. 
A certaine Philofopher named Caronius , a man ofnofmall defert, he killed with 

exceffivcand moft cruell torments (whofc death remaineth unrevenged) for that 

in a familiar letter of his written unto his owne wife, hee put in the end this port- 
icript in Greekc, a' m«, xj a proverbiall fpecch commonly taken up, 

that when one heareth it, he may take the deeper knowledge and impreflion, that 
fome great matter is to be done. A fimple and filly old woman there was,who ufed 
*as tertians, quar- with a gentle charme to healc intermittant * agues , comming by fits , her hee put 
BSSr to death, after that (he had cured a daughter of his, notwithftanding (he was fent 
*otcuixen. for with his owne privitie. Among the papers cfacertaine worfoipfull *Bour- 

eefle, which by commaundement were fearched upon fome bufinefle in contro- 
♦thefifweofhi. verfie, there was found the *Horofcope of on tVriens. Andwhenhe wascharged 
uauviw. 0 ft en fo us farre,namely, Why he had calculated the conftellation of the Prince? 

the partie whom it concerned, notwithftanding that, to refell fuch falfe (launders, 
he promifed to fhew by good and evident proofes, that it was his owne brother 
y&lens , and that he was agood while fince departed: yet without wayting for evi¬ 
dence of the truth, all torne and mangled he was cruelly (laine. There was a yong 
man feene within the bainc to lay the fingers of both hands upon a marble (tone, 
and his bread, by turnes one after another, and therewith to have numbred and 
recited the (even 1 vowels, taking this to be a good remedie for the paine of the fto- 
macke, hereupon he was judidally convented,and after torture had his head fmit* 
ten off by the fword.

J1Y reafon hereof turning my pen toward Gaule, I aKo meet with the or- 
fc der and courle oftheafftires there troubled and confuted , finding a- 
| mong many and fearefull occurrcnts, Masrimimu now become *^ te ‘ 
3 fra, by reafon of his large power and authoritie a pcrflkms fi^hrand 
toincenfc the* Etnperour, who with the raajeftieofhis higjv foittmcintermingje« 
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his licentious will. Whofoevertherefore confidereth whath (aid, may ponder at 
fo and weigh all the reft that is concealed, and in his wifedome pardon me, in cafe 
I comprife not cverie particular which the naughtineffe of ludges and their aflefc 
fours by aggravating crimes, and making them worfe, hath committed. For, Fa- 
lenumcm naturally of himfelfe fierce and fell, as rigour (encraie unto all righteous 
proceedings) grew more and more, after the comming of the faid toaximinus, 
whiles there was none either to advife him better, or to hold himbackein a certain 
fwelHng current (as it were) ofwavesand ftormes, was carryed through a fea of 
rigorous aflsj info much as many times in his fits of anger his verie voyce, his 
countenance, his gateand colour would change. Which, to be true, fundrie evi¬ 
dences there be, and thofe moft certaine that doe teftifie, of which it (hall fuffice to 
fetdowneafew. Awellgrowneyouth,oneofthefe whom they tearme *Peda- **>. 
go«ianos,being appointed in a place, for the better marking of the hunters game, 
to hold a Spartane hound, chaunced to let him (lip before the fet time, for that the 
dogge whiles he ftrived to be gone had aftayled and bitten him : For which, he 
had by his commaundement the baftinadoe, untill he dyed therewith,and was bu¬ 
ried the (ame day. The matter of a certaine 1 forge or worke-houfe, who had pre. 
fented unto him a curace moft workemanly poli(hed,and therefore looking for 
his reward, he commaunded to i?ekiilecj, for nothing elfe but this, that the fayd 
peeceof yron armour was fbraewhat Iefte in weight than the patteme which he 
had given him. Conti antianust he horfe-choofer, becaufe he was fo bold as to ex¬ 
change fome of thofe horfes of fcrvice,for the” aUowingof which he had beene 
fent into Sardinia, by his commaundement alfo was ftoned to death. Athanafatt 
achariotier, and favourite thenofhis, whom he had in fufpition for fome vulgar 
levitieun fo much as he gave commaundement he (hould be burnt quicke, in cafe 
he attempted any fuch thing i notwithftanding that not long after hee had (by re- 
port) done him pleafurable fervice,without any pardon at all vouchfafrd to this ar- 
tificiall devifer ofhis delights and (ports, was by precept from him confumed to 
allies. Africanus , a well praflifed Advocate and defender of menscaufes tnthect- 
tie, after he had governed a Province.afpired to the rule of another: unto whole 
friend and mediator Thttitfios captaineof the horfemen who fued in his behalfe 
for the faid preferment, hereturned this churlifh and rude anfwer, - mh

zed. And by this warrant-parol the eloquent man lofthislife^thtleshe hafiened 
to greater prefermcnts,as many doe. A certaine fellow for his verie baft condition 
contemptible, accufed cUadius and J attnflius,vtho from out of the band of the Io- 
viani were advaunced to the dignitie of Tribunes: for that 
to be an Emperour, they had given out fome good words m his behalfe. But when 
there could appear no matter of fubftace againft them ,by any examinations upon 
the raefce, the Prince never gave over to givethe capta.ncsof thebotfemen, who 
had the hearing of their caufe, in charge, That they 

pronouncefer.tenceofdeathupon Jafl^rpsotnifingihmwiA, Tim when 

hewishadaway, and haled to the place ofotccimon, he wouldrecall hmtote 
aeainc Now when according to appointment they ever iookcdand waited for 
this deliverie.neither StUuHiut efcaped deartM»rwas Cf«d o«> fr etd from thishca* 
vie nliehrofbanUhment.beforethe death of the (udrAn* *** • ■ - ■'■*** 
as they wereverieoften tortured. Aftet many inqu.fi.mmthCTrfutt by wmm* 

holden one after another, and fomeowtmuts through eaceftre and doimous 
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rorturcs killed,there were not found fo much asanyprefumptions of thofe crimes 
♦SonHicrs of the which werelayed agaioft them. In this bufinede^the ^Protl^ores, few to exhibit 
Guard * and bring the perfons in place,are faid to have (againftallcuftome before timc)oi_ 

ven them the Baftinadd. My heart quaketh, and withall is afraid to reckon up £jf 
ieaft I fliould be thought of purpofc to have fearched into the vices of him, who 
otherwife was a very good prince,and ftudiousofthe Weaie publique. Howbeit 
this one thing it is not meet either tobeoverpafled or concealed, namely ,that ha¬ 
ving two cuift and cruell fheeBeares, that ufed to feed of men and womens flefh 
*Mim au'ca, the one named * Golden Mica, and the other lnnocemia^ he carefully tooke order to 

place their cages neere unto his owne bed-chamber, and to fet truftie keepers dili¬ 
gently to fee that they wanted nothing, nor had nought that might offend them. 
As for Innocentia, after he had feene many burials of dead bodies rent and difmenv 
bred by her, he fuffered her,as having well deferved libertie,to goc her waies with¬ 
out any harme done unto her,into the forrefls.

Valentinian raifetb wane upon Macrianus king of the Alemans, and without ef¬ 
fect returneth to Ttiers. After this he caufeth Hortarius a petti* king 
tobe burned for treafen. 

■ N d verily thefe are moft true proofes of his bloudie behaviour and cru¬ 
ell intent. But of his prudent purpofe about the Commonwealth ne¬ 
ver digreffing .... If any of the enemies was difeovered from a- 
bove out of the watch-towers or barbicans once to ftirre,be was over¬ 
whelmed. Now among many and fundrie cares, thisabove all other he firft and 
principally caft in his mind, how by open violence or privie traines he might catch 
alive arid carrie away king Macrianus, growne among fo many changes offuccdfi- 
©nstoberichandmightie, and now by reafon pf his puiffant forces rifing up in 
armesagainft our men: like as long before Julianus had intercepted Fadomarius . 
But this bufineffe required both fore-fight and alfb time. When it was knowne 
therefore by that which the fugitives told,where the forefaid king,who looked for 
no fuch thing, might be taken • as clofely as poflibly he could (for feare that any 
fhould hinder the framing and fating together of a bridge) he made a paffage over 
theRhenewith fhips. And .S>iw«5,whohadthecondudfofthelnfanterie,being 
gone before juft ajainft *Mattiac.e Aqua?, confidering full yvell how fe w pur fouE 
diors were, was affrighted and flood ftill, feariDg leaft notable to make refiftance, 
he fliould be borne aowne with the mightic power of the enemies fquadrons, ru- 
fh?ng violently upon him. And becaufe he fufpe< 5 fced,that they (who brought with 
them cerraine buffons as flavcs to be fold) who by chance they found there, would 
by fpeedie riding out give intelligence of that which they faw, thofe hefpoyled of 
theii commodities, and flew them all* Bythccomming therefore of more forces, 
the captames being animated, andhaving pitched their tentsfor a very ihort time? 
becaufe no man had either packe-horfe nor pavilion but the prince, whole carpets 
of rapiftrie ferved for his tabernacle, after they had flayed a fmall vyhile by reafon of 
the darke night, no fooner was theMoone rifen, but in order of battaile they mar¬ 
ched onfarthe^havmgfbrtbeirguidesfuchaswereskilfulliQtfcewaycS)^- - • • • 
with a great ftirreand noife of his own people he was hindered 5 whom for aft that 
he charged continually to foibcare burning apdfpoiUng,yet could hcngtpfcvaik. 

For 
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For by reafon of the crackling that the fire made,and the diflonant cries befide,the 
Pentionersand Squires of'"his bodie were ray fed-who fufpe&ing that which hap- 
pened indeed, mounted the king up into a moft fpeedie chariot, and in a narrow 
*entrie within the hits which were round about broken, bellowed him. Thus Fa- nouke. 
lent ini an, defrauded an d difappointed of this glorious exploit, through the default 
neither pf himfelfenor of his captaines, but through the unruly intemperance of 
the fouldiorSjWhich oftentimes hath cofl the Romaneftate grievous lofles, after he 
had filed the enemies land fiftie myles forward, returned to * Triers with heavie *rrevi«. 
cheare : where fretting and grinding his emptie jawes, like unto a Lyon, for the 
lofleofaSragorRoc-bucke, whiles the fcattered rankes of the enemies were af¬ 
frighted, he ordained Fraomarius in ftead of Macrianus to raigne over the*Butino- nvcM*am. 
bantes,an Aleman nation juft againft * Mogontiacum: Fraomarius {l fay) whom ^ nL °n 
fliortiy after, becaufe in a late rode the fame territorie had bin quite wafted, he fent opmc *' 
overinto Britannie,and made Tribune and Colonell overa regiment of the Ale¬ 
mans,which for number and valour in thofe dayes was renowmed. But Bitberidus 
and tfm4r/Vj,principallmenlikewifeof that nation, he commaunded to have the 
charge of fouldiors under them. Ofwhichtwo,/*>rr4rrWdete<aed by the meanes 
ofF/»w//tt,dukeof Mogontiacum, to have written foraewhat againft the State 
unto Macrianus and other nobles of the Barbarians;- afterthe truth was by torture 
cxprelTedand fetched out,were burnt for it.

^~ 1 there enfoe of neceflitie a confufed knowledge of many things. Hubei 

a petieking,asitwere, through all the nationsof Mauritania right puiflant, depar¬ 
ting this life, left behind him fbnncs,both legitimate, andalfo bate begotten of his 


concubines: Oneof thefe named Zamma^cW accepted and in favor with the lieu¬ 
tenant named Romanies, being fecretly by his brother Firmus mnrthcred, gave the 
occafionof much difcord and warre. For the faid lieutenant making haft with all 


earned deftre to revenge his death, wrought many meanes, and thofe very dange¬ 
rous,to the utter overthrow of theforefaid privie murtherer. And as it was by fun¬ 
drie rumors reported, great diligence and labour hereabout was employed in the 
Emperours palace. And verily, the relations made by Romanus , which caft many 
and grievous imputations upon Firmus , were willingly entertained of the prince, 
and read before nim, whiles there wanted not many befides favourably to iecond 


the fame. But on the contrarie fidejooke what Firmus impleaded,and oftentimes 
by his friends alledgedin defence of himfelfeand'of his life, the fame,how ever it 
was received,did remaine a long time {mothered,by reafon that Remigius, mafter at 
that time of the Offices, allied by marriage, and a friend unto Romanies fCox&mily 
alwayes affirmed, That among many vveightieand important affaires 6 f theEm- 
perour, thefe fo frivolous and fuperfluous matters ought not be read unto him,but 
at fbme convenient and foafonabie time. Which when the Moofe perceived tobe 


apraftifo for to overthrow his defence, trembling no w for feare of exrremitie^eaft 
haply when thofe allegations which he pretended aud pleaded were caft afide, he

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might be condemned as one pernitious and contwnacious,and foput todcath,re. 
nounced his allcgeance unto the Empire,and rebelled : and fuch hclpes ... for 
fcare leaft by encreafe of his power he might grow to be an implacable enemie,to 
the fupprefling of him,with the helpe of fome few fouldiors attendant^bout the 
court, was Tkeodofeus, Generali of the Horfcmen, fent: whole venues in thole 
dayes,as of great efficacie,above the reft (hone forth,being like for all the world to 
thole auncient knights Domittw Cerbufoand Lufius , whereof the former under iV*- 
ro, the other under Traiane ,Emperours of Rome, were renowtned for many vali¬ 
ant a<fts. Being departed therefore from * Arles with tnoft luckie and fortunat Au- 
fpices,and having palled the fea with that fleet whereof he had thecondinff, with¬ 
out any rumour going before, hec arrived at thefhore of Mauritania Sitifenfis, 
which the inhabitants call*lgilgitanum : and there finding by chaunce Romamu, 
and fpeaking gently to him,he fent him to fet in order the eendnels & fore-guards, 
with little or no rebuke at all for thofe things that he feared. Who being gone a- 
vvay to ^Mauritania]] Caffarienfis, he lent Gilds thebrotherof jr/;w«*,asalfo Jtoi- 
m, to reforme F/ncentiuss who whiles he was lieutenant of Rcmtnus, became 
partaker of his unci vile behaviour and his thefts. When he had therefore received 
his louldiors, late though it were, who made the longer flay by realbn of the maine 
and wide fea, haftening to Sitifis, he gave order, T hat Romanus with his domefti- 
call attendants fhouldbe committed unto the fafe cuftodieof the*Prote<ftores. 
And whiles he abode within the towne,diftra<fted he was with doubtful! thoughts 
and cares,cafting and tolling in his mind,by what way or by what device he might 
either through hot and fcorched countries lead his fouldiors,accuftomed to froftsj 
or take the enemie prifoner,that ufed to make fuddaine rodes^nd trufted more up¬ 
on fecrct ambulhesthan any let battailes. Which when it was knowneunto Fir* 
pius , fii ft by running rumours,and afterwards by plaine and open intelligences gi¬ 
ven, lore affrighted at the commingof a tnoft approoved and expert captaine, he 
confefled his error, and craved pardon of all that waspaft, both by Orators whom 
he fent,andalfo by letters which he wrote -(hewing and declaring, That he brafte 
not forth of his owe accord tothat fatft which he knew to be wicked,butby tea- 
fon of un juft dealing,which grew to licentious outrage^ he promifed by demon- 
ftration to prove. Which miffives being read,ana pardon promifed upon thereceit 
of hoftages, the captaine *aforelaid went forward to cake a review of the Legions 
which defended Africke,unto a ftarion named Panchariana,whither as to xhcRtn- 
dezrwis by commaundement they wereto repaire . There having with honou¬ 
rable and wife fpeechcs confirmed all their hopes,he returned to Sififis,and aflem- 
bled the fouldiors there inhabiting, together with thole whom he brought with 
him j and impatient of farther delayes, he made haft to exploit feme warlike fer- 
vice. Moreover, among many and notable parts of his befide this one thing migh¬ 
tily encreafed the love of the countrey unto him, in that he expreffely forbad,Thal 
the provincial! inhabitants (bould find thearmieany viduals,giving out, and that 
with a brave & confident fpirit. That the harvefts and hoords of the enemies were 
the garners of our valorous men.

II with them. From whence,when he had warily viewed and fear- 
€ hed all, as the time and place would give leave,he fped himfelfe 
apace toward the nations of theTyndenfesand Mafinilfenes, furnilhed and well 
appointed with light armour, whom .Ma/W**/and ^ * . dius ,brethren of Firmm t 
had the leading of. Now, when thefe enemies, nimbleanddeliveroflim, were 
within view, after difehargeof (hot and cafting-weaponsonboth fides, there was 
ftruckenamoft (harpe and cruell battaile 5 and among the grones, deaths, and 
wounds,was heard lamentable yelling and weeping of the barbarous people,taken 
prifoners and flaine: And when the fight was finiflied, many of the territories 
were forrayed and fired: Among which the miferiesofthe*BurgadePetrcnfis ex- Borough 

ceeded,as being utterly rafed and deftroyed: which place the lord thereof Salma- 
ces, brother to Firmus, had built in manner of a eitie. The conquerour lifted up 
with this good fucccffe, with wondcrfull celeiide poffefied himfdfe of the tow ne 
Lamfor&enfe, fituate among the nations abovefaid: where he caufed great abun¬ 
dance of viduals to be layed up, to the end * that if as he went more inward into 
the countrey,he (houldfind fcarcitieof food, he might give order to have it fet¬ 
ched neereat hand. In thefe trainc of affaires, Mafcizel having repaired his forces, 
with the aid-fouldiors of the nations bordering upon him,joined battaile with our 
men, wherein after many of bis part defeated, himfelfe through the fwiftnefle of 
his horfe with much adoe efcapcd the danger of death. Firmus wearied with the 
adverfe fortune of two battailes, and chafing at the very heart root, becaufehe 
would not omit the utmoft meanes that were,fent certaine Chriftianbifhops with 
hoftages, to treat for peace. Who,becaufe they were coutteoufly entertained,and 
upon promife ofvi&uals fufficiem for the fouldiors, according as they had in 
charge, brought backea joyfull anfwere, the Moore himfelfe fending his prefents 
before him, very confidently went forth toward the Rotnane Generali, moun¬ 
ted upon a courfer, meet for any doubtful! chauoccs that might betide him. And v 

when he drew neere, beingftiucken amazed at the glittering enfignes, and the 
terrible countenance of Theodofius, he alighted from his horfe,and bowing.downe 
his head, ftouped almoft to the very ground, and fo with wares blamed hisowne 
raftineffe,craving pardon and peace: whobeing received with a kiffe (font was 
thought behoofef ull to the Commonwealth; and now full of good hopes, fur- 
nifhed us with fufficient food: and fo leaving fotneof hisowne kmsfolkesbehind 
inlieu of the hoftages, departed, with apurpofeto redeliwr the captives, as he 
promifed, whom in the very beginning of the troubles he had caught 
riedaway: and within two dayesafter,withoiit any loogcrdcUy,herendredback, 
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ar>.(oundeis there¬ 
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according to commandement, thetcwne*Icofium (the founders whereof I hav 
before related) the militarie enfignesalfo, and the Sacerdotal! crowne, with all the 
t eft that he had intercepted, ftpm hence, when our Gene^If after fpeedlic and 
great journc^«^|ntfed ^Tipala, unto the embafladonw ofahe MazictS, vvho 
had comBincd'theihfelyes'with Firmus , and iio\yJh humble manner kefought 
pardon, he aniweredthiis yyith arihigh fpirit, That forthwith he would warre up¬ 
on them, as perfidious rebels. Whom being difmaid and caft downe with feareX 
imminent daunger. he commaunded to returne home into their dwne countrev 
and fo he marched toward *C aTarea, a wealthy and noble citie in times paft th e 
originall whereof likewjie we have fully (hewed in the defeription of Affricke 
Being entred into it, when he faw it in manner all burnt and confumed with thefi- 
ers that fpred all abroad* and the flint ftones of the ftreets coveredand grey allover 
with a flies,he determined to beftow there for a time thefirft and fecond legions 
that whiles they were calling up at one fide the heapes of dead embers*they mi^ht 
Jceepe a garrifon there, leaft by a fecond afiaulc ofthe Barbarians it fliould bee wa¬ 
fted againe. Which newes being carried divers wayes abroad by true rumors the 
rulers of the Province and Vincemius the Tribune came forth of their lurking holes 
wherein they had bellowed themfelves, and at length withoutfeare repayred with 
Ipeed unto the Generali.

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according toappointment, himfelfe went forth atbreake ofday,and finding them 
in the atmiccnclofed round about, if hat thinkeyee (quoth he) my devoted feUowe 
fouldiors , ottgbt to be donewhh thefe wicked trait ours ? and when they cryed all with 
one voyce and required, That they who ferved among the 1 Conftantiani, fhould 
loofe their lifebloud for it $ he following their defire delivered them, after the old 
manner, unto thefouldiorstobemaflacred. As for the principall of the archers 
aforefaiu, he cut off their hands, the refthe beheaded after the example of Curio, 
that moft'fierce & valiant captain, who by this kind ofpunilhmcnt made an end of 
theDardanians flout neffe,which alter the manner of the m Lernaran ferpent other- 
whiles fprung up new againe. But malicious backebiters, as they commend that 
auncicnt fad,To they conderangthis.ascurfedand ever rigorous * faying . That 
the Dardanians were mortall enemies and juftly defeived thofe punifhmentsthat 
they lullained, whereas the fouldiorsferving under their colours, when they all 

happened to fall into one errour/ftiould have beene dealt with in a milder kind of 

correction : Whom,lknowing thatldoe, anfweiand give to undcrfland, That 
this cohort both by faCt and example were rebellious. As touching Belles and 
Fericm aforefaid, whom Gildo brou ght, as alfo C urandius , Tribune of the archers, 
he commaunded them to be killed in this regard, for thatneither himfelfe in perfon 
would ever encounter with the enemies, nor exhort his fouldiors under him to 
fiohr. And in this wife proceeded T^^/«,colidering this fentence oiTuUyjrhat 
wholefotne rigor andfeveritie Jurpaffetbthevainefhewofclemencie. Afterthishe went 
forth and came before a fort named Gaionatis, having a llrong wal roundabout ir, 
which was the moft fafe & fure placeofrefuge.forthc Moores: withi violent pufti of 
the Ram this he caft down,&when he had llain all the inhabitants therm,& laid the 
wals even with theground,he went forward tothecaftleTingitanum,& by thehill 
Ancorarius fet upon the Mazices alTembled there together, who now alfo difchar- 
oed darts backe again^hat flew as rhicke as haile:& when as on both Gdes they had 
skirmilhed,the Mazices not able to abide our hot charging fo violently with men & 
munition (a warlike nation though they were and fierce) thus beaten down in fun- 
dry (laughters,in a foule fright brake their arraies: and as they fled amainc,were kil¬ 
led all five thofe who making fhift to efcape, by humble fuit afterward obtained 
pardon & peace,which the time fo requiring was pranted.^«^w4 their Irader.. . 

. . who fucceeded Remanus, appointed to goe into Mauritania Smfenfis, there 
to takeorder for the placingof garrifons,himfelfe lifted upftill witn thefe accidents 
paft marchethagainfl the nation of thcMulbnes, whomtheirownc pnvitie and 
ouiltinefTe of robberies and murders had gathered together to joine in adion with 
Firmus, who as it was hoped would fliortly actaine unto greater maters. And

Who with a menacing noyfe iu(hi«g in by whbjcplumpes, without any regard of 
themfelvcs to fight,forced him to turne badie as affrighted with a terrible fight of 
ineftimable troupes : but ftraightwayes talcing heart againe, he returned, bring¬ 
ing with him plentiful! (lore otvi&uals: and with his mencaft round into a ring, 
and (haking their (hields after a terrible kind of gefture, made head again# them. 
Albeit therefore that the bands of furious enemies with their Barbarijuyimnour 
clatteringone againft anothcr,and making an hidcousand fearcfull kind'OTnoyfe, 
were at the point to give the charge,yeaand themfelvcs al(b knocked their bucklers 
againft their knees,yet like unto that *warie warriour and politique fouldior afore- *t 
faid, diftrufting his final! forces, boldly marching with a fquare battailon, Bee cur- f ‘ 
lied his way without any feare to a cjtic naraedGoruenfis, where Fir mm for fear of 
our men had,as in a remote and high fort beftbwed his folke. And fo after he had 
recovered all his owne fouldiors, he (harply punifhed(as hiswoonred manerwas) 
the tray tors and the guard of FbmMzfottfaid. As he moft happily was in archi¬ 
ving this expioitthrough thehelpeofhisgreat name, advertifedhewasby a true 
•difcoverer,that Firmus was fled intothe countrey ofthe Ilaflenfcs. For the deman¬ 
ding of whom together with his. brother Atamca , and other neere kinsfolks and 
deere friends he entred thither j bat feeing he could not have the delivered,he pro¬ 
claimed open war againft the wbolenation.And upo the joining of a cruel battaile 
againft the Barbarians,who beyond al meaftire braved & behaved themfelves moft 
fiercely, he oppofed his battaile (Impedaftera round fhfbion: And with theforci- 
ble violence of mightie troupes and (quadrons,theI(aflenfes were fo driven to the 
worft, that many of them loft their lives: and Firmm himfelfe as hardie as he was, 
and running oftentimes headlong upon his owne mifehiefe, was with bis horfc 
carrycd quite backe out of the field,as having beene ufed nimbly to run over rocks 
and cragges: but CWazuca his brother deadly wounded, was taken prifoner 5 who 
being by order appointed to be fentto Csefarea,where he had left cruell and dura¬ 
ble memorials of moft wicked deeds,in the opening of his wound dyed: howbeit 
his head fevered from the reft of his bodie, with grear joy ofas many as came to fee 
it was brought into theciticaforefaid. Afterthis, the noble Generali having van- 
quiihcd the nation of the Ifaflenfes that withftood him,plagued them (as juftice re¬ 
quired) with many lolfes and calamities. And there he caufedto be burnt JEvafius 
a mightie Bourgeffe, with his (bnne Floras , and fome other openly convi&ed , by 
their fecret conferences to have aififted the breaker of peace. And then marching 
tiier within the land,in abrave mind and powcrfull courage , having invaded the 
countrie IubaUna, where he heard fay that Hubei the father of Ftrmus was bome,b«s 
ing put backe with highmountaines and winding crooked ftraits, hee flayed his 
journey. And although by fetting upon the enemies and killing ma ny of t hem he 
made himfelfe way to pafle forward, yet fearing the lofty hitt toppes twgfem eet fot 
ambufhments, leading his fouldiorsin faferie hee returned to the fbitpcfle Audi- 
enfe: Where the I(aflcnfes,afavagepeople, yeeldod thcmfelves,pronnfing volun¬ 
tarily to fumifh him with aid-fouldiors and vi&uals. ■ •

king great joy and contentment, with a puiflant power fought to be 
meet withtheprincipaUtroublerhimfclfeof peace: and therefore ma- 
king his abode a long time neere to a fort named Mcdianum,after ma¬ 
ny and policicke debatements of means projected,good hope he had that he might 
be betrayed unto him. But whiles with perplexed thoughts and deepe care he did 
forecaft how to compare this,he underftood for truth, That the enemie was retur¬ 
ned again to the Ifaflcnfes, whom Without any farther delay,as before,he marched 
againft with fpeed. Vnto whom,their king named JgmazcnjL prince in thofe trafts 
of high reputation,and famous for his wealth, advancing forth and boldly affron¬ 
ting him: Whence art thou(c\uoth he) and what bufmefte hajl thou , that thou art hither 
cornelAnfwere me . Vpon whom Theodo/tus in a refolutc mind looking wiftly with 
a fternc countenance: A lieutenant Jam (fayth he> unto Valentinian, Lord of the 
whole earthy fern to fubduea bloudieand cruell robber: and unlejje thou render him out of 
hand ^according as the invincible Emferour hath determined , thou and the whole nation 
which thou rulejljhall utterly pertjh. Which when Jgmazen hcard,after many reviling 
taunts that he let flie againft the Generali,much troubled with anger and griefe to¬ 
gether, he went his way. And the next morningbetimes the armies on both fides 
advanced forth in moft menacing wife,readie to encounter and joyne battaile. On 
the Barbarians fide there were 20000 very neere,marfhatled in the very front of the 
vantguard- behind whole backes were bellowed fecretly the Iquadrons of auxilia¬ 
ries for fupply 5 who riling up by little and little,might Ihew themfelves, and with 
their multitude endofc our men ere they were aware. Befides thefe, there came in 
many of the Ielalcnes asaid*fouldiors > who(as I fhewed before) had promifed our 
men helpe and provifionof viduals.Onthc other fide,thc Romans,although they 
were very fe w,yet bearing valiant hearts,and lifted up with precedent vi&ories, ha¬ 
ying fet their flanks thickc thruft together,& fined their fhiclds dofe one to another 
in manner of a fence-roufc, Hood their ground and refilled. And when from the 
Sunne riling unto the end of theday thefight had continued, Firmtu a little before 
die evening was fccne mounted upon a tall courfer,& dilplaying forth a good way 
from him his red coat armor, with lowd cries to move and exhort our.louldiors foe 
to deliver up Theodo/Uu betimes(tearming him cruel,derefiab!c,& a bloudy devifer 
of torments and executions) in calc they weredefirous to be rid from the extremi - 
tics which they endured. Thefe words of his unlooked for, incited fomc of them 
to ^Sf^bm indeed others to forfake the field. And therefore,lb Ibone 
® 1 . dmc of night was come, whiles bodi fides were enwrapped within wan-; 

dering darkneflc.the Roman Generali returned to the fortrcfle Duodienfc, and ta* 
king a review and mufter of his fouldiors, looke how many of them cowardly fearc 
and the words befideof had turned fromtheir purpofe of fighting,he puni* 
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(bed fundry waies with death} lomc by cutting off their right hands,othcrs by but- , 
ning alive. And moll carefully keeping watch Sc \vard,fome of (he Barbarians who 
adventured after the Moone was.downe, when they could not.be feene,to fer upon 
our campe,he either dilcorafitcd»or elfe if they ruflied in very audacioufly,took the 
prifoners. After this, departing from thcncea great pace, he courfed the Iclalenes 
(as a people hardly to be truftcdjthroogh crooked lanes,where he was little looked 
for,and atfli&ed them fb,as he brought them to extreame penurie.-andbeing retur¬ 
nee by thetownesof Mauritania Gaefarienfis to Sitifis,after he had rackedand tor¬ 
tured even to death Cafter and Mdrtiniamujpzm kers with Romanes in all robberies 
and foule fa<fts,he burnt them.Afterthis,the warre began afrelh with rhellaflenfcs: 
and in the firftconfli<5l,when many of the Barbarians were beaten backe and llaine, 
lgma&en their kingfwho heretofore was wont ever to bca winner)diftra<5lcd & ter¬ 
rified with this prelent diftreire,andfuppofing that if he Ihould beare himlclfe ob- 
flinately ftill,when commerce and traflique were once prohibited, there remained 
for him no hope at all to live, as warily & clofely aspoflibly could be out of the bat- 
taile he brake foorth alone, and efpying Theodefius, humblybefought him to com¬ 
ma a chiefePeereof theMazices,to come unto him. By whom,being 

fentat his requeft,in fecrcr conferences headvifed the Generali, who of his ownc 
dilpofition was no ftarter,butconftant and refolute,That to give him means wher- 
by he might bring more eafily his purpofe about,he would preafic hotly upo thofe 
of his owne nation,& by continuance of fight turne them to feai c, who verily were 
readieynough to affcdl and favour the Rebell, but wearied out with many Idles* 
Theodofus gave eare & condifcendcd to his words,& with often skirmifhing foylcd 
the Ifaflenfes fo,that whiles they fell downelike fo many beafts, Firmus privily Hip¬ 
ped afide,and whe he had bin confined a longtime within ftarting holes out ofthe 
way, whiles heconfulted there how to flieand cfcapc, was ftaied & kept in ward by 
lgmaz>en. And for as much as he was informed, what had bin underhand & fecretly 
pradifed by M&ftlla, feeing now in this extremitie & defpaire of his eftate, there was 
no reraedic left but one,he determined by a voluntary deat h to tread under foot all 
defire of life: and being for the nonce full of wine,till his skin ftrutted againe, him- 
felfe lay awake for terror of the milerie hanging over his head, whiles the warders 
having their load Iikewile of headie wine, lay found allcepc in the dead time of the 
night.Thcn leaving his bcd,and creeping on all foure withou t making any noife,he 
levered htmlelfe apart farre off,and having found a cord,which to end his life hap¬ 
pened to be readie for his hand, he hung it upon a nayleorfpikerhatftucke in the 
wall,and fo knitting his neckc within it, without any lingering torments ended his 
life. Which accident Jgma&en taking grievoully, and groning againe, that he was 
difappointed of his gloiy,in that it was not his good hap to lead this rebellious enc¬ 
ode in bonds to the Romane campe, after affurance made of fafe condud by the 
meanes of MafiUa> himlelfc carrying the dead bodic of him thus munhered, upon a 
Camell,when he approched the tents of the armie,pitched under the fort Subica- 
renfe he Ihifted it upon a packe-horfe,and prefented it unto Theodofius, who joyed 
& triumphed thereat. And calling together as well thearmed fouldiors as the com* 
mon people,he asked;Whether they knew that vifage ' andwhen without any do- 
lay or circumfiance made,he underllood certainely it was his face, after he had re* 
mained there a little while,he returned to Sitifis in triumphant manner,and was ic* 
ceived foleranly with the favour of all forts of age and degree; 
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Valentinian warreth upon the &uadi: whe/e king Gabimus is by the wicked 
plots of Maximinus murthered. 

IpBHiles the * Generali aforcfaid is thus painefully employed wiihin 
♦spMHWDcr*. Mauritania and Africkc in thewarres,the *Quadi rofe up in armes 

upon a fuddaine, a nation now little to be feared,but wonderfull it 
is, how warlike andpuiflant they were before timers their fpeedic 
* the people of exploits doefhew * for that by them and the *Marcomanni*Aqui- 

S‘? ern ‘"“* leia was on a fuddainebefieged a long time,*Opitergium raced,and many bloudie 
exploits performed with quickedifpatch 3 whil«*ilf 4 r^«a the principally whom I 
have fpoken before) by breaking through the Alpes lulise was hardly able to with¬ 
stand them: and in truth (as Barbarians) juft caufe they had toquarrell & complain. 
For Valentinian burning in a defire(glorious I muft needs fay and generous,but ex- 
cefliveand immoderat)and that from the beginning of his Empire,to fortifiethe li¬ 
mits, commanded garriion caftles to be built beyond the river Hifter, upon the ve¬ 
ry lands of the Quadras if the fame had bin already under the Rpman jurifdidiion: 
whereat the inhabitants much difcontented,& wifely looking to the main chance, 
fo farre forth as they might, partly by embaftage, and partly by fecret murraurings 
hindered the fame for a time. But Maximinus greedily fet upon all mifchiefe,& not 
able to mitigate his inbred humor of pride, which was puffed the more by his Pra?- 
or- fedifhip, blamed and rebuked Equitius, * Generali of the Forces at the fame time 
throughout Iilyricum,asoneobftinaie,headie and flothfull ,for that the faid worke 
riorcmi* take* was not y et finifhed,which was appointed togoe forward with all expedition: and 
he faid moreover,as one tendering the common good,Tbat if his*little ffon] Msr- 
Lord (ellianus were once made "'Generali of the Forces in Valeria,the fort would be ere¬ 
cted without more ado,or any allegation to the contrarie. Both which foone after 
came to pafle accordingly. For he being promoted to that place pf commaund,was 
no fooner gone forth & arrived in thofe parts,but (welling with pride anreafonably 
as*hisown fonnerighc,without winning of them by any talke and conference,who 
the fained furmifesof that defire and defigne which was never attempted.cau fed to 
avoid their owne countries,fetteth in hand again with th 3 t worke, which a littlebe- 
fore was begun, and by meanes of fome entreatie grauneed,had been forelet fora 
time. And at the laft, when king G&bmus in modeft tearmes required there might 
not beany new alteration , MarceUianus under femblancc of courtcfic, as if he 
would condifcend unto him, invited him, with others, toafeaft; whom in his 
departure, after his good cheare, whiles he feared noharme, with breaking moft 
wickedly the religious bond of hofpitalitie, hecaufed to be murthered . Xheru* 
mor of wbofe horrible fa<ft being incontinently fpread abroad divers wayes, fet 
both the Quadi and the nations feated round about them all in a rage 5 and bewai¬ 
ling the kings death,they aflembledthemfelves into one place, and fentoutcompa*? 
nies in armes to raifebooties andfpoyle all before them: which being pafled over 
Danubius,what timeas no mannerof hoftilitie was looked for, allailed the coun¬ 
trey people, bufied in thdr harveft: and when they had killed the greater part of 
them, Whatfoeyer remained, they had away and carried home, with numbers of 
cattcll of fundrie forts- And verily,at the fame time there had like to haVe happe* 
ned an inexpiable mifehiefe,to be reckoned among the difhonourablc loftes of the 
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ifcto a fwift poffeharior, and with a maine pace rode away, and brought her backe 
toSirmium 5 which was fix and twentie mylesfrom thence. By this good and for* 
tunate hap,the royall viigineand damofeli being delivered from the danger of mi- 
ferable fervitude (whofecaptivitie, unlefte flic might be ranfomed, would furely 
have brought much miferie upon the Commonwealth) the Quadi, together with 
the Sarmatians, ranging and fpreading themfelves farther abroad (as nations moft 
meet to fpoile and rob) drave before them booties of foIke,both men and women, 
of cattcll alfo * rejoycing in triumphant wife to fee theafhesof villages bumt,and 
the wofull miferies of inhabitants lying fhine,whom they tookcon a fuddaine, 
and killed without pitie and mcrcic. 

Chap. xvi. 

Probus, ^ Pr&feff of the Pr AtortHm^ a bafe minded min, is not able to abide the violence 
of tbeguadi. T wo legions are put to the fword ’ Theodofius the younger , 

Emperour afterwards , dyounggemleman of moft apprevedvatour , 
valiantly repreffeththe Sarmatians , making a tumultuous 
broile. The inundation of THerts, refembltng 
fo many deluges. 

g T||||]He feare therefore of the like calamities being difperfed over all parts, 

11113 Fro ^ M f ^ c Pra?fe<5his Pretoria abiding then at Syrmium, a man not 
acquainted with any terrors of warres, but aftonied with the wofull 
fight of fuch ftrangc and new occurrents, and fcarce able to lift up his 
eyes, was doubtfull a long time, and to feeke what to doe: and when as he had 
prepared fwift fteeds, and purpofed the next night to flie, being advifed by better 
counfell, flayed ftill and ftirred not. For advertifed he was, that ftraightwaies up¬ 
on his flight, all they (who wereendofed within walls) would follow after, ro 
fhrowdand hide themfelves in commodious lurking places: which if it had hap* 
pened, the citie undefended would have fallen into the enemies hands. Where, 
fore his feare being fomewhat allayed, he tooke a good heart and courageously fee 
in hand with fuch matters as were urgent and needfull > hec fcouredthc ditches 
that were choked up and filled with rammell • and,as he was inured in an humor of 
building, he quickly brought up the greateft part of the wals(which through long 
peace lay neglc&ed and fubvertedj asfatreas to the battlements of high rowers. 

And by this meanes the worke’ Was quickly finifhed. for tfuft he found fufficient 
money to effea that which he haftened forward, layeduperewhileto defray the 
charges of building a Thearre. And to this approved policie he adjoined another 
of right good confequence, in that he fent for the cohort of the ^Archers from die *<»ho««*&. 
next ftarion and ftanding groond,readie to beaffiftant^n cafe there had happened 
a fieger By thele barres,as it were,the barbarous enemies, put backe from aflayling 
the diie, as who were little acquainted with thefe fttatagemes of warre, and be- 

thomfeives wholly tohunt after titfmim . And when the? had learnedly intelli¬ 
gence 


Romane State. For it went within a ktdc, that the daughter of ConHantim tald n g 
her leptfima cenainem jnnor, which they call’Piftrenfis, what timeas (hee wa 
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pence giv^tnein ftorit>hvre whoiu ui£y icokcpr tlbneis, iHst he vi«5 gone atride 
, |«o the fattc.iemovcd parts of * Valeria, thitherthey hyed them apace* Iretting 
n,a < and fuming > for this veiie reafon fully bent to cut histhroat, becaufethey thought 

the innocentking aforefaid was by his meancs circumvented and made away. A- 
gainft whom runningon end forward with a bloudie mind, there advanced in the 
^ ioIB , veric way two*legions* m Pannonica and* n Moefiaca,a warlike and puiflant ar. 

mie : which if they could have joyntly agreed, no doubt had gone cleere away 
with vi&orie. B ut whiles they in all haft leverally let upon the faid robbers,the di- 
vell caft aboneamong them,fo that they fellat variance, and (whichfore hindred 
their fervice)ftrove for honour and dignitie: Which when the Sarmatians(asthey 
were parting wittie) perceived,not expecting any folemne fignall of battaile,charge 
upon the Mceftack legion firft. And while our fouldiors were fomewhat flacke in 
this tumult, to armc and make readie their weapons,they flew the moft of them: 
and herewith more emboldened, they brake through the Pannonian legion , and 
having broken the rankes with rnecre might and maine, they had redoubled the 
charge,and put them in manner all to thtfword, but that fome of them made fo 
ouicke fliifc that they efcaped the daunger of death. During this difafterous dan¬ 
ger and hcavie lolfothemarqueffe of Mcefia,r keodofuu the younger, a young gen* 
tleman ( whofe beard began but then to bud forth, and who afterward prooved a 
moft politique and experienced Emperour) divers times drave out and fore an¬ 
noyed, yea and with many skirmifhes one in the taile of another cruflicd the free 
Sarmatians (fo called for difference from therebellious bondmen) thatfromano- 
ther fide invaded our confines, and fo defeated whole multitudes of them con* 
flowing together,and refitting right manfully,that the moft part of them moft juft- 
ly flaine/atisfied the bloudie foules and ravenous wildbeafts. Whereupon the 
reft, now that their (welling pride was fallen and well abated,fearing kaft the lame 
captaine.a warriour of expedite prowefle, as it appeared, and quicke difpatch, 
would either beat downe or put to rout the troupes that made rodcs, even in the 
firft c ntric of the borders, or elle beftow ambulhmcnts fecretly along the woods; 
after many offers and attempts of breaking through, made from time to time in 
vaine,caftingafide all truft in fighting,craved a tolieration and pardon for all that 
was paft. And thus being oyercome/or a time entred into no adion contrarie to 
thecovenants of peace gran n ted unto them: asbeingmoft of all curbed and kept 
*that (ctved in downe with this fearc , for that there was come a ftrong power of the *Gal!icane 

Gadc. fouldiors to the defence of Illy ricum. Whiles thefe occurrents fo many and of fuch 

fort,by way ofcontinuall troubles dopafle, in the time that Claudius governed 
Romecitie,the river Tiber is which running through the mids thereof, together 
with many finkes,fewersand riverers aboundanr interminglcth himfelfe with the 
*MarTofco,ic- ^Tyrrhene fea, (welling bigge and overflowing with outragiops fall of rairie, and 
Mxi 6c Mar'eiiie, powring (hewers, and (pleading nowbeyond the termes of a river, welnecre fur- 
"Vincent .Lufar, rounded all. And for as much as all parts of the citiebefides,(eated upon an even 
and levell place, were all a ftanding poole, the hills onely and what great houfeS’ 
built apart by themfclves were mounted upon the higher ground , faved them*' 
felves from the prefent fcarefull daunger. And leaft a number of the peoplefboujd 
pine and peiifli for want offoodfeonfidering the water was fo great, that it foffe* 
red no man to go forth any whither) with boats and wherries there was plentiful! 
fibre of meat brought unto them. But when as the tempeftuous weather was ap* 

\ pealed.and the rivet by breaking thole baires that heldit in,returned to his woon-

yerie Eryfo# cartyed liimfelfc in hjs place veriequietly,a$ having endured and

Para King of Armenia taken by a wile,and wrong fully detained by Va- 
lens, wittily maketh meanes to efcajpe. 


a Mong thefe daurigerous troubles which General! Perrhs ray- 
fed after the King of the Quadi was treacheroufly flaine, 
there chauncedan execrable fail to bee committed in the 
Baft, bythe murdering of Para King of Armenia, by villai¬ 
nous and fecrettraines ; of which matter upon an impious 
intent conceived, this we know to have becne the original! 
caule. Certaineperfons there were,having fhrewdand un- 
happie wits of their o wne,fcd and maintained many times with the Ioffes of com- 
monweale, who before corn plot ted and packed again ft. Para, being as yet 

but a young Prince, divers imputations, aggravating the fame in the worft man¬ 
ner : Among whom was Tcrcntius Lord Warden ofthe Marchcs,one that walked 
lowly, and alwayes fomewhat heavie and lad, but lb long as he lived a perillous 
fower and ftirrer up of diffentions. Who having taken into his focietie lomefew 
people, fuch as for their lewd and hainous offences flood in doubtfull tearmes of 
feare, by writing to the Emperours Court and Counfell, ceafcd not to reitcraiethe 
death of Cy laces md Artabones ; adding moreover. That the faid young Prince* 
reaching and ay mingat proud deeds, became cxceedinghard and cruel to his fub- 
je&s. Whereupon the faid Founder a colour 5 as if he Ihould be made partner 
of a treatie then to beholden, as the inftant affaires required,called after a roiai tort, 
and under apretenfe of ferviccable courtefie attended at Tarfus in 01icia,when 2 s 
he neither could be admitted into the Emperours oampe, nor yet know |kc .Mul e 
of this urgent apparanct of his/or that cverie man held his tongue, at the length 

f!-cc DV 
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hot upon thegettingofitekhef by force, orfeai*;pr ftattefiei Whkhwhefrlic^ 
faidking revolved in his mind, he prcfaged that feme grievous mif<iifef € .| 1Bn p 
over his head, And being now ware of this deceitfull plot, and finding no otha 
meanes to fave himfelfc but by a fpccdie departure, at the perfuafion of fuch as he 
had affiance in, he having gathered about him three hundred of his traine, who 
* Armenia. had followed him forth of his *countrey, upon moftfwifthorfos, whenrhcgrcsi- 

teft part of the day was fpent, more adventurous than advifod (as cosnmonlyk 
is feene ingreat-and daungcrous frights) he went forth intmuracr of a pointed bat- 
♦Cotre&oTjCt tailon, and haftened away feareleflc- And when an officer belonging to * the *Mo- 

uovemor. deratorofthe Province, who warded the gate, much troubled to fee him make 
fuch haft, found him in the fuburbes and quarters neere unto the citie,he be- 
* * fought him verie earneftly to ft ay- and feeing he could not prevail*, turned backe 
for feare of being killed. In likemanner a littleafter, the legion alfo that purfued, 
and now approached neere unto him, himfelfc together with the forwarded of 
his companie galloping backe, and (hooting arrowes that fiew as thickeas fparkes 
of fire, but miffing them for the nonce, put to flight, fo that all our fouldiorstoge- 
gether with their Tribune terrified, retyred backe againe to the walls more luftily 
than they came forward. Then freed from allfeare,aftcrhehad for two dayesand 
two nights together endured thepainefull labour of joumeyes,when he was come 
to Euphrates, and for want of fh ips could not at any foord pafle over the river, full 
ofgulfes and whirlepite,as a number ofthem not skilfull in fwimming were afraid, 
fo himfoke moftof them all held off and adventured not. And veruy remained 
. he had behind,but that(as everieman caft about fundrie ftiifts) he was able to find 
out this meanes of evafion, which at the verie point of neceffitie was moft fafe. 
Such little beds as they found in the villages, they fupported with two leather bot- 
des or budgets apeece, whereof there W3S good ftorc neere at hand in the fields 
where wine was made. Vpon everie one of which, a chicfc peere and the Prince 
himfelfe fitting fcverally, towing and haling after them their horfes , by winding 
paftages that they made, declined die high waves and billowes of the water, fur- 
ging full againft them. And by this device,at length after extrearoe perils, came 
to the banke on the farther fide. AH the reft riding upon their horfes that fwum, 
and oftentimes by reafbn of the ftreame dafhing round about them, dowfedun- 
der the water, and toffed to and fro, after they had beenc wcakned with this daun- 
gerous wet that they tooke, were caft upon the bankes againft them : where after 
they had refrefhed rhemfelves a little while, they marched more fpeedily lightly 
appointed than they did the dayes paft. When the Eroperour heard newes here- 
of, much troubled at the flight and efcapc of the forefaid Pure , who he thought 
now being out of the fnarc, and aefibenie, would bieakehis allegeance, he fent 
mVame/esmdBarzemfresmtha thoufand light and nimble Carbines , for to 
fetch him backe, the one a Lieutenant, and the other a Tribune of the Scutari?. 
Tnefe trufting upon their owneperfe# knowledge of the wayes, for that he hafte- 
tungaway as he did,likeaftranger and one unacquainted with the countrcy, made 
many winding tumes and fctehed a com pafle, prevented his journey es, going the 
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hatred of jSw*, andfer tfSrtie fiipuldret erne, J&PWtote' 

importance to us, fhouldrevok and bccomefobie# unto tfoePerltai& who

nextway through the vallyes; and having parted betweenetfcem their forces, bc- 
f«vhe£W©*i€Ktpaflagcs, which ware three miles a funder, that as he fliould paffc 
by ekh or 9 fthena,he might be intercepted yer hew as aw arc. But this device and 
psojc&oftheirscarae to nothing, by fuch an accident as this. A certaine way-fa¬ 
r ing man makinghafton his journey,to a place on this fide, efpying the hill full of 
armedmen/omoavoidthem,going afide by a crofTe backe lane in the middle, 
chaneediipou the Atmeniaasallwearicd: and being brought unto the king, in- 
formethftim in iecrct.talke alone what he had foene, and fo without any hanne 
done unto him wasebete detained. And foone after, without any femblance or 
fhewaaaade of feare, there was font out an horfeman fee ret ly to the right ftde of the 
way, to provide lodging and vi&uals: When he was gone a little forward, ano- 
theriikewifehad coramaundcment to goc moft fpeedily to the left trad for to doe 
the like, who knewtiat that the other vvas fent another way. Thefe things thus or¬ 
dered to a good purpofe, the king himfelfe with his followers returning backe a- 
gaine with the way-bating perfon himfelfe that fhewed him the way through the 
buffoesfcy a rough beaten path, and little ynough for an horfe laden to pafle, gat* 
away and left our fouldiore behind his backe : who having caught his minifters 
fentoutto caft a mift (as it were) beforetheir minds that wayted for him, loo. 
ked in manner with hands reached fonh to catch an hunters prey. And whiles 
they lookeftill for him when he would come, he havingin fafetie recovered his 
kingdome, and with exceeding joy of his people being received , continued 
firme and faftinfhe fame true and afliiredloyaltic, putting up with filenceaU the 
wrongs thathehadfuftained.

I Articles after this, and Barximeres , when thus deluded they were 

returned Qo the Court,]being w;th reproachfull tearmes revi- 
Ml fori as daftards and cowards, faring like unto venimous ferpents, 
X |SW W which with the firft blow are aftonied, plucked up their fpirits 
feOKaB and whetted their deadlychawes, purpofing as foone as poffi- 
t foy cou ld if it lay intbeir power to be meet with him that 
thusefcaped their hands, and to doe him mifehiefe: and fo partly to extenuate this 
their owne offence, and partly to excufe themfclves that they were over-raught m 
futtle policie, they charged Para with falfc (launders and imputations in the cares 
oftheEmperour, moft apttoentertaine all rumours : deviling, That he could 
skill of the witchcrafts and enchantments of Cnee , to transforme and enfeeble 
folkes bodies wonderoufly : faying thus much moreover. That by fuch juglmg 
trickes, a myft being caftbeforc their eyes, he was changed in the ffiape of divers 
other things, and paired by them invifible; and would (nod^bOwotke much 
wocandteene,in cafe he fhould remaine alive after this fcornefullillufion.Hcrc- 
upon an inexplicable hatred of the Emperour was encreafed againft him,and craf- 
tiemeanes werewrought from day today, to take 

olence or feaet pradife. Which defigneby wnttngdofely under hand was ^' 
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routed unto Traianm, abiding then in Armenia, and having the charge of the 
martiali forces and affaires there.-Who goiagabou* to coropaffe the king by al¬ 
luring flcights . one-while delivering unto him the letters of Valens , fhewing 
his gracious favour and affe&ioi* toward him 5 another while biddinghimfelfe 
to his feafts , at length: upon a mifchievous plot he invited him alfo m modeft 
and reverent iort to a dinner: who fearing no evill toward, came and fat him 
downe at the table in the moft honourable place allowed for him. Now,when 
there were exquifite and daintic viands ferved up to the boqrd, and the houfe 
rung againe with the found of fttinged and wynd inftrunaents , fingered right 
.artificially, when the wine alfo went merrily about , whiles the matter himfelfe 
of the feaft was gone foonh of the roome under a colour of fome urgent bu- 
fineffc of nature, one fteps ftoutly into the place, with a fterne and grim looke, 
abarbarous and roughhewen fellow, one of thofe whom they tearme Suprar, 
flaking a drawne fword in his hand , in menacing wife readie to run the young 
prince through, who was now fo pent in, that be could nOt leape foorth from 
•him. Whom, when the faid prince faw, fitting forward, as it fell out , on the 
♦or table. farther fide of the dining * pallet, and upon this difeoverie of treafbri rifing up 
to defend himfelfe by all the meanes he could, was ftabbed through thebreaft, 
and folaya long like a beaftlyfacrifice, fowlely and fhamefully mangled with 
many a bloudie ftroke. And thus his credulitie being villanoufly deceived, by 
this fraudulent device, in the middeft of a feaft, which with reverence is regar¬ 
ded even in the Euxine fea, in the very fight of the b Hofpitall God* the bloud 
of a ftranger fpurting upon the rich table-clothes and carpets, and foraing a- 
gaine, gave all the guefts their fill, who by this time, in exceeding horror, were 
difperfed . Now would that noble Fabricius c Lufcinus grone and weepe (if 
folke departed have any fence of griefein them) at this arrogant and defperatc 
a<5t, knowing, as he did, with what courage and magnammitie he reje&ed Te- 
mochares , or (as fome write) Nietos the kings minifter, promifing by way of a 
fecrec parley, That he would in a cup of wine poyfon king Pyrrhus , who then 
plagued and wafted Italie with moft cruell warres,and wrote withall to the faid 
king, That he fliould take heed of his inward fervitoursand attendants neere a- 
bout him; fuch a reverent regard in that time of auncient juftice carried the Ge- 
nialitie, even of an enemies table. But this late unexampled and fhamefull fad: 
was excufed (forfboth) by the like precedent of d Sertorius his death $ and that 
by flatterers (ywis) who happily never knew, as DemoBbenes (that everiafting 
ornament and honour of Greece) affirmeth: That whatfoever is argued andobie- 
ftedy as done otherwife than rightfully , can never be an freer ed and affoyled by the like 
precedent or impumtie of another crime . And thus much of the memorable occur- 
rents that pafled in Armenia.

Chap, i i u 

The Embaffages ef %appr end Valens that tooke no effeft. The horrible death sf 
Remigius, who had aftednot the leaf part in the Tragadie of 7 ri* 
polity deferibed in the 29. booke. 

Vt Sapor, after the former overthrow and (laughter of his men, 
having certainc intelligence of Para his death, whom he ear- 
neftly endeavoured to combine with, was ftrucken with grie¬ 
vous forrow ; and , as the cheerefull courage of ourarmieftiii 
encreafed his feate, hee projecting greater defignes unto him- 
felfe, lent Arf&ces in Embaffage unto the * Emperour, and 
gavp advice . To have Armenia (the continuall caufe tf all troubles) to be utterly 
deBreyed: And in cafe that motion were mifliked, he required another thirg, 
namely, That the drvifion of Hiberia being annulled , and thegarrifons of the Ro¬ 
manes fide from thence remooved , Afpaciires might bee permitted to raigne alone, 
whom himfelfe had made Governour over that nation. Whereunto Valens returned 
anfwere to this effe« 5 t: That he could not foredoe ought of the capitulations and arti¬ 
cles by con fern confirmed, but was right willing 'and careful! to maim sine the fame . 
To croffe this glorious purpofe and refolution of his, when as the Winter 
now was at an end, the kings letters were brought, allcdging vaine and arro¬ 
gant reafons. For heconftantly avouched, That theoccafion of difeord might 
not poffibly bee flocked up by the rootes, without the piefence of thofe that 
were privie to the peace covenanted with lovianus, fome of whom he under- 
ftood were departed this life. After this, the Emperour, as his care grew grea¬ 
ter, and tooke deeper impreffion, beeing better able to chufe, than to devife 
good counfels, and fuppofing this to be expedient for his affaires, commaun- 
ded Vi ft or, Generali of the Horfe, and Vrbicius, Marquefle or Warden of the 
marches of Mefopotamia , to goc with all fpeed, carrying with them an abfo- 
lute and uniforme anfwere, That it little became a iuB Prtnce, contenting hm ■ 
felfe with his owns (as the king ufuallygave out of himfelfe) thus wickedly to co¬ 
vet Armenia , confidertng the inhabitants thereof , by his owne agreement , were per¬ 
mitted to live at their owne will: and unleffe the garrijon fouldiors, imparted unto 
Sauromaces, returned without fatle and let in the beginning of the yeare follow 
ing (as ttwas ordered) hefhouldagainB hiswiU accomplijh thofe articles , which of 
his owne accord to doe, he omitted . Which verily was a plaine and francke Em¬ 
baffage, had it not fwerved in this one point, That without any direction or 
commiffion in that behalfe, thefe Embafladours accepted ofithofe fmall coun¬ 
tries in Armenia that Were offered. Which Embaffage being returned, there ar¬ 
rived Sure no. , chiefe in authoritie under the king, offering the very fame parcels 
unto the Emperour, which our Embafladours had boldly taken. Who being 
liberally and honourably entertained, but fent backe againe without obtaining 
that for wh ch he rame. great preparation there Was and furniture for the warres, 
confidents tha* the-Emperour, fofooneas the rigour of Winter Was abated, 
minded with three arm us to invade Perils , and therefore with all expedition 
levied and waged aid iouldiors of the Scythkms. Sapor therefore miffing of

thofe matters, which in a vaine hope he had conceived, and chafed more than 
he ufed to be, for that he had intelligence. That our great Commaunder and 
Ruler prepared for an expedition, yet biting in his anger^ave Surena in charge 
to chyme and recover by force of arnnes, thofe pieces whfeh lieutenant vittor 
and Vrbicim had received: and in cafe any man made refinance, that the foul- 
diors alfo, which were appointed for the garrifon and defence of Sauromaccs 
fhould be plagued with extremitie of miferies. And for thefe defignes quick! 
ly put in execution, as he had ordained, there was no remedie nor meanes to 
crie quittance, becaufethe Romanes were befet with another feare of all Go- 
thia, which in licentious manner had vkdemfy broke into Tfcracia: The dole- 
< full and lamentable events enfuaag whereupon, may then bee fummarily fet 
downe, when we fhall come to handle thofe affaires alio. Thefe were the pro- 
ceedings that pafled along theEaft tracts, within the traine whereof, the pow¬ 
erful! vigour of cteroall juft ice (which though it be divers times flow, yet is a 
curious and precife Commiifioner, to enquire iiqto things well done, or other- 
wife) tooke revenge of thofe miferies of Afriekc and the JSmbafladours of Tri- 
polis, whofe manes and ghofts as yet were unrevenged, and wandered with¬ 
out reft : which fell out in this fort. Remigw, who (as I fayd before) had fa¬ 
voured and countenanced Romanus in fpoyiing of the Provinces, after that Leo 
in his rowme was entred into the mafteifhrp of the Offices, giving over now 
the affaires of State, betooke himfelfeto countrey buftnefles, neere unto Mo- 
gontiacum, in his owne native countrey . Whom, making his abode there in 
great fecuritie, Mmm'tnm the Praffed Pranorio defpifing, as one returned to a 
private and quiet life, ftudied and fought how by all meanes pofflbly he might 
hurt 5 as he was one, that like unto fome contagious and pernicious plague, u- 
fed to infed and worke mifehiefe ftill, where ever he came: and to the end that 
he might fearch out more matters ftill that lay hidden, he attached and by way 
of bloudie torture examined CnJfar ( before time one of his domefticall guard, 
and afterward the Princes Notarie) to know of him. What Remigim had done? 
or how much he had received, to helpe and further Riomanm in his wicked ads ? 
Which when Remigim underfiood, whiles he remained yet (as hath heenefaid) 
in a retyred place, either for that he was pricked in eonfcience for bis ^ewd parts 
committed, or that the feare (cceafioncdbyflaunderous accufations ) over¬ 
came his reafon; he made no more adoe, but knit his necke faft jn an halter, and 
fo ftrangled himfelfe to death. 


Chap. iiii. 

Valentinian making baft at an unfeafineble time again B the iBjrians, it 
Browne backe . An amitic is concluded and eBobitjhed with Ma- 
crianus king of the Alemans: and then returneth 
the Etnperour to Triers . 



,N the yeare next following, when Grasianm was Confull, and had ta- 
j ken unto him for companion in office, Equitim 5 as Valentinion after the 
1 wafting of ccrtaine territories inAlcmaine, was building a fort neere 
unto Bafile, which the neighbour inhabitants call *Robur, there was 

pre* 
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prelented unto him the ceitificat of the Prsefca Trtbtu, giving intelligence of die 
Ioffes and calamities of lllyricum . Which when he had with good advifement 




goodfeifure^emgaftonied wkhcar^foUrhoughtsjke fent outhis*Notarie Rater- 
nianus, and by him foughtprecifelyiwo the huftnefle. And foone after, when as 
by his means he had received the true report of what was done,he haftened forth¬ 
with to tafce*he field, readiein perfon with the firft ftirre and noyfe ofarmes(ashe 
had before intended) to fupprefle the Barbarians, who dared to rob and fpoyfe 
our limits. And becaufe now in the latter endof Autumne there were many dif¬ 
ficulties 10 hinder this project, all tihe nobles and principall officers of State about 
the palacccndeavoured hard sto perftiddehim for to hold offumillthe beginning 
of thcSpring v a&edgingfirft, That the wayes hardened with frofts (where could 
be found neit her grade well growne for pafturage, nor other things meet for ufe) 
werenot pa(Table: then, pretending thecrueltie of princes,neere neighbours unto 
Gaule, andaboveall others, of Macrtonus ^ as one in thofe day es much dread; who 
as it was for certatne knowne, ifhe were left behind unreconciled,would attempt 
the very ftege and affault of die walled cities * By thefe allegations and other mo¬ 
tives put therto, tending to his good and profit, they reduced him to abetter mind, 
and piefetuly (as it made for the good of the Common wealth) the (aid king was 
fent for courteoufly to come neere unto Moguntiacum 5 who alfb was of himfelfe 
forward ynough (as it appeared) to enterraine a league. And wondetfull it was, 
with what and how great pride puffed up he came, as one that fhould be the 
fuperior Iudge of peace: and at the day before appointed for the parley and con¬ 
ference, he flood beating his head aloft on the very banke of the Rhene, with a 
clattering noy fe of his countrey fhields refounding on either hand . On theo- 
ther part, the Emperour embarked in certaine river-barges, being guarded alfb 
himfelfe with a multitude of warlike companies for his more fafetie, approched 
the bankes, all goodiy to be feene, with a brave fhew of glittering enfignes. N ow 
when the unfeemely geftures and rude noyfe of the barbarous people were at 
length allayed, after words paffed to and fro on both fides, there was peace and 
amitie concluded, and the fame ratified with an oath. Thefe thinges thus fini¬ 
shed, the king, who made all thefe troubles, departed well pacified, and became 
•our aflbeiatefrom thenceforth, and afterwards, unto his dying day, gave by his 
noble exploits good proofeof his conftant mind, embracing concord. But af¬ 
ter this, his hap was to die in * Francia; which whiles he greedily invaded, and 
with fire and fword wafted, befet he was by a traine of the warlike king Mello- 
baudes , and fo flaine. Howbeir, after this league, with (blemne rites and com* 
plements concluded, Valentiman departed to Triers, there to Winter . Thefe 
were the affaires in Gaule and the North quartets. 
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Vt in the Eaft parts (whiles all was huflvt and quiet abroad) an in* 
ward mifchiefeincreafed, bymeanesofthe friends and favou¬ 
rites of Valens , with whom profit was of: more reckoning than 
honeftie. For,great care and diligence was employed, that the 
man of a rigorous difpofition, and dcfirous to hearc caufes and 
controverfies pleaded, fhouldbe reclaimed from all defire of de¬ 
ciding and judging them, leaft as in Julians dayes,while innocencie gat a brcathing 
time by lawfuU defence, the fwfcHing pride of mightie perfons fhould be abated' 
which by taking of libertic was woont to breake out and raunge at will abroad. 
Forihefe and iiich like refpe&s, when as with one confent and accord many de¬ 
ported him, and efpecialiy CModefius Prefcd of the Pretorium ( a man. wholly 
made and fquared to the pleafure ofthe Princes Eunuchs, and one with a forced 
countenance deceiving his rude and rufticall nature not polifhed with reading of 
any antiquitie) bearing him alfo in hand, that thefe fmall and trifling privat cau- 
feswere farre inferiour to his Imperiall dignitie, he fuppofing (as he laid) that the 
examination and hearing of caufes was a device to take downe and humble the 
highhefleofhis Majeflie,forbare wholly to fit in judgement, and fo did fet open 
thedooresof pilling and extortion, which grew ftrong everie day more than o- 
ther,' through the wickednefTe of Iudges and Advocates both, agreeing together, 
and drawing in one line: Whofetting tofale thefuits and caufes of meaner pep 
fons unto militarie men and managers of martiaH affaires^ or to fuch as were roigh- 
tie in Court, gained thereby either much wealth or great honours. This profem- 
on of Oratoursand pleading Barretters, that noble P/aw defined* to be **•**»( w* 
*. the image or fhadowe of fome part of civilitie, or more trucly, the fourth 
part of flatterie : But Epicuru* naming it reckoned* it among bad arts: 

Ctefias and with him Leontinus Gorgias, faith, it is the worke-miftreflc of perfuafi- 
on * Which being thus by old writers defined, the fubtilecraft of fomeEafterlings 
hath brought it, to be hated and detefted of good men: whereby alfo it is bridled 
and reftrained by thereinesofa fet and prefixed time. After therefore that I mail 
deliver foine few words, as touching the indigoitie thereof, which I found by 
exper ience converting in thofe parts, I will retumc to the intended courfe of tnolc 
matters which I have begun. Then, and neverelfe, flourifbed the Tribunes with 
pleading patrons of auncient elegancie, when as Oratours ofquickc and pregnant 
eloquence, fcrioufly given to the ftudies of learning, for wit s faithfulncne, copi¬ 
ous words, and many ornaments of oratorie excelled, as for example Vemejthe- 
nes 5 who, whenfoever he was to make an oration, there was woont to be a great 
concoui feof people out ofall parts of Greece,to hcare him, as we find in the At- 
ticke records: alfo CaUiftratus ,, whom at the time that he pleaded that noble caule 
as touching Oropus, a place in Euboea, the fame DemoHhenes followed, leaving 
the* A cademic together with Plato. Likewife Hyperides, JEfchines, Andocides,Vt- 
narchtu, and that famous Antiphon of Rhamnus, who was thcfiift of all others, as 
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auticient hyftories make report* that tookeafee for the defence of a caufe. Scm- 
blablyamong the Romans alfo, the * Rutitsy,Gdba ,and Scaurs, men for their life, * anti! iH‘,C ar 
behaviour, and frugalitie approved: and after them for fundrieyeares together of 
theageenfuing,many that were Cenforsand Confute in their time, yea and had feEtS* 
triumphed, to wft,the*Cryi/?/, Amonij ,the Philippijmd the .forthwith a number !« 

more befide, after moftfortunatconduft of aimies, after victories atchicved and ' 

trophees ere&ed, flourifhed in the performance of civile offices betweene citizen £Xhs. iy * 
and citizen, even for their ftipends: and gaining by their goodly prizes plaid, the 
laureil garlands of the Barreand Common place, enjoyed glorious honours in the 
higheft degree. After whomCiw*, jhe mo ^ excellent of all, who oftentimes 
with the thunderbolts of his commaunding fpeech, delivering fome that were op* 
prefled andcaft downe out of daungerous flames of judgement, affirmed. That 
men haply might be undefended altogether without blame and reproofe-Jhut negligently de* 
fended without afinfull aft they could not pofitbly be. 


Chap, v 1. 

Alittle table reprefenting to theUfethefe ravenous Havpyes, and a for*' 
ting or dfvifion of them into certaineformes or raphes. 


Vt nowadayes, you may fee throughout all thofe tra<5fs divers in 
that kind verie violent and moft ravenous men, foch as goe fwou- 
ping and flinging over all the Courts and Halls of jufticc, yea and 
clolely do befet rich mens houfesj who like unto hounds of*Spar- *S hr3ii " 
taor ^Crete, by following with a quicke fent everie caufc, as it * Caftdie - 
were by the tra<tt and footing,come at length tot^e veriedennes thereof. Thefirft 
companie of thefe are they ,who by lowing fundric controverfies and quards,have 
their hands in athoufandadtions& bonds forapparariccat theLaw-dayjhauming 
thedooresofwidowes, and entries of childleflc parents. Thefedefirous to enters 
taineprivie grudges betweene friends,kinsfolkes and allyes,that are at variance/or 
fome ^fmall maneis ofno moment and iraportance^oe about to make them hate 
and deleft one another. And in thefe their vices they w^xc nor more cal me and 
mild (as others doe) by procefleof time,butgcc greater head, and grow ftronger: 
who alfo among the unfadable extortions of the poore,for to enveagle and deceive 
by their fubtile orations theintegritieof Iudges (whofo name fprung of Iuftrce) ? 
draw forth the keene blade of their wits. In this their obftinat courfe of dealing, 
their rafhnefle feemeth to referable liberties heir headie boldnefife conflancie, and 
a certaine vaineflowing tongueofdriers,eloquence: through rhe violent force of 
which artsjasT«flyaffirmcth, a foule fhame it is that the upright confcicnce of a’ 

Judge fhould be deceived. For thus hefaitb: And wherras there oughtmething'tai 
he in a Commonwealthfipure andfmeere , ns the giving ofvqce, otrktfcntvncesf *> 
Jttdge,leannotfee bow be that batkeorruptedtfofame with apeece of money^faoidd do* 
fervepunifhmem, and be that doth the l/kewhbeloquensegae away with \ptayfe\ Add 
verily inmy conceit Jxfecmethof she tvftne to datwoore harm*, tohatorruptrvb a fudge'. 
hyMu eloquent fpeech, thankeihatMhHhypMtehr&me^ temfcabU to 

qtmspt utpife mmhK&k money, bm with eloqmnceise may fidiivofo ThefnfondToit-

theirmouthes were muzzetedandmade up, With their continual! filence, arc like 
their owne fliadowes. Thefe reiemblmg them that calculat and foretell folkes de- 
ftinies by their nativities and horofeopes $ or wifards that expound Sibyls Oracles, 
compofing their grave countenance to a fad and folemne habit, make even their 
drowfie yawning and fupinc negligence faleable. And thefe felIowes,becau(e 
they would be thought to have a deepe infight into the lawes, have altogether itt 
their mouthes { Trebatius, Cdfellius, and Alfenus^ and their whole talke is of the 
lawesofthe Aurunci andSicani,fuch as long fince aregrowrie out of knowledge, 
and many hundred yeates ago, even with Zanders mother buried. And if thou 
fhouldeft devife and fay. That wilfully thou hadft murthered thine owns mother, 
they arc readie to bearc thee in hand,and promife, that they have read many hid¬ 
den booke-cafesandprefidents, thataffoord meanes to acquit thee: provided al- 
wayes, that they perceive thee tobe wcll moneyed. A third crew there is ofthofe, 
who to the end that in this turbulent profeflion they may get a name, whetting 
their mercenarie tongues to the beating downe of truth, by their (hameldfe fore¬ 
heads and bafe bawling make open way for themfelves topafle whither they lift: 
who taking the opportunity of the Iudgescares,inmany matters diftraded, linking 
and entangling caufcs with infolublcquirkes and quilits, endevour by long de- 
murresco have controverfies depending ft ill, and by their intricat queftions that 
©fpurpofethey foiftin,holdofF,and delay judgements: which when they pro¬ 
ceed well and fallout aright,they are the verie (brines and ^temples of equities but 
if they be wrong and unjuft, they are both deceitfull and blind pits; whereinto 
ifany man fall and be caught,he (hall not be able in many * five yeares together, to 
to get forth,fucked drie in the mcane while even to the verie marrow.

The Iasi fort of them that uphold t hi* profeflion of Lawyers, impudent,ft WAtdyVpil- 
full, andtwleornedjis herein kvely colours defainted. 

He fourth andlaft ranke is impudent,overth wait,ftubbome,and with* 

n ail unlearned, thole I meane, who having broken loofe over-fconc 
from the Grammcr fchoole, rufl to and fro in all corners of cities flu¬ 
dying forfeoffes, and frutnping floors, not for meet pleas to helpc a- 
ny caufe: who alto haunting rich menshoufes,lay for to get part of exquifit dain¬ 
ties at their fuppers and mealcs. Who when they have once -betaken themfelves 
to fecret andprivat gaines, and given their minds to get money everie way, it skills 
Hot bow,let any innocent and harmeleflcperfons together by the earcs, and make 
them for nothing goetolaw: and beingadmitted into the court (and that fcldom 
happeneth) for the defence of a caufe, at the verie inftant time when they fhoula 
come to plead at barre, they arc faine ip be inftmft ed from the verie mouth of the 
chctu that is defendant,what is the name and nature ofthe caufe that he hath taken 
in hand; And thefe are fofull ofthcinconfafcd circumlocutions,thara man would 
tbinke heheard * T herfiterwith aflapfing and bawling clamartocome our with i 
mifhmalh and hotchpotch ofraoft diftaftfullandunlavorieft uffe. But When they 
arq once driven to a nonplus, and want matter to maintaine fheir allegations,then 
tc&ctfacy aU their (pcecbto anunbridled libertieof raylingandfbukfpwking: ut 
TOich refp&a/ortheir rqiroachfuUand rcviling-tcaxmes, which continuallyW 
3 would 



ned, And of thefe thercbe fome foruefc, that they cannot remember they were 
ever mailers of any !aw*bookck And ifat any aflcmbly or meeting of learned men, 
there happen to be mention made ntfomeatmeieiif author, they fuppofe it to be 
fome fbnaine name of a fiftr or di fhofroeat. And,in cafe any (hanger chance for 
example fake to aske for Marcianm^ an Oratour, whole name they were not before 
acquainted with, ftraightwayes they imagine themfelves all to be named Marciani. 
Neither do they fet any right now before their eyes, but as men fold unto cove- 
toufiidfcandpoflefledwholly with it, they know nothing at all but an engraffed 
licentious libertie of craving andgettiug. And looke whom they once catch with¬ 
in their toile, they enfnarc him with a thoufand nets, under pretenfe of fickneflc 
forfooth, lingring for the nonce,and making delayes with this and that,one after a- 
notlier byturnes: and for the proceedingofone reading of a vulgar and common 
law, they prepare (even vendible entrances and returnes, plotting and platting as 
long examinations as poflibly they canto protrad the time. Now, when as there 
have fo many dayes, monethes, and yearesgone over the parties heads that are in 
fuit, that they become ftript bare of their money, at length when as the matter in 
controverfie isgrowne ftaleand throughly worne in continuance of time,then are 
the verie principal! heads and great doctors admitted and lain: who being entred 
bring in with them other dumbe ftiewes of Advocates. And when they are come 
withintheeuclofiueofthebarreorrailc.and the whole eftatc or life of fome mart 
begins to come in queftion and ttyalbwhat time as all endevour fliould be ufed to 
keepe either the edge of thefwordfroman innocent, orputbyloflefrom a poore 
and miforableperfon, with frowning foreheads on both (ides, and armes compo- 
fed after thegefturc ofadors on a ftageffo that there leemeth nought wanting but 
Gracchus his h pipe behind their backes,by which he was woont in his orations to 
temper his voiced they (land ftil along time on either hand: And at laft,out of fome 
premeditate flourifti .there comes forth by him who is the bolder of the twaine 
and more confident of lpeech,fome pleafant and delightfome exordium or begin¬ 
ning offpeech,promifing as it were the Rhetoricall ornaments , refembling thofe 
of the famous orations pronounced either for Cluentim or Cteftphon : and when all 
thatheare itaredefiroustohaveanend made, the mattergroweth tothisconclufl- 
onatlength,thatthepatrons(forfooth)aftcrafhew madeofathree yeares fuit de¬ 
pending in thecourt^lledge for excufe, that they be not yet diffidently inftru&ed 
and prepared: and fo when they have obtained a longer time ftill of adjournment, 
as if they had alreadic wreftled hard with that old Ant am, they ceafe not to callear- 
neftly for their fees,in regard of this their daungcrou scon Aid and doubtfull com¬ 
bat performed. Howbeit,things being fo,thefe Advocates are not without many 
inconveniences,which a man of worth that would live in good fafliion could nor 
well endure. Tor,bcing flelhed with the baits ofidle gaines com ming in with fit¬ 
ting ftill.and doing little or nought,they are at daggers drawing among therafohraj 

and breaking forth into a malapert humor of railtng^s hath been (aid, they offend 
atiddiiplcafe many: Which bitter humor of theirs then doc they difeharge and 
ralhiy difgorge.whenas they arenot able wkh all their flout fpecchcs and orations 
to coverand protedthe weakenrffcof their caufcs, And otherwhilesthey havefor 
their Iudges fuch as have learned fheliUtous or iE fops flumping ftoffes orfables/a- 
ther than thofo that have come forth of the fehode either of that juft AriBides i or 
of gravel***, who having purchased with round ftsnunesof odoney poWikeoffi* 
^ Ddd ij 
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tothe svealth& eftatcof aUforts ofnjcn,whatfocvcr^theybe/ach bootils^forcc 

hath among many other things this one mifduefe grievous and fearful!, for thaus 
many almoft as go to law,sreof thisnat ure, that whereas cuntroverfies and fuits by 
a thoufand chances do mifcarrie,Iooke whatfoever falleth out etherwife than well 
they fuppofe the fame lay in the poweroftheirpatrons and advocats 5 and what if! 
fue enlueth upon any variance and contention, they are wont to impute &afcribc 
the fame even to them,and in no wife are they angry either with the defeft of their 
matters ; ortheiniquitieotherwhilesoftheIudges,but only with the defenders of 
their caufes. But now rcturne we whence wehither digrdfed. 


Chap, viii* 

Valenriniangri»£ to the Sarmattam andlUyriansytegleBeth thofe things that belong to 
hischarge y giveth no audience to the complaints ofthe Provinetall inhabitants, * 
neither duly thaHifeththe Frafetfs and Gover nearwho a long 
while abttfe their publicise authorities 

Hen as now the prime of the Spring was come, Valentinian remooving 
from Triers,marched apace through the knowne wayes wherewith he 
was acquainted: and as heapproched the countries that he went unto, 
there wasprefented unto him an embaflageof the Sarmatians: who ly¬ 
ing proftrate at his feet,befeught him by way of peaceable prayers,to come among 
them with a propitiousand gracious mind, as who fliouldfind their countreymen 
neither partie nor privic to any wicked and cruell a&* Vnto whom, as they ftill ite¬ 
rated the fame petition, thus farre forth upon good advifementand confiderat de¬ 
liberation he made this anfwcre,That thefe matters were to be enquired into upon 
moft true and certaine evidences,yea,and to be punifhed accordingly, in the verie 
places where it was laid they were committed. And when after this^he entredimo 
*Carnuntu, a towne of the Illyrians (forlornc now (God wot)& in wofull plight, 
yet of great importance to the leader of an armie, whenfoe ver either good fortune 
or politicke reafon miniftredany advantage and opportunitie)from out of the next 
ftation hereprefledtheattcmpts& invafionsof the barbarous enemies. And albeit 
he ftruckea terror into all men, whiles it was looked for and feared 3 that (as he was 
quickeand fliarpe) he would fhortly give commandement,That the judges and ru¬ 
lers fhould be condemned, through whofe trecherie or departure fro their charge, 
one fide of Pannonia was laid naked - yet when he was thither come,he became fo 
calme and code,that he neither made enquirie into thedeath of king Gabiniu*Ff>t 
fearched narrowly to know, by whofe permiffion, connivencie, or flacke dealing 
thofe wounds and Ioffes came which had bindeepcly fetled inthecommonweafe:' 
juft according to his wonted maner, which was, to be fharpe & feverc in corre&ing 
thofe of the common fort,but over remiftc in rebuking fuch as were in high place, 
fb much as by way of rough and bitter words. Howbeit Proltts was the only man 
whom he courfed and purfued with an hatefull & malicious mind, never from the 
time that he firftiaw him giving overt© menace him,orgrowing to be any whit ap- 
peafed with him 5 whereof the caufes were neither fmall nor unknownc. This Pro- 
hm being then newly entred upon hisPratfe&ure of the Prsctorium,and very deli* 
rous to continue the fame a longtime by many mcancs (and would God they bad 
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bin diretft and reafonable)farre otherwifethan the nobilitie of his defeent & paren¬ 
tage taught him,regarded glofing flatterie more than model! honeftie. For obf er- 
ving well the purpofe of the prince, who fought all the waies every whereto get 
money by hooke or crooke, without any difference or refpe&madc of right and 
wrong,reduced him not, thus wandering out of the right way, unto the path of e* 
quitie,as oftentimes foberand peaceable Governourshave done,but himfelfe alfb 
followed him,winding atoe fide and going ctofie : Whereupon enfuedthe he 3 vie 
haps and grievous chances of the provinciall fubje&s, and themsfehievous names 
and articles of cntituled caufes provided aforehand, enfeebled and cut in twain th^ 
ftnewes of mens eftates,as well rich as poore, and that by means ft ronger every one 
than others before,according as the long pra&ife of doing hurt could devife J n the 
end,fuch were the grievous burdens of tributes and the exadlions of cuftomesand 
imports fo much enhanced and multiplied, that feme of the pceres and nobles dip 
quieted with the feare of extremitie,were forced to change their habitations & void 
the countrey: yea,and certaine perfons there were, fo overlayed with the rigorous 
and bitter dealing of under officers and minifters, calling ftill for more, that when 
they had not for to give them,they became perpetuall tenants of prifons: of whom 
there were fome, who being now wearie of their lives, and not defirous to fee the 
light of this world any longer,ended their daies by the wifhed for remedies of han¬ 
ging themfelves. And thus verily went matters withoutall regard ofgiving content 
or of humanitie,as thcconftant rumor blazed it allabroad. But Valentinian, as if his 
eares had bin daubed up with wax,as onegreedietoget and gaine indifferently,he 
parted not how,even out of the leaft things that were, was ignorant hereof,thinking 
of nothing elfebut that which wasoffred and prefented tohishand:yer peradven- 
venture he would have fpared Pannonia,if hehad known before,thefe wofull and 
lamentable meanes of gaine, who too too late learned then by fuch a chance as this. 
According to the example of the reft of theprovinciafc,theEpirotsalfo compelled 
by the Pr^feft to fend embaftadors for to give him thanks,forced one Jphtcles a Phi- 
lofopher,a man of approved courage and refblution,againft his own will & accord 
to go forward to the performance of this office: whowhen he had feene the Empe¬ 
ror,after knowledge taken who he was,being demanded the caufe of his comming, 
anfweredin Greeke.-andas the Emperor very diligently inquired of him, Whether 
they that font him embaftadour, thought from their hearts well of the Prefer like 
a Philofopher and profertor of the truth ; Groning(quoth he) and againH their wilt: 

With which word of his he being ftrucken as it were with a dart, curioufly fear¬ 
ched like fome quicke fenting beaft into his a<5fs and doings, queftioning with him 
in his natural! languageabout that which he knew not,namely,where was fuch an 
one (for examples fake)that in honor and name excelled his neighbours^or where 
was fuch a richman? or another,the principal! and chiefe of his ranke i And when 
he underftood,that one perifhed with an halter,another was fled beyond fea,anda- 
nother killed himfelfe,or loft his life with plumbers of lead,he grew into an excee¬ 
din'* paflion of indignation :and evermore his wroth was fed by Leo,t hen raster of 
the offices(o lhamefull villany)who himfelf alfo,in cafe theother^now aloft,mould 
©nee fall downe from therocke,was rcadieto ftep into his Pr*fe«rtiip:which if he 
had gottenand managed,furely the government of Probm had bin extolled up into 
heaven,in comparifon of thofe parts which he would have played.

Chap. IX. 

Vakntfaian invadeth and warreth upon the JOuadi. He is terrified with many ft rente 
fights, denouncing his end: He reeeiveth the fifuades emhaffadours, and at e ' 
Jpeech of theirs is jo forcibly firuckenjhar with the loffe of his voice* 
hawing a dead fweat comming all ever him fie died with¬ 
in a while after. 

■ Qw, whiles the Empcrour abode at Camuntum, for three Summet 
moneths together, he provided himfelfSof armour and vi&uals, rea- 
dic (if fortune were any thing favourable unto him} with the £rft op¬ 
portunity to invade and overrun the Quadi, authors of an horrible 
-Czmunmm. tumult and commotion. In which* townc.Faufmtu the lifters forme of Vtvemim 
Praffe&of the Prartoriu m, ferving in qualitie of.a N otarie in the wanes, was after 
torture executed by the hangmans hand under Probus % who had the hearing and 
determining of his caufe: called into queftion and indited he was,forthathehad 
flaine an aile, thereby to pradife fecret aits, as fome averred, who layed that to his 
charge: but as he vouched himfelfe/or to ftay the falling and (hedding of the hairc 
off his head, another matter alfo was mifehievoufly framed againft him, namely. 
That when one Nigrintu defiredhim by way of mirth to make him Notaric, ne 
laughing at the fellow, cried ou t and fayd: Make me Emperor , if thou wouldefi have 
that at my hands. And this mecre jeaft being untowardly and in a wrong fence ex* 
pounded,coft both Fattftimss hirafelfc and Nigrintu alfo,with others,their lives.But 
to proceed, after that Merobattdes was fent out before with a warlike power of foot¬ 
men ^hereof he had the condu<%fbr to waft and burnethe Barbarian territories, 
with whom was joyned in commiftion Lieutenant Schott tartyalemtnian removed 
*p«» v«a*w his campe for ward ncere to *Acincum; and when he had fee his (hips together,a- 
gainft what fuddaine chance might befall,and with all thequicke (peed that might 
be planked them over in manner of a bridge, he patted over another way into the 
counrrey of the Quadi,who lay verily in efpiall waiting for his comming from the 
high craggie mountaines, whither mod pan of thecountrey,uncertaine & doubt¬ 
ful! what accidents would happen, together with their wives and children, liefc 
and dcare unto them, were retyred 5 but altogether amazed andaftonied, when 
comrade to their expc&ation they faw die Emperours enfignes difplayed within 
their countrcy. Having therefore advaunced forward with a forced pacers occa- 
fion ferved, after he had killed up the people of all apes indifferently one with ano¬ 
ther whom as they ftragled then abroad this fuddaine rode furprifed) as alfp burnt 
their houfes,he returned with the fafetie of all them whom he led forth with him: 
And in like fort, when he had made his abode in Acincum in the latter end of Au- 
tumnche fought convenient Wintering harbours alongthofetrads, which were 
wont tobe frozen all over with the coldneffe ofthe weather; neither could he meet 
«sram,oc stauum with any convenient feat but *Sabaria, although it was a place at that time of no 
ftrength,and with cominuall calamities from time to time fore affixed. Whcrc- 
upon abandoning the townc for a while,although it was of great importance,he 
thence removed hiflily,afidccttfted along the rivers banker andwhen hehadforti- 
*Bre£m«,or fied the cables and forts with a eompetentgarri(bn,hc came to*Bregitio^nd there 

* oat " aa * fatall deftinie, framed long agoe for the princes reft, denounced unto him his laft 

end, with many a prodigie betokening the fame. For very few dayes before, the 
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blazing ftarres burned forth, Which comni only are fore-runners of the fell of prin¬ 
ces, the origin all caufe whereof I have declared alreadie: and at Sirmium, the 
lightening, with a fuddaine clap of thunder (hot out of the clouds, fetonfire part 
of their *Counfeli-houfe and Palace. Likewife at Sabaria, whiles himfelfe as yet 
there remained,an Owle fitting upon the top of the kings Baincs,and finging out 
in a dolefull note, could by no expert handof thofe that (hot arrowes and flung 
ftones,be made to fall,albcir they layd hard at her,ftrivinga vie,who(hould do the 
feat.Semblably,whcn from thecitie aforefaid he marched togivebattell,hc would 
needs goe forth at the fame gate by which he entred in,to the end that he might ga¬ 
ther foraegood prpfageof his fpeedie returnebackeagaineinfo Gaule: a!fo,when 
the place that lay forelct and neglected with heapes of rammcll therein, waslcou- 
redand made cleane, an yrondore happened to fall downe, which made up faft 
the pa(fage out of it ; and .1 multitude of people laying all their pewer and ftrength 
thereto,was not ableto remove it: and (o while he (pent a day thereabout in vain, 
upon conftraint he was fame to goe out at another gate. And that ve ry night which 
went next before the day that fhould bereave him of his life,he faw (as men com¬ 
monly doein their fleepe) his wife, being abfent, fitting with herhaireloofc about 
tier eares,and clad in poore artd mournefull array: which was imagined and t dee¬ 
med to be his owne fortune,now readie to depart from him in foule attire and ha- 
bite. As he was (erring forward from thence in the morning betimes, fomewhat 
fad and with a frowning countenance, when the horfe which Was brought umo 
him,would not fuffer him to get onhisbacke, but contrarie to his manner rofe up 
with his forefeet aloft, his inbred cruelti; was foone up, and (as he was by nature 
fell} hecommaunded the right handof the (btildior, that was yeoman of the Stir- 
rop,tobecut off which had par hitn befide,as he was readie to mount his accufto- 
med beaft 5 and died for it in dolorous manner had the innocent young man, but 
that Ccrealis^ Tribune of the Srable,vvith the danger of himfelfc,put off and defer¬ 
red fo curfed an asft. After this came the embafladours of the Quadi, in humble 
wife requefting pardon, with the final! abolifhing of all that was paft: which that 
they might obtain? without any barre or impeachment, they promiled both their 
young trained foul Jiors, and fome behoofcfull things alfo for the Romane State. 
Whom,bccau(e it was thought good to receive and enteitaine, yea, and to fuffer 
for to returne,with graunt of truce which they required (for,any longer to trouble 
and moled them,neither want of vitftu3ls,northeadvcrfc time of theyearc would 
permit}they were conduced by Fquitintend admitted intothc Confiftorie. And 
when enfeebled forfeare and daunted, they flood with their bodies bowing and 
ttouping forward, after they were commatlnded to deliver their errand,they aver¬ 
red conftantly thole ufball and ordinarie fhewes of excufes, and bound the fame 
alfo with an oath, prorefting, That notrefpaffehadbeene committed againft out 
part by common confint or counfell of the nobles of the land, but looke what 
had becne rudely and uncivilly done, the fame happened by the meanes of cer- 
taine out-lying robbers in the borders, and confining upon ihc river. This more¬ 
over they added, avowing the fame to’be a fufficicnt rcafon toaffoyle them of all 
that was done,inthat the fort which Was begun and goingup neither jufUy nor 
conveniently, did fet the hearts of the rufticall and Wild peafanrs on fire, and 
made them (b fierce and flour as they were. HcrCat the EmpCToilrln a mantle 
paflion of artier, and as he began tomake anfwerei hereto, puffing andlwdhng 
very much, dl to rated and in a high ftraiiicdf chiding ieproovcd chewhole na- 
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nation as unmindfull ofbenefits received, and unthankfull: but being by little 
and little pacified and endined to milder tearmes, behold, as if he had beene foot 
into his vitall parts with a dart, and bereft at once of his fpeeeh, he was feenc alien 
alight fire: and fodaincly jhe bipud being pent and reftrained, as he flood all in a 
cold and deadly fweat 3 for feare he Ihouid finite downe and fall in the fight of exi¬ 
led perfons, the fervants ofhis privie. chamber came running together about him, 
and lb he was led into an inward parlor. Where being laid upon a bed drawing yet 
fomefinal! remaines of vitall breath i without any empairing at all of his intellc- 
duall facultieand power, he knew all that flood by him/uchas hischamberlaines 
had with great celeritie gotten together about him, leadany man might fu(pe$ 
that he had beene fecretly murdered. And for as much as by reaibn of the exeef- 
fivc heat of the midriffe that knit hisbpwels together,there was of neceflitiea veine 
to be opened, there was Hot a Phyfitian or Chirurgian to be had- upon this occafi- 
on,that he had lent them all fundriewayesfeattering abroad to cure the fbuldiors 
which lay ficke of thepeftilence: yet was there one found, who notwithflanding 
that he had pricked his veineonceor twice,yea and oftner too, could not draw 
forth fo much as one drop of bloud, fo fcorched were his inward parts with excef. 
five heat: oris fome thought,for that his bodiewasdryed up, by reafon that ccr- 
taine paflftges therein,which now we tearme 1 Hsemorrhoides, were doled up and 
grownc to a verie hard cruft, they were fo bound up with cold „ Well, fuch was 
the violent and infinit rage of his difeafe, that heperceived the prelcript home of 
his death was now come,and as he affaied to Ipeakefomewhat^and give fomething 
in charge,as the yex that often Ihooke his flankes and fmall guts, thegnalhing of 
histeetfoand the moving of his atmes, layingabout him as if they had beene figh¬ 
ting at huilebats, plainely fhewed, being now overcome and fpecklcd here and 
there with k wan and blew lpots,he yeelded up his ghoft, after it had long flrugled 
for life, in the five and fiftieth yearepffiis age,and when he had r»gned 12 ycarcs 
lacking 100 day es. 


Chap. x. 

The birth andri/tng of Valen tinian: Hisgroxvthartdpregrejfe 3 His atfs and 
whole courfeof life bricftyrtw ever. 

is it time to unfold, as diveis times lore have dene, and from the 
|jB|r*T3r| nativitieofthis Princes father, by way of a bjriefe collection to dif- 
B&| jy|| courfeofhis ads even to the death of himfelfe: notleaving out the 
diftind difference ofhis vices or good parts,which his high place 
and d ign itie fli ewed, that is alwayes woont to lay naked the in w 2 rd 
difpofitions of the mind. Grat'tanm the elder was borne at *Cibalar atownein 
Pannonia,ofignoWe and bale parentage,firnamcdfrom hisvericchildhoodFMM- 
r/w,becaufethat he,as yet buta {tripling, as he carrieda roppabout with him to 
fell, Ihrunke not five louldiors, that with great endevor werein band to fnatch the 
fame violently from him .- followingherein ^ l Cretoniates, from whom ashee 
held many times anddafped clofe either in his right hand or his left any appks, 
no man was ever able with might ar\d maine to wreftthem away • Fortbedeanc 

and the skill he had in wrefth^,as 
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b^nc p^BrdtedorandaTribuhc, he managed in Affricathe office of *Cemes 
retcajtrenfii whereupon being touched with the fufpition of theft, and departed 
thence, long after in the like place he had the ruIeoftheBritainesarmie-andat the 
lift difchargedhoneftly ofhis militarieothe, returned home to his privat houfcf 
and notvvrthHanding rthat he lived farre remote from all ftirre and noyfe of the 
world.yet was he fined by ConHamkm with the Ioffe of hisgoods, for this caufe, 
that in the heat and broyle ofcivile warre, he wasfaid to have entertained and !od< 
^A:Magmmm& hisgueft, what time as by his lands and poffeffions hee made 
haft to his intended defignes. In regard of whofe deferts, Valemiman [his fonnel 
froto the verie prime ofhis youth commendable, with the fcelpe alio of a long 
traineof hisowne vtrtues , being adorned at Nicea with the invefture of Imperi¬ 
al! Mafftie,tooke his brother unto him as fellow Emperour: who in refped 

of brotherhood in the whole bloud,forted and accorded moft joyntly with him* a 
*man that carried himfelfe in a meanebctweenereproachfull and praylc-worthie 
ads, which I will in convenient place declare. Valemiman therefore after many 
dangerous troubles paft* whiles heled a privat life, was no fooner entred upon his 
Empire,but he vifited the caflies fcituatnecre unto great rivers & violent ftreames, 
as alfb Gaiifothatlay expofed to the Alemans rodes and invafions, who beganthe 
more boldly to reviveand ftirreagame, upon knowledgeof theEmpeiour Ittlians 
death, whom onely ofaH the men in the world,they flood in awe of. And for this 
good caufe alfo was Valenunian much dread,becaufe he both reenforced hisatmies 
with Along fiipplies, and alfb fortified Rhene on either fide with high caftles and 
fortrefles, that the cnemie making rodes & breaking out upon our province, might 
no where be undifeovered. And to let many.particulars paffe which he did by the 
authoritie ofaftaied and well grounded governour, asaffo what abufes he refor¬ 
med either by himfelfe or his induftrious captaines, after he hadaffiimed hisfonne 
Grattan into the focietie of his power and high place, he privily ftabbed (beeaufc 
openly, be could not )Vithtgabius, a king of the Alemans, the fonne of Vadomarim^ a 
young prince in his verie flovverandfirft downe ofhis cheekes, for flirting Up the 
people to infurre&ions and warres. Alfo in a battaile againft the Alemans neere 
unto*SpIiciniutn, a place where he was forelaid and like to have loft his life, he * 
might have put then to the fword eyerie man of them, but that by vantage taken of 
the darke night fome few of them made quieke fpeed and efcapcd. And yet a - 
mongthefepolitikeand warie exploits, by a treacherous ftratagemc (I muft needs 
fay)but advantageous to him, he flew the Saxons, that now were growne to feare- 
full outrage* a nationat all times making fodaine rodes andinvafions, and then ar¬ 
rived at the Maritime tra<fts, with the fpoylcs whereof they were icturned almoft 
loden: thefc robbers .1 lay,and brigands then by force defeated, he flopped of all 
their bootie and pillage. And in like manner the Britaines, who were not able to 
endure fuch trou pcs of enemies overrunning them,he reftored to their libertic and 
quiet peace, With hope of better dayes, fuffering not one in manner,ofthe forelaid 
brigands to retume home inro their countrey. With femblable valour, andfor- 
tunat Aiccefle.whereas one Valentinus & banilhedperfon in Pan non i^, went about 
in thefe provinces to trouble the common peace, he fupprefled him, before his 
plotteddefignegrewtoanyftronghead . After thishe delivered Affrickc out of 
great daurigers, being much troubled with a fodaine mifehiefe, what time as Fir* 
not ableto abide the greedkieffe and pride of the mili tar ie men, railed the na¬ 
tions of Mauritania i who upon cveric fmall gale arc forward y nought toenter- 
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tame all commotion* anddifcords. Andwithlike fortimdrhehad revenged rtw 
lamentable Ioffes and calamities of Ulyricum, but that prevented by doth he left 
that feriousbufineffe unfiniflied. And albeit theft atchievements which wee have 
related were performed by thefcrvice of his excellent captained yet fuilwell«j$ 
knownc.that himfelfcalfo, as he was of a quicke and nimbleconceit, y ea and 
throughly grounded with long experience of warfare, atchievcd manyaasbefide, 
among which this might have more notably appeared,in cafe he could have taken 
alive king Mareianus, who in thofc dayes was verie terrible,according aswtthgreat 
induftric hehad allayed,after he underftood with forrow and griefc that hewasc- 
(capedtothe Burgundians,whom himfclfehad annexed unto the Alemans. Thus 
much may ferve for a briefe difeourfe as touching the a£s of this prince. 


Chap. XI. 

His vices are at large dt/eribed. 

B Ponaffurcd confidence now, that poftdritie enthralled neither to feate 
nor foulc flatterie, is woont with an uncorrupt and (ingle eye to be¬ 
hold things paft, we will fummaiily reckon up his vices,and afterward 
(hew alfo his good deferts. He pretended fometime an outwardfhew 
ofclemencie, whereas by heat of nature he was much inclined to cruelrie: forget¬ 
ting, I a(Tureyou,this leflon, ThataKingand Emperour ought to avoid aU exce&he 
courfes, no leffe than fo manyfleepeand craggie rocjtes . For,ncver doe wee find that.he 
tooke up with any mild corre&ion and punifhment, but commanded otherwhiles 
bloudieexaminauons to be multiplied one upon anotherj when as fomeafter cru¬ 
el I interrogatories were tormented even tothc danger of their lives. And fo much 
given he was to do mifehief e, that he was never knowne by a merciful! note of his 
fubferibing to have laved any one perfon from death, weic he once condemned to 
dye • whereas otherwhiles even moft crucll princes have done fo much: Andyct 
might he have beheld as in a myrrour,many precedents of his aunceftors and fore¬ 
fathers,yea and imitated as well foriaine as home examples both of humanitie and 
of pictie C which vertues wife Philofophers define to be cofin germans) whereof 
it {hall be fufficicnt to fet downe theft following.

crop offmenseares 5 as kings ufcd to do for fomc trefpafles, he did cut away the 
firings or cordons oncly that hung downe from their hats. Which temperat be¬ 
haviour of his, caufed him to be fo well beloved and reverenced withall, that wit« 
the helpe and alfiftance of all his fubjeds heatchieved many wonderfull adH, tt* 
nowmed by the Greeke writers. The Prctor upon a time of Praencft, who m a 
certainewarre ofthe Samnites, being commaundcd to make haft unto the garrt- 
(bn, came late, to wipe away this offence was prefented and brought in piscc*' 
•a* oCttt. « tapyrim , 0 fimamed Cur for , for the time being Dilator, caufed the * 

Scr *“’ make rcadie the axe, and when the man calling alkie all hope and confidence 
to purge himfeife, flood all adorned , Fepyrim chaunccdto efpie a flirt® har 
by, and caufed it to be grubbed up, and fo having by this kind ofpleafant con¬ 
ceit chaftifed the parrie,fet him flee: neither was be therefore dcfpil&* but 
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med fufficient to make his part good with Alcxttukrr the Great, in cafe hee had 
come upon Italian ground in his dayes. ydrnumtx perhaps ignorant hereof, and 
nothing at ail cot\Mefm^ThtttbemercifnllmUilneJJetf Primes fttUts tlmna ft- 
lace to an afflicted State, by fire and fword made executions more grievous: which 
the pietie ofour forefathers devifed as the utmoft remedieinadverfe fonune ac¬ 
cording to that excellent Orarour ifecrates, who uled alwayes to teach and fay 
That otherwhiles a Ruler and Generali vanguijhedin bm&sk ought to be pardoned not 
knowing howiusi 4 thtng is: Whence I luppofe Tally was mooved to nronounce 
this notable fentence, what time as he defended Oppiut : Forpobeabie (quoth he) 
to doemuchfor thejaving of another,hathbeene honourable to many : to have heme of 
jmallabtUtieto bring anothertomifehiefe, hath beene drfbonourable to none . A cove- 
tous defire to have moreand more ftill, without refpedof rightor wrong, as alfo 
to hunt after divers gaifles by the wrcckc and overthrow of other mens lives, ex¬ 
ceeded in this Prince,and grew boter every day than other: which fome affayed to 
excufcand make good, pretending the example of die Emperour AureUansu, pre- 
tendingthus much in his behalfe, that likeashe, when the Treafurie was empti* 
ed after GalHenus, and the lamentable calamities of the Goramonweale,camevi; 
olently in manner ofa fwefling ftreame upon the rich men } even fo this Emperof 
alfo after the ovcrthroweS and JofTcs fuflained by .the Parthicke warre, wanting 
money to defray his great charges,that the broken bands ofthe fouldiors with 
frefhfupplies might be made up, and contented with pay, joyned with cruelrie a 
greedie defire to heape up an exceflive made of money, making femblance that he 
knew notthus much, namely ,That there be fometkings which although they may, yet 
they ought not to be done . Farre unlike unto that Themiftoclcs , who after the battaiie 
fought with the Perfians, and their forces defeated, when as he walked up and 
downe at his pleafure, he efpycd a paire of bracelets and a coller all of gold, lying 
on theground, Take upthefe things (quoth he, {peaking to oue of his companie 
that flood neere unto him) thou that art not Themiftccles: as one that allbwed 
not all manner oflucre in a noble minded captaine. Of like examples in thlskind 
ofcontinencie there is plentifull florc among the Roman captaines: but to leave 
them, becaufe they are not the fignes of perfetfl vertue (for, not to rake other mens 
goods away, is not ywisfuchacommendablepart) I will fet downe out of many 
one onely (ureand conflantproofe of innocenciein this behalfe, even of the com¬ 
mon peoplein the old world. What time as Marim and Cinna gave untothccom- 
mons of Rome thofe wealthieand rich flored houfes of them that were proferibed 
for to be ranfacked, thofe rude minded commons, and fuch as were woont to re¬ 
gard worldly pelfe, forbare to riflle the labours of other men: fo as there could 
not be found any foneedie, or of fo low condition, who found in his heart to 
lay hand upon that commoditie and bootiegraunted unto them, arifing from the 
wofult fall of any citizens. Moreover, this our Emperotir aforefaid , was in¬ 
wardly tainted and feorched with envie, and knowing as he did, that the moft part 
ofvices are woont to carrie a refemblance of vertues, he ufed evermore to fay,' 
That flight was the companion of vertues, and envie tbeaffoe'tat ofab/olure power . And* 
as comptonly thofe that see placed in high places of honour, are of cbts.nrisd* 
That they may doe all things, and bee over forward to traduce their oppofiso, 
andtothrdftcttt their betters and fuperiours, he hated all fuch as wercwdldad* 
were learned, were deb dr nobly defended. Thofe that were valiant hd depnu 
ved and detracted, thathcatoaefn^htfeeinerpcxccllinaflgoodpaxts! ofwhicb 
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difeafe we read, that the Emperour Hadrian was (ore ficke. This felfefame prince 
found fault many times with thofe that were timorous, calling fuch,ftained and 
(pottedperfons,foule and filthie, yea, and to be made no reckoning of, but to be 
thmftdowne underthebafe fort of people‘Whereas himfelfc ufed otherwhilcs in 
abje&manerto change colour, & wax pale at vainc feares,& inconiiderately to be 
affrighted where nothing was to be feenc: which Femigius, mafter of the Offices, 
knowing wc\yhough,whe he perceived him upon fome occurrents in his heatsot 
anger^ among othermatters would buzze into his cares, that there were fome in- 
furrediions and commotions among the Barbarians: Which no fooner he heard 
(forquickly he was daunted with fearc) but he became as meeke and calmeas An* 
tomma Pm He never of purpofe chofe any bad and wicked judges,but after they 
werepromoted once to the.place,-if he underftood that their proceedings were ri¬ 
gorous and extreame, he would make his boaft, and fay, He bad met with Lycurgi 
<a«*Calfij, thofeprineipall heads cfittBice in old time : and in his letters he exhorted 
them from time to time (harpely to punifti mien light offences.N either had poore 
diftreffed perfons any refuge or fuccour in the princes gracious goodneffe,which 
alwayes had beene a defired haibourand haven open to receive thofe that were 
tolled irt the furging and troubled Teas : For the end of a iuft and lawfuU rule (as 
wife men teach us ) is thought to bf the profit andfdfetie eftke/ubieffs, 
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His venues. The perferuUprefenecand feature efkis bsdie,*»d his fmierull. His feme 

... Valentinian a childfcure year is old^ is admitted to the Empire^ and in the ab- 
fenceof Gratian his toother , who afterwards loved and brought 
him dp, fifed Auguftus. 

■ Equifit it is after all this to come unto his deeds,which to men of a right 

judgementare to be followed and approved; wherewith if he could 
have tempered the left of his doings, he had lived like unto Traianus 
and Marcus. Very refpedtive he was in (paring the provinciall tribu¬ 
taries; mitigating in all places the heavie burthens of their tributes: a founder in 
good and convenient time of townes and limits : a fmgular Cenfor of militaric 
difeipline ; erring oneiy in this point, Thatwhereas he punifhed the light efcapes 
and delinquencies of the common fouldiors, he fuffered the foule faults of great 
captaines and leaders to grow to a cnightie head ; divers times giving no eare,but 
thicke of hearing, when complaints were made againft them: whence it was, that 
the troubles in Britannic, the Ioffes in Affrick,and the wafting of Illyricum,atGiC. 
His bodic he kept clcane and ebaft every way both at home and abroad^liftainca 
and defiled with the contagion or privitie of no foule and filthie demeanour? no 
wantonneffe or uncleane behaviour was he acquainted with: and for this caule, 
as it were, with reincs and bins he bridledthe loofc wantonnefle of thecourt, tor 
that he could eafily keepe himfclfe chaft. Nothing palled he by graunt unto nis 
neere friends ordeerekinsfolke, whom he either kept under in private effete, ot 
cliehifanely advaunced to honours, unleffe it were his oWne brother, whom nc 
tookefohim (compelled thereto by the (height neceffitieof the time) as parto* 
ner;of his imperiall greatnefle. Very precifc and (crapulous he was in bellowing 
ofhighoffices and dignities rneythci during his raigne was there any ban*® 
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that had the rule of a province,nor any office fold under him, butatthefirften- 
trie intohis Empire - as commonly fome lewd parts are wont to be committed* 
in hope of being uttknowne through the btffineffe of thetime,orelfeofefcaping 
with unpunitie. In making of w^fesboth offenfiveor defcnlive, moft politicks 
and warie he was, hardened with the laborious pra&ife of martiail toyle: a paf- 
fing wife advifer to goodnefle, and as prudent a diffuader from badneffe: moft 
curious and exquifite in marftialling and embattailing his armie: he wrote a faire 
hand: he painted and caft counterfeits right properly and with a fine grace: he 
deviled alio new kinds of armour and weapons : a good memorie he had : and 
for his fpeech, readiehe was ynough in quicke deliverance - but fildomc came his 
utterance neere unto pleafant eloquence; He loved to have all things neat and 
trim 5 taking delight nor fo much infumptuous and lavifh fine, as in fine and dain- 
tiediet. Finally, for this moderate carriage of himfclfe during his Empire he was 
much renowmed; and namely , in that among fundric forts ot religion he flood as 
ode indifferent: neither troubled beany man for his conscience, nor commended 
either this or that tobe obfervedantikept: heyet with menacing edids and injun- 
dions forced he his fubjeds to bow necke and (loupe unto that which himfclfe 
wor(hipped, but left thefe points as cleere and untouched as he found them. His 
bodie was well brawned, mufculous & ftrong,the haire ot his head dr ining bright, 
the colour of hiscompledion cleere and faire: he had with his gray eyes a skew 
caft at all times, and looked fterrie. The goodly prefence of his ftature, together 
with a due knitting and proportionable making of his bodily lineaments, accom- 
pliihed the full beau tie of a royallmajeftie. Well, after the complements and laft 
obfequies performed of this Emperour,and hiscorpes bellowed in a coffin rcadie 
for fepulture. that being fent unto Conftantinople,it might be enterred among the 
reliques of other Emperours of facred memorie, by reafon of the in ft ant warre 
depending, feared it was, what doubtfuUand dangerous event thereof would 
be by reafon of the cohorts ferving in Gaule: which being not alwayes devoted 
to veeld allegeanceumo lawfull princes, as if they were to make and chufe Empc- 
rots at their p!eafute,werc feared, leaftthey would when time fetved attempt fome 
innovation: and this wasnofmall helpe to fuch as aimed at an alteration, that 
Gras tonus as yet ignorant of that which happened, abode then at Triers, where 
his father, when he went foorthin his expedition, appointed him to remainc. 
Things (landing thus upon thefe tickliffiand ftreight tearmes and when all there 
who being, as it were, embarked in oncfhrppe, were like to take part of the fame 
darters, if aught fl.ould happen, and feared the fame troubles by counfdl of 
the prineipall officers of State thought good it was and tcfolvcd upon. That 
having plucked the bridge in pieces, which upon neceffiue had beene framed 
and frf tnnether before, when invafion was made into the enemies bnd,^/OT- 
bmlsby warrant horn rste»si*u», as then living, (houldimmcdiatelybecfait 
for- andhe (as he was a man of quicke note and conceislfuppofiogthat indeed 
which hannened or inftrufted petadventure by him who was fern tocall him.

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at Antioch, m evety brawlc and tumultuous fray among the comrhon fort, a by¬ 
word was ufually taken up,that as any thought himfelfe to fuffer violenceor abufe, 
he would in licentious manner crie out, From ardent Valens, /. A light fire catch 
Valens q wirfo.Bcfides, the Crycrs were heard continually to call and charge,Th*: 
there fhould be wood gotten together, for to fei on fire the Baine * Valentinum, 
which the prince himfelfe wirhgreat defire and diligence had built: all which put 
together, fpake out in manner and plainely (hewed. That this kind of death was 
toward him. Over and above* the pale and dreadfull fpe&re reprefenting the king 
of Armenia, as alio the wofull ghofts of thofe, who a little before in the matter of 
Theodoras were put to death, appearing by vifions in the night time,and skreaking 
out certaine horrible and dreadfull verfes, difquieted many folkc in their fleepe, 
and put them into terrible frights. A * little Goat was feene after thethroat thruft 
through to lye along dead, the death whereof fhewed very great and notorious ca¬ 
lamities of publicke funerals. To conclude, as the old walls of Chalcedon were 
in pulling downe,for ro build lip a Baine in Conftantinople,when the raungeand 
courfe of the ftone-worke was loofened, upon a foure fquare ftonc which lay 
couched in the middle of the worke, thefe Greeke verfes following Were found 
engraven, opening fully the future events.

Now the feednefle of all tnifehiefe, and the original of fundrie calamines, 

Which the furie of Mats, by makings confufibn and combuftion of all,afier his 
wonted manner, firftraifed, we find for certaine to have nfen upon this caufe.The as^p**** 
nation of the Hunnes, little or nothing knowneby any auncient records, feared Mac*d^«wa. 
alonsr the frozen fea, beyond the marines of Marotis, exceedeth infelndTe and 353iSlt 
ciueftie beyond all meafure: where (forthat their infants cheekes ftom their very $37 

nativitie are deepely gaflied with a knife, that by reafon of the rivelled andwrmc- 
kled skarres, the yong haire,when it fiiould bud forth in duefeafon,might be chec- ^aomfofoay 
ked and kept downe)they grow untill rhey be old all of them beardlefle, without %£***** 
any favour or beautie at all, like unto guelded Eunuches. Generally ,thcir limsble 
well knit and ftrong, and by reafon of their fat chuffe-necks they are monftroufly 
deformed and ^bending in the backer, that a man would take themfortwo Footed •**-***. 
brute bcafts* or die refcmbling thofe imagedike pofls, which in the botders and 
7 tides 
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fidcsof,bridges, are illfevouredly hewed andffaapedinfornhc of mem'Sembla. 
bly,in their manner of life, theyfeemeto be ft> rode and rough ,<tbat< they need 
neither fire nor fa vou rie and feafoned meats, hutfeed: upon the rootesiof weeds 
and the fled) of any cattell faajfe raw , which being thruft betweene rhfir owne 
thighes and their horfes backes, iheykeepe watme, and give a fhort heat unto. 
Never come they under any roofe, butail houictfoey no kfle decline than if they 
were fepulchres ftandingouuof the way andapetr from any common ufe- for 
there cannot be found among them fo much as acottage thatched over head with 
reed. Butraunging here and there over the moumaines and the woodsy they arc 
enured from their verie cradle to endure bothrhunger and thiift. When they tra¬ 
vel abroad into other countries they come into no houfe but upon exceeding great 
neceflitie: For they do not thinke themfelves fecured andfafe under any roofe. 
They are clad all over in garments made of linnen, or eife patched up Of wild 
*mice skinnes: neither weare they one kind of apparell at home, and another a. 
broad* but come there once over their head a coat of fomeover-worire;col6ur,ie 
never goes off nor is chaunged, before that With long wearing it be over-rotten 
and run to ragges and tatters. They cover their heads with hats lhooting out and 
bending forward * and goats skinnes ferve for dockings and hofe to cover their has* 
rielegges: And their fhoces not made fit by any laft, hinder them for fetting their 
feet forward at libertic, and going at cafe. For which caufe they are not well ap¬ 
pointed for fervice on foot in the warres: but being locked faft (as it were) to their 
horfebackes, which are tough and hard (I muft needs fay) .but yet mifhaped and 
ill favoured $ and otherwhiles fitting upon them fidclong as Women do, they fol¬ 
low and performe their ordinarie bufinefles. The fafhion is throughout this nati¬ 
on, for everie one fitting ftiil on horfebacke, all night and all day long to buy and 
fell, toeatanddrinke, yea and leaning forward and couching himfelfe upon the 
narrow necke ofhis horfe, to fall found afleepe untill he,have had a fort of fundric 
dreames. And in this manner alfo fit they all in coun fell together, confulcing deli* 
beratly upon ferious affaires propofed. Now, direftedthey are by no.regall au- 
thoritie, but cbutentingthemfelveswithihetumulcuariecondudf andleadingof 
their principall Potentates,breake through they do whatfoever ftands in their way. 
Sometimealfo they maintaine defenfive warre, and fight when they be provoked, 
bur they begin battaile by plum ps and companies one after another, fetting up di¬ 
vers noyfes, founding after an hideous manner. And as they are for quicke dif* 
patch of fervice verie light, and doing all of afodaine, foalfoasfodainely for the 
nonce they difperfe themfelves and fall a wailings and then when the battell char- 
geth full upon them, they ride all abroad,with committing much (laughter: and 
fo neither entring upon the rampierand trench, nor rifling their enemies tents, for 
the moft part they decide the quarell, And in thisrefpe& a man may well fay,they 
fight like raoftiharpeand eagre warriours : for that a farre off with calling wea¬ 
pons, with fliarpe poynted bonesin ftead of heads, and thofe fattened and fitted 
with won de< full cunning, but neere at hand bid here and there with yron . • • • 
.... and whiles their enemies ward and obforve the mifehievous venues of 
their pointed weapons, they entangle andbind them faft within cords that they 
fling from them, to the end that when their limmesas they make refiftance be thus 
cnfnarcd.they might bereave them of all power either to ride orgoe. There isnot 
one among them that earcth the ground, or at any time layeth hand to the plough 
tayle: For all ofthem,without any fet habitatiop, wichouchoufe or home, with- 
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out law or fetled order wander here and there, like alwayes to thole that are in 
flight, together with their wagons in which they dwell. Wherein alfo the wives - 
weare garments of hairie wool!, and lye with their husbands. Aske any amon* 
them. Where hewas borne, there is not one of them can directly anfwer,as being 
in one place *begotten,bome in another farre off, and brought up yet farther. In snM 
truce-time treacherous and unfaithfull, inconftant,upon everie gale of rumor rea- 
die to rife, and upon new hopes pafling mutable * in one word, putting all upon 
the iffue of moft violent furie: Like unto inconfiderat and unreaibnable aeatures, 
utterly ignorant of what is honeft or unhoneft: doubtfull, double, and darkc in 
their fpeeches. Awed at no time with reverent regard cither of religion or fuper- 
ftition: burning exceedingly in greedie defire of gold. So variable and prone to 
anger, that in one and the fame day, at feverall howCrs they will many times revolt 
from their allyes, without any quarell and provocation $ and in like fort be plcafed, 
reconciled,and become friends againe without the mediation of any to mitigate 
their mood. This kind ofmenfo quicke and nimble, lb untamed and unreclai- 
mable,burningin monftrous defire to rob and fpoyle forrainers, after they had by 
fpoyle and (laughter of the neighbour inhabitants madefouleworke and havock, 
went on as farre as to Achaia.

When you have crofted over it, there inhabit the defarr wildes of *Scy- 
thia (ftretched out an infinit way)the *Ahni (fo called after the name of the moun- 
tains) andhavingbylittleandlittleinmany vkftoricsvanquifhed the nations bor- *> yww, 
dering upon them, brought them at length to beendenized and naturalised in 
their owne name, like as the Perfians alfo did. Among thefothe Nenri pofieCfe 
the mid land places, dwelling neere unto thofe high topped hills, which being 
fteepe upright, and frozen all over, afefubje&to the nipping *North-eaftwina 
Beyond them are the Vidini and Geloni, verie fierce and favage nations; thefc trie 
to flea offthe skinnes of thofe enemies whom they have dafoe, and thereof make 
for themfelves garments, andTor their horfes caparifons : a warlikepeople I aflurc 
you. Confining with the Geloni are the Agathyrfi-, the skinneot whpfe bodies, 
alfo their haire, is fpeckled all over with blevr coloured fppts. And verily the mea* 
ner fort have markes ofthat kind, fmall and (landing here and there thin: but the . 
noble men andgentrie, broader, with a colour fet upon rhcip^ndthickerone by 
another. Next beyond thefe, we have heard that the MefenchUraae an4 Anthro¬ 
pophagi dwell fcattering in divers places: thtrfcdc to live by earing the flefh. of. 
men and womens bodies, whom all the bordcrersfojfbokefot this abhominabte 
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feedtn®, and went fatre from them into, the remote parts of the land. And there- 
fore the whole tra&that lyeth North-eaft untill you come unto the Seres, is be¬ 
come inhabitable. In another quarter ncere unto the place where the Amaxons 
are feated, dwell tHcAlani mounting Eaft-ward, and thole oefpred into inightie 
and great nations' bending and bearing toward the trades of Afia: which people 
♦Oanga.c#^ (asl°have heard j ftretch on t in breadth as farre as to * Ganges , a river that cutteth 
the Indian land through the mids, and carryeth his ftreame into the South fea. 
And there the Alani being divided into both parts of the world (the fundrie nati¬ 
ons of which people it skilleth not now to reckon up) albeit they keepe a great 
way afunder, and wander like unto the Nomades, in thofe enoune and huge 
cantons, yet in procefife of time they grew into one name, and generally they he 
all tearmed Alani. In their manners, cuftome and mcanes of lavage living they 
be in manner all one. Forthey have nocottages atali, noranycare to handle the 
, wcirtJ plough but live of flelh and plentie of milke 5 fitting upon 4 wames, which bring 
made of the bended covers of barkes they car»e with them along the defer* wii- 
derndle, that holdeth on dill without end. And when they are come to any 
places of greene grade, placing their carres in a round forme, they fall to their vi- 
Phials, and feed as wild beads doe : Nowwhcn theirfood and forrage is fpenr, 
they carry (as one wold fay) whole cities upon thofe cartsiand above in them their 
males and females engender together: in thefe are borne their infants , in thefe 
they have their breeding and education. Thefeand no other have they for their 
habitations continually, and whither foever they goe, there they take to be their 
native dwelling and hornedall» As they drive their heards and docks before them, 
they let them have their paduiage j but efpeciaily of their horfes they have an ex- 
traordinariecare. The fields there be evermore greene and full of graffe, with 
places ‘here and there betvyeene fet thicke with trees bearing apples and o- 
ther fruit: and therefore what way foever they goe, they are at no default either 
for food or fodder: thereafon hereof is the moift ground, and the eourfes of 
many rivers running h 3 rdby. All thofe therefore that for age or lex be not fervice- 
able in'the warres, keepe about the verie wagons or carts afbrefaid, and are bull¬ 
ed in eade kind of worke; but the luftie youth, that have grownc up from their 
verie childhoodinthe pradfileof riding, thinkeitabafethingtogoe on foot :and 
they be all for miiitdrie knowledge expert and politique warriours. Whereupon 
. the Perfians alfo, who by their firft originall are Scythians, be mod skilfull fouldi- 
ors. Now theAlaniin manner all be tali offtature, and faire of complexion, 
their hairemeetly. yellow, with thecaft of their eyes, thatyeeldateraperatfterne- 
nefle, terrible, and by.reafbn of their light armour fwift and nimble. Equalland 

* lutable to the Hunnes in all relpe&s, fave that in their feeding and apparell more 
crvilcthey be than they ..... . . infwimmmg andhunting, raunging over 
the countries as fane as to the meeresof Mfcotis, the Cimmerian Bofphorus, Ar¬ 
menia likewifeandMedia. And like as quiet and peaceable men take plealure 
in refund eafe, fo delight they in dauhgers and warres. Happie is that man repu¬ 
ted there, who in battaile.hath loft his life: For fuch as dye by age and other acci- 

denMdeyh, they revileandfeproachwthbitter taunts, as bale and cowardly; 

Neither is there any thing that they glorie and vaunt more of, than the killing 0# 
fome manor other. And in (leddof glorious fpoylcs, when they have fiaine anjr, 

• off go their heads: the skinnes they flea and ule them in dead of trappings for mof 
great horfes of fcrvkc. There isnot a templeor chappell to be feene among them. 
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nor a fnrinej nay,a man (hall not fee there fo much as a cottage tharched over head 
w ith draw. But after a barbarous rite and ceremonie, there isa naked fword flick¬ 
ing faft in the ground, and the fame in lieu of Mars the Ptefidcnt and Prelate of 
thofccountries which they raunge about, they adore with much devotion. A 
wonderfull device they have to prefage and foreknow things by: For the wo¬ 
men gathering the dreighteft wands and rods they can get, and looking wiftly up¬ 
on them , at a foi e-fet time (and with certaine feerct charms and enchauntments) 
know evidently what is imported. All of them, as defeended of gentle bloud, in 
times pad knew not what fervitude meant. And even at this day, they chufe 
thole for their ludges and Rulers, who for their long pra&ife and experience in 
the warres, beof approoved worth. But now rcturnevveto that which remaineth 
of our intended hyftoric. 


Sundrie nations of the Cashes ^ through thepuifiance of the Hunnes partly 
vanquifoed and driven ou t of their native habitations ^andpartly 
fmitten with fear e , havingfeix>ed thebankes of Da- 
nubility crave ayd of Valens, and 
quiet habitation. 

H Eli then, the Hunnes after they had over-run the countries of the 
Alani (who confining upon the Geuthungi, are by cuftome cal- 
lcdTaname) and both flaine and fpoyled many, upon a faithful! 
covenant of concord and unitie, joyned in league and confedera¬ 
te with the reft : and thus prefuming more confidently upon 
their afibciation, they boldly and withfodaine violence brake into the goodly 
large and plenteous territories of ErmenricbttSy a moft warlike king, and for his ma¬ 
ny and fundrie valiant exploits dread unto the neighbouring inhabitants. Who 
brinaftrucken with the forceofthisunexpcaed ftorme, although he held out a 
longtime, as one refolvcd and able to abide , yet confidering there went* brute 
commonly abroad, that made the terrour of imminent calamities mote and more 
ftill, the feare of fo great daungers he quieted and ended with volumarie death: 
after whofe deceafe Vithimiris created king, withftood fora while the Alani as 
truftine upon the ayd of other Hunnes whom for money he had waged to fide 
with him. Bur after many overthrowes and Ioffes which he Mamed,hisfortunc 
was by fine force to be vanquifhed in the field,and there to end his life. The 
chareeof wholelittlefonnenamed Videricbus, JlatkcusmdSapkrax, experienced 
captaines, and for their valiant and truftie hearts well knowne,undertone as guar- 
dians and protestors. Who being prevented by thcfiraimelfeofutne when they 
had caft from t hem all hope and confidence ofrcliftancc, departed and came to the 
river Danaftus, which runneth a great way along the champian fields, betweene 
Ifterand Broyfthenes.Then Athanaricus the Iudgeand Ruler of the Theruingi(a- 
eainft whom , as hath beenefayd before, Valens a.good while fince had bent his 
forces, for fending aid unto Procopius) advertifed how thefeoccurrents fell out o- 
thenvife than it was hoped and looked for, afiayed to make good his ground and 
to Hand upon his guard, readietorifeup marmes, in cafe he alfo as the reft were 
pur to it and provoked. In condufion, when he had commodioufly encam^d 
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his forces within a rampierncere unto the bankes of the river Danaft us (and the 
fame extended along the vale Vngorius) he fent Mundtrkhtu> Lord Warden ©f 
the Marches afterward in Arabia,together with Laganmanus ,and other noble per- 
fonagcSjtwentic raylesofF,to lye in efpiall,and to difcover the enemies comming, 
whiles himfelfe in the meane time,without the moleftation of any man, raunged 
his arinie in battaile ray. But it fell out farre otherwife than bethought it would. 
For the Hunni (as they are a people in their conjedures qukke and wittie ) fuf„ 
peding there was fome great multitude of enemies lying fonher offsetting them 
alone whom they few, and who, becaufe no man flood in their way, betooke 
themfelves to their quiet reft,fo foone as the Moone fhewed her felfe, and difpat- 
ched the darkenefle of the night, pafled over the river at a fourd, and chofe that 
piece of fervice which made moft for their behcofe. But fearing leaft fome fore¬ 
running difeoverer might skare thofe that kept aloofe,they made what fpeed they 
could, and diredly advaunced againft Atbanaricua himfelfe. Who being amazed 
at the firfl brunt and impreffion, after he had loft fome of his men, was conftrai- 
ned by the enemies to make all the haft he could, for his fuccour, to the high 
mountaines. Vpon this ftrange accident, and for feare of fome greater mifehiefe 
to enfue, he was put to his trumpes : And fo fiom the edge of the mountaine 
*pruth. Mercator, *Gerazus unto Danubius, pafling along the territories of the Taifali, he crefled 
FMhes.Gm«4;. wa j s higher than ordinarie • and with fpeedie diligence having furnifliedthebat- 
dements and cope thereof, he thought thereby to provide the better for his fe- 
curitie and fafetie. And whiles the worke went up with effe&uall diligence, the 
Hunnes made quicke fpeed after him: and now had they at their fuddaine com- 
tning furprifed him, but that loaden with the heavie burthen of their booties, 
they gave over their purfuit. But when the fame was fpread all abroad over the 
reft of the Gothicke nations, That a ftrange and unknowne kind of people be¬ 
fore time, now rufhing in violently as a whirlevvind from the high mountaines, 
but rifen from out of a fecret nouke, was readie to ruinate and deftroy all before 
them, the greater part of the multitude,which for want of neceffaries had forfaken 
Ath&nmcm , fought to plant themfelves in fome place far remote from the know¬ 
ledge of the Barbarians. And deliberating a long time with themfelves, What 
feat to chute, they thought that Thracia was a meet countrey to receive and en- 
tertaine them, and that for two reafons, both for that it is a moft fruitfull foyle, 
and alfo becaufe by the large ftreames of the river Ifter it is fevered from the 
lands that now lye open to the thunder'claps and flafhes of forraine warre. This 
felfe fame courfe alfo the reft, as it were, in one common confent, thought upon., 
And therefore under the condud: of Alavivtts their leader they poffefled them- 
felvesof thebankes of Donaw: and fending their Oratours unto ValenSy craved 
in humble manner to be received, promifing to live peaceably, and tg fend aia, 
if he would require it. 
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Farts of Thracia are graunted unto infinite troupes of the Gothes 
to be inhabited. 

Hiles things goethus in the forraine parts, fearefull rumours ran all a- 
broad over the countrcy,as farre as lycth along from theMarcoman- 
ni and the Quadi unto Pontus, That the Northeme people rayfed 
new tumults and made greater troubles than ordinarie, and namely, 
That a barbarous multitude of obfeure and hidden nations, diffeifed by fuddaine 
violence of their owne feats and habitations, wandered together with their wives 
and children about the river liter. Which newes at the very firft were by our men 
careleffely received as a matter of no Importance,for this caute,That in thofetradts 
the nations being fo farre off, were not wont to heare of any warres, before they 
were either finiflied or appeafed. But when the true relation of thele tidings be¬ 
came now rife, whereunto wasaddedarumoroftbccommingof thofe Gentile 
embafTadours, who by prayer and humbleentreatie made petition, That a people 
flitting from out of their native countrey, fhould be entertained about the river, 
it was thought a matter rather of mirth an'd joy than feare 3 whiles cunning and 
skilfull flatterers extolling theEmperours fortune very high, gave our, That from 
thefartheft lands of the earth the Thracians offered unto him , before he looked 
for fo much,fo many yong trained fouldiors, that when his owne power and for¬ 
raine forces were gathered all together, he might havean invincible armic,and Fox 
the fuppiie of fouldiors which was yerely levied and fent,whac from one province, 
and what from another there might accrue unto his coffers a great mafic and heape 
of gold. And upon this perfuafion divers were fent out, to convey over by wag¬ 
gons this fell and crucll nation: and great diligence was ufed, that of them (who 
ftiould another day overthrow the Roman Emperour) there might not be left be¬ 
hind fo much as one,though he were deadly ficke. And fo by the E m ^ursper- 
mifflon having leave graunted unto them to pafle over Donaw,and to mhabite the 
parts of Thraaa, night and day they were ferried and tranfporteo over embarked 
by companies in fhips,in floats and hollowed trunkes of trees.And whilesfomeof 
them in that river of all others moft dangerous^nd as then grown bigger & higher 
bv Xof much raine which had fallen, becaufe they were fothicke pent and 
thruft to®ether,ftrived againft the current and ftreame 01 u.e water,ana enaevored 
tofwirn^ a number of them were drowned .Thusin a turbulent an ? 
heat of fuch as were very urgent to have the thing done,was the very bane and mi -

. tie my define as well.

As fayth thatmoft ioftic and excellent Poet. ^ ow 
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Now may the ancient Records and Hiftories at length favour of truth ,reportin© 
how the armie of the Medes was Jed into Greece : which long agoe taking up aU 
►through the Hellefpont,and by acertaineartificiall * partition made by mans hand.for the fea 
mountaitie Athoj, to betweene, where at the hill foot the laid armie was fet a land ; as alfothe 
furvey and review of the faid hoaft by troupes and fquadions, taken atDorifcus 
by the gencrall confent of all pofteritie hath beene read as fabulons. For feein» 
that infinite multitudes of people fpread throughout the provinces,and delay¬ 
ing themfclves all over the large plaines and champian countries , repleni/hed 
whole regions and all the mountaine tops and ridges, by fb frefh a prdofe and ar¬ 
gument as this, the truth alfo and credit of antiquitie is confirmed and averred. 
Well, the hr ft that had emertainement, were Fnt'tgernu* and Alavivus together, 
for whom the Emperour appointed viduafe for the prefent, andgraum of lands 
tobe tilled and husbanded hereafter. 


Chap. v. 


The avarice and moft cruell pride of feme Prefects or Rulers of Thracia . Alfo the wic¬ 
ked trecherie and bloudie butcherie cf Lupicinus, drive theGothcs to take 
armes, for to warre upon the Romanes, 


jp^ppiT the fame time,when ourlimits lying now common and open with* 
out barres (whiles a barbarous nation difplayed whole troupes and 
hoafts of armed men as thicke as the hote fparkesthat flye from the 
^ mourftaine^tna) required in thefe hard points and extremities of 
neceffitie to have for the managing and dire&ion of militarie affaires feme fuch 
perfons, as for their brave and noble exploits were moft renowmed, there were 
fought out and gotten together (as if fomeadverfe and unluckie dein'e made 
the choice) noted men, and diftained with infamie, to have the chiefe rule in 


campe, and manage warfare: among whom:, Lupicinus and Maximus bare the 
greateft ftroke; the ome of them Lieutenant in Thracia, the other a moft aaif- 
chievous Warden of the Marches , but both, of them ftriving who fliould goe 
beyond the other in headic rafhncfle: whole greedie covetoufbefle lying ever 
in the wind for cheats , was the very maner and caufeof ail evils and miferies. 
For (to let all other particulars pafle, whereki thefe faid rulers themfelves, or at 
leaftwife others with their permiflion, by mughtie and wicked mcanes trefpaifed 
againft thefe Grangers at their fitft commingin, who as yet were harmelefte and 
innocent) this one odious and unexampled fadf oftheirs I will not faile to tell: 
which if it were to be heard even before Imdgesin their owne cafe, could not by 
anymeanes pafle cleere and bee pardoned-. WiWthfc badbarous people thus 
brought over, Was fore diftreflfed for warn of vi&uafc, thefe two moft hatcfuU 
Governors devifed afoule andidilhoncft kihdof commence andmatdhandife.For, 
looke what number and ftore of dogs their unfatiable greedinefle could get toge¬ 
ther from all parts, they exchanged for fothahy flavesifhartheirchiefe perfons and 
nobles brought. In this mean while alfo,##^awfchigafthe Greuthingi,accom- 
panied with Alathcus and Apbf&es, by whole dire&icmandwltl he was wholly ru¬ 
led^ alfo with Farnabius^ approchingthe bknlcC5ofIfter,ferir his embafladors with 
all fpeed,and befought the Empetor 3 Thafhe tnight be received with like courtcfie. 
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Which embafladors, according as it was thought expedient for the Common* 
wealth, being rejeded, and ftanding doubtfull what courfe to take, Athandriem 
beginning fomeWhat to fcare, departed jremenibHng well, how a good while 
iince, at a treatie of concord upon covenants to be concluded, he had defptftd 
Valensy and avouched, That he was obliged in confidence, never to tread upon 
Romanc ground, and for this caufe compelled the faid Empcrour to make that 
peace in the middeftof the river: which notwithftanejing he fearing witbalf, as 
ftanding yet in force, he declined afide with all his people to Caucalandenfis, a 
place by reafon of high woods and woulds inacceffible , out of which the Sar- 
matianshad beene thruft. But theTheruingi, permitted long before to pafle o- 
ver, wandered even then neere unto thebankes, impeached with a two-fold in¬ 
cumbrance, for that through the wicked dilfimulation of the faid rulers, they 
were not fuccoured with neceflaries meet for their living, and of fet purpofe tied 
to an entercoutfe of commerce and traffique, which was horrible and wicked. 
Which being well and deepely confidcred, they diffimuled their turning to tre¬ 
cherie, which was the helpc of their urgent miferies neere at hand : and Lupicinus 
fearing alfo very much, leaft fhortlv they would revoltand rebell, advanced dofe 
unto them with his forces, and conftraincd them quickly to take their journey 
and be gone. The Greuthungi having gorren this good opportunity,when they 
perceived, that whiles our fouldiors were elfewhcre employed, thefhips which 
ufedfor the hinderance of their paflage to skud up and downe the river, were 
quiet and at reft, by the meanes of eertainc flotesand punts ill fa vou redly made 
and fee together, made fhift to be tranfpoited, and encamped themfelves a great 
way from Fritigernus . But he in a wirtie forccaft, which naturally he had, pre¬ 
venting what future chaunces might betide, to the end that he might both obey 
the foveraignecommandements,and alio combine with puiflant kings,marching 
very flowly, came by eafiejourneyesat length (late though it was) toMartiano- 
polis: where, to helpe the matter, there was pra&ifed another more horrible de- 
figriment. which kindled and fet on a light fire the torches of theFurieSjteadieto 
bu; ne our, even to the rnifehiefe and deftru«ftion of the State. Lupicinus having 
entreated Alavivus Fritigernus unto a feaft,upon intelligence given by a fecrec 

meflenger, with a regiment of fouldiors repelled farre from the towne vyaiis the 
barbarous multitude, whoasfubjedfc to our dominion, and continuing in peace 
and unitie with us, by way of requeft continually from time to time defired to en¬ 
ter in, for to provide themfelves of viduals and other neceffaries.Now,aftergrea¬ 
ter broyles and quarrels rifen betweene the inhabitants within, and thofe that 
were thus debarred, they grew at length tothis,that of neceffitie they muft make 
a fray and fight. The Barbarians perceiving their friends and kinsfolke in hoftile 
manner tobefpoyled, grew more enraged herewith, fell upon the laid fouldiors, 
flew and rifled them. Which occurrents the faid Lupicinus by a privic meflenger 
being advettifed of, whiles fitting long at a riotous table, amid many fports and 
paftimes, wherewith the roome refounded, with much drinking wine, he grew 
heavieheaded and drowfie,and gueffing what the future ifliic wou dbe,flewall 
them of the guard, who before the Praetorium or Palace-gate, as well for honour 
as fafetie, waited and attended upon their leaders . Which the people without, 
who now befieged the walls, taking grievoufty, growing by little and little to a 
greater head, in revenge of their orifices, whom they fuppofed to be detained, 
threatened to doe I wot not how niany fhrewd difplcafures. And Frmger*m,a 
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hewasa prince politique and of quicke conceit,fearing leaft he with the reft fhouid 
be kept ftillas hoftages,cryed out,That there would be another conflict with grea* 
ter nufehiefeand daughter, unlefle himfelfe together with his aflociats might be 
filtered to goc forth, for toappeafe the common fort, which imagining that un- 
derapretenfe of courtcfic their leaders were flaine, grew veric fierce and rcadie to 
make a tumult. This being graunted, they all went out, and being received with 
applaufeand great joy, mounted on horfebacke and galloped away, minding to 
fet on foot many and fundrie inftigations to wane. ^ 


Chap, vh 

Lupicinus in draft braid encoumring the Gotheiy after the Ioffe of his Tribunes 
and many foulcliors , fiyeth. An hyftoricall narration of Marcellinus, 
as touching the/e forraine and new upftart nations , which 
informer ages grievoufly affliciedfundrie 
parts if the world. 

Fame the forewd nourcc of rumors, had difperfed thefenews 
abroad, the whole nation of the Thuringi was enflamed with an 
vv j^ | hot defire to fight $ and fo among many fearefull overtures and 
fore-running preemptions of the greater daungers, when the ba« 
ners after their manner were fet up on high, and the dolefull found 
of trumpets heard jout went in rodesftreightwayes whole troups of robbers and 
brigands, fpoy ling and firing villages, wafting alfo and making havocke of what- 
foever they could meet. Againft whom Lupicinus, having in tumultuarie haft at 
fembJedhis fbuldiors, more raflily than advifedly,wcntforth,and nine miles from 
the citic ftoOd readie to tryc it outby battaile. The Barbarians alfo when they per¬ 
ceived fo much, brake violently upon the companies of our men at unwares, and 
with their targuets before their bodies, preffinghard upon them, as many as flood 
in their way with their fpcares and fwords they ran through. And in this bloudie 
rage both Tribunes and the moft part alfo of the armed fouldiors were flaine and 
loft their enfignes: onely the unfortunat Generali, who minding nothing elfe 
but this,that whiles others were fighting, he might lave himfelfe by flying, hyed 
as faft as he could to thecitie. After this,the enemies clad in the Romans armor, 
made foule worke in fundrie places, and no man gave them the checke. And for as 
much, as after manifold and divers a<fts, we are come to thefo parrs, our heartie 
defire is to thofe (if ever there will be any) who {hall read this ftorie, that none of 
them would precifely require at our hands every thing in particular that was done, 
nor the juft number offuch as were flaine, which indeed could in no fort be 
comprifed. For it fhall be fofficient, without masking the truth under any lye, to 
cigcftand fot in order the verie principal! points onelyof all occurrents, confidc- 
ring that to the unfolding and laying abroad the records of each thing, requifit it is 
there fhould be in cvcrie place a faithful! and fincere relation. Thofe that be igno- 
rant m auncientrecords deny,thatthe Commonwealth was ever atany time ovet- 
calt with fo great mifts of calamities: but aftonied as they be now with the behol¬ 
ding of late and frefh miferies, they arc deceived. For, if they revolve either the 
5 or thefc late fore* gomg ages, they plainely fhew, that the like and as 
woniUtroubksof the State have oftentimes happened* The ^Teutons together

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with the *Cimbri fodaincly from out ofthe hidden parts of the Ocean overflow- **»*»*«* 
edltalie. But after exceeding and infinit mifehiefes infixed upon the Roman 
State, in the laft battaile vanquifhed by our moft noble and renowmed captaines, 
and quite rooted out, they learned with their uttermoft perils, what martial! valour 
proceeding from the habite of wifedome and policie is able to doe. Semblably in 
the dayesofJ/4ratf the Emperour, araging rabble of fundrie and different nati¬ 
ons banding themfelves together, after exceeding great frights of horrible wanes, 

after many a citie won, facked and rafed downetothe ground.. 

had like to have left but fmall parcels of them untouched and whole . But within 
a while, after thefcwofull Ioffes and calamities, the State was fet upright againe, 
by reafon onely of this, that the fober auncient wotld in thofe dayes, not yet in- 
fedled with loofe 1 iot and wamonnefle, gaped neither after fumptuous and coftly 
fare nor wickedanddeteftablegaines, but in an uniforme and joynt affc&ion, the 
hieheft and lovveft agreeing together in defence of Commonweale, haftened as it 
were, unto fome cal me haven and quiet harbour,.to dy e a glorious and honoura¬ 
ble death. With a fleetoftwo thoikand faylethe Scythian nations in great num¬ 
bers having with breaking through Bofphorus and the coafts of Propontus paf- 
fed over, made great havocke, and wrought much mifehiefe, I mull needs lay, 
both by fea and land: but yet when they had loft the greateft part of their people, 
returned backe. There dyed in fight with the Bafoanans, the Emperours Vecy^ 
both the father and the forme. The cities of Pamphyha were bciieged, many 
iflands harried and wafted, Macedonia fer on a flaming fire, and the whole multi- 
tude of them beleagured a long time *Theflalonu:a,and Cyzicum hkewife.

Bps e-Sl He whole cou rfe ofthefe afls being cany ed all abroad a "^ 

mriTenacrscomming thicke one after another, S.er.dm and Cel,#, 

111 Ilf Princes oftheGothes, who with their people fongbeforewcreenKn* 

tained and fet to looke unto the wintering harbounat * Hadnanopo- 
lis, regatding^hek ownc lives and fafetic a^ve^ll things in the world,behdd aU 
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quiet and peaceable minds. But upon the Emperours letters which fodain 
ly were brought unto them, whereby they were commaunded to pafle over into 
Hellefpontus, they required without any fwelling humour of pride, to have their 
warfare money, meat, and two dayes rcipite allowed them [of the cirie.] Which 
the head magiftratof the citie, taking not well, and picking a quarell thereat (for 
dilpleafed he was and angrie with them about fome fpoyle and waft made in a 
countrey houfe of his not farre from the citie) made no more adoe, but brought 
forth all thecommons together with the artizans and craftfmen ,of whom there is 
a mightic multitude there, and them he armed to their utter confuflon : andfo 
commaundingthe trumpets to found the battaile, unleflethey went their wayes 
the fooner (as it was decreed) he threatned them all with the utmoft perill of death. 
The Gothes fore troubled with this unexpected advetfitie, and affrighted with 
the citizens, more haftie y wis than conftderat) piefling upon them, flood ftill and 
mooved nor. Butat length when they had beenerayledat, reviled and curfed at 
their hands, yea and affailed otherwhiles with fome few calling dartes launced at 
them,they brake forth into open defiance,and profefled rebellion. And thus,when 
they had flame a great number of the citizens, whom their over-malapert violence 
had deceived, and put the reft to rout, and wounded them with ftmdiie kinds of 
weapons, after they had difarmed and fpoyled the dead bodies, artd put them- 
felvcs into Roman armour, they efpyed Fritigernus ncere at hand, and joyned 
themfelves untohim^as duetifulandobeifant allyes,and fo diftrefled the citie, now 
fliutup, with thofetroubles and miferiesthat follow fiege. In which difficultie 
of daungerous fervice, being a long time employed, they ran on head everie 
where, and without all refped. Some of them, who were more bold and ad¬ 
venturous than their fellowes, perifhed without revenge, yea and many with foot 
ofarrowesanddifeharging of ftones out of flings, loft their lives. Then Fritiger- 
ms t confidering that men unskilful! in fieges and aflaults, wreftledin vaine with 
fo many misfortunes and Iofles* leaving there a fufficient power, advifed them 
to depart and leave their bufinefle undone, faying. That he was at peace with bare 
walls,and perfuading them that they would fet in hand without endangering their 
lives, to fpoyle the rich and plentifull countries, as wherein as yet there were no 
garrifbns to empeach them. Then they commending highly the kings counfell, 
whom they knew would be an effeCluall partaker with them in thefe proje<Ss and 
defignes, difperfing thcmfelvCs into everie quarter and coaft of Thracia, marched 
warily, having thofe that either yeelded or were taken prifoners, to fhewthem 
plenteous townes, and fuch efpccially, wherein > by their faying, might bee found 
great ftore of vi&uals: andbefidean inbred courage and boldnefle of their owne, 
Which fet them on, this principall helpe they had to put them forward, in that 
there conflowed daily unto them a multitude out of the fame nation, fuch as of 
latehad beenc fold by raarchants, with a number ofothers flocking ftil unto them, 
Whom at rheir firft comming over, thofe that were pined and flarved for hunger, 
had exchaunged for fome courfe or fmall wine,and peeces of broken bread.Therc 
came alfb unto them for to encreafe their companie,many that were expert in fol¬ 
lowing after the veines of gold in mynes, not ableany longer to endure the heavie 
bqrdens and taxations laid upon them ofimpoft and cuftotnes. And being with 
the willing confentofall gladly received, they flood them in verie good ftead as 
they paifed through unknowne places, fhewing unto them where were the hid¬ 
den gamers of come, the privic lurking places and fecret receits of the people, and 
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the guidance and direaioa cf Ac fimemen there remained not muoodwd 
and unaflailedany thing, unldfcix wereinacceflable and unpayable. For with¬ 
out difference made of age or fex, with fire and fword all went to wrack*: thevong 
babes fucking at the breafl, were pulledaway and killed i their mothers were ravF 
ihcd,aod wives likewifcmadc widowes^nd bereft of their husbands,flame before 
theirfaccs: the ftripUngsand well growneboyes were haled and trailed along the 
deadcarkaflesof their parents: ist funamc,many old folke crying out that they had 
lived their £U v after Ioffe of their goods^ together with bcaurifull women, with their 
hands writhed and pinionedbeinnd their backs, when they had bewayledthe 
embers and allies of their native habitations, were led away perforce out of their 
owne coiintrey. 

Chap, vi ir. 

Valcns dittrattedvmh massifeUcaresJendeth dmarmieimo Thracia. The Gar ha ami 
the Romansftrskeahassmle^Thevittariesm withoutfweasJbUud/md 
scares Jat&ethw the Remans. 

Hefe newes out of Thracia, ralens the Emperour hearing with 
much griefc and fbrrow of heart was diftrafted into diven and 
fundrie cares. And immediatly fending Fitter Generali of the 
{ Cavallerie into Periia, there to compound and conclude as tou¬ 
ching the ftate ofArmenia,according as thefe imminent occafi- 
ons and troubles did require,himfclfe readie forthwith to depart 
out of Antioch,that he might in the mcanc time goe to Conftantinople, fent Pro- 
fur nr us mdTrasanus before. Both of them were great Rulers and Cammaunders, 
who verily reached at brave and noble exploits,but were unskilful in feats of arms. 
Who when they were come to the places where this multitude of enemies fhould 
have beenc cut off and diminifhed by pccccmcle, by way of flealch and robberie 
rather than otherwife,wholly before it was full time, bending themfelves to that 
courfe which was dangerous and penurious, oppofe againfl the Barbarians whiles 
they were yet in their hotbloud and furious mood, the legion brought out of Ar¬ 
menia, which verily in martial) fefvkes had oftentimes beenc well tryed and ap- 



perience what untamed rage, joyned with defberatnefle, isabie to doe, when they 
had driven the cnetnie beyond the cloven ana broken cliffoofthe moantaine Hen 
mus, beftowed themfelves in the ftcepc paflages and gullets, partly thattbc Barba¬ 
rians enclofcd within thofe places without end,might with long famine be coofu- 
med• and partly that themfelves might attend frigeridus War den o f the Matches*, 
who with the aids of the Pannonian and Transalpine fouldiors was comming: and 
whom at the requeft dtValens , Gratimsns appointed logo into the field for to foe- 
cour and helpe thofe that were fore diftrefled and driven to extremities. After 
whom^^i^erthen taptaine of the b Donaeftirf, by commaundcmcnt of the 
faid Grattan removing out of Gaule,haftencd into Thrada, haying m naroeouely 
the condu&ofcertainc cohorts: ofsvhom the moft part forfcc-kc their cofoms and 
wentfiotffcim (asfomegavekoUO throtigh^ 

ftartdltaftGaolebcinelcft<>eftiniieoftheaCTnqof defencc.foootdbey afte^ 
now thattbc iriietfiiesiw their pleafoi^ had broken shroogbthe battc oi Riietie.

-fenricc and dangerous stitmi(l\c 5 ,Rkic 0 m£res by agencrallconfent having theregi.

alongneere untothetowneSalices. From whence not feweoffi? an ineflimabE 
numberofthe Barbarians having orderly, placed a multitudeof waincs and carts 
round in manner of a circle,enc!ofed apart,as itwere,within a circuit of wals, tookc 
their eafeand folaced themfelvcs with the richbabties they hadtaketi.The Roman 
captainesthen by thegood gu idance of benct hopes (in cafefortuneaffoorded the 
©rortunitie) meaning to adventure uponfomeglorious expipit, wittily obferved, 

What the Gothes intended to do,forecaftingthfefirpeeially 5 That iftheydiftodged 

and removed their campe to another place (which they ufed very oftenjtheymight 
with confidence fet upon the backs of the hinrooft,gore a number of the through, 
and turne away a great part of their fpoiles. The enemies perceiving this,oi eifeha¬ 
ving intelligence given thereof by the fugitives(bywhole rncanes nothing was fo 
fecretly donc,but they knew of it)abode in tfiefanie place a long time.But ftrucke 
with feare of the armie that was abroad,and of other forces which they feared were 
at hand to joy ne with them, by vertuc of a watchword given after their countrey 
tnaner, they lent for their waft-making companies,which were fpred indivers parts 
tjeere by,and of every great captaine and commander among them well accepted: 
and fo forthwith having made light fires at the Garrago c (for fo theytearme it the- 
(elves) returning with patting great peleritie, they incenfed and incited ftili their 
countreymen to attempt greater matters. After this, there was no intermiflion be- 
tweene both (ides,more thanfbort truce.For when thofe were returned,whom up¬ 
on neceffitic they had called forth,the whole multitude thruft togither ftili within 
thecompaffe of the inclofureaforefaid,keeping an horrible noyfe, and fet upon a 
furious and mad mood, battened in a fell and cruell gare to trie the utmoft hazard 
of battaile $ neither were the princes of their nation there prefent againft it. And for 
that thefe matters thus pafled,when the Sun was going downe,and the night fo faft 
drawingon,flayed them againft their wils and with heavie hearts to go to reft, after 
they had taken their meat as their leiftire would £rve,they remained without deep. 
On the other fide,the Romanes having intelligence hereQf,continuingalfo\vatch- 

fuU themfclves,fearedthe enemies and theirbrain ficke leaders,as if they had bin fo 

many enraged wild beafts 5 howbeit,with undaunted hearts they expe<3cd,that the 
evcnt^Ithough doubtful anddangcrous(by teafou they were in number much in¬ 
ferior) would yet prove fonunat on their fide,in regard of their more joft and righ¬ 
teous caufc. So,dt the very later end of the day,upon the fignall of the aJamae foun¬ 
ded by the trumpets on both parts^theBarbaiiansaftcr they had,a$ the^exanner is, 
fwomeone unto another,affayedtogain the billip places,tp the end,tbafrftj> thrice 
downethe hill they might wit bgrCater violence like wheeles over tun and tutoble 
downc before them all chat wefeih their way. Qur fouldhire feejog^i^adefcait

which ufcth to begin low, and forifelughe and higher, anpyfejthaifcfey

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ceftorsrand thusamong fundry words palling betweene of diflbnant noyfe,began 
the lighter skirmifhes. And now,whethey hadaloofe aflailed one another on both 
fid es with louped darts and fuch like cafting-wcapons,thcy catne togither in mena¬ 
cing wife to clofe fight and hand firokes, and couching their fhields in forme of 
roufe over their heads,they fet foot to foot and maintained the medley .The Barba- \\- 
rians,as who were alwaies repairedwith frefh fupplies and nimble withall, hurling ? 

at our men huge clubs, parched and hardened in the fire, and fiercely foining with 
point of (word full upon the breafts of thofe that flood againft them,brake through 
the left wing 3 which being readietorecule and go down,a right ftrong and hardie 
regiment which lay for fupply,riling valiantly from a fide hard by,when as the*eo- *offac*fan«n. 
hort now was hard at their neckes,fijccoured and fupportedagaine. When as the 
fight therefore grew exceeding fharpeand hot,with much (laughter & bloudfhed, 
every one who was mqre readie to rufh upon the thickeft of the enemies,whiles on 
all (ides (words fwaihed and darts flew as thickeas haile,loft his life : and the horfe- 
men followed both on the one fide and the other, with ftrong armeflafhing thofe 


that fled in the necke & backc: Iikewife on both parts the footmen hewed the houx 
or hamftrings of as many as flipped away or lagged behind for feare. And whereas 
every place was full ofllaine bodies, fome there were that lay among themhalfe 
dead and halfealive,feedingthem.felves withavaine hope of life. Some were (hot * 
with bullets throwneout of flings,others with reeds orarrowes headed with yroni 
the heads of fome cloven with the fword through the middeft of the forehead and 
crowne,hung down with great horror on both fhoulders. And both fidcs not wea¬ 
ried as yet with tough fighting, plagued one another indifferently, and fped alike: 
neither wasthere one that flackedone jot hisownenaturali vigor of bodie, fo long 
as his courageous heart ferved him toftirreup his ftrength. Howbeit,as bloudie& 
nrortallas thisconfli<ft was, it ended with the day: and whenasmany as could any 
waies make fhift departed in diforder,thc reft every one recovered their tents again, 
heavily appayed. To conclude,when as fome honourable perfonages among the 
dead were enterred as place and time would give leave,thc bodies of the (lain that 
remained, the curfed fowies of the ayre devoured, fuch as were wont at that time 
to feed upon caikafles, asappearethby thefields,all overwhite withboncs,at this 
day. Howbeit for certaine it is knowne,That the Romanes/ewer farre in number, 

- having encountred with that huge multitude, and abidden many deadly dangers, 
yet not without wofuil & lamentable calamities foiled the barbarous peopIc.Thcfc 
chances of battaile thus piteoufly ended,our men w ent to the nextietiringplaccs of 
Martianopolis,andthe Gothesthtuft & pent oftheirowneaccord within the fore¬ 
fad circuit &precin& of their w 3 gons,neverdurft for feven daiestogether go forth 
or be feene: and thereforeour fouldiors taking the advantageef this opportunity,

tarn. As they pnrfie Frigetidos, a mftpuiffant warriomr and leader, they 
are terrified with a new overthrew: and Frigeridus having taken 
many eftbemjonftnetk them about Mtstina % Rhegiumymd 
Tama, there to till the grounds. 


Heft things were done in the yeare that Grotianm was the fourth 
time Confull,together with Merohaudes, toward the Autumne fea- 
fonstn which time,when Falens heard the dolefull events of wanes 
and fpoyles, after he had committed the charge of the Cavalierie 
for the time unto Saturninm , he fent out Troianm and Profuturm , 
bringing aid and helpe with them. And it fortuned in thofe dayes, that when 
throughout the regions of Scythiaand Moefia, all things comeftiblc were {pent, 
the Barbarians,what upon a cruell fierceneflcof their owne, and what for mecre 
want that fee them forward,were exceeding hot and eagre to worke mightiemat* 

* ters. But having many a time given the atfempt,and feeing themfclves overweigh* 
ed with the vigorous valour ofour men,manfully refitting them, notwithttanding 
all rough and ttonie difficulties,driven at length upon extreame necefiity,they pro* 
cured (upon hope of exceeding great booties) to combine with them, certaine of 
the Chuni and Alani.Which when Satmmnm kncw(for by this time was he come 
and had placed the fore-fences and ouc-ttanding guardsabroad in the fiddsjgathc- 
nng by little and little his forces together,he prepared to depart (and that in good 
policie) leaft the fuddaine multitude,I ike to a violent ftreame ofwater ,breaking the 
bankes and gufhing forth, ftiould with little adoe difranke and difeomfit all thofe 
that diligently watched the (ufpc&ed places. Then,after the ftraits werelayd open, 
and our fouldiors(in good timefor the enemies)departed,thofe aforefaid that were 
•witi m the c«» *enck>fed, every one what way he could find, aftera disorderly manner, bent his 
*** whole power and fet his mind {feeingao man to impeach him)for to fet all in a gar- 

boylej and throughout Thracians wide as it is,fpredthcmfelves,fpoi!ing and wa^ 
ding without controlmem, beginning at thofe very coatts which Itter runneth by, 
andib going on as fare as Rhodope and that which fevereth themaineaad 

huge feas, making fbule worke and havocke of all inmott fliamefuH manner,what 



ninggriefebf hearths horrible lobe feid and&ene: women nwflktedaftd a- 
mazed with feare,courfedaH about vwthfcomges that rung ugaHie 9 eVett’gteatbel* 
lied wives with babes in them, yet unperfoftand untimely, before they camemt* 
die world enduring many impieties . Other little infim^ahoctmgttig to their ntf* 
the» anuesyou mighthaVeheardpiWoufly crying ? as aHd tefatnentaBle mortes 
of young fyriftgals and demons nobly bomevwjth tneh haUdsftraitbotihd, whiles 
themfclves were haled into ctUeh tfcptivitic. And after them,‘virgines of ripeycitts 
and ebaft wedded wives, wkh bfahbcicd faces w eepin g hndhew*yfag their ex* 
trc*nemffisi^ ^dtoUghdy^usWatc^rtM; 

to prevent the abating and defiling of their bodies fhortly after. Among which 
a Umhfes , when a gendeman, nch and free bat a Etde before, was dragged 

and 
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and haled like abeaft, he complained °f thee, 6 Fortune, as unmerciful) and blind 
withall, that draft in the turning of an hand appoint and betake him, violent)/ 
wrung out and fequeftred from his beloved wife.decre children,and fwcet houfe 
and home, which he law before his face turned intoafhes, and altogether ruinat, 
either to be mangled and difmembred limaftei Jim, orunder whips and torments 
to ferve as a flave the cruelland bloudie conqueror. The Barbarians yet, likeun- 
to fo many favage beatts broken out of their cages,when they had overrun a *rcat 
way in that large countrey, went to a towne named *Dibaltum, where finding * 
Barzymeres, a Tribune of the Scutarij, with thofe fouldiors of his owne,with the 
d Cornuti alfo and other companies of footmen pitching their tents, him they fet 
upon, being an approved and well experienced warrior: who prefently,as the ne- 
ceffitieof fo imminent a danger required, commaunded.That the trumpet fhould 
found the battaile-and after he had ftrengthened the flankes,brake throughbefore 
with as many as were readieappointed,to battaile,& by valiant refiftance had made 
bis part good, & departed out of the field on even hand,but that a troupe ofhorfe- 
men running violently upon him,when he was very much out of breath & weatie, 
befet him round about. And thus with the {laughter of many Barbarians, whofe 
overthrow was not feene info great a multitude, he was flaine. This exploit after 
this manner performed, the Gothes doubtfull what they fhould doe afterward, 
foughtfor Frigeridus, intending where ever they could find him,to overthrow and 
beat him downe, as the onely ftrong barre that flood in their way. And therefore, 
after they had taken more liberal! and finer food, as alfo flept a little, him they fol¬ 
lowed like a fort of favage beafts,as being given to underftand,That by dire&ion 
from Grammes he was returned into Thracia, and encamped ncere unto Beroea, 
where he lay in efpiall to difeover the doubtfull events of things. And verily the 
Gothes for their parts rode up and downe, andraade haft to put their defignes in 
execution. But Frigeridus , that knew well ynough how both to governe and alfo 
to preferve his fouldiors, either fu fpe&ing what their intent was, or plainely infor¬ 
med thereof by relation of thofe difeoverers whom he had fent out, returned 
through the high mountains and thicke growne woods into rilyrxcum,much em¬ 
boldened by a palling good hand that Fortune, unlooked for,prcfented unto him. 
For in his returne,as he marched foftly on with his fouldiors, marfhalled in good 
array into fquadrons, he prevented Farnohius, a great lord of the Gothes,as he with 
his troupes of robbers and fpoyle-makers raunged up and downe the countrey at 
his pleafure, and leading with him theTaifali,drawnebut lately into his focietie: 
who(if it be worth the telling) whiles our fouldiors were difperfed upon the feare- 
full invafion of ftrange and unknowne nations,had pafled over the river, with full 
purpofeto ranfacke and fpoyle the places,void of defendants. Vpon the fuddainc 
difeoverie of their companies, this moft politickecaptaine prepared to joyne bat¬ 
taile with them: and fb charging upon all the fort of thofe nations, difeomfited 
thefc bold brigands, who ftill ftucke not to give out many threats: and put them 
he had every mothers fbnne to the fword, but that after Farnohius, a terrible trou¬ 
ble-maker before time,was with many others flaine.he was importuned very much 
and intreated to fpareas many as remained alive: and all thofe he lent away with 
life to occupie and husband the lands about * Mutina, * Rhegium, and Parma, 
townes in Italic. This nation of theTaifali, I have heard fay, was filthily given, 
and fo much abandoned to the horrible finnes of bcaftly living, that with them k 
was an ufuall matter to have boyes and men compame together in that foule and 

abho- 
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abhominableaft of wantonnefle which is not to be named, fpending the prime 
and flower of their youth infuch uncleane and unnatural! abufe. Furthermore, 
ifanv one of them growne Aowto riper yeares, could alone bv himfelfe, cither 
take a wiIdboare,orkillafavageandcrucllbeare, freed he was from this frinking 
puddle and finke of pollution.

Hefe were the calamities that in the later end of Autumne, when 
Winter drew faft on, the eruell whirlewindes of troubles fwou- 
ped and hudled together throughout Thracia: Which rage of 
thetime, as if the furies were difpofed to raife tumults in all 
places, going on frill to countries alfo farreoff, fpred it felfe alia- 
broad. Andnowthe*Lcntienfes, a people of Alemaine,bor¬ 
dering upon the ccaftsof Rhetia,by way of craftieand treacherous rodes having 
broken the league lately made, invaded and affayled our marches. Which cala- 
mitiebeoanfirft upon fiich a mifchievousoccafion as this : One of this nation ler- 
ving under the Emperor in qualitie ofa*Squier ofthebodie, by occafion of fome 
weighticbufinefre, was returned home into his owne countreys and, asheewas 
over lavifli and a blab of his tongue, when many of his countrey-men asked him, 
What nevvesin Court £ hetelleththem, That Grati anus fent for by his uncle ^ 4 - 
Uns was fhortly to make a warlike expedition toward the Eaft,to the end that they 
withtheir joy nt and double forces,might repell the inhabitants upon the borders, 
confpiredtodefrroyandroorout the Romanes. Which intelligence when the 
Lentienfes had with great affe&ion received, being alfo themfelves (as it were; 
bordeiing neighbours,and feeing how thefe matters went, as they are iwitt apd 
quicke of difpatch, gathered themfelve into thickeplnmpes for to rob and Ipoyle* 
and fo,as the*Celt;e and Petulantes together, were marching neere the Rhene in 
the moneth of Eebruarie, when by reafon of hard frofts it was all of an yce and pal- 
fable on foot, after they had fore diftrefled them, not without fbme lode of t cit 
owne, with maine ftrength forced them to tume backe. But thefc Germansbeing 
conftrained thus to retire, andknowing that the moft part of our armie was gon 
intolllyricum before the Emperour, who fhortly would be there, 
hotely incenfed. And conceiving greater projects, affcmbled all the inhabitan 
of their townes and villages together 5 and fo having raifed anarmie of fortie tnou- 
fand armed men,orthreefcoreand tenthoufand (as fome have given out, wn c 
love to extoll the Emperours piayfes) being growne to an exceeding heignt o 
pride,brake more boldly into our territories. Which when Grarianus witng 
feare had true intelligence of, he called backe the cohorts which he had fentb 
intoPannorna, as alfoaflembled others, that in wife and circumfpc <51 policie be 
kept frill in Gaule,and committed the managing of this fervice unto Nanntenh 
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a vattaeftand difcreeicaptaib ; And to him he joyned as Colleague in equall com- 
tniflicfb aerd power, Mallobaudes Lieutenant or captainc ofthe band Domeftiri, 
and king ofthe Franks befide; a man expert in warfare,andhardie withal!. 1 When 
as Nannienus therefoteduely confideredthe variable chances of fortune, and ther- 
fore thought it good to hold off and linger the time, tMsUobaudes carried away 
with defire of fight (as his manner was)and impatient of delay,was much troubled 


thinking it long untill hemight advance his ftanderd againfttheencmie.Andther- 
forewhenonthe adverfe part they came forward with an horrible noy fe to give a 
valiant charge,after thefignall given by blowing of the home, they began firft to 
encounter before *Argemuaria > and with (hot as well of anowesas cafting javc- ♦»*{**& 
lins, downe they went thicke botH on the one fide and the other. But in the verie 
heat ofbattaile, our then feeing an infinit number ofthe enemieto avoid openand 
manifeft daungcrdifperfcdthemfelveseverie manas he could among the narrow 
lanes befet with trees, howbeit within a while after they flood their ground more 
confidently .* and carry in g the like tefplendant fhew, and glittering atarre off with 
their bright armour,did put the Barbarians in a mightie feare that the Emperour 
was come. Who fodainely turning their backes, yet betweene whiles making 
head againe(becaufe they would omit no meanes even in extremirie unatremp- 
ted) they were fo beaten downe and hewed in peeces,that ofthe number aforefaid 
there efcaped, as it was efteemed, not above five thoufand, and thofe fhrowded 
within the thick woods: and among many other bold & hardie knights, Priarus al¬ 
fo the king was flaine,even he that was the inciter and fetter of ail thefc mifchic- 
vous and deadly troubles. Gratianus much encouraged with the confidence of this 
fortunat fucceffe,and now marching toward the Eafr parts,and turning his way on 
the left hand, clofely paffed over the Rhene j and upon a good hope that fet him 
ward,determined (iffortune had favoured his enterpri{c)generally to root out the 
whole nation, fo treacherous and defirous of rebellion. Which purpofe of his be¬ 
ing knowneby meflengers arriving thicke one after another, the Lentienfes ftruc- 
ken into their dumps,what with the raiferies of their own nation confumed in ma- 
ner all, and what with the fodaine comming of the Emperour,doubtfull what way 
to take, con fidering they could not find any breathing time (were it but fhorO 
bethinke themfelves either to make refiftance, or what elfe to doe or goe about, 
with all the fpeed and force they poflibly could, made toward the hils befet on cve- 
rie fide with unpaffable cliffes. And taking up their handing upon 1the cnggie 
rockesandragges round about, with all their might and maine defended theic 
eoods.jogether with their wives and children which they had brought with them. 
Which difficultic when it was weighed and confidcrcd , there were cnofen 

anv fight at all.it they might once get the higher ground under their feet, to came 
them all awav as hunters preyes . So the sktrnrifo beginning wlwn it was well to¬ 
ward nooJ, continued umiil darke night: for why &&&££& 
(laugh ter on both fides. Out men fell to lull and were killed themfelves notatew, 

andwithaUtheannourofthofeintheEniperoutstrainefooutlumfotnireaBamg 

with gold and bright colours,were with the^flinging thicke of heavic andtnaffie

Oteo«s]aB»b«iledi*»4bK*e», And thffi.upOTConfi^ionhadagood while 
bctwfcoc Gratian stddthe principal officers of the annie, it filmed evidently to be 
a moft dangerous fervice, & to noeffea>thu5*Uin haft to ftrive withoutimermifli. 
onagaMfiidi rough takes and -mounts bearing cut againft them . And after 
ranch debariPg,anmu»drie opinions parted to and fro(as in fuch a bufinefle) con- 
fidering t he barbarous enemies had for their defences fuch places as were difad- 
vantageous unto us, concluded it was, That they (hold by our foldiors fitting ftiU 
and doing nothing dfc, be round about beleagured and wearied out with famine! 
But when the Germans drove againe for their parts with thelike obftinat rcfolmil 
on s & knowing the country verie wcl,went unto other mountains higher tha thofe 
which before they hadkept,the Emperourwith hisarmic turning thither, with the 
like fortitude as before fought for the pathes and trades that led up to thofe high 
places. The Lentienfes then perceiving him to be fo fully bent to have their lives, 
and never giving over his earned purfuit, after they had yeeldcdthemfclves to his 
tncrcie<thething that their humble requeft they obtained) upon thetendring 
oftheirluBiealSeyoungmenfasthey were commaunded) to bee entermingled 
with our new trained fouldiqrs, were fuffered without anymore harmc received, 
to go into their native countries. 

Chap. Xi# 

The commendation of Gratian. Frigeridus a moB excellent C&peune^ and the 
terreur ofthe Gothes , is unfeafombly called backe by Valeris , who lea - 
deth afirong armieagainfi the Gothes&ho neere unto the ri¬ 
ver Hehrus weregrievottfly dif:omf%ud and de- 
featedby Sebaftian Colonell of 
the Inf ant trie. 


Hisvi6oricoffuch importance and confequence, that it daunted 
the Wefteme nations, by the gracious pieafure of the eternal! 
God, incredible it is with how great vigour and efferftuall celeri- 
tie Gratian haftening another way, difpatched. And in truth a 
young Prince he was of Angular towardnerte, well fpoken, tem- 
perat,warlike and martial!, yet mild and mercifull : In which 
vertues he had proceeded with emulation to cxcell the beft Emperors, even when 
as yet the lovely downe began to grow upon his cheekes, but that his owne nature 
(enclined to toyifb and ridiculous a&ions,efpecially when his favourites and mini¬ 
ons let him have thercincsatlibertie)«tumed him to the vaine delights and fports 
of Commodtu Cafar j although this Prince was nothing bloudie and cruell. For, 
like a iCpmmodm bccaufe he was wont in the peoples fight to kill a number of wild 
beafts with darts,and when an hundred lyons were let out at once in the Shew- 
placeof the Amphitheatre,{lew them with divers kinds of foot, and never ftrucke 
one of them twice: even fo this Prince alio, among thofe empaled cnclolurcs 
which they tearmeffrurM, i. Parkes, whiles with the ftroke ofmany an arrow hee 
killed wildboares, made (mail reckoning the while of many and thofe fcrious oc- 
cunents *at fuch a time cfpcrially,whcn as if Marcus Antoninus himfelfc had fitten 
atthchelmeoftheCommonweale,hecould hardly have beene able to remcdie 
the lamentable caiamitic of the State, without Colleagues like to himieife, and 

much 
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much lage counfcllbefide, when Grattanm therefore had difpofed of his affaiis ac¬ 
cording to ihe time, and as the occafions in Gaule, and the nations there did re¬ 
quire, and punilhedwithall that traitour, the Squier or Scutarius afbrdaid, who 
had told the Barbarians, that the Emperourmadehaft into IUyricum, he departed 
from thence by a eaftle bearing the name of *Fcelix arbor, and by the way of Ir.au- 
reatum fped him apace with ftretched out journeyes, tohelpethe part that went A 
downe the wind. And about the fame time, to fucceed Frigeridus (who moft po- 
litikely devifed many profitable raeafies for the common fecuritic, and made haft 
to fortifietheftreits of Succi)forfeareleaft the enemies (nimble as they were and 
ufedto makerodes)breakingalfo violently forth like unto feme fwelling ftreames, 
should raunge and over-run at their pieafure the Northernc Provinces, there was 
lent a Lieutenant named Mourns > a man undera fliewof flour courage, altogether 
-made for money, and at all affayes mutable and uncertaine. This is he, of whom 
in a former part of our hyftorie we wrot thus much, That when Cofar lulianus 
madefome queftion about the fetting ofa crownc upon his head,whiles he ferved 
among his Squiers,and attended upon the palace, tooke thecollerthathe wore a- 
bout his owne necke, and prefented it unto him for a diadem?: and being a vvarie 
and diligent captain?, was remooved from his ferviccatthe verie time when all 
things lay a bleeding: whereas, though he had long before departed and betaken 
himfelfe unto a privat life at home, he ought, confidering the great affaires of ftatc 
fb required, to have beenebrought againe into the field. About this time it hap¬ 
pened, that Valem now at length rouled out of Antiochia, after a long wsy travai¬ 
led, came to Conftantinopk,where when he had flayed verie few dayes,and been 
difquieted with a light mucinieof the people, and committed unto SebaBtan a vi¬ 
gilant leader knovvne(who a little before was fent from Italic, as himfelfc defired) 
thecondu<ft ofthe lnfanterie,whichTfaM»«ihad the charge of before, himfelfc 
went to *Melantias a village, belonging to the Cafars t where he refreihed thefouL ’ 
diors hearts with money,with food, and many faire and affable fpecches. From 
whence, when, upon a nt w journey by a folemne watchword proclaimed,he was 
come to Nice,a ftation fo named, he undeiftoodby the relation of the fpyes and 
difeoverers, that the Barbarians full of rich pillage, were returned from the tra<fts of 
Rhodope neere to Hadrianopolis. Who taking knowledge that the Emperour 
with a great power of fbuldiors was in his march, make haft to joyne with their 
countrey-men, having planted guards for the defence ofthe people about Bcrora 
andNicopolis : and ftreightwayes,asthe prefentoccaGonof neceffitie required, 
SebaB/anvi\i\\ three hundred choyce fouldiors drawne out of everie band, W 3 S 
appointed to make fpeed,minding to doe fome fervice as he proraifed for the good 
ofthe Commonwealth: Who upon great haft in his journey made,being difeo- 
vered nieh unto Hadrianopolis had the gates (hut and locked againft him and was 
prohibited to come neeier; for the*« Magiftratsofthecitiefeared, thatbcingt*< 
kenprifonerbytheenemie, hewascome as onefubomed, and fo might workc 
fomewhat to the cities undoing; the like as had happened by another Lieutenant, 
whom the fouldiors of Maznemins by a wile had caught, by whofe mwnes the 
ftrone gates of the Iulian Alpes were laid open. At length,though late, SrbaBtom 
being know ne what he was. and permitted to enter into the ciue, after he had che- 
lifhed with viiftuaisand deep (according to the fto^ethatthe place affoorded) thofe 
whom he had under his condud, the morrow following hee fecretly brake forth 
and went his way. Now, by that time thattheevemngdpcw on, whenhehadup- 
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on a fuddain e defctied neere unto the river Hebrus the companies of the Gothes, 
well appointed to waft and (poy le, hidinghimfelfeforawhilewithin thebankes 
and flirubs.in the darke night he marched ioftly for being heard.and let upon them 
difordered as they wereandout ofariay 5 and performing alfo this piece cf feivice, 
that befide fome few,who by their good footmanlhip efcaped death,all thereftfel 
upon the edge of the fword: and to he fetched backe againe infinit booties and 
fpoyles, which neither the citic nor the wide plaine fields were able to receive. For 
which cmtefriiigernus being throughly rowfed,and fearing greatly leaft he,afor-. 
tunat and vidorious captainc, as he had often heard, mould deieatand bring to 
nought the bands of his rocn,difperfed here and there at their pleafure,and wholly 
minding their prey, by felting upon them at unawares, afterhc had called them all 
backe,neere unto the towne Cabyle,hc quickly departed, to the end, that making 
their abode in the open countries, they might neither bediftrefled with farain,nor 
endangered by fecret ambufliments. 


Cha». xii. 

Valens who envied the venues of Gratian, bringing with him many hands ofMexpe¬ 
rienced and fele& fiuldiors , without expetting any aid, hutbshis owne pride 
pricked forwardly thefoohjh words of flatterers,and a certaine mi/- 
chievous deSUme , halieneth to encounter the Gothes: and 
when their embaf odours treated about conditions 
of peace,fent them away without tffeff.

■ Hiles thefe affaires went thus in Thracia, Gratianu* having certified his 
*unckle by letters,with what induftrie he had overcome the Alemans, 
fent all his cariages with bag and baggage before by land, and himfelfe 
with thofe forces, which were more lightly appointed, pafling along 
the river Danubius,arrived at*Bononia,and entred Sirmium. And when he had 
remained there fbu re daies, by the fame river he went downe to *Martis Caftra, 

- troubled fore by the way with fits of an intermittent ague: in which trail he was 
fuddainely fet upon by the Alanes,and loft fome of his followers. And at the very 
fame tim c. Valent troubled fore in two rcfpcds,both for that he underftood for cer- 
taine,that the Lentienfcs were vanquifhed,and alfo bccaufe Sebatfianu* by letters, 
eftfooncs with words amplified his own deeds,diflodged from Melanthias in war¬ 
like manner, haftening by fome doutie and notable exploit to equall the young 
prince his brothers fonne, for whofe vcrtucs he was vexed at the heart: and under 
his conduH he had a great army } and the fame right puiffant and of courageous lto« 
tnacke: for unto it he had joyned alfo the ftrength of the old beaten fouldiors: a- 
mong whom there were reaefie in the field likewife thofe of more honorable place, 
and by name Traia»tu,\ ate Generali of the horfemen. And for as much as by care- 
full efpiail intelligence was given,That the enemies intended with ftrong guards to 
flop the paftages,by which ncceflaric provifion ofviihi als was conveyed 5 to meet 
with this projell and defigne of theirs in fome competent manner, there were lent 
betimes archeison foot and a troupcof horfemen to keepe the opportunities of me 
ftraits,which were hard by. And when for three daies next enfuing the Barbarians 

matched gently, & for fcareof a fallie keeping the by-waies fifteene miles fromtne 
dric^rcldon their journey to die ftation called Nice, by rcafon that the fore-ndcis 
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and difeoverers (upon what error I wot not) affirmed. That all the faid parccll of 
the maine multitude which they had feene were not paft ten thoufand, thcErope- 
rour in a certain gare and violent heat made haft to encounter them. And chcrfore 
marching in afoure fquarebattaile,hecametothe very fubutbsof Hadrianopolis: 
where having encamped himfelfe within a rampier, fenced with apallifado and a 
ditch, waiting impatiently for the comming of Gratian us, he received Richomeres 
the lieutenant and captaine of the Domeftici, fent before from the Emperour with 
letters importing thus much,That himfelfe alfo would fbone after be there. Accor- 
dingto the tenour and contentsof whichlctters, being requefted to attend a little 
while for his comming,who fhould be partaker with him of ai peiils,and not rafhly 
to commit himfelfe alone to the doubtfull hazard of darts, he called to counfcll di¬ 
vers great officers of the field, and confulted what was needfull to be done. And 
when fome,movcd and fet on by Sebatfian, were very inftant forthwith to give bat- 
raile,the Generali of the horfemen named Via or, a warrior, but yet a warie delayer 
of time for a vantage, gave his opinion (and many more were of the fameniind) 
That he fhould exped his fellow Emperour, to the end that by augmenting his 
power with the forces out of Gaule,thcfwelling pride of the Barbarians, now in 
the flaming heat,might moreeafilybe fuppreffed. Yet forall this the mifehievous 
refolutionof the prince, together with the opinion of the courtiers, altogether fet 
upon flatterie, who advifed him to make all fpeed and haft poffible,forfearcthat 
Grattan fhould have part of that vidorie, which (as they thought) was in man¬ 
ner woon alreadie to his hand, tooke place and prevailed. Now, whiles prepa¬ 
ration was made of all things neceflatie for to ftrikea battaile, a Chriftian Elder 
or Presbyter (as themfelves tearme him) fent in embaflage with other mcane 
perfons from Fritirenuts,c*mc unto the Emperours canape: and being mildly re¬ 
vived , in the end prefented the faid Fritigermu his letters, requeuing in piaine 
tearmes. That untohimand his people (whom the violent rodcsof ravage nan- 
ons had driven as banifhed folke out of their native habitations) there might be 
araunted Thracia and no mote to be inhabited, together with all ihe cattcll and 
corne, piomifing (if he might obtainefo much) perpetual! peace and concord. 
Moreover, the faid Chriftian, as being privie unto his fecrets.and a ttuftie coun- 
fellour, tendered unto him other private milfives of credence from the fameking, 
whojn craft and fundtie wylie cafts being exceeding politick, informed Falem, 
as one (hortly lobe a friend and confederate, That othetw.fe it was not in bis 

power to affuage the ctuell mood of his countreymen, otto draw them to any 

conditions fotlie good of the Roman State, unlefle he othetwhiles would (hew 
un tot hem neere at hand his hoaft in armes,and foby the dread of his impertaU 

name redaime them ftomtheirpemitious defire to fight. And thiBvenWt^^ 

baf&douts nothing at all regarded, in doubtfuUtearmeswaat would be the rffueol 
their embaflage,departed. 
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Chap, xii i . 


Fritigemus the principal! leader of the Gethes , requireth to have hostages given on both 
ftdes , that with more Jafetie there might he a treatie of peace foot by the unrea - 
fumble and hurtfull endevonr of feme Romanes they betake them - 
felves agawe to arrnes. 

Vc betimes in the morning,on that day which in the ycarely Ka- 
Icnderappeareth to be the fifth of the * Ides of Auguftus, the 
banners in great haft were 3 dvaunced,and the carnages with all 
bag and baggage beftowed rieere unto the wals of Hadriano- 
polis,together with a fufficient defence of the legions. For all 
the treafure and other princely enfignes & imperiall ornaments, 
♦or^roftsus. together with the *Praefe<ft and the *Confiftorians,were inclofcd within the com- 

suw,SSL. paffeof the wals. At the length therefore,upon the eight day after, the enemies 
carts and carriages having difpatched a great way of rough and ftonie ground, 
what time as it drew on apace to the parching heat of noone, were difeovered, 
which by the relation that he had of the difcoverers,were couched and fet in order 
round in forme of a circle. And while the barbarous people, as their manner is, 
kept an hideous, cruel!, and fearefull howling, the Romane captaines marfoalled 
their fouldiors in order of battaile: and when the right wing of the horfemen was 
placed before, the greateft part of the footmen lay behind, and befet the wayes. 
But the left wing of the horfemen (confideringa great number of them were yet 
difparkled afunder)beingwith much difficultie brought together,marchedamain 
pace. And whiles the fame wing was in delaying and ftietching out,therebeing 
none as yet to trouble the fame,behold the Barbarians wereterrified with the hor¬ 
rible noyfe that the armour counterfeited, and the clattering which in threatening 
wife the fhiclds made • and for that part of them abiding farre off with Alatheus 
and Safragesy being fent for, were not yet come, they difpatched embaftadours,to 
covenant and conclude peace . Whiles the Emperour contemned thebafenrife 
and meane condition of thefe embafladours, requiring, That the better fort of 
them, as fufficient peifons, fhould be lent to ratifie and confirrne, what articles 
were to be agreed upon* they in the meane while ofpurpofe held off and trifled out 
the time,to the end,that during thefe fraudulent ceflations of armes their horfemen 
might returne,who they hoped would fhortly be comes and that our fouldiors, 
cnchafed with the heatofSummer,with driechawes might become faint & heatt- 
lefte ; confidering that the fieldsall over,as wide and large as they werc.foone again 
wirh fire,which the fame enemies fet a burning with wood and other drie fuel; put 
Under for that very purpofe. And here was not all: for befide this, there fell out 3 - 
nother mifehiefe alfo, namely,that both men and beafts were grievotfiy diftreflpd 
for hunger. In this mean titne.to helpe the matter well, Fritigernus ,as one who wife¬ 
ly could guefle and caft what might be,and fearing the doubtfull fortune of warre, 
lent upon hisowne head one of the common fort, as an herault,totreatof peace, 
craving,That certain of the nobilitic and cleft perfons fhould forthwith be fent un¬ 
to him as hoftages * being himfelfe refolvcd without all feare to abide the violence 
of the fouldiors &the ncceflarie confequents ther of.This projeft and motion of fo 
dread a prince &, commander being commended & approved, Iquitius a Tribune, 

who 
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who thenbad the charge committed unto himof thepalace^nda kinfioamofr** 
fe/^withtheafTentof every man is appointed with all fpecd to go as a pledge. But 
when he denied to goeibecaufe being once taken prifoner by the enemies, he had 
broken from them and made an efcape out of Dibaltum,in regard whereofbe fea¬ 
red their qnrcafonable paffions,itefowww of his owne accord offered to *oc: who 
willingly had promifed as much,thinking this alfo to bea brave aft and befeeming 
a valiant man: and forward he went,mindingto fhew good tokens of hisdignitie 
and treble parentage. Now,as he was going toward the enemies fort, the archers 
andcarguetiers, whom one Baturins an Iberian then had in charge, together with 
Cafiio, in a violent heat adventured to engage themfelves forward too farre,andbe¬ 
ing now to joyne skirmifh with their adversaries, as they brake out over foone be- 
foretheir time, fo by their cowardly reculing difhonored thebeginning of the bat¬ 
taile. And thus by this impeachment,occ 3 fioned by an unfeaibnableatrempt,both 
the cheerefull and forward fervice of Richomeres was abated, confidering he was 
not permitted to go :and the Gothes horfemen by this time returned with Alatheus 
and Safrages together with the power of the Alemans,interming!ed among them j 
who being fent out like a lightening or thunderbolt (hot from the high moun- 
taines, whomfoever they could with fwift rodcs meet with, quickly difcomfi- 
ted and flew. 


Chap, at iIII. 

The armies of the Gothes and Romanes embattailed , and their molt Jkarpe conflict: At 
length the Romanes are put to fight. As touching the death of Valens a two¬ 
fold opinion : while fome thinke he was killed with an arrow >and ne¬ 
ver afterfeene: othersyhat he was conformed with fire. 

■ OWjWheh as on every fide they fell to (hake both armor and weapons, 
and Bellona blew the dolefull and lamentable blaft of trumpets, our 
men,who began to give ground at the crying out of many unto them, 
made head and refifted. And verily the fight in manner of fiafoing 
flames affrighted even the ftout hearts of our fouldiors, when they wiftly beheld 
fome thruft through with the whirling foot of darts and arrowes. And then the ar¬ 
mies bucklinganddafoing one againft another,iikeuntofoips pointed in the beak- 
head with pikes of braffe, and thruftingoneat another by turncs, were with reci¬ 
procal! and alternative motions as waves of the fea driven to and fro. And bccaufe 
the beft wing ofthe Romanes horfemen was come asfarreasto the verie wagons, 
readie to advance farther ifany had feconded and fuccoured them, being forfaken 
of all the Cavalleric befide (the enemies in fuch numbers prefled upon them) like 
as if fome great rampier or fortification had fallen, was home downe and difrayed. 
The footmen then,wanting defence on their flailkes, flood in plumps with their 
companies fb thruftand thronged together,that as if they had beene clunged, not 
one ofthera could either draw his fword or bring backe his hand. And bythis time 
fuch a duft was raifed, that no man was able to fee the skye before him, refounding 
as it did with horrible cries and fhouts : which was the reafon, that the cafting- 
weapons difeharged everie way miffed not, but where ever they fell gave a deadly 
ftroke,and did mifchiefe,becaufe their venues could neither be fore 4 eenenor avoi¬ 
ded. But when as the Barbarians rufoing on ffiU witbhuge amkimdes,overthrew 

none 
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horfe and man together, and confideringthe rankcs [ofour xnenj ftood fo clofe 
together,that there could in noplacebe roome made for toretire, and the enemiei. 
like wife were fo tbicke thruft togethet, that there was roraeanes romake way 
through themand efcape: then our fouldiorsalfo fettinglight by the utmoft ex- 
tremitie of death, tooke againc their (words, arid with full butt running upon them 
hewed them in peeccs, and withall (uch maine blowes were dealt to and fro with 
axes, that both head-peeces and habergeons were flat and daflied a peeccs* There 
mi CT hta man have feenethe flout ftomackcd Barbarian, when his teeth gnafhed 
and were fet in his head, for all his hamme-ftrings were cut, or his right hand finit- 
ten off with a (word,or his fide thruft through,even whenhe was readie to give his 
laft safpc, yet in menacing wife to lookeround about him with a tierne and terry- 
bleeye. Thus,by reafonthat the bodies on bothfides as they fought pelt meU, 
Were laid along on the ground,the fields were covered all over with the flaine, and 
with great horrour were heard the grievous grones of men either dying,or elfe (hot 
intothebodie with deepe wounds. In this io great and fo confufed a tumult,were 
thefootmen With toyle and daungers cleancfpent: but afterwards when their 
ftrength failed,and their wits would notferyeto; devife fome counfell, now that 
moft oftheir javdins Iwithcontinual! thrufting and knocking together, were bro¬ 
ken afunder, contenting themfelves with drawne fwoids, they engaged them- 
felves into the thickeft troupes of the enemies.as men urnirindfull any more of fa- 
ving themfelves, and feeing how all about them therewas no means left ofefcape 
and refuge j and becaufe the ground (landing all over with lakes of bloud, was fo 
flipperieundcr-footjthat it overturned them as they went, they endevoured all 
they could to fell their lives deere,and not to dye unrevenged, with fo great cou¬ 
rage and ftputnefle oppofing themfelves againft thofe which preafed hard upon 
them, that fome ofthem dyed even upon their owne weapons: when as now at 
length all was over-fpred with a confufed fhew of nothing but blacke blouci, and 
what way fbever one turned his eyes.therelay heapesofmen/flaine, then without 
any fpare at all they trampled over the dead carkafles. And wjUhall.the heat of the 
Sunne mounted a great height, as having pafled through Leo, and now in his 
courfe to the houfe of the celeftiall figne Virgo, overcame the Romans: who> be¬ 
sides that they were more weakened with hunger, and undone for verie thrift,had 
their heavie armour alfo,to weigh them downe. To conclude,the Barbarians char¬ 
ged them (till with fo maine force, that our battalions being difcomfited in great 
difbrder, tooke them to their hecle$(theonely helpe they had in this defperatextre- 
mitie)and fled every man what way he could. N ow,whi!es they all thus diiperiea 
in blind lanes make drift to be gone, the Emperour befet, as one would fay, round 
about with horrible and fearfull fights, by little and little mounting over the heaps 
of- dead bodies, betooke himfclfe to the f Lancearij and * Mattiarij 5 who all this 
while that the violent numbers of the enemies were abidden , had flood tneir 
ground ftili, with their bodies found and unfhaken. Whom when Tratanu^ law, 
hecriethout,That all hopewas for ever paft and gonc,unlcfle the Emperour,tnu 
forfaken of his owne guard and Squires,might at length be prote&ed byth^ at o 
flrangers: Which when a captainc named Vtftor heard, haftening withall lpee 
to aflcmble the h Batavi, who were beftowed not fane off, to fuccour and helpe 
a pinch,for the defence and guard of the Emperours perfbn; when he could me ^ 
with none of thcm,he rctyrcd backe and departed. In like manner Ricbmeresz n ■ 
Satmmnuim^do. fhift for themfelves, and draped out of the danger. ThcBart^- 
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rians therefore in a furious rage, which fparkled even out of their verie eyes, fob 
lowed hard inchacc upon our men ,who now forveiie heat of their veines were 
readieto melt and faint againc. Someofthem felland knew not who fmoat them, 
others againe were overwhelmed with the preafe onely of fuch as courfed them: 
and there were who dyed upon their owne fellowes hands: For neither was there 
lightly any yeeldingto thofe that ftrove againe, nor any onefpared thofe that y eel- 
ded. Over andhelidesall this, many lying halfe dead, not able to endure the 
fmart and torment of their wounds, flopped up the verie way esj with whom alfo 
the corps {lain & hudled on heaps together, filled the fields with carkafles. Wei,of 
thefe Ioffes, that never amends can be made for, and which coft the Romanes fo 
deere, the night without all moone-light made an end of: And when it began 
once to be darke, the Emper our among the common fouldiours, as it is probably 
to be thought (for no man ever dire&Iy faid, that he faw the thing.or was by) mor¬ 
tally wounded with an arrow , fell with it, and prefently thereupon y cel Jed his 
vitall breath, and departed: neither was he ever after found. For by occafion 
that fome few ofthe enemies tooke up their lodgings there about, for love that 
they would fpoile the dead,none either ofour men that were put to fhght,or ofthe 
inhabitants bard by, durft goe unto the place. The like wofull cafe befell as wc 
have heard lay, unto Decita C*f*r, who manfully fighting with the Barbarians, 
chaunced to fall from his horfe, whom being full offpint and courage, he could 
not hold in ; and fo being flung by him mtoabogormoore, could neither lyfe 
aaaine norbe ever found Othfrs fay, that nltm yeclded up h.s ghoft not pre¬ 
fently ,’but with fome few of his gallants and guclded gunuches was brou|ht back 
toacountrey cottage hard by, made workmanly and ftrong with two (tones, 
where whiles he was drelled by unskilfull hands,the enemies befet him,not know¬ 
ing who he was, and delivered him from the fhame and d,(honour ofcapnvme: 
For when they that followed in chafe,who went about to breake open the door« 
finely bolted, were evidently from the high built houfe affailed with arr °w”, leaft 

were m it: From whence on. otmeror » Baibarians, bewrayed 

they were difappomtd g ire 3 li V e. And even this young gentleman, 

»«rand was remarkable , with whom thaetofl me ^ ^ 
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loved and commended^® well in regard oftheapproved veitucsof his father 
rnawlbrnetime Generali ©fthe horfemen, as of his ownegopd parts. And moft 
track is* that hardly the third part of the armiecfcapcd. Neither read we in our 
Annales and Chronicks ,of any battel fo fought out to the outrace, unlefte it were 
the field at m Gann?'.albeit the Romans otherwhiles at the turningbackoffortuncs 
wheele, being overtaken with deceitfull Heights and ftratagemes, gave way for the 
timetodiladvantageous battailes: and the fabulous fonetsofthe G reeks fo high- 
ly commended jhave in lamentable manner bcwaylcdmany confii&s. 


Chap. xv. 

The venues and vices of V alcns. Theendofhis life,an A the place where ixj>e- 
rifhedfore-fignificd by (he Oracle. 


a His was the end of Vdens , when he grew /aft upon fiftie yeares of his 
I age, having raigned Emperour fourtene yeares, or fomewhat under: 

whofe good parts and vices, fbfarreas we know, we will put downe. 

! A faft friend he was, and a faithful! or fharpe punifher and revenger of 
all ambitious couifes. A levere reformer as well of militafie as civile difeipline: 
Palling vigilahtatalltimesandcarefull, that no man under the pretence and co¬ 
lour of kinred with him fhouldbearehimfelfe over high: A right juft prote&or 
and defender of the Provinces 5 everieoneofthem he preferved no lefte than his 


owne houfefrom hurt and domage: mitigatmg,with a fingular regardand aflfe&i- 
on their heavie tributes,and admitting no augmentation of tolls and imports. In 
calling for thedebtsand averages of the reft, nothing haftie and impominat: A 
fore enemie an da bitter to theeves, and Iudgesdete< 5 tedforrobbing the common 
treafate. Neither can the Eaft Empire remember, that they werein fuch btilinef* 
fes better dealt with under any Emperour befide him. Over and above all thefe 
parts, he carryed with him a liberal! mind, yet with moderation. Whereof albe¬ 
it there are many examples, yet it {hall fufficeto fet downe but one. Ifanyperfon, 
as divers there be in Princes Courts. greedie of other mens goods,had begged, as 
the ufuallmannerisj a thing fallen in efoheat, or ought elfe, he would with great 
refpedof jufticeandrefcrvationoflibertiefor him that could gainefay thefuit, 
parte a grauntunto him that had made the petition: but joyning divers times three 
or foure others that were abfent to {hare with him in thofe things by him obtained: 
to the end, that fuch bufie and reftlefTe {biters, feeing the gaines whereat they ga¬ 
ped, by this devife to proove fo much the lefte, might deale more {parily in this 
kind. As touching edifices, which in fundrie cities and townes he either repaired 
or built from the verie firft foundation, for brevitie fake I fay nothing,giving leave 
untogreaterper{bnsthem{elves,to {hew that mote at large. Well, thefe were ver- 
tues I fuppofe, that all good men are to follow. Nowlet Us as briefly run over his 
vices. Moft covetous he was andgreedily fet to gather great wealth : Impatient of 
all travel! and paines taking, and rather affeding exceeding great hardnefle: given 
overmuchtocrueltie: ofnaturefomewhat rude and rufticaU, farmfhed neither 
with martial! arts, nor liberal! ftudies: Willingly hunting after gaines and commo¬ 
dities, though it were with the grievous groncs of others. And then was be moft 
intolletable^hcn drawing fuchtrefpaftes a$ happened, either to a contempt of the 
Princes dignicie, or to high trcalbn, he cruelly fought the tend and undoing 

rich 
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rich perlons. Neither was this in him tolkiable, that whereas he would fccrae to 
commit the examination and enquiric of allcaufes unto the lawes, yea and give or¬ 
der thatfuchbufineflesand controverficsfhouldbe tryed and decided by certaine 
Commiftioneis appoimed,as efpeciall and chofcn Iudges,yet he fuffered nothing 
to pafte contrarie to his owne will and pleafure. Otherwise alfo a doer of wrong 
he was and wrathfull, lying verie open to entertaine all promoteis and accufers 
without refpeft of truth or falfitie: a foule fault, and which even in thefe pivaeand 
daily dealings betwene man and man, is exceeding greatly to bee feared. In one 
word,an idle loyterer,and a flow-backe. For colour and complexion blacke: The 
apple or fight of the one eye quite clofed up,yet fo,as a farreoffthe blemifti appea¬ 
red not. For feature of bodie,hislimmes well madcand truft together, his ftature 
neither over tall,nor yet too low :bow legged, and carrying a good graund paunch 
before him. Thus much may ferve the turncto have fpoken of Vaiern : and that all 
this is true,1 report meto thefulteftimonieof thetimewherin both he and I lived 
together. Moreover,this alfo would not be pafied over in filence,That whereas in 
the Oracle delivered fromUthree-footed table that H'ilarius and Patriciates 1 have 
fliewed,pra£lifcd with/ie found thofe three Propheticall verfes, of which the laft 
gocth thus: 

‘Bi vn&'ot-n Mitwmc Art# xst-f • 

That is, In Mimasfields , where their heads burns jball be: 


At the firft ashce was altogether unpolifhed and rude, he contemned the lame? 
but in the procefle of thofe moft lamentable accidents that befell unto him ,fo fear- 
full he was,that upon the veriecalHng to remembrance of the /aid Oracle, he qua¬ 
ked and trembled at the name of Afia: where,over atowne called Ery thrjeutn, he 
heard fay, bv the relation of learned men,that both Homer and TuUy wror, there 
flood a mountaine named *Mimas. Butatthelaft,aftcrhewasdead, and the ene¬ 
mies departed out of the countrey,neere unto the verie place wherein it is thought 
hecaught his deadly wound,there was found, by report, a tombe ormonument 
offtoneraifed above the ground: upon which one ftone there was faftkid,which 
in Grecke letters engraven,fhewed,that one Mimas a noble man in old time was 
there enterred. Well,after this tnortall field fought, when as now the darke night 
had over-fpred the earth, of thofe that remained alive, Come tooke the right hand, 
others the left^nd everie one as feare carried him any way, went leaking for his 
next fellowes and friends: when as indeed never a one of them could fee any but 
themfelves alone, fuppofing the enemies fword was hard at their heads behind 
them: Yet ,heare they might,though it were a great way oft, the 
thole that were left behind, the dolcfull gafpes and yexes as W 3 ^y in S» anc ^ 

the dolourous plaints and weepingof as many as lay wounded. 
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Chap. xvi. 

The Cethes after this ittforie befiege Badrianopelu^ hut take the repulfe t 
and many ef them in the afiault wereflatne. 

Ow,no fooner began it to be day fight, but the Conquerours 
like lavage beads, more fell and enraged with the taft of bloud 
that flefhed them and whetted their ftomackes, moved with the 
alluring inducements of vaine hope,marched with their troupes 
ftrongly embattailed toward Hadrianopolis with a full pur- 
pofctoraccand deftroy it, though it were with much hazard 
and danger: as having intelligence given them by traiterous fugitives,That the 
greateft perfonages and officers of higheft place, the regall enfignes alfo belon¬ 
ging to the impetiall dignitie, together with all the treafure of *W«w,were there 
beftowed as in a ftrong place of defence. And leaftlylong dclayesandrefpite 
*tenofthe<k>e&e. betweene, their heat (hould coole, at the * fourth houre of the day, after they 
had encircled the walls, there began a moft cruell fight, whiles the aOaylants 
of an in-bred ftoutneffe haftened headlong to prefent peril!, and the defendants 
on the other fide were not behind to fhew their vigour with might and maine : 
and for that a great number of our fouldiors and campe- drudges, together with 
their horfes, not differed to enter,ftanding clofe unto the walls, and thedwelling 
houfes joyning thicke, fought valiantly (as they might for the low ground,) and 
♦three of the their rage that preafled upon them, gat the upper hand unto the * ninth houre 
clockaftetnoonc. ^ ^ ^ fuddafncly three hundred of our footmen , who flood hard unto the 

very parapet of the wals, calling themfelves into a thicke fquadron, revolted un¬ 
to the Barbarians, whom they greedily caught within their clutches, and pre- 
fently (upon what policiel know not) put them all to the (word . But from 
that time forward obforved it was, That not one of them (in what danger and 
defperat cflate fbever they flood) ever fo much as thought to doe the like again?. 
Inthcfo fomany calamities comming thus hotly andfohudlcd upon the befieged, 
all onafuddaine, with mightie crackes of thunder, there poured out of blacke 
clouds fuch violent fhowers of raine,that they fcattered the copanies of this raging 
*« umpe. multitude:and after they were returned to their* hold,let out and caft into a round 

forme of their carts and waines,breathing out dill more and more their cruell minds 
and ftomackes,they fell to commaundand furaraonourmen by minatorieletters, 
and an embafladour fent unto them, upon fccuruie received to have his life faved. 
But when ashedurfl not enter in who was'font, by a certaine Chriftian the let¬ 
ters were carried and read, which being throughly (as hefaid) skanned upon, 
the reft ofthat day and the whole night following, was fpent in prepai ingot for¬ 
tifications ; For within-forth the gates were immured and dammed up with 
mightie huge flints, thewcake and undcfonfible parts of the wall ftrengthened, 
andfor thedifeharging from all fidcs of calling weapons, darts, and (tones, were 
engines planted in meet and convenient places , yea and there was conveyed 
neereathandfufficient (lore of water. For, the day before fomc of them that 
fought, for verie third were endaungered as much as their lives were worth.Con- 
ttariwifc the Gothcs calling with themfelves how difficile and daungerous were 
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the events of wan e, and driven into their dumpes to foe that the valianter fort of 
them were flainc and hurt, and how by peecemealeftill their forces were decayed, 
devifed a wily and craftie ftratageme, which the goddefic Xuftice her fclfc bewai¬ 
led and divulged abroad. For,certaine Gallants of our fide, who the day be¬ 
fore had revolted unto them they enticed, that under a colour of running a way, 
as if they meant to icturne home to their owne countrey, they (hould endevour 
to be received within the wals,* and being entted in, clofoly fot on fire fomeonc 
part of the citie: totheend, that by a fignall hereof fecretly erefted, whiles the 
whole multitude of the befieged were bufily occupied about quenching the fire, 
the enemies might breake violently into the citie void of defendants upon the 
wals. Thcfo gallant youths abovefaid went forward,as it was appoinrcd.and when 
they were come under the ditches, flrctching forth their hands they prayed and 
befought. That themfelves being Romanes might be let in. And thus received 
(becaufothere wasnofufpition to the contrarie) upon interrogatories,as touching 
the defignesand purpofe^theenemies, they varied and difagreed in their tales. 
Whereupon it came to pafle, that after they had beene by bloudie torture far¬ 
ther examined upon the point, and confeflfed plainely, what they came for, they 
had their heads choptoff for their labour. Now, when all warlike engines and 
fabrickes were in rcadinefle, toward the third* watch, the Barbarians forgetting "midnight, 
quite all feareof wounds part, with many rankes onefoconding another, con¬ 
flowed like fo many billowes and waves of the fea,to the gates of the citie, which 
were made faff againft them , and that with much greater refolution of their 
mightie men and rulers among them : but together with the armed fouldiors, 
both the Provinciall and the Palatine bands rofc up and beftirred themfelves ve¬ 
ry quicke to overthrow and bearethemdowne: And fuch were their dans and 
calling-weapons,that being once difoharged,though at a very venture,yet among 
fo great a multitude they could not light without doing fome harme . And 
then our men perceived, that the barbarous enemies madcufeof the fame wea- 
pons and darts* which were flung or (hot at them: And therefore commaunde- 
mentwas given, That the arrowes, by guelding or cutting theftringsand finewes 
which knit the yron heads and the wooden fteilcs together, before they were 
flun®,they thenfhould be (hot out of the bowes 5 which all the whiles they flew 
in the ayre, kept ftill their ftrength found • yea,and if they flucke in the bodies,loft 
rot their efficacie 5 or verily if they fell to the ground, ftreightwaies knapped a- 
funderand fell in pieces. In this fervent heat of skirmifhing one unexpected ac¬ 
cident there was, of great moment and importance . A Scorpion, which is a 
kind of Inftrument or Engine, that the common people tearme Onager, planted 
juft over-againft a thicke battaillonof the enemies, difeharged from it a migh- 
tic ftone. Which although it tooke no effeCt, but violently grazed upon the 
ground, yet upon the fight thereof, the enemies were fo daunted and ama¬ 
zed with feare, that wondering as aftonied men at this fo new and ftrangc a 
fight, they reculed out of the way, and made an offer to bee gone: But up¬ 
on the frefh found of the trumpets, as the chiefc Officers and Captaines gave 
order , theaflault was renewed againe : And in like manner, the Romanes 
for their part got the better hand, as having flung, in manner, no other wea¬ 
pon, or (hot, were it but out of the flings loupe, in vainc. For the rdi of the 
enemies behind, who followed hard after the companies of thofc their Lea- 
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Chap. xiii. 

Fririgf’rnus the principal! leader of the Goxbes , requireth to have ho& ages given on both 
jjidiS^ that with more /afetie there might be a treatie of peace Jbutby the unrea . 

/enable and hurtfull endevour of fome Romanes they betake them - 
Jelves agameto armes . 


Vt betimes in the morning,on that day which in the yearely Ka« 
lender appeareth to be the fifth of the * Ides of Atigtiftus, the 
banners in great haft were advaunced,and the carriages with all 
bag and baggage beftowed neere unto the wals of Hadriano- 
polis,together with a fufficient defence of the legions. For all 
the trealure and other princely enfignes & imperiall ornaments 
♦orproftflus. together with the*Praefe<ftand the *Confiftorians,were inclofcd withinthecom- 

paffe of the wals. At the length therefore,upon the eight day after, the enemies 
carts and carriageshaving difpatched a great way of rough and ftonie ground 
what time as it drew on apace to the parching heat of noone, were diftovered) 
which by the relation that he had of the difcoverers,were couched and fet in order 
round in forme of a circle. And while the barbarous people, as their manner is, 
kept an hideous, iruell, and fearetull howling, the Romanecaptaines marfhalled 
their fouldiors in order of battaile; and when the right wing of thehorfemen was 
pi iced before, the greateft part of the footmen lay behind, and befet the wayes. 
But the left wing of thehorfemen (confidering a great number of themwereyet 
diiparkled afunder)heing with much difficulty brought together,marched a main 
pace. And whiles the fame wing was in difplaying and {Fetching out.therebeing 
none as yet to trouble the fame^ehold the Barbarians were terrified with the hor¬ 
rible noyfe that the armour counterfeited, and the clattering which in threatening 
wife the fliields made; and for that part of them abiding fane off with Alatheus 
and Safrages, being fent for, were not yet come, they difpatched embaftadours/o 
covenant and conclude peace . Whiles the Emperour contemned the bafendfe 
and meane condition of thefe embafladours, requiring, That the better fort of 
them, as fufficient peifbns, fhould be lent toratifieand confirme, what articles 
were to beagreed upon-they in the meane tvhileofpurpofe held ofFand trifled out 
the time,to the end,that during theft fraudulent ceflaticns of armes their horfi men 
might returne,who they hoped would fhortly be come; and that our fouldiors, 
enchafed with the heatofSummer,with driechawes might become faint & heatt- 
lefte. confidering that the fields all over,as wide and large as they were, (hone again 
with fire,which the fame enemies (et a burning with wood and other drie fuel! put 
under for tha t very purpofe. And here was not all: for befide this, there fell out a- 
nothei mifehiefe alfo, namely,that both men and beafts were grievouflydiftrefbd 
for hunger.In this meantime to helpethe matter well, Frftigernus^s one who wife¬ 
ly could guefteand.caft what might be,and fearing the doubtfull fortune of warre, 
ienr upon his o wne head one of the common fort, as an henrnlt, to treat of peace, 
craving,That certain of the nobilitie and eletf perfons fhould forthwith be lent un¬ 
to him as hoftages; being himftlferefolved without all feare to abide the violence 
of the fouldiors & the neceflarie confequents ther of.This project and motion of fo 
dread a prince &, commander being commended & approved ,Equities a Tribune, 

who 
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who then tadthe charge committed unto himof thepalactanda kinfmanof^ 
&»i,Trahthea(Tent of every man is appointed with allfpeedm go asa pledge But 
when he denied to goe,becaufe being once taken prifoner by til enemies le had 
broken from them and made an efcapeout of Dibaltum.in regard whereof he fa- 
redtheir unreaibnabiepaffions./ficiwwti’w of his ovvne accord offered to °oe: who 
willingly had promifed as much,thinking this aifo to be a brave aft and befeemins 
a valiant man: and forward he went,minding to (hew good tokens of hisdignitie 
and noble parentage. Now,as he was going toward the enemies fort, the archers 
and targueuers, whom one Baturiut an Iberian then had in charge, together with 
CafstOyin a violent heat adventured to engage themfelves forward too farre,andbe= 
mg now to joyne skirmifh with their ad verfaries, as they brake out over foone be¬ 
fore their time, fb by their cowardly reculing difhonored the beginning of the bat¬ 
taile. And thus by this impeachment,occafioned by an unfeafonabIeattempt,both 
the chcerefull and forward fervice of Richomeres was abated, confidering he was 
not permitted to go: and the Gotheshorftmen by this time returned with Mathew 
and Safrages, together with the power of the Alemans,intermingled among them? 
who being lent out like a lightening or thunderbolt (hot from the high moun¬ 
tains, whomfoever they could with fwife rodes meet with, quickly difeomfi- 
ted and flew. 


Chap, xil II. 

The armies of the Gothes and Romanes embastailed, and their moH fharpe cortfUZt: At 
length the Romanes are put to fight. As touching the death of Valens a two¬ 
fold opinion: while fome thinke he was killed with an arrow ,and ne¬ 
ver afterfeene: others y hat he was con fumed with fire . 

■ O w,wheh as on every fide they fell to {hake both armor and weapons, 
and Bellona blew the dolefull and lamentable blaft of trumpets, our 
men,who began to give ground at the crying out of many unto them, 
made head and refifted. And verily the fight in manner of flaflbing 
flames affrighted even the ftout hearts of our fouldiors, when they wiflly beheld 
fome thruft through with the whirling fhotofdartsandarrowes. And then the ar¬ 
mies buckling and dafhing one againft another,!ike unto fhips pointed in the beak- 
head with pikes of brafle, and thruftingoneat another by turnes, were with reci¬ 
procal! and alternative motions as waves of the fea driven to and fro. And becaufe 
thebeft wing of the Romanes horftmen was come as farreas to the verie wagons, 
readie to advance farther ifany had ftconded and fuccoured them, being forfaken 
ofall the Cavallerie befide (the enemies in fuch numbers prefled upon them) like 
as if fome great rampier or fortification had fallen, was borne downc and difrayed. 
The footmen then,wan ting defence on their flankes, flood in plumps with their 
companies fb thruft and thronged together,that as ifthey had beene dunged, not 
one of them could either draw his fword or bring backe his hand. And by this time 
fuch a duft was railed, that no man was able to fee the skye before him, refounding 
as it did with horrible cries and fhouts : which was the rcafbn, that the cafting- 
weapons difeharged everie way milled not, but where ever they fell gave a deadly 
Broke,and did mifchiefe,becaufetheirvenues could neither be fore-feenenor avoi¬ 
ded . But when as the Barbarians ruffling on ftill with huge muItimdcs,overthrevy 
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horfe and man together, and confidering the rankes fofour men] flood fo clofe 
together,that there could in no place be roome made for to retire, and the enemies 
likewise were fo thickethruft together, that there was no meanes to make way 
through them and efcape : thenoiirfouldiorsalfo fettinghght by the utmoftex- 
tremitieof death,tooke againe their {words, arid with full butt running upon them 
hewed them in peeces, and withalifuchmaineblowcs were dealt to and fro with 
axes, that both head-peeces and habergeons were flat and dafheda pecces. There 
mi^ht a man have feene the flout ftomackcd Barbarian, when his teeth gnafhed 
and were fet in his head, for all his hamme-ftrings were cut, or his right hand fmic- 
ten off with a fword,or his fide thruft through 5 even when he was readie togivehis 
laft aafpc, yet in menacing wife to looke round about him with a fterne and terry- 
bleeye. Thus, by reafon that the bodies on both Tides as they fought pellmeu, 
were laid along on the ground,the fields were covered all over with tne flaine, and 
with great horrour were heard the grievous grones of men either dying,or elfe (hot 
into thebodie with deepe wounds. In this fo great and fo confufed a tumult,were 
the footmen with toyle and daungers cleancfpent: but afterwards when their 
flren^th failed,and their wits would not feryeto devife fome coumcii, now that 
moft oftheir javelins iwith continuall thrufting and knocking together, w r ere bro¬ 
ken afunder, contenting themfelves with drawne {words, they engaged them* 
felves into the thickeft troupes of the enemies.as men unmindfull any more of fa* 
ving themfelves, and feeing how all about them there was no means left ofcfcape 
and refuges and becaufe the ground ftanding all over with lakes of bloud, was fo 
flipperie under-foot,that it overturned them as they went , they endevoured all 
they could to fell their lives deere,and not to dye unrevenged, with fo great cou¬ 
rage and ftoutnefleoppofmg themfelves againft thofe which preafed hard upon 
them, that fome ofthem dyedeven upon their owne weapons : when as now at 
length all was over-fpred with a confufed fhew of nothing but blacke bloud , and 
what way fbever one turned his eyes.therelay heapes ofmenflaine, then without 
any fpare at all they trampled over the dead carkafles. And withall,the heat of the 
Sunne mounted a great height, as having paffed through Leo, and now in his 
courfetothe houfeoftheceleftiall figne Virgo, overcame the Romans: whobe- 
fides that they were more weakened with hunger, and undone for verie thirft,had 
their heavie armour alfo 3 to weigh them downe. To conclude,the Barbarians char¬ 
ged them ftill with fomaine force, that our battailons being difeomfited in great 
diforder, tooke them to their heeles(the onely helpe they had in this defperat extre- 
mitie)aiid fled every man what way he could. Now,whiles they all thus duperied 
in blind lanes make fhift to be gone, the Empcrour befet, as one would fay, round 
about with horrible and fearfull fights, by little and little mountingover the heaps 
of dead bodies, betookehimfclfe to the f Lancearij and s Mattiarijs who all this 
while that the violent numbers of the enemies were abidden , had flood their 
ground ftill, with their bodies found and unfhaken. Whom when Traianvt law, 
he crieth out,That all hope was for ever paft and gone,unlcfle the Emperour,thus 
forfaken of his owne guard and Squires,might at length be prote&ed by 
ftrangers: Which when a captaine named Vitfor heard, haftening with all Ipee 
to aflemble the h Batavi, who were beftowed not farre off, to fuccour and helpe a 
a pinch,for the defence and guard of the Emperours perfon; when he could mee 
with none of them,he retyred backe and departed. In like manner Rickomcres an 
Saturnine made fhift for themfelves, andcfcapedoutof the danger. The Barba- 
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iians therefore in a furious rage, which fparkled even out of their verie eyes, fol¬ 
lowed hard inchace upon our men ,who now for verie heat of their veines were 
readieto melt and faint againe. Some ofthem fell and knew not who fraoat them, 
others againe were overwhelmed with the preafe oncly of fuch as courfcd them : 
and there were who dyed upon their owne fellowes hands: For neither was there 
lightly any yeeldingto thofe that ftrove againe, nor any one fpared thofe thatyech 
ded. Over and befidesall this, many lying halfe dead, not able to endure the 
fmart and torment of their wounds, flopped up the verie wayesj with whom alfo 
the corps {lain &hudled on heaps together, filled the fields with carkafles. Wefof 
thefelofles, that never am ends can be made for, and which coft the Romanes fo 
deere, the night without all moone-light made an end of: And when it began 
once to be darke, theEmperour among the common fouldiours, as it is probably 


to be thought (for no man ever dire&Iy faid, that he law the thing,or was by) mor¬ 
tally wounded with an arrow , fell with it, and prefently thereupon yeelded his 
vitallbreath, and departed: neither was he ever after found. For by occafion 
that fome few of the enemies tooke up their lodgings there about, for love that 
they would fpoile the dead,none either of our men that were put to flight,or of the 
inhabitants hard by, durftgoe unto the place. The like wofull cafe befell, as we 
have heard lay, unto Deem Ctfar, who manfully fighting with the Barbarians, 
chau need to fall from his horfe, whom being full offpirit and courage, he could 
not hold in ; and fo being flung by him into a bog or moore, could neither ryfe 
againe, norbe ever found. Others fay.that Valens yeelded up his ghoft not pre¬ 
fently, but with fome few of his gallants and guclded Eunuches was brought back 
to a countrey cottage hard by, made workmanly and ftrong, with two *ftories, *< 
where whiles he was dreffed by unskilful! hands,the enemies befet him,not know- 
ins who hewas, anddeliveredhimfromthefliameand difhonour of capdvitie: 
For when they that followed in chafe,who went about to breake open the doores 
fiirclv bolted, were evidently from the high built houfe affailed with arrowes leaft 
by cumberfbme delayes they {houldloofe their opportunity of harry ing and ma¬ 
king fpoyle , they gathered together bundels of ftubble and faggots of wood 
which they kindled withfireput under them, and fo burnt the houfe with allchat 
were in it: From whence oneofthe forefaid gallants,or followers of his, navino 
gottenout at a window, and being taken prifoner by the Baibaruns bewtayed 
and revealed the deed, and put them to much gnefe and forrow of mind or that 
tbev were difappointed of great glorie and honour, in that they tooke no. .n- So- 
veraimteRulef ofthe Roman Empire alive. And even this young gentleman 
when he was afterward returned unto our companies,made relation unto them of

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loved and commended,as well in regard of the approved virtues of his father Vrfi- 
etnas fometime Generali of the hotfemen, as of his owne good parts. And -soft 
true it is, that hardly the third part of the armie cfcapcd. Neither read we in our 
Annales and Chronicles ,of any battel (b fought out to the outrace, unldfe it were 
the field at “ Cann^salbeit the Romans other whiles at the turning bach of fortunes 
wheele, being overtaken with deceitfull fleights and ftratagemes, gave way for the 
timetodifadvantageous battailes : and the fabulous fonetsoftheGreeksfohigh- 
ly commendedjhave in lamentable manner bewaylcd many confli&s. 


Chap. xv. 

The venues and vices ofW alens. T he endtfhis life,and the place where hepe - 
riftsedfore-fignified by the Oracle . 

■ His was the end of Valem, when he grew/aft upon fiftieyearesofhis 
I age, having raigned Emperour fqurtene y eares, or fomewhat under: 
whofe good parts and vices, fofarreas weknow, we will put downe. 
Afaftfriendhe was, and a faithfull orfharpepunifher and revenger of 
all ambitious corn fes. A fevere reformer as well of militarie as civile difcipline: 
Palling vigilant at all timesand carefull, that no man under the pretence and co¬ 
lour of kinred with him fbould beare himfelfe over high: A right juft protc&or 
and defender of the Provinces 5 everieoneofthem he preferved no lefte than his 
owne houfe from hurt and domage: mitigating,with a Angular regard and affedi- 
on theii heavie :ributes,and admitting no augmentation of tolls and impofts. In 
calling for the debts and arrerages of the reft, nothing haftic and impommat: A 
foreenemieandabitter totheeves,and Iudgesdeteded for robbing the common 
treafure. Neither can the Eaft Empire remember, that they were in fuch bufinef* 
fes better dealt with under any Ensperour befide him. Over and above all thefe 
parts, he carryed with him a liberall mind, yet with moderation. Whereof albe¬ 
it there are many examples, yet itfhallfufficeto fet downebutone. Ifanyperfon, 
as divers there be in Princes Courts , greedie of other mens goods,had begged, as 
the ufuall manner is, a thing fallen in cfchear, or ought elfe, he would with great 
refpedof jufticeandrefervationoflibertiefor him that could gainefay thefuir, 
paffe a graum unto him that had made the petition: but joyning divers times three 
or foure others that were abfent to fhare with him in thofe things by him obtained: 
to the end, that fuch bufieand reftlefte fuiters, feeing the gaines whereat they ga¬ 
ped, by this devife to proovefo much the leffe, might deale more fparily in this 
kind. As touching edifices, which infundrie cities and townes he either repaired 
or built from the verie firft foundation, for brevitie fake I fay nothing,giving leave 
unto greater perfonsthemfelvesjtofhew that more at large. Well, thefewere ver- 
tues I fuppofe, that all good men are to follow. Now let us as briefly run over his 
vices. Moft covetous he was andgreedilyfet to gather great wealth: Impatient of 
all travel! and paines taking, and rather afFe&ing exceeding great hardnefte: given 
over much to crueltic: of nature fomewhat rude and rufticali, farnifticd neither 
with marriall arts, nor liberall ftudies: Willingly hunting after gaines and commo¬ 
dities, though it were with the grievous groncs of others. And then was he moft 
mto! lerable .when drawing fuch trefpaffes as happened, either to a contempt of the 
Princes dignitie, or to high treafon, he cruelly fought the blond and undoing of 

rich 
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iich perfbns.NeithenvasthismhimtolIerable.thatvvhereashe would feeme to 

commit the examination and enquiric of allcaufes unto the lavves, yea and °ive or¬ 
der that fuch bufinefles an d controverfies fhould be tryed and decided by certaine 
Commiftioneis appointed.as efpeciall and chofen Iudges,yet he fuffered nothing 
to pafte contrarie to his owne will and pleafure. Otherwife alfo a doer of wron® 
he was and wrathfull, lying verie open to entertaine all promoters and accufcre 
without refpeft of truth or falfitie: a foule fault, and which even in thefe pivat and 
daily dealings betweneman and man, is exceeding greatly to bee feared. In one 
word,an idle loyterer,and a flow-backe. For colour and complexion blacke: The 
apple or fight of the one eye quite clofed up,yet fo,as a farre off the blemifh appea- 
rednot. For feature ofbodie,hislimmes well madeand truft together, hisftature 
neither over tall,nor yet too low:bow legged, and carrying a good gr3und paunch 
before him. Thus much may ferve the turne to have fpoken of Valens : and that all 
this istrue.IreportmetothefulteftimoRieof thetimewherin both heandllived 
together. Moreover,rhis alfo would not be pafted over in fi!ence,Thatwhereas in 
the Oracle delivered fromHthree-footed table that Htlarius and Patricias ,as I have 
fliewed,praflifed with jhe found thofe three Propheticallverfes, of which the laft 
gocththus: 

'Ev mii’aicn M itptToe xtyauhoteKSt-f- 

That is, In Mimas fields , where their heads burnt fhallbe : 

At the firft as bee was altogether unpolifhed and rude, he contemned the famei 
but in the procefle of thofe moft lamentable accidents that befell unto him,fo fear- 
fiili he was,that upon the veriecalling to remembrance of the faid Oracle, he qua¬ 
ked and trembled at the name of Alia: where,over a towne called Erythra*um, he 
heard fay, by the relation of learned men,that both Homer and Tully wrot, there 
flood a mountaine named *Mimas. But at the laft,after he was dead, and the ene- *caboSt: 
miesdeparted out of the countrey ,neere unto the verie place wherein it isthought 
hecaught his deadly wound,there was found, byreport,a tombe or monument 
of ftone raifed above the ground: upon which one ftone there was faft laid ,which 
in Greckeletters engraven,fbewed,that one Mimas a noble man in old time was 
there enterred. Well,after this mortall field fought, when as now the darke night 
had over-fpred the earth,of thofe that remained alive, fome tookc the right hand, 
others the Ieft,and everie one as feare carried him any way, went feekmg for his 
next fellowes and friends : when as indeed never a one of them could fee any but 
themfelves alone, fuppofingthe enemies fword was hard at then heads behind 
them: Yet,heare they might,though it were a great way off , the piteous ctyes of 
thofe that were left behind, thedolefoli gafpesand yexesoffuchaslay adying,and 
the dolourous plaints and weeping of as many as lay wounded. 
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Chap, xvi. < 

The Gethes after this niSiorie hefiege Hadrhwo$olis % hut take the refulfa 
and mmy ef them in the a fault were flaine» 

Ow,no (boner began it to be daylight, but the Conquerours 
like ftvage beads, more fell and enraged with the tad of bloud 
that fleflied them and whetted their ftomackes, moved with the 
alluring inducements ofvaine hope,marched with their troupes 
drongly embattailed toward Hadrianopolis, with a full pur- 
pofe to race and dedroy it, though it were with much hazard 
and danger: as having intelligence given them by traiterous fugitives, That the 
greated perfonages and officers of higheft place, the regall endgnes alfo belon¬ 
ging to the impci iall dignitie, together with all the trealure of Valens^ were there 
bedowed as in a drong place of defence. And leaft#ylong dclayesandrefpite 
•tenoftheciocfc. betweene, their heat diould coole, at the * fourth hourc of the day, after they 
had encircled the walls, there began a mod cruell fight, whiles the aflaylants 
of an inbred doutnede hadened headlong to prefent perill, and the defendants 
on the other fide were not behind to fhew their vigour with might and maine : 
and for that a great number of ourfouldiorsand campe- drudges, together with 
their horfes, not futrered to enter, ftanding clofe unto the walls, and the dwelling 
lioufes joyning thicke, fought valiantly (as they might for the low ground,) and 
their rage that preaffed upon them, gat the upper hand unto the*ninth hourc 
a .ernoone. ^ ^ f U£ |^ a j ne |y three hundred of our footmen, who dood hard unto the 

very parapet of thewals 3 caftingthcmfeIvesintoa thicke fquadron, revolted un¬ 
to the Barbarians, whom they greedily caught within their clutches, and pre- 
fcntly (upon what police I know not) put them all to the (word . But from 
that time forward obfervedit was, That not one of them (in what danger and 
defperat eftate foever they dood) everfo much as thought to doe the like againe. 
In thefe fo many calamities comming thus hotly andfo hudlcd upon the befieged, 
all onafuddaine, with mightie crackes of thunder, there poured out of blacke 
clouds fuch violent fhowers of raine,that they fcattered the copanies of this raging 
*<* cvnpc. multitude:and after they were returned to their *hold,let out and cad into a round 

forme of their carts and waines,brcathing out dill more and more their cruell minds 
and domackes,they fell to commaund.and furaraonourmen by minatorieletters, 
and an embafladour fent unto them, upon fecurkie received to have his life (aved. 
But when as hedurd notenter in who was fent, by a certaine Chriftian the let¬ 
ters werecarriedand read, which being throughly (as hefaid ) skanned upon, 
the red ofthat day and the whole night following, was fpent in preparing ol for¬ 
tifications ; For within-forth the gates were immured and dammed up with 
mightie huge flints, thewcake and undefenfible parts of the wall ftrengthened, 
and for the difeharging from all fidcsof cading weapons, darts, and dones, were 
engines planted in meet and convenient places , yea and there was conveyed 
ncereathandfufficient dorc of water. For, the day before fbme of them that 
fought, for verie third wercendaungered as much as their lives were worth.Con- 
ttariwifc the Gothes cading with themfelves how difficile and daungcrous were 
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the events of wane, and driven into their dumpe; to fee that the valianter fort of 
them were flame and hurt, and how by pceccmeale (till their forces were decayed 
devileda wilyandcrafueftiatagcme, whichthegoddeffelufticeher fclfcbewai- 
ed and 1 dtvu gcd abroad. For,certaine Gallants of our fide, who the day be- 
fore had revolted unto them they enticed, that undera colour of running away, 
as if they meant to icturne home to their ownc countrey, they (hould endevour 
to be received within the wals; and being entted in, clofelyfet on fire fbmeone 
part of the citie: totheend, that by a fignall hereof fecrerly eroded, whiles the 
whole multitude of thebefieged were bufily occupied about quenching the fire, 
the enemies might breake violently into the citie void of defendants upon the’ 
wals. Thefe gallant youths abovefaid went forward,as it was appointed,and when 
they were come under the ditches, firetching forth their hands they prayed and 
befought, That themfclves being Romanes might be let in . And thus received 
(becaufethcre was nofufpition to the contrarie) upon interrogatories,as touching 
the defignes and purpofe^the enemies, they varied and difagreed in their tales. 
Whereupon it came to pafie, that after they had beene by bloudie torture far¬ 
ther examined upon the point, and confelfed phinely, what they came for, they 
had their heads choptoff for their labour. Now, when all warlike engines and 
fabrickes were in readinefle, toward the third* watch, the Barbarians forgetting *, 
quite all feareof wounds paft, with many rankes onefeconding another, con¬ 
flowed like fo many billowes and waves of the fea,to the gates of the citie, which 
were made faft againft them , and that with much greater refolution of their 
mightie men and rulers among them: but together with the armed fouldiors, 
both the Provincial! and the Palatine bands rofc up and beftirred themfelvcs ve¬ 
ry quicke to overthrow and beare them downe: And fiich were their dans and 
cafting-weapons,that being once difcharged,though at a very venture.yet among 
fo great a multitude they could not light without doing fome harine . And 
then our men perceived, that the barbarous enemies madeufeof the fame wea¬ 
pons and darts which were flung or (hot at them: And therefore commaunde- 
mentwas given. That the arrowes,by gueldingor cutting the firings and finewes 
which knit theyron heads and the wooden fteiles together, before they were 
flung,they then fhould befhot out of the bowes • which all the whiles they flew 
in the ayre, kept ftill their firength found j yea,and if they ftucke in the bodies,loft 
not their efficacies or verily if they fell to the ground, ftreightwaies Knapped a- 
fundcr and fell in pieces. In this fervent heat of skirmiffiing one unexpected ac¬ 
cident there was, of great moment and importance . A Scorpion, which is a 
kind of Inftrument or Engine, that the common people tearme Onager, planted 
juft over-aoainft a thicke b3ttaillonof the enemies, difeharged from it a mtgh- 
tic ftone. Which although it tooke noeffeft, but violently grazed upon the 
ground, yet upon the fight thereof, the enemies were fo daunted and ama¬ 
zed with feare, that wondering as aftonied men at this fo new and ftrangc a 
fight, they rcculed out of the 'way, and made an offer to bee gone: But up¬ 
on the frelh found of the trumpets, as the chiefe Officers and Capraines gave 
order , theafiault was renewed againe : And in like manner, the Romanes 
for their part got the better hand, as having flung, m manner, no-other wea- 
pon, or fliot, were it but out of the flings-loupe, tn vaine. Forrhc reft of the 
enemies behind, who foUowed hard after the compames of thofe their Lea- 
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ders that were inflamed with a greedie defirc, to have the rifling of that wealth 
which had beenc gotten together by thebadendevoursandftudies night and day 
of Falens, vaunted and gave it out with open mouth, That they had endured as 
many dangers as their betters and fuperiors. And thus fome of them halfc dead, 
as being fquafhed with huge weightie ftones, or fhotinto the bread with darts 
and arrowes,lay tumbling upon the ground : others carrying ladders, and go¬ 
ing about on every fide to skaleand climbeup the walls in an infinite number of 
places, were under their very burthens overwhelmed with ftones, fragments of 
pillars’, and with * n Cylinders, borne downe the fteepe defcent. Neither was 
there any one of thefe furious enemies,whom the fight offo horrible carnageand 
bloudfhed could (untill it was very late in the evening) turne away from their 
courageous mind, to fight manfully, and doe fome noble fervice. Which cou¬ 
rage ot theirs was {o much the more quickened, for that feeing a farre off a num¬ 
ber alfo of the defendants, with fundrie forts of (hot overthrowne and fallen 
downe dead, they joyed thereat . Thus without any||ft or ftint, fighting there 
was rfoht courageoully both for and againftthe wallsT And becaufc now they 
fought not in any order, but skirmifhed by ftarts and feverall companies,as they 
could fallie one upon another (which was a figne they grew to the ucmoft point 
of defpaire) at the {hutting in of the evening they all withdrew themfelves,and 
returned to their tents evill appayed and heavie, blaming one another for their 
inconfiderate follie, in that (as Fritigernus gave them counfell before) they had 
not in all places declined the toyles andiorrowes that ufeto follow fieges. 

Chap, x v i i. 

Having left Hadrianopolis , they gave the attempt cf Perinthus and Constantinople: 
but by fundrie calamities daunted , they invade the Hart heme Provinces, 

They that feizcd upon T hr acta , by the meanes of Iulius, Colonell 
of the Footmen , in one and the felfe fame day , as if a fig- 
nail haabeene given,were all murthered: and 
fo the Provinces of the Fafl are deli¬ 
vered from dangers. 

H Fter this, all the night, which was not long, as being in the mid- 
deft of Summer , they betooke themfelves to the care of their 
wounds, and to ufethe meants both to drefle and heaie them, 
after the manner of their owne nation: and upon the returne ot 
day light they fell to confuhation, and were divided into fun¬ 
drie opinions, doubting which way to rake their journey. After much deba¬ 
ting and difpute pro & contra, they determine to take in Perinthus, and from 
thence to feize all places ftored with riches : as knowing which they were by 
the relation of fugitives (who told them all the fecrets, not of cities onely, but of 
every houfe alfo.) Following therefore this refolution, forward they went (fof 
none there was to withftand them) making havocke ftilhby robbing (poyling,and 
fiering all the way. But after their departure , thofe that were befieged within 
Hadrianopolis, when dilcovercis of approoved truth and fidelitic had reported 
unto them. That alhhe quarters next adjoy nine were cleared from the enemie, 

went 
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Macedonia , together with all the goods which rh™, Serdica, anothercttie ot 
chcd,making all the fpeed and haft fhey could devif/to “"'“if 

as ifhc had beene in thofe countries, ^iot ktunvingonewhit^that he w^s'flaine 
10 tlK VCIy u °us tonne, of the battaile, or* leaftwife fled to acounnev 
cottage, where he was thought to have beene burnt to death andconfumcd But 
the G°jhes intermingled with the Hunnes and Alanes, nations exceedhi" war¬ 
like and valiant,yea, and hardened m many adventurous and dangerous faviccs

a (Toasted unto himfelfe, having, encamped hard by Perinthus, durft not in rc- 
membrance ot then former toyles and calamities either come unto oraflaultthc 
oti.it felfcbm forayed the fertile fields and territories about it, that reached 
farre and wide even to extreame penutie killing ot taking prifoners the inhabi¬ 
tants therein. From wh W ce they made great hall, marching for feare of wait- 
laying and ambuflime|ts mfoure fquare battailous to Conftantinoplc, gaping 
after the exceeding wealth and riches there, minding to make many attempts for 
to force snd deftroy the faid citie: whom thus unmeafuiably advauncina them- 
idves, and at the point alrnoft to doe violence upon the port-dufes of the sates 
the heavenly power of God repulfed by fuch an accident as this. A regiment of 
the Saracenes (as touching whofeoriginall and manners I have in divers places 
related much) a people meet rather for the fcrvicc of quicke expeditions, than 
for any encounter and eonfiiff in battaile, being newly lent for thither, no foo- 
ner efpied the troupe of Barbarians, but with a mind’to joync battaile, all on a 
fuddainc boldly ifttied foorth of the citie, and afeeraftiffe bickering betweene 
them, maintained a longtime, both parts left the field on even hand, Howbeir, 
by 2 certaine ftrange event, and never feene before, the forefaid regiment of Ea- 
fterlings got the upper hand . For out of it a certaine fhag-haired fellow, naked 
in all parts lave the groine and privic parts, making a ruftie, hoarfe, and dolefull 
novfe, drawing out his skeine or fliort cuttle 3 xe,thruft himfelfe into the middeft 
of the Gothes: and after he had flaine an enemie, by cutting his throat, fet it lips 
clofe unto the wound, and fucked out the bloud that gufhed forth. At which 
monftrous and wonderful! fight the Barbarians affrighted, marched afterwards 
notin any outrageous andprowd fort, when they went about any exploit, but 
paced their ground in warie and doubtful! manner. And fo in proceflc of time, 
when their boldnefle was well abated and taken downe, confidcring well the 
compafteof thewals, which by reafbn of huge and fpacious^Iflands lay out in

more deadly blovves taken than given, departed thence in diflfolute manner as faft 
as they could by the Northren provinces, which they over-ran licentioufly at 
their pleafure, even as farre as to the foot of the Iulian Alpes, which in old time 
they tearmed Venetian. In thefe dayes remarkable above the reft was the profi¬ 
table and exoedite fervice of Julius, colonell of the Footmen on the farther fide 
of Taurus : for by the dirc&ion and appointment of the Deftinies he gave com- 

maundement. 
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mandetnentThat all the Gothes entertained before ti me in Thracia, and row dif- 
petfed into many cities and caftles,by fending ftcret letters unto their generals and 
captaines all Romans(a thing at this time that feldome h jppeneth ) fltouldin one 
ancfthe fame day,as if a banner had beene ere&ed for that purpofcjbe killed in a ge- 
nerall maffacre.eien when they feared no ft,ch thing,but in expedition of wages 
promifcd unto them,were drawne forth into the villages neere the citie fide i By 
which prudent policle put in execution without any noife made thereofor further 

delay,the Eaft Provinces were delivered from great perils and dangers.

Marcellinus. 

S He very entrance into this Booke depending upon a former relation, be¬ 
wray eth the Ioffe and want of 13. bookes before, even from the begin¬ 
ning of Cocceuts Nerva his Empire unto the battaile at *Murfa,m Cen¬ 
fant ius his reigne,what time he had made Galius his coufin german Cx- 
far with him,and defeated the forces of Magnentius, with Ioffe alfo of 
muchbloudonhis own fide: For in this battaile vvercflainc <-4000 and 
above. And whereas the armieof Magnentius the Vfurper confided of 
3 0000,and that of^ov^»f;W,of7Cooo,there died in the field ofvi/rf/r- 
nentius his part 24000, and of Constantins, 3 0000. Howbeit Magnentius fled, and afterward 
dabbed himfelfe to death. Confidering therefore this bloudie execution on both fides, no 
marvaile it is, that our author fayth here. While the hearts of both the fides were yet fainting and 
daunted. 04 being fore crufbed with fuch varietie of toylefome dangers.

( x ) Nomenehtores]Co called a nomen calando, i. of calling by name: a ceitainc beadle or 
fuch like officer in Rome,who knew by heart the name of every citizen-, ufed in their Courts of 
jufticc to call men to make appearance, to inftrua fuch as Hood for any office, to fpeake 
unto the people withmuch affabilitie, asalfo to invite guefts. Apuleius. Hewasfopcrfcft 
alfo in mens names,that if any withdrew themfelves,and appeared not at the generall ceding in 
the Subfidie booke,he could by name call them forth. 

(y) Thefef Lotophagi] tookename of the tree Lotus or Lotos (growing originally and na¬ 
turally in Africke, andtearmed by our countreyman John Gerard, , Nettle tree) of the fiuit 
whereof they feed and live: which is fb (weet, that if any ftrangers there arrived happen to 
cat thereof, they become forgetfull oftheir native countrey. And thercfore,when the compa¬ 
nions of Vlyjfes landed there, and had tailed of the berries or fruit of this tree, they’could 
hardly be wained from thence: whereof, asalfo of the kind inviting and entertainementthat 
this people gave unto yiyfeshis companie, fee Homer , Odyf 9. Tlmie alfo writeth,That this 
tree hath given name unto a land and nation, nimis hofpitali advenarum oblivionepatricefathztgi- 
veth fo kind entertainement unto ftrangers,that for the contentment they there find, they <putc 
forget their ownccountrey. Nat.Hifi. lib. 13. cap. 17. 

(*) Elogiuni ] in this pafTage I take to be a briefc, writ,warrant,or precept,by vertue wher- 
ofthis execution was to be done: or elfeabare commaundement by word of mouth,whichour 
writer exprefleth elfwhere by the word Proloqmumfva. the very fame fence. It feemeth alfo,that 
with this precept or commaundement there went fome pretended reafonof fuch proccedingj 
which is fometime called Titulus, as in Sueton. and Elooium y as in Ael.Spartian. in Sept. Severe:

Every of 
thefe Scholae hath their Comites,called alfo Scholarum capita : under them there werePrimicc- 
rij,who alfo be tearmed Tribuni Scholar urnjXS. Spe£labiles:2nd in a ranke under them tenneDe- 
cemprimi the formoft whereof is named Secundocerius of fuch a Schola,and thofe Clariffmi: 
under thefe were raungedDucenarij, who had the charge of 200 fouldiors, Centenarijofan 
hundred &c. Of thefe Scholae there were in number nine, Armenians all by thefirft inftituti- 
on,in each 4c o,or fomewhat fewer, amounting in all to 3 y 00, to wit, of the S cutari j 4 . of the 
Gentiles 2. eArmaturarum 1. Domefhcorum Ecjuitium 1. DotneHicorumpeditnm r. Befidcs 
thefe, were other two Talatim fihortes, but unarmed, to wit, A gentium in Rebus , & Silenturio - 
rum. TancirolSn Notitiant. 

(b) TroteElores] were the guard of the Emperour, whether he were Cafar or eAugnUus: 
asSquiersofthebodieprotcdinghispctfon wherefo ever he went. Antoninus (faracallus was 
by his owneProteftores murdered. oAll.Spartian.in Caracall. Thefe were called Domeftici 
Protettores, and ferved not as fouldiors in the warres, but were in the higheft place of the Pa¬ 
latini, advaunced for their good fervicc: and (as S. Hierome writeth) fouldiors vvifh for their 
higheft preferment tc be Protettores. There were of them as well horfemen as footmen : and 
yet both Suidas and Zonaras affirme,That properly Domeftici were horfinen, and ProteClores 
footmen. Chofen thefe were out of die Scholxabovefaid, even the flower of the Armenians. 
And of this band was e Ammianus CMarcelhnus himfelfc,as appeareth in the 1 /. booke, where 
he was fentwith Vrjicinus. 

(c) ScutarijJjvcrc of the ScholaePalatinx, fo called of their goodly Ihields all guildcd, as 
mayappearebytheverfesof Conppus Ajricanusdib.^Sn Uudem luftim CM mans, and were ar- 
ned at all pieces: and fome of them,to wit,Clibanarij or CataphraCfanj, had their hoifes like- 
wife armed. They may be tearmed Targuetiers. 

(d) Gentiles'] were Idolaters of the Gentiles or Heathens,not fubdued under the Romans* 
out their allies and aflodatsj who out of fundry nations ferved the Emperour among his Pala¬ 
tine bands: whereof were two Scholar or companies, Scmontm and lumorum.

The Chriftian Church is much troubled with the Gna- 
flici, mod filthie Heretikes. 

Hadrian pcrfecuteth the Chriftians. and purpofethto 
punilh the Iewes that made tumults in Iurie efpecially. 

Learned men are railed vp by God to withftand He¬ 
retikes , and defend Chriftian Religion: among whom 
were Agrippa Call or, Arijhdes a Philofopher of Athens, 
and Quadratics bifhop of Athens and difciple of the A- 
poftles: and thefetwo hauing written bookes in defenfe 
of Chriftian Religion,exhibitthem to Hadrian t he Em- 
rtexor.Sufeb.lib.4.. cap. 3 .This guadratus in a booke that 
he prefented unto the Emperor writeth,that himfelfe be¬ 
ing verie aged,had feen many who in the daies of our Sa- j 
mour, hauing been affli&ed with maladies, were by him 
healed in Iudea, and who alfo had rifen from the dead.

In this age liued Papias bifhop ofHierapolis,who 
heard the thfciplcs of the Apoftlcs,and wrote that in his

Serenus Qrantes, or,as fome write \\\m,Sercnnius Cjra- 
nianus, a Lieutenant and of noble parentage defeended, 
wrote a letter unto Hadrian theEmperor,aduertifing him 
that it was a mod unjuft courfe,to yeeld unto the clamors 
of the common people, the fheddingof innocent Chri¬ 
ftians bloud, & that without any crime committed,they 
(hould he held guilty & condemned for their name, and 
left fake onely: wherewith Hadrian being moved,wrote 
unto Minutius Funianus Proconful of Alia, That no 
j Chriftians fhould be condemned without enditement of 
crimes and thefameproued. The copie of which letter 
remaineth extant to this day. Eufeb. ltb .4 . 

Lampndius in the lifeof Setter us wntetb, that Hainan 
was once minded to build a Temple unto Chrift,and 
commanded that for the ufe ofChriftians theirihouId 
be Churches founded and erected m Cities without ima¬ 
ges: butwas prohibited and flayed by fome, who (aid,it 
Siis were done,all men would forfake the templesof their 
cods, and embrace Chriftian Religion.

creafe in Syria and Paleftina, aflembling themfelues to¬ 
gether by infinite numbers, and promihng themfelues 
exceeding great viflorie, under the leading of B ar-coz.- 
ba their Mock-Meflias. fDi°, Sufeb. This Barcozba is 
otherwife named Barcochab, that is, the fionne of a ftarre, 
for fo he termed himfelfe, and deceiued the credulous 
Iewes,and expounded thatprophefie ofhimfelfe, Out 
of Iaco b Jhall anfe aftarre. 

The laft warre of the Iewes under Hadrianus. The 1 S 88/ 
Iewes revolting openly from the Romans, and taking 
armes, fpoile and waft call Paleftina. VntoTinius Ru¬ 
fus Governour of the Province Hadrian fendeth an Ar- 
mie to fubdue the Rebells. This was a dangerous anda 
long warre, continuing three yeares : whiles the Iewes 
take it to the heart, that fbrraine Nations came to inha- 
bite their City Ierufalem. At firfl the Romans made 
finall accompt of them, but after they underftood once 
that all Iewry was up, and all the Iewes wherefoever 
difperfed, Hadrian fent the moft: expert and valiant 
Gaptaines that he had againft them, Dio. Sufeb. 

Bar-cozba, or Bar-cochab aforefai d, not onely ad joy- 1 ^ ^ ^ 

ned unto him the Iewes, but went about alio to draw the 
Chriftians into fbcietie of warre againft the Romans: 
and therefore as many of the Chriftians as refufedthis 
fervicc, he put to fundry torments and kindes of execu¬ 
tion. But Iuhus Sever ns fent into Iewrie, and not 17 887 

daring to fight with thefe moft audacious and defperat 
Brigands, drew out the Warre in length. Meane while 
the Power and Forces of Bar-cochab were confirmed: fo 
that for certaine yeares, he held within Iewrie / o. ca¬ 
rtels* 98. villages, and Bet boron a towne right ftrong- 
ly fenced: 

Out of whith towne he Tallied upon the Romans, and 1 ® ° 

oftentimes put them to flight. Whereupon Hadrianus 
returned into Syria, andbefieged the Iewes for three 
yeares together, forced Bethoron at length, and flew 
Barcozba. 

The number ( by report) of the Iewes flaine in this 19 889 

m > Warre, was/0000. And as for them that died of Pefti- 
far. lence and Famine, they were innumerable. [Here note 
“ by the way, that when the Iewes were thus defeated,and 

their Leader flaine, they knew him to be a very coun¬ 
terfait , and their falfeMeflias, whereupon they termed 
him Ben-cozban, that is, thefonneofLyin*;] Hadri¬ 
an thus having ended the Iewes warre, and fubdewed 
them,debarred the Iewes of entrance into Ierufalem. He

name: and upon the gate that leadeth to Bethlehem hec 
caufeda Swineof Marble to be engraven. And this was 
the laft and utmoft deftruttionofehe Iewes: who being 
expelled,and utterly opprefled, hee granted Ierufalem 
unto the Chriftians. Safeb.lib.^.cap.^. Dio. m Hadrian. 
Thus was the prophefic of Daniel 67 o.yeeres before ful¬ 
filled. And by this mighc the Iewes fee, that all hope 
of their Mcffias to come was quite cut off. And now u- 
pon their defolation, and rooting out, began the Church 
of Chrift to flourifh, &c. Then, I fay, was Ierufalem in¬ 
habited by Chriftians, and other nacions, according to 
thefaying of our Saviour, Lake 21. Ierufalem {bail bee 
troden under foot e by the Gentiles. And by Computa¬ 
tion of the yeeres this deftruttion falieth out to bee an 
hundred yeeres after the fuffering of Chrift upon the 
Croffe, and the 63. yeere after the former deftruftion 

I by Titus. So that now was fulfilled dieir crie, Hu blood 
be upon us and our children. Moreover, Hadrian made a 
Law, that none ofthe Iewilh nation fhould be fo hardy 
as enter theterritorie of Ierufalem. Then was thcPro- 
phefie of our Saviour fulfilled: There Jhall not remains

The Iewes takenp rifoners in that warre Hadrian fent 
away into Spaine , there to live in exi le. From whence 
alfo in the yeere of our Lord 1/00. they were expelled

The whole world was afflifted with fo great a morta- 
litie, that the Roman armies were confumed therewith 
almoft to the laft man. The Germans that made an infur- 
reftion were reprefTed. Eufeb. Niceph. Capitolin. 

The franticke Herefie of Mont anus fpread into the 
Churches. Eclefiafl. hiflor. 

T he Marcomans war(none before it hath bin recorded 
fo great) by fingualr prowefle & felicitie both was by AI. 
Antoninus Philofophus difpatched,and brought to an end: 
whcreofwe may reade in Orojdi.y.ca. 1;. Iul. Capitol.Su- 
trop.Euf. hb.$ . 7 " ertullian.cap.$. Apologet. and in others. 

A notable viftorie of M. Antoninus Bhilofophus the 
Emperour over the jQuadi and Marcomanni , obtained 
by theprayersoftheChriftianSouldiers. Forwhenthe 
army of a Antoninus was diftreffed five daies together,for 
want of water, and the Souldiers within the (heights of 
certaine mountaines in Germanie inclofed round about 
with ch effuadi , were in a maner killed with thirft •, the 
Prsrfeft of the Pratorium came unto the Emperor being 
in a great agony and fbreappauled, faying, Thatthe 
Chriftians by praier could obtaine any tlnngat the hads 
of their God. Antoninus hearing that,requelf ed of them 
to pray unto their God. Which when they had done, 
kneeling on the bare ground, and powring foorth thc.i 
praiersto Chrift, fodainely there powred downe alio 
from heauen aboundanceofraine, wherewith the Ro¬ 
mans, by receiving water, partly at their mouthes, and 

partly with their fliields, were refreflaed : but contrari- 
wife the 8 *aM t and other Nations of Germany were 
haunted with Lightnings. Orof. Capitolin. Sufcb.Tertull. 
The Emperour amazed at fo great a miracle highly ho¬ 
noured tne Chriftian Souldiours, mitigated the rigor of 
perfecutions, and named that Legion ofthe Chriftians 
for an euetlafting memoriall thereof, mGrceker^*- 
&xor i Tulmwatrix. Thus by the meanes of Chriftians

Marcus AntoninusThilofophns dieth the 17. day of A- 
prill, in the <9. yeere of his age, as TertuUian noteth, 
who lived in this age.

Happy had he beene, 
as Capitolinus writeth, if he had not left a fonne behinde 
him : Yet tooke heeorderco have him excellently well 
brought up and inftrutted. From hence the Roman Sto- 
rie proceeded! from the golden age to th at of yron: fuch 
a fodaine change there was } under Commodus, of the Ro¬ 
man Empire.

There happened in Rome a great fcarre-fire: whereby 
the Palace and Temple of Vella , with moft part of the 
Citie was laid even with the ground. 

Among fo many calamities 'UiSlor Billiop of Rome 
bufieth and troubleth the Eaft Churches about Eafter 
day. Scclejia&.hift. 

Qommodm y {o incommodious to all men,was firangled 
in the night that went before the Kalends of Ianuarie, 
that is, New-yeeres day, when hee had lived 3 i.yeeres, 
and 4 .moneths. Lamprid. Dio . Herodian. 

This Prince lived for nothing but the mifehiefe of his 
fubje&s, and his owne fliame. Lamprid. 

Heere Clemens Alexander inns endeth his fupputation 
of times, who was an El der or Minifler ofthe Church 
at Alexandria , and in profeflion of Catechizing, was 
plac ed in the roome of his Maifler Pant anus. 

After fommodus fucceeded Helvius ZVERTIN'AX, 
the twentieth Emperour, who raigned two moneths, 
and eight and twenty daies. And was flaine by his owne 
fouldiours, in the 6 8 .yeere of his age. Dio. Spartian.He- 
rodian. 

This Pertinax was at firft a Profeffour of Grammer: 
and in that function fucceeded his mafler Sulpitius Apol- 
linaris. The Greekes termehim ygy&tiyQ' s for that hee 
was rather affable than beneficiall. 

‘Pefcennius Niger , 'was by the army in Syria faluted 
Imperator. Spartian. 

After c Pertinax ruled Didim lulianus as Emperor 6< 5 . 
daies. Dio. Spartianus. 

Septimius S E ZJ E R VS , after that *Didtus Iuhanus 
was flaine, obtained the Empire $ dread both of the Se¬ 
nate and people of Rome. He raigned feuenteene yeeres, 
eight moneths, and three daies . Of this Emperour this 
was the dome of the Senate, That either hee lhould ne¬ 
ver have beene borne, or never died :becaufehefcemed 
too too cruel, and exceeding profitable to the common- 
weale.

Sevents tranflated the warre into Britanny : and for to 
make theprovinces which he had recovered more fecurc 
of the Barbarians incurfions heedrewa rampireor wall 
one hundred thirtie and two miles in length, from fca to 
fea. But Polydor Virgil in his fecond Booke An¬ 

glicise and in the lire of Sevents avouched* , that this 
worke was done almoft 200. yeeres after. 

Tertttllian , amoft witty and fl larpe Difputer, and a 
famous Divine, wrote againft Alar cion. This Tertulli- 
an in his Booke to Scapula fheweth , that the Prefidents 
of Provinces, who perfecuted the Chriftians, went not 
away cleere and unpunished : Alfb, that Sever as him- 
felfe favoured Chriftians. Cyprian , as S. lerome witnef- 
feth in his Catalogue, attributed fo much unto Tertulli- 
ans Writings, that whenfoever he called for the Booke 
thereof he ufually faid unto his Clarke or Notarie, Give 
mehithermy Matter, meaning 7* ertulltan.

(faUtttus and Vr bonus Bilhops of the Roman church, Ce- 
Ciltez. Roman Virgin, Ttburtius, V alert anus, Maximus, 
noble perfonages, and others in diverfe places, werektl- 
led for the proteffion of Chrift)and efpecially he deligh¬ 
ted in this ipeech, which hee caufed to be written upon 
thewallcs, and proclaimed by the Crier, VS hat thou 
TPonldeft not fhould be dons to thy felfe , doe not to another. 
His mother was Mammza the daughter of Mefa, a chri- 
ftian wotnamwho fent for Ortgen a man in thofe daies fa¬ 
mous for his excellent Do£trine,andofhim learned Re¬ 
ligion. 

This Alexander Severus drew thofe to beare offices of 
State andDignitie, who drew backe and refufed, fay¬ 
ing^ That thofe we# to be placed in authoritie who were 
unwilling thereto, and notfuch as filed therefore. Acer- 
taine Scribe or Notarie, who attheEmperours Counfell 
Table recorded Untmeths, he caufed to have the finews 
of his fingers cut through that hee mi"ht never bee a- 
ble to write againc, and then banifhed him. Vntohis 
ownc wife,who complained and blamed him,for that by 
his exceeding courtefic hee made his power and authori¬ 
tie more contemptible -, Yea, anfwered hee, but yet more 
fecure and durable.; He was minded to build a Temple 
in the honour of Chrift, and to receive him inthe rankc 
of ffods, whofe Image alfo hee had in his cloftc. And 
when the Chriftians hadpofTelTed themfelvesof accr- 
taine place, whitfafaad bin publicke or common, and 
the company ofViiftuall fers challenged it to be theirs, he 
wrote unco them. That it was better God fhould bee 
worlhipped thereat skilled nor how, than thardieplace 
fhould be allowed for Victuallers. Vlpuw the Lawyer, 
he protected and defended, from the amjer and violence 
of the fouldiers, bv putting his purplerobe between him 
and them. Lamprid. Herodtan wnteth moreover, that 
heruled the Empire without blood: and that in his time 
there was no man ktlled without condemnation.

Valerianus , after that he had ruled the Empire with 
his fonne Gallienus feven yeercs, cncountring in Mefopo- 
tamia thePerfians, ftruclcc a battaile, wherein he was dif- 
comficed, and taken prifoner by Sapor es in the 77. ycere 
of his age, andinmiferableandperpetuall fervitude li¬ 
ved out the reft of his yeeres among the Parthians. F or, 
the King, whenfoever he lhould getuponhis horfe,ufed 
hisnecke, bowing and ftouping underneath in fteed of 
a footeftoole •, in fuch fort, as that Valerian was forced to 
mountthe King vp into his faddle, not with his hand, 
buthisbacke. Gallienus moved with this calamity of his 
father, and affrighted at this manifeft judgement of 
God, grauntedpeace againe unto the Church : and by 
proclamation of nis Edifts, remitted and eafed the per¬ 
fecution . Eufebius, and others. 

During the Empire of Gallienus , there ufurped Ini- 
periall dignity in divers places, and at fundry times, ’ o. 
going under the name ofTyrants,who called themfclves 
Emperours. Trebell. Pollio, and others. 

Gallienus faluteth Valeriams his yonger brother, & his 
owne fon Gallienus,Cafars^A. jointly with them reigneth. 

The Germans and Franks with a great power forcibly 
invade Italie, killing and fpoiling, untill they corneas 
farre as Ravenna. Eufebius, Orofrns .

After they were all difpatched and put to death who 
murdred eA’urclianus/Tadtus enforced all thofe Barbari¬ 
ans who had broken forth from Afaotis to returnc backe 
againe thither. But in the fixt moneth, asfomefay, hee 
was murdered by the treacherous pratfife of his owne 
fouldiers: others affirme , that beingfnreharged with fa¬ 
ctions, his heart was broken, and his wits crackt, and Co 
for thought died. Vopifc. 

F LO RIANV S the whole brother oCTacitus , af¬ 
ter his brother, tooke the Empire upon him of his owne 
motion $ but held itfcarce two moneths, and was killed 
by his fouldiers atTarfus, who heard that Probus was 
Emperour, whom all the armie had elected. 

tsfftcr T acitus therefore fucceedcd 

UW. zsfVRE L. VALER \. TROB VS, who 
ruledfive yeeres, and foure moneths. So noble a warri- 
our he was, and mightie in feates of Armes, that the Se- 
natewifhedforhim, thefouldiers chofe him, and the 
people of Rome with open acclamation called for him. 
His vertues and brave expioites 11 . V opticus hath deferi- 
bed. 

The madneflfe and curfcd herefieof the Manichees is 
entred into many parts of the world. 

Probus recovereth Gaulc, which the Germans had 
polTeffed themfelves of having put 400000. of them to 
thefword. Eutro. and regained 60. cities out of the Bar¬ 
barians hands. Vopi/cus. 

Probus having vanquifiied the Germans, fubdued al- 
fo the Sarmatians in 11 iyricum : He overcame the Nati¬ 
ons ofthe GccesinThracia, and upon their fubmiflion 
tooke them into favour ana fricndfhip. Vopifcus. From 
thence he marched into the Eaft. 

Probus tooke Palfurius a mod puifTant Brigand prifo- 
ner, and flew hi m,freed Fauna , after he had quieted the 
partes ofPamphilia, fubduedthe Blemmies, andgraun- 
ted peace unco the Parthians and Perftans at their fuite 
andrequeft. Being returned into Thracia, heeplanted 
an hundred thoufand Baftarnae, and other Nations of the 
Gepidians, Gothesand Vandales aftcmbled together in 
Roman ground. Vopifc. 

Saturmnus afpiring to the Eaft Empire, was by Probus 
«- overcome. 

Bono [us and Proculus at Agrippiramake themfelves 
Emperoursof Gaule, and ufurpe therewith Britanny, 
Spaine, and Gaule Braccata?
